And,  as  oQr  pilous' aUc^torSt  and  brethren  in 
the  Lord,  who,  since  the  days  of  Christ  and  the 
Apostles,  and  at  the  time  of  the  Reformation, 
maintained  the  doctrine.  That  the  kingdom  of 
Jesus  Christ  is  to  be  a  kingdom  of  peace,  and 
his  church  to  be  composed  of  true  believers  and 
holy  members,  where  all  rhanner  of  wars,  and 
shedding  of  blood,  is  to  be  abolished ;  where,  ac- 
cording to  an  ancient  prediction,  They  shall 
beat  their  swords  into  plow-shares,  and  their 
spears  into  pruning-hooks ;  where  nation  shall 
not  lift  up  sword  against  nation,  neither  shall 
they  learn  war  any  more.  Isa.  2:  4. — MoreovcFj 
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Tiial  iKos^  who  become  members  of  Itia  church 
mtiKl  believe  in  ^im,  and  acknoH-Icdge  him  lo 
bclhcSoncf  GodandlheSnvionrof  uieworld; 
cliat  a-jth  bchevers  shall  be  baptized,  according 
to  the  words  of  Christ  and  his  Apoflles:  He 
ilinl  believeth,  and  is  baptized,  Ehall  be  saved. 
Mark  16:  16.— Repent,  and  be  baptized,  every 
one  of  you,  in  the  name  of  Jcsiia  Christ,  for  the 
remission  of  sins— Then _^l hey  ihat  gladly  re- 
ceived his  word  were  baptized.

baptized,  he  and  all  hi:?,  tflraightwuy.  Ac    I'  : 
31,  32,  33. — That  euch  bolicvcrd  only  ii- •  i'.' 
subjects  to  receive  t!ie  administration  of  L'hr. 
tian  baptism;  that  little  children  or  infants,  f.i  * 
being  capable  of  believing,  and  being  frcr!;. 
saved  from  the  transgresssion  and  tiin  of  oi!- 
first  parents,  by  the  atoning  merit  and  blood  i  \ 
Jesus  Christ,  the  immaculate  Lamb  of  God 
which  takcth  away  the  sins  of  the  world,  have 
no  need  of  baptism  in  their  infancy,  neither  arc 
they  capable  of  receiving  it,  until  ihey  arrive  to 
loaiurer  years,  and  be  capable  of  thinking  for 
themselves,  and  of  believing  on  the  Son  of  God, 
and  b^  faith  to  behold  that  Saviour  who  bled 
and  died  on  Calvary  to  redeem  them  from  sin 
and  death,  and  in  who^^e  name  they  are  to  be 
baptized.     Also,  that  we  have  no  command- 
ment or  intimation  from  Ciirist,  or  his  Apotrtles, 
for  infant  baptism,  but  rather  the  reverse.     For, 
when  they  brought  young  cliildren  to  Jesus  that 
he  should  touch  them,  and  his  disciples  rebuked 
those  that  brought  tliem,  he  showed  great  re- 
gard for  them,  and  said  to  his  disciples,  to  sufler 
the  littlexbiidren  to  come  unto  him  and  forbid 
them  not:  for  of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  God. 
And  he  took  them  up  in  his  arms,  put  his  hands 
upon  them,  and  blessed  them.    Mark  10:  13, 
14,  16. — But  neither  did  he  baptize  them  him- 

to  speak  it  to  them.     Hence  it  is  inferred  ihat  there  wrrc  oo 
infants  therc» 
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3lfj  neither  commanded  he  them  to  be  baptized, 
fence  it  is  believed  that  Jesus  Christ,  by  ta- 
ing  those  children  which  were  brought  to  him 
p  in  his  arms,  laying  his  hands  upon  them  and 
lessing  them,  that  thereby  the  whole  infantile 
ace  of  the  children  of  fallen  Adam  are  blessed, 
aved,  washed  and  cleansed,  by  his  ntonrng 
lood,  from  the  pollution  of  Adam's  transgres- 
ion,  and  thus  made  heirs  of  eternal  glory,  to 
he  inexpressible  consolation  and  joy  of  all  be- 
eving  parents.  And,  furthermore.  That  all 
nanner  of  oaths  are  prohibited,  according  to  the 
ommandment  of  Christ,  to  Swear  not  at  all : 
leither  by  heaven  ;  for  it  is  God's  throne  r  nor 
»y  the  oarth  ;  for  it  is  his  footstool:  neither  by 
er&salem ;  for  it  is  the  city  of  the  great  King : 
leilher  shalt  thou  swear  by  thy  head;  because 
hou  canst  not  make  one  hair  white  or-  black. 
3ut  let  your  communication  be,  Yea,  yea,*Nay, 
lay:  for  whatsoever  is  more  than  these,  comet h 
)f  evil.  Matth^  6:  34-37.— But  abova  all  things, 
ny  brethren,  sw^ear  not;  neither  by  heaven, 
icither  by  the  earth,  neither  by  any  other  oath  : 
)ut  let  your  yea  be  yea;  and  your  nay,  nay  ; 
est  ye  fall  into  condemnation.  James  5:  12. 

The  preceding  doctrines  and  rcligiotls  tenets 
ivere  believed,  acknowledged,  adhereJ-to,  taught 
md  inculcated,  both  by  precept  and  example, 
ly  many  ancient  believers  and  faitliful  witness- 
^i  af  the  truth ;  many  of  whom  sealed  it  with 
their  blocnJ,  in  those  times  of  darkness,  super- 
Btition,  idolatry  aa^ persecution ;  when  tjie  J^jht 
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4of  the  glorious  Goepei  was  obscured  and  dark- 
ened, by  that  harlot,  and  mother  of  harlots  and 
aborainations  of  the  earth,  the  church  of  Rome, 
who  was  arrayed  in  purple  and  scarlet  colour, 
and  was  drunken  with  the  blood  of  the  saints, 
and  with  the  blood  of  the  martyrs  of  Jesus*. — 
These  ancient  Christians,  and  faithful  witness- 
es of  the  truth,  being  persecuted  and  dispers- 
ed into  different  countries  of  the  then  known 
world,  were  called  by  different  names.  Some 
were  called  by  tlie  names  of  their  founders ; 
others  were  called  by  the  names  of  the  different 
places  of  their  residence;  and  again,  otjicrs  had 
a  name  given  them  in  derision.  As  Waldcn- 
ses,  Albigenses,  Paulidans,  Ilenricians,  Petro- 
brusians,  Bohemians,  Apostolics,  Lollards,  Ar- 
noldists,  Leonists,  Insabbatati,  Gazarcf,  and 
many  more  such  names,  which  arc  not  nccee- 
aary  to  mention. 

Now,  it  is  probable  that  the  above  named 
tribes  or  denominations  of  Christians  were,  soma 
more  and  some  less,  genuine  in  the  confession 
of  their  faith,  and  in  their  practice ;  and  that 
some,  in  consequence  of  the  bloody  persecutions 
liaving  been  dispersed  into  different  countries, 
may  have  retracted  from  their  first  tenets;  yet, 
so  far  as  we  can  learn,  their  different  creeds  con- 
verge to  this  point:  that  wars  of  all  kind  are  to 
be  abolished  among  Christians ;  that  adult  per- 
sons are  the  only  fit  subjects  for  the  administra- 
tion of  Christian  bapti&m  ;  and  that  oaths  of  all 
kind  are  prohibited  by  Christ  and  hlb  Apostles. 
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Also,  that  a  non-conformity  to  the  world,  and 
its  vain  and  fleeting  fashions,  is  a  characteriatie 
of  a  true  Christian. 

The  above  account  is  given  to  prove  that  the 
succeeding  articles  of  our  Christian  Confession 
of  Faith  are  no  new  thing ;  but,  that  they  arc 
«  based  on  a  foundation  as  ancient,  we  presume, 
as  any  that  can  be  produced  by  any  Christian 
denomination.  ;  Yea,  as  we  have  theconfidence 
to  beUeve  that  they  are  based  on  the  doctrine  of 
Christ  and  his  holy  Apostles,  may  we  not  sa}', 
that  their  foundation  is  as  ancient  as  the  days  of 
the  Apostles?     Notwithstanding, 

We  freely  acknowledge  that  we  derived  the 
name  Mennonites,  from  that  famous  reformer, 
Menno  Simon — of  whom  we  are  not  ashamed 
to  say,  that  he  was  a  shining  light  in  the  time 
of  the  reformation,  proclaiming  loirdly  against 
the  superstitions,  idolatries  and  abominations,  of 
the  church  of  Rome ;  and  that  we  adhere  to  the 
doctrine  which  he,  by  the  co-operating  influence 
of  the  Divine  Spirit,  advanced,  taught  and  ii>- 
culcated  both  by  precept  and  example-.  But,  at 
the  same  time,  many  circumstances  prove  that 
the  doctrine  which  Menno  taught,  was  but  an 
echo  to  that  which  was  advanced  and  taught  by 
those  ancient  witnesses  of  the  truth  above  de- 
scribed, and  in  perfect  unison  with  it.  So  that 
his  sentiments  on  the  subject  of  religion  and 
true  piety  may  be  considered  materially  the 
same,  and.  in  perfect  concordance  with  theirs^ 
save  that  it  was  then,  in  M enno's  time,  reduced 
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to  a  more  peifect  system.  And  thus  the  diner- 
eat  braDCues  of  that  denomination  of  (Chris- 
tians have,  since  that  time,  been  called  Men- 
nonitea. 

For  what  has  been  advanced  above,  mnnv 
respectable  testimoniah  and  evidences  may  be 
adduced,  from  a  laige  German  work  of  upwards 
of  900  folio  pages.     This  work  contains  much 
matter  of  church  history,  and  accounts  of  the 
Martyrs,  throughout  every  century  from  t})e 
days  of  Christ  and  his  Apostles,  down  lo  the 
year  1660.     It  was  compiled  with  nmcli  care 
and  attention,  from  the  most  ancient  and  au- 
tbentic  accounts  and  records  of  church  hisiorv 
and  chronology,  by  T.  J.  V.  Bragiit — entitled 
DcR   Bltjtige  Schau-Platz,   oder  Mar- 
TVREK  Spiegel  der  Tauffs-Gesinntkx, 
orfcr  Wehrlosen  Christen,  etc. — t.  c.  Tin: 
Bloody  Theatre,  or  Martyrs'  Mirror 
OF    the   Anabaptists,   or   DEFENCELEsrw 
Christians,  etc.     This  valuable  work  was 
completed  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1G59,  and 
printed  in  the  Low  Dutch  langua;;^e ;  and,  in  pro- 
cess of  time,  it  was  translated  into  the  German 
language — as  also  were  the  writings  of  Men- 
mo  Simon  and  Theodore  Philip;  in  which 
language  they  are  now  extant,  and  have  gone 
through  several  editions.     Here  also  it  will  be 
proper  to  observe,  that  in  the  large  work  above 
referred  to,  are  contained  the  thli  tr-three  arti- 
cles which  comprise  the  jgubsequent  Confession 
of  Faith.     And^ 
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As  ihe  English  language  has  becon^e  so  preV'^ 
alent  iu  our  day  and  country,  it  was  deemed 
necessary  to  have  the  articles  of  our  faith  trans- 
lated into  the  English  language,  and  of  having 
them  published  therein,  for  the  benefit  and  prop- 
agation of  the  church;  ho[NDg  and  believing 
that  they  will  alsa.  be  readrwith  advantage  by 
all  Christian  denoniinaiion»;  inasmuch  os-they 
arc  based  on  the  word  of  God,  and  point  out 
the  narrow  way  that  leadeth  to  hfe  eternal.-- 
And,  should  our  English  frieads  have  hereto- 
fwe  taken  up  wrong  and  unfavojurablo  ideas, 
concern  in  <^  our  religious  professions,  a  knowl- 
edge of  them  now  may  have  ,Uie  favoofftble 
tendency  of  disposing  them  to  change  their 
minds,  and  to  think  quite  otherwise.  And, 
should  the  following  pages  be  read  with  candour, 
which  wc  sincerely  desire,  we  doubt  not  they 
will  be  edifying  to  thousands  of  our  fellow  pil- 
grims on  the  road  to  heaven  ;  and  may  be  ihe 
means  of  pointing  out,  in  some  degree,  that 
strait  gate  and  narrow  way  which,  according  to 
the  words  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ, 
is  found  but  by  few.  Matth.  7:  13, 14 

i\ow,  as  the  German  work  above  alluded  to, 
which  contains  much  authentic  evidence  to 
what  has  been  advanced,  is,  as  it  were,  inaccess- 
ible to  many  of  our  English  readers,  we  will 
endeavor  to  adduce  some  testimony  to  prove  the 
an(iquit)'^  t»f  our  religious  confession  of  faith, 
from  Dr.  MosHTirBi's  Ecclesiastical  His- 
tory, which  is  generally  Hu;iiitted  to  be  a  stand- 
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ard  work.  This  reRpectnbie  hi.'Hovian,  in  givintf 
an  account  of  ilia  Waidensen,  in  the  12r.li  cen- 
tury, 6ih  chapter  and  11th  section  of  his  work, 

I     writes  as  follows : — 

1  '  11.  "Of  all  the  sects  ihat  arose  in  this  cen- 
tury, none  was  more  distinguished  by  the  repu- 
tation it  acquired,  by  the  multitude  of  \t^  votn- 
riesjand  the  testimony  which  its  bittcretst  one* 
mies  bore  to  the  probity  and  innocence  of  it.^ 
tneoibers,  than  that  of  the  Waldcnees,  ho  called 
from  their  parent  and  founder,  l^etcr  Waldut?. 
ThiBsect  was  known  by  diflcrent  denominn- 
liona.  From  the  place  where  ii  first  appeared, 
its  members  were  called  the  poor*  ineii  of  Liou?^ 

L     or  Leonists;  and  from  the  wooden  shoes  which 
jta  doctors  wore,  and  a  certain  mark  that  was 
imprinted  upon  these  shoes,  they  were  called 
hsabbataii,  or  Sahbatalu     The  origin  of  thi:i 
famous  sect  was  as  follows  :  Peter,  an  opulent 
merchant  of  Lions,  surnamed   Valdenses,  rr 
Palidisius,  from  Vaux,  or  Waldum,a  town  in  tho 
nnarquisate  of  Lions,  being  extremely  zealous 
for  the  advancement  of  true  piety  and  Christian 
knowledge,  employed  a  certain  priest,  about  the 
year  1 160,in  translating  from  Latin  into  French 
the  I'hur  Gospels  ;  with  other  books  of  holy 
scripture,  and  the  most  remarkable  sentences  of 
the  ancient  doctors,  which  were  so  highly  es- 
teemed in  this  century.     But  no  sooner  had  lie 
perused  these  sacred  books  with  a  proper  de- 
gree of  attention,  than  he  perceived  that  the  re- 
ligion which  was  now  taught  in  the  Roman 
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cluircli,  differed  totally  from  that  which  was 
originally  iaculcated  by  Christ  and  his  Apostles. 
Struck  with  this  glaring  contradiction  between 
the  doctrine  of  the  pontiffs  and  the  truths  of  the 
gospel,  and  animated  with  a  pious  zeal  for  pro- 
moting his  own  salvation  and>Uiat  of  others, 
he  abandoned  his  mercantile  vocation,  distribu- 
ted his  riches  among  the  poor,  and  foruiiEig  ao^ 
association  with  other  pious  men,  who  had  a-W 
dopted  his  sentiments  and  his  turn  of  devotion, 
he  began,  in  the  year  1 1  SO,  to  assume  the  quali- 
ty of  a  public  teacher,  and  to  instruct  the"  niul- , 
titude  in  the  doctrines  and  precepts  of  Chris- 
tianity. The  archbishop  of  Lions,  and  the 
other  rulers  of  the  church  in  that  province,  op- 
posed with  vigour,  this  new  doctor  in  the  exer- 
cise of  his  ministry.  But  their  opposition  was 
unsuccessful;  for  tbe  purity  and  simplicity  of 
that  religion  which  these  good  men  taught,  the 
spotless  innocence  that  shone  forth  in  their  Ifves 
and  actions,  and  the  noble  contempt  of  riches 
and  honours  which  was  conspicuous  in  the 
whole  of  their  conduct  and  conversation,  ap- 
peared so  engaging  to  all  such  as  had  any  sense 
of  true  piety,  that  the  number  of  their  disciples 
and  followers  increased  fron)  day  to  day.  They 
accordingly  formed  religious  assemblies,  first  in 
France,  and  afterward  in  Lombardy,  from 
whence  they  propagated  their  sect  throughout 
the  other  provinces  of  Europe  with  incredible 
rapidity,  and  with  such  invincible  fortitude,  that 
neither  fire  nor  sword,  nor  the  most  cruel  inven- 
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tbns  of  merciless  perpocation,  could  (lan;p  ilieir 
2eal,  or  entirely  ruin  their  cause. 

12.  "The  attempt  of  Peter  Walihis  and  hi>« 
Wlowers  were  neiiher  employed  nor  dcHiirno.! 
toiatroduce  new  doctrines  into  the  cinirch.  ij(  r 
to  propose  new  articles  of  faith  to  Chrii-tinns.— 
All  they  aimed  at  wae,  to  reduce  the  form  of 
ecclesiastical  government,  and  the  liven   and 
^manners  lx)tli  of  the  clernry  an<l  people,  to  ilint 
amiable  simplicity,  and  that  primitive  sanctity, 
that  characterized  the  apostolic  ages,  and  which 
appear  so  strongly  recommended  in  theprcrepis 
and  injunctions  of  the  divine  author  of  our  holy 
religion.     In  conscrjuencc  of  this  design,  thoy 
complained  that  the  Roman  church  had  degen- 
erated, under  Constantine  the  CJrcat,  from  it<: 
pnmitive  purity  and  sanctity.    They  denied  the 
supremacy  of  the  Roman  pontiff*,  and  maintain- 
ed that  the  rulers  and  ministers  of  the  church 
were  obliged,  by  their  vocation,  to  imitate  iho 
poverty  of  the  Apostle?,  and  to  [)rccurc  for  them- 
selves a  subsistence  by  the  work  of  their  hands. 
They  considered  every  Chris-Ttian  as,  in  a  cer- 
tain measure,  qualified  and  authorized  to  in- 
struct, exhort,  and  confirm  the  brethren  in  their 
Christian  course,  and  demanded  the  restoration 
of  th3    ancient   penitential   discipline   of   tiic 
church,  i.  e.  the  expiation  of  transgression  by 
prayer,  fasting,  and  alms,  which  the  new  in- 
vented doctrine  of  indulgences  had  almost  to- 
tally abolished.     They  at  the  same  time  afiirni- 
ed,  that  every  pious  Christian  was  qualified  and 
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entitled  to  prescribe  to  the  penitent  the  kind 
degree  of  satisfaction  or  expiation  that  1 
transgressions  required;  that  confession  n 
to  priests  was  by  no  means  necessary,  since 
humble  offender  might  ackolywledge  hia 
and  testify  his  repentance  to  any  true  belie 
and  might  expect  from  such  thexounsels 
admonitions  that  his  case  and  circumstancet 
manded*  They  maintained,  that  tlie  pow< 
delivering  sinners  from  the  guilt  and  pur 
ment  of  (heir  offences,  belonged  to  God  ak 
and  that  indulgences^  of  consequence,  were 
criminal  inventions  of  sordid  avarice.  T 
looked  upon  the  prayers,  and  other  ceremc 
that  were  instituted  in  behalf  of  the  deac 
vain,  useless,  and  absurd,  and  denied  the  < 
tence  of  departed  souls  in  an  intermediate  t 
of  purification  ;  affirming  that  they  were  iqa 
d  lately  upon  the  separation  from  the  bodj 
cciyed*  into  heaven,  or  thrust  down' to  he! 

•Though  we  believe  that  the  souls  of  the  righteouj 
mediately  upon  the  separation  from  the  body,  are  rec 
into  heaven,  or  into  a  state  of  happiness,  where  theji 
rost  from  their  labours  and  their  works  do  follow  them ;  ( 
14:  13.)  yet  we  do  not  believe  that  their  happiness  and 
cit^  IS  80  consummate  and  complete  as  it  will  be  after  tl 
union  of  soul  and  body  in  the  resurrection  of  the  dc: 
the  day  of  judgment ; 

*'  For  the  widowed,  lonely  spirit, 
Incomplete  till  clothed  afresh, 

Longs  perfection  to  inherit — 
Longs  to  triumph  in  the  flesh." 

Jhen,  when  this  corruptible  shall  have  put  on  incorruf 
and  this  mortal  ihall  have  put  on  immortality,  then  sha 
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These,  and  other  tenets  of  a  like  nature,  com- 
posed the  system  of  doctrine  profuigatcd  by  (he 
ualdenses.  Their  rules  of  pmctice  were  ex- 
tremely austere ;  for  they  adopted,  us  the  ukxIcI 
of  their  moral  discipline,  the  eernion  of  Christ 
on  the  Mount,  which  they  interpreted  and  ex- 
plained in  the  most  rigorous  aud  literal  man  nor. 
and  of  consequence  prohibiting  and  condemn- 

Death  i«  swallow- 
ed up  in  victory:  O  death,  whero  is  ihy  sting  1  O  grdvc, 
vi^here  is  thy  victory!  1  Cor.  16;  54,  63 — Then,  when  tlic 
Hightcous  Judge  snail  say  to  those  on  his  right  hand,  Come 
ye  blessed  of  my  Father,  inherit  the  kingdom  prepared  for 
yoM  from  the  foundation  of  the  world  ;  and  they  shall  thu:i

Wo  also  believe,  that  the  souls  of  the  wicked,  immediate- 
ly upon  the  separation  from  the  body,  are  thrust  down  to  hell, 
Or  into  a  state  of  misery,  where  tl)cy  are  reserved  in  everlast- 
ing chains  of  darkness  unto  the  judgment  of  the  great  day  : 
<  Jude  6.)  and  a  certain  fearful  looking  for  of  judgment  and 
^cry  indignation;  (Heb.  10:  27.)  yet,  notwithstanding,  we  do 
^ot  believe  that  their  mibery  is  so  great  and  tormenting  at*  it 
'Will  be  after  the  re- onion  of  soul  and  body,  in  the  resurrec- 
tion at  the  day  of  judgment.     Then,  when  the  Righteous 
^odgc  shall  pronounce  the  just  sentence,  Depart  from  me,  ye 
cursed,  into  everlasting  fire,  prepared  for  the  devil  and  his  an  • 
gels,  (Matth.  26:  41.)  what  will  then  be  the  honor  and  con- 
sternation of  those  guilty  wretches,  when  they  are  casi  iuta 
the  lake  that  bumeth  with  fire  and  brimstone,  and  be  torment- 
ed day  and  night  for  ever  and  ever !  (Rev.  20:  10.)  whore 
their  worm  dieth  not,  and  the  fire  is  not  quenched.     Mark 
9:44. 

"Hark  the  shrill  outcries  of  the  guilty  wretches ! 
Lively  bright  horror,  and  amazing  anguish, 
Staie  through  their  eye-lids,  while  the  livmg  worm  lies  > 
Q&awing  within  thorn  V* 
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ing  in  their  society  all  wars,  and  suits  of 
law,  all  attempts  to  the  acquisition  of  wealth, 
the  inflicting  of  capital  punishments,  self-de- 
fence against  unjust  violence,  and  oaths  of  all 
kinds. 

13.  '*The  government  of  the  church  was 
committed  by  the  Waldenses  to  bishops,  pres- 
byters and  deacons;  for  they  acknowledged  that 
these  three  ecclesiastical  orders  were  instituted 
by  Christ  himself.  But  they  looked  upon  it  as 
absolutely  necessary  that  all  these  orders  should 
resemble  exactly  the  Apostles  of  the  divine  Sa- 
viour, and  be,  like  them,  illiterate,  poor,  desti- 
tute of  all  worldly  possessions,  and  furnished 
with  some  laborious  trade  or  vocation,  in  order 
to  gain  by  constant  industry  their  daily  subsis- 
tence. The  laity  were  divided  into  two  classes; 
one  of  which  contained  the  'perfect^  and  the 
other  the  imperfect  Christians.  The  former 
pponlaneously  divested  themselves  of  all  world- 
ly possessions,  manifested,  in  the  wretchedness 
of  their  apparel,  their  excessive  poverty,  and 
emaciated  their  bodies  by  frequent  fasting.  The 
latter  were  less  austere,  and  approached  nearer 
to  the  method  of  living  generally  received, 
though  they  abstained,  like  the  graver  sort  of 
anabaptists  in  later  times,  from  all  appearance 
of  pomp  and  luxury."' 

Dr.  MosheinVs  annotation  to  the  lltli  para- 
graph above  inserted,  in  which  he  farther  illus- 
trates the  origin  of  the  Waldenses,  together  with 
the  reply  to  that  note,  by  his  respectable  trans- 
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lator,  are  very  worthy  of  observation.     Tlicy 
are  as  follows : 

"Certain  writers  give  diflfercnt  accounts  of 
the  origin  of  the  Waldenses,  and  suppo««  that 
they  were  so  called  from  the  valleys  in  which 
they  hod  resided  for  many  ages  Ijcfore  the  birth 
'  of  Peter  Waldus.  But  these  writers  have  no 
authority  to  support  this  assertion — and  bet«ides 
this,  they  are  refuted  amply  by  the  best  histo- 
rians. I  do  not  mean  to  deny,  that  there  were 
in  the  valleys  of  Piedmont,  long  before  tliis 
period,  a  set  of  men  who  differed  widely  from 
the  opinions  adopted  and  inculcated  by  the 
<Jharch  of  Rome,  and  whose  doctrine  resembled, 
in  many  respects,  that  of  the  Waldenses  ;•  all 
^hat  I  maintain  is,  that  the  inhabitants  of  the 
valleys  abovementioned  are  to  be  carefully  dis- 
tinguished from  the  Waldenses,  who,  according 
to  the  unanimous  voice  of  history,  were  origi- 
nally inhabitants  of  Lions,  and  derived  their 
^ame  from  Peter  Waldus,  their  founder  and 
chief." 

To  this  annotation,  his  translator.  Dr.  Mac- 
iaine,  replies  in  the  follo^ving  words : 

"  We  may  venture  to  affirm  the  contrary  with 
the  learned  Beza  and  other  writers  of  note ;  for 
it  seems  evident  from  the  best  records,  that  Val- 
gus derived  his  name  from  the  Valdenses  of 
Piedmont,  whose  doctrine  he  adopted,  and  who 
were  known  by  the  names  of  Vaudois  and 
^Menses,  before  he  or  his  immediate  follow- 
I   «r8  existed.     If  the  Valdenses  or  Waldenses 
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Also,  that  a  non-conformity  to  the  world,  and 
its  vain  and  fleeting  fashions,  is  a  characteristic 
of  a  true  Christian. 

The  above  account  is  given  to  prove  that  the 
succeeding  articles  of  our  Christian  Confession 
of  Faith  are  no  new  thing ;  but,  that  they  are 

«  based  on  a  foundation  as  ancient,  we  presume, 
as  any  that  can  be  produced  by  any  Christian 
denomination.  >Yea,  as  we  have  theeonfidencc 
to  believe  that  they  are  based  on  the  doctrine  of 
Christ  and  his  holy  Apostles,  may  we  not  sa)'*, 
that  their  foundation  is  as  ancient  as  the  davs  of 
the  Apostles?     Notwithstanding, 

We  freely  acknowledge  that  we  derived  the 
name  Mennonites,  from  that  famous  reformer, 
Menno  Simon — of  whom  we  are  not  ashamed 
to  say,  that  he  was  a  shining  light  in  the  time 
of  the  re^rnmtion,  proclaiming  loudly  against 
the  superstitions,  idolatries'  and  abominations,  of 
the  church  of  Rome ;  andlh^t  we  adhere  to  the 
doctrine  which  he,  by  the  co-(^rating  influence 

'  of  the  Divine  Spirit,  advanced,  taught  and  in*- 
culcated  both  by  precept  and  example.  But,  at 
the  same  time,,  many  circumstances  prove  that 
the  doctrine  which  Menno  taught,  was  but  an 
echo  to  that  which  was.  advanced  and  taught  by 
those  ancient  witnesses  of  the  truth  above  de- 
scribed, and  in  perfect  unison  with  it.  So  that 
his  sentira^its  on  the  subject  of  religion  and 
true  piety  may  be  considered  materially  the 
same,  and.  in  perfect  concordance  with  theirs, 
save  that  U  was  then,  in  Menno's  time,  reduced 
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to  a  more  oeifoct  system.  And  thus  the  difTer- 
eot  brancues  of  that  denomination  of  (.-iim- 
tjans  have,  since  that  time,  been  called  Men- 
nonites. 

For  what  has  been  advanced  above,  many 
respectable  testimoniah  and  evidences  may  be 
adduced,  from  a  ]Arge  German  work  of  upwards 
of  900  folio  pages.  This  work  contains  much 
matter  of  church  history,  and  accounts  of  the 
Martyrs,  througboul  every  century  from  tJrc 
days  of  Christ  iind  his  Apostles,  down  to  the 
year  1660.  It  was  compiled  with  much  care 
and  attention,  from  the  most  ancient  and  lui- 
ibenCic  accouiuts  and  records  of  church  historv 
and  chronology,  by  T.  J.  V.  Braght — entitled 
Dek   Blutige  Schau-Platz,   oder  Mar-

orfer  Wehrlosen  Christen,  etc. — i.  c.  The 
Bloody  Theatre,  or  Martyrs'  Mirror 
OF  the  Anabaptists,  or  Defenceless 
Christians,  etc.  This  valuable  work  was 
completed  in  the  year  of  our  I^rd  1659,  and 
printed  in  the  Low  Dutch  language ;  and,  in  pro- 
cess of  time,  it  was  translated  iuto  the  German 
language — as  also  were  the  writings  of  Men- 
NoSiMON  and  Theodore  Philip;  in  which 
language  they  are  now  extant,  and  have  gone 
through  several  editions.  Here  also  it  will  be 
proper  to  observe,  that  in  the  large  work  above 
referred  to,  are  contained  the  thji  tr-tliree  arti- 
cles which  comprise  the  jgubsequent  Confessioa 
of  Faith.     And, 
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As  the  English  language  has  becoroe  so  preV'- 
alent  in  our  day  and  country,  it  was  deemed 
necessary  to  have  the  articles  of  our  faith  tmns- 
lated  into  the  English  language,  and  of  having 
them  published  therein,  for  the  benefit  and  prop- 
agation of  the  church;  hoping- and  believing 
that  they  will  alfi»be  rafid^jth  advantage  by 
all  Christian  denoniina4ion»;  inasmuch  as-they 
are  based  on  the  word  of  G«d,  and  point  out 
the  narrow  way  that  leadeth.  to  life  eternal.-— 
And,  should  our  English  friends  have  hereto- 
fore taken  up  wrong  and  unfavojurable  ideas, 
concerning  our  religious  profetsions,  a  knowl- 
edge of  them  now  may  have  ,ilie  favoorftble 
tendency  of  di^^posing  them  to  change   their 
minds,  and  to  think  quite  othenvise.     A<id, 
should  the  following  pages  be  read  wilh  candour, 
which  we  sincerely  desire,  we  doubt  not  they 
will  be  edifying  to  thousands  of  our  fellow  pil* 
grims  on  the  road  to  heaven  ;  and  may  be  ihe 
means  of  pointing  out,  in  some  degree,  that 
strait  gate  and  narrow  way  which,  according  to 
the  words  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ, 
is  found  but  by  few.  Matth.  7:  13, 14. 

Now,  as  the  German  work  above  alluded  to, 
which  contains  much  authentic  evidence  to 
what  has  been  advanced,  is,  as  it  were,  inaccess- 
ible to  many  of  our  English  readers,  wc  will 
endeavor  to  adduce  some  testimony  to  prove  the 
antiquity  <»r  our  religious  confession  of  faith, 
from  Dr.  MosHErhi's  Ecclesiastical  His- 
tory, which  is  generally  auiliitted  to  be  a  stand- 
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ard  work.  This  respectable  liHtovian,  in  |;rivinir 
an  account  of  the  WRldense:«,  in  the  12th  cen- 
tury, 6lh  chapter  and  11th  section  of  his  work, 
writes  as  follows: — 

'  11.  ''Of  all  the  sects  timt  arose  in  this  cen- 
tury, none  was  more  distinguished  by  the  repu- 
tation it  acquired,  by  the  muUitudo  of  \v^  vota- 
ries,  And  the  testimony  which  its  bitterest  one- 
niies  bore  to  the  probity  and  innocence  of  iln 
members,  than  that  of  the  Waldcnses,  so  called 
from  their  parent  and  founder,  Tetcr  \Val(hi>'. 
Thid  sect  was  known  by  diflcrent  denomina- 
tions.    From  the  place  where  ii  first  oppcnrcil, 
its  members  were  called  the  poof  men  nf  Linur^ 
or  Leonists;  and  from  the  wooden  shoes  which 
its  doctors  wore,  and  a  certain  mark  ihnt  was 
imprinted  upon  these  shoes,  ihey  were  called 
Insabhatatly  or  ^abhatatu     The  origin  of  \\\h 
famous  sect  was  as  follows  :  Peter,  an  opulent 
merchant  of  Lions,  surnamed   Valdenses,  cr 
Fatidisius,  from  Vaux,  or  W"aldum,a  town  in  tho 
marquisate  of  Lions,  being  extremely  zealous 
for  the  advancement  of  true  piety  and  Christian 
knowledge,  employed  a  certain  priest,  about  the 
year  1 160,in  translating  from  Latin  into  French 
the  Fhur  Gospels  ;  with  other  books  of  holy 
scripture,  and  the  most  remarkable  sentences  of 
the  ancient  doctors,  which  were  so  highly  es- 
teemed in  this  century*     But  no  sooner  had  ho 
perused  these  sacred  books  with  a  proper  de- 
gree of  attention,  than  he  perceived  that  the  re- 
ligion which  was  now  taught  iu  the  R«vx\^w 
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churcli,  differed  totally  from  that  which  was 
oriiriiially  inculcated  by  Christ  and  his  Apostles. 
Struck  with  this  glaring  contradiction  between 
t]ie  doctrine  of  the  pontiffs  and  the  truths  of  the 
gospel,  and  animated  with  a  pious  zeal  for  pro- 
moting his  own  salvation  and4faat  of  others, 
he  abandoned  his  mercantile  vocation,  disiribu- 
ted  his  riches  among  the  poor,  and  foriniEig  aoL 
association  with  other  pious  men,  who  had  a-W 
doptcd  his  sentiments  and  his  turn  of  devotion, 
he  began,  in  the  year  1 1  SO,  to  assume  the  quali- 
ty of  a  public  teacher,  and  to  instruct  the?  mul-  . 
titude  ill  the  doctrines  and  precepts  of  Chris- 
tianity.    The  archbishop  of  Lions,  and  the 
other  rulers  of  the  church  in  that  province,  op-    ^ 
posed  with  vigour,  this  new  doctor  in  the  exer- 
cise of  his  ministry.     But  their  opposition  was 
unsuccessful;  for  tbe  purity  and  simplicity  of 
that  religion  which  these  good  men  taught,  the 
spotless  innocence  that  shone  forth  in  their  Ifves 
and  actions,  and  the  noble  contempt  of  riches 
and  honours  which  was  conspicuous  in  the 
whole  of  their  conduct  and  conversiition,  ap- 
peared so  engaging  to  all  such  as  liad  any  sense 
of  true  piety,  that  the  number  of  their  disciples 
and  followers  increased  fron)  day  to  day.    They 
accordingly  formed  religious  assembhes,  first  ia 
France,   and   afterward    in   Lombardy,   from 
whence  they  propagated  their  sect  throughout 
the  other  provinces  of  Europe  with  incredible 
rapidity,  and  with  such  invincible  fortitude,  that 
neither  fire  nor  sword,  nor  the  most  cruel  inven^ 
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tions  of  merciless  persecution,  could  (laii;p  iheir 
aseal,  or  entirely  ruin  their  cause. 

12.  "The  attempts  of  Peter  Walthis  and  hi^ 
followers  were  neither  employed  nor  denii^ncJ 
to  introduce  new  doctrines  into  the  church.  h(  r 
to  propose  new  articles  of  faith  to  Christians. — 
AU  they  aimed  at  was,  to  reduce  the  form  of 
ecclesiastical  government,  and  the  lives  and 
manners  hoth  of  the  cler<ry  an<l  people,  to  tiiat 
amiable  simplicity,  and  thnt  primitive  sanctity, 
that  characterized  the  apostolic  ages,  and  whic!i 
appear  so  strongly  recommended  in  the  precepts 
and  injunctions  of  the  divine  author  of  our  holy 
religion.  In  consequence  of  this  design,  they 
complained  that  the  Uoinan  church  had  degen- 
erated, under  Constantine  the  Cireat,  from  its 
primitive  purity  and  sanctit}^  They  denied  tii o 
supremacy  of  the  Roman  pontiff',  and  maintain- 
ed that  the  rulers  and  ministerd  of  the  church 
were  obliged,  by  their  vocation,  to  imitate  iha 
poverty  of  the  Apostle?,  and  to  prrcurc  for  them- 
selves a  subsistence  by  the  work  of  their  hands. 
They  considered  every  Christian  as,  in  a  cer- 
tain measure,  qualified  and  authorized  to  in- 
struct, exhort,  and  confirm  the  brethren  in  their 
Christian  course,  and  de*nandcd  the  restoration 
of  th3  ancient  penitential  discipline  of  the 
church,  i.  e.  the  expiation  of  transgression  by 
prayer,  fasting,  and  alms,  which  the  new  in- 
vented doctrine  of  indulgencoi  had  almost  to- 
tally abolished.  They  at  the  same  time  afiirm- 
e^;  that  every  pious  Christian  was  qualified  and 
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entitled  to  prescribe  to  the  penitent  the  kind  and 
degree  of  satisfaction  or  expiation  that  their 
transgressions  required;  that  confession  made 
to  prie>9ts  was  by  no  means  necessary,  since  the 
humble  offender  might  ackol^wledge  his  sina 
and  testify  his  repentance  to  any  true  beUever, 
and  might  expect  from  such  thexounsels  and 
admonitions  that  his  case  and  circumstances  de- 
manded* They  maintained,  that  the  power  of 
deUvering  sinners  from  the  guilt  and  punish- 
ment of  their  offences,  belonged  to  God  alone } 
and  that  indulgences^  of  consequence,  were  the 
criminal  inventions  of  sordid  avarice.  They 
looked  upon  the  prayers,  and  other  ceremonies 
that  were  instituted  in  behalf  of  the  dead,  as 
vain,  useless,  and  absurd,  and  denied  the  exis- 
tencei  of  departed  souls  in  an  intermediate  state 
of  purification  ;  affirming  that  they  were  irpme- 
diately  upon  the  separation  from  the  body  re- 
ceived* into  heaven,  or  thrust  down* to  hell. — 

^Though  we  believe  that  the  souls  of  the  righteous,  im- 
mediately upon  the  separatiou  from  the  body,  are  received 
into  heaven,  or  into  a  state  of  happiness,  where  they  may 
rest  from  their  labours  and  their  works  do  follow  them ;  (Rev. 
14:  13.)  yet  we  do  not  believe  that  their  happiness  and  feli- 
city 13  so  consummate  and  complete  as  it  will  be  after  the  re- 
union of  soul  and  body  in  the  resurrection  of  the  dead  at 
the  day  of  judgment ; 

•'  For  the  widowed,  lonely  spirit, 

Incomplete  till  clothed  afresh,

Then,  when  this  corruptible  shall  have  put  on  incormption, 
and  this  mortal  shall  have  put  on  immortality,  then  shaU  be?

<iu8  derived  his  name  from  the  Valdenses  of 
Piedmont,  whose  doctrine  he  adopted,  and  who 
^we  known  by  the  names  of  Vaudois  and 
^Menses^  before  he  or  his  immediate  foUow- 
««  existed.     If  the  Valdenses  or  Waidenses 
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had  derived  their  name  from  any  eminent  teacli^ 
er,  it  would  probably  have  been  from  Yaldo,wha 
was  remarkable  for  the  purity  of  his  doctrine  in 
the  ninth  century,  and  was  the  contemporary 
and  chief  councellor  of  Berengarius.    fiut  the 
truth  is,  that  they  derive  their  name  from  their 
vallies  in  Piedmont,  which  in  their  language  are 
called  Vaux — hence  Voidois,  their  true  name ; 
hence  Peter,  or  as  others  call  him,  John  of  Ly- 
ons, was  called  in  Latin  Valdtis,  because  he 
had  adopted  their  doctrine ;  and  hence  the  term 
Valdenses  and  Waldenses  used  by  those  who 
write  in  English  or  Latin,  in  the  place  of  Vau- 
dois.     The  bloody  inquisitor  Reinerus  Sacco, 
who  exerted  such  a  furious  zeal  for  the  destruc- 
tion of  the  Waldenses,  lived  but  about  eighty 
years  after  Valdus  of  Lions,  and  must  therefore 
be  supposed  to. know  whether  or  not  he  was  the 
real  founder  of  the  Valdenses  or  Leonists ;  anc 
yet  it  is  remarkable  that  he  speaks  of  the  Lee 
nists,  mentioned  by  Dr.  Mosheim  in  the  precr 
ding  page  as  synonymous  with  Waldenses,  i 
a  sect  that  had  flourished  above,  five  hundr 
years ;  nay,  mentions  authors  of  note,  who  ma 
their  antiquity  remount  to  the  apostolic  age." 
"I  know  not  upon  what  principle  Dr.  Moshf 
raaintanis,  that  the  inhabitants  of  the  vail 
of  Piedmont  are  to  be  carefully  distinguis 
from  the  Waklenses.  .  .  .  When  the  Pa 
ask  us  where  our  religion  was  before  Lu\ 
we  generally  answer.  In  the  Bible;  anc 
answer  well.     But,  to  gratify  their  taste  foi 
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dUion  and  human  authoritt/,  we  may  add  to 
this  answer,  and  in  the  valleys  of  Piedmont y 

Prom  the  foregoing  quotations,  the  reader  will 
judge  how  near  the  tenets  .and  religious  doctrines 
of  the  Waldenses,  mentioned  by  Dr.  Mosheiin, 
agree  with  the  subsequent  Articles  of  Confes- 
sion of  Paith.  It  is  also  worthy  of  research 
and  examination,  to  know  who  were  the  set  of 
men,  in  the  valleys  of  Piedmont,  long  l>eforc 
this  time,  (1660,)  who  differed  widely  from  the 
opinions  adopted  and  inculcated  by  the  church 
of  Rome,  and  whose  doctrines  rescinl)leil,  in 
many  respects,  those  of  the  Walden-cai,  and  for 
whom  the  before-mentioned  translator  contends 
that  they  were  the  Waldenses  themselves. — 
Whom  also  that  bloody  inquisitor,  Reineru??, 
mentions  as  a  sect  that  had  flourished  five  hun- 
dred years;  and  mentions  authors  of  note  who 
make  their  antiquity  remount  to  the  apostolic 
age.  Who  these  men  were,  and  what  were 
their  religious  tenets,  will  perhaps  appear  some- 
what more  clearly,  in  weighing,  with  attention 
and  candor,  the  following  quotations,  extracted 
also  from  Dr.  Mosheim's  Eccl.  Hist.  16th  cen- 
tury, 3d  cliapter,  where  we  find  the  history  of 
the  Anabaptists  or  Mennonites,  as  follows : 

1.  "The  true  origin  of  that  sect  which  ac- 
quired the  denomination  of  Anabaptists,  by 
their  administering  anew  the  rite  of  baptism  to 
those  who  came  over  to  their  communion,  and 
derived  that  of  Mennonites  from  the  famous 
man  to  whom  they  owe  the  greatest  part  of  their 
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preaent  felicity,  is  hid  in  the  remote  depths  of  an* 
tiquity,aDd  is,  of  consequence,  extremely  difficult 
to  be  ascertained.  This  uncertainty  wul  not  ap- 
pear surprising,  when  it  is  considered  that  this  sect 
started  up,  all  of  a  sudden,  in  several  countries 
at  the  same  point  of  time,  under  leaders  of  dif- 
ferent talents  and  difierent  intentions,  and  at  the 
very  period  when  the  first  contests  of  the  re- 
formers with  the  Roman  pontics  drew  the  at- 
tention of  the  world,  and  employed  the  pens  of 
the  learned  in  such  a  manner  as  to  render  all 
otlier  objects  and  incidents  almost  matters  of  in- 
difference. The  modern  Mennonites  not  tfnly 
consider  themselves  as  the  descendants  of  the 
Waldenses,  who  were  so  grievously  oppressed 
and  pereecuted  by  the  despotic  heads  of  the  Ro- 
man church,  but  pretend,  moreover,  to  be  the 
purest  offspring  of  these  respectable  sufferers, 
being  equally  averse  to  all  principles  of  rebellion, 
o!i  the  one  hand,  and  all  suggestions  of  fanat- 
icism on  the  other,  l^heir  adversaries,  on  the 
contrary,  represent  them  as  the  descendants  of 
those  turbulent  and  furious  Anabaptists,  who, 
in  the  sixteenth  century,  involved  Germany, 
Holland;  Switzerland,  and  more  especially  the 
province  of  Westphalia,  in  such  scenes  of  blood, 
perplexity  and  distress ;  and  a  liege  that,  terrified 
by  the  dreadful  fate  of  their  associates,  and  also 
influenced  by  the  moderate  counsels  and  wise 
injunctions  of  Mennon,  they  abandoned  the  fe- 
rocity of  their  primitive  enthusiasm,  and  were 
gradually  brought  to  a  better  mind.     After  hay- 
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iiig  examined  these  two  dilFerent  accounts  of  the 
origin  of  the  Anabaptists  with  the  utmotst  nt> 
tention  and  impartiality,  I  have  found  that  neith- 
er of  them  are  exactly  conformable  to  truth. 

2.  ''It  may  be  observed,  in  the  fix^i  place, 
that  the  Mennonites  are  not  entirely  niiistakeu 
when  they  boast  of  their  descent  from  the  WaU 
denses,  Petrobrusians,  and  other  ancient  sects, 
who  are  usually  considered  as  witnesses  of  tkc 
tnUhj  in  the  times  of  universal  darkness  and 
superstition.  Before  the  rise  of  Luther  and 
Calvin,  there  lay  concealed,  in  almost  all  the 
countries  of  Europe,  particularly  in  Bohemia, 
Moravia,  Switzerland  and  Germany,  many  |)er- 
sous  who  adhered  tenaciously  to  the  following 
doctrine,  which  the  Waldenses^  WickUffites  and 
Hussites  had  maintained,  some  in  a  more  dis- 
guised, and  others  in  a  more  open  and  publk*. 
manner,  viz:  'That  the  kingdom  of  Christ,  or 
the  visible  church  he  had  established  upon  earth; 
was  an  assembly  of  true  and  real  saints,  and 
ought  therefore  to  be  inaccessible  to  the  wicked 
and  unrighteous,  and  also  exempt  from  all  those 
institutions,  which  human  prudence  suggests, 
to  oppose  the  progress  of  iniquity,  or  to  correct 
and  reform  transgressors.'  This  maxim  is  tl^^ 
true  source  of  all  the  peculiarities  that  are  to  be 
found  in  the  religious  doctrine  and  discipline  of 
the  Mennonites ;  and  it  is  most  certain,  that  the 
greatest  part  of  these  peculiarities  were  approved 
of  by  many  of  those  who,  before  the  dawn  ot 
the  reformation,  entertained  the  notion  sAxetxA^' 
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mentioned,  relating  to  the  visible  church  of 
Christ.  There  were,  however,  different  ways 
of  thinking  among  the  different  members  of 
this  sect,  with  respect  to  the  methods  of  attain- 
ing to  such  a  perfect  church  establishment  as 
they  had  in  view.  Some,  who  were  of  a  fanat- 
ical complexion  on  the  one  hand,  and  were  per- 
suaded, on  the  other,  that  such  a  visible  church, 
as  they  had  modelled  out  in  fancy,  could  not  be 
realized  by  the  power  of  man,  entertained  the 
pleasing  hope,  that  God,  in  his  own  good  time, 
would  erect  to  himself  a  church  exempt  from 
every  degree  of  blemish  and  impurity,  atnd 
would  set  apart,  for  the  execution  of  this  grand 
design,  a  certain  number  of  chosen  instrumente, 
divinely  assisted  and  prepared  for  this  work,  by 
the  extraordinary  succours  of  his  Holy  Spirit. 
Others,  of  a  more  prudent  and  mtional  turn  of 
mind,  entertained  different  views  of  this  mat- 
ter. They  neither  expected  stupendous  mira- 
cles nor  extraordinary  revelations;  since  they 
were  persuaded  that  it  was  possible,  by  human 
wisdom,  industry  and  vigilance,  to  purify  the 
church  from  the  contagion  of  the  wicked,  and 
to  restore  it  to  the  simplicity  of  its  original  con- 
stitution, provided  that  the  manners  and  spirit 
of  the  primitive  Christians  could  hut  recover 
tiieii''  lost  dignity  aud  lustre. 

3.  "  The  drooping  spirits  of  these  people,  who 
had  been  dispersed  through  many  countries,  and 
])ersecuted  every  where  with  the  greatest  seve- 
rity, were  revived  when  they  were  informed  that 
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Luther,  seconded  by  several  persons  of  eminent 
piety,  had  successfully  attempted  the  reforma- 
tion of  the  church.  Then  they  spoke  with 
openness  and  freedom,  and  the  enthusiasm  of 
the.  fanatical,  as  well  as  the  prudence  of  tlic 
wise,  discovered  themselves  in  their  natural  co- 
lours. Some  of  them  imagined  that  the  time 
was  now  come,  in  which  God  himself  was  to 
dwell  with  his  servants  in  an  extraordinary 
manner,  by  celestial  succours,  and  to  establish 
upon  earth  a  kingdom  truly  spiritual  and  di- 
vine. Others,  less  sanguine  and  chimerical  in 
their  expectations,  flattered  themselves,  never- 
theless, wiA  the  fond  hopes  of  the  approach  of 
that  happy  period,  in  which  the  restoration  of 
the  church,  whioh  had  been  so  long  expected  in 
vain,  was  to  be  accomplished,  under  the  divine 
protection,  by  the  labours  and  councils  of  pious 
and  eminent  men..  This  sect  was  soon  joined 
by  great  numbers,  and,  as  usually  happens  in 
sudden  revolutions  of  this  nature,  by  many  per- 
sons whose  characters  and  capacities  were  very 
different,  though  their  views  seemed  to  turn 
upon  the  same  object.  Their  progress  wtu* 
rapid ;  for,  ki  a  very  short  space  of  time,  their 
discourses,  visions  and  predictions,  excited  com- 
motions in  a  great  pait  of  Europe,  and  drew 
into  their  communion  a  prodigious  multitude, 
whose  ignorance  rendered  them  easy  victims  tc 
the  illusions  of  enthusiasm.  U  is,  kowever,  to 
be  observed,  that  as  the  leaders  of  this  sect  had 
ikUen  into^hat  ercoaeous  and  chimarica]  notion. 
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ing  in  their  society  all  wars,  and  suits  of 
law,  all  attempts  to  the  acquisition  of  wealth, 
the  inflicting  of  capital  punishments,  self-de- 
fence against  unjust  violence,  and  oaths  of  all 
kinds. 

13.  ^*The  government  of  the  church  was 
committed  by  the  Waldenses  to  bishops,  pres- 
byters and  deacons;  for  they  acknowledged  that 
these  three  ecclesiastical  orders  were  instituted 
by  Christ  himself.  But  they  looked  upon  it  as 
absolutely  necessary  that  all  these  orders  should 
resemble  exactly  the  Apostles  of  the  divine  Sa- 
viour, and  be,  like  them,  illiterate,  poor,  desti- 
tute of  all  worldly  possessions,  and  furnished 
with  some  laborious  trade  or  vocation,  in  order 
to  gain  by  constant  industry  their  daily  subsis- 
tence. The  laity  were  divided  into  two  classes; 
one  of  which  contained  the  'perfect^  and  the 
other  the  imperfect  Christians.  The  former 
ppontaneously  divested  themselves  of  all  world- 
ly possessions,  manifested,  in  the  wretchedness 
of  their  apparel,  their  excessive  poverty,  and 
emaciated  their  bodies  by  frequent  fasting.  The 
latter  were  less  austere,  and  approached  nearer 
to  the  method  of  living  generally  received, 
though  they  abstained, -like  the  graver  sort  of 
anabaptists  in  later  times,  from  all  appearance 
of  pomp  and  luxury.^' 

Dr.  MosheinVs  annotation  to  the  lltli  para- 
graph above  inserted,  in  which  he  farther  illuvs- 
trates  the  origin  of  the  Waldenses,  together  with 
the  reply  to  that  note,  by  his  respectable  trans 
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Wor,  are  very  worthy  of  obRervation.     They 
are  as  follows : 

'^Cerlaiii  writers  give  diflferent  accounts  of 
the  origin  of  the  Waldenses,  and  suppose  that 
they  were  so  called  from  the  valleys  in  wliich 
they  had  resided  for  many  ages  before  the  birth 
of  Peter  Waldus.  But  these  writers  have  no 
authority  to  support  this  assertion — and  besides 
this,  they  are  refuted  amply  by  the  best  histo- 
rians. I  do  not  mean  to  deny,  that  there  were 
in  the  valleys  of  Piedmont^  long  before  this 
period,  a  set  of  men  who  differed  widely  from 
the  opinions  adopted  and  inculcated  by  the 
church  of  Rome,  and  whose  doctrine  resembled, 
in  many  respects,  that  of  the  Waldenses  >  all 
that  I  maintain  is,  that  the  inhabitants  of  the 
valleys  abovementioned  are  to  be  carefully  dis- 
tinguished from  the  Waldenses,  who,  according 
to  the  unanimous  voice  of  history,  were  origi- 
nally inhabitants  of  Lions,  and  derived  their 
tiame  from  Peter  Waldus,  their  founder  and 
chief." 

To  this  annotation,  his  translator.  Dr.  Mac- 
iaine,  replies  in  the  follo^v^ng  words: 

"  We  may  venture  to  affirm  the  contrary  with 
the  learned  Beza  and  other  writers  of  note ;  for 
it  seems  evident  from  the  best  records,  that  Val- 
dus  derived  his  name  from  the  Valdenses  of 
Piedmont,  whose  doctrine  he  adopted,  and  who 
were  known  by  the  names  of  Vaudois  and 
ValdenseSy  before  he  or  his  immediate  follow- 
ers existed.  If  the  Valdenses  or  Waldenses

Then  they  spoke  with 
openness  and  freedom,  and  the  entmisiasm  of 
the.  fianatical,  as  well  as  the  prudence  of  the 
wise,  discovered  themselves  in  their  natural  co- 
lours.    Some  of  them  imagined  that  the  time 
was  now  come,  in  which  God  himself  was  to 
dwell  with  his  servants  in  an  extraordinary 
manner,  by  celestial  succours,  and  to  establish 
upon  earth  a  kingdom  truly  spiritual  and  di~ 
vine.     Others,  less  sanguine  and  chimerical  in 
iheir  expectations,  flattered  themselves,  never- 
theless, wiCh  the  fond  hopes  of  the  approach  of 
that  happy  period,  in  which  the  restoration  of 
the  church,  whioh  had  been  so  long  expected  in 
vain,  was  to  be  accomplished,  under  the  divine 
protection,  by  the  labours  and  councils  of  pious 
and  eminent  men..    This  sect  was  soon  joined 
by  great  numbers,  and,  as  usually  happens  in 
sudden  revolutions  of  this  nature,  by  many  per- 
sons whose  characters  and  capacities  were  verv' 
different,  though  their  views  seemed  to  turn 
upon  the  same  object.     Their  progress  wa^ 
rapid ;  for,  in  a  very  short  space  of  time,  their 
discourses,  visions  and  predictions,  excited  com- 
motions in  a  great  pait  of  Europe,  and  drew 
into  their  communion  a  prodigious  multitude, 
whose  ignorance  rendered  them  eas^r  victims  U: 
the  illusions  of  enthusiasm,     k  is,  kowever,  t^ 
be  observed,  that  as  the  leaders  of  this  sect  had 
fttlien  into^that  erEoaeouB  and  chimerical  notion^ 
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that  the  new  kiogdoni  of  Christ,  which  they 
expected^  was  to  be  exempt  from  every  kind  of 
vice,  and  from  the  smallest  degree  of  imperfec- 
tion and  corruption,  they  were  not  satisfied  witb 
the  plan  of  reforj^nation  proposed  by  Luther. — 
They  looked  upon  it  as  muQh  beneath  the  sub* 
liniity  of  their  views,  and  consequently  under-^ 
took  a  more  perfect  reformation — or,  to  express 
more  properly,  their  visionary  enterprise,  they 
proposed  to  found  a  new  church,  entirely  spirit- 
ual,  and  truly  divine."     Now, 

When  we  observe,  with  reflecting  minds,  the^ 
history  and  condition  of  the  true  church  of 
Christ,  from  the  days  of  the  Apostles  down  to 
the  time,  of  the  Reformation,  ana  consider  at  ten-. 
Hvely  the  many  bloody  persecutions,  and  the 
sufferings  which  its  truest  members  had  to  en- 
dure, and  then  weigh,  with  attention  and  qoh^ 
dour,  the  contents  of  the  foregoing  paragraphs, 
may  we  not  reasonably  in}er.  That  the  wU- 
nesses  of  thetniih  abovementioned,  who  were 
composed  of  different  names  and  sects,  such  as 
Waldenses,  Albigenses,  Petrobrusians,  and  ma- 
ny others  who  adhered  to  the  religious  doctrines 
which  these  advanced,  and  who  were  dispersed 
and  lay  concealed  in  almost  all  the  countries  of 
Gurope,  that  these  were  the  same  denominations 
of  ChristianB  with  those  of  a  yet  more  ancient 
date,  who  resided  in  the  valleys  of  Piedmont, 
or  even  as  ancient  as  Uiose  stati^  by  the  authors 
of  note,  mentioned  by  that  hloody  inquisitor, 
Reinertis.  Sacco,  ii[h(^.  ai^iqi^lt^  rerppunt  to 
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the  apostolic  ag6 1    For  ic  ia  evident  thftt^llie 
church  of  Chris^  which  he  buildod,  audn^ilMt 
which  the  gates  of  hell  shall  not  prevail,  was  at 
no  tiaie  left  destitute  of  its  true  witnesses  and 
holy  members.     Now,  as  these  witnesses  of  the 
truth,   and  members  of  the  true  churcli   of 
Christ,  were  persecutctl  with  the  greatest  seve- 
rity by  that  anti-christian  power,  the  church  of 
Rome,  and  were  dispersed  in  different  places 
and  countries,  to  which  they  had  to  Hee  for  safe- 
ty, and  thus  lay,  as  it  were,  concealed,  till  the 
dawn  of  the  reformation — it  is  no  wonder,  then, 
that  at  this  time  the  drooping  spirits  of  these 
persecuted  sufferers  revived,  when  they  wert> 
informed  that  Luther,  seconded  by  several  per- 
sons of  eminent  piety,  had  successfully  attempt- 
ed the  reformation  of  the  church.     Animated 
with  the^  liv^y  hopes  of  accomplishing  a  refor- 
mation in  the  church,  and  of  seeing  better  times, 
well  might  they  speak  with  openness  and  free- 
dom— start  up  at  the  same  time  in  the  different 
countries  to  which  they  had  fied,  according  to 
the  word  of  their  Lord  and  Master,  -'When 
they  persecute  you  in  this  city,  flee  ye  into  a- 
nother."  (Matth.  10:  23.) — assume  their  Chris- 
tian liberty,  and  evince  their  sincerity  by  aiding 
in  the  reformation.     But  as  their  doctrine,  in 
some  points,  differed  from  that  of  others,  partic- 
ularly in  that  they  protested  against  infant  bap- 
tism, they  were  consequently  denominated  An- 
abaptists. 
It  is  beyond  a  doubt,  that  the  Anabaptists 
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took-  their  rise  and  derived  their  name  from 
fhose  ancient  i^ects  above  descnL)cd,  who  were 
opposed  to  infitnt  baptism  and  re-lxiptized  those 
wliu  had  baptit<in  administered  in  a  state  of  in- 
Ihnoy.  Hence  the  name  Wieder'tceuffer :  i.  e. 
Anabaptists,  For  it  is  evident,  that  many  of 
tliose  sects  wore  opposed  to  infant  baptism  ;  and, 
though  Dr.  Moshcim  says  notiiing,  that  we  can 
find,  of  the  baptism  of  tlie  Waldenses,  yet.  in 
the  large  German  work  alwve  referred  to,  it  is 
proved  to  a  demonstration  that  they  maintained 
afhjlt  baptism.  8ome  tribes,  liowevcr,  of  this 
sect,  in  after  times  may  Ikivc  revoked  and  join- 
od  thnnselvoH  to  other  denominations.  And 
hore  it  will  also  be  necessary  to  state,  that  some 
r»f  those  who  were  called  Analviptists,  weredcs- 
|wrjitely  spurious  iu  their  rehgious  faith  and 
prncricc ;  insomucJi  that  they  resorted  to  arms, 
and  attempted  by  war' and  bloodshed  to  acrx)m- 
plish  their  ends — a  principle  which  was  always 
(hsavowcd  and  held  in  the  utmost  aversion  by 
the  Monnonites,  the  orthodox  VValdenses,  and 
(Mhcr  ancient  sects  from  whidi  the  Mennonites 
took  their  rise.  These  perniciously  spurious 
Anabaptists  were  a  grievance  to  those  wlio  were 
genuine  in  their  religious  doctrine,  faith  and 
practice,  inasmuch  as  a  proper  distinction  was 
not  matle  between  them.  "  The  Mennonites^^^ 
ways  Dr.  Mosheim,  "have  preserved  voluminous 
records  of  the  lives,  actions,  and  unhappy  fate 
of  ihosc  of  their  sect  who  suffered  death  for  tlie 
rrimea  of  rebellion  or  heresy,  which  were  ini- 
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them.     Certain  it  i?,  that  they  werr 
nth  severity ;  hut  it  m  much  to  he  la- 
ihat  so  little  distinction  was  made  be  - 
e  memhcrs  of  tliis  sect,  when  the  sword 
3  was  unsheathed  againut  them.  >Vhy 
innocent  and  tlic  guilty  involved  in 
5  fate/     Why  were  doctrines  purely 
al,  or  at  worst,  fanatical,  punisshed  with 
5  rigour  that  woa  shown  to  crimes  in- 
it  witli  the  peace  and  welfare  of  civil 
Those  who  had  no  other  marks  of 
:y  than  their  administering  baptism  to 
sons  only,  and  their  excluding  the  un- 
I  from  the  external  communion  of  (he 
>uglit  undoubtedly  to  have  met  willi 
^tment  than  what  was  given  to  those 
incendiaries,  who  were  for  unhinging 
riment  and  destroying  all  civil  author- 
It  U  true,  indeed,  that  many  Analxip- 
red  death,  not  on  account  of  their  he- 
Jered  as  rebellious  subject '-^  but  merely 
hey  were  judged  to  be  incurable  her- 
X  in  this  century  (the  sixteenth)  the 
imiting  the  adniinistration  of  Kiptism 
persons  only,  and  the  practice  of  re- 
•  such  as  had  received  that  sacmment 
of  infancy,  were  looked  upon  as  movt 
and  intolerable  heresies." 
the  foregoing  quotations  of  Dr.  Mo- 
is  plainly  seen  how  wrongfully  the 
tes  suffered,  when  they  were  so  vio- 
rsecuted,  from  different  powers,  and 
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with  the  utmost  severity  tortured  and  put  to 
death,  for  professing  doctrines  purely  scriptural 
and  orthodox.  For,  can  it  be  said  with  integ- 
rity, that  it  is  heresy  or  fanaticism  to  be  opposed 
to  infant  baptism,  wh^i  at  the  same  time  we 
cannot  find  a  single  command  of  our  Saviour's 
or  his  Apostles  to  ratify  and  establish  the  au^ 
thenticity  and  practice  of  it?  Neither  is  it 
unscriptural  to  exclude  the  unrighteous  and 
unholy  from  the  external  communion  of  the 
church,  but  in  perfect  concordance  with  it.  For 
Christ  saith,  If  thy  brother  shall  trespass  against 
thee,  go  and  tell  bim  his  fault  between  thee  and 
him  alone:  if  he  shall  hear  thee,  thou  bast 
gained  thy  brother.  But  if  be  will  not  hear 
thee,  then  take  with  thee  one  or  two  more^thal 
in  the  mouth  of  two  or  three  witnesses  every 
word  may  be  established.  And  if  he  shall  ne- 
glect to  hear  them,  tell  it  unto  the  church :  but 
if  he  neglect  to  hear  the  church,  let  him  be  unto 
thee  as  a  he^lthen  man  and  a  publican.  Matth. 
18:  15,  16,  17. — If  any  man  that  is  called  a 
brother  be  a  fornicator,  or  covetous,  or  an  idola- 
ter,  or  a  railer,  or  a  drunkai*d,  or  an  extortioner ; 
with  such  an  one  no  not  to  eat.  Therefore  put 
away  from  among  yourselves  that  wicked  per- 
son. 1  Cor.  6:  11, 13. — Now  we  command  you, 
brethren,  in  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
that  ye  withdraw  yourselves  from  every  brother 
thai  wfl^keth  disorderly,  and  not  after  the  tra- 
iWiidiii  which  he  received  of  us.  And  if  any 
(uan  obey  not  our  word  by  this  epistle,  note  that 
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tnan,  and  have  no  company  with  him,  that  he 
may  be  ashamed.  2  Thees.  3:  6, 14. — ^Hence  it 
is  evident  that  the  unrighteous  and  unholy 
fihould  be  excluded  from  the  external  commu- 
nion of  the  church.  For  the  church  of  God, 
which  he  hath  purchased  with  his  own  bloo€l. 
consists  of  holy  members ;  as  Peter  saith,  An 
he  which  hath  called  ;you  is  holy,  so  be  ye  holy 
in  all  manner  of  conversation.  Because  it  is 
written,  Be  yc  holy ;  for  I  am  Holy.  1  Pet.  1 : 
15,  16. — But  ye  are  a  chosen  generation,  a 
royal  priesthood,  a  holy  nation,  a  peculiar  \yeo- 
ple;  that  ye  should  show  forth  the  praises  of 
biin  who  hath  called  you  out  of  darkness  into 
his  marvellous  light.  2:  9. 

From  these,  and  many  other  parallel  passa- 
ges of  scripture  it  is,  that  the  opinions  of  the 
Mennonites  are  held,  That  the  kingdom  which 
Christ  established  upon  earth  is  a  visible  church, 
into  which  the  holy  and  the  just  are  alone  to  be 
admitted.  That  practical  piety  is  the  essence 
of  religion,  and  that  the  surest  and  most  infal- 
lible marks  of  the  true  church,  is  the  sanctity 
of  its  meinbers. 

But  alas !  how  often  do  hypocritical  and  un- 
holy professors  intrude  upon  the  true  members 
of  the  church  of  Christ,  by  their  inconsistent 
and  unholy  walk  and  conversation,  to  the  great 
detriment  of  the  cause  of  religion !  May  the 
Lord  grant,  that  his  church  may  be  more  and 
more  replenished  with  true  believers  and  holy 
members,  such  as  will  be  an  ornament  to  the 
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great  cause,  by  being  the  light  df  the  world ;  as 
Christ  saith,  Ye  are  the  light  of  the  world.  A 
city  that  is  set  on  a  hill  cannot  be  hid.  Let  your 
light  so  shine  before  men,  that  they  may  see 
your  good  works,  and  glorify  your  Father  which 
itt  in  heaven.  Matth.  5:  14,  16.

Avho  is  the  Creator  of  the,  heavens  and  the  earth, 
with  all  visible  and  invisible  things ;  so  that  ail 
things  derive  their  jBxisteucc,  source  and  foun- 
tain, from  hiifi,  and  are  upheld  and  governed 
by  the  power  of  his  almighty  word.  Who  is 
a  just,  perfect,  holy,  incomprehensible,  inex- 
pressible, spiritual  Being.  And  in  his  self-exis- 
tence needeth  not  the  help  of  any  thing  ;  but 
is  himself  the  life  and  source  of  every  good  thing, 
that  exists.  From  whose  overflowing  goodness 
alone,  every  good  and  perfect  gift  springs  and  is 
derived.  Who  liveth  for  ever  and  ever,  with- 
out beginning  and  without  end.  A  God  of 
hosts.  A  commanding  king,  whose  kingdom 
extends  over  heaven  and  earth.  A  dreadful 
iudge.  A  consuming  fire.  The  true  light; 
upright,  just  and  holy ;  full  of  grace  and  peace ; 
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nnd  a  God  of  love  and  comfort :  lofig-sufTering 
and  abounding  in  mercy. 

And  this  only  good  and  infinitely  wise  God, 
who  is  all'-in-all,  dwelletfa  in  the  heavens,  high- 
ly exalted  above  all  powers,  and  in  his  glorious 
essence,  has  the  heavens  for  his  throne,  and 
the  earth  for  his  footstool;  dwelling  in  light 
which  no  roan  can  approach  unto ;  and  in  his 
omnipresence  fills  the  heavens  and  the  earth 
with  his  Spirit  and  power.

ARTICLE  SECOND. 

OF    THE  &TERNAL  BIRTH  AND   GODHEAD  OF  THB 
SON  OF  GOD,  AND  HIS  DIVINE  ATTRIBUTES. 

Of  the  eternal  birth  and  Godhead  of  the  only 
begotten  Son  of  God,  we  believe,  That  the  Son 
of  God,  from  all  eternity,  came  forth,  was  born, 
and  in  an  ineffable  manner  procefeded  forth  from 
the  true  God,  his  Father  ;  of  the  same  nature, 
essence  and  substance  with  the  Almighty  God 
A  light  from  the  true  light.  Truly  God  from 
.the  true  God.  Who  being  in  the  form  of  God, 
the  brightness  of  his  glory,  and  the  express  im- 
age of  his  person.  The  immaculate  mirror  of 
his  majesty  and  goodness  ;  equal  with  God  his 
Father  in  his  person  and  in  his  attributes  ;  as 
eternal,  almighty,  holy,  omnipresent,  omnis- 
cient.    For  in  truth  it  must  follow,  that  he  that 
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ia  begotten,  is  essentially  the  same  with  him  of 
whom  he  was  begotten.     For, 

As  the  stone  which  was  cut  out  of  the  moun- 
tain without  hands,  and  became  a  great  moun- 
tain that  filled  the  whole  earth,  is  of  the  sam« 
substance  with  the  mountain  from  which  it  waM 
taken  ;  so  also  is  the  elect  precious  corner-stone, 
Jesus  Christ,  the  only  begotten  Son  of  God,  i\ui 
same  in  his  being  and  substance  ;  co-cqunl,  co 
eternal  with  the  Ahnighty  Father,  who  is  the 
mountain  and  rock  of  ages.     Therefore,  Jesus 
Christ,  the  eternal  Son  of  Grod,  is  to  be  received 
and  acknowledged,  by  every  true  believer,  to  be 
equally  worthy  with  God  his  Father  to  receive 
our   highest   worship,  honour,  adoration   and 
praise.     But  as  this  is  a  matter  of  faith,  and  too 
high  and  incomprehensible  for  our  limited  rea- 
son, we  must  contemplate  this  mystery  of  fixiih 
and  of  godliness  with  the  eyes  of  faith  ;  and 
there,  where  mystery  veils  our  vision,  there,  in 
silent  meditation,  admire  and  adore ! 

Of  this  divine  birth  of  the  Son  of  God,  read  : 
Thou  art  my  Son  ;  this  day  have  I  begotten 
thee.  Ps.  2:  7. — For  unto  which  of  the  angels 
said  he  at  any  time,  Thou  art  my  Son ;  this 
day  have  I  begotten  thee?  And  again,  I  will 
be  to  him  -a  Father,  and  he  shall  be  to  me  a 
Son?  Heb.  1:  5.— So  also  Christ  glorified  not 
himself  to  be  made  a  high  priest ;  but  he  that 
said  unto  him,  Thou  art  my  Son  ;  to-day  have 
I  begotten  thee.  5:  5. 
And  we  declare  unto  you  glad  tiding,  how 
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that  the  promise  which  was  made  unto  the  fath- 
ers, God  hath  fulfilled  the  same  unto  us  their 
children,  in  that  he  hath  raised  up  Jesus  again : 
as  it  is  written  in  the  second  Psalm,  Thwu  art 
my  Son  ;  this  day  have  I  begotten  thee-  Acts 
13:  32,  33.  In  the  passage  here  quoted,  the 
apostle  Paul  had  reference  not  only  to  the  resur- 
rection of  Christ  from  the  dead,  l)ut  principally 
to  his  eternal  birth,  of  God,  his  Father. 

The  prophet  Micah,  speaking  of  Bethlehem, 
«aith :  But  thou  Bethlehem  Ephratah,  though 
thoUj  be  Uttle  among  the  thousands  of  Judah, 
yet  out  of  thee  shall  he  come  forth  unto  me, 
that  is  to  be  Ruler  in  Israel ;  whose  goings  forth 
have  been  from  of  old,  from  everlasting.  Mi- 
cah 5:  2. 

The  apostle  Paul,  speaking  of  Christ,  saith  : 
Who  is  the  image  of  the  invisible  God  the  first- 
born of  every  creature :  for  by  him  were  all 
things  created  that  are  in  heaven,  and  that  are 
in  earth,  visible  and  invisible,  whether  they  be 
thrones,  t)r  dominions,  or  principAlities,  or  pow- 
ers ;  all  things  were  created  by  him,  and  for 
him  ;  and  he  is  before  all  things,  and  by  him 
all  things  consist.  Col.  1:  15,  16,  17.-^The 
Lord  possessed  mc  in  the  beginning jof  his  way, 
before  his  works  of  old.  1  was  set  up  from  ever- 
lasting, from  the  beginning,  or  ever  the  earth 
was.  Prov.  8:  22,  23.     Moreover, 

In  the  beginning  was  the  Word,  and  the 
Word  was  with  Gotl,  and  the  Word  was  God. 
The  same  was  in  the  beginning  with  God. — 
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And  the  Word  was  made  flesh,  and  dwell  a- 
inongibs,  (and  we  beheld  his  glory,  the  glory 
as  of  Ine  only  begotten  of  the  Father,)  full  ot 
grace  and  truth.  No  roan  hath  seen  God  at 
any  time;  the  only  begotten  Son,  which  is  in 
the  )x)6om  of  the  I*  atber,  he  hath  declared  him.

Op  the  Holy  Ghost,  we  believe,  according  to 
the  holy  scripture,  that  there  is  a  true,  essential 
Holy  Ghost,  comprehended  in  the  essence  and 
unity  of  the  eternal  God ;  who  proceedeth  fortii 
from  the  Father  and  the  Son.  Who  is  the 
power  of  the  Most  High,  by  whom  the  Father 
and  the  Son  opemte  and  work  ;  and  by  whom 
the  heavens  aiid  the  earth,  with  all  the  heav- 
enly host,  wer6  made.  Therefore  to  him  arc 
ascribed  the  divine  attributes;  as,  eternal,  al- 
mighty, holy,  omnipotent,  omniscient,  omni- 
present; who  searchetli  all  things,  yea,  the 
deep  things  of  God,  and  knoweth  the  things  of 
God.  He  therefore  is  acknowledged  to  be  the 
true  God,  with  the  Father  and  the  Son.  A 
pure  breath  of  almighty  power ;  who,  with  hiw 
divine  breathing,  Uluroinates  with  heavenly 
knowledge  and  ar4our  the  hearty  of  the  chil- 
dren  <jf  uhe  sone  of  men.  Impressing  their 
h^^^sm^tki  diyi^ip  teaching  with  he^\^vv^ 
ifaings;  and  th«@  leading,  th^m  vu\£>  ^^xxv) 
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The  Holy  Ghost  will  be  given  of  God  to  them 
that  obey  him.  For  as  many  as  are  leiny  the 
S\nrii  of  God,  they  are  the  sons  of  God.  And 
he  that  hath  not  this  Spirit,  is  none  of  his.  Ae 
is  the  seal  and  pledge  of  the  inheritance  of  the 
children  of  God.  He  that  blasphemeth  this 
Spirit,  it  shall  not  bo  forgiven  him,  neither  ir^ 
this  world,  neither  in  the  world  to  come.  MatthT 
1 2:  32.  Christ  Jesus  has  also  commanded  that 
l>elievers  shall  be  baptized  in  the  name  of  the 
Holy  Ghost.  Go  ye  therefore  and  teach  all  na- 
tions, baptising  them  in  the  name  of  the  Fath- 
er, and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  28: 
19. 

Of  this  only  true  Spirit  of  God,  read : — In  the 
l)eginning  God  created  the  heaven  and  the 
earth.  And  the  earth  was  without  form,  and 
void  ;  and  darkness  was  upon  the  fac«  of  the 
deep :  and  the  Spirit  of  God  moved  upon  the 
face  of  the  waters.  Gen.  1:  1,  2. — And  Paul 
suith :  Now  there  are  diversities  of  gifts,  but  the 
s«ime  Spirit.  But  all  this  worketh  the  one  and 
the  self-same  Spirit,  dividing  to  every  man  sev- 
erally as  he  will.  For  by  one  Spirit  are  we  all 
baptized  into  one  body,  whether  we  be  Jews  or 
Gentiles,  whether  we  be  bond  or  free ;  and  have 
l)cen  all  made  to  drink  into  one  Spirit.  1  CoXf 
12:  4-,  11,  13.— The  Spirit  of  the  Lord  spaki^^ 
by  me,  and  his  word  was  in  my  tongue.  2  Sariff: 
23:  2! — Endbavouring-to  keep  the  unity  oi  the' 
Spirit  in  the  bond  of  peace.  There  ^'dM.body 
and  one  Spirit;  eiren  as  ye  e^  calleiSlh  one  llepe 
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of  your  calling^.  Eph.  4:  3, 4. — For  it  is  not  ye 
that  speak,  but  the  Spirit  of  your  Father  wliich 
speaketh  in  you.  Matth.  10:  20. — For  the  Holy 
uhost  shall  teach  you  in  the  same  iiour  what 
ye  ought  to  say.  Luke  12: 12. — And  John  bare 
record,  saying,  I  saw  the  Spirit  descending  from 
Jieaven  like  a  dove,  and  it  abode  upon  hini. 
John  1:  32. — Men  and  brethren,  this  scripture 
must  Deeds  have  been  fulfilled,  which  the  Holy 
Ghost,  by  the  mouth  of  David,  spake  before 
concerning  Judas,  which  was  guide  to  them  that 
took  Jesus.  Acts  1: 16.  And  they  were  all  fill- 
ed with  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  began  to  sf)cak 
with  other  tongues,  as  the  Spirit  gave  them  ut- 
terance. 2:  4, 
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now  TH£  THREE  PCRSOMS  IN  THE  UNITY  OF  TIIR 
UIVINE  BEING,  AS  FATHER,  SON,  AND  HOLY 
GHOST,  ARE  DISTINCT  IN  THEIR  ATTRIBUTES 
AND  OPERATIONS. 

We  beKeve  and  acl^iowledge,  according  to 
scripture,  that  there  are  not  merely  three  names 
given  to  the  eternal  divine  Being,  but  that  each 
name  has  its  true  meaning  and  attribute.  So 
that  there  is  a  true  essential  Father,  of  whom 
are  all  things ;  a  true  essential  Son,  by  whom 
are  all  things ;  and  a  true  essential  Holy  Ghost, 
by  whom  3ie  Father  and  the  Son  operate  and 
work.  'The  Father  is  the  true  Father,  -who 
from  eternity  hath  begotten  the  Son,  and  from 
whom  4he  Son  proceeded  :and  came  fotlVx .  ^\v^ 
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by  whom  all  things  were  created.  And  whom 
the  Father  sent  into  the  world,  to  be  a  Saviour 
of  the  world.  The  Son  is  he,  who  was  begot- 
ten of  the  Father,  and  proceeded  from  him ;  by 
whom  the  Father  created  all  things,  and  who, 
as  sent  from  the  Father  came  into  the  world, 
and  by  the  operating  virtue  of  the  Most  High, 
was  conceiv«i  of  the  Virgin  Mary,  and  was 
bom  Man ;  who,  to  redeem  sinful  man,  stdTer- 
ed,  was  crucified,. died,  rose  again  from  the  dead, 
ascended  into  heaven,  and  sitteth  at  the  right 
hand  of  bis  Almighty  Father  in  heaven;  The 
Ho}y  (xfaost  is  h<3  who  issued  forth,  proceeded 
and  was  sent  from  the  Father  and  the  Son ;  by 
and  through  whom  tho  Father  and  the  Son  op- 
erate and  woric.  He  speaketh  not  of  his  own, 
but  whatsoever  he  heareth  of  the  Father  and  ta- 
keth  of  Christ,  that  will  he  shew  unto  those  of 
his  in  whom  he  resides. 

Therefore  there  are- in  the  unjty  of  God,  three 
true  witnesses  that  bear  record  in  heaven ;  the 
Father,  the  Word,  and  the  Holy  Ghost.  1  John 
5:  7.  The  effulgent  gtory  of  the  only  begot- 
ten Son  of  God,  was  essentially  and  discdmi- 
nately  displayed,  when  in  the  form  of  a  s^ervant 
he  wandered  about  on  the  earth  doing  good ;  as 
also  at  his  baptism  by  John  the  Baptist,  ^t  the 
riv^r  of  Jordan.  When  at  the  same  tinie  the 
Holy  Ghost  appeared,  and  was  visibly  and  dis- 
tinctly seen  by  John,^  in  tho^  form-.of^a-  dove, 
when. he  descended  down  froiTji  God,  out'  of 
^()ayep2.on,  Cbi;i«rt,  a^  abod^  Oa  hini.    And 
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the  Father,  who  is  a  Spirit  inviRihIe,  and  cnn- 
not  be  seen  by  mortal  eyes,  (Exod.  33:  20,)  ut- 
tered a  voice  from  heaven  :  This  is  my  Lelovcd 
Son,  in  whom  I  am  well  pleased. 

Of  these  three  witnesses  we  fmd  variously 
and  expressly  spoken  in  the  scriptures.  For, 
Christ  saith,  If  I  bear  witness  of  myself,  my 
witness  is  not  true.  There  is  aiKHher  that  l>ear< 
eth  witness  of  me;  and  I  know  that  the  witnosn 
which  he  witnessethofnie  is  true.  John  5:  !^1, 
32. — For,  I  am  not  alone,  but  I  and  the  Father 
that  sent  me.  It  is  written  in  your  law,  tiiat 
the  testimony  of  two  men  is  true.  I  am  one 
that  bear  witness  of  myself,  nnd  the  Fntlicr 
that  sent  me  beareth  witness  of  me.  And  he 
that  sent  me  is  with  me  :  the  Father  hath  not 
left  me  alone ;  for  I  do  always  those  things  that 
please  him.  If  I  honour  myself,  my  honour  is 
nothing:  it  is  my  Father  that  honoureth  me  ; 
of  whom  you  say,  that  he  is  your  God.  John 
8:  16,  17,  18, 29,  64. 

The  apostle  Paul  saith:  For  there  is  one 
God,  and  one  mediator  between  God  and  men, 
the  man  Christ  Jesus.  I  Tim.  2:  5. 

John  saith:  Whosoever  transgresscth,  and 
abideth  not  in  the  doctrine  of  Christ,  hath  no 
God.  He  that  abideth  in  the  doctrine  of  Chri.^t, 
he  hath  both  tlie  Fatlier  and  the  Son.  2  Johii 
1:9. 

Of  the  Holy  Ghost,  saith  Christ:  I  will  pray 
the  Fa^er,  and  he  shall  give  you  another  Com- 
forter, that  he  may  abide  with  you  forever  \  e\  ev\ 
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tlic  Spirit  of  truth  ;  whom  the  world  cannot  r 
c(nve,  because  it  eeeth  him  not,  neither  kno\ 
tuh  him:  but  ye  know  him;  for  he  dwellel 
with  you,  and  shall  be  in  you.  John  14:  16,  1 
He  will  gfuide  you  into  all  truth  :  for  he  shs 
not  speak  of  himself;  but  whatsoever  he  shii 
hear,  that  shall  he  speak:  and  be  will  sho 
you  things  to  come.  He  shall  glorify  nie;  i 
he  shall  receive  of  mine,  and  slmll  shew  it  mv 
vou.    16:  13,  14. 

And  ihe  Holy  Ghost  deescended  in  a  bodil 
yhape,  like  a  dove,  upon  him  ;  and  a  voice  can 
from  heaven,  which  said,  Thou  art  my  belovc 
Son  ;  in  ihce  I  arri  well  pleased.  Luke  3:  2: 
And  John  bare  record,  saying,  I  saw  the  Spir 
descending  from  heaven  Wkc  a  dove,  and 
abode  upon  him.  And  i  knew  him  not:  bi 
he  that  sent  me  to  baptize  with  water,  the  san 
said  unto  me,  LIpon  whom  tliou  shalt  see  tl 
Spirit  descending;  and  remaining  on  him,  tt 
same  is  hel^^llich  baptizeth  with  tiie  Holy  Ghos 
And  I  saw,  and  bare  record  that  this  is  the  So 
ofiiod.  John  1:  32,  33,  34.— And  lo,  a  vok 
from  heaven,  saying,  This  is  my  beloved  Soi 
in  whom  I  am  well  pleased.  Matth.  3:  17. 

The  apostle  Peter  saith,  concerning  Chris 
For  we  have  not  followed  cunningly-devise 
fables,  when  we  made  known  unto  you  tli 
power  and  coming  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  bi 
w«re  eye-witnesses  of  his  majesty.  For 'be  n 
ceived  from  God  the  Father  honour  and  glor] 
when  there  came  sucli  a  voice  to  him  Icom  tli 
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excellent  glory,  This  is  my  beloved  Son.  in 
whom  I  am  well  pleased.  And  thirf  voiot^,  whirh 
came  from  heaven,  we  heard  when  we  w(*r« 
with  him  on  the  lioly  mount.  2  Pet.  1:  10,  17, 
ami  18. 

The  apostle  Paul  saith,  That  no  man  can 
ray  that  Jesus  \a  the  Lord,  but  by  the  Holy 
Ghost.  Now  there  are  diversities  of  ^ifln.  but 
the  same  Spirit.  And  there  arc  diflerenccs  of 
administration,  but  the  same  Lord.  And  then; 
pre  diversities  of  operations,  but  it  is  the  san.c 
God  which  worketh  all  in  alL  1  Cor.  12:  '3,  1, 
5;  6. — These  things  saith  the  Amen,  the  faiih- 
fuland  true  Witness,  the  beginning  of  the  crea- 
lioQ  of  God. 
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OP  THE  UXITY  OP  THE  THREE  TUUK  \TITi\KSSRS 
IN  THE  DIVINE  ESSENCE,  AS  BEING  THE  ONLY 
TRU£  GQD. 

That  these  three  witnesses,  in  the  divine 
essence,  are  but  one  true  God,  we  believe  and 
confess,  that  this  must  needs  follow  ;  inasmuch 
fts  the  Son  proceeded  forth,  and  was  born  of  the 
only  eternal  substance  of  God  the  Father ;  and 
the  Holy  Ghost  proceeded  and  came  forth  from 
the  Father  and  the  Son,  and  is  comprehended 
in  the  unity  of  the  divine  essence  with  the  Fath- 
er and  the  Son.     This  is  clearly  and  manifest- 
ly seen  and  established,  by  the  divine  works, 
operations  and  attributes,  shown  forth,  conspic- 
uously, in  the  holy  scriptures,  which  arc  ixt  ov\^^ 
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altribiitecl  to  the  Father,  and  to  the  Son,  and  to 
the  Holy  Ghost,  indiscriminately ;  and  which 
neither  the  angels  in  heaven,  much  less  any 
other  creatures,  were  able  to  accomplish,  or  wor- 
thy to  receive ;  but  which  alone  can  be  accom- 
plished and  received  by  the  one  living  and  true 
God.  As  creating,  governing,  pr^rving  and 
sustaining  the  heavens  and  Uie  earth,  with  all 
visible  and  invisible  things.  Also,  the  giving 
of  the  gracious  and  glorious  Gospel  which  wa» 
sent  from  heaven ;  the  mission  of  the  holy  A- 
postles,  to  preach  the  same  to  all  natJMis ;  the 
raising  up  to  life  from  the  dead  ;  the  giving  of  \ 
life  everlasting,  and  the  receiving  divine  wor*  ' 
ship,  honour  and  adoration.  Therefore  thev  j 
are  perfectly  one,  not  only  in  their  divine  will)  ' 
Avord  and  deed,  but  also  in  their  being,  essence^  | 
and  in  the  eternal  and  inexpressible  supreme  \ 
Deitv.     Likewise, 

In  their  divine  operatior^;  for  what  the  Fath-  ■ 
er  doeth,  thai  doeth  the  Son  likewise.  For  as 
the  Father  raiseth  up  the  dead,  and  quickeneth 
them ;  even  so  the  Son  quickeneth  whomhc 
will.  John  5:  19,  21.  And  all  this  tliey  do,  in 
and  through  the  co-operating  power  of  the  Holy 
Spirit ;  so  that  in  truth  they  are  called  in  unity. 
The  only  true  God  of  heaven  and  earth.  And 
besides  this  God,  there  is  no  other  God ;  neith- 
er will  any  other  ever  be  found. 

The  prophet  Jeremiah  saith.  The  gods  that 
have  not  made  the  heavens  and  the  earth,  even 
tliey  shall  perish  from  the  eajlh,  and  from  un- 
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'  these  heavens.  He  (namely,  the  living  and 
e  God,)  hatli  made  the  earth  l)y  his  |K)\v(;r : 
i:  liath  cstabhdhed  tiie  world  by  his  wisdum, 
1  hath  Ktretclied  out  the  heavens  l)y  his  dis- 
tion.  When  He  uttereth  Ids  voice,  ihirr  is 
nuhitudc  of  waters  in  tlie  heavens,  and  lit 
iseth  the  va{X)iirs  to  ascend  fisorn  (he  ends  ot 
i  earth;  He  mnkelh  iigiitlP%s  wilh  rain.

That  the  Holy  Ghost  is  called  God,  being  one 
with  the  Father  and  the  Son,  read  the  fSUowing 
scriptures :  But  Peter  said,  Ananias,  why  hath 
Satan  filled  thine  heart  to  lie  to  the  Holy  Ghost, 
and  to  keep  back  part  of  the  price  of  the  land? 
While  it  remained,  was  it  not  thine  own  ?  and 
after  it  was  sold,  was  it  not  in  thine  own  power? 
why  hast  thou  conceived  this  thing  in  thine 
heart?  thou  hast  not  lied  unto  men,  but  unto 
God.  Acts  5:  3,  4. — As  Barnabas,  Simeon,  Lu- 
cius, Manaen  and  Saul,  were  ministering  to  the 
Lord,  and  fasted,  the  Holy  Ghost  said.  Separate 
me  Barnabas  and  Saul,  for  the  work  whereun- 
to  I  have  called  tliem.  And  when  they  had 
fasted  and  prayed,  and  laid  their  hands  on  them, 
they  sent  them  away.  So  they,  being  sent  forth 
by  the  Holy  Ghost,  departed  unto  Seleucia ;  and 
from  thence  they  sailed  to  Cyprus.  13:  1 — 4

where  they  should  reverence,  love,  serve  and 
adore  their  Maker;  and  to  be  ministering  spirits, 
sent  forth  to  minister  for  them  who  shall  be 
heirs  of  salvation.  With  these  holy  angels, 
also,  Christ  Jesus  will  come,  in  the  clouds  of 
heaven,  at  the  last  day,  to  judge  the  world. 
Then  will  all  the  righteous  arise  to  life,  be 
crowned  with  immortality,  received  into  heav- 
en, and  be  made  like  unto  the  angels  of  God. 

But,  after  their  creation,  some  of  these  angels 
of  God  revolted,  and,  through  pride  and  envy, 
sirmed  and  fell  from  their  happy  state,  by  apos- 
tatizing and  rebelling  against  their  Maker ;  who 
is  of  purer  eyes  than  to  behold  evil,  and  cannot 
look  on  iniquity.  Hab.  1:  13.  They  were 
therefore  expelled  from  heaven,  their  happy 
seat,  and  cast  down  to  hell,  and  delivered  into 
chains  of  darkness,  to  be  reserved  unto  judg- 
ment ;  there,  with  all  unbelievers,  and  workers 
of  iniquity,  to  be  sentenced  to  eternal  damna*- 
tion . 

These  unclean  spirits  or  devils  are  also  call- 
ed the  prince  of  darkness,  or  the  prince  of  the 
power  of  the  air,  the  spirit  that  now  worketh  in 
ilie  children  of  disobedience:  with  whom  all  tht 
disobedient  and  unbehevers,  who  are  led  captive 
at  his  will,  are  in  fellowship.  And,  as  all  the 
true  believers  are  in  fellowship  with  the  holy 
angels,  and  with  them  will  be  made  partakeri 
of  eternal  blessedness;  so,  on  the  other  hand, 
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ill  all  the  unbelievers  and  unrighteous,  w 
ive  fellowship  with  those  unclean  and  ape 
te  angels  and  devils,  be  partakers  with  thei 
eternal  punishment. 

Moreover,  this  supremely  great  and  gloriout 
0I>,  in  the  beginning,  created  ttia  heaven, 
id  the  earth,  and  the  sea,  with  the  fulnc^is 
ereof :  so  that  when  he  spoke,  they,  at  liis 
}rd,  came  into  existence.    And  thus  lie  adorn- 
the  heiivens  witii  glorious  lights ;  a  greater 
;ht  to  rule  the  day,  and  a  lesser  light  to  rule 
e  night :  also  a  great  number  of  flAs  to  adorn 
3  firmament  to  its  Creator's  gloryyand  to  give 
ht  to  the  service  of  man. 
In  like  manner  did  he  cauie  fountains  of 
.ter  to  gush  out  of  the  eaitb|  and  to  flow  in 
*^n8  to  walipr  the  same;  and  adorned  it  with 
ions  horbs  aud  trees  bearing  fruit;  calling 
into  existence  multitudes  of  living  crea- 
9,  to  live  and  move  thereon,  and  fowls  of 
iir.     At  his  word,  also,  the  waters  brought 
abundantly  the  moving  creatures  that 
hfe ;  he  also  created  great  whales,  and  ev- 
ving  creature  which  the  waters  brought 
all  for  the  accommodation  of  man.   He 
unded  the  earth,  standing  out  of  the  wat- 
in  the  water,  by  his  omnipotent  word, 
nged  it  upon  nothing ;  which,  with  the 
?  that  now  is,  are  kept  in  store,  and  re- 
mto  fire  against  the  day  of  judgment, 
6,  7. 
when  the  Lord  God  had  created  lue 
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heaven,  earth  and  sea,  with  aU  ?i»ible  things,  in 
five  days,  ai^  saw,  in  His  infinite  wisdom,  that 
it  w^  good ;  he,  on  the  sixth  day,  created  man, 
out  of  the  ground,  and  breathed  into  him  the 
breath  of  life.  And  he  took  a  rib  out  of  the 
man,  and, out  of  the  rib  made  he  a  woman,  and 
brought  her  to  the  man,  to  be  a  help  meet  for 
him.  He  created  them  in  his  own  image ;  after 
his  likeness;  clothed  them  with  divine  virtues  ^ 
in  knowledge,  holiness,  righteousness,  truth, 
love  and  immortality;  endowed  them  with  wis- 
dom and  liip^cfslanding,  that  they  might  know 
him,  and  love;  reverence,  serve  and  adore  him.

For,  as  they  wc 
created  mutable,  and  left  to  the  freedom  of  th( 
own  will,  so  that  they  might  either  love,  obc 
serve,  reverence  and  adore  their  Creator,  a;

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hihi,  the  Lord  God  gave  them  a  command, 
eajring,  Of  every  tree  of  tlie  garden  thou  niay- 
tsL  freely  eat :  but  of  the  tree  of  the  knowledge 
of  good  and  evil,  thod  shalt  not  eat  of  it :  for 
411  the  day  that  thou  eatest  thereof  thou  shall 
surely  die.     But,  notwithstanding  the  proliibi- 
tioil  of  the  command  of  God,  and  the  happy 
state  ill  which  they  were  placed,  under  the  un- 
tncdiate  stbiles  and  enjoyment  of  their  Maker, 
the}',  ftt  the  instigation  of  Satan,  that  old  ser- 
pent, who  prompted  them  with  pride,  in  aspi- 
fing  to  b^  wise  ds  God  and  equal  with  him,  took 
ef  the  ferbidd^ri  fruit  and  did  eat.     The  wo- 
man, who  was  lastly  created,  was  first  deceiv- 
ed by  turning  her  ears  away  frofii  thft  L6ttj9 
God,  and  paying  attehtioh  to  the  InsiiiuatMtis 
of  the  devil ;  did  also  give  unto  her  husbatid  of 
the  fruit,  and  he  did  eflt.     Thus  did  they  wil- 
fully transgress  the  explicit  command  of  the 
Lord,  and  were  alienated  from  him  through  the 
deceitfulness  of  the  serpent,  and  thereby  ^re 
Inade  subject,  with  their  whole  posterity,  Vo  both 
temporal  and  eternal  death. 

Moreover,  they  were  divested  of  their  divine 
virtues,  ad  perfect  righteousness,  holinesSj  truth 
and  love;  aiid  became  to  be  depraved,  sitiftfl^ 
dying  mortals;  lying  tinder  the  frown  aiid  (lis- 
grace  of  a  righteous,  just,  but  inceteed  ^tfcd, 
who  looks  down  from  heaven  with  ang^lcJit^ 
disobedience  and  unthankfuhiess  of  iaitiiii]  In*^ 
somuch  that  the  sin  of  disobedience  perp^trtf 
ted  by  our  first  parents,  laid  them  not  only  uA- 
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der  condemnation  of  eternal  death,  with  their 
posterity,  but  it  also  brought  on  them  different 
temporal  and  personal  auctions,  which  are 
propagated  on  tne  whole  race  of  man.  Adam's 
corruptions  of  heart,  through  the  fall^  is  inhe- 
rent on  his  whole  posterity,  so  that  the  heart  <tf 
m^n  is  prone  to  sin  from  its  youth,  and  evil 
coAtmiiaily.  They  are  driven  from  the  beau- 
tifn  paradise,  their  native  seat,  and  banished  on 
tbg^  earth,  which,  for  Adam's  sin  and  transgres* 
sion  was  accursed,  and  bringeth  forth  of  itself 
thorns  and  thistles }  there  to  eat  the  herb  of  the 
fields  and  in  the  sweat  of  the  face  to  eat  their 
br^ul:  also  to  procure  covering  to' cover  the 
shame  of  their  nakedness,  which  was  uncover- 
ed in  breaking  the  commandment  of  God.  The 
woman,  who  was  foremost  in  the  transgression, 
must  submit  her  will  to  her  husband  and  be 
ruled  by  him ;  and  whose  sorrow  is  greatly  mul- 
tiplied in  her  conception  and  bringing  forth 
children.  These  sorrows  and  alQOUctions  are  in- 
herent on  all  the  posterity  of  Adam,  till  th6y 
again  return  unto  dust,  from  which  they  were 
taken.

posterity,  but  it  also  brought  on  them  different 
temporal  and  personal  afflictions,  which  are 
propagated  on  tne  whole  race  of  man.  Adam's 
corruptions  of  heart,  through  the  fall^  is  inhe- 
rent on  his  whole  posterity,  so  that  the  heart  of 
m^n  is  prone  to  sin  from  its  youth,  and  evil 

auftiiaily.  They  are  driven  from  the  beau- 
paradise,  their  native  seat,  and  banished  on 
tbi^earth,  which,  for  Adam's  sin  and  transgres- 
sion was  accursed,  and  bringeth  forth  of  itself 
thorns  and  thistles  *,  there  to  eat  the  herb  of  the 
fields  and  in  the  sweat  of  the  face  to  eat  their 
brc^:  also  to  procure  covering  to' cover  the 
sliamd  of  their  nakedness,  which  was  uncover- 
ed in  breaking  the  commandment  of  God.  The 
woman,  who  was  foremost  in  the  transgression, 
must  submit  her  will  to  her  husband  and  be 
ruled  by  him ;  and  whose  sorrow  is  greatly  mul- 
tiplied in  her  conception  and  bringing  forth 
cniUren.  Those  sorrovirs  and  afflictions  are  in- 
herent on  all  the  posterity  of  Adam,  till  they 
again  return  unto  dust,  from  which  they  were 
taken. 

How  Adam,  by  sinning  against  God,  fell, 
V9th  all  his  descendants,  under  the  temporal 
and  et^nal  death,  and  thereby  became  sinful 
anil  depraved,  read : — As  by  one  man  sin  en^ 
tered  into  the  world,  and  death  by  sin ;  and  so 
death  passed  upon  all  men.  Nevertheless,  death 
rsigod  from  Adam  to  Moses,  even  over  them 
ttmt  had  Aot  siaa.ed  aftei:  the  similitude  of  Ad^

and  death,  under  which  they  had  fallen  through 
Adam's  transgression  and  sin.  For  Adam's 
posterity  was  not  generated  when  he  was  un- 
der the  disgrace  and  wrath  of  God,  hut,  on  the 
contrary,  when  he  was  under  grace  and  recon- 
ciliation with  God  by  the  promised  Redeemer  : 
therefore  he  could  beget  none  but  such  as  stood 
with  him  under  the  same  reconciliation  with 
God,  in  and  through  the  promised  Redeemer. 
Therefore, 

None  of  Adam's  descendants  are  born  under 
the  curse  and  condemnation  of  eternal  death  : 
but  all  are  born  under  grace  and  reconciliation 
with  God  through  the  promised  Redeemer. 
Consequently,  it  is  in  direct  opposition  to  the 
holy  scriptures,  and  to  the  nature  and  attributes 
of  God,  who  is  true,  righteous,  holy  and  mer- 
ciful, to  beUeve  that  any  of  Adam's  race,  who 
die  in  a  state  of  infancy  and  innocency,  and 
before  they  were  capable  of  following  Adam  in 
sin,  should  for  Adam's  transgression  be  punish- 
ed with  condemnation  and  eternal  death :  inas- 
much, also,  as  that  good  and  merciful  God  was 
graciously  disposed  to  loojc  down  with  pity  up- 
on fallen  Adam,  who  himself  was  the  trans- 
gressor, and  to  take  him  under  a  covenant  of 
grace,  in  and  through  the  promise  of  the  divine 
Redeemer,  Jesus  Christ. 

But  so  soon  as  man  arrives  to  the  years  of 
understanding,  and  is  capable  of  discerning 
good  from  evil,  and  is  then  drawn  off,  by  the 
lust  of  the,  flesh  and  his  own  sinful  inclinations, 
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from  the  ways  of  virtue  and  innocence,  and  be- 
gins to  follow  Adam  in  sin,  and  transgression 
of  the  commandments  of  God,  it  is  then  that 
he  becomes  alienated  from  God ;  not  on  account 
of  AdawHs  transgression  and  fall,  but  by  his 
own  unbelief,  sin  and  wickedness,  he  thus  [)c- 
comes  subject  to  condemation  and  eternal  death. 
But  the  righteous  God,  who,  indeed,  is  will- 
ing to  forgive  sins,  yet  at  the  same  time  docs 
not  let  the  sinner  go  altogether  unpunished, 
has,  in  his  providence,  thought  it  good  to  let  Ho 
upon  Adam,  Eve,  and  their  race,  some  personal 
humiliating  intimiity  or  punishment  imder 
which  they  fell,  by  eating  of  the  forbidden  fruit ; 
whereby  they  should  learn  to  know,  fear  and 
serve  their  Creator,  and  to  forbear  to  sin  ciguinst 
him  any  more.  Hence  it  is,  that  the  heart  of 
the  whole  race  of  man  is  corrupted  and  depra- 
ved, so  that  all  are  prone  to  sin  from  their  youth; 
in  consequence  of  which,  they  have  a  contin- 
ual conflict  with  sin  and  their  evil  and  corrupt 
inclinations.  They  are  also;  e^tpelled  from  the 
beautiful  paradise)  their  native  abode,  and  to 
cover  their  nakedness,  to  which  they  were  ex- 
posed to  their  shame.  The  women  are  com- 
manded to  submit  their  authority  and  will  un- 
der those  of  their  husband's,  and  with  pain  and 
sorrow  to  bring  forth  children.  And  they,  to- 
gether, must  procure  a  subsistence  for  them- 
selves, on  this  corrupted  and  inclement  earth, 
all  the  days  of  their  lives,  until  they  return  to 
the  earth,  from  whence  they  were  taken. 
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All  true  believers  are,  on  earth,  restored  into 
the  favour  of  God,  and  justification  by  Christ, 
through  faith  and  hop^  alone  ;  and  in  the  res- 
urrection ot  the  dead  they  will  be  restored  for 
ever  to  the  full  fruition  and  enjoyment  of  it,  in- 
deed. 

Of  these  precious  promises  read  : — And  I 
will  put  enmity  between  thee  and  the  woman, 
and  between  thy  seed  and  her  seed :  it  shall 
bruibe  thy  head,  and  thou  shalt  bruise  his  heel. 
Gen.  3:  15. — For  he  is  our  peace,  who  hath 
made  both  one,  and  hath  broken  down  the  mid- 
dle wall  of  partition  between  us.  Having  abol- 
ished in  his  flesh  the  enmity,  even  the  law  of 
commandments  contained  in  ordinances;  for 
to  make  in  himself  of  twain  one  new  man,  so 
making  peace;  and  that  he  might  reconcile 
both  unto  God  in  one  body  by  the  cross,  hav- 
ing slain  the  enmity  thereby.  Eph.  2:  14,  15, 
and  16.  • 

How  this  proniise  wai^  renewed  in  the  seed 
and  rac^  of  Adam,,  read : — The  Lord  thy  God 
wnll  raise  up  unfcoi^ee  a  Prophet  fron^  the  fnidst 
of  thee,  of  thy  brethren  like  unto  nae;,  unio 
him  ye  shall  hearken.  Deut.  18: 15. — This  is 
that  Moses,  which  said  unto  the  children  of  Is- 
rael, A  prophet  shall  the  Lord  your  God  raise 
up  unto,  you  of  your  brethren,  like  unto  me ; 
him  shall  ye  hear.  Acta  7:  SI.-^-To  Abcaham: 
An^fiJ^  thijee  shall  all  families  of  the  earth  be 
blessed,  (ieu.  1^:  3.-^Andia  thy  seed  shaJiL  all 
the  nations  of  the  eaith  be  blessed :  beicauser 
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Ihou  hast  obeyed  my  voice.  22:  18.— And  fl-ir- 
tber,  that  thia  proruiso  of  justification  is  not  only 
extended  to  some,  or  a  few  of  Adam's  race,  biit 
to  the  whole  posterity  of  Adam,  without  any 
exception,  read :— Therefore,  as  by  the  o()<MU'r 
of  one,  judgment  came  upon  all  men  to  condem- 
nation, even  bo,  by  the  righteoui:<nesd  of  onr. 
the  free  gift  came  upon  all  men,  unto  JMstilini- 
tion  of  life.  For,  as  by  one  man's  disohedionri: 
many  were  made  sinners,  so,  by  the  oijcdiciict; 
of  one  shall  many  be  made  righteous.  Kr.ni.  Ti: 
18,  19.— For  since  by  man  came  death,  by  iiinn 
came  also  the  resurrection  of  the  dead.  For  as 
in  Adam  all  die,  even  so  in  Chtist  shall  all  Ke 
made  alive.     1  Cor.  15:  21,  22.     Moreover. 

Tliat  was  the  true  light,  which  lightcth  eve- 
ry man  that  cometh  into  the  world.  M'hc  next 
day  John  seeth  Jesus  coming  unto  him,  and 
saith  Behold  the  Lamb  of  God,  which  taketh 
away  the  sin  of  the  world.  John  1:  9,  29. — 
And  he  is  the  propitiation  for  our  sins ;  and  not 
fervours  only,  but  also  for  the  sins  of  the  whole 
world.  1  John  2:  3r~For  it  pleased  tlie  Father 
that  in  him  should  all  fulnesi^  dwell :  and  hav- 
ing made  peace  througli  thtfWooil  of  hie  crosr-', 
by  him  to  reconcile  all  things  ifiato  himself ;  by 
him,  I  floy,  whether  they  be  things  in  earth,  or 
tilings  ifpieaven.  Col.  1: 19, 20.— For  the  grace 
of  God,  that  bringeth  salvatioa,  hath  appeared 
to  all  men.  Tit.  2: 11  .—Even  the  righteousness 
of  God,  which  is,  by  faUh  of  Jesus  Christ,  unto 
ail  and  upon  all  them  that  believe,  fo¥  there  is 
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no  difference.  For- God  hath  concluded  thera 
all  in  unbelief,  that  he  might  have  mercy  upon 
all.  Rom.  3: 22,  and  11:  32.     Farthermore, 

Surely  he  hath  borne  our  griefs,  and  carried 
our  sorrows  ;  yet  we  did  esteem  him  stricken, 
smitten  of  God,  and  afflicted.  But  he  was 
wounded  for  our  transgressions,  he  was  bruised 
for  our  iniquities:  the  chastisement  of  our  peace 
was  upon  him;  and  with  his  stripes  we  are 
healed.  All  we,  like  sheep,  have  gone  astray; 
we  have  turned  every  one  to  his  own  way  ;  and 
the  Lord  hath  laid  on  him  the  iniquity  of  us 
all.  Isa.  63:  4,  5,  6. — Who  his  own  self  bare 
our  sins  in  his  own  body  on  the  tree,  that  we, 
being  dead  to  sins,  should  live  unto  righteous- 
ness ;  by  whose  stripes  ye  were  healed.  1  Pet. 
2-  24. 

That  the  little  children,  without  respect'of 
person,  are  heirs  of  the  kingdom  of  heaven, 
through  the  atonement  and  promise  of  Jesus 
Chftst,  'jpfead :— And  JesiB  called  a  IJltle  child

buked theixiV-  '-^'BiltiffBsus  said.  Suffer  Hme  chil- 
dren, wd' "forbid  them  not,  to  come  unton^e; 
for  of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven.  And 
he  laid  his  hands  on  them,  and  departed  thence. 
19:  13,  14, 15. 
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Tkat  the  rigfateous  God  will  not  punish  the 
young  children  for  their  parents'  or  Adam's 
trespasses  and  sins,  but  in  righteousness  will  re- 
compense every  one  according  to  his  deeds, 
read  : — Behold,  all  souls  are  mine ;  as  the  soul 
of  the  father,  so  also  the  soul  of  the  son  is  mine : 
the  soul  that  sinneth,  it  shall  die.  The  son 
shall  not  bear  the  iniquity  of  the  father,  neith- 
er shall  the  father  bear  the  iniquity  of  the  son  : 
the  righteousness  of  the  righteous  shall  be  up- 
on him,  and  the  wickedness  of  the  wicked  shall 
be  upon  him.  Ezek.  18:  4,  20.—The  fathers 
shall  not  be  put  to  death  for  the  children,  neith- 
er shall  the  children  be  put  to  death  for  the  fath- 
ers :  every  man  shall  be  put  to  death  for  his 
own  sin.  Deut.  24:  16. — In  those  days  they 
shall  say  no  more.  The  fathers  have  eaten  a 
sour  grape,  and  the  childrens'  teeth  are  set  on 
edge.  But  every  one  shall  die  for  his  own  ini- 
quity: every  man  that  eateth  the  sour  grape, 
his  teeth  shaU  be  set  on  edge.  Jer.  31:  29,  30. 

Because  he  hath  appointed  a  day^  in  the 
which  he  will  judge  the  world  in  righteousness 
by  that  man  whom  he  hath  ordained ;  whereof 
he  liath  given  assurance  unto  all  men,  in  that 
he  hath  raised  him  from  the  dead.  Acts  17:  31. 
— God  judgeth  the  righteous,  and  God  is  angry 
with  the  wicked  every  day.  Ps.  7: 11.— Hence- 
forth there  is  laid  up  for  me  a  crown  of  right- 
eousness, which  the  Lord  the  righteous  Judge 
tfball  give  me  at  that  day:  and  not  to  me  only. 
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but  unto  all  them  also  that  love  his  appearance* 
2  .Tim.  4:  8. 

But  he  that  believeth  not  shall  be  damned. 
Mark  16:  16. — Tribulation  and  anguii^  upon 
every  soul  of  man  that  doeth  evil.  Kom.  2: 9. 
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OP  THE  FREE  WILL,  OR  ABILITY  OP  MAN,  BOTH 
BEFORE  AND  AFTER  THE  FALL;  AND  OF  GOD's 
SAVING  GRACE. 

Of  the  free  will  or  abiUty  of  man,  both  before 
and  after  the  fall,  and  of  God's  saving  grace, 
we  believe  and  acknowledge,  That  in  the  be- 
ginning God  created  Adam  and  his  wife  in  his 
own  image  and  after  his  likeness,  and,  above 
all  other  creatures,  endowed  them  with  divine 
virtue,  with  knowledge,  speech,  understanding 
and  a  free  will,  or  ability  ;  so  that  they  might 
know  and  acknowledge,  love,  fear,  obedietitly 
serve  and  adore  him  ;  or,  on  the  contrary,  that 
they  might,  with  their  own  free  will,  be  disobe- 
dient to  him,  transgress  his  commands,  and  for- 
sake him.  This  is  clearly  seen  in  Adam's  first 
«in ;  for  Adam  and  his  wife  transgressed  the. 
commandment  of  God,  being  deceived  by  the 
craft  and  subtlety  of  tlie  devil,  who  came  to 
them  in  the  form  of  a  serpent,  and  persuaded 
them  to  eat  of  the  forbidden  fruit,  contrary  -to 
the  will  of  God:  and  as  they  were  created  with 
a  free  will  and  mutable,  they,  according  to  their 
own  free  will  and  inchnation,  took  of  the  fruit 
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and  did  eat;  not  from  any  compulhiion  or  fort*- 
ordination  of  God,  but  in  direct  upiJOoition  r) 
hk  will  and  comniaiidDicnt. 

Now  when  Adam  and  liis  wife,  tlirou^li  riicir 
o\ni  sin  and  transgression,  were  fallen  uiulrr 
the  wralJ]  and  di.s<>:race  of  God,  and  bc*(:anif. 
sinful  and  mort(d,  they  were,  notwitlirjandin^'*, 
pardoned  by  their  Maker,  in  uo  far  tliat  tlie\ 
were  not  wliolly  deprived  of  their  ft.rinor  <?n- 
dowments,  as  wisdon),  knowlecige,  s|>«;cch,  frcf 
will,  and  the  abihty  and  power  of  excrci>?in^- 
the  same ;  which  is  manifest,  in  tliat  they  wil- 
lingly receiveil  and  embraced  the  promise  ol 
life  which  their  gracious  God  made  untofiuMii, 
la  the  seed  of  the  woman,  and  tlierein  freely 
obeyed  flie  voice  of  the  Lord.     Moreover,  in 
I  he  £iOrd  Gotl's  placing  to  the  cast  of  tluj  gar- 
den of  Eden,  cherul)ims,  and  a  llaming  swunl 
which  turned  every  way,  to  keep  the  way  of  t  In « 
tree  of  life,  lest  he  put  forth  his  hand,  and  iak<'. 
also  of  the  tree  of  life,  and  eat,  and  live  forcx  it  : 
which    it    appears    Adam    might    have    (iDini 
iliruugh  the  exercise  of  hiu  free  will,  had  lui 
not  lK3cn  prevented. 

And  this  l/ec  will  and  }X)wcr  of  Adam's,  willi 
other  enilowments  conferred  on  him  by  his  \h> 
iielicent  Creator,  is  propagated  and  cxlcirIuI  t  > 
iill  his  descendants,  whcrt^by  they  an;  able  toil  > 
and  accomplish  many  things;  and  are  not  as 
(Iciul  uM.i  inacUve  matter,  such  as  i;KK:!:ri  and 
sioncs,  but  on  tlie  conlrary,  tht^y  are  active  and 
•iilicacious,  able  to  ch<x)se  what  is  good  and  to  re- 
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ject  what  is  evil.  They  can  seek  God  for  health 
and  support  of  their  sick  and  frail  bodies;  and 
also  by  the  grace  of  God  and  the  moving  of  the 
Spirit,  whereby  the  sons  of  men  Uve  and  are 
moved  to  seek  the  heaUng  grace  of  God,  (which 
is,  through  the  Gospel,  offered  to  all  mankind, 
and  through  which  is, laid  before  them  life  and 
death  ;)  they  m^y  open  the  door  of  their  heart, 
and  receive  the  free  grace  of  God  to  the  healing 
of  their  wounded  souls; .  or,  they  may  resist  the 
moving  of  the  Spirit,  and  reject  and  despise  the 
offered  mercy  and  grace  to  their  eternal  destruc- 
tion. For  as  Go^Mfnade  man  with  eyes  and 
with  ears,  therewith  to  see  and  to  hear,  so  also 
has  God,  through  grace,  given  to  msq^  a  free 
will  and  power,  to  do  good  and  to  esohew  evil. 

But  all  the  sons  of  men,  in  so  far  as  we  con- 
sider them  estranged  from  the  grace  of  God,  ar« 
of  themselves  unfit  and  insufficient  even  to 
think  that  which  is  good,  much  less  are  they 
able  to  do  it :  but  it  is  God,  who  by  the  Spirit  of 
grace  worketh  in  them  both  to  will  and  to  do; 
moves,  draws,  elects  and  adopts  them  to  his 
children,  and  thus  they  are  brought  to  partake 
of  saving  grace.  Therefore,  every,  true  Chris- 
tian will  ascribe  to  God  alone  the  glory,  honour 
and  praise,  for  his  unmerited  grace  in  Christ 
Jesus,  whereby  he  was  brought  to  believe  in 
him,  and  to  seek  the  salvation  of  his  immortal 
soul. 

Farthermore,  we  believe  that  this  saving 
grace  of  God  is  not  limited  and  confined  to  a 
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number  only  of  the  sons  of  nien,  in 
ill  manner,  but  that  it  is  extended  to  ai 
n.  For  as  the  Lord  letteth  his  sun  rise  an 
iine  on  the  good  and  bad,  also  doth  he  exten 
iiis  grace  to  all  the  sons  of  men :  for  even  r 
mong  the  Gentiles  the  Lord  has  not  left  Iiini 
self  without  a  witness,  doing  them  good,  nn 
moving  their  hearts,  their  conscience  also  bcni 
ing  witness,  and  their  thoughts  the  mean  whil 
accusing  or  else  excusing  one  another  ;  so  tha 
they  not  having  the  law,  do  by  nature  ih 
things  contained  in  the  law,  and  thus  show  th 
work  of  the  law  written  in  their  hearts.  An^ 
as  the  Lord  is  not  willing  that  any  should  pei 
ish,  but  that  all  should  come  to  repentance,  aa 
be  saved,  it  will  evidently  appear,  at  the  cominj 
of  Christ,  that  God  has  dispensed,  extende< 
and  offered,  his  saving  grace  of  the  gloriou 
Gospel,  to  all  nations  of  the  world,  as  a  witnes 
to  all  men,  so  that  they  are  all  without  excuse 
And  according  to  this  everlasting  Gospel,  th 
blessed  Jesus  will,  at  the  last  day,  pass  a  righ( 
eous  and  irrevocable  judgment  on  all  the  nation 

I       of  the  earth;  so  that  all  men  who,  in  the  da; 

I  of  grace,  believe  the  Gospel  and  receive  it  t 
their  soul's  salvation,  will  be  received  to  evei 
lasting  life;  but  those  who  disbelieve  and  rejec 
the  same,  will  fall  under  the  condemnation  c 

I       eternal  death. 
Farthermore,  we  reject  the  doctrine  which  i 
held  forth,  That  God  indeed  euffereth  the  wor 
of  reconciliation  to  be  published  to  all  men,  bi 
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at  the  same  time  he  withdraweth  from  many  of 
them  the  power  of  saving  grace,  so  that  the 
greater  part  of  them  cannot  receive  it  to  their 
soul's  salvation,  in  consequence  of  his  foreordi- 
nation  and  decree,  wherein  he  hath  determined 
their  unavoidable  and  eternal  damnation. 

On  the  foregoing  subject  read  the  following 
scripture  texts,  which  ascribe  to  man  a  free 
will ; — Behold  I  set  before  you  this  day  a  bless- 
ing and  a  curse:  a  blessing,  if  yoii  obey  the

-^Son  of  man,  thou  dweuest  in  the  midst  of  a 
rebellious  house,  which  have  eyes  to^  see,  and 
see  not ;  they  have  ears  to  hear,  and  hear  not. 
Ezek.  12:  2. — For  to  will  is  present  with  me; 
but  how  to  perform  that  which  is  good^  I  find 
not  For  the  good  that  I  \%  ould,  I  do  not ;  but 
the  evil  which  I  would  not,  that  I  do.  I  find 
then  a  law,  that  when  I  would  do  good,  evil » 
ipresent  with  me.  Rom.  7:  18,  19,  21. 

The  following  passages  of  scripture  prove 
ifiai  Gf}i  hath  no  pleasure  in  the  death  of  sin- 
ners, but  rather  that  they  should  turn  and  live-: 
— ^Por  I  have  no  pleasure  in  the  death  of  him 
that  dieth,  saith  the  Lord  God  :  wherefore  turH 
yourselves,  and  live  ye.  E^ek.  18:  32. — Say 
unto  them.  As  I  live,  saith  the  Lord  God,  I 
have  no  pleasure  in  the  death  of  the  wicked ; 
but  that  the  wicked  turn  from  his  way  and  live : 
turn  y^,  turn  ye  from  your  evil  ways;  for  why 
will  ye  die,  0  house  of  Israel?  Ezek.  33:  11. 
Let  the  wicked  forsake  his  way,  and  the  un-

— Therefore,  as  by  the  of!eiK:e  of  one,  judg- 
ment came  upon  all  men  to  condemnation, 
even  so  by  the  righteousness  of  one,,  the  free 
gift  C4ime  upon  all  men  unto  justification  of 
Ufe.^  Rom.  5:  18. — Because  that  which  may  be 
known  of  God  is  manifest  in  them :  for  God 
hath  showed  it  unto  them.     For  the  invisible 
things  of  him  from  the  creation  of  the  work! 
ire  clearly  seen,  being  understood  by  the  things 
hat  are  made,  even  his  eternal  power  and  God< 
ead;  so  that  they  are  without  excuse.  1:  19. 
But  there  were  false  prophets  also  among  the 
K)ple,  even  as  there  shall  be  false  teachers  a- 
Dng  you,  who  privily  shall  bring  in  damnable 
resies,  even  denying  the  Lord  that  bought 
tm,  and  bring  upon  tliemselves  swift  destruc- 
1.  2  Pet.  2: 1.— And  that  he  died  for  all,  that 
7  which  live  should  not  henceforth  live  un- 
.hemselves,  but  unto  him  which  died  for 
a,  and  rose  again.  2  Cor.  5:  15, — Fot  GoA 
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SO  loved  the  world,  that  he  gave  his  only  be- 
gotten Son,  tjiat  whosoever  believeth  in  him 
should  not  perish,  but  have  everlasting  life. 
For  God  sent  not  his  Son  into  the  world  to 
condemn  the  world,  but  that  the  world  through 
him  might  be  saved.  John  3:  16,  17. — ^Behold 
the  Lamb  of  God,  which  taketh  away  the  sin 
of  the  world.  1:  29. — For  this  is  good  and  ac- 
ceptable in  the  sight  of  God  our  Saviour  j  who 
will  have  all  men  to  be  saved,  and  to  come  to 
tlie  knowledge  of  the  truth.  1  Tim.  2:  3,  4, — 
Tiie  Lord  is  not  slack  concerning  his  promise, 
as  some  men  count  slackness ;  but  is  long-suf- 
fering to  us-ward,  not  willing  that  any  should

goodness;,  a«d  forbearance,  and  long-suffering  ;

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OF  god's  PBOVIDJSNCE  ;   AND  OF  ELECTION  AN 

REPROBATION. 

Of  the  providence  of  God,  and  of  the  ele 
tion  of  the  righteous  and  the  reprobation  of  tl 
wicked,  we  believe :— That  as  God  is  omni^j 
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Utnt,  and  that  nothing  is  impossible  for  him  to 
do  or  accomplish ;  so  also  is  he  omtiiscient,  and 
in  his  foreknowledge  seeth  all  things,  and  no- 
thing is  hid  or  concealed  from  him,  neither  in 
heaven  nor  on  earth ;  so  that  he  seeth  as  well 
the  things  which  will  be  at  the  consummation 
^  of  all  things,  as  also  those  which  have  been 
from  eternity.  And  in  this,  his  divine  provi- 
dence,  and  boundless  knowledge  and  wisdom, 
he  foresaw  from  the  beginning,  from  eternity, 
who  vill  be  the  true  believers  that  will  receive 
and  accept  his  offered  mercy  and  grace ;  and, 
on  the  other  hand,  who  will  be  the  unbelievers 
that  will  despise  and  reject  it.  Hence  it  is,  that 
God,  from  the  beginning,  from  eternity,  fore- 
knew, foresaw,  elected  and  foreordained  all  the 
true  believers  to  become  heirs  of  eternal  blessed- 
ness, through  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord ;  and  on 
the  contrary,  all  the  unbelievers  and  dcspisers 
of  his  mercy  and  grace,  he  has  rejected  and  con- 
demned to  eternal  damnation.  Thus  the  sin- 
ner is  lost  by  wilfully  turning  his  ears  away 
from  the  voice  of  the  Lord,  and  rejecting  his  of- 
fered mercy  and  grace;  and  the  believer  by 
humbly  receiving  it  is  saved,  through  the  ato- 
ning merits  of  Christ  Jesus,  without  whom  we 
can  do  nothing. 

But  by  no  means  do  we  believe,  that  that 
merciful  and  just  God,  whose  dealings^  with  his 
creatures  are  consistent,  and  in  unison  with  his 
divine  and  holy  nature  and  attributes,  should 
have  created,  and  from  eternity  foreordained, 
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ked  and  reprobated,  a  majority  of  the  Iiu- 
fiunily  to  eternal  damnation ;  or  that  he 
Id,  after  they  had  fallen,  through  Adani'ti 
nd  transgression,  and  without  their  own 
rledge,  concurrence,  or  actual  sin,  have 
tiem  lie  without  help  in  this  their  helpless 
leplorable  estate  of  eternal  death  and  mis- 
nto  which  they  had  fallen  by  Adam's  trans- 
ion  alone ;  and  without  seeing  in  them,  by 
own  actual  transgression  and  sin,  a  just 
)  of  their  condemnation :  that  be  for  from 
)nly  good  and  righteous  GOD ! 
iU  on  the  contrary,  we  believe  and  acknowl- 
,  with  all  the  true  followers  of  Christ,  That 
in  the  beginning,  created  man  good  and 
^ht,  and  that. they  should  continue  to  be  so. 
that  God  hateth  nothing  of  all  that  he 
created.  But,  after  man  had  fallen  into 
al  death,  sin  and  misery,  by  the  subtlety 
leceit  of  the  devil,  the  gracious  God,  whose 
y  extends  to  all  his  creatures,  and  who  is 
(Tilling  that  any  should  be  lost,  hath,  in  his 
ite  love  and  mercy,  through  the  merits  and 
^ment  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus 
3t,  redeemed,  bought  and  made  them  free 
eternal  death  and  misery,  with  their  whole 
rity;  so  that  no  one  is  condemned  on  ac- 
i  of  Adam's  sin  and  transgression ;  but 
the  righteous  Judge,  will  judge  the  world 
^hteousness,  and  render  to  every  .man  ac- 
ng  to  his  works,  faith  and  practice^;  to  the 
vers,  who  by  patient  continuance  In  well- 
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doing  seek  for  glory,  and  honour,  and  immorr- 
tality,  eternal  life ;  but  to  the  unbelievers  and 
disobedient,  will  be  tribulation  and  anguish,  in- 
dignation and  wrath. 

-  Of  the  foreknowledge  and  providence  of  God; 
read : — And  hath  made  of  one  blood  all  nations 
of  men  for  to  dwell  on  all  the  face  of  the  earth, 
and  hath  determined  the  times  before  appoint' 
ed,  and  the  bounds  of  their  habitation.  Acts  17: 
26. — When  the  Most  High  divided  to  the  na- 
tions their  inheritance,  when  he  separated  the 
sons  of  Adam,  he  set  the  bounds  of  the  people 
according  to  the  number  of  the  children  of  Is- 
rael :  for  the  Lord's  portion  is  his  people ;  Jacob 
is  the  lot  of  his  inheritance.  He  found  him  in 
a  desert  land,  and  in  the  waste  how^ling  wilder- 
ness; he  led  him  about,  he  instructed  him,  he 
kept  him  as  the  apple  of  his  eye.  Deut.  32;  8- 
10. — But  there  Is  a  God  in  heaven  that  reveal- 
eth  secrets,  and  raaketh  known  to  the  king 
Nebuchadnezzar  what  shall  be  in  the  latter 
days.  Dan.  2:  28. — Remember  the  former 
tilings  of  old  :  for  I  am  God,  and  there  is  none 
else ;  I  am  God,  and  there  is  none  like  me ;  de- 
claring the  end  from  the  beginning,  and  from 
ancient  times  the  things  that  are  not  yet  done, 
saying,  my  counsel  shall  stand,  and  I  will  do 
all  my  pleasure.  Isa.  46:  9, 10. — Then  Job  an-  - 
Hwered  the  Lord  and  said,  I  know  that  thou 
canst  do  every  thing,  and  that  no  thought  can 
be  withholden  from  thee.  Job  42:  1,  2.— Him, 
being  defivered  by  determinate  counsel  and  fore- 
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knowledge  of  God,  ye  have  taken,  and  by  wick- 
ed hands  have  crucified  and  slain.  He,  feicein^ 
this  before,  spalre  of  the  resurrection  of  Christ, 
that  his  soul  was  not  left  in  hell,  neither  hn-t 
flesh  did  see  corruption.  Acts  2:  23,  31. — AVh«» 
verily  was  foreordained  before  the  foundation 
of  the  world,  but  was  manifest  in  the^e  la>r 
times  for  you.  1  Pet.  1:  20. 

My  substance  was  not  hid  from  tliee  when  I 
was  made  in  secret,  and  curiously  wrouglit  in 
the  lowest  parts  of  the  earth.  Thine  eyes  did 
see  my  substance,  yet  being  unpcrfect;  and  in 
thy  book  all  my  members  were  written,  whicli 
in  continuance  were  fashioned,  when  as  yet 
there  was  none  of  them.  Ps.  139.  15,  If). — 
Known  unto  God  are  all  his  works,  from  the 
beginning  of  the  world.

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OF  THE  WRITTEN  WORD  OP  GOD  :  CONTAINING 
ALL  THE  BOOKS  OP  TUB  HOLY  SCRIPTURES,  OF 
THE  OLD  AND  NEW  TESTAMENTS. 

Of  the  written  Word  of  God,  the  Law  of 
Moses,  and  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  we  ac- 
knowledge. That  the  law  given  by  Moses,  and 
received  by  the  disposition  of  angels,  was  a  com- 
plete doctrine  and  rule  for  the  race  of  Abraham, 
Isaac  and  Jacob,  with  whom  the  Lord  God  en- 
tered into,  and  established  his  covenant.  By 
this  law  and  doctrine,  as  given  by  Moses,  these 
tribes  were  to  be  governed  and  ruled  in  all  their 
iiiauners  and  conversation,  without  either  add- 
ing to  the  -svord,  or  diminishing  aught  from  it, 
mucli  less  should  they  walk  in  their  own  ways. 
And  if  any  of  them  transgressed  this  Law,  they 
were  to  be  cut  off  from  their  people  and  lie  un- 
der its  heavy  curses ;  but  those  who  kept  the 
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iaw.  and  by  faith  in  ihc  iiroini.sd-.l  Messina:-  ful- 
filled its  commands,  h.-ul  the  |m)iiiisr>  oi'  Jjic. 
with  many  glorious  blcssinirs.  'riicsf.'  hlf-^inn- 
and  curses,  however,  were  Jiio.-lly  (fxieiidiMl  i.. 
temporal  tilings. 

This  law  of  God  consisfs  of  (lie  ii\r,  l)n<).\. 
of  Moses,  to  which  also  hclong  the  wriiinir-:  <i! 
the  Prophets.  Priests  and  Jvings,  wiio  arose  {• 
iiiong  this  people,  the  children  of  [srncl.  iuiU 
who  have,  by  the  Spirit  of  (*od,  prupiie;<i«'(l  ;iinl 
spoken  the  things  of  the  Sj)irit,  a!l  of  wlnVh  i- 
ill  perfect  accordance  with  that  of  (Ik*  books  (.i 
Moses,  and  are,  as  written  by  in>j)ini!ioi}.  for  u  •. 
by  the  grace  of  God,  assigned  to  t\w  \)i\Av  :  tin- 
whole  of  which  compose  the  Old  'l\'s!jiinriii. 
This  law  is  al^o  spiritual,  tending  to  the  iMJiiir- 
ing  in  of  a  better  hope,  and  is  a  sciiool-mat  ii  r 
to  bring  us  unto  Christ.  Gal.  3:  21.— -^lorcovcr 
the  law,  with  its  manifold  tyjxjs,  iicrmos  and 
shadows,  such  as  the  Levitical  pricsibood,  (he 
ceremonies  and  offerings,  the  land  of  C-anann 
and  its  kings,  the  city  of  Jerusalem  with  its 
temple,  pointed,  as  it  were,  with  the  hand,  and 
led  to  Christ  Jesus  the  great  Antitype:  toeing 
the  law  was  an  intolerable  3'^oke,  which  gender- 
ed to  bondage,  and  which  none  were  able  to 
bear,  inasmuch  as  it  pronounced  its  curses  upon 
every  one  that  continued  not,  in  all  the  things 
which  are  written  in  the  book  of  the  law,  to  do 
them  ;  and  as  man  was  unable,  through  the  in- 
firmity of  the  flesh,  to  fulfil  the  demands  of  the 
hw;  they  could  not  thereby  attain  the  blessed- 
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iies3  of  eternal  life  and  bappiness,  bat  had  to 
continue  under  the  displeasure  and  wralh  of 
God,  save  as  they  believed  in  the  promised  Re- 
deemer. 

But  in  the  fulness  of  time,  Christ  Jesus  ap- 
peared, who  is  the  end  of  tlie  law,  having  ful- 
filled it  in  that  he  has  satisfied  its  demands,  and 
became  the  Author  of  a  new  and  better  coven- 
ant of  perfect  liberty  ;  the  true  and  shining 
light,  which  was  prefigured  by  those  dark  shad- 
ows of  the  law  ;  who  came  as  sent  from  God, 
having  full  power  in  heaven  and  on  earth,  and 
is  the  same  that  hath  abohshed  death,  and  hath 
brought  life  and  immortahty  to  light  through 
the  Gospel. 

Moreover,  He  hath  established  a  new  coven- 
ant or  testament  with  the  house  of  Israel,  and 
w4th  the  house  of  Judah ;  to  which  covenant 
he  hath  invited  all  the  Gentile  nations  of  the 
earth,  who  were  before  afar  off  and  enemies, 
aliens  from  the  commonwealth  of  Israel, -and 
strangers  from  the  covenant  of  promise.  To 
whom,  through  grace,  a  door  is  opened,  and  a 
road  prepared  through  the  Gospel,  by  the  obe- 
dience to  which,  they  all  may  become  fellow- 
citizens  with  the  saints,  and  of  the  household 
of  God.  And  this  is  the  word  of  reconciUation, 
by  which  God  worketh,  by  the  influence  of  the 
divine  Spirit,  faith  and  regeneration,  wdth  all 
the  attendant  good  fruits  of  the  Spirit  wrought 
in  the  hearts  of  the  sons  of  men.  In  which 
word  of  the  new  covenant  or  testament,  is 
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puI)lisIiGd  and  offered  to  u^^  oonsuinniatr  irr.irr. 
peace,  absolution  from  sin,  and  lilij  ovcMla^tiiiL'" : 
wiili  all  tilings  liiat  |>ertain  unto  lite  and  ifoilli 
De8B:  yea,  all  the  counsel  of  (tikI.  Arrordihi;- 
\OihU  cop3',  all  tJie  children  cf  the  new  ruvcn 
ant  mue-t  order  and  direct  their  whi^e  h(<*  and 
conversation,  by  adhering  to  its  preor^pts.  niid 
by  obeying  its  commands  and  injunctions,  in- 
asmuch as  it  h  tiic  word  whereby  the  rij^hteous 
Judge  will  judge  the  world,  and  pass  an  irrever- 
sible sentence  at  the  la^?t  da  v.  And  ihir^  testa- 
ment  is  of  so  much  the  more  worth  and  honour 
than  the  old,  as  it  was  delivered  by  a  more  glo- 
rious Ambassador,  and  ratitied  and  sealed  with 
more  precious  blood,  even  tlic  blood  of  Christ, 
as  of  a  Lamb  without  blemish  and  without 
spot :  and  alao  as  it  isf  an  everlasting  covenant 
which  will  continue  to  the  end  of  the  world. 

And  as  it  is  unlawful,  though  it  be  but  a  man's 
covenant  or  testament,  if  it  be  confirmed,  to  dis- 
annul or  add  thereto,  so,  much  more  will  it  be 
unlawful  ta disannul  or  add  to  the  everlasting 
covenant,  which  was  ratified  and  sealed  with 
that  precious  blood  of  Christ  Jesus.  It  is  there- 
fore the  unbounded  duty  of  eveiy  Christian  not 
to  handle  the  word  of  God  deceitfully,  or  to  con- 
strue it  so  as  to  suit  his  own  opinion,  but  to  lx)w 
submissively  under  the  obedience  of  Christ  and 
the  teaching  of  the  divine  Spirit,  and  thus  to  be 
guided  and  led  to  the  true  import  and  meaning 
of  the  word  of  God  and  the  mind  of  the  Spirit, 
and  to  be  conformable  to  it  in  their  faith  and 
practice. 
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According  to  the  New  Testament,  the  Old 
must  be  bonstrued,  explained,  understood,  and 
witli  it  conjoined ;  and  thus  be  taught  the  peo- 
ple of  God  with  discrinmiation :  Moses,  ynth 
Jiis  rigorous,  threatening  and  correcting  Ljfpilr^ 
to  all  unregenerate  and  impenitent  sinners  wib 
are  yet  under  the. Law ;  and  Christ,  with  the 
glad  tidings  of  his  glcNnous  Gospel,  to  all  the 
faithful,  regenerate,  penitent  sinners,  who  are 
not  under  the  law,  but  under  grace. 

To  this  new  covenant  of  Jesus  Christ  must 
yield  and  give  way  all  decrees,  councils,  insti- 
tutions and  ordinances  of  man,  which  have  been 
formed  contrary  to  it ;  and  all  consistent  Chris- 
tians must,  in  their  faith  and  practice,  truly  con- 
form to  the  precepts  and  commands  of  this  glo- 
rious Gospel.  And  as  t4ie  naturatman  subsists 
on  the  natural  bread,  receiving  thereby  nourish- 
ment and  strength,  so  does  the^ipiritual  man 
live  by  every  word  that  proceedeth  out  of  the 
mouth  of  God.  Therefore  the  Word  of  God 
must  be  taught,  heard,  received  and  preserved 
in  its  purity,  and  without  prevarication. 

Of  the  Law  of  Moses,  how  it  was  written 
with  the  fingtll^f  God,  in  tables  of  stone,  and 
administered  by  the  disposition  of  angels,  read:

— Who  have  received  the 
law  by  ihe^disposition  of  an<^els,  and  Iiave  not 
kci>tit.  Acts  7:  53. — For  the  law^va.s  given  i)y 
Masci?,  but  grace  and  truth  came  by  .hir^uii 
Christ.

— Who  hath  saved  us,  and  called  us  with 
a  holy  calling,  not  according  to  our  works,  but 
according  to  his  own  purpose  and  grace,  which 
was  given  us  in  Christ  Jesus  before  the  world 
began.  2  Tim.  I:  9. 

Ye  have  not  chosen  me,  but  I  have  cliosen 
you,  and  ordained  you,  that  ye  should  go  and 
bring  forth  fruit,  and  that  your  fruit  should  re- 
jnain ;  that  whatsoever  ye  sliall  ask  of  the  Fath- 
er in  my  name,  he  may  give  it  you.  John  15: 
16. — I  liave  set  thee  to  be  a  light  of  the  Gen- 
C 
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tilee,  that  thou  shouldest  be  for  salvation  uiUo 
the  ends  of  the  earth.  And  when  the  Gentiles 
heard  thisj  they  were  glad,  and  glorified  the 
word  of  the  Lord :  and  as  many  as  were  ordain- 
ed to  eternal  hfe,  believed.  Acts  13:  47,  48.- — 
Por  by  grace  are  ye  saved  through  faith,  and 
that  not  of  yourselves ;  it  is  the  gift  of  God  : 
not  of  works,  lest  any  man  should  boast.  For 
we  are  his  workmanship,  created  in  Christ  Je- 
sus unto  good  works,  which  God  hath  before 
ordained  that  we  should  w^alk  in  them.  Eph. 
2:  8-10. 
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OF  THE  WRITTEN  WORD  OF  GOD  :  CONTAINING 
ALL  THE  BOOKS  OF  THl^  PIOLY  SCRIPTURES,  OF 
THE  OLD  AND  NEW  TESTAMENTS, 

Of  the  written  Word  of  God,  the  Law  of 
Moses,  and  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  we  ac- 
knowledge, That  the  law  given  by  Moses,  and 
received  by  the  disposition  of  angels,  was  a  com- 
plete doctrine  and  rule  for  the  race  of  Abraham, 
Isaac  and  Jacob,  with  whom  the  Lord  God  en- 
tered into,  and  established  his  covenant.  By 
this  law  and  doctiine,  as  given  by  Moses,  these 
tribes  were  to  be  governed  and  ruled  in  all  their 
manners  and  conversation,  without  either  add- 
ing to  the  word,  or  diminishing,  aught  from  it, 
much  less  should  they  walk  in  their  own  ways. 
And  if  any  of  them  transgressed  this  law,  they 
were  to  be  cut  off  from  their  people  and  lie  un- 
der its  heavy  curses ;  but  those  who  kept  the 
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law.  and  by  laitli  in  tlic  pnmii.j-l  M.vsinc    (n: 
filled  itd  commands,   li.-id  the  pronii.-f  oi'  j;i.- 
with  many  «2^1orioiid  bkssini'v.    TIhm-  !.!i-  -ui..-^ 
and  curses  however,  were  iiinsdv  cMciid.-.i  i< 
tem|X)ral  things. 

This  law  of  C<od  consi-ts  of  \\n\  ,'i\«»  !m..,.\. 
of  Moses,  to  which  al^o  hi'lon;^  ^ho  wiiiii'ii*  <.• 
the  Prophets'.  Priestri  and  Kiiiirs,  v\  hi  mo-t-  n 
iiionj^  this  people,  tlic  cliil<lr(»n  ol'  Isijm-I.  •••m  j 
who  have,  by  the  Spirit  of  (mmI,  jiniphi-.-i.Ml  .-iiui 
spoken  the  things  of  the  Spirit,  all  «»r  uiiich  i 
in  perfect  accordance  with  that  (»r  iIm'  bwl-.v  ,  • 
Moses,  and  are.  aa  written  bv  inspinif^Dij.  \\.v  ii  . 
by  the  grace  of  God,  a?jrigned  to  th>'  DWilr  :  tin- 
whole  of  which  compose  the  Old  'r«viitiiioiii. 
This  law  is  aU^o  spiritual,  tending  to  thij  briuiz- 
ing  in  of  a  better  hope,  and  is  a  srhoc.i-in.uii  r 
to  bring  us  unto  Christ.  Gal.  3:  2 1.— -!\!i)r('.)\  cr 
the  law,  with  its  manifold  types,  ii/rurc:  imd 
shadows,  such  as  the  Levitical  priest h.Kxl,  t'lc 
ceremonies  and  offerings,  the  land  of  Canar.n 
and  its  kings,  the  city  of  Jerufi?a!cui  with  it-: 
temple,  pointed,  as  it  were,  with  tlic  hand,  and 
led  to  Christ  Jesus  the  great  Antit\pc:  ^ooiuij: 
the  law  was  an  intolerable  3'okc,  which  gondor- 
ed  to  bondage,  and  which  none  were  able  to 
bear,  inasmuch  as  it  pronounced  its  curses  upon 
every  one  that  continued  not,  in  all  the  tlungs 
which  are  written  in  the  book  of  the  law,  to  do 
them  ;  and  as  man  was  unable,  through  the  in- 
firmity of  the  flesh,  to  fulfil  the  demands  of  the 
law,  they  could  not  thereby  attain  the  bles«sed- 
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iies3  of  eternal  life  and  happiness,  but  had  to 
continue  under  the  displeasure  and  wralli  of 
God,  save  as  they  believed  in  the  promised  Re- 
deemer. 

But  in  the  fulness  of  time,  Christ  Jesus  ap- 
peared, who  is  the  end  of  the  law,  having  ful- 
filled it  in  that  he  has  satisfied  its  demands,  and 
became  the  Author  of  a  new  and  better  coven- 
ant of  perfect  liberty  ;  the  true  and  shining 
light,  which  w^as  prefigured  by  those  dark  shad- 
ows of  the  law  ;  who  came  as  sent  from  God, 
having  full  power  in  heaven  and  on  earth,  and 
is  the  same  that  hath  abolished  death,  and  hath 
brought  life  and  immortality  to  hght  through 
the  Gospel. 

Moreover,  He  hath  established  a  new  coven- 
ant or  testament  with  the  bouse  of  Israel,  and 
with  the  house  of  Judah ;  to  which  covenant 
he  hath  invited  all  the  Gentile  nations  of  the 
earth,  w^ho  were  before  afar  oflT  and  enemies, 
aliens  from  the  commonwealth  of  Israel, -and 
strangers  from  the  covenant  of  promise.  To 
whom,  through  grace,  a  door  is  opened,  and  a 
road  prepared  through  the  Gospel,  by  the  obe- 
dience to  which,  they  all  may  become  fellow- 
citizens  with  the  saints,  and  of  the  household 
of  God.  And  this  is  the  word  of  reconciUation, 
by  which  God  worketh,  by  the  influence  of  the 
divine  Spirit,  faith  and  regeneration,  with  all 
the  attendant  good  fruits  of  the  Spirit  WTought 
in  the  hearts  of  the  sons  of  men.  In  which 
word  of  the  new  covenant  or  testament,  is 
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published  and  offered  to  iw,  ronsiiinniafc  LT.'ir.f. 
peace,  absolulion  fruin  sin,  and  lifcj  t'MMl:i.-iiiitr : 
Willi  all  tliint^s  iIkU  pcrrain  nnlo  life  and  istnii'i 
Dead:  yea,  all  the  counsel  of  (rotj.  Arrunlinir 
toUiis  copy,  all  tJie  children  cf  ihii  new  coviii 
aitt  nius-t  order  and  direct  their  whde  lifp  and 
conversation,  l>y  adhering  to  its  precc  pts.  nnd 
by  obeying  its  commands  and  injunctions,  in- 
asmuch as  it  is  the  word  whereby  the  righteous 
Judge  will  judge  the  world,  and  pass  an  incvcr- 
sible  sentence  at  the  last  day.  And  this  tesfji- 
nient  is  of  so  much  the  more  worth  and  Ih>nour 
than  the  old,  as  it  was  delivered  by  a  more  fiUi- 
rious  Ambassador,  and  ratified  and  scaled  with 
more  precious  blood,  even  the  blood  of  Christ, 
a3  of  a  Lamb  without  blemish  and  without 
spot:  and  aho  cis  it  i*an  everlasting  covenant 
which  will  continue  to  the  end  of  the  world. 

And  as  it  is  unlawful,  though  it  be  but  a  man's 
covenant  or  testament,  if  it  be  confirmed,  to  dis- 
annul or  add  thereto,  so>  much  more  w  ill  it  be 
uu lawful  ta disannul  or  add  to  the  everlasting 
covenant,  which  was  ratified  and  sealed  with 
that  precious  blood  of  Christ  Jesus.  It  is  there- 
fore the  unbounded  duty  of  eveiy  Christian  not 
to  handle  the  word  of  God  deceitfully,  or  to  con- 
strue it  so  as  to  suit  his  own  opinion,  but  to  l)ow 
submissively  under  the  obedience  of  Christ  and 
the  teaching  of  the  divine  Spirit,  and  thus  to  be 
j^uided  and  led  to  the  true  import  and  meaning 
of  the  word  of  God  and  the  mind  of  the  Spirit, 
and  to  be  conformable  to  it  in  their  faith  and 
practice. 
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According  to  ihe  New  Testament,  the  Old 
must  be  6onstrued,  explained,  understood,  and 
with  it  conjoined ;  and  thus  be  taught  the  peo- 
ple of  God  with  discriniination :  Moses,  with 
his  rigorous,  threatening  and  correcting  I^iilr, 
tD  all  unregenerate  and  impenitent  sinners  ^b 
fire  yet  under  the  Law ;  and  Christ,  with  the 
glad  tidings  of  his  glorious  Gospel,  to  all  the 
faithful,  regenerate,  penitent  sinners,  who  are 
not  under  the  law,  but  under  grace. 

To  this  new  covenant  of  Jesus  Christ  must 
yield  and  give  way  all  decrees,  councils,  insti- 
tutions and  ordinances  of  naan,  which  have  been 
formed  contrary  to  it ;  and  all  consistent  Chris- 
tians must,  in  their  faith  and  practice,  truly  con- 
form to  the  precepts  and  commands  of  this  glo- 
rious Gospel.  And  as  the  natural-man  subsists 
on  the  natural  bread,  receiving  thereby  nourish- 
ment and  strength,  so  does  the -Spiritual  man 
live  by  every  word  that  proceedeth  out  of  the 
mouth  of  God.  Therefore  the  Word  of  God 
must  be  taught,  heard,  received  and  preserved 
in  its  purity,  and  without  prevarication. 

Of  the  Tlolw  of  Moses,  how  it  was  written 
with  the  ^ngf0q{  God,  in  tables  of  stone,  and 
administered  by  the  disposition  of  angels,  read: 
— And  God  spake  all  these  words,  saying,  I  am 
the  Lord  thy  God,  which  have  brouglit  thee 
otit  of  the  land  of  Eg3rpt,  out  of  the  house  of 
bondage.  Thou  shalt  have  no  other  gods  be- 
fore me,  etc.  Exod.  20: 1-17.  Deut.  5:  6-21. — 
And  he  gave  unto  Moses,  when  he  had  made 
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an  end  of  comnumin,<^  witli  him  upon  Mdiiut 
Sinai,  two  tables  of  tcstiiuony,  tabl«*.s  of  siojii*. 
written  with  the  iinger  of  God.  Exod.  'i  1 :  1  ^.-■ 
And  the  tables  were  the  work  of  God,  and  the 
writing  was  the  writins^  of  God,  jBfraven  ujxwi 
the  tables.  32;  10. — Who  have  rocoivcd  (he 
law  by  thedisposition  of  cini^cls,  and  have  liot 
kept  it.  Acts  7:  53. — For  the  law  wa.s  ffiven  i»y 
Moscs^,  I)ut  grace  and  truth  came  by  .hisus 
Christ.  John  1:  17. 

Of  the  rigour  of  the  law,  and  ihat  there  r-h.ili 
)jc  nothing  added  thereto  nor  diniini.sheil  from 
it,  read  : — Curssed  be  he  that  confirmelli  not  all 
the  words  of  this  law  to  do  them:  and  all  tlu* 
peofdft  shall  say,  Amen.  Deut.  27:  20.-  Fur  a^: 
many  as  are  of  the  w-orks  of  the  law,  are  under 
the  curse:  for  it  is  wriUcn,  Cursed  i.s  every  one 
that  contiaueth  not  in  all tbisgs  which  ar(3  wih- 
tcn  in  the  book  of  the  law  to  do  them.  Gal.  8: 
10. — What  thing  soever  I  cominaml  you,  ob- 
serve to  do  it :  thou  shalt  not  add  thereto,  nor 
diminish  from  it.  Deut.  12:  32. — Ye  shall  not 
add  unto  the  woid  which  I  command  you,  neith- 
er shall  ye  diminish  ayght  from  it,  that  ye  may 
keep  the  commandments  of  the  Lohd  yoiu 
God,  which  I  comnaand  you.  4:  2. 

Of  the  imperfection  of  the  law,  read  • — For 
tlie  law,  having  a  shadow  of  good  things  to 
come,  and  not  the  very  image  of  the  things,  can 
never,  with  those  sacrifices  w4iich  they  offered 
vear  by  3^ear  continuall}'^,  make  the  coiners 
thereunto  perfect.  Heb.  10:  I. — Which  was  a 
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figure  for  the  time  then  present,  in  which  w 
offered  both  gifts  and  sacrifices,  that  could 
make  him  that  did  the  service  perfect,  as  } 
taining  to  the  conscience.  9:  9. — For  the  pri 
hood  being  changed,  there  is  made  of  necea 
a  change  also  of  the  law.  For  there  is  ve 
a  disannulling  of  the  commandment  going 
fore,  for  the  weakness  and  unprofitable! 
thereof.  For  tli  e  law  made  nothing  perfect, 
the  bringing  in  of  a  better  hope  did  ;  by 
which  we  draw  nigh  unto  God.  7:  12,  18, 
— Knowing  that  a  man  is  not  justified  by 
works  of  the  law,  but  by  the  faith  of  Jc 
Christ,  even  we  have  believed  in  Jesus  Chi 
that  we  might  be  justified  by  the  faith  of  Ghi 
and  not  by  the  works  of  the  law:  for  by 
wocks  of  the  law  shall  no  flesh  be  justif 
Gal.  2:  16. — Be  it  known  unto  you,  theref 
men  and  brethren,  that  through  this  mar 
preached  unto  you  the  forgiveness  of  sins :  i 
by  him  all  that  believe  are  justified  from 
things,  from  w^hich  ye  could  not  be  justified 
the  law  of  Moses.  Acts  13:  38. — For  what 
law  could  not  do,  in  that  it  was  weak  throi 
the  flesb-,  God  sending  his  own  Son  in  the  li 
ness  of  sinful  flesh,  and  for  sin  condemned 
in  the  flesh ;  tliat  the  righteousness  of  the  1 
miffht  be  fulfilled  in  us,  who  walk  not  after 
flesli,  but  after  the  Spirit.  Rom.  8:  3,  4. 

How  Christ  is  the  end  and  accomplishm 
of  the  law,  read : — For  Christ  is  the  end  of 
kiw  for  righteousness  to  every  one  that  believe 
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Rom.  10:  4. — ^Think  not  that  I  am  come  to  do- 
stroy  flie  law,  or  the  prophets:  I  am  not  nuur 
to  destroy,  but  to  fulfil.  Maltli.T):  17.~W!i(n  - 
fore,  my  brethren,  ye  also  arc  l>ocomc  ilcad  {a 
the  law  by  the  hotly  of  Christ ;  that  ye  fcilmuid 
be  married  to  another,  even  to  him  who  is  raiMMJ 
from  the  dead,  that  we  should  hrincr  forth  fruit 
Huto  God.  For  when  we  were  in  the  (le.sh.  tli.; 
ItoDtions  of  Binp.  which  were  hv  the  law.  did 
work  ill  our  members  to  brinj^  forth  fruit  \\u{^> 
death.  But  now  we  are  delivered  from  the  law. 
ihat  bemg  dead  wherein  we  were  held:  thjit 
we  should  serve  in  newness  of  spirit,  and  fkil 
in  theoldnessof  the  letter.  Rom.  7:  4  t).--lMir 
I  through  the  law  am  dead  to  the  law,  th.it  [ 
might  live  unto  God.  I  am  crurifiod  v>iih 
Christ :  nevertheless  I  live ;  yet  not  I.  but  r'iiri.-t: 
liveth  in  me:  and  the  life  which  I  now  live  in 
the  flesh,  I  live  by  the  faith  of  the  Son  of  (Itxl, 
who  loved  me,  and  gave  himself  for  me.

Op  Saving  Faith,  we  believe  and  confe3s,That 
it  is  not  an  empty,  hidden  thing,  which  is  propa- 
gated with  our  nature.

Hut  true,  pure,  unfeigned  and  saving  faitb^ 
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which  is  acccptal>lc  to  Ctod,  c-niisisis  in  a  tnu- 
knowledge  of  our  own  lioiuis.  with  an  Iiunilili- 
and  firm  reliance  on  Ctod  Air  help  ami  stniii^ili 
(qdo  his  will;  wliich,  however,  is  not  att.-iiiicd 
Ufuny  strength,  will,  or  pfiwfTof  nur  own.  Imi 
l^the  hearing  of  the  word  of  (ickI,  <'ind  of  (In; 
enlightening  influence  of  the  ifoly  (<iio.^(;  (hii> 
writing  it  into  our  hearts.  And  yh  th(  rehy  a 
change  is  wrought  in  the  heart^^  of  the  iK'iievtMs. 
they  are  powerfully  drawn  away  from  viBihli-, 
transitory  aifllr  peri.shal)Ie  things,  to  the  li\  ini^ 
God,  whom  having  not  seen,  they  love:  in 
whom,  though' now  they  sec  him  not.  yet  be- 
lieving, they  rejoice  with  joy  unspeakable,  and 
full  of  glory.  1  Pet.  1:  8.     For 

This  precious  Saving  Faith,  accompanied 
with  Hope  and  Charity,  is  of  such  a  nature  and 
tendency  as  to  turn  the  hearts  and  affections  to 
things  invisible  and  heavenly ;  therefore  all 
faithful  behevers  will  submit  obediently  to  all 
the  commandments  of  God,  w^iich  are  found  in 
the  holy  scriptures,  and  point  out  the  way  to  life 
and  happiness;  they  will  acknowledge  the  same, 
if  necessary,  Ijefore  kings  and  princes,  lords,  anil 
all  men ;  and  will  not  depart  or  retract  there- 
from, though  it  should  be  at  the  loss  of  houses 
and  lands,  life  and  friends,  and  all  sublunary 
things.  For  the  power  of  Ood  keepd,  preserves, 
and  strengthens  them,  so  that  when  they  are 
persecuted,  they  can,  without  seekinj^tgyenge, 
pray  for  their  persecutors,  and  saj^vath  the  a- 
postle  Paul— For  I  reckon  that  the'suffering^  qI 
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this  present  time  are  not  wortliy  to  be  compared 
witli  llie  glory  which  shall  be  revealed  in  lis. 
Rom.  8: 18. — For  our  light  affliction,  which  is 
but  for  a  moment,  worketh  for  us  a  far  more  ax- 
i-eeding  and  eternal  weight  of  glory.  WMlte 
we  look  not  at  the  things  which  are  seen^  bot 
ut  the  things  which  are  not  seen :  for  the  thiii^ 
which  are  seen  are  temporal ;  but  the  things 
which  oie  not  seen  are  eternal.  2  Ow.  4: 17, 18. 

From  a  heart  that  has  received  this  real,  un- 
feigned faith,  and  is  filled  thereiiMi}  niust  ne- 
cessarily flow,  as  an  evidence  of  thtysame,  tlie 
fruits  of  the  Holy  Spirit ;  and  unbelief,  with  all 
its  unfruitful  works  of  darkness,  must  disappear 
and  vanish  away,  as  deirkness  is  dispelled 
and  lieeth  before  the  bright  shining  rays  of 
the  sun.  By  this  true  faith,  which  is  the  be- 
ginning of  the  Christian  doctrine,  we  become 
the  children  of  God ;  born  of  him ;  overcomi|| 
the  world,  and  are  made  able  to  quench  oil  the 
iiery  darts  of  the  wdcked.  Also,  by  this  saving 
faith  we  are  sanctified,  justified,  saved  and  made 
partakers  of  the  gifts  of  God,  and  the  exceed- 
ing riches  of  his  grace,  in  his  kindness  toward 
us  through  Christ  Jesus,  and  without  which  it 
is  impossible  to  please  God. 

By  this  true  and  living  faith,  the  believer  is 
animated  and  excited  to  press  forward  in  his 
heavenly  road  toward  the  mark,  for  the  prize  of 
the  high  calling  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus,  and 
with  fasting  and  praying  in  the  spirit,  humbly 
imploring  God  for  new  strength  to  hold  out  in 
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divine  virtucrj  stcaJfusf  unto  \lw  riu\.     [\.\  w 
tliig be ncfj^lected, the bcliov(?r  nut y nir.-iin  nl.!|»>. 
into  imtxsiief,  the  Divine-  ►Sijirit  wiihchuw  l.i.in 
him,  his  name  be  erased  out  of  (he.  Uihkk  oi  liii- 
and  written  in  the  eartli.  Jer.  J 7:  W). 

To  ihid  true  faithj  which  is  tlie  irrini«.ii..  -.'i:: 
of  God.  are  all  men,  wirhout  i-csimm-i  of)KMv.>i:  . 
called,  by  the  word  of  God.  (ind  invitril  U\  rnm.- 
that  is,  ail  those  wlio  iiave  vnmr.  to  ihc  ym-  '>; 
understanding,  and aie  capnhh*  (o  hciir  ihr  won! 
of  God  and  uivderstand  it :  for  faiih  coinnh  by 
hearing,  and  bearing  l)y  the  woid  of  Goil.  Rom. 
10:  17. — Now,  as  little  children  are  incupablcto 
hear  or  understand  tlie  word  of  (lod.  it  is  (>vi 
dent  that  neitlier  faith  nor  good  works  nre  ()c- 
manded  of  them;  but  that  they  are  freely  re 
deemed,  bought,  purified  and  saved,  from  the. 
fidl  of  Adam,  by  the  atoning  merit  and  blood  o.r 
Jesus  Christ,  who  died  to  redeem  the  whole  race 
of  Adam  from  sin  and  death.  Therefore,  in 
this  state  of  innocency  the  little  children  urr 
well  pleasing  to  God  in  Christ  Jesns  :  are  ni: 
der  his  grace,  and  heirs  of  his  kingdom.  Uenec 
it  is  a  gross  error  that  any  should  attribute  fit  it  h 
to  little  children,  or  to  say  that  they  should  \>t' 
l.i<t  without  it :  nny,  ii  is  a  fc^ign  tliat  tho.^e  who 
uclvancc  such  a  lielief.  are  destitute  of  the  kntiw  i  - 
edire  of  true  faith  themsclve:^ ;  neither  beliovc; 
ihey  the  words  of  Jesus  Christ,  who  said  iluif: 
Of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven.     For. 

As  a  true  and  living  faith  consists  in  beiieA  ini'- 
and  accepting  of  the  good  things  which  are  tei.- 
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tiered  and  promised  to  us  of  God,  in  his 
and,  on  the  contrary,  unbelief  consists  ir 
ing,  disbelieving  and  disregarding  those 
and  as  little  children  are  incapable  of  eii 
lieving  and  accepting  of  what  is  good,  c 
lieving  and  refusing  what  is  evil,  havin* 
pacity  to  judge  of  things  according  t 
worth,  as  every  discreet  person  must  s 
know,  it  must,  consequently  follow  tha 
cannot  be  imputed  to  them  either  faith  c 
iief|  but  that  they  are  simple,  and  unco 
of  what  is  good  or  evil ;  and  with  tliis,  i 
nooeat  simplicity  and  unconsciousness, 
well  pleased.  Moreover,  we  are  comma 
imitate  and  belike  them  in  this  their  inn 
and  simplicity. 

How  faith  is  the  gift  of  God,  and  is  \a 
in  the  hearts  of  men  through  grace,  and 
by  hearing  the  word  of  God,  read : — 
grace  are  ye  saved  through  faith,  and  t 
of  yourselves ;  it  is  the  gift  of  God : 
works,  lest  any  man  should  boast.  Eph. 
— For  I  say,  through  the  grace  given  w 
to  every  man  that  is  among  you,  not  to  t 
himself  more  highly  than  he  ought  to 
but  to  think  soberly,  according  as  God  h 
to  every  man  the  measure  of  feith.  Rom 
— Buried  with  him  in  baptism,  wherein 
are  risen  with  him,  through  the  faith  of 
eration  of  God,  who  hath  raised  him  fn 
dead.  Col.  2:  12. — So  then  faith  con 
hearing,  and  hearing  by  the  word  of  God 
10:  17. 
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How  we  are  to  Ijelievc  on  Oocl  llirou^h  Im 
word,  read : — Neither  pray  I  for  these  aloiio.  but 
(  for  them  also  which  shall  believe  on  me  f  hrdufrh 
their  word.  John  17: 20.— Having  made  known 
unto  US  the  mystery  of  his  will,  according  to 
his  good  pleasure,  which  he  hath  purposed  in 
himself.  In  whom  ye  also  trusted,  after  that 
ye  heard  the  word  of  truth,  the  Gospel  of  your 
salvation :  in  whom  also,  after  that  ye  believed, 
ye  were  sealed  with  that  Holy  Spirit  of  promise. 
Eph.  1:  9,  13. — But  without  faith  it  is  imjK>ssi- 
Ue  to  please  him :  for  he  that  comcth  to  God 
must  l)elieve  that  he  is,  and  that  he  is  a  reward- 
er  of  them  that  diligently  seek  him.  Heb.  1 1 : 
6. — Who  by  him  do  believe  in  God,  that  rained 
him  up  from  the  dead,  and  gave  him  glory  ; 
that  your  faith  and  hope  might  be  in  God.  1 
Pet.  1:  21. — And  that  from  a  child  thou  hast 
known  the  holy  scriptures,  which  ure  able  to 
make  thee  wise  unto  salvation,  through  faith, 
which  is  in  Christ  Jesus.

That  faith  is  not  an  idle  thing,  but  that  it  is 
operative,  working  with  power,  read  the  follow- 
ing scriptures: — By  whom  we  have  received 
grace  and  apostleship,  for  obedience  to  the  faith 
Ktnong  all  nations  for  his  name.  Rom.  1:  5. — 
Now,  to  him  that  is  of  power  to  establish  you 
according  to  my  gospel,  and  the  preaching  of 
Jesus  Christ,  (according  to  the  revelation  of  the 
mystery,  which  was  kept  secret  since  the  world 
began,  but  now  is  made  manifest,  and  by  the 
acriptures  of  the  prophets,  according  to  the  com- 
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mandment  of  the  everlasting  God,  made  known 
to  all  nations  for  the  obedience  of  faith ;)  to 
God  only  wise,  be  glory  through  Jesus  Christ 
for  ever.  Amen.  16:  25-27. — And  the  word  of 
God  increased ;  and  the  number  of  the  disci- 
ples multiplied  in  Jerusalem  greatly;  and  a 
great  company  of  the  priests  were  obedient  to 
the  faith.  And  Stephen,  full  of  faith  and  pow- 
er, did  great  wonders  and  miracles  among  the 
p(3opie.  Acts  6:  7,  8. — For  this  cause  also  thank 
we  God,  without  ceasing,  because,  when  ye  re- 
ceived the  word  of  God  which  ye  heard  of  us, 
ye  received  it  not  as  the  word  of  men,  but  (as 
it  is  in  truth, ^  Ihe  word  of  God,  which  effectual- 
ly worketh  also  in  you  that  believe.  1  Thesp. 
2:  13. — For  in  Christ  Jesus  neither  circumci- 
sion availeth  any  thing,  nor  uncircumcision, 
but  faith,  which  worketh  by  love.  Gal.  5;  6. 

And  besides  tliis,  giving  all  diligence,  add  to 
your  faith,  virtue*,  and  to  virtue,  knowledge; 
and  to  knowledge,  temperance  ;  and  to  tempe- 
rance, patience  ;  and  to  patience,  godliness  ;  and 
to  godlincvss.  brotherly  kindness;  and  to  broth- 
erly kindness,  charity.  For  if  these  things  be 
in  you,  and  abound,  they  make  you  that  ye 
shall  neithc;-  be  barren  nor  unfruitful  in  the 
knowledge  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  But  he 
that  lacketh  rlicse  things  is  blind,  and  cannot 
see  afar  oiY.  and  hath  forgotten  that  he  was 
purged  froiii  his  old  sins.  2  Pet.  1:  5-9. — For 
as  the  bof'y  without  the  spirit  is  dead,  so  faith 
without  works  is  dead  also.  James  2:  26. — But 
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the  just  shall  live  by  his  fnilh.  Hah.  2:  4.-  Jhit 
that  no  man  is  justiiied  by  die  liiw  in  tli<»  sjirbt 
of  God,  it  is  evident:  for  the  just  sliail  live  b\ 
faith.  Gal.  3:  11. — That  thoy  may  receive  for- 
giveness of  siny,  and  inbcriLince  aniun^  them 
which  are  sancti lied  bv  faith  that  is  in  mc.  A'-is 
26:  18. — Even  as  Almaham  l>eheved  God.  and 
it  was  accounted  to  him  for  ri£riitco(isnes.>a.  (ijd. 
3:  6. — He  that  Ixslicveth.  and  is  Ixiptizcd,  i^hidl 
be  saved;  but  he  that  bcHcvcth  not,  siiall  b** 
damned.  Mark  16:  U). 

We  must  pray  tlio  Lord  to  strenj^thon  and 
preserve  us  in  the  faith.  And  the  Apostles  said 
unto  the  Lord,  Increase  our  faith.  Luke  17:  i5. 
— Who  are  kept  by  the  power  of  God  through 
faith  unto  salvation.  1  Pet.  1:  5. — And  so  were 
the  churches  established  in  the  faith,  and  in- 
creased in  number  dailv.  Acts  16:  5. — For  we, 
through  the  Spirit,  wait  for  the  hope  of  riglit- 
eousness  by  faith.  For  in  Jesus  Christ  neither 
circumcision  availeth  anjMJiing,  nor  uncircum- 
cision  ;  but  faith,  which  worketh  by  love.  Cial. 
5:  5,  6. 

When  the  believer  neglects  the  grace  of  God, 
througli  unbeUef  and  t^in,  he  may  depart  from 
the  faith,  and  have  iiis  name  blotted  out  of  the 
book  of  Hfe.  Now  the  Spirit  speaketh  exjnes?- 
ly,  that  in  the  hitter  times  some  shall  depart  from 
the  faith,  giving  heed  to  seducing  spirits,  and 
doctrines  of  devils.  1  Tim.  4:  1.— For  the  love 
of  money  is  the  root  of  all  evil ;  which  while 
some  co\'eted  after,  they  have  erred  from  the 
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faith,  and  pierced    themselves  through   with 
many  sorrows.  6;  10.     For  if,  after  they  have 
escaped  the  pollutions  of  the  world,  through  the 
knowledge  of  the  Lord   and   Saviour   Jesus 
Christ,  they  are  again  entangled  therein,  and 
overcome;  the  latter  end  is  worse  with  them 
than  the  beginning.     For  it  had  l^een  better  for 
them  not  to  have  known  the  way  of  righteous- 
ness, than,  after  they  have  known  it,  to  turn 
from  the  holy  commandment  deUvered  unto' 
them.  2  Pet.  2:  20,  21. — The}*  on  ^^e  rock  are 
they  which,  when  they  hear,  receiffe  the  word 
with  joy ;  and  these  have  no  root,  which  for  a 
while  believe,  and  in  time  of  temptation  fall  a- 
way.  Luke  8:  13. — For  it  is  impossible  for  those 
who  were  once  enlightened,  and  have  tasted  of 
the  heavenly  gift,  and  were  made  partakers  of 
the  Holy  Ghost,  a.nd  have  tasted  the  good  word 
of  God,  and  the  powers  of  the  world  to  come, 
'    if  they  shall  faU  away,  to  renew  them  again 
tinto  repentance ;  seeing  they  crucify  to  them- 
selves the  Son  of  God  afresh,  and  put  him  to 
an  open  shame.  Heb.  6:  4-6, — The  Lord  said 
unto  Moses,  Whosoever  hath  sinned  against 
me,  him  will  I  blot  out  of  my  book.  Ex.  32:  33. 
That  the  little  children  are  simple  and  un- 
knowing, and  that  neither  belief  or  unbelief  is 
aacribable  or  imputable  to  theni;  but  that  they 
are,  through  grace,  under  the  favour  of  God^  in 
this  their  state  of  innocency,  without  the  use  of 
any  means,  is  evident  from  the  following  scrip- 
tures ^-Moreover,  your  little  ones,  which  ye  said 
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should  be  aprey,  and  your  children,  wlikli  iu 
that  day  had  no  knowledj^c  between  good  and 
evil,  they  shall  go  in  thither,  and  unto  (hem 
will  I  give  it,  and  they  shall  poruess  it.  Dent.  1 : 
39.~-Bat  Jesus  said,  SiiiYer  little  children,  and 
forbid  them  not,  to  come  unto  me ;  for  of  ^^iH^h 
is  the  kingdom  of  heaven.  Matth.  10:  14.—- 
When  I  was  a  child,  I  spake  as  a  child,  I  un- 
derstood as  a  child,  I  thought  as  a  child  ;  hut 
when  I  became  a  man,  1  put  away  chiidi^^h 
things.  1  Cor.  13: 11.— For  every  one  that  useth 
milk  is  unskilful  in  the  word  of  righteou^^ness ; 
for  he  is  a  babe.  Ueb.  5:  13.— Brethren,  be  not 
children  in  understanding :  howbeit  in  malire 
be  ye  children,  but  in  understanding  be  men. 
1  Cor.  14:  20.— And  Jesus  called  a  little  chiUI 
unto  him,  and  set  him  in  the  midst  of  then), 
and  said.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  except  ye  l>e 
converted,  and  become  as  little  children,  ye  shall 
not  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  heiiven.  Matth. 
18:  2,  3. 

ARTICLE  THIRTEENTH. 

OF  RBGEIIEnATIOX,  OR,  TUB  KEW  BIBTII. 

Of  regeneration,  or  the  new  birth,  we  belierc, 
That  after  our  first  parents,  Adam  and  Eve,  de- 
pcirted  from,  and  transgressed  the  commantl- 
raent  of  God,  whereby  they  fell  from  the  hap- 
py state  in  which  they  were  created,  and,  with 
their  whole  posterity,  fell  into  a  state  of  sin  and 
misery  ;  and  through  their  fall  being  made  sub- 
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ject  to  death  temporal  and  eternal,  and  thereby 
lost  the  image  or  likeness  of  God  their  Creator, 
which  consisted  in  true  righteousness  and  holi- 
jiess,  and  became  so  depraved  and  corrupted  in 
iheir  whole  nature,  by  the  fall,  that  the  imagi- 
nation of'  man's  heart  is  evil  from  his  youth  ; 
prone  to  sin,  malice  and  wickedness :  so  that  no 
one  of  fallen  Adam's  posterity,  by  virtue  of  his 
natural  birth  or  generation,  (which  is  corrupted 
by  sin,)  is  capable  to  restore  himself  again  into 
the  favour  of  God,  by  true  faith  and  holiness,  to 
a  pious  and  godly  life:  for  that  which  is  born  of 
the  flesh  is  flesh,  and  consequently  carnally 
minded.  For  the  natural  man  receiveth  not  the 
things  of  the  Spirit  of  God ;  for  they  are  fool- 
ishness unto  him ;  neither  can  he  know  them, 
because  they  are  spiritually  discerned.  1  Cor. 
2:  14. 

Therefore  must  all  mankind  again  return 
unto  the  earth,  from  which  they  were  or(|[inal- 
ly  taken,  and  which  they  so  much  reatemble ; 
inasmuch  as  the  earth  doth  not  bring  forth  good 
wheat,  unless  it  be  lirst  cultivated  and  sown 
with  good  seed,  but  6f  itself  bringeth  forth  tares 
and  noxious  weeds.  So  also  is  the  fallen  race 
of  Adam :  so  soon  as  the  chilcketi  pass  the  years 
of  infancy,  and  childhood,  and  are  come  to  dis- 
cern good  from  evil,  their  corrupt  hearts  begin 
to  lust  after  sin,  and,  as  they  are  conceived  in 
»in,  they  are  sinfully  inclined,  and  commit  sin 
through  their  own  sinful  inolinations ;  and  thus 
by  their  own  C^ctoal  sin,  they  again  become  sub- 
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jecl  to  sin  and  death,  from  wliicli  thi»y  wcrr 
saved,  bought  and  rcdccincil,  Uy  ('hiisi  .1csii>, 
who  made  an  atonement  for  them,  with  his  (ami 
precious  blood,  on  the  cross. 

And,  as  the  heart  of  man  is  thus  evil  and 
corrupted,  God,  in  liis  word,  requires  of  vwiy 
])erson  who  has  come  to  the  years  of  undcrsiaiui- 
ing,  a  perfect  reformation  and  change  of  hcari ; 
to  cease  from  sinning,  and  by  faith  in  the  wonj 
of  God  to  be  born  again  of  God,  and  after  liis 
image  be  created  in  righteousness  and  (rue  h.)- 
liaeds.  GiFCumcisod  with  the  circumcision  inixdo. 
without  Iiands,  in  putting  off  the  lx>dy  oi'  tlm 
sins  of  the  flesh,  by  the  circumcision  of  Christ. 
CoL  2:  11. — Thus  they  are  changed  from  car- 
nal to  spiritual ;  from  unbeUef  to  faith ;  from  an 
earthly  mind,  to  heavenly  mindcdness,  having 
the  mind  which  was  also  in  Christ  Jesus.  ( 'ru- 
cifying  tlie  f  esh,  with  the  affections  and  lui^ls. 
Tasting  the  good  word  of  God,  and  the  powers 
of  the  world  to  come.  And  thus,  being  renew 
cd  in  the  spirit  of  their  mind,  and  having  put  on 
the  new  man,  which,  after  God,  is  created  in 
righteousness  and  true  hoUness,  (Eph.  4:  23, 
24.)  theyprove  what  is  that  good,  and  accepta- 
ble, and  perfect  will  of  God.  Rom.  12:  2.— God 
having  freely  bestowed  on  them  hfe  and  peace, 
with  all  the  heavenly  blessings  in  Christ  Jesus', 
(which  were  lost  by  sin,)  with  the  promise  of  e- 
ternal  hfe  and  blessedness. 

And,  where  this  renovation  of  the  mind  and 
affections  of  4hfi  heart,  this  new  birth,  has  not 
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taken  place,  among  all  those  who  have  known 
sin,  and  have  been  the  servants  of  ii^  there 
Christ,  with  his  healing  influence  and  spirituai 
life,  is  not  to  bafound.  And  without  this  change 
of  heart,  this  regeneration,  there  availeth  neith- 
er circumcision  or  uncircumcision,  baptism  oc 
the  Lord's  supper,  or  any  ceremonies,  be  they 
ever  so  plausible  or  glorious  in  their  nature  or 
appearance. 

And,  as  the  natural  birth  of  man  is  accom- 
panied with  travail  and  pain,  so  also  is  the  new 
birth  accompanied  with  godly  sorrow  for  «in, 
smd  with  crucifying  the  flesh  with  the  aflfections 
and  lusts.  For  godly  sorrow  worketh  repent- 
ance to  salvation  not  lo  be  repented  of ;  (2  Cor. 
7:  10.)  and  they  that  are  Christ's  have  crucified 
the  flesh,  with  the  affectious  and  lusts.  Gal.  5c 
24. 

Moreover,  as  the  race  of  man  was  not,  through 
Adam's  fally  altc^ether  stripped  and  bereaved -of 
the  godly  virtues  and  attributes,  so  as  to  be  made 
fike  unto  Satan  in  wickedness ;  but  have,  thro' 
the  grace  of  God,  been  kept  to  retain  some  good 
afllections  and  movings  of  the  heart;  so  also,  in 
regeneration,  they  will  not  be  made  free,  alto- 
gether, of  their  innate  sins  and  infirmities,  un- 
der which  they  fell  through  Adam's  transgres- 
sion: but  these  infirmities  remain  in  the  regen- 
erate until  death.  For  the  flesh  lusteth  against 
the  Spirit,  and  the  Spirit  against  the  flesh :  and 
these  are  contrary  the  one  to  the  Other.  Gal.  5: 
17»— Thus,  the  innate  sins  and  remaining  iur 
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aiiies  of  those  wiio  are  born  again,  atrivc  a- 
list  the  law  of  their  new  nnnd,  so  ihat  thoir 
18  a  continual  warfare  against  those  iud  well- 
infirmities,  which  they  (strive  to  mortify  and 
due.  And  in  this  warfare,  in  this  conHict 
h  sin,  the  corrupt  aflections  of  the  heart,  aiid 
kists  which  war  against  the  soul,  in  morti- 
iQ  and  subduing  them;  and  to  come  out  con- 
ror  at  the  end,  the  true  penitent  will  hold 
fedthful  unto  death ;  at  which  time,  and  not 
then,  the  Christianas  warfore  will  be  ended, 
LndyOn  the  other  hand,  we  reject  as  spuriou&>, 
[  as  a  gross  error,  to  ascribe  regeneration  to 
LDts  or  little  children ;  and  that  they,  with- 
it,  could  not  be  saved.  Some  pretend  to 
9  the  regeneration  of  infants  on  infant  bap- 
1,  asserting  that  when  the  infant  is  baptisedi, 
3  then  bocn  again.  Others  ground  the  rc- 
eration  of  infants  on  the  justification,  or 
eral  salvation  of  Christ,  whereby  all  man- 
d  were  rcconciIe<l  and  put  under  grace,  when 
f  pretend  to  say  that  the  infants  are  regen- 
ed  at  the  conception,  and  thus  placing  the 
/  birth,  against  all  reason,  before  the  natural 
h.  And  again,  others  pretend  not  to  say 
Hher  the  children  are  born  again  before,  at, 
tfler  iheir  baptism ;  of  whom  we  hold  thai 
f  judge  of  the  regeneration  which  is  not 
aded  in  holy  writ,  as  the  blind  do  judga  of 
»urs :  inasmuch  as  the  Lord  God  has  given 
intimation  of  the  regeneratioo  of.  infants  iu 
holy  word.  •  And, 
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Though  it  be  true,  that  the  children  arc  con- 
ceived and  born  in  sin,  yet  have  they  not  known 
sin,  neither  have  they  been  the  servants  of  it  in 
committifig  it,  and  of  which  they  should  repent, 
J>e  regenerated  and  renewed  in  heart  ;^  but  they 
are,  without  this  legenerating  influence,  (of 
which  they  are  incapable,)  holy,  and  acceptable 
to  God,  through  the  atoning  merit  of  Jesus 
Christ:  insomuch,  that  among  all  those  of  riper 
years,  who,  through  the  regenerating  influence 
of' the  Spirit,  have  been  born  again,  and  have 
put  off  the  old  man  with  his  deeds,  and  have 
put  on  the  new  man,  which  is  renewed  in  knowl- 
edge after  the  image  of  him  that  created  him  ; 
'(Col.  3:  9  10.)  and  have  crucified  the^esh  with 
the  affections  and  lusts,  none  are  more  estran- 
ged from  sin,  more  holy :  since  the  innate  cor- 
rupt, sinful  nature  and  incUnationXo  sin,  is  to  be 
found  in  the  most  pious  believers  as  well  as  in 
children ,  from  their  youth  up  until  death.  And 
against  this  depraved  nature,  this  sinful  inclina- 
tion, this  old  man,  the  true  believer  must  watch, 
wrestle,  and  be  in  a  continual  warfare.  More- 
over, God,  in  his  word,  requires  no  more  of  those 
who  have  been  the  servants  of  sin,  than  to  be 
lK)rn  again,  and  to  become  as  little  children,  and 
be  like  them.  For  the  innocency,  tenderness 
and  harmiessness  which  childhood  possesses,  is 
well  pleasing  and  acceptable  to  God ;  and  is  set 
as  an  example,  which  all  the  regenerate  are  Co 
-copy  and  imitate. 

Of  this  heavenly  birth,  and  how  it  is  accom- 
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plkjlied  by  the  Spirit  of  Gjtl  aiid  IiI.-j  \V(*:.!.  r.-.-f.l  : 
- --Seeing  ye  have  piin/ieil  your  sou  Is.  in  <)!..•;  iti- 
the  truth  through  tiie  .Spirit,  ufito  unlii'rmd 
love  of  the  brethren,  see  tliat  vc  love  on-^  ;:ri.»i!i- 
er  with  a  pure  lieart,  fervently  :  hcinjr  l>  >rM  .'- 
crain,  not  of  corruptible  secMl.  but  of  inrorrnpii- 
ble,  by  the  word  of  God,  wliicii  livcth  u\i-{  jil»i- 
deth  forever.  1  Pet.  1:  22,  23.— \Vhvrrr.»rc.  i.iy- 
ing"  aside  all  malice,  and  all  guilo.  and  ii\pi»('ri 
cies,  and  envies,  and  all  evil-speak  in  irs.  iis  urw 
born  babes,  de:?ire  the  sincere  milk  of  tln^  won], 
that  ye  may  grow  thereby.  2:  2.— Of  lii-^  own 
will  begat  he  us  with  the  word  of  truth,  tlint  wn 
pliould  be  a  kind  of  iirst-fruits  of  his  crcalurc'-. 
Jame3  1:  18.— Forthousrh  ve  have  ten  thousajil 
instructors  in  Christ,  yet  have   ye  not  jnany 
fathers:  for  in  Chrirft  Jesus  1  have  lH»;j:ol(cn  vou. 
through  the  gospel.  1  Cor.  4: 15. — Nt)t  by  works 
of  righteousness  which  we  have  done,  but  iic- 
cording  to  his  mercy  he  saved  us,  by  the  wnsli- 
ing  of  regeneration,  and  renewing  of  tlie  Holy 
Ghost,  which  he  shed  on  us  abundantly,  throu<j^h 
Jesus  Christ,  our  Saviour;  that,  being  justified 
by  his  grace,  we  should  be  made  heirs,  accord- 
ing to  the  hope  of  eternal  life    Tit.  3:  o-T, 

Farthermore,  that  regeneration  is  not  an  idle 
nnd  hidden  thing,  but  that  it  requires  a  new  life 
and  a  diligent  following  after  Christ,  in  his  coni- 
inandinents,  whereupon  everlasting  blcs^-odncss 
i:*  promised,  read  :— Verily  I  say  unto  you,  that 
ye  wliich  have  followed  me  in  the  regeneration, 
when  the  Son  of  man  shall  sit  in  the  throne  of 
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liis  glory,  ye  also  shall  sit  upon  twelve  thrones^, 
judging  the  twelve  tribes  of  Israel.  And  every 
one  that  hath  forsaken  houses,  or  brethren,  or 
sistcrg,  or  father,  or  mother,  or  wife,  or  children, 
oi*  lands,  for  my  name-sake,  shall  receive  a  hun- 
dred fold,  and  shall  inherit  everlasting  life. 
Matth.  19:  28,  29.— For  in  Christ  Jesus  neither 
circumcision  availeth  any  thing,  nor  uncircum- 
cision,  but  a  new  creature.  And'  as  many  as 
walk  according  to  this  rule,  peace  be  on  them, 
and  mercy,  and  upon  the  Israel  of  God.  Gal. 
6:  15,  16.— But  as  many  as  received  Jiim,  to 
those  gave  he  power  to  become  the  sons  of  God, 
even  to  them  that  believe  in  his  name :  which 
were  born,  not  of  blood,  nor  of  the  will  of  the 
Hesh,  nor  of  the  will  of  man,  but  of  God.  John 
1:  12,  13. 

But  all  those  who  have  been  the  servants  of 
sin,  and  are  not  born  again,  shall  not  inherit  tho 
kingdom  of  God: — Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto 
thee,  except  a  man  be  born  again,  he  cannot 
see  tho  kingdom  of  Goil.     And  farther:  Veri* 
ly,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee,  except  a  man  be  born 
of  water,  and  of  the  Spirit,  he  cannot  enter  into 
the  kingdom  of  God.     That  which  is  born  of  , 
the  flesh  is  flesh  ;  and  that  which  is  born  of  tho  i 
Spirit  is  Spirit.     Marvel  not  that  I  said  unto  | 
thee,  Ye  must  be  born  again.     The  wind  blow-  i 
eth  where  it  listeth,  and  thou  hearest  the  sound  \ 
thereof,  but  canst  not  tell  whence  it  cometh,  i 
and  whither  it  goeth :  so  is  every  one  that  is  \ 
born  of  the  Spirit.  John  3:  3,  5,  6,  7,  8.  ;  \ 
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id,  that  the  regencrateJ  will  not  arrive  to 
ctiou  in  this  life,  but  that  tlicy  liavc  a  con- 
lI  conflict  with  the  flc{<]i,the  world  and  pin, 
eath,  read :— Not  as  though  I  had  alrciid y

irist  Jesus.  Phil.  3:  12~14.— I  therefore  so 
not  as  uncertainly ;  so  fight  I,  not  as  ona 
3eateth  the  air :  but  I  keep  imdcr  my  body, 
bring  it  into  subjection,  lest  that  by  any 
IS,  when  I  have  preached  to  others,  I  my- 
should  be  a  castaway.

2: 11.— For  in  many 
rs  we  offend  all.  If  any  man  offend  not  in 
I,  the  same  is  a  perfect  man,  and  able  also 
idle  the  whole  body.  J^mes  3:  2.  -For  I 
7  that  in  me  (that  is,  in  m^  flesh,)  dwelleth 
X)od  thing :  for  to  will  is  present  with  me; 
how  to  j>erf(wrm  that  which  is  good,  I  fiud 
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not.  For  the  good  that  I  would,  I  do  not :  but 
the  evil  which  I  would  not,  that  I  do.  Now,  if 
I  do  that  I  would  not,  it  is  no  more  I  that  do  it, 
but  sin  that  dwelleth  in  me.  For  1  delight  in 
the  law  of  God  after  the  inner  man :  but  I  sec 
another  law  in  my  members  warring  against 
'  the  law  of  my  mind,  and  bringing  me  into  cap- 
tivity to  the  law  of  sin  which  is  in  my  mem- 
bers. Rom.  7:  18-23. 
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OF  THE  INCARNATION  OF  THE  ETERNAL  AND  ON- 
LY BEGOTTEN  SON  OF  GOD. 

Of  the  incarnation  of  the  eternal  and  only 
begotten  Son  of  God,  we  believe  and  acknowl- 
edge. That  the  righteous  and  just  God  has  thus  ' 
accomplished  his  excellent  promise,  made  in  the-  ' 
beginning,  concerning  his  Son,  who  was  fore- 
ordained before  the  foundation  of  the"  world,.  ? 
and,  in  the  fullness  of  time,  was,  for  our  sake,  'i 
made  manifest.  ft 

This  glorious  and  hope-inspiring  promise  was  h 
first  made  unto  fallen  Adam  and  Eve,  and  \^as.|!: 
afterwards  ratified  in  their  seed,  as  in  Abraham-,.  |sli 
Isaac  and  Jacob,  Moses  and  Diivid.  Of  him  ^( 
have  all  the  holy  prophets  prophesied,  and  iii:ry^( 
him  did  all  the  patriarchs  and  fathers  hope,  afti-ft(^ 
seeing  him  who  is  imisible.  The  Shiloh  out^ 
of  Judab,  and  the  Star  out  of  Jacob,  to  rise  aniiJ^d 
come  forth.  This  hoped-for  promise  and  pro-^^j^ 
phecy,  God  has  in  due  time  fulfilled.  For,  wh 
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e  sceptre  was  departing  from  Judali,  niul  iUr. 
ed  of  Jacob  becoming  tributary  to  tlic  Ins-itli 
IS,  our  gracious  Cod  rcmeiDborrd  Iii-^  lioly  cov- 
lanr,  and  sent  his  true  essential  Word,  or  Son. 
it  of  heaven,  his  kingly  rhrone,  u[><)n  tluM'.'irth. 
bcconnc  Man.     To  accomplish  which,  <i«)«i 
d  before  chosen  and  elected  the  ri^liteoiH  111:1  n 
seph,  of  the  house  and  hnrnge  of  Dnvid.  in\[ 
ary  his  espoused  wife,  who  was  hi-^hly  l:t- 
ured  and  blessed  among  women. 
To  this  glorious  advent  of  the  promisfd  M"- 
h,  by  Joseph  and  Mary,  tJie  hneiii  drsriru! 
ts  of  the  house  of  David,  did  tlie  Holy  ^Spirit 
int,  OS  with  the  hand,  from  generation  to  *r''n 
Ltion  ;  and  to  the  city  of  lklh)c!icm,  as  lijc 
ice  of  his  nativity,  from  whence  he,  tlial  lonir 
idicted  light,  should  arise  and  shine  forth  :  so 
U  all  the  faithful,  who  feared  Goii,  trusted  in 
J  promises  and  longed  for  their  nr.complirrh 
ait,  might  learn  and  know  out  of  wliicli  tril>«v 
Y  and  pLace,  they  might  look  for  tliis  great 
Jiverer  to  arise  and  come  forth. 
So  Mary,  to  whom  the  angel  of  God  was 
It  with  the  message  that  she  should  conceive 
the  Holy  Ghost,  believed  the  message;  anil. 
the  power  of  God,  she  conceived  of  the  Holy 
uwt,  the  true  essential  V/'ord,  which  was  ii» 
B  beginning   with  God,  and  ]>y  whom  all 
ings  were  created.     This  Word,  through  lli*- 
erating  jwwer  of  Almighty  God,  in  her,  W 
imc  flesh,  or  Man:  and  thus  from  her  wf'- 
omihe  Son  of  the  llighsst,  whom  she  bofoiv 
oaccived  of  the  Holy  Ghost > 
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On  this  wise  the  everlasting  and  only  begot- 
ten Sod  of  the  hving  God  became  a  visible  Man, 
subject  to  sorrow  and  pain !  He  was  wrapped 
in  swaddling-clothes,  and  laid  in  a  manger.  He 
was  brought  up  at  Nazareth,  under  the  care  oif 
Joseph  and  Mary,  his  father  and  mother.  He 
was  subject  to  hunger  and  thirst ;  became  wear}^, 
groaned  and  wept !  He  grew  up,  increased  in 
wisdom  and  stature,  or  age,  and  in  favour  with 
God  and  man.  Thus  the  eternal  Son  of  God, 
in  the  days  of  his  incarnation,  did  not  remain 
equal  with  God  his  heavenly  Father,  in  an  in- 
visible', impassible;  immortal  and  spiritual  form ; 
but  for  our  sake  he  made  himself  of  no  reputa- 
tion, and  took  upon  him  the  form  of  a  servant, 
and  was  made  in  the  likeness  of  men  ;  (Phil.  2: 
7.)  in  a  visible,  passible,  mortal  form ;  in  all 
things  made  like  unto  us,  sin  excepted;  that  he 
might  thereby  deliver  us  from  the  poisonous 
sting  of  the  old  serpent,  and  from  eternal  pun- 
ishment. 

Therefore  are  all  the  true  witnesses  of  Jesus 
Christ  in  duty  bound  to  believe  and  acknowl- 
edge, according  to  the  holy  scriptures,  that  the 
Word,  which  was  in  the  beginning,  which  was 
then  with  God,  and  which  was  God,  and  by 
whom  were  ,all  things  made ;  that  this  Word 
went  out  fror^  God,  his  Father^  came  into  the 
world,  and  through  the  power  of  God,  himself 
became  flesh,  or  Man:  so  that  the  visible ^lory, 
as  of  the  only  begotten  of  the  Father,  mil  of 
grace  and  truths  was  felt  and  .seen. 
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In  this  mautierdid  He,  who  Mora  was  (ifju.il 
in  brightness  and  glory  with  iuni  his  F.-itiin. 
and  who  thought  it  uorobliery  to  \m  (N|u:tl  with 
God,  (Phil.  2:  6.)  being  e:ssentijdly  tht;  s.iiMf. 
divest  himself  of  his  hrigiitiio.^s  mid  ^loiy  wlii'.'i 
he  had  with  his  Father,  and  Ikmhiiik;  Artii.  I  (•> 
who  was  before  exalted  ixhivt)  iln;  aiiL^'cI':.  ;iii ! 
was  equal  with  God  his  Father,  th<jii<rli  i<i  i\n 
invisible  and  immortal  form,  is  now  miuUt  Unv-v 
than  the  angels,  and  made  like  unio  hi-  lur.Oi 
ren,  in  a  visible  and  mortal  form.  ( lo  wli^i  \s  :i- 
rich  with  his  Father,  became  |hM)r  for  our  .--iki' . 
and  for  the  joy  that  was  set  before  hiii).  cndiin'-.i 
the  cross,  despL^ing  the  shame,  lleb.  1:^:  2. 
He  who,  in  the  presence  of  the  Apostles  ascrn*! 
ed  into  heaven,  is  the  same  that  lirst  dcsci'iid^ui 
from  God  out  of  heaven  into  the  lower  pun  ;  of 
the  earth,  and  is  now  ascended  above  all  br.iv- 
ens.  This  is  the  greai  mystery  of  Ciodlinj*.-'. 
which  is  believed  but  by  few,  a^^  it  is  too  Ltrcai. 
and  hi^h  to  be  comprehended  by  human  or  car- 
nal reason,  that  God  was  manifest  in  ilie  llesh. 
But  thus  he  came,  and  appeared  as  an  all  suil's- 
cient  Redeemer  and  Saviour ;  and  as  an  ever- 
lasting light,  sprung  up  to  them  which  sat  in 
the  region  and  shadow  of  death. 

And  in  Uke  manner  as  the  manna,  or  bread, 
which  the  children  of  Israel  did  etit  in  the  wil- 
derness, Wds  bread  from  heaven,  (Neh.  9: 15.) 
inasmuch  as  it  was  not  the  natural  production 
of  the  earth,  but  came  down  from  heaven,  not- 
withstanding its  being  prepared  as  bread  oal\ic 
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earth;  so  also  doth  Christ  call  his  flesh  the  liv- 
ing bread  which  came  down  from  heaven,  inti- 
mating to  his  audience  that  they  shall  see  the 
Son  of  man  ascend  up  where  he  was  before : 
because  his  flesh  or  body  was  not  of  Maty,  or 
any  created  substance,  but  alone  of  the  Word 
of  Life,  which  came  down  from  heaven  and 
was  made  flesh. 

Even  the  same  was  He  who  spake  with  Mo- 
sel^  on  the  mount,  and  in  the  desert ;  and  Him 
it  was  whom  our  Fathers  tempted  in  the  wil- 
derness and  withstood  his  Spirit.  He  is  the 
same  who  was  in  the  beginning.  Him  have 
the  Apostles  seen  with  their  eyesj  and  handled 
Avith  their  hands.  Of  Him  did  they  bear  wit- 
ness, and  showed  unto  us  that  eternal  life,  which 
was  with  the  Father,  and  was  manifested  unto 
them,  even  the  Word  of  Life.     And, 

Though  the  Son  of  God  was,  for  a  short 
time,  divested  of  his  brightness  and  glory,  inas- 
much as  he  Avas  made  lower  than  the  angels, 
having  made  himself  of  no  reputation,  by  ta- 
king upon  him,  and  appearing  in  the  form  of  a 
servant ;  yet  was  he  not,  in  this  his-trtate  of  hu- 
miliation, deprived  of  his  Sonship  and  Godhead 
with  his  Father.  For,  when  God  brought  in 
the  first-begotten  into  the  world,  he  prepared 
him  a  body,  not  of  any  created  existence,  es- 
sence or  substance,  but  alone  of  the  Word  of 
Life,  which  was  made  flesh  :  saying,  And  let 
all  the  angels  of  God  worship  him.  And  of  the 
nngeh  he  saith,  Who  maketh  his  angels  spirits, 
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and  his  ministerd  a  flame  of  fire.  But  unto  the 
Son  he  saith,  Thy  throne,  0  God,  in  for  ever 
and  ever :  a  sceptre  of  righteousness  is  the  scep- 
tre of  thy  kingdom.  Heb.  1:  6-8. — And  ihut>. 
08  the  true  God,  he  is  worshi|)|)od  of  ail  the  an- 
gels of  God. 

In  accordance  with  this,  was  Clirist  transfig- 
ured, on  the  Mount  Tabor,  in  the  presence  of 
his  Apostles,  Peter,  James  and  John :  and  liis 
face  did  shine  as  the  sun,  and  his  raiment  was 
white  as  the  light.  And  when  a  bright  cloud 
had  overshadowed  them,  there  was  a  voice  dis- 
tinctly heard  from  the  cloud ;  the  eternal  Father 
declaring  him  to  be  his  well  beloved  Son.  in 
whom  he  was  well  pleased.  According  to  this 
declaration  have  all  the  Apostles,  with  the  true 
believers,  believed  that  this  visible,  apprehensi- 
ble Jesus  Christ  is  the  Son  of  God,  and  true 
God  with  the  Father,  and  essentially  one  with 
him,  and  as  such  have  honoured,  adored  and 
worshipped  him.  Therefore  it  is  essentially 
necessary  to  salvation  that  all  true  believers  ac- 
knowledge wholly  that  this  crucified  Christ  Je- 
sus, visible  and  invisible,  as  dying  on  the  cross 
and  rising  in  immortality,  that  he  is  the  true 
God.  and  Son  of  God ;  (John  20: 28.)  God  and 
Man,  in  one  undivided  person:  to  Him  be  honor 
and  praise  for  ever.  Amen. 

Of  the  promises  of  a  Saviour,  read : — How 
God,  in  the  beginning,  promised  to  fallen  Adam 
and  Eve,  to  put  enmity  between  Satan  and  the 
woman,  and  between  their  seed,  namely ;  AxiA. 
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I  will  put  enmity  between  thee  and  the  woman, 
and  between  thy  seed  and  her  seed :  it  shall 
bruise  thy  head,  and  thou  shall  bruise  hie  heel. 
Gen.  3:  15. — The  Lord  thy  God  will  raise  up 
unto  thee  a  Prophet  from  the  midst  of  thee,  of 
thy  brethren,  like  unto  me ;  unto  him  ye  shall 
hearken.  Deut.  18:  15. — For  unto  us  a  child  is 
born,  unto  us  a  son  is  given,  and  the  govern- 
ment shall  be  upon  his  shoulder;  and  his  name 
shall  be  called  Wonderful,  Counsellor,  The 
mighty  God,  The  everlasting  Father,  The 
Prince  of  Peace.  Isa.  9:  6. — Behold,  the  days 
come,  saith  the  Lord,  that  I  will  raise  unto  Da- 
vid a  righteous  branch,  and  a  King  shall  reign 
and  prosper,  and  shall  execute  judgment  and 
justice  in  the  earth.  In  his  days  Judah  shall 
be  saved,  and  Israel  shall  dwell  safely ;  and  this 
is  his  name  whereby  he  shall  be  called,  THE 
LORD  OUR  RIGHTEOUSNESS.  Jer.  23: 
5,6. 

And  that  this  Saviour  of  the  'world  had  his 
desceiit,  originally,  not  from  the  Fathers,  neith- 
er from  Mary,  or  any  created  being;  but  that 
he  descended  from  God,  and  was  sent  by  Iiim, 
though  conceived  and  born  of  the  Virgin  Mary, 
read : — Behold,  a  virgin  shall  conceive,  and 
bear  a  son,  and  shall  call  his  name  Immanuel. 
Isa.  7:  14. 

Now  the  birth  of  Jesus  Christ  was  on  this 

wise:  When,  as  his  mother  Mary  was  espoused 

to  Joseph,  before  they  came  together,  she  was 

fouad  with  child  of  the  Holy  Ghost.    Then 
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Joseph  her  husband,  being  a  jiii«t  man.  nnd  not 
willing  to  make  her  a  public  exniiiple,  was 
minrled  to  put  her  away  privily.     I>iit  \vhil<;  he 
thought  on  the'pe  tliin/^s,  bebolfl,  tlie  anue!  nf 
the  Lord  appeared  unto  him  in  a  chrau),  sayirlL^ 
Joseph,  thou  son  of  David,  fe<'U'  not  to  (ak<;  un- 
to thee. Mary  thy  wife;  for  that  which  is  cuu 
chived  in  her  is  of  the  Holy  Ghost.    Mattb.  I; 
lS-20. — And  the  angel  said  unto  lu*r,  Kt*ai 
not,  Mary,  for  thou  hatt  found  favour  with  Ciod 
And,  beliold,  thou  shalt  conceive  in  thy  womi), 
and  bring  forth  a  son,  and  shalt  call  his  n:!:iv 
JESUS.     He  shall  l;e  great,  and  shall  be  call- 
ed the  Son  of  the  Highest:  and  the  Lord  iuA 
shall  give  unto  him  the  throne  of  hi.-^  lUthci 
Dayid.     And  he  shall  reign  over  the  house  o' 
Jacob  for  ever ;  and  of  his  kingdom  there  s^hal' 
be  no  end.     Then  said  Mnry  unto  the  au^ei. 
How  shall  this  be,  seeing  I  know  not  a  man  / 
And  the  angel  answered  and  said  unto  her. 
The  Holy  Gliost  shall  come  upon  thee,  and  the 
power  of  the  Highest  shall  overshadow  thee ; 
therefore  also  that  holy  thing,  \vliich  shall  bo 
bom  of  thee,  shall  be  called  the  Son  of  God. 
Luke  1:  30-35. 

Moreover,  St.  John,  in  his  Gospel,  gives  the 
following  account  of  the  incarnation  of  the  eter 
nal  and  only  begotten  Son  of  God,  namely: — 
in  the  beginning  was  the  Word,  and  the  Word 
was  with  God,  and  the  Word  was  God.  The 
same  was  in  the  beginning  \vith  God.  All 
things  were  xn^d^  bj^  him  j  apd  without  \\\u\ 
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was  not  any  thing  made  that  was  made.  In 
him  was  life ;  and  the  life  was  the  light  of  men. 
And  the  light  shineth  in  darkness;  and  the 
darkness  comprehended  it  not.  And  the  Word 
was  made  flesh,  and  dwelt  among  us,  (and  we 
beheld  his  glory,  the  glory  as  of  the  only  begot- 
ten of  the  Father,)  full  of  grace  and  truth. 
Jolm  1:  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  14.— Farthermore,  That 
which  was  from  the  beginning,  which  we  have 
heard,  which  we  have  seen  "with  our  eyes,  which 
we  have  looked  upon,  and  our  hands  hate  han- 
dled, of  the  word  of  life.  For  the  life  was  man- 
ifested, and  we  have  seen  it,  and  bear  witness, 
and  shew  unto  you  thdt  eternal  life,  which  was 
with  the  Father,  and  was  manifested  unto  us. 
1  John  1:  1,  2.      ^ 

Of  the  estate  of  humiliatidn  of  the  eternal 
Son  of  God,  read : — Who,  being  in  the  form  pf 
God,  thought  it  not  robbery  to  be  eqViaT  with 
God ;  but  made  himself  of  no  reputation,  and 
took  upon  him  the  form  of  a  servant,  and  was 
made  in  the  likeness  of  men  ;*  Tind  being  found 
in  fashion  as  a  man,  he  humbled  himself  and 
became  obedient  unto  death,  even:  the  death  of 
the  cross.  Phil.  2:  6-8. — Thou  madest  him  a 
little  lower  than  the  angels:  thou  crownedst  him 
with  glory  and  honour,  and  didst  set  him  over 
the  works  of  thy  ^ands.  But  we  see  Jesus, 
who  was  made  a  little  lower  than  the  angels  for 
the  suffering  of  death,  crowned  with  glory  and 
honour;  that  he,  by  the  grace  of  God,  should 
taste  death  for  every  man.    For  it  became  him.

for  whom  are  all  things,  and  by  whom  are  all 
things,  in  bringing  many  sons  unto  glory,  i') 
make  the  Captain  of  their  i^alvation  pcrfiM-r. 
through  suffermgs.  Heb.  2:  7,  9,  10. — For  ya 
know  the  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that, 
though  he  was  rich,  yet  for  your  sakcs  he  be- 
came poor,  that  ye,  through  his  poverty,  niiijlit 
be  rich.  2  Cor-  8:  9. — Looking  unto  Jcsu?,  the, 
author  and  finisher  of  our  faith  ;  who,  fur  the 
joy  that  was  set  before  him,  endured  the  cross, 
despised  the  shame,  and  is  set  down  at  the  ritrht 
hand  of  Grod.  tleb.  12:  2. — I  am  the  living 
bread  which  canie  down  from  heaven.  I  f  any 
man  eat  pf  Ibis  bread,  he  shall  live  for  ever :  and 
the  bread  that  I  will  give  is  my  flei<h,  which  I 
will  give  for  the  life  of  the  world.  This  is  that 
bread  which  came  down  from  heaven :  not  as 
your  fathers  did  eat  manna,  and  are  dead :  he 
that  eateth  of  this  bread  shall  live  for  ever. — 
John  6:  51,  58. 

How  Jesusy  when  he  app^red  in  the  flesh, 
in  the  days  of  his  humiliation,  was,  by  all  the 
holy  men  of  God,  acknowledged  and  worship- 

ejd  as  the  true  God,  and  Son  of  God,  read : — 
ut  who  say  ye  that  I  am  ?  And  Simon  Peter 
answered  and  said,  Thou  art  the  Christ,  the  Son 
of  the  Uving  God.  Matth.  16:  15, 16.  —Under- 
stand, the  true  Son,  the  same  with  the  Father, 
as  come  forth  from  Him ;  and  not  one  produced 
in  time,  or  an  adopted  son,  as  those  believers  are 
who  by  .faith  are  called  the  sons  and  daughters 
of  God.    -Gxace  be  with  ^ou;  mef  c^,  aud  ^pesice^ 
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from  God  the  Father,  and  from  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  the  Son  of  the  Father,  in  truth  and  love. 
2  John  3. — Nathaniel  answered  and  saith  unto 
him.  Rabbi,  thou  art  the  Son  of  God ;  thou  art 
the  King  of  Israel.  John  1:  49. — Martha  saith 
unto  him,  Yea,  Lord :  I  believp  that  thou  art 
the  Christ,  the  Son  of  God,  wliicb  should  come 
into  the  world.  John  11:  27.-*-And  Philip  said 
(unto  the  eunuch).  If  thou  believest  with  all 
thine  heart,  thou  mayest.     And  he  answered 
and  said,  I  believe  that  Jesus  iHirist  is  the  Son 
of  God.  Acts  8:  37.-^Nqj^,  when  the  Centu- 
rion, and  they  (hat  were  with  him  watching 
Jesus,  saw  the  earthquake,  qpd  those  things  that 
were  done,  they  feared  fioreatly^  saying,  Truly 
this  was  the  Son  of  Goo!  Matth.  27: 54. — Je- 
sus  said  unto  the  man  that  was  blind  from  his 
birth,  Dost  thou  believe  on  the  Son  of  God  ?  He 
answered  and  said,  WTio  is  he.  Lord,  that  I 
might  believe  on  him?    And  Jesus  said  unto 
him,  Thou  hast  both" seen  him,  and  it  is  he  that 
talked  \vith  thee.     And  he  said,  Lord,  I  beheve. 
And  he  worshipped  hiijQ.   John  9:  35-38. — 
Then  sAith  he  to  Thomas,  Reach  hither  thy 
finger,  and  behold  ray  hands ;  and  reach  hith- 
er thy  hand,  dnd  thrust  it  into  my  side :  and 
be  not  ftiithless,  but  believing.    And  Thomas 
answered  and  said  unto  him.  My  Lord  and  my 
God.    Jesus  saith  unto  him,  Thomas,  because 
thou  hast  seen  me,  thou  hast  believed :  blessed 
arc  they  that  have  not  seen,  and  yet  have  be- 
Jjevcd.  John  20:  27-29.— Whose  are  the  tithr 
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ere,  and  of  whom,  as  concerning  the  llcHb,Clirist 
came,  who  is  over  all,  God  blewsed  for  ever.  A- 
men.  Rom.  9: 5.— And  we  know  that  the  Son  of 
God  is  come,  and  hath  given  us  an  understan(^ 
ing,  that  we  may  know  him  that  is  true ;  and  wc 
are  in  him  that  is  true,  even  in  his  Son  Jesus 
Christ.  This  is  the  true  God,  and  eternal  lif<\ 
Little  children,  keep  yourselves  from  idoLs.  A- 
men.  1  John  5:  20,  21, 
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OF  THB  NECESSITY  OF  THE  KNOWLEDGE  AND  AC- 
KNOWLEDGMENT, THAT  JESUS  CHRIST  IS  GOD 
AND  MAN  IN  ONE  PERSON. 

Op  the  necessity  of  the  knowledge  and  ac- 
knowledgment, that  Jesus  Christ  is  God  and 
Man,  in  one  person,  we  believe  and  confess, 
that  all  true  Christians  will,  from  experience, 
kaow,  that  a  true  knowledge  of  the  Son  of  God, 
that  he  is  God  and  Man  in  one  person,  is  the 
foremost  article  of  our  Christian  faith,  and  tlio 
most  essential  to  salvation.  For  it  is  not  enougli 
to  know  and  acknowledge  Christ  alone  after 
the  flesh,  as  man;  that  he  was  born  of  the  Vir- 
gin Mary;  and  that  he  was  made  Uke  unto  us, 
sin  excepted :  but  it  is  of  the  gi'eatest  importance 
to  know  him  after  the  Spirit,  according  to  his 
eternal  Godhead ;  that  he  was  from  eternity, 
and,  in  an  ineffable  manner,  was  born  and  came 
forth  from  the  true  God  his  Father,  as  the  es- 
sential word  and  wisdom  proceeding  from  lV\vi 
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Most  High :  with  whom,  before  the  foundatioa 
of  the  world,  he  was  equal  in  brightness,  glory, 
strength  and  might,  and  in  the  eternal  Godhead. 
And  thus  the  eternal  Son  of  God,  for  our  justi- 
fication, became  a  visible  man,  that  he  mi^ht, 
with  his  visibly  present  and  holy  manhoodf  set 
before  us  a  holy,  unblameable  example,  in  doc* 
trine  and  conversation,  to  copy  after,  and  to  fol^ 
low  his  footsteps. 

And,  according  to  his  divine  strength  and 
power,  he  hath  rescued  and  redeemed  us  from 
the  captivity  of  the  devil,  sin,  death  and  hell. 
And  tnere  is  no  other  remedy,  or  name  given 
us,  in  heaven  or  in  earth,  whereby  we  may  be 
saved.  To  this  end  is  Christ  Jesus  made  unto 
us,  of  God,  wisdom  and  righteousness,  sanctifi- 
cation  and  redemption.  1  Cor.  1: 30. — For  neith- 
er Moses,  with  bis  threatening  and  char^tening 
law,  nor  Aaron,  with  all  the  Levitical  priesthood 
and  their  sacrifices  and  ofierings,  (in  w^hich  sac- 
.  rifices  there  was  a  remembrance  again  made  of 
sin  every  year.  Heb.  10;  3.)  were  able  to  deliver 
and  redeem  the  lost  and  sinful  race  of  man ; 
but  in  passing  by,  they  left  them  lie  in  this  their 
deplorable  estate.  For  it  was  out  of  the  power 
of  perishable  man  to  redeem  his  brother  and 
reconcile  him  to  God :  inasmuch  as  no  mortal 
being  could  deliver  the  soul  from  eternal  death. 
But  He,  the  atoning  Lamb  of  God,  who  verily 
was  fore-ordained  before  the  foundation  of  the 
world,  but  was  manifested  in  these  last  times, 
Jias;  with  his  own  piecious  bloody  paid  the  raa^ 
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som,  by  taking  upon  him  our  sins  and  ti'nns- 
gressions,  and  by  restoring  that  which  he  took 
not  away.  And  He  alone  was  found  worthy, 
in  heaven  and  on  earth,  to  open  the  book  t^ealed 
with  seven  seals.  And  He  it  was,  who,  by  his 
coming  into  the  world  and  suffering  in  our  stead, 
has  again  opened  the  way  to  heaven,  which  was 
barred  by  sin.  And  this  he  did,  not  with  the 
blood  of  goats  or  calves,  or  with  the  blood  of 
any  perishable  being ;  neither  w  ith  silver  or  gokl 
but  with  his  own  precious  blood,  tie  has  oblaintui 
eternal  redemption  for  us. 

And,  like  as  the  sun  in  the  firmament  of 
heaven  is  endowed,  by  its  Creator  God,  with 
bright  shining  and  glorious  rays  of  light,  so 
that  he  is  the  eye  and  light  of  the  world,  wliich 
maketh  light  out  of  darkness,  dispensing  its 
glorious  beams  of  light  on  all  visible  things  a- 
round,  without  the  aid  or  participation  of  any  ; 
80  also  hath  Christ  Jesus,  the  Sun  of  Righteous- 
ness, the  Creator,  Lord  and  Ruler  of  the  sun 
and  all  things,  without  the  agency  of  any  cre- 
ated being  or  thing,  accomplished  the  work  of 
our  redemption,  by  coming  forth  from  the  Fatlj- 
er  into  the  world ;  a  light  from  heaven,  to  dis- 
pel the  darkness  of  this  benighted  world.  And 
being  received  by  many  of  tlie  children  of  men, 
he  imparted  himself  to  them,  (without  parta- 
king of  their  corruption,)  by  rising  in  their 
hearts,  and  shining  forth  as  the  bright  Morning 
Star,  and  the  Sun  of  Righteousness,  with  heal- 
iog  in  his  wings.    Therefore;  to  Him,  the  Uu<d 
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jrod  of  heaven  and  earth,  be  ascribed  all  th€ 
glory,  honour  and  praise,  for  our  redemption ; 
and  not  to  any  created,  sinful  being,  like  our- 
selves; lest  we  be  found  to  rob  the  Creator  o1 
his  glory,  worship  and  adore  the  creature,  hy 
trusting  in  man  and  making  flesh  our  arm,  ( Jer. 
17:  5.)  and  thus  depart  from  our  glorious  Sa- 
viour, Redeemer  and  God,  and  fall  into  idolatry 
by  seeking  the  living  among  the  dead,  where 
he  is  not  to  be  found. 

And  herein  is  seen  the  love  and  goodness, 
justice  and  severity,  of  God.    His  love  and 
goodness  towards  his  fallen  creatures,  in  that  he 
provided  for  them  a  Saviour  and  Redeemer,  tc 
save  and  redeem  them  from  this  their  lost  es- 
titc;  and  his  justice  and  severity,  in  that  noth 
ing  could  restore  the  fallen  race  of  man,  wb 
had  transgressed  his  holy  law,  into  his  favou 
again,  atone  for  their  guilt  and  crime,  and  sati 
fy  his  broken  law,  than  alone  the  blood  ar 
death  of  the  only  begotten  Son  of  God.     Mo? 
over,  his  love  and  goodness  is  conspicuous 
seen  in  that  he  saw  them  lie  helpless  in  t 
their  lost  condition,  and  in  pity  he  condesce 
cd  to  clothe  himself  in  flesh  and  became  a  r 
like  unto  us,  sin  excepted,  to  make  us  fallen 
degraded  creatures  accessible  to  him.     F 
man,  in  this  his  frail  and  sinful  body,  coul 
behold  in  their  immortal  glory  those  hea^ 
messengers  who  have  been  sent  to  man  w 
dings  from  above,  unless  they  were  clothe( 
a  body  like  our  own ;  (Gen.  18:  2.)  muc 
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can  mortal  man,  with  his  mortal  cycb*,  bcholil 
the  immortal,  eternal,  holv  and  f^loriuus  Clllv 
ATOR.  Therefore  did  the  .'Stni  of  God  cIoih(3 
himself  in  a  body  like  our  own.  and  l)ecan)u  a 
dying  man,  made  like  unto  hi^  hretlireu,  and 
thus  was  seen  and  felt  the  glory  of  the  eternal 
and  only  begotten  Son  of  God,  wandering  al)out 
in  the  form  of  a  servant,  doing  goixl,  ilierchy 
giving  us  a  copy  and  example,  lo  copy  after  and 
to  follow  his  footsteps.  Here  is  seen  the  love  of 
Christ,  which  pasi^eth  knowledge;  in  that, 
while  we  were  yet  sinners,  Christ  died  for  u&. 
Rom.  6:  8. 

And,  notwithstanding  Christ  suilered  for  us 
in  the  Hesh,  was  cruciiied  and  died ;  yet  it  wiis 
impossible  that  death  should  have  dominion  over 
him,  and  hold  him  captive,  and  that  his  holy 
llesh  should  see  corruption.  But  he  himself 
has  the  keys  of  hell  and  of  death ;  and  1ku< 
power  to  open  and  to  shut;  to  lay  down  his  11  lb; 
and  to  take  it  up  again:  and  it  is  he  that  livetli 
and  was  dead ;  and,  behold,  he  is  alive  for  ev- 
ermore. Rev.  1: 18. 

It  is  therefore  essential  that  every  believer 
should  have  a  sound  knowledge  and  conception 
of  Jesus  Christ,  both  of  his  eternal  Godhead,  and 
his  pure,  holy  and  unspotted  manhood;  and 
with  a  firm  faith  beUeve  in  him  as  the  incar- 
nate God.  On  this  belief,  the  Holy  Spirit  has 
promised  everlasting  hfe.  John  3: 16. — And  on 
(his  rock  [confession,  belief,  foundation,]  did 
Christ  build  his  church,  against  which  the  g&l^ 
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of  hell  shall  not  prevail.  And,  on  the  other  . 
hand,  that  all  unbelievers,  who  do  not  confess 
and  believe  that  Jesus  Christ  is  come  in  the  ' 
flesh,  that  is,  that  the  Son  of  God  became  man, 
appeared  among  us  in  the  flesh,  are  not  of  God, 
but  are  of  the  spirit  of  antichrist^  of  whom  there 
were  some  already  in  the  Apostles'  days,  as  also 
will  arise  in  the  last  days.  1  John  2:  18. 

Of  the  necessity  of  the  foregoing  confession, 
read : — And  this  is  life  eternal,  that  they  might 
know  thee,  the  only  true  God,  and  Jesus  Christ, 
whom  thou  hast  sent.  John-17:  3. — Yet  I  am 
the  Lord  thy  God  from  the  land  of  Egypt,  and 
thou  shalt  know  no  God  but  me;  for  there  is  no 
Saviour  besides  me.  Hos.  13:  4. — Jesus  saith 
unto  Thomas,  I  am  the  way,  and  the  truth,  and 
the  life:  no  man  cometh  unto  the  Father,  but 
by  me;  If  ye  had  known  me,  ye  should  have 
known  my  Father  also:  and  from,  henceforth 
ye  know  him,  and  have  seen  him.  John  14:  6, 
7.— Let  this  mind  be  in  you,  which  vms  also  in 
Christ  Jesus:  who,  being  in  the  form  of  God, 
thought  it  not  robbery  to  be  equal  with  God  ; 
but  made  himself  of  no  reputation,  and  took 
upon  him  the  form  of  a  servant,  and  was  made 
in  the  likeness  of  men ;  and  being  found  in 
fashion  as  a  man,  he  humbled  himself  and  be- 
came obedient  unto  death,  even  the  death  of 
the  cross.  Wherefore  God  also  hath  highly 
exalted  him,  and  given  him  a  name  which  is 
above  every  name :  that  at  the  name  of  Jesus 
every  knee  should,  bow,  of  things  in  heaven, 
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and  thiDgs  in  earth,  and  things  under  the  earth  * 
and  that  every  tongue  should  c(iiif'(*!^s  tliat  Jcsur^ 
Christ  is  LfOrd,  to  the  glory  of  (jlod  the  Fatlier. 
Phil.  2:  5-11. — Yea  doubtlesct,  and  I  count  ;i!l 
things  but  loss  for  the  excellency  of  tlio  knowi 
edge  of  Christ  Jesus  my  Lord :  for  wlioin  I 
have  suffered  the  loss  of  all  things,  and  do  count 
them  but  dung,  that  I  may  win  Clnist,  and  )>«.* 
found  in  him,  not  having  mine  own  ri«^httou.-- 
ness,  which  is  of  the  law,  but  that  which  is  tbm' 
the  faith  of  Christ,  the  righteousness  whiili  is 
of  God  by  faith.  3:  8,  9. 

Moreover,  Jesus  said  to  Peter,  after  Ik^  htul 
owned  and  acknowledged  him  to  be  the  C-hri.st. 
the  Son  of  the  living  God, — Bleytsed  art  thou. 
Simon  Bar-Jona;  for  fle^h  and  blood  luitli  not 
revealed  it  unto  thee,  but  my  Father  whicli  is 
in  heaven.  And  I  say  unto  thee,  that  thou  iirt 
Peter;  and  upon  this  rock  I  will  build  my 
church,  and  the  gates  of  hell  shall  not  prevail 
against  it.  Matth.  16:  16-18. — And  when  the 
apostle  Thomas  owned  and  acknowledged  the 
visible,  apprehensible  man,  Jesus,  to  be  his  Lord 
and  his  God,  Christ  did  not  reprove  him,  but 
accepted  it  as  sound  faith,  when  he  said  to  Tho- 
mas, Thomas,  because  thou  hast  seen  me,  thou 
hast  l^elieved :  blessed  are  they  that  have  not 
seen,  and  yet  have  beUeved.  John  20:  29. — 
Whom  having  not  seen,  ye  love;  in  whom, 
though  now  ye  see  him  not,  yet  believing,  ye 
rejoice  with  joy  unspeakable,  and  full  of  glory : 
receiving  the  end  of  your  faith,  eve^  l\ve  si\\nv)l- 
lion  of  your  souls.  1  Pet.  1: 8,  9. 
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In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  see  the  many 
scripture  passages  in  which  the  Apostles,  by  the 
Holy  Spirit,  have  laboured  to  prove  that  the  Son 
of  God  does  not  dwell  hidden  and  concealed  in 
the  man  Jesus ;  but  contrariwise,  that  the  man 
Jesus  is  Christ  the  anointed,  the  Saviour  of  the 
world,  the  Son  of  God  which  came  down  from 
heaven :  and  on  this  confession  is  the  promise 
of  life  given.  Read : — ^And  many  other  signs 
truly  did  Jesus  in  the  presence  of  his  disciples, 
which  are  not  written  in  this  book:  but  these 
are  written,  that  ye  might  believe  that  Jesus  is 
the  Christ,  the  Son  of  God ;  and  that,  believ- 
ing, ye  might  have  life  through  his  name.  John 
20:  30,  31. — Whosoever  shall  confess  that  Jesus 
is  the  Son  of  God,  God  dwelleth  in  him,  and  he 
in  God.  1  John  4:  15. — Who  is  he  tliat  over- 
cometh  the  world,  but  he  that  believeth  that  Je- 
sus is  the  Son  of  God  ?  5:  5. — Grace  be  with 

•  you,  mercy,  and  peace,  from  God  the  Father, 
and  from  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  Son  of  the 

.  Father,  in  truth  and  love.  2  John,  3. — Who- 
soever believeth  that  Jesus  is  the  Christ,  is  born 
of  God.  He  that  believeth  on  the  Son  of  God, 
hath  the  witness  in  himself:  he  that  believeth 
not  God,  hath  made  him  a  Har ;  because  he 
believeth  not  the  record  that  God  gave  of  his 
Son.  1  John  5:  1,  10. — And  when  Silas  and 
Tirnotheus  were  come  from  Macedonia,  Paul 
was  pressed  in  the  Spirit,  and  testified  to  the 
Jews  that  Jesus  was  Christ  For  he  mightily 
convinced  the  Jews,  and  that  publicly,  shewing* 
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ky  the  scriptares  that  Jesus  was  Christ.  Acts  IS: 
5,28. 

Who  is  a  liar,  but  he  that  denieth  that  Jcsiis  {:« 
theChrist?  He  is  antichrist,<hat  denieth  the  Fa- 
ther and  the  Son.  1  Joiin  2:  22, — FIcrel)y  know 
ye  the  Spirit  of  (jrod:  Bvery  spirit  that  confesseth 
that  Jesus  Christ  is  come  in  the  ilesh,  is  of  God : 
and  every  spirit  that  confesseth  not  that  Jesus 
Ghrvst  is  come  in  the  flesh,  is  not  of  God.  And 
this  is  that  spirit  of  antichrist,  whereof  yo  liave 
heard  that  it  should  come ;  and  even  now  already 
is  it  in  the  world.  4: 2, 3. — For  many  deceivers 
ore  entered  into  the  world,  who  confess  not  thai 
Jesus  Christ  is  come  in  the  flesh.  This  is  a  de- 
ceiver and  an  antichrist.  2  Jotm  5:  7.  -Read  far- 
ther, That  we  are  purchoiied  and  redeemed  from 
•in  and  eternal  death,  by  no  other  means  than  by 
the  death  and  blood  of  the  Son  of  God.  For  God 
80 loved  the  world,  that  he  gave  his  only  begotten 
Son,  that  whosoever  belie veth  in  him  should  not 
perish,  but  have  everlasting  Hfe.  John  3:  16. — 
j3ut  God  commendeth  his  love  toward  us,  in  that 
while  we  were  yet  sinners,  Christ  died  for  us. — 
Much  more  then,  being  now  justified  by  his  blood, 
we  shall  be  saved  from  wrath  thro'  him.  For  if, 
when  we  were  enemies,  we  were  reconciled  to 
God  by  the  death  of  his  Son,  much  more,  being 
reconciled,  we  shall  be  saved  by  his  life.  Rom.  5: 
8-10. — But  Christ  being  come  a  High  Priest  of 
good  things  to  come,  by  a  greater  and  more  per- 
fect tabernacle,  not  mode  with  hands,  that  is  to 
«iy,  not  of  this  building ;  neither  by  the  blood  of 
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goats  aad  calves,  but  by  his  own  Uood,  he  ea* 
tared  in  once  into  the  holy  place,  having  obtain- 
ed eternal  redemption  for  us.  Heb.  9:  11,  12. 

If  God  be  for  us,  who  can  be  against  us  ?  He 
that  spared  not  his  6wn  Son,  but  delivered  him 
up  for  us  all,  how  «hall  he  not  with  him  also  free- 
ly give  us  all  things.  Rom.  8:  31,  32.— Hereby 
perceive  we  the  love  of  God,  because  he  laid 
down  his  life  for  us.  I  John  3:  16.— For  as 
much  as  ye  know  that  ye  were  not  redeemed 
with  corruptible  things,  as  silver  and  gold,  from 
your  vain  conversation  received  by  tradition 
from  your  fathers ;  but  with  the  precious  blood 
of  Christ,  as  of  a  Lamb  without  blemish  and 
without  spot.  1  Pet.  1:  18,  19.— In  this  was 
manifested  the  love  of  God  toward  us,  because 
that  God  sent  his  only  begotten  Son  inito  the 
world,  that  we  might  live  through  him.  1  John 
4:9. 


ARTICLE  SIXTEENTH. 

OF  THS  L.IF1S,  PASSION,  DISATH,  BURIAL,  RESUB- 
RSCTION  AMD  ASCENSION  OF  JESUS  CHRIST; 
ANn  OF  THE  RECEPTION  OF  HIS  GLORY  AGAIN 
WITH  THE  FATHER. 

Op  the  hfe,  passion,  death,  burial,  resurrec- 
tion and  ascension  of  Jesus  Chiist,  and  of  the 
reception  of  his  glory  again  with  the  Father, 
we  believe  and  acknowledge,  That  the  Lord 
Jesus,  in  the  days  of  his  humiliation  in  the 
flesh,  (which  continued  about  thirty-three  years,) 
l^as,  during  all  which  time,  in  his  holy  life  ana 
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conversation,  set  before  us  holy  and  divine  ex- 
amples, by  word  and  by  deed  ;  whos^e  holy  liA*. 
and  divine  examples,  every  believer  lalioiild  copy 
afler,  and,  in  the  regeneration,  follow  hitu  iii 
his  footsteps.  In  the  days  of  his  youth,  ho 
manifested  obedience  to  his  father  and  mother. 
And  when  the  time  was  fulfilled,  he,  in  perfect 
obedience  to  his  heavenly  Father's  will,  com- 
menced his  mediatorial  office,  for  which  he  was 
sent;  and  published  to  the  children  of  n)cn  his 
heavenly  Father's  will.  He  made  the  deaf  to 
bear,  the  blind  to  see,  the  dumb  to  speak ;  he 
cleansed  the  lepers,  cast  out  devils,  and  raised 
the  dead ;  be  forgave  sins  unto  men,  and  to 
those  who  believed  on  him  he  promised  eternal 
life. 

All  these  things  did  Christ,. not  in  the  man- 
ner in  which  his  Apostles  and  others,  who  were 
endowed  with  miraculous  gifts,  did  ;  for  to  these 
Christ  himself  gave  the  power  of  working  mir- 
acles, but  to  him  the  power  is  inherent,  he  hav- 
ing all  the  power  in  heaven  and  in  earth.  There- 
fore he  said  to  the  two  blind  men^  (Matih.  9: 
28-30.)  Believe  ye  that  1  am  able  to  do  tliis  T 
They  said  unto  him.  Yea,  Lord.  Then  touch- 
ed he  their  eyes,  saying.  According  to  your  faith 
be  it  unto  you.  And  their  eyes  were  opened. 
And  again :  But  that  ye  may  know  tliat  the 
Son  of  man  hath  power  on  earth  to  forgive 
sins,  (he  saith  to  the  sick  of  the  palsy,)  I  say 
unto  thee,  Arise,  and  take  up  thy  bed,  and  go 
thy  way  into  thine  house.     And  immediately 
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he  arose,  took  up  the  bed,  and  went  forth  be- 
fore them  all ;  insomuch  that  they  were  all  a- 
mazed,  apd  glorified  God,  saying,  We  never 
saw  it  on  this  fashion.  Mark  2:  10-12. — And 
this  is  the  will  of  him  that  sent  me,  that  every 
one  which  seeth  the  Son,  and  believeth  on  him, 
may  have  everlasting  life :  and  I  will  raise  him 
up  at  the  last  day.  John  6: 40. — My  sheep  hear 
my  voice,  and  1  know  them,  and  they  follow 
me:  and  I  give  unto  them  eternal  life;  and 
they  shall  never  perish.  10:  27,  28. 

And  thus  did  the  Lord  Jesus  accomplish  the 
work  which  his  Father  gave  him  to  do.  And, 
as  the  true  light  from  heaven,  he  shone  in  this 
benighted  world  ;  testifying  and  proclaiming  a- 
gainst  their  evil  deeds,  and  reproving  and  con- 
vincing sinners  of  the  evil  of  their  works  and 
ways.  At  this,  the  blind  Scribes  and  Pharisees, 
who  knew  not  the  light,  were  offended,  and 
through  envy  and  hatred,  opposed  him  in  his 
divine  works  and  miracles,  ascribing  them  to  the 
operations  of  the  devil;  saying.  This  fellow 
doth  not  cast  out  devils,  but  by  Beelzebub,  the 
prince  of  the  devils.  And  therefore  they  deliv- 
ered, the  innocent  One  into  the  hands  of  the 
heathen  governor,  Pontius  Pilate.  Here  he 
was  brought  before  a  heathen  tribunal,  as  a 
kimb  to  the  slaughter;  where  he  was  oppressed; 
examined,  afflicted  and  punished;  but,  as  a 
sheep  before  her  shearers  is  dumb,  so  opened  he 
not  his  mouth.  Isa.  53:  7. — They  mocked  him 
— spit  in  his  face — buffeted  and  scourged  him ; 
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and  tbey  wounded  his  sacred  iicad,  by  putting 
u  crown  of  thorns  thereon.  And  fhiallv;  they 
divesled  him  of  his  raiment,  and  nailed  liini  to 
the  cross,  by  drivhig  the  rugged  nails  throu<;ii 
ijit)  hands  and  his  feet.  And,  to  brand  bini  u^ 
the  cliief  of  malefactors,  they  erected  hit<  cros5 
between  two  thieves,  who  were  crucified  with 
him.  Here,  when  lie  thirsted,  they  gave  Iiiin 
vinegar  to  drink  mingled  with  gall.  Matth.  :d7: 
34. — And  Jesus,  when  he  had  cried  witb  a  loud 
voice,  yielded  up  the  gho«t.  And  when  ihvy 
saw  that  he  was  dead,  they  pierced  his  i^ide  witJi 
a  spear,  and  forthwith  came  there  out  blood  ami 
water. 

I'hus  did  the  Liord  Jesus  die  on  the  crosv«, 
commending  his  spirit  into  the  hands  of  his 
Father.  And  through  his  death  and  resurrec- 
tion, the  heavens  and  the  earth  were  moved  aiwl 
shaken.  Insomuch  that  the  sun  was  veiled  in 
universal  darkness;  the* veil  of  the  temple  was 
rent  in  twain  from  the  top  to  tlie  bottom  ;  and 
the  earth  did  ([uake,  and  the  rocks  rent ;  and 
the  graves  were  opened ;  and  many  bodies  of 
the  saints  which  slept  aroifie,  and  came  out  of  the 
graves  after  his  resurrection,  and  wcni  into  the 
holy  city,  and  appeared  unto  many.  Matth.  27: 
51-53. 

And,  as  the  Lord  Jesus  manifested,  in  the 
days  of  his  flesh,  his  passion  and  death,  that  he 
was  truly  Man ;  so  also  did  he  manifest  that 
the  self-same  Man  is  also  the  true  God  with  his 
Father.     For  he  had  the  power  over  the  keys

of  hell  and  of  death ;  and  was  able  to  raise  up 
the  destroyed  temple  of  bis  body  in  three  days. 
He  had  power  to  lay  down'tiis  life,  and  he  had 
power  to  take  it  again.  Therefore  it  was  impos- 
sible that  he  should  be  holden  of  death,  and 
that  his  holy  flesh  should  see  corruption  ;  (Acts 
2:  24,  31.)  for  on  the  third  day  he  rose,  trium- 
phantly rose  from  the  dead^.by  the  glory  of  his 
Father,  and  appeared  to  his  disciples,  where  the 
doors  were  shut,  for  fear  of  the  Jews,  and  stood 
in  the  midst,  and  saith  unto  them,  Peace  be  un- 
to you.  With  these  he  did  eat  and  drink,  be- 
ing seen  of  them  aKve,  forty  days  after  his  pas- 
sion, and  speaking  of  the  things  pertaining  to 
the  kingdom  of  Go^  Acts  1:  3, — And  hereup- 
on he  was  taken  up,  in  the  presence  of  the  Apos- 
tles as  they  were  gazing,  and  a  cloud  received 
him  out  of  their  sight.  And  thus  he  ascended 
up  into  heaven,  and  sat  down  at  his  Fathei*'s 
right  hand.  • 

So  has  the  only  begotten  ^on  of  God  suffer- 
ed, was  crucified  and  put  to  death  in  the  fles^h, 
but  quickened  by  the  Sfriiit.  1  Pet.  3:  l^S.-^— He 
was  again  glorified  with  the  glory  which  he  had. 
with  the  Father  before  the  world  was;  being 
equal  with  the  Father :  and  from  henceforth 
dieth  no  more;  death  hath  no  more  dominion 
over  him.  Rom.  6:  9.— But  as  a  Ruler,  he  hath 
on  his  vesture  and  on  his  thigh  a  name  written, 
KING  OF  KINGS,  and  LORD  of  LORDS. 
Rev.  19:  16.-  -And  he  will  rule  over  the  Mount 
Zion,  and  over  the  house  of  Jacob,  and  live  for 
ffver  and  ever. 
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Of  the  unblamcable  life  and  conversation  of 
Christ,  and  of  his  obedience  to  hi^^  iKirentr?,  read  : 
And  the  child  grew,  and  waxed  atronp^  in  spirit, 
filled  with  wisdom,  and  the  grace  of  God  was 
Tipon  him.  And  all  that  heard  him,  were  as- 
tonished at  his  understanding  and  answers. — 
And  he  went  down  with  them,  and  came  to 
Nazareth,  and  was  subject  unto  them :  but  his 
mother  kept  all  these  sayings  in  her  heart.  And 
Jesus  increased  in  wisdom  and  stature,  and  in 
favour  with  Gcd  and  man.  Luke  2:  40,  47, 
61,  62. 

And  farthermore,  bow  Jesus,  in  the  fiilnciw 
of  time,<:ommenced  his  office,  and  in  his  Fath- 
er's name  wrought  many  glorious  miracles, 
read : — When  the  even  was  come,  they  brougiit 
onto  him  many  that  were  possessed  with  devils  : 
and  he  cast  out  the  spirits  with  his  word,  and 
healed  all  that  were  sick :  that  it  might  be  ful- 
filled which  was  spoken  by  Esaias  the  prophet, 
saying.  Himself  took  our  infiiTnities,  and  bare 
our  sicknesses.  Matth.  8:  16,  17.— And  Jesus 
went  about  all  the  cities  and  villages,  teaching 
in  their  synagogues,  and  preaching  the  gospel 
of  the  kingdom,  and  healing  every  sickness, 
and  every  disease,  among  the  people.  9:  35. — 
Jesus'  answered  and  said  unto  them.  Go  and 
shew  John  again  those  things  which  ye  do  hear 
and  see :  the  blind  receive  their  sight,  and  the 
lame  walk;  the  lepers  are  cleansed,  and  the 
deaf  hear ;  the  dead  are  raised  up,  and  the  poor 
hoA-e  the  gospel  preached^o  theirh  1 1: 5-— T  Vv^iEi 
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the  Pharisees  went  out,  and  hdd  a  council  a^ 
gainst  him,  how  they  might  destroy  him.  But 
when  Jesus  knew  it>  he  withdrew  himself  from 
thence :  and  great  multitudes  followed  hini^ 
and  he  healed  them  all.  12: 14, 15. — How  God 
anointed  Jesus  of  Nazareth  with  the  Holy 
Crhqst,  and  with. power;  who  went  about  doing 
good,  and  heiialing  all  that  were  oppressed  of  the 
devil:  for  God  was  with  him.  Acts  10:  38. 

How  Jesus,  as  the  light  of  the  world,  testified 
against  the  works  of  darkness,  and  was  there- 
fore delivered  into  the  hands  of  sinners,  read : — 
The  world  cannot  hate  you ;  but  me  it  hateth^ 
l^ecause  I  testify  of  it,  that  the  works  thereof  are 
evil.  John  7: 7. — And  the  light  shineth  in  dark- 
ness; and  the  darkness  eompreheiuled  it  not.. 
!^:  5. — And  this  is  the  condemnation,  that  light 
is  come  into  the  world,  and  men  love  darkness 
rather  than  light,  because  their  deeds  are  evil. 
3:  19. — He  that  hateth  mey  hateth  my  Father 
also.  If  I  had  not  done  among  them  the  work» 
which  none  other  man  did,  they  had  not  had 
sin :  but  now  have  they  both  seen  and  hated 
both  me  and  my  Father.  15:  23,  84. — If  the 
world  hate  you,  ye  know  that  it  hated  me  before 
it  hated  you,  15:  18. — Behold  we  go  up  to  Je- 
rusalem ;  and  the  Son  of  man  shall  be  deliver- 
ed unto  the  chief  priests,  and  unto  the  scribes, 
and  they  shall  condemn,him  to  death,  and  shall 
deliver  him  to  the  Genllles.  Mark  10:  33. 

Moreover,  how  Jesus  Christ,  in  the  days  of 
his  humiliatipn  ia  tfep  4^tji  was  obc^diQnX  to  hia 
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heavenly  Father,  read:— And  being  found  in 
fashion  as  a  man,  he  humbled  hinificlf,  and  hn- 
came  obedient  unto  death,  even  the  dealh  of  (ho 
cross.  Phil.  2:  8. — Though  lie  were  a  Son,  y<a 
learned  he  obedience  by  the  things  wJjich  he 
suifered.  Heb.  5:  II. 

Of  Christ's  passion,  death  and  burial,  rend  :  — 
For  dogs  have  compassed  me ;  the  assembly  of 
the  wicked  have  enclosed  me ;  they  pierced  my 
hands  and  my  feet.  Ps.  22:  IG. — They  fiijave 
me  also  gall  for  my  meat;  and  in  my  thirst 
they  gave  me  vinegar  to  drink.  Gl):  21. —  lie 
was  oppressed,  and  he  was  afflicted  ;  yd  he  o- 
pened  not  his  mouth.  Isa.  53:  7. — lie  was  led 
as  a  sheep  to  the  slaughter^  and  like  a  lamb 
dumb  before  his  shearer,  so  opened  lie  not  his 
mouth.  In  his  luuniiiation  his  judgment  v/as 
taken  away  ;  and  who  shall  declare  his  gene- 
ration? for  his  life  is  taken  from  the  earth.  Acts 
8:  32,  33. — Therefore  will  I  divide  him  a  por- 
tion w  ith  the  great,  and  he  shall  divide  the  spoil 
with  the  strong ;  because  he  hath  poured  out 
his  soul  unto  death:  and  lie  was  numbered 
Avith  the  transgressors;  and  he  bare  the  eia  of 
many,  and  made  intercession  for  the  transgres- 
sors. Isa.  53:  12. — When  the  even  was  comc^ 
there  came  a  rich  man  of  Arimatheii,  named 
Joseph,  who  also  himself  was  Jesus'  disciple : 
he  went  to  Pilate,  and  begged  the  body  of  Je- 
sus. Then  Pilate  commanded  the  body  to  l)e 
delivered.  And  when  Joseph  had  taken  the 
body,  he  wrapped  it  in  a  clean  linen  cloth^aud

Riid  it  in  his  own  new  tomb,  which  he  had  hewn 
out  in  the  rock  :  and  he  rolled  a  great  stone  to 
the  door  of  the  sepulchre,  and  departed.  Matth. 
27:57-60. 

Of  the  resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ,  read : — 
In  the  end  of  the  Sabbath,  as  it  began  to  dawn 
towards  the  first  day  of  tlie  week,  came  Mary 
Magdalene,  and  the  other  Mary,  to  see  the  se- 
pulchre. And,  behold,  there  was  a  great  earth- 
quake: for  the  angel  of  the  Lord  descended 
from  heaven,  and  came  and  rolled  back  the 
stone  from  the  door,  and  sat  upon  it.  Hiscoun- 
tenaqce  was  like  lightning,  and  his  raiment 
«vhite  as  snow :  and  for  fear  of  him  the  keep- 
trrs  did  shake,  and  became  as  dead  men.  And 
the  angel  answered  and  said  unto  the  women, 
Fear  not  ye ;  for  I  kncjw  that  ye  seek  Jesus, 
which  was  crucified.  He  is  not  here ;  for  he  is 
risen,  as  he  said.  Come,  see  the  place  where 
the  Lord  lay:  and  go  quickly,  and  tell  his  dis- 
ciples that  he  is  risen  from  the  dead  ;  and,  be- 
hold, he  goeth  before  you  into  Galilee ;  there 
shall  ye  see  him :  lo,  i  have  told  you.  Matth: 
28:  1-7. — And  he  saitli  unto  them.  Be  not  af- 
frighted ;  ye  seek  Jesus  of  Nazareth,  which  wbs 
crucified:  he  is  risen;  he  is  not  here:  behold 
the  place  where  they  laid  him.  Mark  16:  6. — 
Now,  upon  the  first  day  of  the  week,  very  early 
in  the  morning,  they  came  unto  the  sepulchre, 
bringing  the  spices  which  they  had  prepared. 
^nd  they  found  the  stone  tolled  away  from  the 
-^pulchre.     And  they  enlereAVv\,^YvdfeMixvaLX«iL 
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the  body  of  the  Lord  Jcsih.  And  ii  rninf*  (o 
pass,  as  they  were  iinirh  pcrplexi-d  (Ijrn'.ilKHii, 
behold,  two  men  stood  hy  thoin  in  sliiiiiiii^irjir- 
meats ;  and  as  they  were  afniid,  and  bowed 
down  their  faces  to  the  earth,  they  ^aid  unto 
them,  Why  seek  ye  the  living  anionf^  tlie  drud  / 
He  is  not  here.  1)Ut  is  risen.  1  <ukc  t^  i:  1  -  5. 

Of  Christ's  exaltation,  the  reception  of  Jiis 
divine  glory  and  equality  with  the  Father,  and 
his  ascension  into  hctiven,  road:— And  Josu:9 
came  and  spake  unto  them,  paying,  All  [lowcr 
is  given  unto  me  in  heaven  and  in  earlh.  Maitii. 
28: 18. — Ought  not  Christ  to  have  .suHT^ircd  th(?sc 
things,  and  to  enter  into  his  glory?  liuke  Ji  1: 
26. — And  now,  O  Father,  glorify  thou  me  with 
thine  own  self,  with  the  glory  whirh  I  luid  with 
thee  before  the  world  was.  John  17:  5.— '^J^hou 
madest  him  a  little  lower  than  the  anii^els :  thou 
crownedst  him  with  glory  and  honour,  and  didst. 
Bet  him  over  the  works  of  tliv  hands:  thou 
Jiast  put  all  tilings  in  subjection  imdcr  his  feet. 
Heb.  2:  7,  8.— Him  liath  God  exalted  with  Jiis 
riglit  hand  to  be  a  Prince  and  a  Saviour,  for  to 
give  repentance  to  Israel,  and  forgiveness  of  yiui?. 
Acts  5:  31. — Wherefore  God  also  hath  liighly 
exalted  him,  and  given  him  a  name  which  is 
above  every  name :  that  in  the  name  of  Jesus 
every  knee  should  bow,  of  things  in  iieaven, 
and  things  in  earth,  and  things  under  the  earth ; 
and  that  every  tongue  should  confess  thai  3esv\^ 
Christ  \3  Lord,  to  the  glory  of  God  the  FaV\iGY., 
PM.  2:  9-1 L 
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And  as  they  thus  spake,  Jesus  himself  stood 
in  the  midst  of  them,  and  saith  unto  them, 
Peace  ]ye  unto  you... -And  he  led  them  out  as 
far  as  to  Bethany;  and  he  lifted  up  his  hands, 
and  blessed  them.  And  it  came  to  pass,  while 
he  blessed  them,  he  was  parted  from  them,  and 
carried  up  into  heaven.  And  they  worshipped 
him,  and  returned  to  Jerusalem  with  great  joy. 
Luke  24:  36,  60,  51,  52.— So  then,  after  the 
^iord  had  spoken  unto  theypi,  he  was  received 
up  into  heaven,  and  sat  oif^e  right  hand  of 
God.  Mark  16:  IQ. — And  when  he  had  spoken 
these  things,  while  they  l^held,  he  was  taken 
up,  and  a  cloud  received  him  out  of  their  sight. 
And  while  they  looked  stedfastly  toward  heav- 
en as  he  went  up,  behold,  two  men  stood  by 
them  in  white  apparel;  which  also  said.  Ye 
men  of  Galilee,  why  stand  ye  gazing  up  into 
heaven  ?  this  same  Jesus,  which  is  taken  up 
fronl  you  into  heaven,  shall  so  come  in  like 
manner  as  ye  have  seen  him  go  into  heaven. 
Acts  1:  0-Xl. 


ARTFCLE  SEVENTEENTH. 

OF  THE  OFFICES  OF  CHRIST;  AND  OF  THE  PRQPISll 
CAUSE,  AKD  MOTIVE,  OP  HIS  COHI^^G  INTO  THE 
"^VOllLD. 

Of  Christ  and  his  offices,  we  believe  and  ac- 
knowledge. That  he  is  the  true  Prophet,  Priest 
and  King,  who  was  predicted  by  Moses,  and  by 
all  the  holy  prophets ;  and  to,  whom,  the  former 
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priests  and  kings,  as  figures  and  types  of  liin), 
pointed.  And  that  his  proper  caasc  and  motive 
of  coming  into  the  world  was,  to  destroy  the 
works  of  the  devil ;  to  seek  and  to  save  that 
which  was  lost,  and  to  deliver  the  whole  race  of 
man  from  the  bondage  of  sin,  and  tlie  j)ower 
of  the  devil;  to  redeem  tlicni,  and  reconcile 
them  with  God  his  Fatiier:  and  thus  to  save 
lost  sinners  from  eternal  ruin. 

And,  as  respecting  his  prophetical  ofTice,  he 
tame  forth  from  the  Father,  and  came  into  (ho 
world,  to  deliver  unto  all  men^  by  the  Gospel, 
the  counsel  and  will  of  God;  the  mystery, 
which  from  the  beginning  of  the  world  ha*h 
been  hid  in  God,  who  created  all  things  b}^  Je- 
sus Christ.  Eph.  3:  9. — And  thus  did  he  come 
to  heal  the  broken  hearted,  to  preach  deliver- 
ance to  the  captives,  and  recovering  of  sight  to 
the  blind  ;  to  set  at  liberty  them  that  are  bruised ; 
to  preach  the  acceptable  year  of  the  Lord.  Luke 
4:  18,  19. — And  according  to  this  counsel,  this 
Gospel  which  is  delivered  as  the  last  voice  and 
will  of  God,  which  he  has  spoken  in  these  last 
days,  by  his  Son,  must  all  the  children  of  the 
new  covenant  walk,  as  the  perfect  rule  of  their 
faith  and  practice,  in  their  whole  life  and  con- 
versation. And  this  covenant  will  stand  to  the 
end  of  the  world. 

Moreover,  as  it  respects  his  priestly  office,  he 
has  fulfilled  and  changed  the  Levitical  priest- 
hood ;  and  by  one  offering,  the  offering  of  him- 
self on  the  cross,  he  hath  perfected  for  ever  them 
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that  are  sanctified ;  and  thus  he  opened  the  way 
to  the  most  holy  in  the  heavens.  And  by  this, 
his  own  offering,  which  is  of  infinite  worth,  he 
hath  fulfilled  and  accomplished  the  law,  and 
hath  obtained  eternal  redemption  for  us.  Heb. 
9:  12.— And  when  he  had  made  reconciliation 
for  us  with  the  Father,  he  sat  down  on  the  right 
hand  of  the  Majesty  on  high,  there  to  be  an 
Advocate,  Mediator  and  High  Priest,  with  God 
his  Father,  for  all  his  faithful  followers,  who 
look  unto  him ;  where  he  ever  liveth  to  make 
intercession  for  them. 

'  And  in  relation  to  his  kingly  office,  he  came 
down  from  heaven  with  the  power  of  his  al- 
mighty Father,  and  as  a  powerful  King  of  kings^ 
and  a  commander  to  the  people,  he  shall  exe- 
cute judgment  and  righteousness  in  the  land. 
And  he  is  the  end  and  accomplishment  of  all 
the  kings  in  Israel.  And  as  his  kingdom  was 
not  of  this  world,  but  consisted  in  a  spiritual, 
heavenly  kingdom,  he  rejected  all  the  offers  of 
an  earthly  kingdom,  and  eluded  all  attempts  to 
make  him  a  king.  Meanwhile,  he  was  labour- 
ing to  erect  and  establish,  with  those  of  his  fol- 
lowers, that  spiritual,  heavenly  kingdom,  which 
he  came  to  establish.  And  by  reforming,  changT 
ing  and  fulfilling  the  law  and  custom  of  Moses, 
he,  as  a  commanding  King  among  his  people^ 
taught  them  against  taking  revenge,  either  by 
word  or  deed ;  but  commanded  them  to  beat 
their  swords  into  plow-shares,  and  their  spears 
into  pruning-hooks ;  and  not  to  learn  war  anjr 
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more.  But  that  they  should,  on  the  contrary, 
I  love  their  enemies,  bless  tliose  who  curse  tliein, 
,  and  pray  for  those  wlio  despitcfully  use,  (uhI 
persecute  them.  And  that  they  should  not 
think  of  destroying  their  enemies,  in  .shoddiuf^ 
their  blood  by  fleshly  weapons  of  war :  for  (^^hrLst 
their  King  equipt  his  people,  against  their  ene- 
mies, alone  with  the  armour  of  God,  the  sword 
j  of  the  Spirit,  which  is  the  word  of  God  ;  there- 
with to  war,  in  tliis  their  s))iritual  warfare,  a- 
gainst  their  own  flesh,  the  world,  and  the  wiles 
of  the  devil.  And  with  this  sword  will  tho 
good  soldier  of  Jesus  Christ  fight  the  good  fight. 
conquer  his  spiritual  enemies,  finish  his  course, 
and  through  grace  will  obtain  a  crown  of  life 
and  righteousness,  which  the  Lord,  the  right- 
eous Judge,  the  King  of  kings,  shall  give  him 
and  all  those  w4io  love  his  appearance.  2  Tim. 
4:  7,  8.  ^ 

That  Christ,  as  the  promised  Prophet  and 
accomplished  Teacher  of  the  will  of  God,  must 
be  heard  and  obeyed,  read:  --The  Lord  thy 
God  w^ill  raise  up  unto  thee  a  Prophet  from  the 
midst  of  thee,  of  thy  brethren,  hke  unto  me  ; 
unto  him  ye  shall  hearken.  Deut.  18:  15. — A 
Prophet  shall  the  Lord  your  God  raise  up  unto 
you  of  your  brethren,  like  unto  me;  him  shall 
ye  hear.  Acts  7:  37.— For  Moses  truly  said  un- 
to the  fathers,  A  Prophet  shall  the  Lord  youi 
God  raise  up  unto  you,  of  yom*  brethren,  like 
unto  me ;  him  shall  ye  hear  in  all  things,  what- 
soever he  shall  say  unto  you .    And  it  shall  come 
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to  pass,  that  eveiry  soul,  which  w^  not  heat 
that  Prpphet,  shall  be  destroyed  fnStn  amon^ 
the  people.  3:  22,  23. — We  have  also  a  more 
sure  word  of  prophecy :  Whereunto  ye  do  well 
that  ye  take  heed,  as  unto  a  light  that  shineth 
in  a  dark  place,  until  the  day  dawn,  and  tlie 
day-star  arise  in  your  hearts.  2  Pet.  1:  19. — 
God,  who  at  sundry  times,  and  in  divers  man- 
ners, spake  in  time  past  unto  the  fathers  by  the 
prophets,  hath  in  these  last  days  spoken  unio 
us  bv  his  Son.  Heb.  1:  1,  2. 

Of  the  prophecies  of  Christ,  read: — And  Je- 
sus said  unto  them,  See  ye  not  all  these  things? 
Verily  I  «y  unto  you,  There  shall  not  be  left 
here  one  stone  upon  another,  that  shall  not  be 
thrown  down.  Matth.  24:  2,  and  throughout 
the  chapter.  Luke  17:  20-37. 

Of  Christ's  priestly  office,  read : — Aid  hav^ 
ing  a  High  Priest  over  the  house  of  God ;  let. 
us  draw  near  with  a  true  heart,  in  full  assurance 
of  faith.  Heb.  10:  21,  .22.-~For  the  priesthood 
being  changed,  there  is  made  of  necessity  a 
change  also  of  the  law.  7:  12.— For  if  that  first 
covenant  had  been  faultless,  then  should  no 
place  have  been  sought  for  tlie  second.  8:  7. — 
Then  said  he,  Lo,  I  come  to  do  thy  will,  O  God. 
He  taketh  away  the  first,  that  he  -may  establish 
tlie  second.  By  the  which  will  we  are  sancti- 
fied, through  the  offering  of 'the  body  of  JestM 
Christ  once  for  all.  1 0:  9, 10.— But  Christ  being 
cornea  High  Priest  of  good  things  to  coane.^^^ 
9:  11. 
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Of  hisaennons  read : — And  Jesus  went  about 
all  the  cities  and  villages,  teaching  in  their  syn- 
agogues, and  preaching  the  Gasfx;!  of  the  king- 
dom, and  healing  every  sickness',  nnd  every  (hs- 
ease,  among  the  people.  Matlh.  9:  35. — 5:  1, 
2. — 11: 1. — Now,  after  that  John  was  put  into 
prison,  Jesus  came  into  GaUlee,  preaching  tlic 
gospel  of  the  kingdom  of  God.  Mark  1:  M. 

Of  Christ's  kingly  office,  read:— Rejoice  great- 
ly, O  daughter  of  Zion  ;  shout  O  daughter  of 
Jerusalem :  behold, thy  Kingcometh  unto  thee: 
lie  is  just  and  having  salvation ;  lowly,  and  ri- 
ding upon  an  ass,  and  upon  a  colt  the  foal  of 
an  ass.  Zech.  9:  9. — Tell  yc  the  daughter  of 
Zion,  Behold,  thy  King  cometh  unto  thee, 
meek,  and  sitting  upon  an  ass,  and  a  colt  tlic 
foal  of  an  ass.  Math.  21:  6. — Behold,  tfie  days 
come,  saith  the  Lord,  that  I  will  raise  unto  Da- 
vid a  righteous  Branch,  and  a  King  shall  reign 
and  prosper,  and  shall  execute  judgment  and 
justice  in  the  earth.  Jer.  23:  5 — Behold,  a  King 
shall  reign  in  righteousness,  and  princes  shall 
mle  in  judgment.  Isa.  32:  1. — Rabbi,  thou  art 
the  son  of  God  ;  thou  art  the  King  of  Israel. 
John  1:  49. 

Of  Christ's  spiritual  kingdom  and  its  govern- 
ment, read : — And  the  Lord  God  shall  give  un- 
to him  the  throne  of  his  father  David  :  And  he 
shall  reign  over  the  house  of  Jacob  for  ever ; 
and  of  his  kingdom  there  shall  he  no  end.  Luke 
1:  32,  33.— For  he  is  Lord  of  lords,  and  King 
of  kings ;  and  they  that  arc  with  him  are  call* 
10 
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ed,  and  chosen,  and  faithful.  Rev.  17:  14 — But 
ye  are  a  chosen  generation,  a  royal  priesthood, 
a  holy  nation,  a  peculiar  people ;  that  ye  should 
show  forth  the  praises  of  him  ^ho  hath  called 
you  out  of  darkness  into  his  marvellous  light. 
1  Pet  2: 9. — ^And  ye  shall  be  unto  me  a  idng- 
dom  of  priests,  and  a  holy  nation.  Ex.  19:  6. — 
And  hast  made  us  unto  our  God  kings  and 
priests :  and  we  shalLreign  on  the  earth. — Bles- 
sing, and  honour,  and  glory,  and  power,  be  un- 
to him  that  sitteth.upon  the  throne,  and  unlxx 
the  Lamb,  for  ever  and  ever.    Rev.  6: 10^  13. 
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OF  THB  OHUBCH  OF  GOD,  AND  THfi  COMMUNIOS 

OF  Saints.  ^ 

Op  the  Church  of  God  and  the  communioa 
of  Saints  we  believe.  That  the  children  of  men, 
according  to  their  natural  birth  of  the  fiesh,  lure 
of  a  sinful  nature ;  and,  when  they  arrive  to 
understanding,  and  as  every  imagination  of  the 
thoughts  of  their  heart  is  only  evil  continually,. 
(Gen.  6:  5,)  they  follow  the  ways  of  sin  and 
wickedness,  and  thus  decline  and  depart  from*' 
their  Maker  God.  It  therefore  pleased  God^ 
(who  is  of  purer  eyes  than  to  behold  evil)  in  his 
infinite  wisdom  and  goodness,  fiom  the  begin- 
ning of  the  World,  to  call,  choose,  and  seperate, 
from  all  the  nations  and  kindreds  of  the  earth,  > 
ai  peculiar  people,  as  members  of  his  Church. 
And  these  are  they,  wha  have  turned  their  ews 
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to. the  calling  voice  of  God  ;  who  renounce  the 
world  with  all  its  sinful  lu6(s,  alluring  vanities, 
superstitious  and  idolatrous  wortjliip,  and  fniso 
religion ;  and  who,  by  the  callinfr  voice  of  (mhI 
are  united  to  Christ,  and  have  submitted  them- 
selves under  his  divine  teachinpr,  m  ol>edient 
members  of  his  body,  andslieep  of  Jii.«i|ui»<iure; 
and  are  renewed  after  the  iiiiap^e  of  Christ,  in 
whom  they  are  circumcised  with  the  ciroumri- 
sion  made  without  hands,  in  putting  of)'  the 
body  of  the  sins  of  the  ilesh  by  the  cirruiiici- 
fiion  of  Christ.  (Col.  2:  iT.)  These  walk  not 
after  the  flesh,  but  after  the  spirit.  Kom.  8:  1. 

This  Church  of  God,  took  its  first  rise  upon 
earth,  with  Adam  and  Eve,  in  Paradise,  (icn. 
(1:27.)  And. after\i\irds  with  Enocli,  Noiih, 
and  with  all  those,  who,  with  them,  called  on, 
worshippedand  adored, thathigh  and  lioly  iinmc 
of  God,  in  the  early  or  first  time,  before  the  pro- 
mulgation of  the  law,  by  Moses. 

After  this,  the  Lord  God  established  his  cov- 
enant, or  Church,  with  Abraham  and  his  seed ; 
(Gen.  17:  2 — 11.)  and  gave  him  as  a  seal  of  the 
Covenant,  Circumcision;  with  various  laws, 
rights,  ceremonies  and  customs.  This  coiiliti- 
ued  until  the  coming  of  Christ ;  and  was.  as 
under  the  law  of  Moses,  the  second  period  of 
time. 

And  lastly  God  sent  bis  Son,  to  whom  all 
power  is  given  in  lieaven  and  in  earth  ;  and  who 
entered  into  a  new  covenant  with  the  house  of 
brael,  and  with  the  house  of  Judah,  (Jer.  31: 
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31,)  and  to  which  he  invited  all  the  Gentile  na* 
tious  of  the  whole  earth ;  and  all  those  who  are 
willing  to  forsake  their  vain  delights,  and  sinful 
pleasures,  and  submissively  bow  under  this  new 
covenant.  With  such,  and  such  only,  hath 
Christ  established  and  replenished  his  Church. 
And  this  covenant,  this  church,  which  is  the  third 
period,  or  time,  will  stand  and  continue  unalter- 
ably, in  faith  and  practice,  until  the  appearance 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  . 

And,  although  the  Children  of  God  have  had 
sundry  Laws  and  ceremonies,  in  these  three 
different  periods  of  time,  whereby  to  regu- 
late their  life  and  practice ;  yet  they  were  all 
consistent  with  the  will  and  purpose  of  God ; 
and  were  all  given  to  one  people,  namely,  to 
those  who  in  all  times  constituted  the  church  of 
God,  and  were  moved  and  led  by  his  Holy 
Spirit. 

This  Church  and  assembly  of  believers  has 
not  always  been  visible  to  the  eyes  of  all  men, 
but  has  often  disappeared  and  retired  from  the 
eyes  of  a  sinful  and  blood-thirsty  world,  as  of 
whom  the  world  was  not  worthy.  This  may 
be  clearly  seen  by  Noah  and  his  house  being 
shut  up  in  the  ark  apart  from  all  the  world. 
(Gen.  7:  13.)— Also,  by  the  children  (tf  Israel, 
in  the  Red  Sea ;  (Ex.  14:  22,23,)  and  here  and 
there  in  their  forty  years'  journeying  in  the 
Wilderness. — Also  by  the  pious  in  Judea,  before 
the  bloody  sword  of  Manasseh;  (2  Kings  21: 
1,6,)  and  by  all  the  Godly  in  Israel  under  Ibe 
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eruel  threatenings  of  Jezebel.  {i,K\ns:s  \H:  4, 
13.)  And  moreover,  the  Briile,  the  Lainl/.s  wifo, 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Chrinr,  fled  into  the  wilder- 
ness, where  she  lialh  a  place  prepared  of  ( Jod, 
a  thousand  two  hundreii  and  three  score  days  ; 
there  to  be  nourished  and  concealed  from  (hat 
cruel  beast,  the  great  red  dragon,  that  antichrist 
who  with  his  tyranniad  and  bloody  sword  and 
brand,  opposeth  and  exaiteth  himself  above  all 
that  is  called  God,  or  that  is  worshi[)ped.  Kev. 
12: 1—6. — But  afterwards  she  apjKjared  agaii), 
by  the  grace  of  God,  in  her  former  light,  ground- 
ed and  built  on  her  first  foundation  which  is 
Christ  and  the  Apostles. 

And,  in  like  manner  as  the  temple  of  Solo- 
mon was  laid  waste,  in  its  first  building,  but 
when  it  was  re-built  it  continued  until  the  com- 
ing of  Christ,  in  the  flesh ;  so  we  hold  that  th« 
Church  of  Christ,  which  is  again  built  upon  the 
foundation  of  the  Apostles  and  prophets,  will 
continue  to  standi  in  its  purity  and  light,  till  the 
second  coming  of  Christ  from  heaven. 

All  the  faithful  believers,  who  constitute  the 
(yburch  of  God,  are,  as  members  of  one  bod}^, 
united  together  in  the  band  of  love ;  are  like 
minded  one  toward  another  according  to  Christ 
Jesus.  (Rom.  15:  5.)  They  walk  by  the  same 
rule  of  the  word  of  God,  they  mind  the  same 
things ;  (Phil.  3: 16,)  have  communion  togeth- 
er: and  as  every  man  hath  received  the  gift, 
even  so  they  minister  the  same  one  to  another, 
as  good  stewards  of  the  manifold  grace  of  God. 
(1  Pet.  4:   10.)    Those  whom  the  LotA  V\^v\v 
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blessed  with  Spiritual  gifts,  will  administer  the 
same,  charitably,  one  to  another,  to  the  edifying 
of  the  soul;  and  those  whom  God  hath  bless> 
ed  with  temporal  things,  will  do  good,  and  ad- 
minister of  the  good  things  of  this  life,  to  the 
relief  of  the  poor  and  needy.  And  by  thus  com- 
municating both  their  spiritual  and  temporal 
things,  they  manifest  that  they  are  of  one  mind, 
having  so  far  all  things  common,  that  there  may 
be  lack  of  nothing.  And  thus  they  lay  up  in 
store  for  themselves  a  good  foundation  against 
the  time  to  come.  1  Tim.  6:  17-19. — This 
Church  of  God  has  been  upon  the  earth  from 
the  beginning  of  the  world ;  whether  she  con- 
sisted in  a  small  or  a  large  number  of  her  mem- 
bers ;  or  whether  in  a  state  of  concealment,  or, 
in  an  open  and  visible  state:  and  so  will  she 
continue,  as  having  the  promise  of  Christ's  pre- 
sence to  the  end  of  the  world.  Matth.  28:  20. 

Of  the  Church  of  Christ,  which  consists  of 
believing  regenerated  members,  who  are  united 
and  pui&ed  by  the  renewing  of  the  Holy  Spirit, 
read,  For  thou  art  a  holy  people  unto  the  lA}rd 
thy  God,  and  the  Lord  hath  chosen  thee  to  be 
a  peculiar  people  unto  himself,  above  all  the  na- 
tions that  are  upon  the  earth.  Deut.  14: 2. — And 
the  Lord  hath  avouched  thee  this  day  to  be  his 
peculiar  people,  as  he  hath  promise  thee,  and 
that  thoushouldest  keep  all  his  commandments; 
And  to  make  thee  high  above  all  nations  which 
he  hath  made,  in  praise,  and  in  name,  and  in 
honour ;  and  that  thoi;  mayest  be  a  holy  peo(da 
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unto  the  Lord  thy  God,  as  he  hath  spoken. 
26:  18,  19. — But  ye  are  a  chosen  generation,  a 
royal  priesthood,  a  holy  nation,  a  peculiar  pco- 
rie;  that  ye  should  shew  forth  the  praises  of 
nim  who  hath  called  you  out  of  darkness  iiUo 
his  marvellous  light.  1  Pet.  2:  9. 

How  the  Church  of  God,  as  grounded  and 
boiit  upon  Christ,  must  submit  to  hitn  as  her 
head,  read  : — And  upon  this  rock  (this  founda- 
tion, which  is  Christ,)  I  will  build  my  church, 
^od  the  gates  of  heU  shall  not  prevail  against 
it  Matth.  16:  18. — For  the  husband  is  tlie  head 
of  the  wife,  even  as  Christ  is  the  head  of  the 
church ;  and  he  is  the  Saviour  of  tlie  body. 
Therefore,  as  the  Church  is  subject  unto  Christ, 
sa  let  the  wives  be  unto  their  own  husbands  in 
every  thing.    Husbands,  love  your  wifes,  even 
as  Christ  also  loved  the  church,  and  gave  him- 
self for  it;  That  he  might  sanctify  and  cleanse 
it  with  the  washing  of  water  by  the  word ;  Thai 
he  might  present  it  to  himself  a  gloorious  church, 
not  having  spot  or  wrinkle,  or  any  such  thing; 
bat  that  it  should  be  holy  and  without  blemish. 
Eph.  5: 23-27. — And  gave  him  to  be  the  head 
ever  all  things  to  the  church,  wliich  is  his  body 
the  fullness  of  him  that  filleth  all  in  all.  1:  22, 
23. — Till  we  all  come  in  the  unity  of  the  faith, 
and  of  the  knowledge  of  the  Son  of  God,  unto 
a  perfect  man,  unto  the  measure  of  the  stature 
of  the  fullness  of  Christ;  That  we  henceforth 
be  no  more  children  tossed  to  and  fro,  and  carri- 
ti  about  with  .every  wind  of  doctrine,  by  tl\e 
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sleight  of  men,  and  canning  craftiness,  where- 
by they  lie  in  wait  to  deceive ;  but  speaking 
the  truth  in  love,  may  grow  up  into  him  in  all 
things,  which  is  the  head,  even  Christ :.  From 
whom  the  whole  body  fitly  joined  together  and 
compacted  by  that  which  every  joint  snpplietb, 
according  to  the  effectual  working  in  the  mea- 
sure of  every  part,  inaketh  increase  of  the  body, 
imto  the  edifying  of  itself  in  love.  4:  13—16* — 
That  thou  mayest  know  how  thou  cughtest  to 
behave  thyself  in  the  house  of  God,  which  is 
the  church  of  the  living  God,  the  pillar  and 
ground  of  the  truth.  1  Tim.  3:  15. 

Of  the  communion  of  Saints,  read :  But  if  we 
walk  in  the  light,  as  he  is  in  the  light,  we  have 
fellowship  one  with  another,  and  the '  blood 
of  Jesus  Christ  his  Son  cleanseth  us  from  all  sin. 
1  John  I:  7. — And  they  continued  steadfastly 
in  the  Apostle's  doctrine  and  fellowship,  and  in 
breaking  of  bread,  and  in  prayers.  Acts  2:  42,. 
And  the  multitude  of  them  that  believed  were 
of  one  heart  and  of  one  soul;  neither  said  any 
of  them  that  aught  of  the  things  which  he 
possessed  was  his  own ;  but  they  had  all  things 
common.  4:  32. — For  as  the  body  is  one,  and 
has  many  members,  and  all  the  members  of 
that  one  body,  being  many,  are  one  body ;  so 
also  is  Christ.  For  by  one  spirit  are  we  all 
baptized  into  one  body,  whether  we  be  Jews  or 
Gentiles,  whether  we  be  bond  or  free;  and  hav© 
been  all  made  to  drink  into  one  Spirit.  For  the 
body  is  not  one  tnember,  but  many.  1  Cor.  13: 
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12-14. — For  as  many  of  you  as  have  been  Iwp- 
tized  into  Christ  have  jnit  on  Christ.  There 
18  neither  Jew  nor  Greek,  there  is  neither  lK)nil 
nor  free,  there  is  neither  male  nor  female  ;  for 
ye  arc  all  one  in  Christ  Jesus.  Gal.  3:  27, 28.— 
That  they  all  may  be  one ;  as  thou,  Father,  art 
ki  me,  and  I  in  thee,  tiiat  they  also  may  be  one 
in  us :  that  the  world  may  believe  that  thou  hnnt 
sent  me.  And  the  glory  which  thou  gavcst  mo, 
I  have  given  them ;  that  they  may  be  one,  even 
as  we  are  one.  John  17:  21,  22. 
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OF  THE  SIGN,  CHABACTKR  AND  TOKBZf  OV  TTIB 
CHURCH  OF  GOD,  WHEREBY  SHE  BIAY  BE 
KKOWN  AND  DISTINGUISHED  FROM  ALL  OTH- 
ER PEOPLE  AND  NATIONS. 

Op  the  Church  of  God,  whereby  she  may  bo 
distinguished  from  all  other  people  and  nations 
of  the  earth,  is,  First:  by  ber  Saving  Faitli, 
which  worketh  by  love;  which  is  wrought  in 
the  heart  by  the  preaching  and  hearing  of  the 
word  of  God.  And  therefore  it  is  not  founded 
on  the  ordinances  and  institutions  of  men,  but 
alone  on  the  word  of  God:  and  worketh  so 
powerfully  in  the  heart  of  man,  as  to  turn  it  a- 
way  from  all  visible  objects  and  sinful  lusts  and 
affections,  to  the  invisible  God  and  to  his  hea- 
venly inheritance.     And 

Secondly,  All  the  children  of  God,  as  mem- 
bers of  his  Church  are  known  by  their  being 
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renewed  in  the  spirit  of  their  n^inds,  being  bom 
again  of  God  by' the  regeaerating  influence  of 
the  Holy  Spirit,  in  putting  off  the  sins  of  tbe 
^eah  by  the  circumcision  of  Christ.  For,  as  by 
ihe  natural  birth  we  obtain  a  human  nature, 
tendency  and  disposition,  which  is  carnally 
minded  and  bringeth  forth  the  fruits  of  the  flesh; 
so,  in  like  manner  do  we,  by  the  new  faith,  oF) 
regeiCieration,  obtain  a  spiritual  »nd  idivioe  na- 
ture, which  is  spiritually  minded,  and  bringetk 
forth  the  mind  which  was  also  in  Clirist  Jesus, 
and  the  divine  fruits  of  the  spirit.     And 

Thirdly,  Is  the  Church  of  God  known  by  the 
good  works,  which  its  feithful  members  show 
forth,  by  their  unfeigned  faith,  as  their  fruits  of 
thankfulness.  Which  works,  however,  are  not 
ijo  bedone  after  the^ommandmentsand  doctrines 
of  men,  in  a  voluntiry  humility  and  will-wor- 
ship ;  but  to  imitate  Christ  and  his  apostles  and 
to  be  followers  of  God,  as  dear  rhildren ;  and 
walk  in  love,  as  Christ  also  hath  loved  u& 
Proving  what  is  acceptable  unto  the  Lord. 
Criving  thanks  always  for  all  things  unto  God 
and  the  Father  in  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
^^brist.  And  with  these  divine  virtues  should 
all  believers  be  invested,  that  they  may  appear 
as  a  light  on  a.  candlestick,  and  as  a  city  that  is 
set  on  a  hill  cannot  be  hid,  but  will  shine  forth 
as  a  light  of  the  world  that  thereby  their  Fath- 
er in  heaven  may  be  glorified.  And  as  a  tree 
which  is  known  to  be  good  by  the  good  fruit 
aarhich  it  bearsr    And 
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Fourthly,  Will  the  Churcli  of  Ciod  be  known 
by  the  glorious  and  honourable  upi^eUations  giv- 
en to  her  by  the  Holy  Spirit :  qh,  a  City,  and 
Temple  of  the  Living  God,  wherein  he  dwell- 
eth  and  walketh ;  the  Bride  the  [jamb's  wife ; 
Daughter  of  Zion,  and  Chaste  Virgin  espoused 
to  Christ  by  faith.  Now,  as  all  cities  are  known 
to  what  king  or  government  they  belong,  by 
their  loyalty,  faithfulness  and  fidelity  which 
they  manifest  to  their  king  and  governor ;  so 
also  is  the  Church  of  God  known  to  belong  to 
Christ  Jesus,  by  her  loyalty,  faithfulness  and  fi- 
delity to  him,  as  her  King  and  head,  in  all 
matters  of  faith  and  religion,  by  acknowledg- 
ing, honouring  and  obeying  him  in  keeping 
his  commandments^  And  as  a  chaste  virgin 
will  leave  father  and  mother  and  all  strange 
company,  and,  in  love,  submit  herself  to  her  be- 
loved bridegroom;  so  must  all  the  children  of 
God,  forsake  and  depart  from  all  false  religion, 
flee  the  voice  of  a  stranger,  be  united  to  Christ 
and  submit  to  him  in  love,  hear  his  voice  by  the 
preaching  of  the  gospel,  and  obediently  follow 
after  him. 

Fiilhly,  Are  the  people  of  God  known  by 
their  faithful  and  true  Ministers,  who,  according 
to  the  apostle' Paul  must  be  blameless,  the  hus- 
band of  one  wife,  vigilcmt,  sober,  of  good  beha- 
vbur,  given  to  hospitality,  apt  to  teach ;  Not 
given  to  wine,  no  striker,  not  greedy  of  filthy 
lucre  ;  but  patient,  not  a  brawler,  not  covetous ; 
One  that  ruleth  well  his  own  house,  having  his 
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children  in  subjection  with  all  gravity.  (1  Tim* 
3:  2-4.)  They  must  feed  the  lock,  not  for  the 
sake  of  eating  the  fat  thereof  and  of  clothing 
themselves  with  the  wool ;  (Eze  34:  2,  3,)  but 
willingly ;  not  for  filthy  lercre,  but  of  a  ready 
mind  ;  Neither  as  being  lords  over  God's  heri- 
tage, but  being  ensamples  to  the  -flock.  (1  Pet. 
6:  2,  3.)  They  must  not  speak  their  own 
words  but  the  Lord's,  and  do  his  work.  Stu- 
dying to  show  themselves  approved  unto  God) 
workmen  that  need  not  to  be  ashamed,  rightly 
dividing  the  word  of  truth.  (2  Tim.  2:  16.) 
That  the  word  may  go  forth  as  from  the  mouth 
of  the  Lord,  and  not  return  void,  but  bring  forth 
Iruit.  accomplishing  that  for  which  it  was  sent. 
So  tnat  by  the  preaching  of  these  glad  tidings, 
the  hearts  of  the  sons  of  men  may  be  turn^,- 
according  to  the  counsel  and  will  of  Gcd^  from 
their  evil  ways  and  from  the  evil  of  their  doings, 
and  be  converted  unto  the  Lord  their  God. 

And  lastly.  Are  the  true  disciples  of  Jesus 
Christ,  as  his  church  known,  by  their  undissem- 
bled  divine  love :  which  Christ  himself  has  giv- 
en as  a  token  whereby  all  men  should  know 
them  to  be  his  disciples.  This  love  consists 
in  loving  the  Lord  God  with  all  the  heart,  and 
with  a;ll:  the  soul,  and  with  all  the  mind,  and 
with  all  the  strength  :  And  to  love  thy- neigh- 
bor as  thyself.  (Mark  12:  30,  31.)  And  farther 
it  consists  in  keeping  the  commandments,  of 
God.  H»  Christ  says.  He  that  hath  iiiy  com- 
mandmefiiis,  and  keepeth  them,  he  it  is  that  k)T- 
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^h  me.  And  again,  If  a  man  love  me,  lie  will 
keep  my  wordi).  (Jolia  14:  21,  23.)  Moreover, 
this  Jove  consists  also  in  loving  our  brethren  and 
neighbours  as  we  love  ourselves ;  not  in  word 
neither  in  tongue ;  but  in  deed  and  in  truth  : 
80  that  those  whom  the  Lord  has  blessed  with 
spiritual  gifts,  will,  in  love  to  his  ncighlx)ur.  ad- 
minister of  the  same  to  the  edifying  of  the  soul ; 
and  those  whom  the  Lord  has  blessed  with  tem- 
poral things,  will  administer  thereof  to  his  nee- 
dy brethren  those  things  which  are  needful  to 
the  body,  so  that  there  be  no  poor  and  needy, 
who  suffer  spiritual  or  temporal  want  in  the  true 
Israel  of  God. 

Furthermore  must  the  true  disciple  of  Jesus 
Christ  have  charity  to  all  men,  in  doing  good 
according  to  his  ability,  and  were  it  even  to  his 
most  noted  enemies,  and  those  who  persecute 
him  even  to  death ;  and  not  to  resist  with  flesh- 
ly weapons ;  but  to  copy  afier  Ch rist,  who,  w  hen 
he  was  reviled,  reviled  not  again  ;  when  he  suf- 
fered, he  threatened  not ;  but  committed  him- 
self to  him  that  judgeth  righteously.  And 
when  he  was  persecuted,  and  was  brought  as  a 
Lamb  to  the  slaughter,  and  nailed  to  the  cross, 
he,  as  a  sheep  before  her  shearers  is  dumb,  so 
opened  he  not  his  mouth,  in  revenge,  but  pray- 
ed for  his  persecutors  and  murderers ;  leaving 
an  infallible  and  undeceivable  example  for  his 
disciples  to  copy  after  and  imitate.  And  as  all 
/aithful  soldiers  will  disengage  from  the  affairs 
of  this  life,  that  they  may  please  bim  who  hatk 
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of  tl^e  flesh  is  flesh;  and  that  which  is  bom  < 
the  Spirit  is  spirit.  Marvel  not  that  I  said  ui 
to  thee,  Ye  must  be  born  again.  The  wit 
bioweth  where  it  Usteth,  and  thou  hearest  tl 
sound  thereof,  but  canst  not  tell  whence  it  con 
eth,  and  whither  it  goeth  :  so  is  every  one  th 
is  born  of  tlie  Spirit.  John  3:  6-8. — Therefor 
if  any  man  be  in  Christ,  he  is  a  new  creatur 
old  tilings  are  passed  away;  behold  all  thinj 
are  become  new.  2  Cor.  5:  1 7. 

How  the  true  members  of  Christ  are  to  1 
known  by  their  pious  and  godly  walk  and  coi 
versation  : — read,  Every  tree  that  bringeth  n 
forth  good  fruit  is  hewn  down,  and  cast  into  tl 
fire.  Wherefore  by  their  fruits  ye  shall  kno 
them.  Not  every  one  that  saith  unto  me.  Lor 
Lord,  shall  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  heaven 
but  he  that  doeth  the  will  of  my  Father  whic 
is  in  heaven.  Matth.  7:  19-21, — Let  your  ligl 
so  shine  before  men,  that  they  may  see  yoi 
good  works,  and  glorify  your  Father  which 
in  heaven.  5:  16. — For  whosoever  shall  do  tl 
will  of  my  Father  which  is  in  heaven,  the  san 
is  my  brother,  and  sister  and  mother.  12:  60.- 
Ye  are  my  friends,  if  ye  do  whatsoever  I  con 
mnii^lbu.  John  15:  14. 

Daafl^sthings  without  murmurings  and  di 
patififfs:  That  ye  may  be  blameless  and  harn 
less,  toe  ions  of  God,  without  rebuke,  in  th 
midaL  of  a  crooked  and  perverse  nation,  amon 
whom  ye  shine  as  lights  in  the  world  ;  holdin 
forth  the  word  of  hfe.  Phil.  2:  14-16.— Lki 
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thSdren  let  no  man  deceive  you :  he  that  doeth 
righteousness  is  righteous,  even  as  he  is  ri)i;:ht- 
eous.  He  that  committelh  sin  is  of  the  devil, 
for  the  devil  siuneth  from  the  beginning.  For 
this  purpose  the  Son  of  God  was  manifested 
that  he  might  destroy  the  works  of  the  devil. 
1  Whosoever  is  born  of  God  doth  not  commit  sin ; 
!  for  his  seed  remaineth  in  him ;  and  he  cannot 
ain,  because  lie  is  born  of  God.  1  John  3: 7>-9. 

How  the  people  of  God  are  known,  by  their 
being  separated  from  all  the  sinful  nation.^*  of 
(be  world;  and  by  submitting  themselves  un- 
der Christ  their  Head,  hearing  his  voice,  and 
keeping  his  commandments,  read: — Wherefore, 
iny  dearly  beloved,  flee  from  idolatry.  Ye  can- 
not drink  the  cup  of  the  Lord,  and  the  cup  of 
devils ;  ye  cannot  be  partakers  of  the  Lord's  ta- 
ble, and  of  the  table  of  devils.  1  Cor.  10:  14, 
21. — Be  ye  not  unequally  yoked  together  with 
unbelievers ;  for  whatfellowship  hath  righteous- 
ness with  unrighteousness?  and  what  commu- 
nion hath  light  with  darkness?  And  what 
concord  hath  Christ  with  Belial?  or  what  part 
hath  he  that  believeth  with  an  infidel  ?  And 
what  agreement  hath  the  temple  of  God  with 
idols?  for  ye  are  the  temple  of  the  living  God ; 
as  God  hath  said,  I  will  dwell  in  them,  and  walk 
in  them;  and  I  will  be  their  God,  and  they  shall 
be  my  people.  Wherefore,  come  out  from  a- 
moDg^  them,  and  be  ye  seperate,  saith  the  Lord, 
and  touch  not  the  unclean  thing;  and  I  will 
receive  yoU|  Ajid  wDl  he  a  Father  unto  ^oui 
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and  ye  shall  be  my  sons  and  daughters,  saith 
the  Lord  Almighty.  2  Cor.  6: 14--18. — Come 
out  of  lier  my  people,  that  ye  be  not  partakers 
of  her  sins,  and  that  ye  receive  not  of  her  plagues. 
Rev.  18:4.— Depart  ye,depart  ye^  go  ye  out  from 
thence,  touch  no.junclean  thing  ;  go  ye  out  of 
the  midst  of  her ;  be  ye  clean  that  bear  the  ves- 
sels of  the  Lord.

My  sheep  hear  my  voice,  and  I  know  them^ 
and  they  follow  me :  And  I  give  unto  them  c- 
ternal  life ;  and  they  shall  never  peiish,  neither 
shall  any  pluok  them  out  of  my  hand.  John  10: 
27,  28.— And  a  stranger  will  they  not  follow, 
but  will  flee  from  him :  for  they  know  not  the 
voice  of  a  stranger,  v.  6. — Teaching  them  to 
observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have  command- 
ed you.

'Ml 
How  to  know  and  dintinguisli  the  fal^e  proph- 
ets, from  the  faithful  and  true  Servants  of  .Ic- 
BUS  Christ,  read : — Beware  of  falnc  prophets, 
which  come  to  you  in  sheep*s  clothincr,  hut  in- 
wardly they  are  ravening  wolves.  Ye  slirill 
know  them  by  their  fruits.  Do  men  gather 
grapes  of  thorns,  or  figs  of  thistl(»s  7  JOvcn  so 
every  good  tree  bringeth  forth  good  fruit ;  hut  a 
corrupt  tree  bringeth  forth  evil  fiuil.  Math.  7: 
15-17. — If  there  arise  among  you  a  prophet. 
era  dreamer  of  dreams,  and  givelh  ihee  a  sign 
or  a  wonder,  And  the  sign  or  the  wonder  coine 
to  pass,  whereof  he  spake  unto  thee,  .^uying, 
Let  us  go  after  other  gods,  which  thou  hast  not 
known,  and  let  us  serve  them ;  Thou  s-halt  not 
hearken  unto  the  words  of  that  prophet,  or  that 
dreamer  of  dreams:  for  the  Lord  vour  God 
proveth  you,  to  know  whether  you  love  the 
Lord  your  God  with  all  your  heart  and  with 
ail  your  soul.  Ye  shall  walk  after  the  IjOrd 
your  God,  and  fear  him,  and  keep  hi:^  command- 
ments, and  obey  his  voice,  and  ye  shall  serve 
him,  and  cleave  unto  him.  Deut.  13:  1-4,— 
He  that  speaketh  of  himself  secketh  his  own 
glory  :  but  he  that  secketh  his  glory  that  sent 
him,  the  same  is  true,  and  no  unrighteousness 
is  in  him.  John  7:  18. — For  he  whom  God 
hath  sent  speaketh  the  word  of  God:  for  God 
giveth  not  the  Spirit  by  measure  unto  Www. 
John  3:  34 — If  yeconiiaw  in  my  worA,\\Atv\ 
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are  ye  my  disciples ;  And  ye  shall  know  the 
truth,  and  tl)e  truth  dhail  make  you  free.  8:  31, 
32. — If  any  man  speak,  let  him  speak  as  the 
oracles  of  GoA.\  if  any  man  minister^  let  him 
do  it  as  of  the  ability  which  God  giveth ;  that 
God  in  all  things  may  be  glorified  through  Je- 
sus Christ ;  to  whom  be  praise  and  dominion 
for  ever  and  ever.     Amen.  1  Pet.  4:  11. 

But  if  they  had  stood  in  my  counsel,  and  had 
caused  my  peo{de  to  hear  my  words,  then  they 
should  have  turned  them  from  their  evil  ways, 
and  from  the  evil  of  their  doings.  Behold,  I 
am  against  the  prophets,  saith  the  Lord,  that 
use  their  tongues,  and  say.  He  saith.  Behold, 
I  am  against  them  that  prophecy  false  dreams, 
saith  the  Lord,  and  do  tell  them,  and  cause  my 
people  to  err  by  their  lies,  and  by  their  lightness, 
yet  I  sent  them  not,  nor  commanded  them: 
therefore  they  shall  not  profit  this  people  at  all, 
saith  the  Lord.  Jer.  23:  22,  31,  32.— For  a 
bishop  must  be  blapneless,  as  the  steward  of 
God;  not  self-willed,  not  soon  angry,  not  given 
to  wine,  no  striker,  not  given  to  filthy  lucre ; 
But  a  lover  of  hospitalit}^,  a  lover  of  good  men, 
sober,  just,  holy,  temperate;  Holding  fast  the 
feithfulword  as  he  hath  been  taught,  that  he 
may  be  able  by  sound  doctrine  both  to  exhort 
and  to  convince  the  gainsay ers.  Tit.  1:  7-9. 

How  the  Christians  are  to  be  known  by  the 
love  and  charity  which  is  manifested  among 
them,  read : — A  new  commandment  I  give  un- 
to  you,  That  ye  love  one  another ;  as  I  faafe  * 
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lovecl  you,  that  ye  also  love  one  another.  Ry 
this  shall  all  men  know  that  ye  are  tny  disciple?, 
if  ye  have  love  one  to  another.  Jolui  13:  34,  o5. 
— In  this  the  children  of  Uod  are  nianifenl,  an<l 
the  children  of  the  devil :  whosoever  doeth  not 
righteousness  is  not  of  God,  neither  he  thAt 
loveth  not  his  brother.  And  this  is  his  com- 
mandnient,  That  weshould  believe  on  the  name 
of  his  Son  Jesus  Christ,  and  love  one  another, 
as  he  gave  us  commandment.  1  John  3:  U^ 
23. — This  is  ray  commandment,  That  ye  love 
one  another,  as  I  have  loved  you.  John  15:  12. 
— Be  ye  therefore  followers  of  God,  as  dear 
children ;  And  walk  in  love,  as  Christ  also  hath 
loved  us,,  and  hath  given  himself  for  us  an  of- 
fering and  a  sacrifice  to  God  for  a  sweet  smelt- 
ing savour.  Eph.  6: 2,  3. — Seeing  ye  have  pu- 
rified your  souls,  in  obeying  tlie  truth  through 
the  Spirit,  unto  unfeigned  love  of  the  brethren, 
see  that  ye  love  one  another  with  a  pure  heart 
fervently.  1  Pet.  I:  22. — Add  to  your  faith, 
virtue;  and  to  virtue, knowledge;  and  to  knowl- 
edge, temperance ;  and  to  temperance,  patience: 
and  to  patience.  Godliness ;  and  to  Godliiie^F. 
brotherly  kindness ;  and  to  brotherly  kindness, 
Charity.  2  Pet,  1:  5-7. 
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ARTICLE  TWENTIETH. 

9V  THE  COXSTITDTION  OF   TUJ2  CUUHCH  OF  GOD, 
OOSCEBNIXG  THU   OBOIXANCE   AND     RCGULA- 
TlOX  OF   CHOOSING.  ORDAINING   AND   SENDING 
FORTH  ilER  MINISTERS. 

Of  the  ordinance  and  regulation  of  the 
Church,  in  choosing,  ordaining  and  sending 
forth  her  Ministers  or  Pastors,  we  believe  and  ac< 
knowledge:  That,  as  a  house,  city  or  country, 
•annot  stand  and  subsist  without  laws  and  gov- 
ernment ;  nor  can  the  human  body  subsist,  un- 
less every  member  of  the  body  perform  its  proper 
functions  which  the  wise  Creator  hath  assigned 
to  it :  80  aldo  hath  the  Lord  God  ordained  ordi- 
nances, laws  and  eoramandments  in  his  church, 
wiiereby  it  may  be  established,  improved, 
Strengthened  and  edited. 

And  as  the  eyes,  the  mouth,  the  hands  and  the 
feet  arc  the  most  necessary  members  of  the  bo- 
dy^  therewith  to  see,  speak,  labour,  and  stand, 
that  the  body  may  thereby  be  supported  and 
subsist ;,  so  has  Christ  the  Lord  ordained  in  his 
church,  first,  by  his  own  personal  commanding 
voice,  his  Apostles,  as  the  most  necessary  mem- 
1)ers  in  his  body,  the  church  sending  them  out 
to  preach  the  gospel  to  all  nations,  teaching  them 
to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  he  had  com- 
manded them  :  whose  mission  was  followed  and 
otitablished  by  signs  and  wonders  from  on  high. 

This  likewise  did  the  Apostles  by  the  Holy 
Spirit  command  their  followers  to  do,  namely : 
That  they  should  choose,  appoint  and  ordain  in 
t&9  Church,  Pastors,  teachers,  rulois  and  helpen 
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wh3  should  with  their  pious  walk  and  holy 
conversation  shine  forth  as  bright  stars  in  (hi:« 
spiritual  heaven,  and  as  the  messengers  of  peace, 
biear  the  glad  tidings  of  the  glorious  gaspel  to 
the  eads  of  the  world,  to  turn  the  children  of 
men  from  tlieir  evil  ways  unto  God  tlieir  Sa- 
viour ;  tliat  thereby  his  body,  the  church,  be  re- 
plenisheilybdievers  established  and  edified. 

And,  08  it  is  well  known  that,  without  faith- 
ful and  true  Pastors  and  Ministers,  the  Church 
cannot  subsist;  and  that  for  want  of  wholesome 
doctrine,  fkisture,  tlie  sheep  of  Christ's  flock  go 
astray  and  are  scattered ;  also  that  this  want  is 
often  attributable  to  the  unworthiness  of  the 
people :  it  is  therefore  incumbent  to  the  people 
of  God,  who  are  in  need  of  a  fiiithful  pastor,  not 
to  turn  their  minds  to  those  who  have  been 
taught,  and  acquired  their  knowledge  in  the 
schools  of  human  wisdom,  and  who  with  enti- 
cing words  of  man's  wisdom,  endeavour  to  sell 
for  gain  this  their  acquired  knowledge;  and 
who  do  not  with,  an  humble  and  pure  mind 
preach  Christ  fervently,  and  follow  him  in  the 
regeneration :  but  the  true  members  of  Christ 
siiould,  according  to  the  counsel  of  God,  turn 
their  mind^,  by  prayer  and  fasting,  to  the 
Lord  of  the  harvest,  who  is  the  true  Sender-forth 
of  labourers,  that  he,  in  his  divine  wisdom, 
would  raise  up  Shepherds  unto  them,  endowed 
with  wisdom  and  truth,  and  set  them  as  house- 
holders over  the  household  of  God,  to  give  them 
their  portion  of  meat  in  due  season  *,  Aui^ixft 
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them  with  heavenly  ardour,  to  feed  the  flock  of 
Christ's  sheep,  not  for  the  fat  and  wool,  but 
willingly  and  of  a  ready  mind,  point  out  to  them 
by  doctrine  and  example  the  road  that  leads  to 
life  and  immortality;  and  thus  by  the  grace  of 
God,  to  keep  what  is  committed  to  their  trust, 
and  to  finish  the  course  of  their  high  calling  in 
Christ  Jesus. 

Therefore  should  all  true  believers,  who  stand 
in  need  of  a  faithful  minister ;  after  seeking  the 
bee  of  God,  with  ardent  prayer  and  supplica- 
tion, look  out  for  a  feithful  and  pious  brother, 
who  is  able  to  keep  under  his  body  and  bring 
it  in  subjection ;  and  in  whom  the  fruit  of  the 
Spirit  is  evidently  and  clearly  seen ;  and  him, 
after  he  is  chosen  by  the  united  voices  of  the 
church,  and  duly  examined  by  the  elders  and 
ministers  of  the  church  concerning  the  unity  of 
his  faith  with  the  wx)rd  of  God,  in  all  points, 
and  with  the  ordinance  of  the  church,  Uiat  he 
may  be  found  qualified  to  leach  and  instruct 
others  m  the  way  of  life  and  truth,  as  being 
well  acquainted  with  it  himself.  And  such  an 
one  after  he  is  thus  found  to  be  capable,  shali^ 
in  thename  of  the  Lord,  come  forth  to  teach  and 
instruct  the  people,  proclaiming  to  them  the  will 
and  counsel  of  the  Lord.  And  after  there  ar» 
manifest  indications,  that  the  preaching  of  the 
gospel  is  intrusted  unto  him  by  the  Lobo,  In 
that  he  is  a  workman  that  needeth  not  to  be  a-  • 
shamed,  rightly  dividing  the  wonl  of  truth ;  (2 
Tfrn.  &  I5f)  ajoji  tjbat  by  hi9  preaching  he  brings 
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forth  fmit ;  The  church  may  then,  when 
examination  he  is  found  to  be  in  unity 
the  church,  in  their  faith,  according  to  the 
[  of  God,  choose  and  elect  him,  hy  their 
xi  voices,  to  be  their  Elder,  Pastor  or  min- 
which  shnlL  be  confirmed  by  the  laying  on 
lands  of  tho  presbytery.  He  shall  then 
full  privilege  to  labour  in  God's  husband- 
rod's  building,  by  administering  Christian 
dm^  tlie  Lord's  Supper  and  all  the  ordinan- 
elonging  to  the  church  of  God. 
like  manner  shall  the  church  of  God  choose 
diect  the  Deacons,  by  their  united  voices, 
after  being  examined  in  their  faith,  and 
i  to  hoM  fast  the  faithful  word,  and  to  be 
bjects  for  the  important  station,  then  to  be 
rmed  by  the  laying  on  of  hands,  and  or- 
n1  lobe  helpers  and  overseers  in  the  Church, 
the  liands  of  these  Deacons,  shall  be  repos- 
.U  the  free  gifts  of  the  gratuitous  meml>er!9 
le  church,  us  a  support  for  the  poor  and' 
Y  members  of  Christ;  who  according  to 
ability  labour  with  their  hands  to  procure 
Mstence,  and  yet  are  not  able  to  supply 
wants.  Among  these,  according  to  their 
al  wants,  shall  be  distributed  those  dona- 
or  free  gifts,  that  there  may  be  no  want 
ig  the  children  of  God ;  and  that  the  gifts 
e  cheerful  givers  may  be  in  secret,.  But 
m  to  God,  who  will  re^vard  it  openly,  ac- 
fig  to  the  doctrine  of  Christ.  Math.  6:  1-4^ 
)d  if  any  of  tho^aJbove  mentioned  miQ\ale\a 
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should  turn  away  from  the  faith,  from  their  ho- 
ly conversation,  and  from  the  way  of  truth  ;  in 
(hat  case,  the  church  who  chose,  elected  und 
ordained  the  same,  if  she  is  in  a  pious  and  god- 
ly state,  shall  correct  him  in  the  spirit  of  meek- 
ness ;  or,  according  to  his  offence  divest  him  of 
the  office  which  they  had  intrusted  him  with. 
Of  the  ordinance  of  the  Church  of  Christ, 
read: — For  though  I  be  absent  in  the  flesh,  yet 
am  I  with  you  in  the  Spirit,  joying  and  behold- 
ing your  oixler,  and  the  steadfastness  of  your 
faith  in  Christ.  Col.  2:  5. — Wherefore,  tny 
brethren,  when  ye  come  together  to  eat,  tarry 
one  for  another.  And  if  any  man  hunger,  lei 
him  eat  at  home ;  that  ye  come  not  together  un- 
to condemnation.  And  the  rest  will  I  set  iq  or- 
der when  I  come.  1  Cor.  11:  33,  34. — Let  all 
things  be  done  decently  and  in  order.  14:  40.^ — 
For  this  cause  left  I  thee  in  Crete,  that  thou 
shouldest  set  in  order  the  things  that  are  want- 
ing, and  ordain  elders  in  every  city,  as  I  had 
appointed  thee.  Tit.  1:  5. 

How  we  must  pray  the  Lord  to  send  forth 
labourers  into  his  harvest,  read : — Then  aaith 
\ie  unto  his  disciples,  The  harvest  truly  is  pkn- 
teous,  but  the  labourers  are  few ;  Pray  ye  thece- 
fore  the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  that  he  will  s^nd 
forth  labourers  into  his  harvest.  Matth.  9:37,38. 
Luke  10:  2. — He  said  therefore,  A  certain  no- 
bleman went  into  a  far  country,  to  receive<far 
himself  a  kingdom,  and  to  return.  And  be 
coiled  his  ten  servants  and  delivered  thein.tiipi 
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unds,  and  said  unto  thmuj  occupy  till  I  como. 
\:  12,  13. 

How  needful  these  ServniUs  are,  and  how 
ey^hall  teach  the  word  of  God,  and  be  well 
raJified,  read  > — Let  the  Lord,  the  God  of  the 
iriu  of  ail  flesh,  set  a  man  over  the  congrega- 
>n,  Which  may  go  out  before  them,  and  which 
ay  go  in  before  them,  and  which  n)ay  lead 
em  out,  and  which  may  bring  them  in ;  that 
e  congregation  of  the  Lord  be  not  as  i^hee]) 
bich  have  no  shepherd.  Numb.  27:  IG,  17.— 
nd  1  will  give  you  pastors  according  to  my 
mrij  which  shall  feed  you  with  knowledge 
id  understanding.  Jer.  3:  15.---For  he  whom 
od  hath  sent  speaketh  the  words  of  (^od  :  for 
od  givcth  not  the  Spirit  by  measure  unto  bin). 
fthn.  3:  34. — He  that  s|)eaketh  of  himself 
eketh  his  own  glory :  but  be  that  secketh  his 
ory  that  sent  him,  the  same  is  true,  and  no 
^righteousness  is  in  him.  7:  18. — For  the 
Dpbecy  came  not  in  old  time  by  the  will  of 
laa ;  but  holy  men  of  God  spake  as  they  were 
med  by  the  Holy  Ghost.  2  Pet.  1: 21. 
Of  the  qualification,  service,  choosing  and 
rdaiuiug  the  ministers,  read : — A  bishop  then 
Hist  be  blameless,  the  husband  of  one  wife, 
igilant,  sober,  of  good  behaviour,  given  to  hos- 
iCality,  apt  to  teach ;  Not  given  to  wine,  no 
Inker,  not  greedy  of  filthy  lucre;  but  patient, 
ot  a  brawler,  not  covetous ;  one  that  ruleth  well 
is  own  house,  having  his  children  in  subjection 
iUi  all  gravity ;  (for  if  a  man  know  uot  \\ov( 
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to  rule  his  own  house,  how  shall  he  take  cstve 
of  the  church  of  God  ?)  Not  a  novice,  lest,  be- 
ing lifted  up  with  pride,  he  fall  into  the  condem- 
nation of  the  devil.  Moreover,  he  must  have  a 
good  repoit  of  tlie^n  which  are  without ;  lest  he 
fall  in  reproach  and  the  snare  of  the  devil. — 
Likewise  must  the  deacons  be  grave,  not  double- 
tongued,  not  given  to  much  wine,  not  greedy 
of  dlthy  lucre ;  Holding  the  mystery  of  the  faith 
in  a  pure  conscience.  And  let  these  also  first  be 
proved ;  let  tliem  use  the  office  of  a  deacon,  be- 
ing found  blameless.  1  Tim.  3:  2-10. — And 
God  hath  set  some  in  the  church ;  first,  apostles; 
secondarily,  prophets;  thirdly,  teachers;  after 
that  miracles ;  then  gifts  of  healings,  helps,  gov- 
ernments, diversities  of  tongues.  1  ( 'or.  12: 28. 
— Having  then  gifts  differing  according  to  the 
grace  that  is  given  to  u:=«,  whether  prophecy,  let 
us  prophecy  according  to  the  proportion  of  faith ; 
or  ministry,  let  us  wait  on  our  ministering ;  or. 
he  that  teaclieth,  on  teaching;  or  he  that  ex- 
horteth,  on  exhortation  :  he  that  giveth,  let  him 
do  it  with  simplicity;  he  that  ruietb,  with  dili- 
gence ;  he  that  sheweth  mercy,  with  cheerful- 
ness. Rom.  12:  6-8. — And  he  gave  some,  apos- 
tles ;  and  some,  p^'ophets;  and  some,  evangelists; 
and  some,  pastors  and  teachers ;  For  the  perfect- 
ing of  the  saints,  for  the  work  of  the  ministry, 
for  the  edifying  of  the  body  of  Christ.  Eph«  4: 
11,  12. 

And  we  have  sent   with  him  the  brother, 
urboBe  praise  is  in  tlio  gospel  throughout  dl  ib» 
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churches;  And  not  thai  only,  but  who  was  nU 
so  chosen  of  the  churches  to  travel  with  u:*  with 
ihu  grace,  which  is  administered  by  us  to  the 
glory  of  the  same  Lord,  and  declaration  of 
your  ready  mind.  2  Cor.  8: 18, 19. — And  they 
appointed  two,  Joseph  called  liarnabas,  who 
was  surnamed  JustnS;  and  Matthias.  A  nd  they 
prayed,  and  said,  Thou,  Lord,  which  knowcsi 
the  hearts  of  all  men,  show  whether  of  these 
two- thou  hast  chosen,  That  he  may  take  part 
df  this  ministry  and  apostleship,  from  which  Ju- 
dos by  transgression  fell.  Acts  1:  23-25 — As 
lliey  ministered  to  the  Lord,  and  fasted,  the 
HxAy  Ghost  said,  seperate  me  Barnabas  and 
Saul  for  the  work  whercunto  1  have  ad!ed  them. 
And  when  they  had  fasted  and  prayed,  and  laid 
iheir  bands  on  them,  they  sent  them  away.  13: 
8, 3. — Take  heed  therefore  unto  yourselves,  and 
to  all  the  flock  over  which  the  Holy  Ghost 
hath-  made  you  overseers,  to  feed  the  church  of 
Gtodj  which  he  hath  purchased  with  his  own 
titood.  20:  28.— And  the  things  that  thou  hast 
heard  of  me  among  many  witnesses,  the  same 
Dommit  thou  to  faithful  men,  who  shall  be  able 
to  teach  others  also.  2  Tim.  2: 2.  The  elders 
iriiieh  are  among  you  I  exhort,  who  am  also 
an  elder,  and  a  witness  of  the  sufferings  of 
Ghrist,  and  also  a  partaker  of  the  ^ory  that 
diall  be  reveal^ :  Peed  the  flock  of  God  which 
18  among  you,  taking  the  oversight  thereof,  not 
by  constiaint,  but  mUingly;  not  for  flhhy  lu- 
nty  bst  of  a  raadjr  «iiml;  Neither  at  b«iiv^ 
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lords  over  God^s  heritage,  but  being  ensamplca 
to  the  flock.  1  Pet.  5: 1--3. 

Wherefore,  brethren,  look  ye  out  among  j'ou 
seven  men  of  honest  report,  full  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  and  wisdom,  whom  we  may  appoint  over 
this  business.  But  we  will  give  ourselves  contin- 
ually to  prayer,  and  to  the  ministry  of  the  word. 
And  the  saying  pleased  the  whole  multitude : 
and  they  chose  Stephen,  a  man  full  of  faith 
and  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  PhiUp,  and  Pro- 
chorus,  and  Nicanor,  and  Timon,  and  Parme- 
nas,  and  Nicolas  a  proselyte  of  Antioch ;  Whom 
they  set  before  the  apostles:  and  when  they  bad 
prayed  they  laid  their  hands  on  them.  Acts  6: 
3-6. 
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OF  CHRISTIAN  BAPTISM. 

Op  Christian  Baptism,  we  beUeve  and  ac- 
knowledge. That  it  is  an  evangelical,  divine  in- 
stitution, ordinance  and  usage  which,  according 
to  the  counsel  and  will  of  God,  was  first  com- 
menced by  John  the  baptist,  in  the  wilderness. 
To  which  ordinance  the  glorious  Son  of  God, 
Jesus  Christ  as  a  true  pattern,  submissively  con- 
descended, and  was  baptized  of  John  in  Jordan. 
To  Him  did  John  point,  with  his  baptisna  and 
doctrine,  as  being  the  true  Baptist,  who  shoiiU 
baptize  with  the  Holy  Ghost  and  witih  firo. 
And  Him  it  was  that  came  forth  from  God  with 
all  power  in  heaven  and  in  earth,  and  «eut  fonk 
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Mb  apo?tIes,  commnnding  (hem,  To  teach  nil 
nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  nnnic  of  the 
Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost; 
Teaching  them  (as  well  before  as  ader  bap- 
tism) to  observe  nil  things  whatsoever  he  had 
commanded  them.  Math.  2S:  lS-20. 

This  commandment  did  tlip  n)K)stles  an  the 
ministers  of  Christ,  and  stewards  of  the  myste- 
ries of  God,  faithfully  fulfil.  And  they  went 
furth  to  preach  the  gospel,  beginning  at  Jerusii- 
lem,  and  sounded  out  the  glad  tidings  of  repent- 
ance and  remission  of  sins  in  the  name  of  tiie 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  in  Jerusalem,  and  in  the  re- 
gions round  about;  the  sound,  of  which  went 
into  all  the  earth,  and  unto  the  ends  of  the 
world.  And  all  those  who  heard  this  heavenly 
doctrine  and  believed  and  gladly  received  tlie 
word,  were  confirmed  in  the  faith,  baptized  in 
the  name  of  the  triune  God  and  united  to  the 
church,  as  the  members  of  Christ  and  taught  to 
keep  the  commandments  which  are  command- 
ed them  of  the  Lord. 

And.  as  the  doctrine  and  commandments  of 
Christ,  were  not  introduced  to  continue  but  for 
a  short  time,  but  are  established  on  a  basis  firm- 
er than  heaven  and  earth,  and  are  to  continue, 
be  taught,  observed  and  kept,  without  spot,  unre- 
bakeable,  until  the  appearance  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
ChriBt :  (1  Tim.  6:  14,)  having  also  the  prom- 
ise that  God,  with  his  Spirit,  will  be  with  those 
i^fao  keep  them,  always,  even  unto  the  end  o( 
tW  world.    It  is  therefore  the  unbounded  dviV^ 
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of  aAthe  faithful  followers  of  Christ,  to  receive 
and  keep  this  doctrine  according  to  its  divine  in- 
stitution by  Christ,  and  the  practice  of  his  inspir- 
ed apostles,  and  in  no  point  to  change  or  reject 
ft,  or  to  add  to  the  word,  or  diminish  aught  from 
it,  according  to  the  notions  of  men,  as  it  maj 
seem  right  in  their  eyes  :  but  it  shall  be  receiv- 
ed and  taught  in  its  purity ;  and  all  those  who 
by  faith  believe  in  it,  and  submissively  bow  un- 
der the  gospel  by  true  repentance,  shall  be  bap- 
tized with  water.  Once,  in  the  name  of  the 
Father  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Uoly  Ghost ; 
by  an  unblameable,  and  thereunto  ordained 
minister. 

But  this  outward  baptism  with  water,  is  not 
properly  speaking,  the  entrance  into  the  king- 
dom of  God,  as  there  is  no  virtue  or  lioliness  in 
(his  elemeniary  water  by  which  to  impart  the 
grace  of  God,  and  eternal  blessedness.  For,  as 
the  water  of  Jordan  and  Siloam  could  not,  of  it- 
self, heal  the  leprosy  of  the  leper,  or  give  sight 
to  the  blind  man,  but  that  the  healing  virtue 
which  restored  them  to  health  and  sight,  con- 
sisted in  their  obedience  and  faith  in  the  word 
and  power  of  God :  so,  also  hath  the  water  in 
baptism  no  power  to  wash  away  our  sins  and 
cleanse  us  from  the  filth  of  the  flesh,  and  pollu- 
tions of  the  world ;  but  it  is  a  sign  and  evidence 
that  we  are  washeid  and  cleans^^  with  the  pre- 
cious blood  of  Christ,  from  all  our  sins,  by  &ith 
in  the  Son  of  God  and  regeneration  of  the  heart; 
nrhicbj  by  grace,  was  taught  and  eflectcd  in 
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jHiUing  off  the  body  of  ilv^  siu^  ul' ihc  (lusli,  Im- 
fore  baptism.  And  widioiit  rhis  inwanl  hap- 
lisni— the  baptinjii  wiih  lii,-  Mdly  (iln>r:t  ami 
with  firC;  the  ojilwanl  lKi|ifisiii  wiih  wain  is 
worth  no  iiioic  than  a  .s<ral  wuiilil  bo  to  a  Mank 
leder. 

Now.  as  the  nature  of  cliristian  l>np{isjn  i.i 
such,  that  c'lccordinnr  to  \\u)  conunaiidinriit  of 
Clirist  it  cannot  be  a(hiiiiii<l<ivd  to  any  but  tho<o 
who  manifest  faith^  rrpt-ittfiticr  and  nnrticss 
of  life  ;  and  tosucli  subjecis,  and  Jio  others  that 
we  can  find,  it  was  taui^bl  arid  administered  by 
his  holy  apostles  :  tlien.'liwv.  in  justice,  we  reject 
the  baptism  of  youni,''.  ini-onsrionabie, speechless 
rhildrcn,  holding'  it  to  Ijc  a  co'nmandment  of 
men.  which  ought  to  be  rejected  and  refused. 
P'or  the  builders  of  infant  bapti.:!m  base  it  on  the 
fall  of  Adam,  saying :  That  by  the  fall  of  man, 
the  human  race  is  conceived  and  born  in  sin, 
consequently  brought  into  the  world  in  an  un- 
happy state  of  condemnation  and  death,  from 
which   they  must   1x5    absolved,  wasbed  and 
made  free  by  baptism,  and  thus  be  restored  in- 
to the  favour  with  God.     And  thus  they  do  not 
only  attribute  to  the  weak  elementary  water, 
the  salvation  and  eternal  blessedness  of  their 
children,  but  also  attribute  to  the  want  of  its 
application,  the  damnation  and  eternal  misery 
of  those  who  have  been  neglected  :  and  thereby 
they  despise  ajid  neglect  the  all  atoning  merit 
of  the  sufferings,  death  and  blood  of  Christ, 
which  alone  cleanseth  from  sin,  and  is  effica- 
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ous  to  save  to  the  uttermost. — Who,  that  fear- 

th  the  Lordy  could  concede  to  such  infant  bap- 

ism  instead  of  that  which  is  instituted  by  God  ? 

itiasmuch  as  there  is  not  a  word  in  the  whole 

new  testament,  either  by  Christ  or  his  apostle^", 

that  commands  or  sanctions  it. 

Moreover,  the  Paedo-baptists  themselves  must 
confess,  that  when  the  apostles  were  sent  forth 
into  all  the  world  to  preach  the  gospel  and  to 
baptize,  that  infant  baptism  was  not  command- 
ed them,  and  that  it  is  not  comprehended  in  those 
scriptures :  neither  are  there  any  who  are  able 
to  point  out  the  author,  or  the  institution  of  it  in 
the  word  of  God.  And,  since  all  divine  institu- 
tions have  their  origin  and  foundation  in  the 
word  of  God,  when,  and  by  whom,  they  were 
commanded  and  instituted,  how  can  this  stand 
without  having  any  foundation  at  all  ? 

But,  in  truth,  by  infant  babtism  is  perverte< 
and  trampled  under  foot,  the  proper  use  of  bap 
tism  as  it  was  instituted  by  Christ :  for  Chri 
has  connected  it  with  faith,  repentance  and  r 
generation,  which  is  effected  by  the  preachii 
of  the  Gospel,  and  on  which  babtism  is  used 
ft  token  and  seal  thereof. 

Farthermore,  as  infant  baptism  does  not  ag 
with  the  baptism  of  Christ,  but  is  in  oppositioi 
it,  80  neither  does  it  agree  with  the  circumcif 
of  the  Jews.    For  to  the  people  of  God  unde? 
old  testament  thecommandmenfeof  circumc 
was  given  to  the  old,  to  the  heads  of  fan- 
to  oircuincise  their  male  childi^n  on  the  e 
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day,  under  the  penalty  that  (hey  sliculd  I 
off  ifrom  the  people  it'  neglecicil :  hut  it  is 
thus  with  baptlsin,  for  tliero  is  no  coiiiiiu 
meni  given  to  parents  to  biiptlzc  their  c 
Iren,  or  to  have  them  baptizctl.     For  bapti 
is  an  ordinance  of  Ciiri.st,  siniiiar  wilh  thut 
the  Lord's  Supper;    of  wiiich  ordinance  o 
member  cannot  partake  of,  for  tlie  use  or  bun 
fit  of  another  ;  but  eacli  nienil>er  niui^t  partak 
9f  the  same  himself  to  be  strengthened  thereb 
nccording  to  his  own  faith  and  desire.     So  ii 
like  manner  can  the  faith  of  tlie  parents,  orspon 
lors,  not  be  of  use  to,  or  benefit  the  child,  in 
txiptisni. 

And,  as  incapable  as  the  children  arc,  of  par 

aking  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  even  so  incapable 

re  they  for  the  receiving  of  baptism.     And  in 

ke  manner  as  Paedo-baptism  is  built  uponsup- 

isitiousand  ungrounded  asisertions,  inasmuch 

it  has  no  evidence  in  holy  writ,  and  yet  is  ad- 

nistcred  to  infants ;  so  on  the  same  ground 

^ht  the  Lord's  Supper  be  administered  to 

m,  the  like  which  has  been  done,  in  time 

,  in  the  chuVch  of  Rome.     But,  as  the  prac- 

^f  this  would  be  unreasonable,  and  altogeth- 

consistent  with  the  word  of  God,  it  is  the 

rersduty  todiscountenance  all  such  ground  - 

ustoms,  and  stedfastly  and  Urmly  adhere 

doctrine  of  Christ  and  his  holy  apostlet?. 

^  he  would  not  be  deceived.     And;  in  like 

tr,  as  the  Jews  steadfastly  continued  to 

cise  their  children  on  the  eighth  detf 
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according  to  the  commandment  of  God  ;  so 
should  we,  according  to  the  doctrine  of  Christ, 
stead  lastly  administer  baptism  tothosc^  and  those 
alone,  who  are  capable  of  being  taught,  and  by 
faith  to  believe  cm  the  Son  of  God,  repent  and 
to  be  born  again. 

But,  notwithstanding  the  incapacity  of  chil- 
dren to  receive  baptism,  it  is  the  duty  of  all 
Christian  parents  to  set  good  examples  before 
their  children,  in  their  life  and  conversation  ; 
teaching  and  instructing  them,  according  to  (heir 
capacity  in  the  word  of  God,  and  thus  bring  them 
lip  in  the  nurture  and  admonition  of  the  Lord. 

But  so  soon  as  the  children  of  men  come  to 
the  years  of  understanding,  they  manifest  the 
inate,  liereditary  corruption,  and  sinful  nature 
and  inclination  of  the  heart,  by  living  in  the 
flesh  and  fulfilHng  the  desires  of  it;  and  thus 
they  fall  from  the  state  of  grace  which  was  pur- 
chased for  them  by  the  precious  blood  of  Christ, 
and  relapse  into  a  state  of  sin  and  misery.  Now, 
it  is  necessary  for  their  soul's  salvation,  that  they 
hear  the  word  of  God,  from  which  cometh  faith 
and  regeneration,  and  of  coui*se,  Christian  bap- 
tism, which  Christ  connects  with  faith  and  re- 
generation ;  and  which,  in  justice,  cannot  besep- 
erated  therefrom.  Hence,  baptism  is  called  a 
burial,  to  signify  that  the  old  man  is  crucified 
and  dead,  and  that  the  subject  of  baptism  is  bom 
again  and  become  a  new  creature.  Therefore, 
we  are  buried  with  him  by  baptism  into  death ; 
that  like  as  Chrkt  was  raised  up  from  the  dead 
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by  the  glory  of  iJio  Father,  cvori  ro  wc  also 
should  walk  in  newness  oriife.  Koni.  ir.  4. 

And,  as  a  child  cannot  bo  wanhiid  and 
cleansed  from  its  bodily  luiclcanne?!?^  previous  to 
itg  birth,  so  shall  christian  I)aplisni,  wliich  is 
compared  to  the  washin^^  of  rei^encration,  not 
I>e  administered,  accordini^  to  the  woid  of  God, 
to  any  but  those  who,  by  faith  and  repentance, 
are  regenerated,  and  are  dead  to  sin-  -desire  to 
be  baptizcil — arc  risen  with  Christ— walk  in 
newness  of  life,  and  observe  all  things  whatso- 
ever Christ  hatli  commanded  them. 

Therefore,no  one  can  be  owned  and  acknowl- 
edged to  be  a  brother  or  sister  in  the  church  of 
Christ,  and  partake  of  its  privileges,  except  those 
who  have  been  baptized  with  the  Christian  bap- 
tism, according  to  the  word  of  God,  as  above 
stated,  and  which  is  the  firat  ordinance  of  the 
church  and  the  reception  into  it,  and  by  which 
we  bow  in  sal)mi3sion  to  its  ordinances,  and  en- 
gage  to  keep  the  commandments  of  God,  which 
were  received  hy  faith  in  Christ  Jesus. 

And  even  as  there  is  but  one  faith,  and  one 
God,  so  there  is  also  but  one  Christian  baptism  ; 
and  if  that  i-i  once  received  by  faith  according 
to  the  institution  of  Christ,  we  arc  not  permit- 
ted to  be  baptized  again,  or  to  renew  it. 

Of  the  baptism  of  John,  and  how  he,  as  the 
harbinger  and  messenger  of  Christ,  preached 
the  baptism  of  repentance,  and  pointed  to  Christ, 
read  : — John  did  baptize  in  the  wilderness,  and 
preach  the  baptism  of  repentance  for  the  remis- 
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sion  of  sins.  And  there  went  out  unto  him  all 
the  land  of.  Judea,  and  they  of  Jerusalem,  and 
were  all  baptized  of  him  in  the  river  of  Jordan, 
confessing  their  sins.  Mark  1:  4,  5. — Then 
went  out  to  him  Jerusalem,  and  all  Judea,  Qnd 
all  the  region  round  about  Jordan,  And  were 
baptized  of  him  in  Jordan,  confessing  iheir  sins. 
But  when  he  saw  many  Pharisees  and 
Saducees  come  to  his  baptism,  he  said  un- 
to them,  O  generation  of  vipers,  who  hath  warn- 
ed you  to  flee  from  the  wTath  to  come  ?  Bring 
forth  therefore  fruits  meet  for  repentance :  And 
think  not  to  say,  We  have  Abraham  to  cur 
father:  for  I  say  unto  you,  that  God  is  able  of 
these  stones  to  raise  up  children  unto  Abraham. 
And  now  also  the  axe  is  laid  unto  the  root  of 
the  trees  :  therefore,  everytree  which  bringeth 
not  forth  good  ftuit  is  hewn  down  and  cast  into 
the  fire.  I  indeed  baptize  you  with  w^atcr  unto 
repentance :  but  he  that  cometh  after  me  is 
mightier  than  I,  whose  shoes  I  am  not  worthy 
to  bear :  he  shall  baptize  you  with  the  Holy 
Ghost,  and  with  fire.  Matth.  3:  6-11. — lindeed 
bapti2^e  you  with  water ;  but  one  mightier  than 
I  cometh,  the  latchet  of  whose  shoes  I  am  not 
worthy  to  unloose :  he  shall  baptize  you  with 
tbe  Holy  Ghost,  and  with  fire :  whose  fan  is  in 
his  hand,  and  he  will  thoroughly  purge  his  floor, 
and  will  gather  the  wheat  in  his  garner  ;  but 
the  chaff  he  will  burn  with  fire  unquenchable. 
Luke  3: 16,  17, 
How  Christ  Jesus  commanded  h\9  disciples 
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to  preach  the  gospel,  not  commanding  them  to 
l^aptize  epeechlcsiJ,  inconscialilc  children,  biitoti- 
ly  those  that  heard  the  word  and  belie \red,  read: 
Go  ye,  therefore,  and  teach  all  nations,  bap- 
tizing them  in  the  name  of  the  Fatlier  and  of 
the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost;  Teaching 
(hem  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have 
commanded  you:  and,lo,l  am  with  you  always, 
even  unto  the  ends  of  the  world.  Matth.  5^8: 19, 
20. — Go  ye  into  all  the  world,  and  preacii  the 
gospel  to  every  creature.  He  that  helieveth  and 
is  baptized,  shall  be  saved  ;  but  he  that  Ijeliev- 
cth  not,  shall  be  damned.  Mark  16: 16. 

How  the  apostles,  according  to  his  high  com- 
mand, preached  the  gospel,  and  baptizing  only 
those  who  heard  the  word,  believed^  and  were 
of  themselves  desirous  to  be  baptized,  read  :  — 
Now  when  they  heard  this,  they  were  pricked 
in  their  heart,  and  said  unto  Peter,  and  to  the 
rest  of  the  apostles.  Men  and  brethren  what 
shall  we  do?  Then  said  Peter  unto  them,  Re- 
peat and  be  baptized  every  one  of  you  in  the 
name  of  Jesus  Christ  for  the  remission  of  sins, 
and  ye  shall  receive  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 
....Then  they  that  gladly  received  his  word 
were  baptized :  and  the  same  day  there  were 
added  unto  them  about  three  thousand  souls. 
And  they  continued  steadfastly  in  the  apostles' 
doctrine  and  fellowship,  and  in  breaking  ot 
bread,  and  in  prayer.  Acts  2:  37-42.— And  the 
eunich  said.  See,  here  is  water ;  what  doth  hin- 
der me  to  be  baptized?  And  Philip  said.  If  thou 
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heltevest  with  all  thine  hearty  thou  mayest. 
And  he  answered  and  said,  /  believe  that  Je- 
sus Christ  is  the  Son  of  God.  And  he  com- 
manded the  chariot  to  stand  still :  and  they 
went  down  both  into  the  water,  both  Philip  and 
theeunich;  and  he  baptized  him.   8:36-38. 

How  on  these  principles  the  apostles  baptized 
several  houses,  after  they  were  taught  and  in- 
structed in  the  word  of  God,  heard  and  behev- 
€d  it  and  were  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost ;  and 
how  they  addicted  themselves  to  the  ministry  of 
the  saints,  and  were  judged  faithful,  read : — 
There  was  a  certain  man  in  Cesarea,  called 
Cornelius,  a  centurion  of  the  band  called  the 
Italian  band,  A  devout  man,  and  one  that  fear- 
ed God  with  all  his  hoiise^  which  gave  much 
aims  to  the  people,  and  prayed  to  God  always : 
He  saw  in  a  vision  eviaently,  about  the  ninth 
hour  of  the  day,  an  angel  of  God  coming  into 
him,  and  saying  unto  him,  Cornelius.  And 
when  he  looked  on  him,  he  was  afraid,  and  said, 
What  is  it,  Lord?  And  he  said  unto  him.  Thy 
prayers  and  thine  alms  are  come  up  for  a  memo- 
rial before  God.  And  now  send  men  to  Joppa, 
and  call  for  one  Simon,  whose  surname  is  Pe- 
ter....'.Immediately,  therefore, Isentto thee;  and 
thou  hast  weli^^done  that  thou  art  come.  Now, 
therefore, are  WE  all  here  present  before  Gody 
to  HEAR  ALL  THINGS  that  are  commanded 

thee  of  God While  Peter  yet  spake  these 

wordc?,  the  Holy  GJiost  fell  on  all  them  which 
heard  the  t(?9rrf.....Then  answered  Peter,  Can 
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lan  forbid  water,  that  these  should  not  ba 
serf,  which  have  received  the  llohj 
\  as  well  as  we  l  And  he  coiniiiandcd 
to  be  baptized  in  the  name  of  (he  Lfird. 
0:  1,  2,  3,4,5...33...41...47,48.  -Ant!  a 
I  woman  named  l^ydia,  a  seller  of  purple, 
city  of  Thyatira,  which  wor:?hip|)ed  Cloi?, 
us  :  whose  heart  the  Lord  opened,  that 
leaded  unto  the  things  wliich  were  s|>o- 
Paul.  And  when  she  was  baptized,  and 
lusehold,  she  besought  us,  saying,  If  ye 
udged  me  to  be  faithful  to  tlie  Lord,  como 
y  house,  and  abide  there.  A  nd  she  con- 
sd  us.  16: 14,  15. — And  at  midnight  Paul 
lias  prayed,  and  sang  praises  unto  God  : 
le  prisoners  heard  ihem.  And  suddenly 
kvas  a  great  earthquake,  so  that  the  foun- 
3  of  the  prison  were  shaken  :  and  imme- 

•  all  tlie doors  were  opened,  and  everyone's 
were  loosed.  And  the  keeper  of  the  j)ri- 
ivaking  out  of  his  sleep,  and  seeing  the 
doors  open,  he  drew  his  sword,  and  would 
:illed  himself,  supposing  that  the  prison- 
\  fled.  But  Paul  crying  with  a  loud 
lajing,  Do  thyself  no  Iiarm  ;  for  we  are 
re.     Then   he  called   for  a  light,   and 

•  in,  and  came  trembling,  and  fell  down 
Paul  and  Silas ;  And  brouglit  them  out, 
id.  Sirs,  what  must  I  do  to  be  saved?  And 
lid,  Believe  on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and 
lalt  be  saved,  and  thy  house.  And  they 
unto  him  the  word  of  the  Lord,  and  to 
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all  that  were  in  his  house.  And  he  took  them 
the  same  hour  of  tlie  night,  and  washed  their 
stripes;  and  was  baptized,  he  and  all  his. 
straightway.  And  when  he  had  brought  them 
into  his  house,  he  set  m^at  before  them,  and  re- 
joiced, believing  in  God  with  all  his  house. 
25-34. — iind  1  baptized  also  the  household,  of 
Stephanas :  besides,  I  know  not  whether  1  bap- 
tized any  other.  1  Cor.  1:  16--I  beseech  you, 
brethren,  (ye  know  the  house  of  Stephanas, 
that  it  is  the  first  fruits  of  Achaia,  and  that 
they  have  addicted  themselves  to  the  ministry 
of  the  saints,)  That  you  submit  yourselves  un- 
to such,  and  to  every  one  that  helpeth  with  us, 
and  laboureth.  16:  15,  16. — And  Crispus,  the 
chief  ruler  of  the  synagogue,  believed  on  the 
Lord  miih  all  his  house:  and  many  of  the  Coi*- 
rinthians  hearings  believed^  andwere  baptized. 
Acts  18:  8. 

'  How  the  apostles,  in  their  epistles,  described 
ihe  christian  baptism  as  a  1)urial  of  sin  in  the 
death  of  Christ,  and  a  resurrection  of  a  new 
life;  a  putting  on  of  Christ ;  a  washing  of  re- 
generation ;  a  baptism  by  one  Spirit,  and  the  an- 
swer of  a  good  conscience  towards  God,  read : — 
Know  ye  not,  that  so  many  of  us  as  were  bap- 
tized into  Jesus  Christ,  were  baptized  into  his 
death  ?  TheJFefore  we  are  buried  with  him  by 
baptism  into  death ;  that  like  as  Christ  was  rais- 
ed up  from  the  dead  by  the  glory  of  the  Fath- 
er, even  so  we  also  should  walk  in  rxewncss 
of  life.  Rom.  &  3,  4. — Bujied  with  him  in  bap- 
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lism,  whereinalso yearo  risen widi  him  tliioniili 
the  faith  of  the  operation  of  (lod,  who  h;ilh 
raised  him  from  the  dciul.  Col.  2:  12. — For  ye 
are  all  the  children  of  (Sod  by  fiiith  in  Chri'^t 
Jesud.  For  as  many  of  you  as  liave  l)e(jn  hii]>- 
tized  into  Christ  have  put  on  Clnidt.  (jial.  II:  2*), 
27, — Not  by  works  of  righteousness  whi<li  wn 
have  done,  but  according  to  hin  mercy  he  f^aved 
us,  by  the  U'ashing  of  regeneration,  and  renew- 
ing of  the  Holy  Ghoit;  which  lie  sited  on  us 
abundantly  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Saviour. 
Tit.  3:  5,  6. — For  by  one  Spirit  arc  we  all  bap- 
tized into  one  body,  whether  we  be  Jews  or 
Gentiles,  whether  we  be. bond  or  free,  and  have 
been  all  made  to  drink  into  one  Spirit  1  (.-or. 
12:  13. — TJie  like  figure  whereunto  even  baj)- 
tism  doth  also  now  save  us,  (not  the  putting 
away  of  the  filth  of  ilie  lle3h,)  but  the  answer 
of  a  good  conscience  toward  God,  by  the  resur- 
rection of  Jesus  Christ.   1  Pet.  3:  21. 

Note. — In  this  article  wc  read  of  four  cases  mentioned  in 
llio  New  Testament,  where  whole  houses  or  households  wcro 
baptized ;  and  if  we  include  the  household  of  Crispus,  the 
chief  ruler  of  the  synagogue,  who,  in  all  probahility,  as  he 
believed  on  the  I>ord  with  all  his  house,  were  also  baptized, 
there  would  bo  five  :  and  these  aro  all  the  ca^cs  of  house- 
hold baptism  wc  know  of,  mentioned  in  holy  writ.  Now, 
IS  some  pretend  thereby  to  prove  infant  baptism,  saying,  As 
there  wcro  whole  bouses  or  households  baptized,  that,  of 
course,  there  must  have  been  infants  among  them  'A'ho  vyuro 
baptized  also :  we  will  endeavour  to  examine  whether  such 
may  be  the  inference  or  not.     And, 

Firstly,  The  apostle  Paul  saith  in  the  first  chapter  of  his 
first  epistle  to  the  Corinthians,  verse  16,  And  I  baptized  also 
Ihe  household  of  Stephanas,  and  in  the  last  chapter  of  the

Of  the  Lord's  supper,  we  believe,  That  m  hke 
manner  as  baptism  is  an  institution  and  ordi- 

same  epistle  (verse  15,  16,)  he  saith,  I  beseech  you.  breth- 
ren ;  (ye  know  the  house  of  Slephanas,  that  it  is  the  first 
fruits  of  Achiai,  and  that  they  have  addicted  thcinsclvas  lo 
the  miuiitry  of  the  saints.)  That  ye  submit  yourselves  un- 
to such,  and  to  every  one  that  h^eth  with  us  and  labuurelh. 
Now,  in  these  verses,  we  clcarljinnd  that  the  house  of  Ste- 
phanas addicted  themselves  to  the  ministry ;  now,  as  they 
addicted  [devoted,  dedicated,] -themselves  to  the  ministry, 
they  could  not  have  been  children  ;  for  how  could  an  infant 
addict  or  dedicate  iiseif  to  the  ministry  1  or  how  could  it 
minister  to  the  saints ! — Moreover,  the  Corinthians  were  ad« 
monished  by  the  apostle,  To  submit  themselves  unto  such, 
which,  had  they  been  children,  would  have  been  equally  im- 
practicable for  the  Corinthians  to  have  submitted  to  them,  as 
for  the  children  to  have  ministered,  they  having  no  capacity 
cither  to  prescribe  wholesome  rules  or  to  enforce  them.   Auil, 

Secondly,  Of  the  keeper  of  tha  prison  and  his  house,  wo 
have  no  evidence  at  all  of  infants  being  baptized,  but  tiie  re- 
verse is  clearly  seen  :  for  the  word  of  the  Lord  was  spoken 
by  the  apostles  lo  him  and  to  all  that  were  in  his  house  ;  and 
after  he  had  washed  the  apostles*  stripes,  and  he  and  all  his 
were  baptized,  and  had  brought  them  into  his  house,  he  set 
meat  before  thrm,  and  rejoicedy  btlieving  in  God  with  all 
his  house  :  (Acts  16:  31-34.)  Or,  according  to  the  German 
translation  :  He  rojoicf  d  with  all  his  house,  having  believed 
in  God.  Now,  here  it  is  clearly  seen,  that  tliose  who  were 
baptized  of  the  jailor's  household,  could  not  have  been  infante, 
for  It  is  evideni  that  infants  have  not  the  capacity  to  hear  tho 
word  of  God,  and  believe,  and  also  to  rejoice  for  having  be- 
lieved in  God,  which  all  was  manifested  by  those  who  wero 
baptized  of  the  jailor's  household.  Hence,  we  infer,  that 
none  were  baptized  but  such  as  had  ears  to  hear,  and  a  heart 
to  undeistand.     And,

single  trace  that  it  was  practiced  by  the  apostlefi  to  support 
it  MoreoTer,  the  scriptures  tell  us  nothing  concerning  the 
estate  of  I^ydia.  whether  she  was  a  married  woman,  a  wid- 
ow, or,  perhaps,  one  that  never  had  been  married.  In  the 
first  case,  if  she  was  a  married  woman,  and  her  husband  alive 
at  this  time,  it  is  highly  probabl^that  something  would  have 
Been  said  in  the  narrative  concerning  him,  as  it  is  a  common 
thing  to  call  a  family  after  the  name  of  the  husband ;  and  in 
case  she  was  a  widow,  all  her  children,  by  this  time,  might 
have  been  grown  op  to  the  years  of  discretion  ;  and  if  she 
lived  in  an  unmarried  state,  having  never  been  married,  het 
household  might  have  consisted  of  relatives  and  other  memb- 
ers employed  in  her  service,  inasmuch  as  she  was  a  seller  of 
purple,  and,  it  appears,  in  good  circumstances ;  as  she  hospi- 
tably entertained  the  apostles  after  her  conversion,  perhaps 
from  that  time  forth  till  they  left  that  city,  which  seems  to  be 
ibtimated  in  the  40th  verse  of  the  16th  chapter  of  Acts, 
where  it  is  said,  That  they  went  out  of  the  prison,  and  enter- 
ed into  tlie  house  of  Lydia :  and  when  tney  had  seen  the 
brethren,  they  comforted  them,  and  departed.  Now,  of  the 
difficulty  to  determine  whether  there  were  little  children  in 
Lydia*s  ho«se,  we  will  let  the  pious  reader  judge. 

Now,  we  would,  out  of  Christian  charity  and  lovi»  to  the 
truth,  make  a  few  more  observations  concerning  the  great 
number  of  those  that  were  baptized  on  the  day  of  Pentecost. 
And, 

Firstly,  we  find  on  the  day  of  Pentecost,  They  that  glad- 
ly received  the  word  (of  the  apostles'  preaching)  were  bap- 
tized :  and  the  same  day  there  were  added  onto  them  about 
three  thousand  souls.  And  they  continued  steadfastly  in  the 
apostles'  doctrine  and  fellowship,  and  in  breaking  of  bread. 
and  in  prayer.  (Acts  2:  41,  42.)  Now,  it  ir  plain  and  evident 
that  all  those  of  this  great  number  of  three  thousand  that 
were  baptized  in  one  day,  all  were  adult  persons :  for  before 
thoy  were  baptized^  they  gladly  received  die  word ;  and  af- 
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'  and  walk  in  him:  being  knit  tojretlior  in  lov 
and  endeavouring  to  keep  the  unity  of  iUo.  Spi 
rit  in  the  bond  of  peace,  walking  by  (b(;  siun 
rule,  and  minding  the  s;unc  thing,  ai-conlini^  t 
the  word  of  God.

And,  in  order  to  bring  to  remembrance 
sufferings  and  death,  it  pleased  the  Lord,  tc 
as  emblems  thereof,  bread  and  wine,  (the_i 
ishing  and  cheering  virtues  of  which  are 
known  to  man,)  and  thereby  to  point  out 
infuse  into  the  minds  of  believers,  those  heo 
ly  und  hidden  things  which  are  thereby  s 
fied.  Thus,  as  the  bread  is  prepared  from 
»y  grains  being  ground  together,  and  by 
heat  of  fire  baked  to  a  bread,  and  as  the  i 
is  prepared  of  many  grapes  being  presse* 
gcther,  and  thereby  becomes  a  wine,  botl 
which  are  necessary  for  the  body  of  mai 
meat  and  drink  to  nourish  and  cheer  it;  so 
Christ,  in  his  ardent  love  to  man,  suffered 
body  to  be  broken  on  the  cross,  and  his  I 
to  be  shed,  thus  treading  the  wine-press  a) 
thereby  to  administer,  with  his  own  fiesh 
blood,  spiritual  nourishment  to  the  hungry 
perishing  souls  of  the  children  of  men.  M 
over,  as  the  bread  is  composed  of  many  grs 
and  the  wine  composed  of  many  grapes,  sc 
so  are  the  believers  composed  of  individual 
many  places,  tongues,  and  nations,  and  are 
ted  together,  as  one  bread,  by  one  true  and 
ing  faith,  as  members  of  the  church  of  Cb 
and,  therefore,  all  such  members  that  wort 
partake  of  this  bread  and  wine,  according  to 
ordinance  of  God,  participate  in  all  the  hea^ 
ly  blessings  and  gifts  which  were  purchasec 
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heirs,  wliicb,  after  his  fleath,  they  are  to  receiv 
and  enjoy  according^  as  they  are  disposed  of  i 
his  testament :  so,  also,  did  Christ  to  his  frienc 
and  followers,  when  he  could  remain  with  thei 
no  longer,  in  his  last  supper  bequeath  unto  (hei 
in  his  new  testament,  his  heavenly  possessions 
»o  that  all  those,  who,  according  to  the  new  te 
tament,  are  found  to  be  the  children  of  Go< 
and  heirs  of  Christ,  are  partakers  of  the  enjo; 
ment  of  the  glorious  riches  of  this  heavenly  ii 
heritance.  Hence,  in  the  Lord's  supper  we  pa 
take  of  natural  bread  and  wine ;  but  by  fait 
we  receive  Christ's  flesh  and  blood  according  i 
the  Spirit,  which  he  has  given  for  the  aton 
ment  of  the  fallen  race  of  man,  and  of  whic 
the  natural  bread  and  wine  in  the  Lord's  su] 
per  are  emblematical. 

It  is  therefore  the  privilege  and  duty  of  a 
faithful  believers,  to  unite  and  use  this  sacr€ 
institution  of  Christ,  to  commemorate  the  dyin 
love  of  their  Lord  and  Saviour.  In  the  admii 
istration  of  which,  an  unblameable  and  ther 
unto  ordained  minister  of  the  gospel,  shall  of 
date  and  proclaim  the  suitferings  and  death 
the  Lord. 

And,  after  an  humble  engagement  in  a 
dent  prayer  and  thanksgiving  to  God  for  Ii 
unbounded  mercy ;  the  minister  will  break  tl 
bread,  and  pour  in  the  wine ;  when  each  an 
erery  believer,  who  has  been  baptized  after  th 
commandment  of  Christ,  will  deeply  and  a( 
tctttively  meditate  on  the  broken  body  of  Cbrw 
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ranee  of  me.  For  as  often  as  ye  eat  the  bread, 
and  drink  this  cup,  ye  do  shew  the  Lord's  death 
till  he  come.  Wherefore,  whosoever  shall  eat 
this  bread,  and  drink  this  cup  of  (he  Lord,  un- 
worthily, shall  be  guilty  of  the  body  and  blood 
of  ihe  Lord.  But  let  a  man  examine  himself, 
and  so  let  him  eat  of  ihat  bread,  and  drink  of 
that  cup.  For  he  that  eateth  and  drinketh  un- 
worthily, eatcth  and  drinketh  damnation  to 
himself,  not  discerning  the  Lord's  body.  1  Cor. 
11:  23-29. — And  they  continued  steadfastly  in 
the  apostles'  doctrine  and  fellowship,  and  in 
breaking  of  bread,  and  in  prayers.  Acts  2:  42. 
How  that  in  the  Lord's  supper,  the  bread  and 
wine  are  not  essentially  the  body  and  blood  of 
Christ,  but  signs  and  emblems  of  his  com mu- 
nion  with  his  saints,  read : — T['he  cup  of  bless-  ^ 
ing  which  we  bless,  is  it  not  the  communion  of  .^ 
the  blood  of  Christ?  the  bread  which  we  break,. » 
k  it  not  the  communion  of  the  body  of  Christ?  3ji 
For  we,  being  many,  are  one  bread,  and  one  ^ 
body  :  for  we  are  all  partakers  of  that  one  bread.  - 
Behold  Israel  after  the  flesh :  are  not  they  which 
eat  of  the  sacrifices  partakers  of  the  altar?  1 
Cor.  10:  16-18. — Here  observe,  that  Israel  did 
not  eat  the  altar — but  of  the  sacrifices  which 
were  oflfered  thereon,  and  thereby  they  were 
made  partakers  of  the  altar;  namely,  of  (he 
benefits  arising  from  these  sacrifices.  In  like 
manner  do  the  christians,  not  eat  and  drink  the 
essential  body  and  blood  of  Christ,  but  bread 
and  wine  emblematical  of  it,  and  thereby  ale 
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by  &itb,  spiritually  partakers  of  the  l>ei 
arising  from  tlio  slain  body,  and  shod  hloo 
Chritft  for  sinners,  and  thus  they  arc  partu 
of  the  only  true  altar,  Jesjus  Christ. 

And  Jesus  said  unto  (hem,  I  am  the.  l)rca( 
life:  he  tbatcometli  to  me  shall  nevcM*  l)un<( 
and  hethatbclieveth  onmc^^hall  novorf}iii>>t

ARTICLE  TWENTY-THIRD. 

OF   THE   WASHING   OF   FEKT  OF   TIIC  UKLIKVKRS. 

When  our  Lord  and  Master,  Jesus  Christ, 
kept  his  last  supper  with  his  a]i0stles,  he  in(ro- 
.  duced  to  them  another  ordinance  before  liis 
;  passion,  which  he  comiuandcd  (hat  it  should  be 
"^lobsciTed  among  them:  He  rose  from  supper 
l^^and  laid  aside  his  garment,  and  took  a  towel 
and  girded  himsel f .    After  that,  lie  pou red  water 
into  a  basin,  and  began  to  wash  the  disciples' 
5*   feet,  and  to  wipe  them  with  the  towel  where- 
with he  was  girded  ;  saying  to  his  disciples : 
Ye  call  me  Master  and  Lord :  and  ye  say  well ; 
for  so  I  am.     If  I  then,  your  Lord  and  Master, 
have  washed  yoiu*  feet,  )'e  also  ought  to  wash 
one  ano(her's  feet.     For  I  have  given  you  an 
example,  that  ye  should  do  as  I  have  done  to 
you .     To  which  He  subjoins :  If  )■  e  know  these 
tilings,  happy  are  ye  if  ye  do  them. 

Of  all  the   ordinances  and   institutions  of 
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Christ,  we  find,  that  the  apostles  were  strict  ob- 
servers. This  ordinance  of  Christ,  they  ob- 
served as  a  service  done  to  the  saints,  and  placed 
the  observance  of  it  among  the  good  works,  ( 1 
Tim.  5: 10,)  and  thus  demanded  believers  to  ob- 
serve it.  Therefore,  believers,  as  folio  ivers  of 
Christ  and  his  apostles'  are  to  keep  and  practice 
it  as  time,  place  and  opportunity  may  admit  and 
require.  If  believers  are  visited  by  their  fellow- 
believers,  they  shall  in  humility, and  with  a  kiss 
of  charity,  receive  them  into  their  housed,  and 
in  lowliness  of  mind,  according  to  the  exam- 
ple of  Christ,  to  wash  their*  feet,  and  thereby 
to  consider  and  reflect,  how  Christ  Jesus,  their 
Lord  and  Master,  humbled  himself  and  stooped, 
not  only  to  wash  his  disciples'  feet,  but  above 
all  to  wash  and  cleanse  our  souls  and  conscien- 

•Here  we  find  that  when  feilow- believers  visited  one  anoih- 
er,  the  washing  of  feet  was  practiced  among  them  at  their 
visits,  as  a  token  of  humility  and  brotherly  kindness ;  which 
seems  to  have  been  much  practiced  in  ancient  days.  But  at 
this  time  the  ordinance  of  washing  the  feet  is  mostly  used  at  tho 
.  time  when  the  Lord's  supper  is  administered  :  it  being  the 
time  when  our  Saviour  both  used  it  himself  and  also  urged  it 
to  be  observed  ;  when  he  saith,  If  I  then,  your  Lord  and 
Master,  havlB  washed  your  feet,  ye  also  ought  to  wash  one 
another's  feet.  For  I  have  given  you  an  example,  that  yo 
should  do  as  I  have  done  to  you.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unlo 
you,  The  servant  is  not  greater  than  bis  Lord ;  neither  he 
that  is  sent  greater  than  he^  that  sent  him.  (John  13: 14-16.) 
He  iothe  Lord,  and  his  followers  are  his  servants  :  He  it  is, 
by  whom  the  apostles  were  sent,  and  the  apostles  are  those 
who  were  sent  by  him  :  He  is  infinitely  the  greatest  amon^ 
all,  and  yet  he  accounted  himself  not  too  great  to  condescend 
•und  stoop,  to  wash  his  disciples'  feet.  And  therefore,  tpe,  as 
A/s  tervauts,  hi»  followers,  should  not  think  ourselves  abov« 
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ces  from  the  spots  and  blemishes  of  sir 
eternal  death,  with  hLs  own  precious  )>lood 
death  on  the  cross. 

How  Chriistkept  this  ordinance  with  his  n 
ties,  and  charged  tlicni  to  keep  it,  read: — J 
13:  4-17. 

And  besides,  how  the  apostles  placed  ihc 
servance  and  practice  of  it  among  the  g( 
works  and  thereby  urged  the  observance  of 
read : — Let  not  a  widow  be  taken  into  ti 
number  under  three  score  years  old,  having  bet 
the  wife  of  one  man,  Well  reported  of  for  goo 
works;  if  she  have  brought  up  children,  if  sh 

washing  one  another's  feet,  as  he  has   given  us  the  exatn 
pie  to  do  to  01)0  another,  as  he  has  done  to  us. 

But  this  washing  of  the  feet  is  not  to  be  understood  as  u 
means  used  to  wash  away  the  impurity  of  the  feet,  but  as  an 
outward  sign  and  token  prcfigurato  of  an  inward  washing. 
(eTon  as  water  baptism  is  not  the  substance  of  what  is  in- 
tended, but  a  sign  and  token  prcfigurato  of  an  inward,  spir- 
itual washing  and  cleansing,  a  baptism  with  the  Holy  Gho.-«t 
and  with  tire.     Moreover,  in  the  Lord's  supper,  the  bread  and 
wine  are  not,  essentially,  the  body  and  blood  of  Christ,  bui 
signs  or  emblems  thereof,  in  the  participation  of  which  is 
represented  to  us  our  union  and  communion  with  him,  as  be- 
Dg  partakers  of  all  the  blessings  purchased  for  His  people  by 
)is  sufferings  and   death.)     This  is  evidently  seen  in  the 
rords  of  Christ  to  Peter,  (verse  8,)  If  I  wash  thee  not, thou 
ist  no  part  with  mo  :  which  words,  when  Peter  heard,  he 
as  willing  and  desirous  not  only  to  have  his  feet  washed 
t  also  his  hands  and  his  head.     Whereupon  Jesus  said  to 
n,  He  that  is  washed  needoth  not,'  save  to  wash  his  feet, 
\  is  clean  every  whit:  and  ye  are  clean  but  not  all ;  (verso 
)  In  these  verses  the  Lord  Jesus  evidently  alludes  to  an 
ard  spiritual  washing  and  cleansing,  where  believers  are 
itually  washed  and  cleansed  with  the  water  of  the  Spirit, 
Salvation,  by  faith  in  the  atoning  blood  of  Jesus  CHti«t. 
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have  lodged  strangers,  if  she  have  washed  the 
saints'  feet.  1  Tim.  5: 9, 10. 

How  the  ancient  fathers  have  used  this  ordi- 
nance at  the  reception  of  their  guests,  read : — 
Let  a  little  water,  I  pray  you,  be  fetched,  and 
toa^h  your  feet  and  rest  yourselves  under  the 
tree.  Gen,  18:  4. — And  he  said.  Behold  now, 
my  Lords,  turn  in,  I  pray  you,  into  your  ser- 
vant's house,  and  tarry  all  night,  and  wa^k 
yourfeety  and  ye  shall  rise  up  early,  and  go  on 
your  ways.  19:  2. — And,  behold,  a  woman  in 
the  city,  which  was  a  sinner,  when  she  knew 
that  Jesus  sat  at  meat  in  the  Pharisee's  house, 
l^rought  an   alabaster  box  of  ointment,  And 

He  that  hath  this  washing,  needcth  not,  save  to  wash  bis  feet> 
(his  earthly  members — those  which  cleave  to  the  earth — too 
rartbly  inclined,)  which  is  emblematical  of  this  inward 
washing. 

Now,  concerning  the  time  of  this  washing  of  feet,  we  be- 
lieve, that  Christ  Jesus  washed  his  disciples*  feet  after  he  had 
instituted  the  Lord's  supper  and  administered  it  to  his  disci- 
ples: for  in  the  2d  verse  it  is  expressly  said.  And  supper 
bring  ended,  (the  devil  having  now  put  mto  the  heart  of  Judas 
Iflcariot,  Simon's  son,  to  betray  him,)  Jesus  knowing  that 
the  Father  had  given  all  things  into  his  hands,  and  that  he 
was  come  from  Giod,  and  went  to  God  ;  He  riscth  from  sup- 
per, and  laid  aside  his  garments,  and  took  a  towel, and  girded 
himself.  After  that  ho  poured  water  into  a  basin,  and  began 
to  wash  the  disciples'  feet,  and  to  wipe  them  with  the  towel 
werewithhe  was  girded,  (versed  2-&)  Now,  some  under- 
take to  say.  That  Christ  xose  from  the  prepared  supper,  and 
before  they  had  eaten,  which  inference,  however,  cannot  justly 
be  drawn  from  the  above  scripture,  if  we  duly  weigh  the  2d 
verse,  which  says.  And  supper  being  ended.  Hence,  we 
conclude  that  the  Lord  performed  this  aervice  to  his  di8cl<i 
pies,  after  supper  wa9  QQ4edi  9<;pording  (o  the  word.

choice  and  self-devised  commandments,  an 
whose  religion  is  vain,  as  it  is  btiilt  upon  huma 
inventions.  But  from  an  unfeisrned  fiiilh  w 
must  show  forth  divine  virtues,  according  asw 
arc  tauglit  in  holy  writ,  and  as  we  have  Chrif 
and  his  holy  apostles  to  our  example,  and  whos 
footsteps  we  are  commanded  to  follow;  a 
which  commands  we  should  obey  from  ou 
hearts,  to  the  honor  of  him  who  has  created  us 
And  thus  we  must  learn  of  Christ  to  be  bum 
ble,  meek  and  lowly  in  heart,  (to  put  away  al 
pride  and  arrogance,  which  goeth  before  de 
struction,  and  a  haughty  spirit  l^efore  a  falJ 
(Prov.  16:  18.)  and  which  proceedelh  out  o 
the  heart,  and  maketh  its  appearance  outwardly 
in  georgeousness,  sumptuousness,  splendour  o 
habit,  and  in  words  and  deeds:)  and  to  be  adorn 
cd  in  the  inner  man  w  ith  the  ornament  of  i 
meek  and  quiet  spirit,  which  is,  in  the  sight  ol 
God,  of  great  price.  (1  Pet.  3:  4.)  And  thus  in 
lowliness  of  mind  let  each  esteem  other  better 
fc     ihan  themselves;  (Phil.  2:3.)  and  in  all  ou 
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outward  appearance,  walk  and  corivorsahMi,  to 
adorn  oiirselvtjs  according-  to  our  nni(?k  imd 
lowly  Head  and  Pattern  Jfosii.i  Cliri<:t. 

Tlictrue  christian  must  also  put  away  mw 
ctousness:  For  the  lovo  of  money  is  ihd  nut 
of  all  evil ;  which,  while  some  covehMJ  alUT, 
they  have  erred  from  the  faitli,  and  piiMred 
themselves  through  with  many  forruws.  ( 1  Tim. 
6: 10.)  And,  on  the  contrar}-,  they  nm-t  put  on 
the  love  and  mercy  of  their  heaveidy  Fallier, 
and  manifest  the  same  in  works  of  love  anil 
mercy  to  all  mankind :  That  thijy  may  be  the 
children  of  their  Fathei  which  is  in  heaven  : 
who  maketh  his  sun  to  rise  on  tlie  evil  and  on 
the  good,  and  sendeth  rain  on  the  ju:-t  and  on 
Ihe  unjust.  (Matth.  6.  45.)  Hi-:  hath  shev/ed 
thee,  O  man,  what  is  good;  and  what  dolh  the 
Lord  require  of  thee,  but  to  do  justly,  and  U) 
love  mercy,  and  to  walk  hmnbly  with  thy  God  I 
.  llicah.  6:  8. 

Also,  must  the  true  believers  mortiiiy  tlieir 
nieinbers  which  are  upon  theeajlh  ;  fornication 
and  all  uncleanness,  with  all  impure  de.-ires ; 
drunkenness,  revellings  and  such  like  :  and  i)re- 
8ent  their  bodies  a  living  sacrifice,  holy,  accep- 
table unto  God,  by  denying  ungodliness  and 
Worldly  lusts,  and  with  humble  fasting  and 
prayer,  liying  soberly,  righteously  and  godly,  in 
this  present  world.  And  thus  according  to  the 
Words  of  the  apostle,  They  will  walk  honestly, 
as  in  the  day  ;  not  in  rioting  and  drunkenness, 
BOt  in   chambering  and  wantonness,  uol   vu 
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strife  and  envying :  but  they  put  on  the  Loi 
Jesus  Christ,  and  make  no  provision  for  i\ 
flesh,  to  fulfil  the  lusts  thereof.  Roin.  13: 13, 1 

Moreover,  the  followers  of  Christ  must  n 
walk  in  the  counsel  of  (he  ungodly,  nor  star 
in  the  way  of  sinners,  nor  sit  in  the  seat  of  tl 
scornful,  (Psalm  1:  1,)  where  there  is  fooln 
talking  and  jesting,  lying  and  filthy  comm 
nication :  but  their  delight  must  be  in  the  la 
of  the  Lord  ;  among  the  people  of  the  Lori 
there,  in  his  law,  to  meditate  day  and  nigh 
where  they  speak  with  circumcised,  with  ne 
tongues,  and  love  to  appear  in  the  house  of  tl 
Lord,- in  the  assemblies  of  the  righteous,  whe 
the  word  of  the  Lord  is  spoken  and  his  praisi 
sounded  forth.  They  will  also  endeavor,  wil 
all  their  ability,  to  keep  the  commandments  ar 
ordinances  of  the  Lord  ;  knowing  that  he  wi 
render  to  every  man  according  to  his  deeds 
To  them  who,  by  patient  continuance  in  wel 
doing,  seek  for  glory,  and  honour,  and  inima 
tality,  eternal  life;  knowing  also  that  to  thi 
faith  alone,  \^^hich  worketh  by  lave,  eternal  lii 
is  promised  ;  and  that  to  the  unbelievers,  wb 
do  not  obey  the  truth,  butobey  unrighteousnes 
will  be  indignation  and  wrath,  tribulation  am 
anguish.  (Rom.  2:6-9.)  Knowing  also  that, a 
the  body  without  the  spirit  is  dead,  so  faiti 
without  works  is  dead  also.  James  2:  26.

It 
i?,  therefore,  their  duty  and  privilege,  daily  to 
how  before  the  throne  of  grace,  with  deep  hu- 
mility of  heart,  imploring  forgiveness  and  re- 
mission of  sins ;  and  to  thank  God  for  his  &:a- 
ing  grace  wherewith  he  has  favored  us  in

«rit  alone  we  hope  to  be  saved,  and  not  b}'  any 
"od  works  which  we  have  done. 
Of  the  deadly  works  of  darkness,  which  sep-

M.  man  with  his  deeds ;  And  have  put  on 
lew  man,  which  is  renewed  in  knowledge, 
the  image  of  him  that  created  him.

pleasure  in  them  that  do  them.  Rom.  I:  28-31 
Know  ye  not  that  the  unrighteous  shall  m 
inherit  the  kingdom  of  God  ?  Be  not  deceivec 
neither /or mca/ors,  nor  idolaters,  nor  adult 
rcrs,  nor  effeminate,  nor  abusers  of  then 
selves  with  mankind,  nor  thieves,  nor  cove 
ous,  nor  drunkards,  nor  revilers,  nor  extoi 
tioners,  shall  inherit  the  kingdom  of  God.

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Christ,  we  find,  that  the  apostles  were  strict  ob- 
servers. This  ordinance  of  Christ,  they  ob- 
served as  a  service  done  to  the  saints,  and  placed 
the  observance  of  it  among  the  good  works,  ( 1 
Tim.  5: 10,)  and  thus  demanded  believers  to  ob- 
serve it.  Therefore,  behevers,  as  folio ^vers  of 
Christ  and  his  apostles'  are  to  keep  and  practice 
it  as  time,  place  and  opportunity  may  admit  and 
require.  If  believers  are  visited  by  their  fellow- 
believers,  they  shall  in  humility, and  with  a  kiss 
of  charity,  receive  them  into  their  housed,  and 
in  lowliness  of  mind,  according  to  the  exam- 
ple of  Christ,  to  wash  their*  feet,  and  thereby 
to  consider  and  reflect,  how  Christ  Jesus,  their 
Lord  and  Master,  humbled  himself  and  stooped, 
not  only  to  wash  his  disciples'  feet,  but  above 
all  to  wash  and  cleanse  our  souls  and  conscien- 

*Here  we  find  that  when  feilow- believers  visited  one  anoih- 

er,  the  washing  of  feet  was  practiced  among  them  at  their 

visits,  as  a  token  of  humility  and  brotherly  kindness;  which 

seems  to  have  been  much  practiced  in  ancient  days.     But  at 

this  time  the  ordinance  df  washing  the  feet  is  mostly  used  at  tho 

.  time  when  the  Lord's  supper  is  administered  :  it  being  the 

time  when  our  Saviour  both  used  it  himself  and  also  urged  it 

to  be  observed  ;  when  ho  saith,  If  I  then,  your  Lord  and 

Master,  havlB  washed  your  feet,  yc  also  ought  to  wash  one 

another's  feet.     For  I  have  given  you  an  example,  that  yo 

should  do  as  I  have  done  to  you.     Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto 

you,  The  servant  is  not  greater  than  his  Lord ;  neither  he 

that  is  sent  greater  than  ha  that  sent  him.  (John  13: 14-16.) 

He  i»the  Lord,  and  his  followers  are  his  servants  :  He  it  is, 

by  whom  the  apostles  were  sent,  and  the  apostles  are  those 

who  were  sent  by  him  :  He  is  infinitely  the  greatest  among 

all,  and  yet  he  accounted  himself  not  too  great  to  condescend 

-«nd  stoop,  to  wash  his  disciples'  feet.     And  therefore,  tpf,  as 

Ajs  Mfrvants,  h'i9  ibilowers,  should  not  think  ouiselves  abov« 
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ces  from  the  spots  and  blemishes  of  sin  and 
eternal  death,  with  his  own  precious  blood  and 
death  on  the  cross. 

How  Christ  kept  this  ordinance  with  his  apos- 
tles, and  charged  them  to  keep  it,  read: — Jolin 
13:  4-17. 

And  besides,  how  the  apostles  placed  the  ob- 
servance and  practice  of  it  among  the  good 
works  and  thereby  urged  the  observance  of  it, 
read : — Let  not  a  widow  be  taken  into  the 
number  under  three  score  years  old,  having  been 
the  wife  of  one  man.  Well  reported  of  for  good 
works;  if  she  have  brought  up  children,  if  she 

washing  one  another's  feet,  as  he  has   given  us  the  exam- 
ple to  do  to  01)0  another,  as  he  has  done  to  us. 

But  this  washing  of  the  feet  is  not  to  be  understood  as  a 
means  used  to  wash  away  the  impurity  of  the  feet,  but  as  an 
outward  sign  and  token  prcfigurato  of  an  inward  washings 
(even  as  water  baptism  is  not  the  substance  of  what  is  in- 
tended, but  a  sign  and  token  prefigurate  of  an  inward,  spir- 
itual washing  and  cleansing,  a  baptism  with  the  Holy  Ghost 
and  with  fire.  Moreover,  in  the  Lord's  supper,  the  bread  and 
wine  are  not,  essentially,  the  body  and  blood  of  Christ,  but 
signs  or  emblems  thereof,  in  the  participation  of  which  is 
represented  to  us  our  union  and  communion  with  him,  as  be- 
ing partakers  of  all  the  blessings  purchased  for  His  people  by 
his  sufferings  and  death.)  This  is  evidently  seen  in  the 
words  of  Christ  to  Peter,  (verse  8,)  If  I  wash  thee  not,  thou 
hast  no  part  with  mo  :  which  words,  when  Peter  heard,  he 
was  willing  and  desirous  not  only  to  have  his  feet  washed 
but  also  his  hands  and  his  head.  Whereupon  Jesus  said  to 
him.  He  that  is  washed  ncedeth  not*  save  to  wash  his  feet, 
but  is  clean  every  whit:  and  ye  are  clean  but  not  all ;  (verse 
10. )  In  these  verses  the  Lord  Jesus  evidently  alludes  to  an 
inward  spiritual  washing  and  cleansing,  where  believers  are 
spiritually  washed  and  cleansed  with  the  water  of  the  Spirit, 
■i}r  Salvation,  by  faith  in  the  atoning  blood  of  Jesus  Christ. 
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have  lodged  strangers,  if  she  have  washed  the 
saints*  feet,  1  Tim.  5: 9, 10. 

How  the  ancient  fathers  have  used  this  ordi- 
nance at  the  reception  of  their  guests,  read : — 
Let  a  Httle  water,  I  pray  you,  be  fetched,  and 
%Dash  your  feet  and  rest  yourselves  under  the 
tree.  Qi^n,  18:  4. — And  he  said.  Behold  now, 
my  Lords,  turn  in,  I  pray  you,  into  your  ser- 
vant's house,  and  tarry  all  night,  and  wa^h 
your  Jeet^  and  ye  shall  rise  up  early,  and  go  on 
your  ways.  19:  2. — And,  behold,  a  woman  in 
the  city,  which  was  a  sinner,  when  she  knew 
that  Jesus  sat  at  meat  in  the  Pharisee's  house, 
l^rought  an  alabaster  box  of  ointment,  And 

He  that  hath  this  washing,  needcth  not,  save  to  wash  his  feet> 
(his  earthly  members — those  which  cleave  to  the  earth — loo 
rarthly  inclined,)  which  is  emblematical  of  this  inward 
washing. 

Now,  concerning  the  time  of  this  washing  of  feet,  we  be- 
lieve, that  Christ  Jesus  washed  his  disciples*  feet  after  ho  had 
instituted  the  Lord's  supper  and  administered  it  to  his  disci- 
ples :  for  in  the  2d  verse  it  is  expressly  said,  And  supper 
l^ing  ended,  (the  devil  having  now  put  mto  the  heart  of  Judas 
Iflcariot,  Simon's  son,  to  betray  him,)  Jesus  knowing  that 
the  Father  had  given  all  things  into  his'  hands,  and  that  he 
was  come  from  Clod,  and  went  to  God  ;  He  riscth  from  sup- 
per, and  laid  aside  his  garments,  and  took  a  towel, and  girded 
himself.  After  that  ho  poured  water  into  a  basin,  and  began 
to  wash  the  disciples*  feet,  and  to  wipe  them  with  the  towel 
werewith  he  was  girded,  (verses  2-5*)  Now,  some  under- 
take to  say,  That  Christ  rose  from  the  prepared  supper,  and 
before  they  had  eaten,  which  inference,  hown^er,  cannot  justly 
be  drawn  from  the  above  scripture,  if  we  duly  weigh  the  2d 
verse,  which  says.  And  supper  being  ended.  Hence,  we 
conclude  that  the  Lord  performed  this  aervice  to  his  di8cl<i 
pies,  after  supper  yra.9  Qri4c;d|  ^cqQrding  (0  the  word. 
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Stood  at  his  feet  behind  liim  wcci)in<i^,aiul  be^ 
to  wash  his  feet  with  tears,  and  did  wipe  (ht 
with  (he  hairs  of  her  head,  and  kissed  liis  fc 
and  anoiuted  them  with   ointment.  Luke 
37,38 
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OF   GOOD    WORKS. 

Of  the  good  works  we  believe  and  acknowl- 
edge. That  the  true  Cliristian  will  nut  think 
tliat  he  has  done  enough,  when  he  is  sound  in 
his  opinion  of  his  confession  of  faith,  in  all 
points,  according  to  the  word  of  God ;  and  when 
he  acknowledges  Christ  Jesus  for  his  Head  and 
Saviour:  but  as  the  fruits  of  his  faith,  love  and 
gratitude  to  his  Lord  and  Master,  he  will  bring 
forth  good  works.     Moreover,  it  is  not  enough 
to  be  buried  with  Christ  by  baptism  into  death, 
byputringoirthe  works  of  the  llesh;  but  we  must 
also  rise  from  tlie  death  of  sin,  and  walk  in  new- 
ness of  life,  (Roni.6: 4,)  and  bring  forth  the  fruita 
)f  the  Spirit. — It  is  not  enough  to  put  off,  con- 
erning  the  former  ^conversation,  the  old  man, 
'hich  is  corrupt  according  to  thedeceitful  lusts ; 
It  to  be  renewed  in  the  spirit  of  the  nu'nd,  and 
put  on  the  ncv/  man,  which  after  God  is  ere- 
\d  in  righteousness  and  true  holiness.  (Epli. 
22-24.)  And  in  this  newness  of  hfe  to  bring 
<i  fruits,  and  to  let  the  light  so  shine  before 
1,  that  they  may  see  the  good  works,  and 
ify  our  Father  which  is  in  heaven  ;  Matth.. 
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5. 16.)  and  that  thereby  all  the  faithful  belie v 
crs  may  be  known  and  distinguished  from  un- 
believers and  unfruitful  men,  as  a  tree  which 
is  known  to  be  good  by  the  good  fruit  which  it 
bears.  7:  19. 

.  But  these  good  works  must  not  be  done  in  an 
outward  show,  to  appear  holy  before  men,  and 
to  have  glory  of  them  ;  neither  must  we  imi- 
tate the  self-righteous  Pharisee  and  others, 
Avhose  works  principally  consist  in  their  own 
choice  and  self-devised  commandments,  and 
whose  religion  is  vain,  as  it  is  built  upon  human 
inventions.  But  from  an  unfeigned  faith  we 
must  show  forth  divine  virtues,  according  as  we 
are  taught  in  holy  writ,  and  as  we  have  Christ 
and  his  holy  apostles  to  our  exam  pie,  and  whose 
footsteps  we  are  commanded  to  follow;  all 
which  commands  we  should  obey  from  our 
hearts,  to  the  honor  of  him  who  has  created  us. 
And  thus  we  must  learn  of  Christ  to  be  bum- 
ble, meek  and  lowly  in  heart,  (to  put  away  all 
pride  and  arrogance,  which  goeth  before  de- 
struction, and  a  haughty  spirit  before  a  fall. 
(Prov.  16:  18.)  and  which  proceedeth  out  of 
the  heart,  and  makethits  appearance  outwardly, 
in  georgeousness,  sumptuousness,  splendour  of 
habit,  and  in  words  and  deeds:)  and  to  be  adorn- 
ed in  the  inner  man  with  the  ornament  of  a 
meek  and  quiet  spirit,  which  is,  in  the  sight  of 
God,  of  great  price.  (1  Pet.  3:  4.)  And  thus  in 
lowliness  of  mind  let  each  esteem  other  better 
ihan  themselves;  (Phil.  2:3.)  and  in  all  ou 
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Iward  appearance,  walk  and  coiivcrsaliijn, 
brn  ourselves  acconliii*^  to   our  meek  uii 
Nly  Head  and  Pattern  Jesus  Christ. 
The  true  christian  must  also  put  Jiway  gov 
>Udncss:  For  the  love  of  money  is  the  nx.l 
all  evil ;  which,  while  some  coveted  after, 
ey   have  erred  from  the  faith,  and  pierced 
emselves  through  with  many  f-orrowp.  (1  Tim. 
10.)  And,  on  the  contrary,  they  must  put  on 
6  love  and  mercy  of  their  heavenly  Father, 
id  manifest  the  same  in  works  of  love  and 
ercy  to  all  mankind  :  That  they  may  he  the 
lildren  of  their  Father  which  is  in  heaven  : 
ho  maketh  his  sun  to  rise  on  the  evil  and  on 
e  good,  and  sendeth  rain  on  the  just  and  on 
e  unjust.  (Matth.  6.  45.)  He  hath  shewed 
^e-,  O  man,  what  is  good;  and  what  doth  the 
RD  require  of  thee,  but  to  do  justly,  and  lo 
^  mercy,  and  to  walk  humbly  with  thy  God  ? 
all.  6:  8. 

Iso,  must  the  true  believers  mortifiy  their 

ibers  which  are  upon  the  earth  ;  fornication 

all  uncleanness,  with  all  impure  desires ;

Jesus  Christ,  and  make  no  provision  for  the 
flesh,  to  fulfil  the  lusts  thereof.  Rom.  13: 13, 14. 
"  Moreover,  the  followers  of  Christ  must  not 
walk  in  the  counsel  of  the  ungodly,  nor  stand 
in  the  way  of  sinners,  nor  sit  in  the  seat  of  tlie 
scornful,  (Psalm  1:  1,)  where  there  is  foolish 
talking  and  jesting,  lying  and  filthy  commu- 
nication :  but  their  delight  must  be  in  the  law 
of  the  LoREf ;  among  the  people  of  the  Lord  ; 
there,  in  his  law,  to  meditate  day  and  night  j 
where  they  speak  with  circumcised,  with  new 
tongues,  and  love  to  appear  in  the  house  of  the 
Lordy  in  the  assemblies  of  the  righteous,  where 
the  word  of  the  Lord  is  spoken  and  his  praises 
sounded  forth.  They  will  also  endeavor,  with 
all  their  ability,  to  keep  the  commandments  and 
ordinances  of  the  Lord  ;  knowing  that  he  will 
render  to  every  man  according  to  his  deeds : 
To  them  who,  by  patient  continuance  in  well- 
doing, seek  for  glory,  and  honour,  and  inimor? 
tality,  eternal  life;  knowing  also  that  to  this 
faith  alone,  \Vhich  worketh  by  lave,  eternal  life 
is  promised  ;  and  that  to  the  unbeHevers,  who 
do  not  obey  the  truth,  butobey  unrighteousness, 
will  be  indignation  and  wrath,  tribulation  and 
anguish.  (Rom.  2:6-9.)  Knowing  also  that,  as 
the  body  without  the  spirit  is  dead,  so  faith 
wnthout  works  is  dead  also.  James  2:  26. 

But  all  the  pious  people  of  God,  who  mani- 
fest their  faith  by  their  divine  virtues,  in  their 
holy  walk  and  conversation;  by  maintaining 
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ood  works;  must  not  think  thereby  to  ohtair 
ternal  blcdscdncss,  or  to  be  justified  i>ef()rc  ( uxl, 
nd  to  merit  a  claim  on  him  :  but  all  true  chris- 
ans  will  look  upon  themselves  as  unprofUnble 
3rvaDt&i,  having  only  clone  that  which  was  (heir 
btytodo;  and  who,  of  ihemselves,  are  unable 
)  do  that  which  is  good  ;  but  that  God,  by  his 
race,  worketh  in  them  1x)(h  to  will  and  to  do 
)at  which  is  good,  of  his  good  pleasure.  Tiiey 
ill  also  acknowledge,  that  they  are  encompiiss- 
i  with  this  body  of  llesh,  which  lustelli  against 
le  Spirit,  and  the  Spirit  against  the  flesh,  eo 
lat  they  have  a  continual  conflict,  till  the  iasi 
lemy  be  destroyed,  which  is  death.     There- 
ire,  are  the  good  works  of  all  the  pious  very 
aperfect,  defective,and  fall  short  of  merit.     It 
therefore,  their  duty  and  privilege,  daily  to 
w  before  the  throne  of  grace,  with  deep  hu- 
Uty  of  heart,  imploring  forgiveness  and  re- 
gion of  sins ;  and  to  thank  God  for  his  sa- 
y  grace  wherewith  he  has  favored  us  in

't  alone  we  hope  to  be  saved,  and  not  by  any 
'  works  which  we  have  done.

Acts  25:  11. — Not  by  works  of  righteousness 
which  we  have  done,  but  according  to  his  mer- 
cy he  saved  us,  by  the  washing  of  regeneration, 
and  renewing  of  the  Holy  Gmost;  Which  he 
died  on  us  abundantly  through  Jesus  Christ 
our  Saviour;  That,  beingjustified  by  his  graces 
n^e  should  be  made  heirs  according  to  the  hqpe 
of  eternal  life.  Tit.  3:  5-7.— But  God,  who  is 
rich  in  mercy,  for  his  great  love  wherewitlh  he 
loved  us,  even  when  we  were  dead  in  sins,  hath 
quickened  us  together  with  Christ ;  (by  grace 
ye  are  saved ;)  and  hath  raised  us  up  together, 
apd  made  us  sit  together  in  heavenly  places,  in 
Ghnst  Jesus ;  That  in  the  ages  to  come  he 
might  show  the  exceeding  riches  of  his  grace 
in  his  Id^ess  towards  us  through  Christ  Jesus. 
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For  by  .Qftace  are  ye  saved  tfirqugh  fiiitfa,  and 
that  tiot  of  yovLrBmea  t  it  b  the  gift  of  Ood : 
Not  of  works,  lest  any  matt  shoiidd  boast. — 
For  we  are  his  workniaDship,  created  in  Christ 
Jesus  unto  good  worksj  whioh  Qod  hath  before 
ordained  th&t  we  riioald'wa&  ill  them.  Eph. 
2:i-10. 

Who  hath  saved  us,  and  called  us  with  a  ho- 
ly caUittg,  not  acoordihf  to  our  worki§,  but  ac- 
cording to  his  puTpiose  and  grace,  which  was 
given  us  m  Christ  Jesus  before  the  wodd  be- 
gan, but  is  now  made  manifest  by  the  ap- 
pearing cf  our  Saviour  Jesiis  Christ, "who  hath 
abolished  death,  and  hath  brought  life  and  im- 
mortality to  tight  through  the  gospel.  2^Fw^

ARTICLE  TWENTY-FIFTH. 

OF  THE  BTATB'  OF  ]lf  ATRIKOI^T. 

Op  Marriage  we  believe  and  acknowledge, 
That  it  is  honourable,  and  is  an  ord.ina^ce  of 
God,  whidi  he  instituted  wtth  the  first  pair, 
Adam  and  Eve,  whom  he  created  in  his  own 
image,  joined  them  together  in  marriage  and 
blessed  them.  And  when  this  divine  institu- 
tion was  perverted,  throug'h  the  corruption, tiar- 
nal  desires  and  obduracy  of  the  human  heart, 
so,  that  they  took  them  wives  of  allwhich  they 
chose,  and  thus  took  many  wives ; '  'and  for  in- 
vial  causes  divorced  them  agaih'  and  mairried 
others  in  their  room:  thatCSirisI; tfie 
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}       and  acGQiniduhed  Lawgiver  abrogated  the  bill 
of  <)ivjorcement  which  Moses  had  permitted  to 
I       be  given ;  reformed  other  abuses,  and  ihus  re- 
stored the  iBtate  of  marriaffe  to  Us  pure  and  pri- 
VUtive  institution,  (with  afi  those  who  hear  his 
doctrine  and  believe  in  him,)according as  it  was 
!      in9tituted  by  his  heavenly  Father,  with  Adam 
I      eod  Uve,  in  Paradiae.    And  thus  has  the  Soo 
I      q£  God,  eet  the  stal^  of  matrimony  on  its  firot 
fiMinda^ion  again,  namely,  to  consist  of  one  man 
and  of  one  woman,  who  are  to  be  so  insepara- 
bly jquded  aiid  bound  together  that  nothing  but 
d^Mh  or  adqjtery  shall  part  and  seperate. 

Therefooe  should  every  fidthful  believer,  who 
is  ai)out  to  enter  into  a  state  of  oiarriaffe,  follow 
the  doctrine  of  Christ,  according  to  me  above 
eiEampIe,  and  engage  with  one  person  alone, 
and  who  hath  obuined  like  precious  &ith  with 
him — bam  again  and  renewed  after  the  image 
of  Qod :  and  all  such  persons,  with  the  con- 
SBDt  of  tneir  pa]:ents.and  the  Church,  shall,  with 
ardent  prayer  to  God,  be  joined  together  before 
the  church,  by  a  minister  of  the  gospel.  And 
oir  all  such  we  hold,  that  they  have  married  in 
the  Lord,  were  by  him  thereunto  appointed  and 
jiomed  together. 

9ut  of  the  unregisnerate,  who  h^^ve  not,  by 
jbitli  m  Jc^s  Christ  been  sanctified  and  entered 
dbpi  int0  a  state  of  matrimony,  we  hold  that 
thfik  mAni^e  is  honourable,  but  not  that  it  is 
m  M^o  Lord, 
Ad4  >Q  lilsA  manner  as  Christ  will  take  none

to  his  bride  and  to  be  membere  of  his  body,  save 
those  alone  who  are  renewed  by  faith  after  his 
image :  also  cannot  believers,  whose  bodies  are 
sanctified  an  offering  to  God — and  members  of 
Christ — ^and  temples  of  the  Holy  Ghost — with- 
draw them  from  Christ,  and  in  the  bonds  of 
marrii^e  unite  them  with  the  unregenerate, 
and  be  unequally  yoked  with  the  unbelievers, 
and  who  are  not  by  faith  and  christian  baptism 
iitiited  to  the  church  of  Christ  and  acknowl- 
edged as  brothers  and  sisters  in  Christ,  and  ad 
members  in  his  church.  For  Christian  bap- 
tism is  the  first  ordinance  in  the  Church,  whisi^ 
upon  all  th<9  ordinances  of  God  follow. 

In  this  manner  is  the  state  of  marriage  in- 
troduced by  the  counsel  of  the  H(dy  Ghost,  lb 
avoid  fornication  and  all  uncleanness.  Bui  if 
any  person  ii9  not  inclined  to  marr^,  having  no 
necessity,  but  hath  power  over  his  owh  will ; 
so  that  he  can  live  a  chaste  and  virginal  life 
without  it,  and  the  better  attend  oii  the  things 
of  the  Lord,  is  more  coihmendable.  But  mal*- 
riage  is  free  to  all,  yet  it  is  not  considered  io  be 
a  commandment. 

Ht^w  the  LotiD  God,  in  the  b^ftining  in^- 
tuted  marriage,  read: — And  the  Lorb  Gbd 
said,  It  is  not  good  that  man  should  be  alone :  I 
will  make  him  a  help  meet  for  hiiti...Aild  tne 
rib,  which  the  Lord  God  had  taken  fh>til  inan, 
made  he  a  woman,  and  birought  hieir  unto  the 
man...Therefore  shall  a  man  leave  his  btber 
and  his  mothelTi  and  shall  cleave  unto  his 
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irife;  and  tliey  shall  be  ont  flesh.  Oen.  2:  18- 
28-24. 

How  Christ  Feforined  all  the  corruptions  of 
the  marriaffe  state,  and  renewed  it  to  tne  ptate 
of  his  Father's  institution,  read  : — Have  ye  not 
read,  that  he  which  made  them  at  the  begin- 
ning, made  them  male  and  female ;  And  said, 
For  ibis  cause  shall  a  man  leave  father  and 
mother,  and  shall  cleave  to  his  wife:  and  the 
twain  diail  be  one  flesh:'  Wherefore  they  are 
no  more  twain,  but  one  flesh.  What  therefore 
God  hath  joined  together,  let  not  man  put  asun- 
dsr«  They  say  unto  him,  Why  did  Moses  then 
command  to  give  a  writing  of  divorcement, 
and  to  put  her  away?  He  saith  unto  them, 
Uoees,  because  of  the  hardness  of  your  hearts, 
suffered  you  to  put  away  your  wives :  but  from 
the  beginning  it  was  not  so.  Matth.  19:  4-8.-- 
Aad  unto  the  married  I  command^  yet  not  1, 
but  the  Lord ;  Let  not  the  wife  depart  from  her 
husband:  But,  and  if  she  depart,  let  her  remain 
unmaFried,  or  be  reconcileo  to  her  husband: 
snd  let  not  the  hushemd  put  away  his  wife... 
The  wife  is  bound  by  the  Law  as  long  as  her 
husband  Uveth ;  but  if  her  husband  be  dead, 
she  is  at  liberty  to  be  married  to  whom  sh^  will; 
only  in  the  Lord.  1  Cor.  7:  10, 11-39. 

Marriage  is  honourable  in  qH,  and  the  bed  un^ 

deCled :  but  whoremongers  and  adulterers,  God 

wttl  jud^  Heb.  13:  4. — Nevertheless,  to  avpid 

fornication,  let  every  nEum  have  his  own  wife, 

vnd  let  every  woinan  have  her  own  biwband. 
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I  Cor.  7:  2.  — So  God  created  mian  in  his  own 
image  :  in  the  image  of  God  created  he  him ; 
male  and  female  created  he  them.  Gen.  1:  27. 
— This  is  the  thing  which  the  Lord  doth  com- 
mand concerning  the  daughters  of  Zelophehad, 
saiying,  Let  them  marry  to  whom  they  think 
VdBi ;  only  to  the  family  of  the  tribe  of  their 
father  shcdl  they  marry.  Num.  36:  6. — Neither 
shalt  thou  make  marriages  with  them ;  thy 
daughter  thoQ  shalt  not  give  unto  his  son,  nor 
hra  daughter  shalt  thou  take  unto  thy  son. — 
For  they  will  turn  away  thy  son  from  following 
me,  that  they  may  serve  other  gods ;  so  will  tbd 
anger  of  the  Lord  be  kindled  against  youj  And 
destroy  thee  suddenly.  Deut.  7:  3,  4. 

Of  those  who  transgressed  these  commands, 
and  of  their  punishment,  read  : — And  it  came 
to  pass,  when  men  began  to  multiply  on  the 
fnce  of  the  earth,  and  daughters  were  born  un- 
(o  them^  That  the  sons  of  God  saw  the  daugh- 
lers  of  nrreh  that  they  were  fair :  and  they  took 
them  wives  of  all  which  they  cnoee...And  God 
saw  that  the  wickedness  of  man  was  great  in 
the  earth,  and  that  every  imagination  of  the 
thoughts  of  his  heart  was  only  evil  continual- 
ly...And  the  Lord  said,  I  will  destroy  man, 
whom  Iliave  created,  from  the  Hblcg  of  the  earth. 
Gen.  6:  1,  2-6-7.— And  Israel  abode  in  Shit- 
tim,  and  the  people  began  to  comhiit  whoredom 
With  the  daughters  of  Moab.  And  they  called 
the  people  unto  the  sacrifices  of  their  gods;.. 
And  the  anger  of  the  Lord  was  Idndled  against 
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Ifvael.  And  the  Lord  said  unto  Moses,  Take 
all  the  heads  of  the  people,  and  hang  them  up 
before  the  Lord  against  the  sun,  that  the  fierce 
anger  of  the  Lord  may  be  turned  away  from 
luBeL  And  Moses  said  unto  the  judges  of  Is- 
rael, Slay  ye  every  one  hi9  men  that  were  join- 
ed to  Baal-peor.  Num.  25:  1, 2-4,  6. 


ARTICLE  TWENTY-SIXTH. 
OF  swjiABiiro  OF  oAxas. 
,  .Of  swearinff  of  oaths,  we  believe  and  ac- 
Ipiawledge,  That  under  the  Old  Testament 
dispensation,  the  people  were  permitted,  in  dif- 
ferent  ways,  to  swear  by  the  name  of  the  Lord, 
as,  by  Ufting  up  the  hand  unto  the  Lord,  (Gen. 
14:  22.)  or  by  putting  the  haiid  under  the  thigh, 
as  Abraham's  servapt,  (24:  2.)  and  Joseph. 
(47:  29.)  And  thus  they  swear  in  diverse  way9, 
ap.that  by  reason  of  the  falsehood,  and  deceit- 
Aiiness  ox  the  human  heart,  many  abnses  crept 
in;  insomuch  that  they  swore  bv  the  heaven, 
by  the  earth,  by  Jerusalem,  by  their  headi  by 
the  temple,  by  the  gold  of  the  temple,  by  the 
ahar.and  by  the  gift  upon  the  altar^  (Matth..  23: 
i&-/^.)  Therefore,  ChrisC  Jesus,  the  only  Law- 
gjvpr,  who  came  from  God,  as  sent  by  hi^i,  a 
righteouff  Branch  to  execute  judgment  ,and  jus- 
tice in  the  earth,  (Jer.  23:  6.)  nas  abolished, 
abrogat^  an^^  prolpbited  these  oath^  which 
were  permktedi  and  by  the  ^dsehood  oi  man 
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were  so  much  conrupled  and  perverted ;  and  has 
directed  and  taught  his  hearers  and  followers  to 
confirm  the  truth  by  tea  and  nat. 

Moreover  we  find,  that  the  holy  apostles  of 
Christ,  as  obs^piious  sheep  to  their  great  Shep- 
herd, followed  herein  the  doctrine  of  Christ: 
therefore  it  is  incumbent  upon  all  feithfiil  be- 
lievers, to  adhere  to  the  doctrine  of  Christ  and 
the  practice  of  his  apostles,  and  dutifully  to  fol- 
low this  precept  and  example,  by  putting  away 
lying,  and  speaking  every  man  truth  with  his 
neighbour,  (Bph.  4:  SS.;  ^^^  by-  confirming 
the  truth  at  all  times,  both  openly  before' the 

Svernment,  and  privately,  by  saying  yea  to 
it  which  is  yea ;  and  nay  to  that  wMch  is 
nay,  without  Mding  thereto.  And  in  so  doing 
they  are  to  show  that  they  are  obedient  follow* 
eris  of  Christ  and  his  apostles,  by  using  these 
liMe  ivordSf  which  of  themselves  are  indeed 
small,  but  in  their  s^nification  are  to  them  of 
ffreat  weu^ht  and  importance,  inasmuch  as  they 
.Uiereby  declare  the  whole  truth  inviolably. 

Of  the  abrogation  of  the  oaths  as  used  by 
theni  of  old  time,  and  how  Christ  has  com- 
manded to  use  yea  and  nay  in  their  stead, 
read : — Agaia,  ye  have  heard  that  it  hath  been 
■aid  by  them  of  old  time,  iniou  shalt  not  for- 
swear thyself,  but  shalt  perform  unto  the  Lord 
thine  oaths :  But  1  say  unto  you.  Swear  not  at 
all :  neither  by  heaven ;  for  it  is  God's  throne: 
Nor  by  the  earth ;  for  it  is  his  footstool:  neither 
by  Jeroselem ;  for  it  is  the 
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Neither  shalt  thou  ewear  by  thy  head ;  because 
tbeu  canst  not  make  one  hair  white  or  black. 
But  let  your  communication  be  Yea,  yea;  Nay, 
nay :  for  whatsoever  is  more  than  these  conic th 
of  evil.  Matth.  5:  33-37.— Whoso  therefore, 
shall  swear  by  the  altar,  sweareth  by  it,  and  by 
all  things  thereon.  And  whoso  shall  swear  by 
the  temple,  sweareth  by  it,  and  by  him  that 
dwelleth  therein.  And  he  that  sliall  swear  by 
heaven,  sweareth  by  the  throne  of  God,  and 
by  him  that  sitteth  thereon.  23:  20-22. 

But  above  all  things,  my  brethren,  swear  not ; 
neither  by  heaven,  neither  by  the  earth,  neither 
by  any  other  oath :  but  let  your  yea  be  yea  ; 
and  your  nay,  nay ;  lest  you  fall  into  comdem- 
nation.  James  6 :  12. 

When  I  therefore  was  thus  minded,  did  I  use 
lightness  ?  or  the  things  that  I  purpose,  do  I 
purpose  according  to  the  flesh,  that  with  me 
there  should  be  yea,  yea,  and  nay,  nay?  But  as 
God  is  true,  our  word  toward  you  was  not  yea 
and  nay.  For  the  Son  of  God,  Jesus  Christ, 
who  was  preached  among  you  by  us,  even  by 
me  and  Silvanus,  and  Timolheus,  was  not  yea 
and  nay,  but  in  him  was  yea.  F^or  all  the  prom- 
ises of  God  in  him  are  yea,  and  in  him  Amen, 
unto  the  glory  of  God  by  us.  2  Cor.  1 :  1 7-20. 
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ARTICLE  TWENTY-SEVENTH. 

OF  THK  ADMliriSTBATIOZf  OF  GOTEBNMEirT  AND 
OF  SKCULAR  POWKB. 

Of  the  public  administration  of  civil  govern- 
ment, or  the  higher  powers,  we  believe  and  ac- 
knowledge, That  government  is  an  Ordinance 
and  institution  of  God,  a  power  ordained  by 
him  to  promote  and  establish  good  policy,  rules 
and  taws  among  nations,  in  landsand  in  cities; 
and  to  be  a  terror  to  the  evil,  and  a  praise  to  the 
good:  and  that  thereby  civility,  morality, peace 
and  concord  be  supported  in  the  world ;  and 
without  which,  the  world  that  lieth  in  wicked- 
ness could  not  subsist.  It  is  therefore  the  un* 
bounded  duty  of  all  faithful  believers,  to  be  sub- 
ject to  the  higher  powers,  not  only  for  fear  of 
punishment,  but  rather  for  conscience  sake,  and 
to  submit  to  those  who  have  the  rule  over  them, 
with  due  respect  and  reverence,  as  good  sub- 
jects to  obey  them  in  all  the  ordinances  and  Iaw« 
of  man  and  render  to  all  their  dues ;  tax  cus- 
tom and  toll  with  a  ready  mind  and  without 
murmuring  and  repining  ^  also  with  humility 
of  heart,  to  make  supplication,  prayer,  and  in- 
tercession for  all  that  are  in  authority,  and  thua 
implore  God  for  the  prosperity,  welfare  and  hap- 
piness of  the  land,  the  community,  and  the 
place  of  their  residence.  And  should  it  be, 
that  such  believers  were,  for  the  word  of  God, 
persecuted  by  the  government,  so  as  to  forfeit 
their  property,  or  to  suffer  death,  they  are  not 
iiUowed  to  calumniate  slander  or  defame,  or 
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with  weapons  of  war,  to  oppose  or  resist ;  b 
by  fiiith  to  look  up  to  God,  to  whom  vengeai 
beloDgeth,  and  seek  comfort  of  him  and  eteri 
blessedness  beyond  the  grave. 

And  in  case  the  government  will,  from  Chi 
tian  principles,  allow  freedom  of  conscience 
%  all  points,  to  believers,  so  that  they  may  w 
I  ship  Grod  in  their  religious  ordinances,  accoi 
/  ing  to  their  faith  and  the  voice  of  conscienc 
}  they  should  be  the  more  gratefully,  submissi 

and  obedient.  But  if  the  government  will  p 
vert  and  misapply  the  power  which  is  impos 
oor,  and  given  it  of  God,  and  which  exten 
only  to  the  management,  regulation  and  f 
jostm^nt  of  bodily  and  temporal  things,  ai 
things  of  a  secular  nature ;  and  will  interfc 
with  the  offices  of  Christ  and  with  his  kin 
dom,  which  is  of  a  spiritual  nature,  and  whei 
in  alone  is  the  power  over  the  souls  of  me 
and  thus  will  attempt  to  be  lords  over  Goi 
heritage,  by  compelling  its  subjects  to  do  thin 
contrary  to  the  word  and  will  of  God  :  it  is  th 
that  the  feithful  believers  must  not  obey  ai 
follow  laws  and  commands  of  men  contrary 
the  will,  of  God,  but  must  obey  God  rath 
than  man ;  for  Christ  is  set,  by  his  Father,  1 
above  all  principalities  and  power,  might,  ai 
dominion,  (Bph.  1:  21.)  and  is  the  Head 
faifl  church,  and  whom  alone  we  must  obey 
all  spiritual  things,  and  things  which  conce 

J       the  mith  and  the  voice  of  conscience. 
And,  as  the  kingdom  of  Christ  is  a  spiriti 
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kingdom,  and  is  not  of  this  world,  he  has  dis- 
suaded and  forbidden  his  followers,  of  all  world- 
ly supremacy,  rule,  magistracy,  grandeur  and 
highness;  and  has  appointed  in  bis-  church 
manifold  offices,  as  pastors,  teachers,  helps  and 
governments,  whereby  the  holy  people  of  God 
may  be  joined  and  cemented  together  in  build- 
ing up  the  body  of  Christ  his  church :  He  also 
left  the  worldly  offices  in  the  worldly  govern- 
ment, under  the  protection  of  which  the  follow- 
ers of  Christ,  as  strangers  and  pilgrims,  and 
who  have  no  kingdom,  or  power,  or  abiding 
place  here,  are  to  sojourn  and  fight  their  way 
through  to  the  heavenly  Canaan,  with  the 
spiritual  weapons — the  word  of  God.  For 
neither  hath  Christ,  nor  his  apostles  prescribed 
laws  or  rules  to  the  believers,  whereby  they 
should  govern  the  world :  nor  did  they  point 
out  to  them  the  laws  and  statutes  of  the  Jeus, 
much  less  those  of  the  Romish  Ceesars  or  heath- 
ens, as  rules  to  govern  by :  but  they  only  taught 
their  followers  and  faithful  believers,  sound  doc- 
trine, thereby  prescribing  to  them  how  to  walk 
worthily,  with  christian  modesty  and  discretion 
under  the  government,  and  as  submisevve  and 
obedient  subjects  to  it.  And  herein  Christ  Je- 
sus became  an  exam|:de  to  his  followers,  in  that 
he  fled  from  all  highness  and  grandeur  of  the 
world,  and  appeared  in  the  form  of  a  servant  In 
like  manner  must  his  followers  flee  all  office*  of 
magistmcy  and  worldly  government,  by  not  of- 
ficiating in  any ;  and  thus  follow  the  exajjpple 
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of  Chrbi  and  hk  apostles,  by  whom,  and  in 
wboae  ehurch  these  offices  were  not  attended 
to^  tm  the  judicious  very  well  know. 

But  Bs  it  is  inconsistent  with  the  christian 
chwacteTi  and  also  highly  forbidden  by  God,  in 
his  word,  for  QbrisUans  to  de&me  or  slander, 
judge,  or  condemn,  any  persons  who  are  out  of 
the  church  or  community  to  which  they  be- 
long ;  BO  it-is  not  our  intention  or  desire,  to  de- 
•  fium,  judge,  or  condemn  the  government  or 
any -of' its  <^cersj  by  anv  thing  which  we  have 
said;  but  we  hope  and  trust,  that  that  only 
goad  OOD,  who  preserves  all  the  good  which 
a.mstn  doeth.  as  a  signet,  and  who  keepeth  his 
good  deeds  as  the  appte  of  the  eye ;  and  who 
has  promised  a  rewara  to  him  who  giveth  to 
drioK  a  cup  of  cold  water  only,  in  the  naihe  of 
a  diBciple-Uhat  he  the  adorable  GOD,  will  be 
gracious  to,  all  governments  and  their  ministers; 
especially  totlK»e  who  are  just  and  .upright  in 
the  administration  of  their  office  according  to 
tha  ordinance  of  God ;  by  defending  and  sup- 
porting the  good,  upright^  innocent,  harml^ 
and  defenceless ;  and  by  punishing  the  evil-do- 
en,  the  lawless,  the  disobedient,  the  ungodly 
atid  profiine ;  and  that  he  will  smile  upon  them 
uul  reward  this  their  beneficence.    It  is  there- 
tore  the  duty  of  all  christians  to  own  and  ac- 
nowledge  government  to  be  the  minister  of 
tbd ;  and  anlently  pray  to  God,  that  he  would 
i  gfadous  and  bless  them  widi  eternal  blesMd- 
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How  that  governixient,  or  the  higher  powen 
are  of  God,  and  for  what  end  tbey  were  instituted 
read : — Let  every  soul  be  subjecit  unto  the  high 
er  powera ;  for  there  is  no  power  but  of  God 
the  powers  that  be  ^re  ordained  of  God.  Who 
soever,  thereifore,  resisteth  the  power,  resistetl 
the  ordinance  of  God  i  and  they  that  reisis 
shall  receive  to  themsdves  damnation.  For  ru 
iers  are  not  a  terror  to  good  works,  but  to  thu 
evil,  wilt  thou  then  not  be  afraid  of  the  pow 
er  y  DiO  that  which  is  good,  and  thou  shalt  ha.V4 
praise  of  the  same.  For  he  is  the  miqister  o 
God  to  thee  for  good.  But  if  thou .  do  tha, 
which  is  evil,  be  afraid  ;  for  he  beareth  not  th< 
sword  in  vain :  for  he  is  the  minister  of  Ccod, 
a  revenger  to  execute  vin;ath  vpon  him  that  do- 
eth  evil.  Bom.  13:  1-4. 

Jesus  answered,  Thou  coulde^t  have  no  pow- 
er at  all  against  me,  except  it  were  given  thee 
from  above.  John  19:  11. — Blessed  be  jtbf 
name  of  God  for  ever  and  ever;  for  wisd^in 
and  might  are  his :  And  he  changeth  the  timep 
and  the  seasons :  he  removeth  kings ^  and  set: 
teth  up  kings.  Dan.  2:  21. — T^  he  kn^w 
that  the  most  high  God  ruled  in  the  kingdom 
of  men^  and  that  he  appoirj^tetfi  over  it.wftfipjh 
soever  he  will.  6:  121. — I  have  made  the  eaiidi, 
the  man  and  the  beast  that  are  upon  the  ground, 
by  my  great  power,  and  by  my  outstretched 
arm,  and  have  given  it  unto  whom  it  seemed 
meet  unto  me.  And  now  have  I  given  dU 
these  lands  into  the  hand  of  NebuchadneiKMr 
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the  king  of  Babylon,  my  servant ;  and  the 
beaats  of  the  field  have  I  given  iiim  also  to 
serve  bim.  And  all  nations  shall  serve  him 
and  his  son^  and  his  son's  son.  Jer.  27:  5-7. 

How  Christ,  among  his  followers,  advanced 
doctriaea  opposite  to  the  office  of  government, 
read : — But  Jesus  called  them  to  him,  and  saith 
unto  them,  Ye  know  that  they  which  are  ac- 
counted to  rule  over  the  Gentiles  exercise  lord- 
sbip  over  them ;  and  their  great  ones  exercise 
authority  upon  them.  But  so  shall  it  not  be 
among  you:  but  whosoever  will  be  great  among 
you,  snail  be  your  minister;  And  whosoever  of 
you  will  be  the  chiefest,  shall  be  servant  of  all. 
For  even  the  Son  of  man  came  not  to  be  min- 
istered unto,  but  (o  minister,  and  to  give  his  life 
a  ran^m  for  viany.  Mark  10:  42-45. 

Here  w6  would  observe  the  words  above, 
But  so  shall  it  not  be  among  you.  These 
words  cannot  be  confined  to  the  apostles  alone^ 
who  were  on  a  parallel  in  their  ministerial  of- 
fice, and  who  were  soon  dispersed  in  the  difier- 
ent  parts  of  the  world  to  preach  the  gospel,  and 
consequently  could  not  perform  and  evidence 
this  required  service  among  themselves:  hence 
we  conclude  that  the  words — Among  you — 
mast  be  understood  of  all  the  faithful  believers 
of  the  Church  of  Christ.  Considering  also, 
that-  Christ  delivered  many  other  impgrtant 
doctrines  and  commandments  to  his  twelve  a- 
postles,  which  were  spoken  with  reference  to  all 
believers^  according  to  hia  own  words,  when  he 
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saiih,  And  what  I.  say  unto  yoti,  I  say  unto  aU^ 
Watch.  Mark  13:  37. 

Jesus  answered,  My  kingdom  is  not  of  this 
world.  If  my  kingdom  were  of  this  worki 
then  would  my  servants  fight,  that  I  should  no< 
be  delivered  to  the  Jews :  but  now  is  my  king 
dom  not  from  hence.  John  18:  36. — When 
Jesus  therefore  perceived  that  they  would  come 
and  take  him  by  force,  to  make  him  a  king,  he 
departed  again  into  a  mountain  himself  alone 
6:  15. — He  shall  speak  peace  unto  the  heath- 
en ;  and  his  dominion  shall  be  from  sea  even  tc 
sea,  and  from  the  river  even  to  the  ends  of  the 
earth.  Tech.  9:  10. 

Read  farther :  Not  how  and  by  what  right 
and  Authority,  believers  shall  rule  and  reign 
over  unbelievers;  but  how  the  church  of  ChrisI 
shall  manifest  obedience  and  submission  to  the 
government :— Wherefore  ye  must  needs  be 
subject,  not  only  for  wrath,  but  also  for  con- 
science sake.  For,  for  this  cause  pay  ye  tri- 
bute also :  for  they  are  God's  ministers,  attend- 
ing continually  upon  this  very  thing.  Rendei 
tnereforc  to  all  their  dues :  tribute  to  whom  tri- 
bute is  due ;  custom  to  whom  custom ;  fear  tc 
whom  fear;  honour  to  whom  honour.  Rom. 
13:  S-7. — Render  therefore  unto  Caesar  the 
things  which  are  Caesar's ;  and  unto  God  the 
things  which  are  God's.  Matth.22:  21.— Suh 
mit  yourselves  to  every  ordinance  of  man  foi 
the  Lord's  sake :  whether  it  be  to  the  king,  ac 
supreme ;  or  unto  governoiBi  as  unto  them  thai 
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ar«  sent  by  him  for  the  punishment  of  evil-do- 
ers, and  for  the  praise  of  them  that  do  well.  1 
Pet.  2:  18,  14. 

Put  them  in  mind  to  be  subject  to  principal- 
ities and  powers,  to  obey  magistrates,  to  be  ready 
to  ^very  good  work,  To  speak  evil  of  no  man, 
to  be  no  brawlers,  but  gentle,  shewing  all  meek- 
ness unto  all  men.  Tit.  3:  1. — I  exhort  there- 
fore, that  first  of  all,  supplications,  prayers,  in- 
teroessioiis,  and  giving  of  thanks,  be  made  for 
airmen;  For  kings,  and  for  all  that  are  in  au- 
thority; that  we  may  lead  a  quiet  and  peacea- 
ble life  in  all  godliness  and  honesty.  For  this 
is  good  and  acceptable  in  the  sight  of  God  our 
Saviour ;  Who  will  have  all  men  to  be  saved, 
and  to  come  unto  the  knowledge  of  the  truth. 
I  Tim.  2:  1-4; — And  seek  the  peace  of  the 
city  whither  I  have  caused  you  to  be  carried 
away  captives,  and  pray  unto  the  Lord  for  it; 
for  m  the  peace  thereof  shall  ye  have  peace. 
Jer.  29:  7. 
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OF  CHURCH  ORDER  AND  DISCIPLINE,  IN  EXCLU- 
DING FROM  THE  CHURCH  DISORDERLY  AND 
OFFENSIVE  MEMBi^RS,  BY  EXCOMMUNICATION; 
AND  OF  THEIR  REC^EPTION  INTO  THE  CHURCH 
AGAIN  ON  EVIDENT  REPENTANCE. 

Of  Christian  church  order  hnd  discipline,  in 

exclading  its  disorderly  and  offensive  members 

and  again  receiving  the  penitent,  we  beheve 

and  acknowledge.  That  in  like  m&uuet  ;\^  ^ 

•  16  ' 
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kouse  or  a  city:  could  not  stand  and  subsist  witfr- 
out  having  wallsj  doors  and  gates,  by  which  to 
exclude,  expel  and  debar  the  evil,  disorderly 
and  offensive  members,  and  to  receive,  retain 
and  preserve  the  good:  therefore  hath  Christ, 
ibr  the  support  and  preservation  of  his  church, 
given  to  it.  The  keys  of  the  kingdom  of  hea- 
ven^ (Matth.  16:  19.)  which  is  his  word;  there- 
by to  govern  the  church,  and  determine  and 
Judge  concerning  all  its  members  who  walk 
contrary  to  sound  doctrine,  and  being  disobe- 
dient, disorderly  and  offensive  to  the  church, 
by  transgressing  the  commandments  and  ordi- 
nances of  God  which  are  prescribed  in  his  word; 
that  alt  such,  accordingly,  be  separated  and  ex- 
cluded'from  the  community  of  die  church  and 
its  privileges,  for  their  amendment  and  recov- 
ery ;  and  to  preserve  the  church  from  being  con- 
taminated and  leavened*  by  their  corrupt  doc- 
trine, and  their  unclean'  and  unholy  conversa- 
tion, and  thereby  be  made  partakers  with  them 
of  their  evil  deeds :  and  also,  that  others  may 
fear  to  commit  like  evil  deeds. 

And  like  as  the  penalty  which  God  command- 
ed by  Moses,  to  be  inflicted  oc  imposed  on  the. 
tcansgressors — was  imposed  according  to  the 
enormity  of  the  crime  or  transgression*;  so  that 
he,  who  sinned  abd  transgressed  the  command- 
ments of  the  Lord  in  small  matters,  unwit- 
tingly, or  through  infirmity,  was,  by  diflerent 
ofierings,  and  the  intercession  of  the  priest,  r&> 
eoncOed  tor  QoA-  again  ^  where,  on  the  other 
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handi  the  open  and  daring  offenders  and  trans- 
gressors of  the  law  of  God,  could  not,  by  these 
oflferings  and  intercessions,  be  reconciled  to  God, 
but  they  had  to  die  without  mercy  by  the  mouth 
of  two  or  three  witnesses : 

So  Christ  has  also  taught  in  the  New  Testa- 
ment, to  use  the  christian  penalty  for  sin  and 
transgression,  according  to  the  offence  of  the 
transgressor;  but  not  to  destroy  men's  lives,  as 
was  the  case  in  Israel,  by  those  whose- crimes 
were  punished  by  death,  where  the  offenders 
were  deprived  of  the  offer  of  mercy  and  pardon 
on  repentance  and  reformation.  But  when 
Christ  came,  not  to  destroy,  but  to  save  the  souJb 
of  menj  and  to  seek  and  to  save  that  which 
was  lost,  he  instituted  and  ordered  these  penal- 
ties, for  the  amendment  and  improvement  of 
sinners:  so  that  if  any  see  his  brother  commit  a 
MD,  so  that  it  can  be  made  appeav  that  it  is  a  sin, 
yet  not  so  great  that  it  has  brought  forth  death 
ki  him,  he  shall,  from  christian  love  to  his  soul, 
tell  him  of  his  trespass  between  themselves 
alone,  and  by  the  word  of  God  point  out  his 
sin  to  him,  and  thus  convict  and  correct  him  ; 
and  if.  he  hears  this  christian  admonition  b# 
faajs  gained  his  brother,  and  shall,  out  of  fervent 
charity  forgive  him  and  conceal  and  cover  hi» 
sin.  (1  Pet  4:  8..)  But  if  he  heareth  not  his 
brother,  then  to  take  with  him  one  or  two  more, 
that  in  the  mouth  of  two  or  three  witnesses 
every  word  may  be  established ;  and  if  be  neg- 
lect to  hear  them,  then  to  tell  it  unto  th%  cVv^LtOfik.. 
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but  if  he  neglect  to  hear  the  church,  then  the 
church  (of  whom  all  the  members  are  judges,) 
shall  announce  to  him  that  they  have  retracted 
and  renounced  brotherhood  and  fellowship  with 
him. 

But  if  any  have  fallen,  by  having  openly 
committed  sins,  which  are  evidently  the  works 
of  the  flesh,  and  the  church  perceives  that  they 
are  thereby  fallen  from  God  and  separated  from 
him,  and  are  under  his  wmth  and  displeasure ; 
the  church  shall,  in  such  cases,  immediately, 
and  without  taking  the  above  prescribed  steps, 
announce  to  them  retraction  and  renunciation 
of  brotherhood  and  fellowsliip  with  them ;  and 
earnestly  to  impress  on  their  minds  a  due  sense 
of  their  £all,  and  directing  them  to  implore  God, 
by  true  repentance,  for  pardon,  grace  and  re- 
mission of  sins :  and  thereby  be  again  restored, 
by  grace,  into  the  favour  of  God.  Aqd-  thus 
shall  the  church  allow  none  to  be  in  their  com- 
munion, knowingly,  who  have  by  their  sins 
separated  themselves  from  God;  neither  shall 
they  excommunicate  any,  except  they  have 
first  separated  themselves  from  God  by  their 
sins :  moreover,  none  shall  be  received  into  the 
(;hurch  again,  under  the  promise  of  life  and 
})cace,  unless  they  have  been  previously  receiv- 
ed into  the  favour  of  God,  by  true  repentance 
and  by  faith. 

Now,  true  repentance  is  of  the  following  na- 
ture and  property:  1.  That  the  sinner  mamCest 
before  God;  remorse,  regret  and  deq>  contritioa 
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of  heart  for  the  sios  committed ;  2.  That  he, 
from  his  heart,  acknowledge- his  sins  before 
Gh)d  and  man  ;  and  3.  That  he  abstain  from 
sinning,  and  with  all  his  power  and  strengtli  to 
make  amendments  for  the  evil  deeds  which  he 
has  done,  by  good  deeds  and  works  of  righte- 
ousness, and  thus  open  again  the  entrance  into 
the  kingdom  of  God,  which  was  locked  up  to 
him  by  reason  of  his  sins :  and  thus  the  church 
of  Gcid,  in  the  separation  and  reception  of  tier 
members,  follows  that  decision  which  has  be- 
fore been  ratified  by  God  in  heaven,  according 
to  his  word ;  and  which  the  church  by  her  trans- 
action has  only  announced  and  shown  to  the 
word.' 

And  as  God  is  no  respecter  of  persons,  the 
church  must  use  the  keys  of  the  kingdom  of 
heaven — the  word  of  God,  impartially  and  in 
a  proper  manner;  and  in  her  corrections  to  spare 
no  one;  neither  minister  or  brother,  man  or 
wife;  but  by  the  same  rule  and  line  to  judge 
the  small  and  the  great,  agreeably  to  the  truth, 
and  according  to  the  word  of  God.  And  as 
the  church  consents  with  sorrow  of  heart,  to 
announce  to  impenitent  sinners  the  renuncia- 
tion of  brotherhood,  and  directing  them  to  re- 
pentance and  amendment  of  life  ;  so  shall,  also, 
with  the  consent  of  the  church,  all  penitent 
sinners  be  received  into  it  again.  And  as  there 
is  joy  in  finding  the  lost  son,  sheep  and  piece  of 
silver :  (Luke  15.)  also  shall  all  the  true  be- 
lievers rqoice,  with,  tbft  angels  of  God,  at  lU«. 
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repentance  and  return  of  their  lost  brother  or 
sister. 

How  sins,  committed  by  infirmity,  or  unwit- 
tingly, in  small  matters  were,  in  manifold  offer- 
ing by  the  priest,  atoned  for,  read : — And  if  any 
one  of  the  common  people  sin  l^hrou^  igno- 
rance, while  he  doeth  somewhat  against  tmy  df 
the  commandments  of  the  Lord,  ^^oncerning 
things  which  (Hight  not  to  be -done,  and  be'guil- 
ty;  Or  if  ^fais  sin,  which  he  haCh  sinned,  come 
to  his  knowledge:  then  he  ^all  bring 4ii8  offer- 
ing  and  the  priest  shaH  make  tm  atonement 

for  his  sin  that  he  >hath  committed,  and  it  shaU 
be  forgiven  him.  Lev.  4:  27,  28-56. — ^And  if 
ye  have  erred,  and  not  observed  ail  these  com- 
mandments which  Che  Loud  hath  spoken  unto 
Moses,...Then  it  shall  be,  if  aught  be  commit- 
ted by  ignorance,  wiAout  the  knowledge  of  the 
congregation,  that  ail  the  congregation  shall  of- 
fer....And  the  priest  shall  make  an  atonement 
for  all  the  ^congregation  of  the  children  of  Is- 
rael, and  it  shall  be  forgiven  them.  Num.  15: 
22-24,  25. 

But  the  open  and  bold  transgresisors  of  the 
law  were,  by  the  mouth  of  two  or  three  wit- 
nesses, put  to  death  without  mercy,  read: — 
But  the  soul  that  doeth  aught  presumptuously, 
(whether  he  be  born  in  the  land  or  a  stranger,) 
the  same  reproacheth  the  Lord  ;  and  that  soul 
shall  be  cut  off  from  among  his  people.  Be- 
cause he  hath  despised  the  word  of  the  Lord, 
aad  bath  broken  bis  commandment:  that  0oul 
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shall  utterly  be  cut  off:  his  iniquity  shall  be 
upon  him.  Num.  15:  30,  31. — And  the  Lord 
,  spake  unto  Moses,  saying,  Bring  forth  him  that 
hath  cursed  without  the  camp ;  and  let  all  that 
heard  him  lay  their  hands  upon  his  head,  and 
let  all  the  congregation  stone  him....And  he 
that  blasphemeth  the  name  of  the  Lord,  ha 
shall  surely  be  put  to  death,  and  all  the  congre- 
gation shall  certainly  stone  him:  as  well  the 
stranger,  as  he  that  is  born  in  the  land,  when 
he  blaspheiTieih  the  name  of  the  LORD,  shall 
be  put  to  death.  Lev.  24:  13,  14-16.— And 
the  maa  that  will  do  presumptuously,  and  will 
not  hearken  unto  the  priest  that  standeth  te 
minister  there  before  the  Lord  thy  Grod,  or 
unto  the  judge,  even  that  man  shall  die:  and 
thou  shalt  put  away  the  evil  from  Israel.  Deut. 
17:  12. — One  witness  shall  not  rise  up  against 
a  man  for  any  iniquity,  or  for  any  sin,  in  any 
sin  that  he  sinneth:  at  the  mouth  of  two  wit> 
nesses,  or  at  the  mouth  of  three  witnesses,  shall 
the  matter  be  established.  19:  15. — He  that 
despised  Moses'  law  died  without  mercy  under 
two  or  three  witnesses.  Heb.  10:  28. 

Farthermore  read  the  admonition  of  Eli  the 
high  priest,  to  his  sons : — If  one  man  sin  against 
another,  the  judg-e  shall  judge  him ;  but  if  a 
man  sin  against  the  Lord,  who  shall  entreat 
for  him?  1  Sam.  2:  25. 

HowGhrist  commanded  the  smaller  crimes 
and  sins  between  brother  and  brother  to  be  cor- 
rected; read: — If  thj  borother  sliall  txe^^Q^a^ 
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against  thee,  go  and  tell  him  his  fault  between 
thee  and  him  alone :  if  he  shall  hear  thee,  thou 
hast  gained  thy  i)rother.  But  if  he  will  not 
hear  thee,  then  take  with  thee  one  or  two  more, 
that  in  the  mouth  of  two  or  three  witnesi^s 
every  word  may  l>e  established.  And  if  he 
shall  neglect  to  hear  them,  tell  it  unto  the 
church:  but  if  he  neglect  to  hear  the  church, 
let  him  be  unto  thee  as  a  heathen  man  and  a 
publican.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  Whatsoever 
ye  shall  bind  on  earth  shall  be  bound  in  heaven: 
find  whatsoever  ye  shall  loose  on  earth  shall  be 
loosed  in  heaven.  Matth.  18:  15-18. — Take 
heed  to  yourselves:  If.  thy  brother  trespass 
against  thee,  rebuke  him ;  and  if  he  repent,  for- 
give him.  And  if  he  trespass  against  thee 
seven  times  in  a  day,  and  seven  times  in  a  day 
turn  again  to  thee,  saying,  I  "repent ;  thou  shah 
forgive  him.  Luke  17:  3,  4. — Brethren,  if  a 
man  be  overtaken  in  a  fault,  ye  which  are  spir- 
ritual  restore  such  a  one  in  the  spiiit  of  meek- 
ness ;  considering  thyself,  lest  thou  also  be 
tempted.  Bear  ye  one  another*s  burden,  and 
so  fulfil  the  law  of  Christ..  Gal.  6:  1,  2.— Breth- 
ren, if  any  of  you  do  err  from  the  truth,  and 
one  convert  him ;  Let  him  know,  that  he  which 
converteth  the  sinner  from  the  error  of  his  way 
shall  save  a  soul  from  death,  and  shall  hide  a 
multitude  of  sins.  James  5:  ]  9,  20. 

If  any  man  see  his  brother  sin  a  sin,  which 

is  not  unto  death,  he  shall  ask,  and  he  shall 

give  bim  life  for  them  that  sin  not  unto  deaths 
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There  is  a  sin  unto  death :  I  do  not  say  that  he 
shall  pray  for  it.  All  unrighteous  is  sin :  and 
there  is  a  sin  not  unto  death.  •  I  John  5:  16, 17. 

But  openly  presuinptuouS|Oflensiye  and  scan- 
dalous raemb^s,  hath  Christ  commanded  to  be 
cut  olY  and  cast  away  without  previous  admo- 
nition or  intercession ;  or  forgiveness  of  their 
nou-^riously  flagitious  crimes, read: — Wherefore, 
if  thy  hand  or  thy  foot  offend  thee,*  cut  them 
oif.  and  cast  them  from  thoe :  it  is  better  for  thee 
to  enter  into  life  halt  or  maimed,  rather  tlian 
having  two  bands,  or  two  feet,  to  be  cast  into 
everlasting  fire.  And  if  thine  eye  offend  thee, 
y)luck  it  out,  and  cast  it  from  tbee:  it  is  better 
tor  thee  to  enter  into  life  with  one  eye,  rather 
th-j.n  having  two  eyen  to  be  cast  into  hell  fire. 
Matth.  18:  8,  9.— Mark  9:  42~4a 

Accordingly  did  the  apostles  follow  the  doc- 
tii.«  of  Christ,  renouncing  to  all  eternal  life 
^i  111  manifestly  lived  after  the  works  of  the

*  Aere  we  have  reason  to  believe  that  our  brcthien,  is  com- 
po^'.ii)^  this  article,  were  impressed  with. wrong  ideas  con* 
jciiiiit^r  ihij)  portion  of  scripture :  for  painful  49  it  may  be, 
in  cuuiug  off  by  excommunication,  a  member  from  the  body, 
iUe  church ;  yet,  we  believe  that  this  id  not  the  ineaninir 
which  our  Lord  attached  to  these  verses;  but  rather  that  ho 
bad  alluaion  to  the  sensual  inclinations  of  man :  for  in  th»- 
5ih  chapter  of  Matthew,  mthe  23th  verse,  he  saith,  That 
whosoever  looketh'Vin  a  woman  to  lust  after  bet,  hath  com* 
milted  adultery  with  her  already  in  his  heart.  Then  follows, 
If  thy  right  eye  offend  thee,  pluck  it  out,  &c.  Now,  her& 
the  eye  is  gazmg  at,  and  lustmg  after,  forbidden  and  sinful 
pleasures,  which,  if  indulged  in,  will  cast  the  whole  body  in- 
to hell :  consequently  it  will  be  profitable  to  lose  one  eye,  or 
that  one  in.ember  should  perish,  by  plucking  \l  omX.  «xi^  ^"^^V 
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flesh,  and  adjudging  them  worthy  of  death.-^ 
Thus  was  the  incestuous  person  of  the  church 
of  Corinth  excommunicated,  and  by  the  power 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  when  they  were 
gathered  together,  delivered  unto4Satan  without 
using  any  previous  admonition :  of  which  read: 
For  I  verily,  as  absent  in  body,  but  present  in 
spirit,  have  judged  already,  as  though  I  were 
present,  concerning  him  that  has  done  this  deed; 
In  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  when 
ye  are  gathered  together,  and  my  spirit,  wiii 
the  power  of  our  Lord  Jesua  Christ,  To  deliver 
such  a  one  unto  Satan  for  the  destruction  of  the 
flesh,  that  the  spirit  may  be  saved  in  the  day  of 
the  Lord  Jesus.  1  Cor.  5:  3-5. — Of  whom  is 
Hymeneus  and  Alexander;  whom  1  iiave  de- 
livered unto  Satan,  that  they  may  learn  not  to 
blaspheme.  1  Tim  1:  20. — Them  that  sin  re- 
buke before  all,  that  others  also  may  learn.  5: 
20. — I  told  you  before,  and  foretell  you,  as  if  I 
were  present  the  second  time ;  and  being  ab- 
sent, nowl  write'to  them  which  heretofore  have 
sinned,  and  to  all  others,  that  if  I  come  again,  I 
will  not  spare.  2  Cor.  13:  2. 

ing  it  from  thee,  than  thai  the  whole  body  should  be  cast  in- 
to hell.  IiiHke  manner  if  the  hand  reaches  or  the  foot  runs 
after  the  forbidden  and  sinful  pleasures  and  gains  of  this  world« 
«i  is  profitable  to  cut  them  off;  for  it  is  better  to  enter  into 
life  maimed,  than  having  two  bands  or  two  fe€t  to  go  into 
hell,  into  the  fire  that  never  shall  be  quenched. ^  Notwith* 
standing  these  remarks,  however,  we  will  let  the  pious  read- 
er judge,  whether  this  portion  of  scripture  be  also  applicable 
to  the<eutt»iig-off  by  excommunication  the  sinful  and  offen'^ 
»i¥9  memben  of  the  body,'  the  church. 
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There  is  a  sin  unto  death :  I  do  not  say  that 
he  shall  pray  for  it.  1  John  5:  16. — But  the 
soul  that  doeth  aught  presumptuously,  (wheth- 
er he  be  born  in  the  land,  or  a  stranger;)  the 
same  reproacheth  the  Lord  ;  and  that  soul  shall 
he  cut  off  from  among  his  people.  Num.  15: 
30. — He  that  despised  Moses'  law  died  without 
mercy  under  two  or  three  witnesses;  Of  how 
much  sorer  punishment,  suppose  ye,  shall  he  be 
thought  worthy  who  hath  trodden  under  foot 
the  Son  of  God,  and  hath  counted  the  blood  of 
the  covenant,  wherewith  he  was  sanctified  an 
unholy  thing,  and  hath  done  despite  unto  the 
Spirit  of  grace.  Heb.  W:  28,  29.— For  what 
have  I  to  do  to  judge  them  also  that  are  with- 
out 7  do  not  ye  judge  them  that  are  within? 
Put  tlicm  that  are  without  God  judgeth. — 
Tkercfore  put  away  from  among  yourselves 
thit  wicked  person.  1  Cor.  6:  12,  13. — Know 
y<>  not  thiit  the  unrighteous  shall  not  inherit  the 
^inirdorn  of  God?  Bo  not  deceived:  neither 
tprnicnrorrj,  nor  idolaters,  nor  adulterers,  nor  ef- 
I'enia  ue,  nor  abusers  of  themselves  with  man*- 
kind.  Nor  thieves,  nor  covetous,  nor  drunkards, 
nor  revilers,  nor  extortioners,  shall  inherit  the 
kingdom  of  God.  6:  9, 10. — For  this  ye  know, 
that  no  whoremonger,  nor  unclean  person,  nor 
covetous  man,  who  is  an  idolater,  hath  any  in- 
heritance in  the  kingdom  of  Christ  and  of  God. 
Eph.  5:  5s

ARTICLE  TWENTY-NINTH- 

or  SUXJJXJXIJSG,  AVOIDING  AND  WITHDRAWI^YG 
FROM  THOS£  FALLEN  OFF  AND  BXCOMMUNICA- 
TED  MEMBERS. 

Of  the  shunning  and  withdrawing  from  the 
excommunicated  members  of  the  church  we 
believe  and  acknowledge,  That  as  the  putting 
away  from  the  church  and  excommunicating 
its  sinful  members  is  commanded  of  God,  for 
the  amendment  of  the  sinner,  and  the  purify- 
ing of  the  church  ;  so  hath  God  also  command- 
ed to  withdraw  from  such  sinful  members,  by 
keeping  no  company  with  them,  that  they  may 
be  ashamed  and  amend  their  life.  This  shun- 
ning proceeds  from  excommunication,  as  the 
fruit  and  proof  of  it,  and  without  which  ex- 
communication would  be  in  vain.  Therefore 
it  is  the  duty  of  all  the  faithful  to  adhere  to  the 
ordinance  of  God  in  thus  withdrawing  from  the 
members  that  are  put  away ;  which  consists  in 
withdrawing  from  them  spiritual  communion 
of  the  Lord's  supper,  the  evangelical  salutation 
and  kiss  of  peace  and  charity  with  all  there- 
with connected.  Also  to  withdraw  from  them 
in  ail  temporal  and  bodily  things ;  asj  in  eating 
and  drinking,  buying  and  selling,  and  in  their 
whole  walk  and  conrversation. 

In  this  manner  must  all  believers  withdraw 
from  those  who  are  put  away  from  the  church 
for  their  sinful  deeds,  and  shun  them  in  all 
evangelical  spiritual  things,  as  also  in  temporal 
things  according  to  the  word  of  God :  and  like 
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OS  in  excoinmunicaliou  no  respect  to  persons 
must  be  manifested,  but  all  the  members  concur 
in  putting  away  from  among  tliem  the  evil  per- 
son; so  likewise  in  withdrawing,  (in  both  spirit- 
ual and  temporal  things,)  must  no  respect  of 
person  be  shown  by  sparing  any,  be  he  man  or 
wife,  parent  or  child,  or  however  near  may  be 
the  affinity.  For  we  can  nowhere  read,  where 
God  gave  a  general  conunandment  and  ordi- 
nance to  his  church,  that  any  members  thereof 
were  whoUy  exempted  or  exonerated- therefrom; 
but  much  more  do  we  see  the  reverse  in  many 
places,  where  the  whole  multitude  had  to  con- 
form to  one  divine  rule  without  the  exemption 
of  any.  Therefore  must  such  an  ordinance  of 
God  be  observed  by  every  member  of  the  church 
of  Christ,  in  the  fear  of  the  Lord,  without  re- 
serve, to  shame  the  sinner,  that  he  may  amend 
his  ways,  turn  to  God  for  pardon  and  forgive- 
ness of  sins,  and  again  be  reconciled  and  receiv- 
ed into  the  church. 

But  as  all  the  observance  of  the  command- 
ments of  God,  should  be  tempered  with  chris- 
tian kindness  and  modesty ;  so  must  these  chris- 
tian graces  also  have  place  in  the  withdrawing 
from  and  shunning  the  excommunicated. — 
Therefore  must  the  faithful  believers  use  more 
circumspection," justice  and  reason,«in  this  than 
did  the  Scribes  and  Pharisees,  in  the  observance 
of  the  Sabbath  day,  who  it  appears  would  soon- 
er have  seen  men  suffer  and  die  than  to  help 
and  relieve  them  on  the  Sabbath  day,  pteAj^iv<l- 
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ing  that  they  would  thereby  break  the  Sabbath: 
notwithstanding  they  themselves  transgressed 
the  Sabbath  in  many  matters  of  less'weight. 
But  as  the  pious  observers  of  the  Law  of  Mo* 
ses,  did  not  sin,  nor  break  Ihe  Sabbath,  when 
they  were  not  engaged  in  doing  their  own  work 
on  the  Sabbath  but  those  works  which  were 
epmmandedthem  to  do  of  God:  so  also  do  be- 
lievers not  transgress  nor  sin,  neither  do  they 
deal  against  the  command  of  shunning,  when 
they  do  not  their  own  work  or  business  but  the 
business  which  is  commanded  them  of  God  fo 
^o  to  those  who  are  to  be  shuiyied ;  namely,  to 
supply  them  in  time  of  need,  with  all  the  neces- 
nries  of  life,  and  by  the  word'  of  God  to  ad- 
minister spiritual  nourishment  to  their  souls. — 
Also  when  they  are  brought  into  danger,  or  sus 
tain  loss  by  fire,  water,  or  suck  like  accidents 
where  assistance  is  necessary^  iv  b  the  duty  of 
all  believers,  to  assist  them  and  administer  to 
their  relief.  And  thus  by  works  of  charity; 
carefully  seek  that  which  is  lest,,  call  back  and 
point  out  the  right  way  to  those  who  are  gone 
astray,  by  gently  reproving  them,  and  instruct 
ing  them  by  the  word  of  God,  if  haply  these 
christian  admonitions,  according  to  the  exam- 
ple of  Christ,  might  find  entrance  into  the  heart, 
and  reclaim  them.  But  in  all  the  works  of 
man's  own  doing,  the  faithful  christian  must 
avoid  all  intercourse  with  those  who  are  under 
excommunication  until  they  have  reformed  and 
are  again  united  to  the  church. 
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Now,  to  understand  this  rightly,  it  will  be  ne- 
cessary to  note,  that  at  the  time  of  Christ,  the 
children  of  Israel  were  under  the  power  of  the 
Romans,  and  subject  to  their  government;  and 
consequently  had  no  power  to  inflict  the  Law 
of  Moses  on  their  transgressors  :  therefore  they 
separated  from  their  community  all  those  thai 
departed  from  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  their 
fathers,  by  following  the  heathens,  Samaritans, 
and  openly  profane  sinners,  and  withdrew  from 
them  in  all  their  intercourse  and  conversation; 
abhoring  them  as  unclean,  and  compared  them 
to  heathens  and  to  enemies,  and  as  such  treated 
them  by  obstructing  and  hindering  them  in  all 
their  acquisitions.  Of  this  read : — Then  said 
Pilate  unto  them.  Take  ye  him,  and  judge  him 
according  to  your  law.  The  Jews  th<^refore 
said  unto  him.  It  is  not  lawful  for  us  to  put  any 
man-  to  death.  John  18:  31. — Theasaifehthe 
woman  of  Samaria  unto  him,  How  is  it  that 
thou,  being  a  Jew,  askeih  drink  of  me^  which 
am  a  womaRr  of  Samaria?  (for  the  Jews  have 
no  dealing^  with  the  Samaritans;  4:  9.)  Te 
know  how  that  it  is*  an  unlawful  thing  for  a 
man  that  is  a  Jew  to  keep  company,  or  come 
unto  one  that  is  of  another  nation.  Acts  10: 
28. — And  when  Peter  was  come  up  to  Jerusa- 
lem, they  that  were  of  the  circumcision  con- 
tended with  him.  Saying,  Thou  wentest  in  to 
men  uncircumcised,  and  didst  eat  with  them, 
il.  2,3. 

Now  this  custom  was  obs^ved  by  ChtW., 
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when  he  commanded  it  to  be  used  with  those 
who  sin  and  are  obstinately  disobedient  to  the 
church,  when  he  sayeth :  But  if  he  neglect  to 
hear  the  church,  let  him  be  unto  thee  as  a  hea- 
then man  and  a  pqblican.  Matth.  18:  17. 

This  ako  was  observed  and  practiced  by  the 
apostles,  who  followed  the  doctrine  of  Christ,  of 
which  read: — I  wrote  unto  you  in  an  epistle 
not  to  company  with  fornicators :  Yet  not  al- 
together with  the  fornicators  of  this  world,  or 
with  the  covetous,  or  extortioners,  or  with  idol- 
ators ;  for  then  must  ye  needs  go  out  of  the 
world.  But  now  I  have  written  unto  you  not 
to  keep  company,  if  any  man  that  is  called  a 
brother  be  a  fornicator,  or  covetous,  or  an  idola* 
tor,  or  a  railer,  or  a  drunkard,  or  an  extortion- 
er; with  such  a  one  no  not  to  eat.  1  Cor.  5:  9- 
II. 

Here  the  apostle  forbids,  not  only  having 
conversation  with  apostates,  but  also  not  to  eat 
with  them.  In  which  prohibition  he  will  not 
be  understood  as  meaning  the  unrighteous  of 
this  world,  for  with  them  we  are  at  liberty,  else 
must  we  needs  go  out  of  the  world,  because  the 
world  lyeth  in  wickedness :  therefore  it  must 
necessarily  be  understood  of  our  daily  conver- 
sation, our  eating  and  habitude. — A  man  that 
is  a  heretick,  after  the  fust  and  second  admoni- 
tion, reject.  2  Tit.  3:  10. — If  we  deny  Him^  he' 
also  will  deny  us.  Tim.  2:  12. — Alexander  the 
copper-emith  did  me  much  evil ;  the  Lord  ic- 
ward  him  according  to  his  works :  Of  whom 
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he  thoii  aware  also ;  for  he  hath  greatly  with- 
stood our  works.  4:  14, 15. — If  there  come  any 
unto  yoU;  and  bring  not  this  doctrine,  receive 
him  not  into  3'oiir  houisc,  neiiher  bid  him  God 
speed.  2  John  v.  10.— And  if  any  man  obey 
not  our  word  by  this  epistle,  note  that  man,  and 
have  no  company  with  him,  that  he  may  bo 
^Ashained.  2  Thcs.  3:  14, 

How  believers  must  not  only  shim  and  with- 
draw from  those  who  have  apostatized,  but  al- 
so  from  all  those  who  walk  disorderly,  without 
respect  to  person,  read: — Now  wo  command 
yon,  brethren,  in  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  that  ye  withdraw  yourselves  from  every 
brother  that  walketh  disorderly,  and  not  after 
the  tradition  which  he  received  of  us.  2  Thes. 
3:  6. — This,  however,  must  be  understood  ac- 
cording to  the  Spirit  of  the  gospel  of  Christ. 

How  believers  must  seek  that  which  is  lust, 
and  not  count  him  that  is  put  away  from  among 
(hem  as  an  enemy,  but  admonish  him  as  a  brotti-^ 
er,  read : — Yet  count  him  not  as  an  enemy,  but 
admonish  him  as  a  brother.  2  Thes.  3:  15. — 
Brethren,  if  any  of  you  do  err  from  the  (ruth, 
aud  one  convert  him ;  Let  him  know,  that  he 
which  converteth  the  sinner  from  the  error  of 
hb  way  shall  savx:  a  soul  from  death,  and  shall 
hide  a  multitude  of  sins.  James  5:  19,  20. — 
For  the  Son  of  man  is  come  to  seek  and  to  save 
that  which  was  lost.  Luke  19:  10.  And  it  came 
to  pass,  that,  when  he  was  returned,  having 
received  the  kingdom^  then  he  comiuaud^

OFTHIBI«AST   DAT   ASITTHB  OOMING  ACTAiCr  0 
OHBUT  FROM   HflAYER* 

Of  the  last  day  and  of  the  coming  of  Chrii 
ajniio  from*  heaven,  we  believe  and  confes 
That  the  gr^t  God  of  heaven^who  in  the  b 
^nning  created  the  heaven  and  the  eacth,  wit 
ail  visible  things,  hath  appointed  a  day — a  da 
which  the  angela  of  heaven  do  not  know,  muc 
lees  mortal  man,  and  which  will  come  unawar< 
to  the  children  of  men,  and  as  a  snare  to  a 
them  that  dwell  on  the  face  of  the  whole  earti 
and  aiB  a  thief  upon  all  themthat do  not  watcl 
In  that  day  will  the  great  God  destroy  all  tli 
nionarchies  and  visible  kingdoms  and  but 
them  up  with  £ire^  except  the  men  who  tbi 
did  the  will  of  God,  these  will  abide  forever. 

In  which  lost  and  great  day  of  the  Lord,  tt 
Sen  of  God,  Christ  Jesus,  who  in  the  present 
of  the  apostles  was  taken  up  into  heaven,  an 
a  cbud  received  him  out  of  their  sight,  will  con 
ag&in  from  heaven  with  clouds,  but  not  in  sue 
an  humble  state  as  he  came  in  his  first  comin 
kHo  the  earth,  at  Betldehem  :  but  in  this  h 
•eoond  coming,  when  he  shall  come  in  the  dom 
of  iMftveOy  he  will  come  with  great  power  an 
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^  glory,  as  KING  of  kings,  and  LORD  of  lords, 
with  the  power  and  glory  of  his  Almighty  Fath- 
er's, attended  with  the  angels  of-  God;  and 
with  a  shout,  the  sound  of  trufnpet  and  the 
voice  of  the  archangel  (1  Thes.  4:  16.)  the  hea- 
ven and  the  earth  with  the  mountains  and  is- 
lands will  be  shaken ;  the  sun  shall  be  darkened 
and  the  moon  shall  not  give  her  light,  the  stars 
shall  £9J1  from  heaven,  and  all  the  kindreds  of 
of  the  earth  shall  wail,  their  hearts  failing  them 
for  fear,  and  for  looking  after  those  things  which 
are  coming  on  the  eartri)  when  they  see  the  Son 
of  Man.coming  vrith  great  power  and  glory. 

Of  this  last  day  of  the- Lord,  read: — And 
as  he  sat  upon  the  mount  of  Olives,  his  disci- 
ples came  unto  him  privately,  saying,  Tell  us, 
when  shall  these  things  be?  and  what  shall  be 
the  sign  of  thy  coming,  and  of  the  end  of  the 
world?  Matth.  24 : 3.  (read  this  chapter  through- 
out.) 

But  the  day  of  the  Lord  Ivill  come  as  a  thief 
in  the  night ;  m<  the  which  the  heavens  shall 
pass  away  with  a  great  noise,  and  the  elemcnt^^ 
hholl  melt  with  fervent  heat,  the  earth  also,  and 
the  works  that  are  therein,  shall  be  burned  up. 
2.  Pet.  3:  10. — For  behold  the  day  corner'^  hat 
shall  burn  as  an  oven  ;  and  all  the  pro...i,  yea, 
and  all  that  do  wickedly,  shall  be  stubble;  and 
the  day  that  cometh  shall  bum  them  up,  saith 
die  Lord  of  hosts,  that  it  shall  leave  them  nei- 
ther root  nor  branch.  Mai.  4:  1. — For  your- 
selves know  perfectly,  that  Ae  day  oC  \h^  \i«(<^ 
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80  conieth  as  a  thief  in  the  Qight.  For  when 
they  shall  say,  Peace  and  siifety,  then  sudden 
destruction  cometh  upon  them,  as  travail  upon 
a  woman  with  child  ;  and  they  shall  not  escape. 
1  Thes.  6:  2,  3. — Heaven  and  earth  shall  p«is8 
away,  but  my  words  shall  not  pass  away.  But  cf 
that  day  and  hour  knowelh  no  ninn,  no,  net  the 
angels  of  heaven,  but  my  Father  only.  Mattb. 
24:  35,  36. — lAfi  up  your  eyes  to  the  hcavenp, 
and  look  upon  the  earth  beneath ;  for  the  hea- 
vens shall  vanish  away  like  smoke,  and  the  earth 
«hall  wax  old  hke  a  garment,  and  they  that 
dwell  therein  shall  die  in  like  manner;  but  my 
salvation  shall  be  forever,  and  my  righteousness 
ehall  not  be  abolished.  Isa.  51:  6. 

Of  Chiist's  return  or  second  coming  from  hea- 
ven, read: — Ye  men  of  Gallilee,  why  stand  ye 
gazing  up  into  heaven  ?  this  same  Jesus,  which 
is  taken  up  from  you  into  heaven,  shall  so  come 
in  like  manner  as  ye  have  seen  him  go  into  hea- 
ven. Acts  I:  11. — For  the  Lord  himself  shall 
descend  from  heaven  with  a  siiouf,  with  the 
voice  of  the  archangel,  and  with  the  trump  of 
(jod;  and  the  dead  in" Christ  shall  rise  first. 
1  Thes.  4: 16.— -Behold,  he  cometh  with  clouds; 
and  every  eye  shall  sec  him,  and  they  also  which 
pierced  him:  and  all  kindreds  of  the  earth  shall 
wail  because  of  him.  Rev.  1:  7. — And  theil 
fliball  appear  the  sign  of  the  Son  of  Man  in  hea- 
ven: and  then  shall  all  the  tribes  of  the  earth 
mourn,  and  they  shall  see  the  Son  of  inan  com- 
iiig^  in  the  clouds  of  he;jiveQ  with  power  and 
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f^cQt  glory.  Matth.  24: 30. — And  to  wait  for  liU 
Son  from  heaven,  M'hom  lie  raised  from  ll>e 
dead,  even  Jesus,  wliicli  delivered  us  from  the 
wrath  to  come.  1  Thcs.  1:  10. — And  to  you 
who  are  troubled,  rest  with  us,  wlicn  the  Lord 
Je3us  shall  be  revealed  from  heaven  with  his 
mighty  angels,  In  flamingfire  taking  vengeance 
on  them  that  know  not  God,  and  that^bey  not 
(he  gospel  of  our  Lord  Jesui*  Christ.  Who 
shall  be  punished  with  everlasting  destruction 
from  the  presence  of  the  Lord,  and  from  the 
glory  of  his  |)ower.  2  Tlies.  1:  7-9. — Behold, 
the  Lord  cometh  with  ten  ihousiindof  his  saints, 
To  execute  judgment  upon  all,  and  to  con- 
vince all  that  ore  ungodly  among  them  of  their 
ungodly  deeds  which  they  have  ungodly  com- 
mitted, and  of  all  (heir  Iiard  speeches  which 
ungodly  sinners  have  spoken  against  him. 
Jude.  14,  15. — I  saw  in  (he  night  visions,  and, 
behold,  one  like  the  Son  of  Man  came  with  the 
clouds  of  heaven,  and  came  to  (he  Ancient  of 
days,  and  they  brought  him  near  before  him, 
Dan.  7:  13. 


.  ARTICLK  THIRTY-FIRST. 

OF  TEMPORAL   DKATH,    AND  OF  THE    RBftURRCG- 

TION  OF  THE  DEAD 

Of  the  temporal  death  and  the  rcsurrectioft 
of  the  dead  we  believe  and  confess,  That  man 
in  the  beginning  was .  created  immortal,  but 
through  the  envy  o£  the  devil,  and  our  first 
parents  ein,  death  catered  iq(cO  the  wovl^*  ^vv\ 
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&fl  by  the  sin  of  Adam,  all  men  became  sinful, 
80  also  were  all  men  by  him  made  subject  to 
temporal  death.  Hence  it  is  appointed  unto 
men,  once  to  die,  but  ;after  this  judgment: 
(Heb.  9:  27.)  for  this  sinful,  perishable  HeAi 
and  blood  cannot  inherit  the  durable  kingdom 
of  Giod,  but  it  must,  by  the  power  of  God,  be 
renewed,  changed  and  glorilBed  by  passing 
through  death,  and  being  raised  again  from  the 
dead  a  glorified  and  immortal  body.  And  like 
as  the  heart,  soul  aad  spirit  of  a  man  who  is 
iailen  into  a  deep  sleep,  do  not  altogether  sleep 
with  the  body :  also  doth  not  the  soul  or  spirit 
foil  asleep,  or  die  with  the  body  of  man,  in  his 
natural  death  ;  but  it  is  and  continneth  to  be  a 
never-dying  spirit.  Hence  it  is,  that  the  tem- 
poral death  is,  in  the  holy  scriptures  called  a 
sleep  and  a  failing  asleep ;  and  the  resurrection 
of  the  dead  an  awaking  firom  sleep.  But  some 
are  fallen  asleep.  1  Cor.  15:  6. — 1  shall  be  sat- 
isfied, when  I  awake,  with  thy  likeness.  Ps. 
17:  15. 

And,  as  one  that  is  fallen  asleep,  cannot  re** 
ceive,  nor  enjoy  good  gifts,  neither  after  |he 
soul  nor  body,  much  less  can  he  be  punished 
and  tormented,  except  he  be  first  awaked  from 
his  sleep :  just  so  cannot  the  believers  enjoy  the 
full  fruition  of  the  heavenly  inheritance,  neith- 
er the  unbelievers  the  full  pain  of  eternal  death 
and  hell,  till  they  be  first  awaked,  by  the  com- 
ing of  Christ,  from  this  sleep  of  death,  and  are 
rkren  flrom  the  dead  at  j^be  day  of  judgment. 


Which  day  of  judgment  (be  aoikUiof  the 
r^hteous,  who  are  ia  the  hands  of  God,  are 
wailing  for,  under  the  altar  of  Christ,  to  receive 
the  promised  reward  according  to  their  souls 
and^bodies;  the ^inrighteous  also  being  reserved 
Co  the  day  of  judgment,  to  be  punished  in  soUl 
and  body  according  to  their  deedsw 

Moreover,  as  l^  the  sin  and  transgression  of 
Adam,  deaAi  passed  upon  all  men ;  so,  by  the  * 
Redeemer  Jesus  Christ,  doth  the  resurrection  of 
the  dead  come  upon  all  men ;  so  that  like  as  the 
sun  in  the  spring  of  the  year  with  his  gl(Hriou8 
beams  bri Hgetli  forth  out  of  the  earth,  not  only 
useful  and  sweet-€:melliag  herbs  and  flowers  of 
every  order,  but  also  thorns  and  thistles,  which- 
are  rejected  and  burned  with  Are :  so  will  Christ 
Jesus,  the  Son  of  Righteousness,  at  he  coming, 
with  bright  shining  beams  of  majesty  and  glo^ 
ry,  in  the  clouds  of  heaven,  to  judgiYientat  thai 
great  day,  bring  forth  out  of  the  earth,  both  the 
evil  and  good,  and  will  awaken  them  and  cause 
them  to  arise.  So  this  great  God,  who  in  the 
beginning  called  heaven  and  earth  into  exis- 
tence by  his  commanding  voice,  so  that  when 
he  spoke  it  arose  and  stood  before  him  in  per- 
fect order ;  so  that  things  which  are  seen  were 
not  made  of  things  whicli  do  appear ;  (Heb. 
11:  3.)  and  who  created  man  out  of  the  dusi 
of  the  earth,  will  by  his  unchangeable  power, 
and  almighty  Word,  at  the-iast  day,  call  foxth 
all  mankind  who  mouldered  to  dust  and  ashes, 
md  who  \vere  del^Q^r•|^.by,4it^  fi9m»  S&  ta^ 
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&y  birds,  and  by  fishes:  these  all  will  fie  cnll 
forth  from  their  dust,  awaken  them  and  raise 
them  np,  each  wiih  bis  own  body,  flesh  and 
boneS|  wherewith  they  served  their  Creator,  or 
were  the  servants  of  sin. 

Ani4  hke  as  a  woman  in  travail  t;annot  keep 
the  fruit,  but  kiboureth  to  bo  delivered:  so  wiii 
dteath,  earth  and  the  sea.  in  the  last  hour,  de- 
liver up  the  great  number  of  dead  w4nch  are 
in  them,  and  which  in  their  bowels  had  mould- 
ered to  dust.  All  theie  will  be  awakened  and 
will  arise  unperishably  with  tiieir  own  bodies ; 
and  wilh  these  bodies,  the  souls  and  spirits 
which  left  them  in  the  hour  of  death  and  re- 
mained immortal,  will  be  re-united«  Then  wiii 
the.  righteous,  who  have  borne  the  image  of 
the  earthly^  also  bear  the  imago  of  the  heaven^ 
ly;  and  this  their  corruptible  body  which  is 
raised  from  the  dust,  will  put  on  incorruption,. 
and  this  mortal  sliall  put  on  immortality  :  then 
will  they  be  like  tlie  angels  of  God,  and  glorifi- 
ed like  unto  the  glorious  body  of  Christ.  In- 
like  manner,  those  who  remain  and  arc  alive 
at  the  coming  of  Christ,  will  be  changed  and 
glorified,  according  to  the  glorious  image  of 
Christ. 

Of  temporal  death,  read :— For  dust  thou  art, 
and  unto  dust  shalt  thou  return.  Gen.  3:  19. — 
And  as  it  is  appointed  unto  men  once  to  die, 
but  after  Ibis  the  judgment.  Heb.  9:  27. — For 
since  by  man  came  death,  by  man  came  also 
Ute  resurrection  q(  tbc^  d^d^  For  <jis  in  Adam 
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all  dio,  even  so  in  ChrUt  sknil  all  be  made  nlWe. 
1  Cor.  15:  21, 22.— Wherefore,  as  by  one  man, 
Bia  entered  into  the  world,  and  death  by  sin  ; 
and  80  dccith  parsed  upon  ail  men,  for  that  all 
have  sinned.  Rom.  5:  12. 

How  at  the  coming  of  Christ  to  jtidgmcnt, 
the  dead  will  be  awaked  by  him  and  arise,  roai!: 
—For  the  Lord  him-ielf  Lliall  descend  from 
heaven  with  a  shout,  with  the  voice  of  the 
archangel,  and  with  the  trump  of  God  ;  and 
the  dead  in  Christ  shall  rise  fiist.  1  Tiies.  4: 
1 6. — Marvel  not  at  this :  for  the  hour  is  coming, 
in  the  which  all  that  are  in  the  graves  shall  hear 
liis  voice,  and  shall  corns  forth;  tiiey  that  have 
done  good,  unto  the  resurrection  of  life;  and 
ihey  tliat  have  done  evil,  unto  tlie  resurrociioa 
of  damnattou.  John  5:  28,  29.— For  I  know 
that  my  Redeem ar  liveth,  and  that  he  shall 
Bland  at  the  latter  day  upon  the  earth  :  And 
though  after  my  skin  worms  destroy  this  body, 
yet  in  my  flesh  shall  I  see  God :  ^Vhom  1  shall 
pee  for  myself,  and  mine  eyes  shall  behold,  and 
not  another;  though  my  reins  be  consumed 
within  ma.  Job  19:  25-27. 

Thy  dead  men  shall  hve,  together  with  my 
dead  body  shall  they  arise.  Awake  and  sing,, 
ve  that  dwell  in  dust :  for  tbv  dew  is  as  the  dew 
of  herbs,  and  the  earth  shall  cast  out  the  dead^ 
Lsa.  26:  19.— Aud  many  of  them  that  sleep  in 
I  he  dust  of  the  earth  shall  awake,  some  to  ever-, 
lasting  lifa,  and  some  to  shame  and  everlasting 
contempt.  Dan,  12;  2.— But  as  touching  v\\t^ 
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resurrection  of  the  dead,  have  ye  not  read  .that 
which  was  spokeo  unto  you  by  God,  saying,  I 
am  the  God  of  Abraham,  and  the  God  of  Isaac, 
^nd  the  God  of  Jacob  /  God  is  not  the  God  of 
the  dead,  but  of  the  living.  Matlh.  22:  31,  32. 
— And  this  ia  the  will  of  him  that  sent  me,  that 
every  one  which  seeth  the  Son,  and  believe(h 
on  him,  may  have  everlasting  life :  and  1  will 
raise  bim  up  at  the  last  day.  John  6:  40.— Je- 
sus saith  unto  her,  I  am  the  resurrection  and* 
the  life :  ho  that  believeth  in  me,  though  he 
were  dead,  yet  shall  he  live.  And  whosoever 
liveth,  and  believeth  in  mo,  shall  never  die.  11: 
26,  26. — ^Read  farther.  Cor.  15.  throughout 

How,  in  ther  resurrection  of  the  dead,  the  vile 
bodied  cf  men  will  be  glorified,  read : — For  in 
.ihe  resurrection  they  neither  marry,  nor  are  giv- 
en in  marriage,  but  are  as^  the  angels  of  .God  in 
heaven.  Matth.  22:  30. — For  our  conversafion 
is  in  heaven ;  from  whence  also  we  look  for  the 
Saviour,  the  Lord  .Jesus  Christ ;  who  shall 
change  our  vile  body,  ^at  it  may  be  fashioned 
like  unto  his  glorious  body,- according  to  the 
working  whereby  he  is  able  even  to  subdue  all 
things  unto  himself.  Phil.  3:  20, 21.— It  is  sown 
in  corruption,  it  is  raised  in  iocorruption  :  It  is 
sown  in  dishonour,  it  is  raised  in  glory:  it  is 
sown  in  weakness,  it  is  raised  in  power:  it  is 
sown  a  natural  body,  it  is  raised  a  spiritual  bo- 
dy. 1  Cor.  16:  42-44. 
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ARTICLE  THIRTY-SECOND. 

^F  THB    JUDGMBITT  AT    THB    LAIT   DAT,   HBLL, 
AJTO  OAMHATIOM  OF  THB  VMBBUBTBBI. 

Of  the  judgment  At  (he  last  day,  hell,  and 
damnation  of  (he  unhelievcre,  we  believe  amd 
acknowledge,  That  when  Christ  Jesus  will 
come,  at  the  day  of  judgment,  in  the  clouds  of 
heaven  with  power  and  great  glory,  there  will 
be  gathered  unto  his  judgment-seat  all  the  na- 
tions, and  he  sliall  separate  (hem  one  from 
another,  as  a  shepherd  divideth  his  sheep  from 
the  goats:  And  he  shall  set  the  sheep  on  his 
right  hand,  but  the  goa(s  on  the  left.  Over 
(hese,  Christ  Jesus  is  set  and  ordained  of  God 
to  be  the  judge,  both  of  quick  and  dead :  and 
he  will  be  no  re8pec(or  of  persons,  nei(her  need- 
eth  ho  the  testimony  of  any,  for  the  though(B 
and  in(ents  of  every  heart  is  as  an  open  book 
before  him.  This  righteous  Judge  will  judge 
the  earth  in  righteousness,  and  as  (he  great . 
■Shepherd  of  his  sheep  will  pass  an  eternal  and 
if  revocable  sen(ence  upon  all  the  earth :  reward- 
ing each  and  every  one  in  his  own  body,  ac- 
cording to  that  he  has  done.  To  all  the  l)e- 
lieving  regenerated  children  of  God,  who  in 
this  life,  as  obedient  sheep  heard  the  voice  of 
Christ  the  Shepherd  and  follow^ed  him,  he  will 
say.  Come,  ye  blessed  of  my  Father,  inherit  the 
kingdom  prepared  for  you  from  tlie  foundation 
of  (lie  world.  (Mat(h.  25:  34.)  And  to  nil  the 
uoltelieving,  unr^enerate,  those  that  did  not 
bve  Christ  and  his  word,  and  would  wq\.  vWx. 
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he  should  reign  over  them,  but  obstmately  re- 
jected his  coutisel)  as  goats,  to  these  he  will 
say  :  Depart  from  me,  ye  cursed,  iiitoeverJast- 
ing  fire,  prepared  for  the  devil  and  liis  angels. 
(26:  41,) 

In  this  last  day,  that  great  day  of  the  Lord 
— the  righteous  God  will  withdraw  from  the 
earth  ail  the  good  gifts  which  were  given  for 
t::;;  enjoyment  of  rxirm;  for  the  sun,  moon  and 
stars  shall  l^c  darkened  to  shine  no  moie.  and 
all  the  light  and  glory  of  the  world  will  ])e 
changed  into  everlasting  darkness,  'i'iien  will 
the  streams  of  the  earth  he  turned  into  pitcl), 
and  the  dust  thereof  into  brimstone,  and  the 
land  tlioreof  shall  become  burning  pitch.  (Isa. 
34:  9.)  w*hich  will  not  be  quenched,  but  will 
burn  for  ever  and  ever.  And  as  the  earth  is 
termed  hell,  in  many  places  of  the  holy  Bcrij>- 
tures,  and  no  mention  made  of  any  other ; 
therefore  it  is  held,  that  this  earth  is  the  place 
of  hell  and  torment  of  the  damned,  and  the 
lake  of  fire  and  brimstone,  the  place  of  outer 
darkness,  where  into  all  the  unbehevers,  the 
unrighteous  and  wicked  will  finally  be  cast  to 
Buffer  the  burnings  and  torments  of  hell  and 
damnation  for  ever  and  ever  And  thus  will 
they  be  punished  ond  tormented  in  and  w  ith 
the  very  visible  things  which  they,  here  in  this 
life  chose  and  served;  and  which  they  preferred 
tothing.-)  invisible,  glorious  and  eternal. 

Lito  which  lake  of  fire  and  outer  darkness, 
wjU  all  thq  uQbeli^vcrs  and  wicked  be  cast,. 
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when  their  souls  aro  again  united  to  their  own 
bodies  at  the  resurrection,  and  thus  for  ever  bu 
banished  from  Christ. 

Then  will  come  to  pass  what  is  written  con- 
cerning this  great  and  awful  day  of  eternal  sep- 
aration :  namely,  That  of  tho  two  that  are  to- 
gether ill  the  field,  or  grinding  togetlier,  or  are 
in  one  bed,  the  one  sbalk  be  taken  and  caught 
up  in  the  cloudi^,  to  meet  tho  Lord  in  tho  air, 
and  so  ever  be  with  the  Lord  ;  (Thes.  4:  17.) 
while  tho  others  will  be  left  here  to  be  banished 
into  that  lake  of  fire,  that  pioco  of  outer  dark- 
nessf,  there  to  be  tormenteii  with  the  devil  and 
his  angels,  and  to  suOer  the  burnings  of  eternal 
fire,  (which  is  the  second  death ;)  and  thus  be 
banidhed  from  God,  and  all  his  mercy  and  par- 
don for  ever  and  ever. 

Of  the  last  judgment,  and  of  the  appearance 
of  all  nations  of  the  earth  at  the  judgment-seot 
of  Christ,  to  receive  in  their  own  bodies,  indi- 
vidually, their  everlasting  sentence,  lead: — 
And  he  commanded  us  to  preach  unto  the  peo- 
ple, and  to  testify  that  it  is  he  which  was  ordain- 
ed of  God  to  be  the  Judge  of  quick  and  dead. 
Acts  ]0:  4/^. — Because  ho  hath  appointed  n 
day,in  the  whicii  he  will  judge  the  world  in  right- 
eousness by  that  man  whom  he  hath  ordained ; 
whereof  he  hnth  given  assurance  unto  all  men, 
in  that  he  hath  raised  him  from  the  dead.  17: 
31. — God  judgeth  tho  righteous,  and  God  is 
angry  with  the  wicked  every  day.  Ps.  7:  11. 
. — For  we  must  all  appearheforo  the  ^udguv^tiV 
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■eat  of  Christ,  that  every  one  may  receive  the 
iSiings  done  in  his  t)ody,  according  to  that  he 
hath  done,  whether  it  he  good  or  bad.  2  Cor. 
6:  10.-^But  why  dost  thou  judge  tliy  brother? 
or  why  doet  thow  set  at  nought  thy  brother  7 
for  we  shall  all  stand  before  the  judgment-seat 
of  Christ  For  it  is  written,  As  1  live,  saith  the 
Lord,  every  knee  shall  bow  to  me.  and  every 
tongqe  sluiJl  confess  to  Giod.  So  then  every 
one  of  us  shaU  give  account  of  himself  to  Godw 
Rom.  14:  10-12. 

And  I  saw  the  dead,  small  and  great  stand 
before  God :  and  the  books  were  opened ;  and 
another  book  was  opened,  which  is  the  book  of 
life :  and  the  dead  were  judged  out  of  those 
things  which  were  written  in  the  books,  ac- 
cording to  their  works.  Rev.  20:  12. — ^A  fiery 
stream  issued  and  came  forth  from  before  hiro : 
thousand  thousands  ministered  unto  him,  and 
ten  thousand  times  ten  thousand  stood  before 
him:  the  judgment  was  set,  and  the  books 
were  opened.  Dan.  7:  10. — When  the  Son  of 
man  shall  come  in  his  glorv,  and  all  the  holy 
angels  with  him,  then  shall  he  sit  upon  the 
throne  of  his  glory :  And  before  him  shall  be 
gathered  all  nations ;  and  he  shall  separate  them 
one  from  another,  as  a  shepherd  divideth  his 
sheep  from  the  goats.  MaUh.  26:  31,  32.-*- 
For  the  Son  of  man  shall  oome  in  the  gfory  of 
his  Father,  with  his  angels ;  and  then  he  shall 
reward  every  man  accmiing  to  his  works*  ]  6: 
J8r. — ^And  to  you  who  are  troubled,  rest 
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wij  when  the  Lord  Jesus  shall  be  revealed  bom 
heaven  with  his  mighty  angels,  In  flaming  firor 
taking  vengeance  on  them  that  know  not  Crod^ 
and  that  obey  not  the  gospel  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Chrnt  a  Thes.  1:  7,  8. 

Of  hell  and  the  place  of  damnation,  read: — 
For  it  is  the  day  of  the  Lord's  vengeance,*  and 
the  year  of  recompenses  for  the  controversy  ef 
Zion.  And  the  streams  thereof  shall  be  turn- 
ed into  pitchy  and  the  dust  thereof  into  brim- 
stone, and  the  land  thereof  shall  become  burn- 
ing phcb.  It  shall  not  be  quenched  night  bov 
day ;  the.  smoke  thereof  shall  go  up  for  ever. 
Isa.  34:  8-10. — But  the  day  of  the  Lord  will 
come  as  a  thief  in  the  night ;  in  the  which  the 
heavens  shall  pass  away  with  a  great  noise,  and 
the  elements  shall  melt  with  fervent  heat,  the 
earth  also,  and  the  works  that  are  therein,.8iiall 
be  burned  up*  2  Pet  3:  10. — And  it  came  to 
pass  as  Moses  had  made  an  end  of  speaking  all 
these  words,  that  the  ground  clave  asimder 
thai  WBS  under  them :  And  the  earth  opened 
her  mouth,  and  swallowed  them  up,  and  their 
houses,  and  all  the  .men  that  appertained  unto 
Korah,  and  all  thm  goods.  They,  and  all  that 
appertained  to  them,  went  down  alive  into  the* 
pit,,  and  the  earth  closed  upon  them :  and  they 
perished  from  among  the  congregation.  Nunu 
16:  31-33.— Then  the  Lord  rained  upon  So^ 
dom  and  upon  Gomorrah,  brimstone  and  Are 
fiam  the  Lord  out  of  heaven...And  Abrah^xxw 
iDokol  toward  Sodom  and  Gomomli)  ^x^di  Vy 
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ward  all  the  land  of  the  plain,  and  behold,  and 
lo,  the  smoke  of  the  country  went  up  as  the 
snioke  of  a  furnace.  Gen.  19:  24-:28. — Even 
as  Sodom  and  Gomorrah,  and  the  cities  about 
them,  in  like  manner,  giving  themselves  over 
to  fornication,  and  going  after  strange  flesh,  are 
set  forth  for  an  example,  sutFeriHg  the  vengeance 
of  eternal  fire.. ..To  whom  is  reserved  the  black- 
ness and  darkness  for  ever.  Jude.  verses  7-13. 
— Your  gold  and  silver  is  cankered ;  and  the 
rust  of  them  shall  be  a  witness  against  you, 
and  shall  eat  vour  flesh  as  it  were  fire.  Yc 
have  heaped  treasure  together  for  the  last  days. 
James  5:  3, 

IIow  the  souls  of  unbelievers  are  reserved, 
by  God,  to  the  day  of  judgment,  to  be  punish- 
ed after  the  resurrection  and  re* union  with  their 
bodies,  read: — For,  behold,  the  day  comet  h  that 
shall  burn  as  an  oven  ;  and  all  the  proud,  yea, 
and  ail  that  do  wickedly,  shall  be  stubble :  and 
the  day  that  cometh  shall  burn  them  up,  sailh 
the  Lord  of  hosts,  that  it  shall  leave  them 
neither  root  nor  branch.  Mai.  4:  1, — The  Lord 
knoweth  how  to  deliver  the  Godly  out  of  temp- 
tations, and  to  reserve  the  unjust  unto  the  day 
of  judgment  to  be  punished.  2  Pet.  2:  9. — 
And  the  angels  which  keptnotMheir  first  estate, 
but  left  their  own  habitation,  he  hath  reserved 
in  everlasting  chains,  under  darkness,  unto  the 
judgment  of  the  great  day.  Jude.  v.  G. 

Read  farther  of  the  dreadful  and  intolerable 
pain  of  hell: — Where  the  worm  dieth  not. 
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• 

nnd  the  fire  is  not  quenched.  Mark  9:  46. — 
Then  said  the  king  to  the  servants^  Bind  him 
hand  and  foot,  and  take  him  away,  and  cast 
him  into  outer  darkness  ;  there  shall  be  weep- 
ing and  gnashing  of  teeth.  Matth.  22:  13. — 
And  shall  cut  him  asunder,  and  appoint  him 
his  portion  with  the  hypocrites:  there  shall  be 
weeping  and  gnashing  of  teeth.  24:  61. — 
Then  shall  he  say  also  unto  them  on  the  left 
hand.  Depart  from  me,  ye  cursed,  into  everlast- 
ing fire,  prepared  for  the  devil  and  his  angels. 
25:  41. — And  the  beast  was  taken,  and  with 
him  the  false  prophet  that  wrought  miracles 
before  him,  with  which  he  deceived  ihevq  that 
had  received,  the  mark  of  the  beast  and  tliem 
that  worshipped  his  image.  These  both  were 
cast  alive  into  a  lake  of  fire  burning  with  brim- 
stone. Rev.  19:  20. — But  the  fearful,  and  un- 
believing, and  the  abominable,  and  murderers, 
and  whoremongers,  and  sorcerers,  and  idolators, 
and  all  liars,  shall  have  their  part  in  the  lake 
which  burneth  wuth  fire  and  brimstone :  which 
is  the  second  death.  21:  8.  :    ' 
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OP  THE   KINGDOM    OP  HEAYCN,  AXD  LIFE  EVER- 
LASTING. 

Op  the  kingdom  of  heaven,  and  life  everlast- 
ing, we  believe  and  confess,  That  in  like  man* 
ner  as  there  is  a  visible  and  perishable  kiagdoTa, 
the  kingdom  of  this  world,  which  \>v  \fie  svna 
17 
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and  Wickedness  of  man  is  enveloped  in  dark- 
ness ;  in  which  the  prince  of  darkness  and  of 
the  power  of  the  air,  the  sjjfet  that  worketh  in 
the  children  o/  disobedience  is  the  chief,  and 
who  will  finally  pass  away  with  all  his  subjccrs 
ajid  be  doomed  to  eternal  misery :  so  there  is 
also  an  invisible,  immoveable  and  an  cverlast* 
ing  kingdom,  a  kingdom  in  the  heavens  in 
which  King  Jesus  Christ  is  Chief  and  Lord, 
and  in  which  all  faithful  believers  will  live  wiih 
God  in  everlasting  joy  and  happiness.  To  this 
glorious  kingdom  of  heaven  hath  God,  in  the 
jjeginning,  invited  the  fallen  race  of  man  to 
como^by  his  tender  mercy  and  grace ;  iirst  by 
liis  servants  the  prophets,  and  afterwards  by  his 
own  Son,  who  came  forth  from  him,  and  preach- 
ed, urging  and  inviting  all  men  to  forsake  the 
shadow  and  vanity  of  the  world,  and  hasten 
to  enter  into  the  eternal  rest.  To  this  end  is 
the  dinner  prepared  ;  the  oxen  and  the  fallings 
are  killed,  and  all  things  are  ready;  (Matth.  22: 
4.)  therefore  all  excuses  on  the  part  of  man,  as 
having  bought  a  piece  of  ground,  yoke  of  ox- 
en, or  married  a  wife,  (Luke  14:  18-20.)  are 
vain :  the  road,  door  and  gate  are  opened  for  all 
to  come. 

This  glorious  kingdom  in  the  heavens  is  re- 
presented to  us  as  a  holy  city,  the  new  Jerusa- 
lem descending  out  of  heaven  from  God,  hav- 
ing the  glory  of  God,  and  prepared  as  a  bride 
adorned  for  her  husband,  whose  streets  are  of 
pure  gold,  the  walls  garnished  with  allfnanner 
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of  precious  stones  and  tlic  grates  richly  set  wli 
l>earl3.  (Rev.  21.)  In  this  city  is  the  brightness 
and  glory  of  Almigfity  God,  which  neitlier  Mo- 
ses on  Mount  Sinai  could  behold,  neither  can  it 
lie  seen  or  beheld  by  mortal  eyes.  These  bright 
shining  rays  of  the  glory  of  God,  and  eternal 
Jjight,  will  lighten  this  city  for  ever  and  ever. 
Here  will  sorrow  and  sighing,  cold  and  naked- 
ness!, hunger  and  thirst  be  changed  to  fulness 
of  joy,  comfort  and, endless  felicity. 

This  joy  and  happiness  will  be  so  ine/llibly 
great  and  glorious  that,  eye  hath  not  seen,  nor 
car  hoard,  neither  have  entered  into  the  lieart 
of  man,  the  things  which  God  hath  prefMBireJ 
for  them  that  love  him.  And  into  this  blissful 
and  heavenly  state,  will  all  true  believers,  and 
friends  of  God  enter,  after  the  resurrection  from 
the  dead,  when  their  souls  are  again  united  to 
the  bodies  which  they  had  left  at  the  hour  of 
death,  and  were  preserved  in  the  hands  of  Goil 
till  their  re-union,  then  to  be  caught  up  in  the 
clouds,  from  this  earthly  abode  of  darkness,  to 
meet  the  Lord  in  the  air:  and  so  eveuto  be  with 
.  the  Lord. 

And,  as  a  bride  is  received  of  her  bridegroom, 
so  will  all  the  true  children  of  God  then  lie  re- 
ceived and  welcomed  by  Christ  Jesus,  and  with 
their  souls  and  changed  bodies  be  admitted, 
through  grace,  into  this  heaven  of  joy,  where 
they  will  see  G  )d  in  his  inexpressible  glory, 
with  all  the  heavenly  host.  Then  will  they  b<i 
divested  of  their  mourning,   and  yu'^tVoX  ^vvx- 
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iTieifts,  and  be  clothed  with  the  white  robes  of 
immortality  ;  when  they  will  sliine  forth  as  the 
sun  in  the  kingdom  of  their  Father :  and  w  itli 
all  the  elect  of  God,  the  Son  of  God  whom  they 
acknowledged  here  below,  W'ill  feed  them,  (\m\ 
lead  them  unto  living  fountains  of  waters,  where 
they  shall  eat  of  the  hidden  bread  of  heaven, 
and  of  the  Tree  of  Life,  and  drink  of  the  liv- 
ing fountains  of  waters,  and  be  like  imto  the 
angels ;  w:here,  with  cheerful  hearts  and  melo- 
dious voices  they  will  sing  praises  to  the  Lamb 
their  Bridegroom,  joining  in  the  new  song  with 
joy  ineffable  and  full  of  glory,  and  which  no 
man^an  take  from  them,  as  they  are  made 
kings  and  priests  unto  God,  and  will  live  and 
reign  with  Christ  for  ever  and  ever. 

Now,  riiay  the  God  of  grace,  mercy  and  all 
comfort,  who  hath  called  us  with  a  holy  calling, 
grant  unto  us,  unworthy  mortals,  to  be  strength- 
ened by  his  divine  Spirit,  to  follow  after  and  be 
made  worthy  of  his  fellowship,  and  of  the  glo- 
rious  inheritance  of  his  heavenly  kingdom,  for 
ever,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 

Of  the  everlasting  kingdom  of  heaven  and 
its  King,  read : — Whereby  we  receiving  a  king- 
dom which  cannot  be  moved,  let  us  have  grace 
wiiereby  we  may  serve  God  acceptably  with 
reverence  and  godly  fear.  Heb.  12:  28. — Jesus 
answered.  My  kingdom  is  not  of  this  world. — 
If  my  kingdom  were  of  this  world,  then  would 
ray  servants  fight,  that  I  should  not  be  deliver- 
ed (o  tlte  Jews:  but  now  is  my  kingdom  not 
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-from  hence.  John  18:  3G. — Giving  thanks  un- 
to the  Father,  which  hath  made  us  meet  lo  be 
partakers  of  the  inheritance  of  the  saints  in 
light ;  who  hath  delivered  us  from  the  power 
of  darkness,  and  hath  translated  us  into  the 
kingdom  of  his  dear  Son.

Read  farther,  how  the  eternal  King  Jesus 
Christ,  at  his  return  from  heaven,  when  the  dead 
are  raised  and  the  judgment  passed,  will  receive 
all  his  members  into  his  everlasting  and  glori- 
ous kingdom  of  heaven,  where  they  shall  see 
God  in  his  ineffable  glory : — Then  shall  the  - 
King  say  unto  them  on  his  right  hand.  Come, 
ye  blessed  of  my  Father,  inherit  the  kingdom 
prepared  for  you  from  the  foundation  of  the 
world.  Matth.  25:  31. — And  when  the  chief 
Shepherd  shall  appear,  ye  shall  receive  a  crown 
of  glory  that  fadeth  not  away.  1  Pet.  5:  4, — 
I  have  fought  a  good  fight,  I  have  finished  my 
course,  I  have  kept  the  faith:  Henceforth  there 
is  laid  up  for  me  a  crown  of  righteousness,  which 
the  Lord  the  righteous  Judge,  shall  give  me  at 
that  day :  and  not  to  me  only,  but  unto  all  them 
also,  that  love  his  appearance.

John  16:  22. 

Beloved,  now  we  are  the  sonn  of  God  ;  and 
it  doth  not  yet  appear  what  we  shall  be ;  but  wc 
know  that  when  he  shall  appear,  wc  shall  be 
like  him ;  for  we  shall  see  him  as  he  is.  1  John 
3:  2. — For  our  conversation  is  in  heaven  ;  from 
whence  also  we  look  for  tiie  Saviour,  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ ;  Who  shall  change  our  vile  bod}', 
that  it  may  be  fashioned  like  unto  his  glorious 
body,  according  to  the  working  whereby  he  is 
able  even  to  subdue  all  things  unto  himself. 
Phil.  3:  20,  21.— When  Christ,  who  is  our  life, 
shall  appear,  then  shall  ye  also  appear  with  him 
in  glory.  Col.  3:  4. — Thine  eyes  shall  see  the 
King  in  his  beauty  ;  they  shall  behold  the  laud 
that  is  very  far  off.  Isa.  33:  17. 

Wherefore  the  rather,  brethren, give  diligence 
to  make  your  calling  and  election  sure;  for  if 
ye  do  these  things,  ye  shall  never  fall :  For  so 
an  entrance  shall  be  ministered  unto  you  abun- 
dantly into  the  everlasting  kingdom  of  our 
Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ.  2  Pet.  1:  10, 1 1 . 


Now,  concerning  the  precise  time  of  the 
drawing  up  of  the  foregoing  articles  of  our  coii- 
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• 

fession  of  faith,  we  have  no  certain  informa- 
tion. But  ad  it  is  evidenced,  tfiat,  so  far  as  to 
their  trne  import  and  meaning,  they  were  ac- 
knowledged, tauglit  and  practiced  by  the  Wen- 
nonites,  many  years  previous  to  the  time  in 
which  they  were  forwarded  to  the  press,  as  well 
as  at  thai  time  ;  which  was  at  the  close  of  the 
last  persecution.  Wc  have  therefore  fixed  their 
date  to  the  LOth  century,  and  at  the  close  of 
which  wc  have  assigned  them  a  place  in  oii«* 
work. 

rcJ'The  above  account  of  the  chronology  of 
the  foregoing  Articlesj  is  given  by  the  Authors 
of  the  large  work  referred  to  in  our  introduction, 
and  frora  which  work  these  articles  were  tran.^- 
lated. 

Now  we  will  conclude  these  articles  by  the 
following  extract  from  the  Bloody  Theatre  or 
Martyrs'  Mirror;  which  is  as  follows: 

In  the  time  of  Sylvester,  there  is  mention 
made,  that  the  doctrine  which  was  afterwards 
taught  and  defended  by  great  multitudes  of 
Anabaptists  and  Waldenses,  was  at  that  time 
tattght  and  defended.  Yea,  that  the  same 
churches  which  were,  in  the  eleventh,  tAvelfth, 
thirteenth  and  the  following  centuries,  called  by 
the  nanjes  of  Waldenses  and  Albigenses,  and 
were  afterwards  called  by  the  name  of  Men- 
nonites  or  Anabaptists,  were  in  existence  at  that 
time,  and  had  existed  long'  be/ore.  Hereof 
did  a  certain  author  of  an  ancient  work,  and 
wlio  was  of  note  in  the  chiircliof  Rom&\^^^^.^•^ 
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complaioiog  of  these  people,  saying,  These 
hereticks  (as  he  caUs  iheni,)  have,  at  all  times, 
had  many  sects  among  them :  but  among  all 
those  sects  there  has  none  been  so  pernicious  to 
the  church  (namely,  the  Romish  church)  as  the 
poor  men  of  Lyons,  namely,  the^Waldenses  or 
Anabaptists ;  and  this  for  three  reasons ;  First- 
ly, Because  they  have  existed  so  long,  that  some 
^•ajr  they  were  in  the  time  of  Sylvester ;  others 
■even  say  that  they  existed  in  the  time  of  the 
apostles. 

At  another  place  in  the  same  work  above  re- 
ferred to,  we  find  written  by  James  Mehrningi- 
us,  of  the  above  mentioned  people,  as  follows: — 

This  fe  by  no  means  a  new  sect  who  arose 
in  the  time  of  Waldus ;  for  the  papistical  wri- 
ters themselves  acknowledge  that  they  existed 
in  the  times  of  Sylvester  the  p6pe,  and  long 
before  his  time,  even  in  the  time  of  the  apostles. 

The  same  writer  at  another  place  writes, 
That  Flacius  observed  the  same  from  an  an- 
cient papistical  book:  That  these  people  exist- 
ed in  the  time  of  Sylvester,  and  were  as  ancient 
as  the  time  of  the  apostles.  Moreover,  That 
Thuanus  testifyeth  that-  the  doctrine  of  those 
people  continued  through  many  centuries. 

The  time  of  the  reign  of  Sylvester,  who  was 
the  first  pope  of  that  name,  but  in  the  register 
the  thirty-fourth  Romish  bishop,  is  computed 
to  the  year  315.. 
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And  seeing  the  muHitudoif,  he  went  up  into  a  mountain,  and 
yhen  he  was  set,  his  disciples  came  unto  him ;  and  he 
opened  his  mouth,  and  taught  them,  saying.  Blessed  are 
the  poor  in  spirit :  for  theirs  is  ihe  kingdom  of  heaven  — 
Blessed  are  they  that  mourn  :  for  they  shall  be  comforted. 
Blessed  are  the  meek  :  for  they  vhall  inherit  the  earth  — 
Blessed  are  they  which  do  hunger  and  thtrst  after  righte- 
ousness :  for  they  shall  be  filled.  Blessed  are  the  merci- 
ful :  lor  ihcy  shall  obtain  mercy.  Matth.  d:  1-7. 

In  tlic  fullness  of  time,  when  the  kingdom 
of  God  was  at  hand,  God,  in  his  infinite  love 
and  mercy  to  the  fallen  race  of  man,  sent  his 
beloved  Son  Jesus  Christ,  from  the  glorious 
throne  of  his  majesty,  into  this  sinful  world  to 
save  and  redeem  us  from  a  state  of  sin  and  mis- 
ery into  which  by  transgression  we  had  fallen. 
And  thus,  to  open- to  us  again  a  door  to  life  and 
glory,  by  pointing  out  to  us  the  lotx^  vVisX Vioi^- 
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etii  to  eternal  blessedness.  In  this  he  went 
about  doing  good  to  the  afliicted  and  dic^tres^jecl, 
in  taking  their  iniirniities  upon  him,  and  heal- 
ing all  manner  of  sickness  and  all  manner  of 
disease  among  the  people.  And  when  his  fame 
went  abroad,  there  followed  Jiim  great  mulli- 
tudes  of  people  from  Gallilec,  and  from  Decap- 
olis,  and  from  Jerusalem,  and  from  Judea,  and 
from  beyond  Jordan. 
^^  .  Now  when  Jesus  saw  the  mnllitudcs  follow- 
ing after  him,  he  went  up  into  a  mountain,  and 
when  he  was  set,  his  disciples  came  unto  him: 
and  ho  opened  his  mouth,  and  taught  them, 
saying.  Blessed  are  the  poor  in  spirit:  for  theirs 
is  the  kingdom  of  God. 

Here  our  great  Teacher  instructs  us  -in  the 
ways  of  blessedness,  and  tells  us  clearly  that  it 
is  necessary  for  us  tijat  we  should  be  poor  in 
spirit.  Now  let  us  consider  and  examine  what 
is  meant  by  being  poor  in  spirit,  and  in  what 
it  consists.  Principally  it  consists  in  a  true 
self-knowledge!  the  person  who  is  acquainted 
with  his  own  heart,  is  of  a  humble  lowly  spirit; 
for  if  we  examine  ourselves,  we  will  find,  that 
of  ourselves  we  are  nothing,  we  have  nothing, 
and  we  can  do  nothing;  but  that  all  we  are  and 
all  we  have  is  of  God  :  from  him  we  derive  our 
being,  the'  faculties  of  the  soul,  every  good 
tliought,  and  it  is  he  that  worketh  in  us  both 
to  will  'and  to  do  of  his  good  pleasure.  (Phil. 
2:  13.)  For  God  is  all  in  all ;  the  Giver  of  every 
good  and  perfect  gift,  for  he  is  rich  unto  all  that 
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Cfill  upon  him,  and  in  him  arc  IiiJ  all  the  fro:i- 
surcs  of  wisdom  and  knowledge.     '^Ihcrcfoiv,- 
every  humble  discerning  penitent  will  acknowl- 
edge, ihat  God  \3  rich,  strong  and  powerful,  but 
he  poor,  weak  and  impotent;  and  in  this  eel!'- 
abasement  will  humbly  bow  before  the  throne 
of  his  majesty  and  confess  that  he  has  nothing 
to  boast  of  but  of  his  infirmity;  and  thus  re- 
nouncing all  self  righteousness,  will  groan  and 
say  with  the  apostle  Paul,  For  1  know  that  in 
me  (that  is,  in  my  flesh)  d  welleth  no  good  thing: 
for  to  will  is  present  with  me;  but  how  to  per- 
form that  which  is  good,  I  find  not.     O  wretch- 
ed man  that  I  am!  who  shall  dolivci-  me  from 
the   body  of    lliis  death?  (Rom.  7:  18,  21.) 
Such  an  one  will  feel  himself  to  be  ujiclean 
and  leprous,   like  the  lepers  in  Israel  of  old. — 
But  how  consolatory  to  him  to  find  that  when 
the  leprosy  had  covered  all  the  skin  of  him  that 
had  the  plague,  from  his  hct'^d  even  to  his  foot, 
and  had  all  turned  white,  the  priest  was  then 
to   pronounce  him  clean.  (Lev.  13:  12,  lo.)- 
So,  in  like  manner,  when  the  truly  penitent 
mourner,  groaning  under  a  sense  and  load  cf 
corruption,  sin,  and  uncleanness,  deeply  hum- 
bled and  poor  in  spirit,  cometh   to  Jesus  the 
Great  High  Priest,  he  has  the  promise  of  being 
pronounced  clean.    But  he  must  come  to  Christ, 
burdeiied  and  sin  sick;  with  a  sincere  desire  ' 
beseeching  iiiM,  to  cleanse  and  purify  him  from 
all  sin  and  uncleanness,  as  did  the  ten  lepers  of 
Israel,  who  lifted  up  their  voices,and  said,  J^^ws^ 
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,  Master,  have  mercy  on  us.  And  when  he  saw 
them,  he  said  unto  them,  Go,  show  yourselves 
unto  the  priests  :  and  it  came  to  pass,  that,  as 
they  went,  they  were  cleansed.  (Luke  17:  13, 
14.)  In  such  a  manner  will  all  those  do  who 

.  are  poor  in  spirit;  who  feel  the  weight  of  their 
corruptions,  sins  and  infirmities.  Sin  sick  and 
mourning  they  will  come  to  Jesus,  their  Great 
High  Priest,  beseeching  him  to  cleanse  and  heal 
them  from  all  their  sins  and  maladies.  And 
for  such  is  he  a  Physician,  and  a  Redeemer,  as 

*^-^*Ji^  saith:  They  that  be  whole  need  not  a  phy- 
•--sician,  but  they  that  arc  sick.  For  I  am  not 
come  to  call  the  rightcotr?,  but  einners  to  repen- 
tance. Such  poor  in  spirit  he  calls  to  him  and 
saith.  Come  unto  me,  all  ye  that  labour  and  are 
heavy  laden,  and  I  will  give  you  rest. 

The  case  of  the  sinner  who  feels  this  pover- 
ty of  spirit,  is  somewhat  similar,  and  may  be 
compared  with  that  of  a  beggar,  who  feels  his 
indigent,  starving  state.  In  want  of  daily 
bread,  and  unable  to  get  a  supply,  he  will  ask 
for  alms.  And  the  charitable  and  beneficent, 
M'ho  seeing Jiis  extreme  want,  will  compassion- 
ately incline  to  relieve  it,  by  supplying  him  with 
bread.  So  also  the  poor  in  spirit,  who  is  hun- 
gry for  the  bread  of  Life,  will  supplicate  his 
heavenly  Father,  and  apply  to  him  who  has 
bread  enough  and  to  spare,  and  who  will  sup- 
ply him  with  that  Bread  which  cometh  down 
from  heaven  and  giveth  life  to  the  world.  For 
Christ  saith,  every  one  that  asketb,  receiveth  ; 
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and  be  that  sceketh,  findclb  ;  and  to  him  that 
knocketh,  it  shall  be  opened.  Again  he  saith : 
Wliatsoever  ye  ask  in  my  name,  that  will  I  do, 
tha^  the  Father  may  be  glorified  in  the  Son. — 
Frohi  these  precious  promibcs  \ve  see,  that  noth- 
ing is  wanting  with  God,  to  make  us  happy 
ana  blessed  by  becoming  poor  in  spirit.  But 
alas  !  the  fault  is  ours  inasmuch  as  we,  debided 
mortals,  fancy  ourselves  to  be  rich  in  spirit. — 
Now  as  the  poor  in  spirit  have  the  pron^ise  of 
blessedness,  so,  on  the  other  hand,  the  rich  are 
threatened  with  wo.  For,  saith  Christ,  Wo  un- 
to you  that  are  rich!  for  ye  have  received  yoar 
consolation.  Such  spiritually  rich  will  once" 
find  themselves  greatly  deluded ;  which  is  clear- 
ly seen  by  the  church  of  Laodicea :  Because 
thou  sayest,!  am  rich, and  increased  with  goods, 
and  have  need  of  nothing  ;  and  knowest  not 
that  thou  art  wretched,  and  miserable,  and  poor, 
and  blind,  and  naked.  (Rev.  3 :  17.)  From 
these  words  we  can  learn  how  dreadfully  deceiv- 
ed and  darkened  the  heart  of  man  may  become 
to  be,  in  not  seeing  its  own  case  by  nature. — 
Those  who  thought  that  they  were  rich,  increas- 
ed with  goods,  having  need  of  nothing;  knew 
not  once  that  they  were  miserable,  poor,  blind 
and  naked  I — They  did  not  examine  themselves; 
they  came  not  to  a  true  self-knowledge,  thus  to 
become  poor  in  spirit.  But  they  w  ho  know 
God  and  themselves  are  poor  in  spirit,  and  these 
are  blessed  and  happy,  and  heirs  of  the  king- 
dom of  God. — Again, 
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Our  LorJ  says.,  in  ll  ^  ^,  ^^.^l^d  bcmhude  Ulo^

From  the  foregoing-  it  is  clear  and  evident, 
lat  mourning  and  godly  sorrow  must  go  he- 
re peace,  comfort,  and  consolation;  of  wliich 
e  find  many  examples  in  the  scriptures.  Es- 
)cialiy  that  of  the  woman,  who  was  a  sinner, 
id  came  to  Jesus  when  he  sat  at  meat  in  the 
harisce's  house,  bringing  an  alabaster  box  of 
ntment,  and  stood  at  his  feet  behind  him 
eeping,  and  l)egan  to  wash  his  feet  with  tears, 
id  did  wipe  them  with  the  hairs  of  Jier  head, 
id  kissed  his  feet,  and  annointcd  them  with 
e  ointment.  (Luke  7:  38.)  This  is  quite  a 
fferont  representation  of  a  tFuly  penitent  ein- 
)r,  from  what  we  see  in  our  day,  in  many  of 
o-3e  who  pretend  to  be  converted,  and  yet  go 
rth  in  all  the  pomp  and  conformity  to  the 
(jrld,  decorating  their  heads  according  to  all 
c  vain  and  ilceting  fashions.  This  was  not 
e  case  with  the  woman  under  consideration, 
ho  used  the  hairs  of  her  head  for  a  towel,  to 
ipe  the  feet  of  her  beloved  Lord  and  Master, 
hom  she  loved  and  adored  above  all  things; 
asnuich  as  she  thought  herself  unworthy  to 
ipear  before  him,  but  stood  behind,  ia  UwvevWv 
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Our  Lord  says,  in  the  second  beatitude, IJlcss- 
cd  are  they  <hat  inourn:  foi*  they  shall  be  com- 
jbrled.     Here  it  seems  that  the  beatitudes  go 
f^tej)  by  step.     Tlie  true  penitent,  experiencii^g 
that  he  is  poor  in  spirit;  that  he  is  akogeibcr 
sinful,  fallen,  degraded,  in  a  lost  state  by  nature, 
and  unable  to  flee  from  the  wrath  to  come,  and 
to  deliver  himself,  he  begins  to  mourn  over  his 
sinful  state,  with  godly  sorrow  that  worketh  re- 
])entance  to  salvation  not  to  be  re])ented  of. — 
AVith  a  broken  heart  and  a  tender  conscience, 
lie  humbletli  himself  and  says  with  penitent 
David,  I  am  troubled ;  I  am  bowed  down  great- 
ly;  I  go  mourning  all  the  day  long.  (Ps.  38:  0.) 
In  this  mourning  over  sin,  the  sinner  will  feel 
his. sins  to  become  an  intolerable  burden  to  hijii; 
altos"ether  too  heavy  for  him  to  bear :  and  thus 
he  will  strive  to  have  them  blotted  out,  in  look- 
ing unto  the  Saviour  of  sinners,  by  true  repen- 
tance and  by  faith.     For  as  long  as  the  sinner 
is  yet  willing  to  live  in  sin,  after  the  lust  ol  the 
flesh  and  the  rudiments  of  the  world,  he  is  not 
come  to  a  repentance  acceptable  with  God. — 
For,  If  any  man  love  the  world,  the  love  of  the 
Father  is  not  in  him.

From  the  foregoing-,  it  is  clear  and  evident, 
that  mourning  and  godly  sorrow  must  go  be- 
fore peace,  comfort,  and  consolation;  of  which 
we  find  many  examples  in  the  scrijHures.  Es- 
j)ccialiy  that  of  the  woman,  who  was  a  sinner, 
and  came  to  Jesus  when  he  sat  at  meat  in  the 
Pharisee's  house,  bringing  an  alabaster  box  of 
ointment,  and  stood  at  his  feet  beliind  him 
weeping,  and  began  to  wash  his  feet  with  tears, 
and  did  wipe  them  with  the  hairs  of  Jier  head, 
and  kissed  his  feet,  and  annoinlcd  them  with 
the  ointment.  (Luke  7:  38.)  This  is  quite  a 
diiferent  representation  of  a  truly  penitent  sin- 
ner, from  what  we  see  in  our  day,  in  many  of 
thovc  who  pretend  to  be  converted,  and  yet  go 
forth  in  all  the  pomp  and  conformity  to  the 
world,  decorating  their  heads  according  to  all 
the  vaia  and  ilceting  fashions.  This  was  not 
the  case  vMh  the  woman  under  consideration, 
who  used  the  hairs  of  her  head  for  a  towel,  to 
wnpe'^he  feet  of  her  beloved  Lord  and  Master, 
wdiom  slie  loved  and  adored  above  all  things; 
inasmuch  as  she  thought  herself  unworthy  to 
appear  before  him,  but  stood  behind,  mlv\\\^\V\- 
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iy  and  self-abasement,  but  yet  in  a  firm  faith 
and  hope  of  obtaining  from  him  mercy,  ffrace^ ' 
and  forgiveness  of  her  many  sins.  And  this 
she  obtained  when  Jfesus  said  unto  her,  Thy 
sins  are  forgiven.  Thy  faith  hath  saved  thee, 
go  in  peace.  Here  were  fulfilled  the  words  of 
I  he  Lord,  Blessed  are  they  that  mourn :  for  they 
shall  be  comforted. 

Here  we  see,  how  merciful,  kind,  and  conde- 
Bccnding  our  Lord  is,  to  those  poor  sinners  w^ho 
come  to  him  distressed  and  mourning  over  their 
sins.  But,  let  us  beware  and  not  err  in  com- 
forting ourselves  with  a  vain  comfort,  before  wo 
have  been  deeply  humbled  for  sin,  by  feeling 
the  evil  of  it,  and  our  lost  state  by  nature ; 
which,  it  is  to  be  feared,  is  the  case  with  too 
many,  who  pretend  to  shout  and  exult  over 
their  sins,  ere  they  have  been  brought  to  sec 
the  sinfulness  of  their  own  hearts  and  the  evil 
of  sin,  and  thus  become  deeply  humbled  and 
go  into  godly  mourning.  Sucli  exultation  and 
siiouting  is  not  pleasing  to  the  Lord.  For, 
when  Israel  of  old  went  out  against  the  Philis- 
tines to  battle,  and  were  smitten  before  the  Phi- 
listines ;  and  they  slew  of  the  army  in  the  field 
alx)ut  four  thousand  men, — the  people  sent  to 
Shiloh,  that  they  might  bring  from  thence  the 
ark  of  the  covenant  of  the  Loid  of  hosts  which 
dwclleth  between  the  Cherafailiitf,  to  save  them 
■from  the  hands  of  their  enemies.  And  when 
tlie  ark  of  the  covenant  of  the  Lord  came  into 
t)ie  camp,  all  Israel  shouted  with  a  great  shout, 
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'  «o  that  tbe  earth  rang  again.    And  when  the     '■' 
' '  t^hiliiilijifj  heard  the  noise  of  the  shout,  they 
6ai^;iri^  meaneth  the  noise  of  this  great  shout 
iajpp&mp  of  the  Hebrews  ?    And  they  under- 
stood  that  the  ark  of  the  Lord  was  come  into  the 
camp.  And  the  Philistines  were  alVaid :  for  they 
said,  God  is  come  into  tbe  camp.   And  they  said, 
wo  unto  us  !  for  there  hath  not  been  such  a 
thing  heretofore.  (1  Sam.  4:  1-7.)  But  all  this 
great  shouting  helped  them  nothing :  and  the 
Lord  was  not  pleased  with  it,  neither  did  he 
hear  them  :  notwithstanding  their  expressions 
of  joy  and  exultation,  and  their  idle  notion  that 
all  was  now  well  with  them  since  they  had  the 
ark  of  the  covenant  of  the  Lord  with  them  in 
the  camp.     The  Philistines  also  feared  that  it 
were  so.     But  the  event  proved  it  to  be  quite 
otherwise.     For  when  they  again  went  out 
against  the  Philistines  to  battle,  and  the  Philis- 
tines fought,  Israel  was  smitten,  and  they  fled 
every  man  to  his  tent ;  and  there  was  a  very 
great  slaughter ;  for  there  fell  of  Israel  thirty 
thousand  footmen.     And  the  ark  of  God  was 
taken  ;  and  the  two  sons  of  Eli,  Hophni  and 
Phinehas  were  slain. — Now  is  the  question, 
TVIiy  did  the  Lord  not  hear  Israel  in  their  great 
shouting  when  tbe  ark  of  the  covenant  of  the 
Lord  tame  into*tibf^jj^ttmp  ? — When  their  shout- 
ing was  even  afl^, great  that  the  earth  rang    * 
again  ? — ^The  answer  is,  because  they  mourn- 
ed not  over  the  sins  which  the  v  had  comiulCVsA* 
'  and  many  things  which  they  had  amaaguxeax  .; 
18 
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with  which  the  Lord  was  displeased.  This  £ 
clearly  seen  in  the  sequel.  For,  when  the] 
presumptuously  looked  into  the  ark,  at  Beth 
shemesh,  the  Lord  smote  of  the  people  fiftj 
thousand  and  three  score  and  ten  men.  Thi 
brought  them  to  a  state  of  mourning,  and  U 
a  knowledge  of  the  evil  of  sin  ;  for  the  men  o 
Beth- shemesh  said,  Who  is  able  to  stand  before 
this  holy  Lord  God  ?-— After  this,  the  arfc  of  th< 
Lord  was  taken  up  to  Kizjath-jearim,  and  whil< 
it  was  there  the  time  was  long;  for  it  was  t^vent) 
years ;  and  all  the  house  of  Israel  lamented  af 
ter  the  Lord.  This  was  the  beginning  of  tha 
mourning  and  godly  sorrow  which  is  acceptable 
to  the  Lord.  And  when  Samuel  saw  this  thei 
lamentation,  he  spake  unto  all  the  house  of  Is 
rael,  saying.  If  ye  do  return  unto  the  Lord  witl 
all  your  hearts,  then  put  away  the  strange  godi 
and  Ashtaroth  from  among  you,  and  prepar 
your  hearts  unto  the  Lord,  and  serve  him  on 
ly;  and  he  will  deliver  you  out  of  the  hands  o 
the  Philistines.  Then  the  children  of  Israe 
did  put  away  Baalim  and  Ashtaroth,  and  serv 
ed  the  Lord  only.  And  they  were  gatherec 
together  to  Mizpeh,  and  fasted  on  that  day,  ac 
knowledging  their  sins  to  the  Lord.  Anc 
Samuel  offered  a  burnt-offmng  unto  the  Lord 
and  prayed  for  them,  and  tfajl  Lord  heard  him 
And  as  Samuel  was offeringtip thebumtoffep 
ing,  the  Philistines  drew  near  to  battle'  againsi 
Israel:  but  the  Lord  thundered  frith  a  greai 
ill  under  on  ihat  day  \x^ii\k^?lii]lifiUnes,  and 
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discomfited  them  ;  and  they  were  smitten  be* 
forelsmel!  (1  Sam.  7:  1-10.) 

Now,  here  we  may  clearly  see,  that  all  the 
shouting,  rejoicing,  and  exultation  of  the  chil- 
dren of  Israel,  helped  them  nothing,  so  long  as 
.  their  hearts  were  not  deeply  humbled  by  peni- 
tent mourning  for  their  apostacy  and  sins,  and 
by  renouncing  their  idols,  and  those  things 
which  were  an  abomination  in  the  sight  of  the 
Lord.     But,  if  my  readers  should  say,  We  have 
not  Baalim  and  -Ajshtaroth  among  us,  to  worship 
them,  and  what  have  we  that  is  so  displeasing 
.  to  the  Lord,  for  which  we  should  repent  and 
mourn?— I  would  answer,  That,  though  we 
have  no  images  or  heathen  deities  that  we  wor- 
ship among  us  now,  yet,  there  are  many  other 
things  which  are  of  an  idolatrous  nature,  and 
are  equally  displeasing  and  abominable  in  the 
sight  of  the  Lord  our  God ;  and  which  we  must 
renounce  and  forsake  if  we  would  be  his  chil- 
dren.    First,  Christ  our  Lord  saith.  For  that 
which  is  highly  esteemed  among  men  is  abom- 
ination in  the  sight  of  God.  (Luke  16:  15.) 
Such  abominations  are  to  be  found  among  men 
more  than  too  much  :  for  the  whole  race  of 
man  is  by  nature  inclined  to  be  high-minded, 
and  to  pursue  tha^yain  modes  and  fashions  of 
the  world,  and  1&  conformity  to  it ;  notwith-    ^ 
standing  the  admonition  t)f  the  apostle  Paul, 
.where  he  says,  And  be  not  conformed  to  iKa* 
.world ;  but  be  ye  transformed  by  l\veie\ie^m% 
^  T^f  i^n^Sil^       ye  juay  prove  wViaV  \«  \!ciad 
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good|  and  acceptable,  and  perfect  will  of  God* 
Moreover,  how  prone  is  man  to  seek  honour  of 
men;  and  how  vainglorious  of  renown? — 
Whereas  Christ  saith,!  receive  not  honour  from 
men.  Also,  How  can  ye  beUeve,  which  receive 
honour  one  of  another,  and  seek  not  the  hon- 
our that  Cometh  from  God?  (John  5:  41-44.) 
Again,  many  hanker  after  riches,  and  labour  to 
amass  perishable  treasures,  and  serve  them  by 
having  their  hearts  fixed  on  this  mammon,  pre- 
tending also  to  serve  God ;  whereas  Christ 
skith.  No  man  can  serve  two  masters:  for  either 
he  will  hate  the  one,  and  love  the  other ;  or  else 
he  will  hold  to  the  one,  and  despise  the  other. 
Ye  cannot  serve  God  and  mammon.  (Matth. 
6:  24.)  Therefore,  if  we  would  be  truly  con- 
verted to  the  Lord,  we  must  abandon  and  for- 
sake all  these  sins  which  the  Lord  abhors ;  seek 
his  favour ;  devote  our  hearts  wholly  to  his  ser- 
vice ;  cleave  and  cling  to  him  with  reverence 
and  love,  and  adore  and  serve  him  alone,  in 
obeying  his  voice.     For,  secondly, 

When  Saul  was  disobedient  to  the  voice  of 
the  Lord,  Samuel  reproved  him  and  said.  Hath 
the  Lord  ns  great  delight  in  burnt  offering  and 
sacrifices  as  in  obeying  the  voice  of  the  Lord  ? 
Behold,  to  obey  is  better  than  sacrifice,  and  to 
hearken  than  the  fat  of  rams.  For  rebellion  is 
as  the  sin  of  witchcraft,  and  stubbornness  is  as 
iniquity  and  idolatry.  (1  Sam.  15;  22,23.) 
^ere  w^^  that  disobedience  to  tl)e .  voice  of 

-  T-^^~-Mao\»B\xi\  ^*^*****i|!^add  be 
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acceptable  to  God,  and  be  heard  of  him,  we 
must  put  away  from  us  the  sins  of  disobedience 
and  rebellion^  which  are  iniquity  and  idolatry, 
and  be  made  pura  and  holy,  ready  and  willing 
to  do  whatsoever  he  has  commanded  us.  For, 
Whosoever  transgressetb,  and  abideth  not  in 
the  doctrine  of  Christ,  hath  not  God.  He  that 
abideth  in  the  doctrine  of  Christ,  he  hath  both 
the  Father  and  Son.  2  John,  v.  9, — But  so 
long  as  we  have  not  renounced  and  forsakea 
those  sins  and  abominations  which  the  Lord  ab- 
hors and  has  forbidden  in  his  word,  we  may  cry 
and  call  aloud,  and  yet  not  be  heard  of  the 
Lord,  as  he  saith  by  the  mouth  of  his  prophet 
Isaiah :  And  when  ye  spread  forth  your  hands  I 
will  hide  mine  eyes  from  you ;  yea,  when  ye 
make  many  prayers,  I  will  not  hear:  your 
hands  are  full  of  blood.  Isa.  1:  15.— But,  saith 
Christ,  If  ye  abide  in  me,  and  my  words  abide 
in  you,  ye  shall  ask  what  ye  will,  and  it  shall 
be  done  unto  you.  (John  16:  7.)  And  again, 

Our  Lord  saith,  in  the  4th  verse  of  the  wordi 
under  consideration,  Blessed  are  the  meek:  for 
they  shall  inherit  the  earth. — To  be  meek  is  to 
be  of  a  soft,  tender,  gentle,  quiet,  humble,  for- 
bearing and  submissive  disposition,  and  not 
easily  provoked.  Of  this  disposition  we  must 
also  participate  if  we  would  be  prepared  for  the 
kingaom  of  God  and  for  a  share  in  the  promised 
blessing.  For,  as  long  as  our  hearts'  are  yet 
hard,  obdurate  and  impenitent^  there  is  no  bleB- 
f  log  promise^  us,  but^  much  moxe,  VniiA^cmr 
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lion  and  wrath,  tribulation  and  anguish,  upon  . 
every  soul  of  man  that  doeth  evil.  For,  by  na- 
ture the  heart  of  man  is.  the  seat  of  evil,  corrupt 
and  vile  affections ;  it  is  hard,  obdurate,  pre- 
sumptuous, self-willed  and  impenitent ;  by  rea- 
son of  which  it  is  in  a  fatal  and  unhappy  state. 
Therefore,  the  sinner'is  heart  must  be  changed, 
renewed,  softened,  and  broken  with  the  ham- 
mer of  the  law  of  God's  word,  and  thus  brought 
to  a  knowledge  of  the  evil  of  sin,  and  of  the  evil 
of  his  own  heart;  for,  by  the  law  is  the  knowl- 
edge of  sin.  (Rom.  3:  20.)  Now,  when  the  sin- 
ner is  brought  to  see  the  justice  of  the  law,  and 
feels  himsdf  under  the  condemnation  of  it,  he 
will  be  afraid  of  the  judgments  of  God,  as  it  is 
written.  My  flesh  trembleth  for  fear  of  them; 
and  I  am  afraid  of  thy  judgments.  (Ps.  119: 
120.)  Moreover,  Like  a  crane  or  a  swallow,  so 
did  I  chattel;:  I  did  mourn  as  a  dove;  mine 
eyes  fail  with  looking  upward :  O  Lord,  I 
am  oppressed  ;  undertake  for  me.  (Is.  38:  14.) 
Thus,  full  of  anguish  and  fear,  the  sinner  is 
brought  to  see  his  sad  case  by  nature,  and  now 
begins  to  seek  for  a  remedy,  by  humbling  him- 
self under  the  mighty  hand  of  God,  and  be- 
seeching Him  to  give  him  a  new  heart  and  a 
new  spirit.  And  now,  as  the  sinner  is  humbled 
and  comes  to  the  Lord  in  his  appointed  way, 
the  Lord  also  confirms  his  promise  to  him,  when 
he  saith,  A  new  heart  also  will  I  give  you,  and 
a  new  spirit  will  I  put  within  you ;  and  I  will 
(ake  away  the  stony  heart  out  of  your  flesh, 
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nnd  I  will  give  you  a  heart  of  ilesh.  (Ezek.  30: 
26.)  And  such  a  heart  as  this  will  then  be 
meek.  It  will  be  of  a  soft,  tender,  gentle,  quiet, 
teachable  and  submissive  disposition.  And  to 
all  such  as  are  of  this  disposition  is  promised 
that  they  shall  inherit  the  earth ;  namely,  the 
new  earth,  of  which  the  apostle  Peter  saith. 
Nevertheless  we,  according  to  his  promise,  look 
for  new  heavens  and  a  new  earth,  wherein 
dwelleth  righteousness.  (2  Pet.  3:*  13.)  Buttlie 
meek  shall  inherit  the  earth,  and  shall  delight 
themselves  in  the  abundance  of  peace.  (Ps. 
37;  11.) 

The  fourth  beatitude  is,  a  hunger  and  thirst 
after  righteousness;  for  our  Lord  saith,  Blessed 
are  they  which  do  hunger  and  thirst  after 
1  ighteousness :  for  they  shall  be  filled.  In  re- 
lation to  the  natural  body,  when,  for  want  of  . 
wholesome  food,  the  stomach  becomes  empty, 
and  has  not  a  due  portion  of  meat  and  drink 
administered  to  it,  it  produces  hunger  and 
thirst  which,  if  not  satisfied,  becomes  to  be  un- 
easy and  craving ;  and  if  the  body  be  in  health, 
will  not  be  diverted,  or  put  off  with  any  other 
object  than  meat  and  drink:  if  this  is  not  the 
case  we  niay  conclude  that  the  body  is  not  in 
health.  So,  also,  in  relation  to  the  spiritual 
man,  when  he  is  brought  to  see  the  evil  of  sin, 
and  thus  becomes  stript  and  emptied  from  all 
false  and  earthly  comfort,  of  self-righteousness, 
and  sees  and  feels  his  want  of  spiritual  food.^ 
whereby  he  must  be  noviris];kQ<L  9Ci;kds^x^tv%\\>!^\V' 
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ed  in  the  inner  man,  and  thas  becomes  to  hirn' 
ger  and  thirst  after  this  spiritual  food,  after  this 
righteousness  which  fills  and  satisfies  the  souL 
For,  until  the  sinner  feels  this  hunger  and  thirst, 
he  may  conclude  that  his  soul  is  not  in  health, 
not  emptied  of  self-confidence,  but  on  the  con- 
trary is  full,  where  Christ  saith.  Wo  unto  you 
that  are  full!  for  ye  shall  hunger.  Luke,  6:  26. 
Yea,  hunger  for  ever,  and  be  in  want  of  the 
Bread  of  Life.  But  those  who  hunger  and 
thirst  after  righteousness,  have  the  promise  of 
being  filled,  so  as  to  hunger  and  thirst  no  more 
forever. 

Now  here  it  might  be  asked.  What  is  this 
righteousness  after  which  we  are  to  hunger  and 
thirst  ?  In  the  first  place  Christ  is  our  right- 
eousness. After  him  and  his  righteousness  we 
are  to  hunger  as  after  bread  ;  for  he  compares 
himself  to  bread  when  he  saith  :  I  am  the  living 
bread  which  came  down  from  heaven.  If  any 
man  eat  from  this  bread  he  shall  live  forever : 
and  the  bread  that  I  will  give  is  my  flesh,  which 
I  will  give  for  the  life  of  the  world.  The  Jews, 
therefore,  strove  among  themselves,  saying, 
How  can  this  man  give  us  his  flesh  to  eat? 
But  Jesus  said  unto  them,  It  is  the  Spirit  that 
quickeneth ;  the  flesh  profiteth  nothing :  the 
words  that  I  speak  unto  you,  they  are  spirit  and 
they  are  life.  (John  6:  51,  52-63.)  From  this 
we  understand  and  see,  that  it  in  Christ  and  his 
words  which  we  are  to  hunger  and  thirst  after. 
^kis  10  the  AQurisbmeat  which  we  must  use  aa 
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meat  and  drink  for  the  hungry  soul.  In  it  there 
is  a  nourishing  virtue  for  all  those  who  by 
humble  &ith  believe  in  his  word,  love  him  and 
obey  him  in  all  his  commandments:  for  he 
saith,  Verily,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  if  a  man 
keep  my  saying  he  shall  never  see  death.  (John 
8:  51.)  Again,  Blessed  are  they  that  hear  the 
word  of  God,  and  keep  it.  (Luke  11:  28.)  Now 
should  any  say  that  the  word  of  God  is  but  a 
dead  letter,  they  would  greatly  .err  and  strive 
against  the  words  of  Christ,  where  he  tells  us 
that  he  is  the  living  bread ;  for  as  the  natural 
bread  when  we  partake  of  it,  has  a  virtue  in  it 
to  satisfy  our  hunger,  and  to  give  nourishment, 
strength  and  health  to  our  natural  and  frail  bod- 
ies, so  long  as  they  are  in  health,  and  have  a 
hunger  and  thirst  after  this  natuml  food;  so 
also  is  the  word  of  God,  when  it  is  received  by 
faith,  there  «  a  virtue  in  it  which  administers 
spiritual  nourishment,  life  and  health  to  the 
soul,  so  that  the  believer  is  thereby  nourished 
up  in  the  word  of  faith  and  good  doctrine,  grow- 
ing thereby  in  grace,  and  in  the  knowledge  of 
our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ.  But  the 
believer  must  hunger  and  thirst  after  right- 
eousness, after  Christ  and  his  word,  else  it  will 
afford  him  no  nourishment  to  the  soul.  For,  as* 
the  word  of  God  is  to  the  hungry  believer,  a  sa- 
vour of  life  unto  life ;  so  it  is  to  the  unbeliever^ 
who  doth  not  hunger  and  thirst  after  it,  the  sa»» 
vour  of  death  unto  death.  And  though  the 
written  word  may  seem  to  the  v«Dja«^N«i  XaiXs^ 
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a  dead  letterj'yet  in  the  heart  of  the  believer  it ' 
is  spirit  and  it  is  life.  As  Paul  saith,  For  the 
word  of  God  is  quick,  and  powerful,  and  sharp- 
er than  any  two-edged  swoid,  piercing  even  to 
the  dividing  asunder  of  soul  and  spirit,  and  of 
tlie  joints  and  marrow,  and  is  a  discerner  of  the 
thoughts  and  intents  of  the  heart.     Neither  is 

.  there  any  creature  that  is  not  manifest  in  iiis 
sight:  but  all  things  are  naked  and  opened 
unto  the  eyes  of  him  with  whom  we  have  to  do, 
(Heb,  4:  12, 13.) 

In  the  word  of  God  is  also  revealed  unto  us, 
the  righteousness  after  which  we  are  to  hunger 
and  thirst:  as  Paul  saith,  For  I  am  not  asham- 
ed of  the  gospel  of  Christ:  for  it  is  the  power 

"  of  God  unto  salvation  to  every  one  thatbeliev- 
etli :  to  the  Jew  first,  and  also  to  the  Greek. 
For  therein  is  the  righteousness  of  God  reveal- 
ed from  faith  to  faith  :  as  it  is  written,  The  just 
shall  Uye  by  faith.  (Rom.  1:  16, 17.)  From 
the  foregoing,  I  trust,  the  reader  Jias  fully  under- 
stood what  is  the  righteousness  after  which  we 
are  to  hunger  and  thirst;  and  which  will  fill 
and  satisfy  for  ever,  all  those  who  thus  hunger 
and  thirst  after  it. — If  any  man  thirst,  let  him 
come  unto  me  and  drink.  (John  7:  37.) 

In  the  fifth  place,  our  Lord  saith  in  the  words 
under  consideration.  Blessed  are  the  merciful : 
for  they  shall  obtain  mercy.  Mercy  is  that  dis- 
position of  mind,  which  excites  us  to  pity,  and 
to  relieve  those  who  are  distressed  and  in  trou- 
We;  by  using  every  means  in  our  power  to  alle^ 
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viate  their  calamity,  and  to  make  them  more 
happy.  In  allusion  to  tiie  words  of  our  Sa- 
viour,- Be  ye  therefore  merciful,  as  your  Fatli- 
cr  also  is  merciful,  this  temper  will  show  and 
exert  itself  not  only  tbwards  those  of  our  own 
friends,  acquaintance  and  benefactors,  but  also 
over  the  whole  human  family,  be  they  friends 
or  enemies.  For,  our  heavenly  Father  is  mer- 
ciful ov^er  all,  as  Christ  saith.  For  he  maketh 
his  sun  to  rise  on  the  evil  and  on  the  good,  and 
sendeth  rain  on  the  just  and  on  the  unjust;  and. 
He  ia  kind  unto  the  unthankful  and  to  the 
evil.  (Matth.  5:  45. — Luke  6:  35.)  From  these 
words  w6  learn  that  God  extends  his  bounty  to 
all :  for  he  sends  rain,  and  moistens  and  maketh 
fruitful  the  fields  of  the  ungodly,  and  wick- 
ed, as  well  as  those  of  thie  just  and  pious  ;  and 
letteth  his  sun  shine  over  the  unrighteous 
and  sinners,  as  well  as  over  the  righteous  and 
godly.  Here  wc  see  that  God  exercises  his 
mercy  over  all,  both  good  and  bad  ;  and  if  we 
are  born  of  him  and  have  partaken*  of  his  na- 
ture, w^e  must  be  followers  of  him,  as  his  dear 
children,  and  aim  at-  perfection  in  holiness. 
But,  saith  Christ,  If  ye  love  them  which  love  . 
you,  what  reward  have  ye  1  do  not  even  the 
publicans  the  same  ?  And  if  ye  salute  your 
brethren  only,  what  do  ye  more  than  others? 
do  not  even  the  publicans  so  ?  Be  ye  therefore 
perfect,  even  aa  your  Father  which  is  in  hea- 
ven is  perfect.  Though  this  may  not  be  un- 
derstood that  it  is  in  our  capacily  to  \iG  \^^il^^^. 
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as  God  is  perfect,  in  holiness,  power,  and  the 
divine  attributes ;  yet  it  is  our  unbounded  duty 
to  desire,  and  aim  at  perfection,  and  therein  to 
study  to  be  more  and  more  renewed  after  the 
image  of  God,  and  to  conform  ourselves  to  our 
heavenly  Father's  example,  and  to  be  govern- 
ed and  guided  by  his  divine  Spirit,  to  love  our 
enemies  and  do  good  to  the  evil  and  to  the 
unthankful  and  those  that  hate  us,  and  in  for- 
giving injuries :  and  thus  to  imitate  and  ca- 
Ey  after  our  heavenly  Father,  and  to  keep 
is  commandments.  For  the  apostle  Paul 
sailh,  If  thine  enemy  hunger,  feed  him;  if 
h,e  thirst,  give  him  drink :  for  in  so  doing  thou 
shalt  heap  coals  of  fire  on  his  head.  (Rom. 
12:  20.)' 

Now,  all  the  benefits  bestowed  by  the  merci- 
ful, who  have  thus  copied  after  the  example  of 
their  Lord  and  Master,  in  relieving  the  distress- 
ed, and  administering  comfort,  and  benefits  to 
the  needy,  will  be  to  them  a  source  of  comfort 
at  the  day  of  Judgment ;  but  to  the  unmerciful 
will  be  judgment  without  mercy,  as  James 
saith.  For  he  shall  have  judgment  without  mer- 
«  cy  that  hath  showed  no  mercy ;'  and  mercy  re- 
joiceth  against  judgment.  (James  2:  13.)  Thus 
'  our  Lord  will  reward  the  merciful,  for  all  the 
benefits  and  acts  of  mercy  which  they  have  be- 
stx)wed,  when  he  shall  say  unto  them.  Come, 
ye  blessed  of  fny  Father,  inherit  the  kingdom 
prepared  for  you  fi*om  the  foundation  of  the 
world.  (Matth.  25:  34.)  And  these  shall  ob- 
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tain  mercy,  and  go  into  everlasting  life ;  butihe 
unrighteous  into  everlasting  torment. 


REFLECTION  SECOND. 

ON  MATTHEW  5:  8. 

Blessed  are  the'  pure  in^  heart :  for  they  shall  see  God. 

Purity  of  heart  is  of  the  highest  importance, 
of  the  greatest  weight,  and  is  the  most  essential 
thing  in  Christianity:  because  on  it  depends' 
the  motive  of  ail  our  actions ;  and  without  this 
purity  of  hearty  our  best  religious  performances 
would  not  be  acceptable  unto  God,  who  is  a 
pure,  holy,  unspotted  Being,  for  whom  our  heart 
is  to  be  a  dwelling  place ;  and  he  will  not  dwell 
in  a  heart  that  is  not  pure  and  holy :  for  Christ 
bath  no  concord  with  Belial,  nor  the  temple  of 
God  with  idols.  For  the  temple  of  Jerusalem 
was  to  be  kept  separate  from  all  the  heathen 
nations,  who  offered  to  their  idols  and  served 
them.  This  temple  was  typical  of  the  heart  of 
man,  and  was  the  place  where  religious  exer- 
cises were  performed,  and  where  offerings  were 
made  to  the  Lord,  and  where  the  Lord  ha4 
chosen  to  put  his  name,  and  had  promised  to 
vouchsafe  to  appear  before  them,  to  hear  their 
prayers  and  accept  their  offerings,  as  he  saith 
by  Jeremiah,  Thus  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts,  the 
God  of  Israel,  Amend  your  ways  and  your  do. 
ings,  and  I  will  cause  you  to  dwell  in  this  plac^. 
Jer.  7:  3,  The  lasiffart  of  Oate  cjoloV^^^bw^M 
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rendered  in  the  German,  And  I  will  dwell  with 
you  in  this  place. 

But  this  Temple  of  God,  was  at  times,  very 
much  defiled  and  corrupted,  with  selling  and 
buying,  to  make  money  and  get  gain,  which 
was  displeasing  to  God,  and  which  Christ  man- 
ifested and  opposed  when  he  went  into  the 
temple  and  cast  out  all  them  that  sold  and 
bought  in  the  temple,  and  overthrew  the  tables 
of  the  money-changers,  and  the  seats  of  them 
that  sold  doves,  and  said  unto  them.  It  is  writ- 
ten. My  house  shall  be  called  a  house  of  prayer; 
hut  ye  have  made  it  a  den  of  thieves.  Now 
our  heart  shall  also  be  called  a  house  of  pray- 
er, wherein  offerings  of  prayer  be  made  which 
are  well  pleasing  to  God ;  and  this  temple  of 
the  heart  is  the  only  place  which  God  has  cho- 
sen to  appear,  when  he  saith.  Know  ye  not 
that  ye  are  the  temple  of  God,  and  that  the  Spi- 
rit of  God  dwelleth  in  you  y  For  the  temple 
of  God  is  holy,  which  {emple  ye  are.  (1  Cor. 
3:  16,  17.)  Moreover,  as  God  hath  said,  I  will 
dwell  in  them,  and  walk  in  them;  and  I  will 
be  their  God,  and  they  shall  be  my  people. 
And  will  be  a  Father  unto  you,  and  ye  shall  be 
my  sons  and  daughters.  (2  Cor.  6:  16-18.) 
Therefore  if  we  will  seek  and  serve  the  Lord  we 
must  seek  him  in  our  heart,  for  no  where  else 
is  he  to  be  found  ;  for  Christ  saith,  Neither  shall 
they  say,  Lo,  here !  or,  lo  there !  for,  behold, 
the  kingdom  of  God  is  \^iyMA  you.  (Luke  17: 
21. )  And  Paul  saiOa,  iVi^O^  fe.\\.\\  Christ  will 
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dwell  Iq  our  hearts.  But  here  let  us  bear  in 
mind,  that  he  will  not  dwell  in  an  impure  heart, 
but  alone  in  such  as  are  pure  and  holy :  as  saith 
the  high  and  lofty  One  that  inhabiteth  eternity, 
whose  name  is  Holy;  I  dwell  in  the  high  and 
holy  place^  with  him  also  that  is  of  a  contrite 
and  humble  spirit,  to  revive  the  spirit  of  the 
humble,  and  to  revive  the  heart  of  th%contrite 
ooes.  Isa.  57:  15. 

Such  testimonies  of  the  required  purity  of  the 
heart  have  we  many  in  holy  writ ;  and  let  our 
profession  be  what  it  may,  we  must  seek  Christ 
within  us  and  not  merely  from  without :  for  so 
long  as  our  heart  is  hard  and  obdurate,  impure 
and  unholy,  our  outward  religion  and  perfor- 
mance are  vain  and  displeasing  to  the  Lord,  as 
is  clearly  seen  in  the  writings  of  his  holy  pro- 
phets, and  in  the  gospel.  For  God  complains 
of  Israel  saying,  Bring  no  more  vain  oblations  ; 
incense  is  an  abomination  unto  me ;  the  new- 
moons  and  sabbaths,  the  calling  of  assemblies, 
I  cannot  away  with :  it  is  iniquity,  even  the 
solemn  meeting.  Your  new-moons  and  your 
appointed  feasts  my  soul  haleth :  they  are  a 
tfouble  unto  me,  I  am  weary  to  bear  them. 
And  when  ye  spread  forth  your  hands,  I  will 
hide  mine  eyes  from  you  ;  yea,  when  ye  make 
many  prayers,  I  will  not  hear :  your  hands  are 
fuUof  blood.— Wash  you,  make  you  clean  ;  put 
aviray  the  evil  of  your  doings  from  before  mine 
eyes ;  cease  to  dd.JHal,  learn  to  dp  'we.VV'^  ^^^ 
judgmenl^  relieve'xne  oppressed  v  ^\3A%^^'* 
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fetherlesd,  plead  for  the  widow.  Come  no^ 
let  us  reason  together,  saith  the  Lord  :  Tl 
your  sins  be  as  scarlet,  they  shall  be  wh 
snow ;  though  they  be  red  like  crimsoi;i 
shall  be  as  wool.  Isa.  1:  18-18.  Froip 
words  it  follows,  that  if  we  would  serve  G 
cording  to  his  will,  we  must  purge  and 
OQrselva|,from  all  sin  and  uncleanness 
that  ju»lle  and  righteousness  must  be  m^ 
ted  and  shown  forth  in  our  walk  and  con 
tion.  For,  should  we  daily  attend  on 
worship,  praying  much  and  saying,  Lord, 
and  with  all  this  not  do  the  will  of  the  I 
which  is  in  heaven,  in  keeping  his  comj 
menis  which  he  has  commanded  us  to 
would  not  be  pleasing  to  the  Lord  :  for,  i 
inner  religion  of  the  heart  cannot  subsij 
stand  the  test  except  it  be  evidenced  in  oi 
ward  walk  and  conversation,  and  in  usir 
appointed  means  ;  so  likewise  cannot  ou 
ward  good  works  stand  the  test  and  be  a 
able  to  God  if  they  are  not  wrought  by  fa 
the  inner  man.  For  this  reason  it  wot 
vain  to  say — If  only  the  heart  is  good,  it 
matter  for  externals  ;  and  on  the  other  ha 
would  be  equally  fruitless  and  pernicious  1 
— It  is  enough  if  I  am  baptized — go  to  he; 
word  of  God  preached,  and  partake  o 
Lord's  supper;  if  I  do  this  I  am  a  Chri 
and  what  need  I  more  ?  Of  this  order 
the  Pharisees,  in  having  all  their  religioi 
divine  service  in  oul^^d  oerempnies  ^xn 
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--'dition  of  the  elders  and  the  cotnmAndments  of 
men,  for  which  the  Lofd  reproveth  them  wlieli 
he  eaith,  This  people  drawelh  nigh  unto  me 
with  their  mouth,  and  honoreth  mc  with  their 
lips ;  but  their  heat^  is  far  from  me.  But  in 
vain  they  do  yorship  me,  teaching  for  doctrines 
the  commanoments  of  men.  Matth.  15:  8,  9. 

Here  let  us  consider  attentively,  that  all  those 
who  pretend  to  serve  the  Lord  after  \jgb  tradi- 
tion and  dommandmefits  of  men,  serve  him  in 
vain ;  and  that  if  we  will  serve  God  aright,  and 
in  a  manner  acceptable  to  him,  we  must  serve 
him  in  his  own  appointed  ways,  according  to 
his  word  and  commandments ;  that  first  of  all 
our  heart  must  be  changed,  cleansed  and  puri- 
fied from  all  sin  and  uncleanness,  against  which 
the  Lord  exclaims,  saying,  Wo  unto  you,  scribes 
and  Pharisees,  hypocrites  !  for  ye  make  clean 
the  outside  of  the  cup  and  platter,  but  within 
they  are  full  of  extortion  and  excess.  Thou 
blind  Pharisee,  cleanse  first  that  which  is  with- 
in the  cup  and  platter,  that  the  outside  of  thei^i 
may  be  clean  also.  (Matth.  23:  25,  26.)  From 
these  words  we  learn  that  it  is  essential  to  be 
clean  from  within  and  from  without,  but  that 
the  inner  man  must  be  cleansed  first.  Now  as 
the  cleansing  of  the  heart  is  of  the  highest  im- 
portance, a  matter  of  great  weight,  and  which 
we  oannot  accomplish  of  ourselves,  but  which 
must  be  done  by  the  co-operating  power  and 
influence  pf  the  Holy  Spirit,  I  will  firstly  point 
(i*-Sleway  by  which  this  is  effected,  secondly 
""19 
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the  necessity  thereof,  and  thirdly,  the  benefic 
and  advantage  of  it. 

In  the  first  place,  we  must  consider  the  Holy 
Spirit  as  the  means  of  our  cleansing  :  for,  as 
this  elementary  water  haa^the  quality  of  clean- 
sing and  purifying,  and  by  meaas  of  which  all 
manner  of  washing  and -cleansing  is  performed 
and  accompUshed,  it  is  used  in  holy  scripture, 
emble^tic  of  the  Holy  Spirit,Jas  sailh  Isaiah, 
For  I  will  pour  water  upon  him  that  is  thiifty, 
and  floods  upon  the  dry  ground :  I  will  pour  my 
Spirit  upon  thy  seed,  and  my  blessing  upon  thy 
offspring.  (Isa.  44:  3.)  Moreover,  Then  will  I 
sprinkle  clean  water  upon  you,  and  ye  shall  be 
clean :  from  all  your  filthiness,  and  from  all 
your  idols  will  I  cleanse  you.  A  new  heart  al- 
so will  I  give  you,  and  a  new  spirit  will  I  put 
within  you ;  and  I  will  take  a\vay  the  stony 
heart  out  of  your  flesh,  and  I  will  give  you  a 
heart  of  flesh.  And  I  will  put  my  Spirit  with- 
in you,  and  cause  you  to  walk  in  my  statutes, 
and  ye  shall  keep  my  judgments,  and  do  them. 
Ez.  36:  25-27. 

In  this  manner  is  the  Holy  Spirit  applied  to 
the  heart,  to  cleanse  and  purify  it  from  all  cor- 
ruption of  sin  and  uncleanness  ;  as  Paul  saith 
to  the  sanctified  believers  of  Corinth,  But  ye  are 
washed,  but  ye  are  sanctified,  but  ye  are  justi- 
fied in  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  and  by  the 
Spirit  of  our  God.  1  Cor.  6:  11.  Now,  before 
we  are  thus  sanctified,  we  are  under  .the  law 
and  motive  of  sin  ;  following  after  the  (ficlJM^ 
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oT  a  corrupted  heart,  which  is  only  evilcontia- 
ually,  and  whose  lusts  and  impure  desires  after 
the  sinful  pleasures  of  the  world,  war  against 
the  soul.  But,  as  the  Father  of  mercies  is  not 
willing  that  any  should  perish,  but  that  all 
should  come  to  repentance  and  live  ;  therefore 
doth  the  divine  Spirit  of  grace  interpose  with, 
his  purifying,  cleansing,  and  healing  influence 
that  he  may  thus  prepare  the  heart  to  be  a 
dwelling  for  himself.  Then  will  the  contrite 
believer  find  that  there  are  two  laws  in  his 
members ;  the  law  of  God  and  the  law  of  sin, 
(Rom.  8,)  and  that  these  are  warring  the  one 
against  the  other ;  the  spirit  against  the  flesh, 
and  the  flesh  against  the  spirit.  The  flesh  ex- 
cites to  sin  and  strives  to  mislead  the  mind  from 
the  ways  of  God  ;  and  the  Spirit  reproves  the 
sinner,  warns  and  convinces  him  of  his  danger- 
ous estate,  and  that  he  should  turn  frojn  the 
evil  of  his  ways,  walk  in  newness  of  hfe  and 
live.  And  thus  the  sfnner  is  broi^ht  into  a 
strait  from  which  he  is  unable  to  extricate -him- 
self, and  which  causes  him  to  exclaim,  What 
shall  I  do ! — If  I  thus  follow  the  law  of  sin  I 
shall  be  lost  and  undone  forever !  and  if  I  fol- 
low the  law  of  God,  I  must  submit  to  the  cross, 
ignominy,  persecutions  and  reviUngs ! — How 
often  do  men  stand  here,  as  on  a  balance,  not 
knowing  on  which  side  to  turn  the  scale  ?  But, 
sinner,  I  counsel  thee  follow  the  moving  and  ■ 
dictates  of  the  divine  Spirit,  and  submit  to  the 
law  of  God :  for,  To.  whom  ye  yield  ^ovw^Oln^^ 
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servants  to  obey,  his  servant  yc  are  to  whc 
ye  obey;  whether  of  sin  unto  death,  or  of  ol 
dience  unto  righteousnes.  (Rom.  6:  16.) 

Here  the  sinner  must  be  made  willing,  w: 
all  his  heart,  to  forsake  and  renounce  sin  a 
all  ungodliness,  and  with  all  his  soul  to  subr 
to  the  divine  moving  and  teaching  of  the  Spi 
of  grace,  and  with  humble  prayer  and  supj 
cation  to  God,  seek  to  be  purified  in  heart,  a 
sanctified,  as  David  saith,  Create  in  me  a  cle 
heart,  O  God  ;  and  renew  a  right  spirit  witl 
me.  Cast  me  not  away  from  thy  presenc 
and  take  not  thy  Holy  Spirit  from  me.  (Ps.  I 
10,  11.)  And  so.  soon  as  the  supplicant  is  th 
purified  in  heart,  by  being  washed  and  cleai 
ed  from  within,  he  will  be  clean  from  with( 
also :  and  this  cleanliness,  or  purity  from  wi 
out,  consists  in  obediently  keeping  the  co 
mandments  of  God,  as  Peter  saith.  Seeing 
have  purified  your  souls  in  obeying  the  in 
through  the  Spirit  unto  unfeigned  love  of  1 
brethren,  see  that  ye  love  one  another  witl 
pure  heart  fervently.  Being  born  again,  nol 
corruptible  seed,  but  of  incorruptible,  by  t 
word  of  God,  which  liveth  and  abideth  for  e\ 
1  Pet.  1:  22,  23.)  Here,  by  obeying  the  tru 
which  is  the  word  of  God,)  they  were  purif 
and  cleansed  from  without;  as  Christ  clea 
shows  when  he  saith.  Now  ye  are  clean  throu 
the  word  which  I  have  spoken  unto  you.  (Jo 
15:  3.)  And  with  this  obedience  to  the  w< 
of  God,  must  all  true  christians  and  children 
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God  comply ;  Therefore  did  the  Son  of  God 
pray  so  earnestly  to  his  heavenly  Father  that 
He  would  sanctify  his  disciples,  saying,  Sanc- 
tify them  through  thy  truth  :  thy  word  is 
truth.  (17:  17.) 

Therefore,  all  those  who  glory  of  being  pure 
in  heart,  and  walk  not  in  perfect  obedience  to 
the  commandments  of  God  do  greatly  err,  and 
depart  from  the  way  of  truthand  righteousness. 
For  this  reason  commit  yourselves  to  the  keep- 
ing of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and,  as  you  value  the 
salvation  of  your  immortal  souls,  suffer  your- 
selves to  be  guided  by  him  ;  for,  as  Christ  saith. 
When  he,  the  Spirit  of  truth,  is  come,  he  will 
g4iide  you  into  all  truth.  (John  16:  13.)  Then 
will  ye  be  led  in  the  right  way  ;  for,  The  stat- 
utes of  the  Lord  are  right,  rejoicing  the  heart : 
the  commandment  of  the  Lord  is  pure,  enUght- 
cning  the  eyes.  (Ps.  19:  9.)  Now  here  we  see 

Secondly,  the  necessity/  of  being  pure  in 
heart,  and  holy:  for  saith  Paul  to  Titus,  Unto 
the  pure  all  things  are  pure :  but  unto  them  that 
are  defiled  and  unbeheving  is  nothing  pure  ; 
but  even  their  mind  and  conscience  is  defiled. 
(Tit.  1:  15.)  Moreover,  Follow  peace  with  all 
men,  and  holiness,  without  which  no  man  shall 
see  the  Lord.  Heb.  12:  14. — These  words 
point  out  to  us  the  great  necessity  of  being  pure 
and  holy  in  heart ;  and  that  without  these  we 
cannot  see  God :  and  O  what  poor,  miserable, 
unhappy  beings  would  we  be,  to  be  for  ever  ex- 
iled and  banished  from  bis  presence  !     To  be. 
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shut  out  of  the  new  Jerusalem,  the  City  of  Go 
into  which  there  shall  in  no  wise  enter  an 
thing  that  defileth,  neither  whatsoever  workel 
abomination,  or  maketh  a  lie  ;  but  they  whic 
are  writen  in  the  Lamb's  book  of  life  (Re\ 
^l:-27.)  Moreover, 

Thirdly,  w^  see  in  the  passage  of  scriptui 
chosen  for  our  contemplation,  the  great  be?ie) 
of  this  purity  of  heart,  where  Christ  saitJ 
Blessed  are  the  pure  in  heart,  fo 
THEY  SHALL  SEE  GoD.  By  this  inexpross 
bly  gk)rious  vision,  the  seeing  of  God — the  b 
holding  His  face,  they  will  partake,  of  all  tl 
riches  of  the  heavenly  inheritence,  an  inhei 
tence  incorruptible,  and  undefiledj  and  that  fi 
deth  not  away  resented  in  heaven  for  them.  ( 
Pet.  1 1  4.)  Here  they  will  see  God,  as  he  is  i 
his  effulgent  brightness  and  glory,  and  who  wi 
be  their  everlasting  Protector  and  Comforter  < 
their  souls :  for,  (saith  Asaph,)  Truly  God  : 
good  to  Israel,  even  to  suck  as  are  of  a  clea 
heart.  (Ps.  73:  1.)  This  goodness  and  corafoi 
of  God  is  worth  more,  infinitely  more  than  t 
have  gained  the  whole  world,  with  all  its  ricl 
csr  for  the  comfort  and  consolation  of  God 
an  everlasting  consolation  of  which  no  enem 
can  rob  the  possessor,  as  God  is  stronger  tha 
all. 
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EEFLECTION    THIRD. 

ON    MATTHEW  6:  9. 

Blessed  are  the  peace  inakcrs  ;  for  they  shall  be  called  the 

children  of  God. 

God  is  a  God  of  love  and  of  peace  ;  and  his 
kingdom  is  a  kingdom  of  peace ;  therefore  all 
the  partakers  or  subjects  of  his  kingdom  must 
be  children  of  peace;  for  withoi#thi8  requisite 
we  are  unfit  either  to  possess  or  enjoy  this  king- 
dom of  peace  or  to  appear  before  its  glorious 
King,  the  King  of  Peace  :  for  Paul  saith,  Fol- 
low peace  with  all  men,  and  holiness,  without 
which  no  man  shall  see  the  Lord.  (Heb.  12: 
14.)  From  these  and  other  words  of  holy  writ, 
we  find,  that  we  must  have  a  two  fold  peace  : 
peace  with  God  and  peace  with  man.  There- 
fore, let  us  not  err,  and  deceive  ourselves,  say- 
ing, If  we  have  peace  with  God,  it  don't  matter 
if  we  are  at  enmity  with  men  :  for  as  long  as 
we  are  at  variance,  hatred,  and  enmity  with  our 
fellow  men,  it  is  scarcely  to  be  hoped  that  we 
are  in  the  possession  of  the  peace  with  God :  for 
John  saith,  He  that  saith  he  is  in  the  Ught, 
and  hateth  his  brother,  is  in  darkness  even  un- 
til now.  (1  John  2:  9.)  Hence  we  must  stand 
in  readiness  to  seek  i^eace,  and  to  hold  it,  both 
with  God  and  man :  for,  when  the  King  of 
Peace,  Jesus  Christ,  came  into  the  world,  he 
came  to  establish  his  kingdom  of  peace,  of 
which  the  prophets  had  long  prophesied;  and 
before  which  time  the  whole  human  race  were 
at  enmity,  and  1  ay  under  the  wrath  and  displea- 
sure of  God,  and  were  by  nature  the  children  ot 
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wrath :  (Eph.  2:  3.)  under  which  wrath  o 
disgrace  they  fell  by  the  disobedience  of  < 
first  parents,  Adam  and  Eve. 

But,  the  Father  of  mercies  who  is  not  will: 
that  his  creatures  should  perish,  did,  in  his  c 
nicious  wisdom  and  providence,  appoint  mei 
of  grace  and  ifficonciliation  by  the  interposit 
of  his  Son,  Jesus  Christ,  the  King  of  Peace ; 
whom  all  the  holy  prophets  testified.  That 
who  by  faith  believed  in  his  name,  should 
ceive  remission  of  their  sins.  Now  when  t 
Kmg  of  Peace"  made  his  appearance  on  eai 
by  becoming  Man,  there  was,  at  his  naliv 
suddenly  with  the  angel  a  multitude  of 
heavenly  host  praising  God,  and  saying  Gl 
to  God  in  the  highest,  and  on  earth  peace,  g< 
will  toward  men.  (Luke  2:  13,  14.)  By  th 
words  we  may  clearly  see  that  He  came  w 
the  message  of  peace ;  and,  as  a  King  of  Pes 
to  establish  a  kingdom  of  peace,  which  is  I 
Church.  Of  this  peaceful  kingdom  have  i 
prophets  foretold,  as  Christ  eaith,  IIe  shall  ju< 
among  the  natiotis,  and  shall  rebuke  many  p 
pie ;  and  they  shall  beat  their  swords  into  pl< 
shares,  and  their  spears  into  pruning-hool 
nation  shall  not  lift  up  sword  against  nati 
neither  shall  they  learn  war  any  more.  (1 
2:  4.) 

But  here,  perhaps,  more  will  object  and  s 
This  peaceful  kingdom  did  not  at  that  ti 
make  its  entrance,  but  is  yet  in  futurity: 
such  a  peaceful  time  has  never  yet  been,  tl 
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nation  did  not  rise  up  against  nation  ;  and  has 
it  not  always  been  the  case,  that  there  was  war 
and  bloodshed,  at  times  as  well  since  the  days  of 
Christ  as  before,  among  the  nations  ? — But  liere 
I  would  answer,  that  this  must  be  understood 
with  discernment  and  distinctness.'  This  kins:- 
dom  of  peace  we  must  understand  to  be  the 
Church  of  Christ;  which  he  calls  the  Little 
flock,  when  he  saith.  Fear  not,  little  flock  ;  for 
it  is  your  Father's  good  pleasure  to  give  you  the 
kingdom.  (Luke  12:  32.)  Thus  it  is  this  Lit- 
tle FLOCK,  the  members  of  Christ,  his  church 
that  forms  this  Kingdom  op  peace  :  and  thegp, 
as  being  the  sheep  and  lambs  of  Christ's  flock, 
have  never  lifted  up  spear  or  sword  one  against 
another.  For  Christ  saith  to  his  disciples,  Be- 
hold, 1  send  you  forth  as  lambs  among  v/olves. 
Now  it  is  evident,  that  it  is  not  the  nature  of 
the  lambs  to  rend  the  wolves,  >but  that  the 
wolves  rend  the  lambs;  and  it  is  equally  evi- 
dent that  all  the  subjects  of  this  peaceful  king- 
dom of  Jesus  Christ,  must  partake  of  the  na- 
ture of  lambs,  inasmuch  as  the  King  of  Peace 
is  of  this  nature :  for.  If  any  man  have  not  the 
Spirit  of  Christ  he  is  none  of  his.  (Rom.  8:  9.) 
Of  this  LAMB  did  Isaiah  prophesy  when  l:e 
saith.  He  was  oppressed,  and  he  was  afllicted  ; 
yet  he  opened  not  his  mouth  :  he  is  brought  as 
a  lamb  to  the  slaughter,  and  as  a  shoep  before 
her  shearers  is  dumb,  so  opened  he  not  his 
mouth.  (Isa.  53:  7.) 

This  predicted  Lamb  is  Jesus  Christy  tUa^ 
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l^iince  of  Peace,  and  as  he  is  tlie  Prince  of 
Peace,  liis  kingdom  musl  also  be  a  kingdom  of 
|)eace ;  and  this  kingdom,  which  is  Ilis  Church, 
is  made  up  and  collected  together  of  all  nations, 
both  Jews  and  Gentiles ;  and  all  those  that  have 
united  themselves  to  this  flock  or  fold,  and  this 
Shepherd,  have  not  raised  a  sword  one  against 
I  lie  other:  neither  the  Jews  against  the  Gen- 
tiles, nor  the  Gentiles  against  the  Jews;  but 
they  are  become  one  fold,  and  one  Shepherd, 
as  Christ  saith,  And  other  sheep  I  have,  which 
(ire  not  of  this  fold :  them  also  I  must  bring, 
and  tliey  shall  hear*  my  voice,  and  there  shall 
be  one  fold  and  one  Shepherd.  (John  10:   16.) 
Of  this  Shepherd  saith  the  prophet  Ezekiel, 
And  I  will  set  up  one  Shepherd  over  them,  and 
he  shall  feed  them,  even  my  servant  David,  he 
shall  feed  them,  and  he  shall  be  their  Shepherd. 
And  1  the  Loud  will  be  their  God,  and  my  ser- 
vant David  a  Prince  among  them  :  I  the  Lorj3 
have  spoken  it.     And  I  will  make  with  them 
a  covenant  of  peace,  and  will  cause  the  evil 
bcast-j  to  cease  out  of  tire  land  ;  -and  they  shall 
dwell  safely  in  the  wilderness,  and  sleep  in  the 
woods.  (Eze.  24:  23-25.)  His  servant  David, 
v/ho  is  their  Prince^  is  Christ  with  whom  the 
covenant  of  peace  was  ratified  ;  and  all  those 
who  become  to  be  the  children  of  this  new 
covenant,  and  subjects  to  Christ,  the  Prince  of 
J^eaco,  must  of  course  be  peaceable,  as  lliey  are 
ihc  children  of  the  covenant  of  peace,  and  un- 
der the  banner  of  Christ,  the  King  of  Peace. 
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Moreover,  to  answer  ihe  foregoing  ol>jection 
more  fully,  I  would  further  say,  that,  Ahliough 
there  have  been  wars  among  the  children  of 
men,  and  rumours  of  wars,  since  the  days  of 
Christ  until  now,  they' were  not  carried  on  in 
this   KINGDOM  OF  PEACE,'  but,   ou  the  con- 
trary,  in   the  kingdom   of  "this  world.     For 
the  kingdoms  of  this  world  are  different  from 
the  kingdom  of  peace,  inasmuch  as  they  rise 
in  rebellion  one  against  another,  which  is  not 
the  case  with  Christ's  peaceful  kingdom,  as  he 
told  his   peace-loving  disciples  and  followers 
when  he  sailh.  For  nation  shall  rise  against  na- 
tion, and  kingdom  against  kingdom  :  and  there 
shall  be  famines,  and  pestilences,  and  earth- 
quakes in  divers  places.     All  these  are  the  be- 
ginning of  sorrows.     Then  shall  they  deliver 
you  up  to  be  afflicted,  and  shall  kill  you  :  and 
3-e  shall  be  hated  of  all  nations  for  my  name's 
sake.  Matth.  24:  7-9. — Now  here  we  see  that' 
the  kingdoms  of  this  world  not  only  rise  against 
one  another,  but  that  they  will  also  rise  against 
the  peaceful  members  of  the  kingdom  of  peace, 
to  persecute  and  kill  them  ;  as  they  will  be  ha- 
ted of  all  nations  for  the  name  of  Christ:  for 
even  He  the  Prince  of  Peace  was  persecuted  by 
the  prince  <$f  this  world,  as  Christ  saith,  For  the 
prince  of  this  world  cometh,  and  hath  nothing 
in  me.  (John  14:  30.)  For  as  the  Lord  and 
Prince  himself  had  to  suffer,  even  so  will  his 
subjects  fare,  as  he  saith.  The  servant  is  not 
greater  than  his  Lord.     If  they  have  persecu- 
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Prince  of  Peace,  and  as  he  is  the  Prince  of 
Peace,  his  kingdom  must  also  be  a  kingdom  of 
\yeace]  and  this  kingdom,  which  is  His  Cliurch, 
is  made  up  and  collected  together  of  all  nations, 
both  Jews  and  Gentiles ;  and  all  those  that  ha\^ 
united  themselves  to  this  flock  or  fold,  and  this 
Shepherd,  have  not  raised  a  sword  one  against 
(he other:  neither  the  Jews  against  the  Gen- 
tiles, nor  the  Gentiles  against  the  Jews ;  but 
tiiey  «'ire  become  one  fold,  and  one  Shepherd, 
as  Christ  saith,  And  other  sheep  I  have,  which 
are  not  of  this  fold :  them  also  I  must  bring, 
and  they  shall  hear*  ray  voice,  and  there  shall 
he  one  fold  and  one  Shepherd.  (John  10:  16.) 
Of  this  Shepherd  saith  the  prophet  Ezekiel, 
And  I  will  set  up  one  Shepherd  over  them,  and 
he  shall  feed  them,  even  my  servant  David,  he 
shall  feed  them,  and  he  sliall  be  their  Shepherd. 
And  I  the  hoRD  will  be  their  God,  and  my  ser- 
vant David  a  Prince  among  them  :  I  the  Lord 
have  spoken  it.  And  I  will  make  with  them 
a  covenant  of  peace,  and  will  cause  the  evil 
beasts  to  cease  out  of  tire  land  ;  -and  they  shall 
dwell  safely  in  the  wilderness,  and  sleep  in  the 
woods.  (Ezc.  24:  23-25.)  His  servant  David, 
who  is  their  Prince^  is  Christ  with  whom  the 
covenant  of  peace  was  latified  ;  and  all  those 
who  become  to  be  the  children  of  this  new 
covenant,  and  subjects  to  Christ,  the  Prince  of 
l^eace,  must  of  course  be  peaceable,  as  they  are 
tlic  children  of  the  covenant  of  peace,  and  un- 
der the  banner  of  Christ,  the  King  of  Peace. 
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Moreover)  to  angvi'er  the  foregoing  ol>jec!ion 
more  fully,  I  would  farther  say,  that.  Although 
there  have  been  wars  among  the  children  of 
men,  and  rumours  of  wars,  since  the  days  of 
Christ  until  now,  they' were  not  carried  on  in 
this   KINGDOM  OF  PEACE,*  but,   on  the  con- 
trary,  in   the  kingdom   of  tliis  world.     For 
the  kingdoms  of  this  world  are  different  from 
the  kingdom  of  peace,  inasmuch  as  they  rise 
in  rebellion  one  against  another,  which  is  not 
the  case  with  Christ's  peaceful  kingdom,  as  he 
told  his   peace-loving  disciples  and  followers 
when  he  saith.  For  nation  shall  rise  against  na- 
tion, and  kingdom  against  kingdom  :  and  there 
shall  be  famines,  and  pestilences,  and  earth- 
quakes in  divers  places.     All  these  are  the  be- 
ginning of  sorrows.     Then  shall  they  deliver 
you  up  to  be  afflicted,  and  shall  kill  you  :  and 
3-6  shall  be  hated  of  all  nations  for  my  name's 
sake.  Matth.  24:  7-9. — Now  here  we  see  that' 
the  kingdoms  of  this  world  not  only  rise  against 
one  another,  but  that  they  will  also  rise  against 
the  peaceful  members  of  the  kingdom  of  peace, 
to  persecute  and  kill  them  ;  as  they  will  be  ha- 
ted of  all  nations  for  the  name  of  Christ :  for 
even  He  the  Prince  of  Peace  was  |)ersecuted  by 
the  prince  Si  this  world,  as  Christ  saith,  For  the 
prince  of  this  world  cometh,  and  hath  nothing 
in  me.  (John  14:  30.)  For  as  the  Lord  and 
Prince  himself  had  to  suffer,  even  so  will  his 
subjects  fare,  as  he  saith,  Tiie  servant  is  not 
greater  than  his  Lord.     If  they  have  persecu- 
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ted  me,  they  will  also  persecute  you  ;  if  they 
have  kept- my  saying,  they  will  keep  yours  al- 
so. (15:  20.)  And 

Likewise  of  this  Prince  of  Peace,  Isaiah 
prophesieth  and  saith,  For  thou  hast  broken  I  he 
yoke  of  his  burden,- and  the  staff  of  his  shoul- 
der, the  rod  of  his  oppressor,  as  in  the  da}^  of 
Midian. '  For  every  oattle  of  the  warrior  is  with 
confused  noise  and  garments  rolled  in  blood  ; 
but  this  shall  be  with  burning  and  fuel  of  fire. 
(Isa.  9:  4,  5.)  These  words  show  plainly  that 
from  thence  there  shall  be  no  war  or  shedding 
of  blood  in  this  kingdom  of  peace.  Aikl,  that 
this  peaceful  kingdom  would  commence  at  tlie 
time  at  which  the  Prince  of  Peace  came  into  the 
world  is  clearly  seen  from  the  following  Verses 
of  Isaiah,  w^hen  he  saith.  For  unto  us  a  Child 
is  born,  unto  us  a  Son  is  given  :  and  the  gov- 
ernment shall  be  upon  his  shoulders  and  his 
name  shall  be  called  Wonderful,  Counsellor, 
The  mighty  God,  The  everlasting  Father,  The 
Prince  of  Peace.  Of  the  increase  of  his  gov- 
ernment and  peace  there  shall  be  no  end,  upon 
the  throne  of  David  and  upon  his  kingdom,  to 
order  it,  and  to  establish  it  wnth  judgment  and 
with  justice,  from  henceforth  even  forever.  The 
zeal  of  the  Lord  of  hosts  will  perfofhi  this.  {v. 
G,  7.)  Now  the  words  in  these  verses,  "For  un- 
to us  a  Child  is  born,  unto  us  a  Son  is  given" 
are  evidently  spoken  of  the  birth  of  this  Prince 
of  Peace,  Jesus  Christ :  and  that  "The  govern- 
ment shall  be  upon  his  shoulders, — To  order  it, 
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and  to  establish  it  with  judgment  .and  with  jus- 
tice, from  henceforth  even  for  ever,"  must, 
again,  evidently  be  understood  of  the  time  of 
his  coming  into  the  world  to  establish  his  king- 
dom, the  Kingdom  of  Peace  for  ever. 

Now,  should  any  of  my  readers  not  yet'  be 
convinced  of  the  impropriety  of  war  and  blood- 
shed, among  the  subjects  of  Christ's  peaceful 
kingdom,  but  say,  That  peaceful  kingdom  is 
not  yet  come  when  there  shall  be  war  no  more, 
but  is  yet  future;  and  that  we  have  a  right  to  go 
to  war  with  those  who  oppose  usy  and  defend 
our  cause  against  them?  I  would  lay  before 
them  as  matter  of  consideration,  Whether  it 
be  meet  that  we  should  live  with  our  neighbour, 
in  discord,  enmity,  war  and  bloodshed,  while 
wc  are  here  below,  and  afterwards  be  fit  subjects 
for  to  kiherit  and  enjoy  the  peaceful  kingdom 
above  ?  Or  whether  it  is  not  much  more  so. 
That  we  must  be  prepared  here  bolow,  by  be- . 
coming  to  be  the  children  of  peace,  in  order  to 
be  fit  subjects  for  the  peaceful  kingdom  above  ? 
For  Christ  and  his  holy  apostles  exhort  and  ad- 
monish as  much  in  holy  writ  to  follow  after 
peace  with  God  and  man  ;  for,  as  said  above, 
we  must  have  a  two  fold  peace :  peace  with  God, 
and  peace  with  man.  To  this  end  Paul  saith, 
Recompence  to  no  man  evil  for  evil,  and,  If  it 
be  possible,  as  much  as  lyeth  in  you,  live  peacea- 
ble with  all  men.  (Rom.  22:  17,  18.)  Moreo- 
ver the  Great  Prince  of  peace,  when  laying  the 
foundation  of  this  peaceful  kingdow\^^xOa^5\\R^ 
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all  manner  af  ^vl•ath  and  revenge,  as  may  be 
seen  in  the  chapter  of  the  text,  when  he  saith. 
Ye  have  heard  that  it  was  said  by  them  of  old 
time,  Thou  shalt  not  kill ;  and  whosoever  shall 
kill  shall  be  in  danger  of  the  judgment :  But  I 
say  unto  you,  That  whosoever  is  angry  with  his 
brother  without  a  cause  shall  be  in  danger  of 
the  judgment.  (Matth.  6:  21,22.)  HereChiist 
gave  us  a  new  commandment;  for  as  it  was 
commanded  the  people  of  old,  the  children  of 
Israel,  not  to  kill^  so  he  has  commanded  his 
peaceable  followers,  the  subjects  of  his  peaceable 
kingdom,  not  to  be  ccngry  with  their  brother, 
under  the  penalty  of  being  in  danger  of  the 
judgment.  Here  Christ  forbids  all  wrath,  an- 
ger and  revenge,  according  to  the  German  ver- 
sion of  ihe  new  testament,  which  has  not  the 
words  "without  a  cause"  and  which  we  think 
accords  to  the  meaning  of  Christ,  who  will  not 
that  the  children  of  peace  should  avenge  them- 
selves. 

Farthermore,  our  great  Master  and  Prince  of 
peace  saith,  Ye  have  heard  that  it  hath  been 
said.  An  eye  for  an  eye,  and  a  tooth  for  a  tooth  ; 
But  1  say  unto  you.  That  ye  resist  not  evil;  but 
whosoever  shall  smite  thee  on  thy  right  cheek, 
turn  to  him  the  other  also.  And  if  any  man 
will  sue  thee  at  the  Law,  and  take  away  thy  coat, 
let  him  have  thy  cloak  also.  (Matth.  5:  38-40.) 
Here  we  find,  that  before  the  establishment  of 
this  kingdom  of  peace,  it  was  permitted  the 
cMdren  of  Israel  to  retaliate,  aad  avenge  them. 
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selves  on  their  enemies  for  the  evil  which  they 
had  done  them :  and  what  shall  we  say  to  this  ^ 
Shall  we  say  that  it  is  right  to  resist  our  ene- 
mies and  go  to  war  with  ihem?  then  we  must 
abolish  the  doctrine  of  Christ,  and  resist  his 
command ;  give  the  prerogative  to  the  law,  and 
be  under  the  law  and  not  under  grace;  and 
thus  not  be  partakers  of  this  Kingdom  of  peace. 
But  be  it  far  from  the  children  of  God  to  give 
the  prerogative  to  the  law :  For  the  law  was  giv- 
en by  Moses,  but  grace  and  truth  came  by  Jesus 
Christ.  (Jolin  1:  17.)  Therefore  we  are  under 
grace  and  under  the  government  and  sway 
of  this  great  King  of  Peace,  Jesus  Christ;  and 
all  the  members  of  his  empire  will  submit  to 
his  rule  and  dominion  :  for  Whosoever  trans- 
gresseth,  and  abideth  not  in  tlie  doctrine  of 
Christ,  hath  not  God.  He  that  abideth  in  the 
doctrine  x)f  Christ,  he  hath  both  the  Father  and 
the  Son.  (2  John  9.)  For  the  doctrine  of  Christ 
is  to  be  our  rule  and  guide  ;  and  according  to 
it,  we  will  be  judged;  as  the  Word  of  Truth,  the 
Son  of  God  himself  testifieth  and  saith,  He  that 
rejecteth  me,  and  receiveth  not  my  words,  hath 
one  that  judgeth  him :  the  word  that  I  have 
spoken,  the  same  shall  judge  him  in  the  last 
day.  (John  12:  48.)  Hence  it  is  not  an  easy 
matter  to  set  light  of  the  doctrine  of  Christ,  as 
though  it  were  unimportant  and  unnecessary 
for  us  to  observe  all  that  he  saith:  and  saying, 
We  cannot  live  according  to  this  rule  of  self-de- 
nial— it  is  too  hard  for  our  nature  to  bear — flesh. 
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and  blood  cannot  endure  this !  But  let  us  cdn- 
8ider  this,  that  flesh  and  blood  shall  not  inherit 
the  kingdom  of  God — that  our  nature  must  be 
siibdued  and  mortified ;  renewed  and  trans- 
formed into  the  spiritual  and  divine  nature  and 
image  of  Jesus  Christ :  for  his  kingdom  is  a 
spiritual  kingdom,  and  not  temporal ;  and  there- 
fore if  we  would  be  partakers  of  this  his  spirit- 
ual kingdom,  we  must  be  born  of  the  Spirit,  be 
spiritually  minded  and  not  carnally:  for  the 
Law  is  natural^  it  is  the  letter  and  the  sha- 
dow of  things  prefigured ;  and  the  Goopel  is 
Spiritual^  the  substance  and  essence  of  the 
things  prefigured  by  the  law  :  for  all  the  cere- 
monies and  offerings  which  were  observed  and 
performed  in  the  divine  service,  under  the  law, 
were  typical  of,  and  pointed  to  spiritual  things; 
as  also  were  (he  wars  of  the  children  of  Israel 
against  their  enemies  typical  of  a  spiritual  war- 
fare.    For, 

As  God  had  commanded  the  children  of  Is- 
rael to  make  war  with  their  enemies,  the  devo- 
ted nations  and  inhabitants  of  Canaan,  and  with 
whom  they  were  not  permitted  to  make  peace, 
or  show  them  any  favours ;  but  were  utterly  to 
destroy,  discomfit  and  extirpate  them  with  the 
edge  of  the  sword  ;  so  there  are  many  spiritual 
enemies  in  our  heart  with  whom  we  are  com- 
manded to  make  war,  destroy,  discomfit  and  ex 
tirpate  with  the  sword  of  the  Spirit,  which  is  th< 
word  of  God,  as  Paul  saith,  Above  all  takin, 
Ihe  shield  of  faith,  where  with  ye  shall  be  abj 
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to  quench  all  the  fiery  darts  of  the  wicked. 
And  take  the  hchiiet  of  salvation,  and  the  sword 
of  the  Spirit  which  is  the  word  of  God  :  Pray- 
ing always  with  all  prayer  and  supplication  in 
the  Spirit,  and  watching  thereunto  with  all  p^' 
severance  and  supplication  for  all  saints,   (^ph. 
C:  16-18.)     With  these  words  we  are  **"ght 
what  are  the  arms  and  weapons  of  a  tr®  chris- 
tian: and  these  are  not  fleshly  hut  iP^"^y  ^vith 
God.     And  liere,  in   the  precedi»i^  verse  we 
arc  told  to  stand  in  readiness,  K^ving  our  feet 
shod  with  the  preparation  of  tN  gospel  of  peace. 
Of  this  peace,  the  apostle  P-"l  "^akes  mention 
in  almost  all  his  Epistles,  vtien  he  saith,  Grace 
be  unto  you,  and  peace  ^'rom  God  our  Father, 
and  from  the  Lord  J-^us  Chnsi.     And  as  he 
taught  and  inculc^^ed  it,  as  a   messenger  of 
peace,  so  he  also  ^ianifest<;d  a  peaceable  dispo- 
sition, as  he  sa^ti,  Eve^i  unto  this  present  hour 
we  both  hun^i'j  and  thirst,  and  are  naked,  and 
are  buffeted,  and  have  no    certam    dwelling- 
place  •  an^'  labour  J  worlving  with  our  own  hands. 
Beinty  reviled,  we  ble*s  ;  being  persecuted,  we 
suffer  it.  1  C^or.  4:  11,  12.     This  is  a  true  re- 
prepentati^jn  of  a  peaceable  mind,  and  agreea- 
bly to  t^ie  doctrine  which  the  Prince  of  Peace 
himself  taught,  when  he  saith.  Love  your  ene- 
mies, bless  them  that  curse  you,  do  good  to  them 
that  hate  you,  and  pray  for  them  which  despite- 
fully  use  you,  and  persecute  you  ;  that  ye  may 
be  the  children  of  your  Father  which  is  in 
heaven.  (Matth.  5:  44, 45.)  Now  I  would  re- 
20 
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peat  and  say,  That  this  cannot' be  dbne  by  tlicr 
natural  man,  for,  They' that  are  in  the  flesh 
<9annot  please  God ;  (Rom.  8:  8.)  but  to  accom- 
Pish  It,  we  must  become  the  children  of  God — 
1^  wn  of  Ills  Spirit — having  it  dwelling  with- 
in u^8:  9,)  and  thereby  partake  of  his  divine 
nature^  (2  Pet.  1:4)  and  thus  being  moved  by 
the  divi\  Spirit,  to  do  whatsoever  Christ  has 
taught  and^gQI]amanded ;  For  as  many  as  are 
led  by  the  fe^it  of  God,  they  are  the  sons  of 
God.  (Rom.  ois^4.) 

But  alas  *•  how^nientable  is  it  to  see  so  ma* 
ny  who  faiKy  th^ejves  to  be  born  of  God, 
and  yet  do  not  shoWN(orth  in  their  walk  and 
conversation,  this  diviiK  heavenly  nature  ;  but 
on  the  contrary,  manifes^uiie  a  different  na- 
ture from  that ;  by  V\ating  ih<)se  who  hate  them 
— doing  evil  to  those  who  do  xyil  to  them — re- 
vile when  they  are  reviled — threaten  when  they 
puffer— and  persecute  whto  the}  are  persecu- 
ted; thus  taking  the  swjprd  in  hand  \o  slay  their 
enemies,  in  opposition  to  the  doctrine  ^f  Christ, 
and  his  divine  nature,  and  attributes.  Now- it 
is  an  easy  matter,  for  the  natural  hian.  to  love 
those  who  love  him ;  but  what  will  b«  his  re- 
ward?  do  not  even  the  publicans  the  t^rae? 
And  if  ye  salute  your  brethren  only,  whai  do 
ye  more  than  others  ?  do  not  even  the  publi- 
cans the  same  ?  (Matth.  6:  46,  47.)  Therefore 
Jt  is  a  small  matter  to  love  those  who  love  us; 
and  to  confer  benefits  on  our  benefactors:  but, 
to  love  and  do  good  to  those  who  bate  ub  ;  and 
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pray  for  ihetn  which  despitefully  use  us,  and 
.  persecute  us,  is  of  the  greatest  moment  and  im- 
portance to  be  practiced  by  every  christian,  as  il 
is  the  doctrine  of  our  great  Lord  and  Master 
Jesus  Christ,  and  the  ordinance  by  which  he 
walked ;  leaving  us  a  pattern  to  follow  after  his 
footsteps.  "Who,  when  he  was  reviled,  reviled 
not  again ;  when  he  suffered,  he  threatened  not; 
"but  committed  himself  to  hun  that  judgeth 
righteously.  (1  Pet.  2-23.)  Hence  it  is  evident, 
that  it  is  not  enough  to  our  soul's  salvation,  that 
Christ  walked  thus,  but  that  we  all  must  fol- 
low his  footsteps,  and  be  conformed  into  his  im- 
age, as  he  saiih.  If  any  man  serve  me,  let  him 
follow  me  ;  and  where  I  am,  there  shall  also 
my  servant  be.  (John  12:  26.)  Moreover,  Who- 
soever will  come  after  m3,  let  him  deny  him- 
self, and  take  up  his  cross,  and  follow  me. 
(Mark  8:  34.) 

Now  this  self-denial  extends  farther,  and 
roots  deeper,  than  many  <;onsider,  or  are  aware; 
for  he  that  will  deny^himself  must  renounce 
his  self-will,  his  self-love,  carnal  pleasure,  high- 
mi  udedness,  wrath,  revenge  and  resistance  by 
force:  and  be  ready,  if  required,  to  die  for  ibe 
name  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  for  his  cause.  Fcr 
Christ  saith.  For  whosoever  will  save  his  lifo 
shall  lose  it ;  but  whosoever  shall  lose  his  life 
for  my  sake  and  the  gospel's,  the  same  shall 
save  it.  (Mark  8:  35.)  That  is.  He  that  seekcth 
to  save  his  natural  life,  by  taking  revei>^'^  \c^ 
vindicating  his  own  cause,  will  Oiexe>a^  Via^\>\%. 
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eternal  life ;  but  he  that  avengeth  not  himself, 
but  is  willing,  rather  to  suffer  persecution  and 
death  for  Christ's  sake  and  his  gospel,  the  same 
ehall  save  his  life,  his  eternal  life,  the  life  of  his 
soul.  And  in  this  He  hath  given  us  an  exam- 
ple, in  that  he  laid  down  his  hfe  for  our  sake^ 
and  therefore  his  true  followers  must  be  ready 
and  willing  to  lay  down  their  life  for  his  sake 
and  the  gospel's.  And  in  hke  manner  as  He 
did  not  avenge  himself,  nor  hft  up  a  sword 
against  his  enemies,  so  his  followers  are  not  per- 
mitted to  avenge  themselves,  or  to  lift  up  the 
8 word  against  their  enemies.  This  is  clearly 
seen  by  Peter,  when  he  drew  his  sword,  and 
smote  the  high  priest's  servant,  and  cut  oif  his 
rig^t  ear:  when  Jesus  said  to  Peter,  Put  up  thy 
sword  into  the  sheath:  the  cup  which  my  Father 
hath  given  me  shall  I  not  drink  it?  (John  18: 
10,  11.)  IIer<5  the  sword  was  put  up  in  the 
sheath  by  the  followers  of  Christ ;  and  never 
afterwards  were  they  commanded  to  draw  it 
out  of  its  sheath.  But  for  their  example,  and 
to  point  out  to  them  how  his  followers,  as  the 
children  of  peace,  should  love  and  treat  their 
enemies  by  doing  them  good  in  return  for  tbeir 
evil  deeds.  He  touched  the  ear  of  the  servant 
and  healed  him.  (Luke  22:  51.) 

But  here,  should  any  reply  in  opposition  to 

the  above,  by  refering  to  the  words  of  Christ  as 

a  support  to  their  opposition  ?  where  he  saitb, 

fiui  now,  he  that  hath  a  purse  let  him  take  it}^ 

and  likewise  his  scrip:  and  he  that  hath  noi 
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sword,  let  him  sell  his  garment,  and  buy  one  .... 
And  they  said,  Lord,  behold,  liere  arc  two 
swords.  And  he  said  unto  them,  it  is  enough. 
(Luke  22:  3G-38.)  I'o  this  reply  I  would  an- 
swer: ,  Tliat  there  were  two  swords  here,  and  but 
one  ordered  to  be  put  up  in  the  sheath,  must 
be  understood  with  discrimination.  Thatsword 
which  the  disciples  and  followers  of  Jesus  Christ 
had  drawn,  was  ordered,  by  Christ,  to  be  put 
up  into  the  sheath  ;  and  the  other  one  was  sur- 
rendered to  the  kingdom  of  the  world,  and  as 
not  meet  for  the  true  followers  of  Jesus  Christ 
to  use,  in  his  kingdom  of  peace  :  for  his  king- 
dom is  not  of  this  world,  as  he  saith  before  Pi- 
late, My  kingdom  is  not  of  this  world.  If  my 
kingdom  were  of  this  world,  then  would  my 
servants  fight,  that  I  should  not  be  delivered  to 
the  Jews:  but  now  is  my  kingdom  not  from 
hence.  (John  18:  36.)  And,  in  hke  manner  at 
His  kingdom  is  not  of  this  world;  so  is  the 
kingdom  of  all  the  children  of  peace,  as  the  true 
followers  of  Jesus  Christ  the  Prmce  of  Peace, 
and  who  have  been  by  the  Holy  Spirit  renewed, 
regenerated,  and  translated  into  the  heavenly 
kingdom — made  kings  and  priests  unto  God-?— 
also  not  of  this  world,  and  therefore  they  also 
will  not  fight :  as  they  ar«  under  the  govern- 
ment of  this  Prince  of  Peace,  and  loyal  sub- 
jects of  his  peaceful  kingdom.  But  all  those 
who  continue  in  a  state  of  earthly-mindedness, 
and  arc  n.ot  translated  into  this  heavenly  king- 
dom ;  but  whose  kingdom  is  yet  of  thi«  worlds 
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will  of  course  contend  and  fight  for  this  their 
worldly  kingdom. 

Moreover,  this  worldly  kingdom  has,  from 
the  beginning,  opposed  the  kingdom  of  peace 
and  risen  against  it.  And  this  the  Lord,  the 
King  of  Peace,  foretold  his  followers  would  be 
the  case,  when  he  saith.  They  shall  put  you 
out  of  the  synagogues :  yea,  the  time  cometh, 
that  whosoever  killeth  you,  will  think  that  he 
doeth  God  service;  and  these  things  will  they  do 
unto  you,  because  the  have  not  known  the 
Father,  nor  me.  (John  16 :  2,  3.)  Again  he 
iraith,  But  before  all  these,  they  shall  lay  their 
hands  on  you,  and  persecute  you,  delivering 
you  up  to  the  synagogues,  and  into  prisons,  be- 
ing brought  before  kings  and  rulers  for  my 
name's  sake.  (Luke  21:  12.)  And  suchlike 
testimonies  are  many  to  be  found  in  holy  writ, 
whereby  we  may  perceive  that  the  kingdom  of 
peace  lieth  under  persecution.  But  the  King 
of  Peace  hath  counselled  his  disciples  and  fol- 
lowers, saying,  But  when  they  persecute  you  in 
this  city,  flee  ye  into  another.  (Matth.  10:  23.) 
Thus  we  find  that  these  two  kingdoms  have  no 
agreement  or  concord,  for  Christ  saith;  Think 
not  that  I  am  come  to  send  peace  on  earth  :  I 
came  not  to  send  peace  but  a  sword.  (Math.  10: 
34.)  In  the  kingdom  of  Christ  there  will  be 
peace  :  but  in  the  kingdom  of  this  world  there 
will  be  no  peace,  as  Isaiah  saith,  I  create  the 
fruit  of  the  lips  ]  Peace,  peace  to  him  that  is 
far  off,  and  to  him  that  is  near,  saith  the  Lobd  ; 
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and  I  will  heal  him.  But  the  wicked  are  like 
the  troubled  sea,  when  it  cannot  rest,  whoso 
waters  cast  up  mift  and  dirt.  There  is  no 
peace,  saith  my  God,  to  the  wicked.  (Isa.  57: 
19-21.) 

Farthermore,  When  the  King  of  Peace  hung 
on  the  cross,  he  there  also  manifested  his  divine 
nature,  which  shone  forth,  conspicuously,  when 
he  prayed  for  his  most  cruel  and  inveterate  ene- 
mies ;  saying,  Father,  forgive  them  ;  for  they 
know  not  what  they  do.  (Luke  23:  34.)  And 
thus  did  also  his^r^^  follower  and  martyr  Ste- 
phen, \vhen  they  stoned  him  to  death, Ho  kneeU 
ed  down,  and  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  Lord,  lay 
not  this  sin  to  their  charge.  (Acts  7:  60.)  In 
like  manner  were  almost  all  the  apostles  and 
disciples  of  the  Lord  put  to  death  and  pcrsecu- 
ted, and  thus  were  led  as  lam]:)3  to  the  slaughter, 
where  they  opened  not  their  mouth.  And  on 
this  wise  was  much  blood  of  the  saints  shed, 
whereof  copious  evidence  may  be  found,  in 
"  The  Bloody  Theatrb  or  Martyrs'  Mirror  ;** 
how  the  defenceless  and  peaceable  subjects  of 
Christ's  peaceful  kingdom  suffered,  from  the 
days  of  Christ  down  to  the  year  1660.  And 
such  revenffelo«o  ami  weaponless  christians 
have  cAisiea  since  the  time  of  Christ,  down  to 
the  present  day.  And  as  they  are,  by  some, 
thought  to  be  disloyal  or  rebellious  subjects,  in- 
asmuch as  they  will  not  take  up  arms  in  the 
defence  of  their  country,  I  would  remark,  That 
from  what  has  been  advanced  above,  the  r«a- 
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der  will  understand  that  these  people  are  con- 
scientiously opposed  to  lift  up  arms  against  their 
enemies,  as  being  inconsistent  with  the  nature 
and  spirit  of  the  subjects  of  the  peaceful  king- 
dom of  Jesus  Christ.  But  in  no  wise  do  they 
thereby  intend  or  wish  to  oppose  the  govern- 
ment, or  rise  up  in  rebellion  against  it ;  but  on 
the  contrary  are  wellwishers  to  their  country 
and  to  all  men,  and  holding  the  government  to 
be  an  honourable  institution,  and  an  ordinance 
of  God,  and  without  which  no  land  or  country 
could  stand  or  subsist.  Moreover,  they  are  rea- 
dy and  willing,  as  loyal  subjects,  to  submit  to 
and  obey  government  in  all  things  lawful,  and 
that  does  not  oppose  the  doctrine  of  Christ  and 
the  dictates  of  their  conscience  ;  and  are  wall- 
ing, duteously,  to  pay  tribute  according  to  the 
doctrine  of  Christ.  But  when  we  are  demand- 
ed to  take  up  the  sword,  and  go  to  war  against 
our  enemies  and  slay  them,  we  think  it  our 
highest  duty,  in  this  to  obey  God  rather  than 
man,  and  to  observe  the  commandment  of  our 
Lord  and  Master,  who  saith.  Love  your  ene- 
mies, bless  them  that  curse  you,  do  good  to 
them  that  hate  you,  and  pray  for  them  which 
despitefully  use  you,  and  persecute  you  ;  that 
ye  may  be  the  children  of  your  Father  which 
is  in  hqaven.  Math.  5:  44,  45. 

Thus  we  find  it  to  be  our  indispensable  duty, 

as  children  of  peace,  to  manifest  love  and  peace 

towards  all  men  ;  sincerely  %vishing  that  we 

may  be  euppovicd  by  our  government,  thus  to 
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lead  a  peaceable  quiet  and  godly  life.  More- 
over, we  think  it  our  duty  to  be  thankful  to 
God  tlie  great  Ruler  of  the  universe,  and  to  the 
government  of  our  beloved  country  for  the 
iVecdom  of  conscience  and  privileges,  in  all 
matters  of  religion,  which  we  have  hitherto  en- 
joyed, in  this  our  happy  land.  And  as  our  ac- 
knowledgment concerning  the  office  of  govern- 
ment is  fully  stated,  in  the  twenty  seven tli 
Article  of  the  preceding  confession  of  Faith, 
I  shall  conclude  by  wishing,  that  the  Lord 
may  continue  to  us  his  blessings,  that  his  cause 
in  ly  flourish,  and  believers  added  to  his  Church 
more  and  more. 


REFLECTION  FOURTH. 

ON  MATTHEW  5:  14-16. 

Ye  are  the  light  of  the  world,  A  city  that  is  set  on  a  hill 
cannot  be  hid.  Neither  do  men  li^ht  a  candle,  and  put 
it  under  a  bushel,  but  on  a  candlestick  ;  and  it  giveth  light 
unto  all  that  are  in  the  houae.  Let  your  light  so  shine  ka- 
fore  men,  that  they  may  see  your  good  works,  and  glorify 
your  Father  which  is  in  heayen. 

There  is  such  a  wide  difference  between 
lig'ht  and  darkness,  that  these  two  oppositest 
can  never  have  communion  one  with  the  other; 
but  wheresoever  there  is  a  candle  lighted  and 
put  on  a  candlestick,  there  darkness  must  dis- 
appear and  vanish  avvav,  and  the  rays  of  light 
shine  forth.  And  as  the  difference  betw^een 
light  and  darkness  is  great,  so  is  the  difference 
aSo  great  between  the  children  of  light  aud  V.bvfii 
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children  of  darkness,  and  between  the  king 
dom  of  light  and  the  kingdom  of  darkness 
And  if  we  would  be  the  children  of  light,  wi 
•must  come  to  the  Light  ;  and  this  Light  i 
Christ  Jesus ;  as  he  saith,  I  am  the  light  of  th< 
world :  he  that  followeth  me  shall  not  walk  ii 
darkness,  but  shall  have  the  light  of  life.  ( Johi 
S:  12.)  These  words  show  clearly,  that  th( 
children  of  light  must  be  followers  of  Jesus 
and  walk  in  the  light,  as  he  is  in  the  light.  Bu 
so  long  as  our  deeds  are  evil,  we  will  not  cora< 
to  the  Light,  lest  our  deeds  should  be  reproved 
And  this  is,  alas  !  too  much  the  case  with  th 
children  of  men,  as  Christ  saith.  And  this  i 
the  condemnation,  that  light  is  come  into  th 
world,  and  men  loved  darkness  rather  thai 
light,  because  their  deeds  were  evil.  (John  S 
19.)  These*  evil  works  belong  to  the  kingdon 
of  darkness,but  the  good  works  to  the  kingdor 
of  light. 

Now  it  is  a  lamentable  case,  that  in  our  daj 
light  and  darkness  are  not  properly  distinguisb 
cd  as  they  should  be  :  for  God  requires  and  dc 
mands  a  perfect  renunciation  of  the  world,  an 
its  works  of  darkness  ;  so  that  we  are  to  hav 
no  fellowship  with  its  works  of  darkness,  bu 
rather  reprove  them  :  for,  as  Paul  saith,  Wha 
fellowship  hath  righteousness  with  unrighteous 
ness?  and  what  communion  hath  hght  wit) 
darkness?  And  what  concord  hath  Christ  witl 
Belial '/  or  what  part  hath  he  that  believed 
with  an  infidel  ?  And  what  agreement  hath  th 
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tcfnplo  of  God  with  idols  ?  for  ye  arc  the  tem- 
ple of  the  living  God  ;  as  God  hath  said,  I  will 
dwell  in  them,  and  walk  in  them;  and  I  will 
be  their  God,  and  they  shall  be  my  people. 
Wherefore,  come  out  from -among  them,  and  be 
ye  separate,  saith  the  Lord,  and  touch  not  the 
unclean  thing  ;  and  I  will  receive  you,  and  will 
be  a  Father  unto  you,  and  ye  shall  be  my  sons 
and  daughters,  saith  the  Lord  Almighty.  (2 
Cor.  G:  14-18.)  Now  where  is  this  renuncia- 
tion of  the  world  ?  this  coming  out  from  among 
them  1  Where  is  light  and  darkness  duly  and 
rightly  distinguished  and  separated  l  Have  not 
those  who  profess  to  be  the  children  of  light, 
their  walk  and  conversation  with  the  children 
of  this  world,  in  avenging  themselves  on  their 
enemie?,  and  in  vindicating  their  catise  against 
them  by  force,  and  by  process  of  law  ? — More- 
over, do  they  not  live  in  conformity  to  the  world, 
in  all  its  vain  and  fleeting  modes  and  fashions  ; 
in  walk  and  in  conversation;  in  haughtiness 
and  in  highmindcdness,  and  in  adorning  and 
decorating  their  vile  body  in  order  net  to  bo 
laughed  or  pointed  at  by  a  vain  world  ?  Also  in 
the  vanity  of  their  minds,  having  their  under- 
standing darkened,  do  they  not  often  go  with 
the  world  in  foolish  talking,  and  jesting,  which 
are  not  convenient?  Let  each  one  examine 
himself — and  then  judge  whether  this  be  the 
way  to  let  our  light  shine  before  men  ?  I  think 
not.  But  contrariwyse,  we  must  let  our  light 
ehine  forth  in  a  holy,  virtuous  VifG.    Being  sep- 
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aratcd  from  the  world  by  humility,  meekness 
and  lowliness  of  mind,  as  Paul  saith,  And  be 
not  conformed  to  this  world  ;  but  be  ye  trans- 
formed by  the  renewing  of  3'our  mind.  (Rom. 
12:  2.)  For  as  long  as  man  is  unrenewed  and 
unchanged  in  his  mind,  and  is  yet  in  a  state  of 
nature,  he  is  prone  to  conform  to  the  world, 
and  that  not  only  in  one  thing  but  in  many 
thinsrs.  Some  seek  to  excel  in  the  manners 
and  modes  of  the  world  ;  and  some  strive  for 
Iionorand  renown  ;  others  for  high  ofBces ;  and 
others  for  to  amass  worldly  riches  ;  and  again 
others  by  adorning  themselves  in  costly  apparel: 
all  of  which  is  highly  esteemed  among  men, 
and  may  be  comprehended  in  the  words  of 
Christ,  when  he  saith,  For  that  which  is  highly 
esteemed  among  men  is  abomination  in  the 
eight  of  God.  Luke  16:  15, 

But  here,  perhaps,  many  will  object  and  say, 
tliat  these  things  are  not  sinful  ;  and  that  the 
wearing  of  costly  apparel  and  tlie  adorning  and 
decorating  according  to  the  modes  and  fashions 
of  the  world  is  no  harm?  But  to  answer  this 
objection  I  would  appeal  to  Christ  and  his  apos- 
tles :  for  Paul  saith,  I  will  therefore  that  men 
pray  every  where,  lifting  up  holy  hands,  with- 
out wrath  and  doubting.  In  like  manner  also, 
tliat  women  adorn  themselves  in  modest  ap- 
parel, with  shame-facedness  and  sobriety  ;  not 
with  broidered  hair,  or  gold,  or  pearls,  or  costly 
array.  (1  Tim.  2:  8,  9:)  The  same  is  testified 
by  the  apostle  Peter,  when  he  saith,  Whose 
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adorning, let  it  not  be  that  outward  adorning  of 
plaiting  the  hair  and  of  wearing  of  gold,  or  of 
putting  on  of  apparel.  (I  Pet.  3:  3.)  What 
shall  we  say  to  this  ?  shall  we  say  it  does  not 
matter  what  kind  of  clothes  we  put  on,  or  in 
w^hat  manner  we  adorn  our  body?  then  we 
must  annul  the  doctrine  of  the  apostles,  and 
think  their  admonitions  vain  and  incorrect. 
Bat  if  we  acknowledge  that  their  doctrine  is 
right,  and  written  by  the  inspiration  of  the  Spirit 
of  God,  for  our  admonition,  then  we  must  con- 
fess that  it  is  wrong  and  sinful  to  attire,  array 
and  decorate  our  vile  bod}^,  according  to  the 
vain  and  everchanging  and  fleeting  fashions  of 
a  vain  world;  inasmuch  as  they  have, in  plain 
terms  prohibited  it ;  and  I  trust,  that  all  the 
true  children  of  God,  will  hold  that  the  doctrine 
of  Christ  and  his  apostles  are  just  and  right, 
and  that  they  were  given  by  the  Spirit  of.  God. 
Moreover,  that  on  the  principle  of  the  doctrine 
of  Christ,  and  his  apostles,  be  based  the  rule 
and  government  of  the  church  ;  and  that  all 
that  is  opposed  to  his  doctrine  is  false.  Now 
we  arc  well  aware  of  the  evil  propensity  of  the 
human  heart  ;  of  the  inclination  and  pleasure 
which  old  Adam  has,  and  takes,  in  the  con- 
formity to  the  world — in  appareling  and  deco- 
rating this  vile  body,  to  make  a  pompous  ap- 
pearance in  a  vain  world  ;  —but  we  are  also 
av/are,  and  the  ground  of  our  belief  is,  that  if 
we  are  born  again — regenerated  by  the  Spirit 
of  God  from  above — that  the  old  man  must 
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then  be  crucified-^old  Adam  must  die,  For  the] 
that  are  Christ's  have  crucified  the  flesh  will 
the  affections  and  lusts.  (Gal.  6:  24.)  No\s 
ehould  any  pretend  to  object  farther  and  say 
If  the  heart  be  pure,  it  is  no  harm  to  be  richl; 
appareled,  and  arra3ed  in  costly  habit,  to mafc 
an  elegant  appearance  ?  it  might  be  asked  ci 
the  other  hand,  Whether  highminded  thought 
can  spring  from  a  'pure  heart  7  or  whether  thii 
highmindedness  is  not  the  production  of  an  im 
pure  heart  7  If  this  be  the  case  (as  it  eertainl] 
is)  the  heart  cannot  be  pure  and  innocent :  Fo 
from,  within,  out  of  the  heart  of  men,  proceed  evi 
thoughts,  aiid  defile  the  man.  Mark  7:  21-23 
Farthermore,  we  are  taught  by  Christ,  in  th( 
parable  of  the  rich  man  and  Lazarus,  that  t( 
be  clothed  in  purple  and  fine  linen,  and  faring 
sumptuously  every  day  was  a  cause  of  his  dam 
nation,  for  it  is  said  of  him.  The  i  ich  man  al 
80  died,  and  was  buried  ,-  and  in  hell  he  liftec 
up  his  eyes,  being  in  torments,  and  seeth  Abra 
ham  afar  off,  and  Lazarus  in  his  bosom.  Anc 
he  cried  and  said.  Father  Abraham,  have  mer 
cy  on  me,  and  send  Lazarus,  that  he  may  dip  the 
tip  of  his  finger  in  water,  andcool  my  tongue;  foi 
I  am  tormented  in  this  flame.  But  Abraham 
Baid,  Son,  remember  that  thou  in  thy  Ufe  time 
receivedst  thy  good  things,  and  likewise  Laza 
rus  evil  things  :  but  now  he  is  comforted,  and 
thou  art  tormented.  (Luke  36:  19-25.)  Here 
we  have  a  sad  representation  and  example 
whereunto  riches,  unmercifulness,  costly  arraj 
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and  sumptuous  living  leadcth  ;  and  that  tho?e 
who  receive  their  good  things  here^  will  there  be 
tormented  ;  and  on  the  other  hand,  those  wlio 
are  here  despised,  neglected  and  overlooked  by 
a  vain  world,  and  separated  from  it,  will  there 
be  comforted.  Therefore  Paul  exhorts  the  be- 
lieving Phihppians,  saying ;  Do  all  things  with- 
out murmurings  and  disputings  :  that  ye  may 
be  blameless  and  harmless,  the  sous  of  God, 
without  rebuke,  in  the  midst  of  a  crooked  and 

[)erverse  nation,  among  whom  ye  shine  as 
ights  in  the  world  ;  holding  forth  the  word  of 
life  ;  that  I  may  rejoice  m  the  day  of  Christ, 
that  I  have  not  run  in  vain,  ncithw  labored  in 
vain.  (Phil.  2:  14-16.)  Such  lights,  who  with 
their  bright  shining  ray,  shine  foi  th  out  of  dark- 
ness, cannot  be  hid ;  even  as  a  city  that  is  set 
on  a  hill  cannot  be  hid,  or  as  a  light  that  is  put 
on  a  candlestick  giveth  light  unto  all  that  are 
in  the  house.  And  such  lights  must  be  sepe- 
rated  from  darkness,  as  Paul  saith.  Have  no 
fellowship  with  the  unfruitful  works  of  dark- 
ness, but  rather  reprove  them.  (Eph.  6;  11.) 

Now  should  it  be  asked.  What  are  these 
works  of  darkness  ?  I  would  answer,  that  they 
are  such  works  which  are  wrought  and  brought 
ibrth  by  the  unregenerate,  in  the  state  of  na- 
ture, in  the  vanity  of  their  mind ;  having  their . 
understanding  darkened,  being  alienated  from 
the  life  of  God  through  the  ignorance  that  is 
in  them, because  of  the  bhndness  of  their  heartr 
who   being   past  feeling,  have   given  them- 
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selves* over  unto  lasciviousness,  to  work  all  ua- 
cleanness   with  greediness.  (Eph.  4:  17--19.) 
And  such  walk  in  darkness ;  in  whom  the  God 
of  this  world  hath  bUnded  the  minds  of  them 
\^ich  believe  not,  lest  the  light  of  the  glorious 
^^pel  of  Christ, who  is  the  image  of  God,  should 
shine  unto  them.  X2Cor.  4:  4.)  But  those  who 
have  been  translated  from  darkness  into  the 
kingdom  of  light,  and  have  passed  from  death 
into  life,  have  learned  Christ  quite  otherwise, 
being  taught  by  him  ;  as  the  truth  is  in  Christ: 
to  put  off  concerning  the  former  conversation 
the  old  man,  which  is  corrupt  according  to  the 
deceitful  IMb^s;  .  .  .  and  to  put  on  the  new  man, 
-which  after'^God  is  created  in  righteousness  and 
true  holiness.  ^Epl^-  4:  21-24.)  And  such  will 
let  their  light  shine  out  of  darkness,  by  their 
holy,  pious  walk  and  conversation  ;  that  their 
good  works  may  be  seen,  and  their  Father  in 
heaven  thereby   be  glorified.     But,  what  arc 
these  good  works  which  the  children  of  God 
are  to  do,  and  which  are  seen  of  men,  whereby 
our  Father  in  heaven  may  be  glorified  ? — They 
arc  the  following,  as  Paul  saith,  If  thine  ene- 
my hunger,  feed  him  ;  if  he  thirst  give  him 
drink.     (Rom.  12  :  20)  And  as  Chirst  teacli- 
eth  and  saith.  For  I  was  an  hungered,  and  ye 
gave  me  meat ;  I  was  thirsty  and  ye  gave  me 
drink  ;  I  was  a  stranger,  and  ye  took  me  in  ; 
naked  and  ye  clothed  me  ;  I  was  sick,  and  ye 
visited  me  ;  I  wa^  in  prison,  and  ye  came  unto 
me.  (Matth.  25:  35,  30.)  These  are,  what  may 
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I>roperIy  be  ietmed  good  works,  and  which  the 
diildren  of  light  are  to  manifest  in  their  walk 
aod  conversation.  And  these  have  the  promise, 
that  God  will  render  to  them  who,  by  patient 
continuance  in  well-doing,  seek  for  glory,  aoift ' 
honour,  and  immortality,  eternal  life ;  but  unto 
them  that  are  contentious  and  do  not  obey  the 
truth,  but  obey  unrighteousness,  indignation 
ami  wrath,  tribulation  and.&nguish,  upon  every 
soul  of  man  that  doethevil.  Rom.  2:  7-9. 
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ON  MATTHEW  7:    13,  14. 

Dnter  ye  in  at  the  strait  gate:  for  wide  is  the  gate,  and 
broad  is  the  way,  that  leadeth  to  destruction,  And  many 
there  be  which  go  in  thereat:  because  strait  is  the  gate, 
and  narrow  is  the  way,  which  leadeth  unto  life,  and  few 
there  oe  that  And  it. 

In  these  words,  Jesus  Christ  speaks  of  two 
gales  and  ways ;  the  one  of  which  is  strait 
and  narrow,  and  leadeth  to  life ;  and  the  other 
is  wide  and  broad,  and  leadeth  to  destruction. 
And  as  the  difference  between  eternal  life  and 
everlasting  destruction  is  so  great,  we  ought  to 
view  these  two  roads  with  open  eyes,  prove  and 
examine  well  which  is  the  right  way — that  nar- 
row path — which  leadeth  to  life:  for  it  requires 
enlightened  eyest  o  find  it ;  and  which  cannot 
be  found  by  those  who  are  earthly  and  carnally 
minded.  But  the  broad  road  is  very  easily 
found ;  even  by  giving  the  rein  to  our  prepense 
ziature,  it  will  lead  us  on  that  way  *.  ^wAl^y^K^ 
21 
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the  rottd  on  which  sinners  walk,  bccan?e  ot^ 
this  road  tliey  may  live  agreeably  to  their  pre- 
pense nature  and  sinful  inclinations :  but  it  i:^ 
the  road  that  leadeth  into  the  bottomless  pit ! 

•,|[^herefore  the  Friend  of  Souls  counsels  us  ta 
enter  in  at  the  strait  gate. 

Now,  let  us  weigh  and  examine,  what  we 
are  to  understand  by  this  strait  j^ate,  and 
wherein  this  narrow  way  consists.  We  find  in 
holy  writ,  that  Christhimself  isthis  Gate,  where- 

.  by  we  must  enter  in  if  we  would  be  blessed 
and  saved  ;  as  he  saith,  I  am  the  door :  by  me 
if  any  mdki  enter  in,  he  shall  be  saved  and  shall 
go  in  ana  outy  and  find  pasture.  (John  10:  9.) 
Moreover,  I  am  the  Way,  and  the  Truth,  and 
the  Life  :  no  man  cometh  unto  the  Father,  but 
by  me.  (14 :  6.)  Likewise  His  word  points  to 
this  dooi\  and  way^  as  he  has  therein  pointed 
out  to  us,  in  this  his  sermon  in  the  mount  : 
where,  in  plain  terms  he  has  pointed  out  to  us 
this  strait  gate,  and  this  narrow  way  which 
leadeth  to  hfe.  Therefore,  all  those  who  would 
enter  in  thereat,  must  accept  and  receive  this 
his  doctrine  of  self-denial,  and  walk  according- 
\fx  and  all  those  who  fail  herein,  and  take  not 
the  doctrine  of  Christ  as  their  rula  of  life,  will 
Mot  enter  in  at  the  strait  gate.  We  mu?t 
therefore  take  heed  ttfHis  word,  as  unto  a  light 
that  shineth  in,^  a  dark  place,  until  the  day 
dawn,  and  the  day-star  arise  in  our  hearts.  (2 
Pet.  1 :  19.)     That  we  may  say  with  the 

PsoZmifit;  Thy  word  is  a  lamp  to  my  ieet,  and 
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a  light  unto  my.  path.  (Ps.  H9:  W5.)  And  if 

we  attend  to  this   eermon  of  Wirist's  in  the 

mount,  and  take  it  as  a  light  on  our  way,  we 

will  thereby  be  Ird  in  at  tl/e  strait  gate,  and 

narrow  way:  but  here  mivt  all  our  selnehncti, 

all  our  evil  corrupt  and  depAvcd  nature  and 

highmindedness  stay  behind.     For  thie  gate  is 

8o  strait  and  narr^)W   that  nothing  which  is 

of  a  great,  high  and  lofty  nature  can  enter  in 

thereat.     For  as  it  is  naturally  so,  that  nothing 

great  and  high  can  enter  in  at  a  wicket  gate, 

but  that  aW  that  would  enter  in  thereat  must  be 

made  small ;  even  so  it  is  spiritually,  that  all 

those  who  would  enter  in  a  tthe' strait  gate, 

must  become  meek  and  lowly;  of  an  humble 

njind,  and  be  little  in  their  own   eyes :  and 

hence  it  is  that  this  narrow  way  is  found  but 

by  few,  though  many  seek  to  enter  in,  and  shall 

not  be  able.  (Luke  13:  24.)    And, 

As  it  is  a  lamentable  case,  that  so  manV 
strive — take  pains,  and  labour,  to  enter  in,  and 
shall  not  be  able — it  is  highly  necessary  that 
we  examine  what  may  be  the  cause  of  their 
not  beuig  able  to  enter  in. — Now  the  principle 
cause  of  this  may  be,  that  we  are  not  hunmed 
enough — not  meek  and  lowly  in  mind  ;  that 
we  are  not  vile  and  base  in  our  own  sight — not 
enough  bowed  down;  and  consequenUy  do  not 
from  our  heart,  follow  the  light  of  the  word  of 
God,  which  would  lead  us  through  this  strait 
gate  and  narrow. way ;  but  where  there  is  no 
room  for  our  carnaliy-mindednese  togeltbx^xs^^t 
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and  where  tjic  old  man  must  be  crucified  and 
•lain,  and  all  .revenge  and  opposition  against 
our  enemies  nwast  stay  behind.    And,  more- 
over, we  must,  or^  this  narrow  way,  not  only 
not  revenge  andoj^jpose  or  resist,  but  we  must 
also  do  good  to  tnose  ^o  do  evil  unto  us,  and 
pray  for  those  who  ofifei^d  and  persecute  us. 
And  if  any  will  sue  us  at  Vxw  and  take  away 
our  coat,  we  must  let  them  have  our  cloak  also. 
Likewise  if  we  are  smitten  on  ihe  right  cheek 
we  must  turn  to  him  the  other  also.    We 
must  give  to  those  who  ask  of  us;  and  bless 
those  who  curse  us ;  €tnd  do  to  otheig  as  we 
would  that 'they  should  do  unto  us.i   This  I 
think  is  that  narrow  Way  that  leadeth  to  life, 
and  which  is  found  but  by  few :  and  all  those 
who  would  enler  in  at  this  strait  gate  must  be 
very  httle  in  their  own  sight,  and  leave  all  sel- 
fishness behind.     For  Christ  saith,  Whosoever 
he  be  of  you  that  forsaketh  not  all  that  he  hath, 
he  cannot  be  my  disciple.  (Luke  14:  33.) 

Hence  we  see,  that  these  and  only  these  \vlio 
abase  themselves,  obey  and  follow  the  doctrine  of 
Christ,  will  find  this  strait  gate,  and  narrow 
way,  and  enter  in  by  the  door  into  the  sheep- 
fold.  For  Christ  saith,  Verily,  verily,  I  say 
unto  you,  He  that  entereth  not  by  the  door  into 
the  sheepfold,  but  cUmbeth  up  some  other  way, 
the  same  is  a  thief  and  a  robber.  But  he  that 
eBtereth  in  by  the  door,  is  the  shepherd  of  the 
sheep.  (John  10:  1,2.)  Therefore,  if  we  would 
go  in  by  tbs  door  into  the  sheepfold,  or  enter  la 
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by  the  strait  gate  which  leadetb  to  life,  we 
have  no  other  way  than  by  Christ  and  his  doc- 
trine whirh  he  has  given  us,  and  in  which  is 
life ;  for,  saitb  Christ,  VeHly,  verily,  I  say  unto 
you,  If  a  man  keep  my  saying,  he  shall  never 
see  death.  (8:  5i.)  But  we  can  never  enter  in 
by  tiiis  strait  gate  so  long  as  we  exalt  our- 
selves :  but  we  must  much  more  abase  our- 
selves ;  for  so  long  as  we  live  in  high-minded- 
ness,  we  go  astray  from  thi^  narrow  path,  as 
the  Psalmist  saith.  Before  I  was  afBcted  I  went 
astray  ;  but  now  have  I  kept  thy  word.  (Ps. 
119:  67.)  Also  saith  David,  And  I  will  yet  be 
more  vile  than  thus,  and  will  be  base  in  mine 
own  sight.  (2  Sam.  6:  22.)  This  being  afflict- 
ed, being  abased  and  vile,  in  our  own  sight, 
is  what  God  has  chosen  and  which  is  pleasing 
to  him :  but  pride  and  haughtiness  are  displeas- 
ing, and  are  abominable  in  his  sight.  And 
why  so  ?  because  pride  and  haughtiness,  is  the 
sin,  the  nature  and  disposition,  of  the  adversa- 
ry, the  proud  prince  of  darkness,  who  in  his 
haughtiness  said  in  his  heart,  I  will  ascend  into 
Heaven,  I  will  exalt  my  throne  above  the  stars 
of  God  ;  I  will  sit  also  upon  the  mount  of  the 
congregation,  in  the  sides  of  the  north  :  I  will 
ascend  above  the  heights  of  the  clouds  ;  I  will 
be  like  the  Most  High.  Yet  thou  shalt  be 
brought  down  to  hell,  to  the  sides  of  the  pit. 
They  that  see  thee  shall  narrowly  look  upon 
thee,  and  consider  thee,  saying.  Is  this  the  man 
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ihtxi  made  the  earth  tremble,  and  did  shako 
kingdoms  ?  (Is.  14:  13-16.) 

Thus  we  find,  that  Lucifer  the  Prince  of 
darkness,  by  being  Bfted  up  i\ith  pride  and 
haughtiness,  was^  plunged  down  to  the  pit  of 
hell ;  and  hence,  out' of  envy,  be  has,  from  the 
beginning  sought  to  elate  man  to  pride  and  ar- 
rogance, thereby  to  accomplish  their  fall,  and 
plunge  them  into  his  dark  abode.  And  to  ful- 
fil this  his  wicked  design,  he  made  an  attempt 
upon  our  first  parents,  Adam  and  Eve,  where 
he,  alas !  too  soon  succeeded  in  persuading 
them,  that  if  they  would  eat  of  the  forbidden 
fruit  they  should  be  as  Gods,  knowing  good 
and  evil.  By  this.  Eve  was  enticed  to  lust  af- 
ter, and  to  aspire  to  this  high  station  of  being 
wise,  and  equal  with  God ;  and  thus  elated,  she 
took  of  the  forbidden  fruit  and  did  eat ;  and 
gave  also  unto  her  husband  with  her,  and  he 
did  eat.  Hence  it  is,  that  God  abhors  pride, 
and  has  abandoned  and  reprobated  it  as  an 
abominable  and  piinishable  thing.  And  on  the 
contrary,  He  hath  chosen  Humiiity,  lowliness 
of  mind — yea,  God  hath  chosen  the  foolish 
things  of  the  world  to  confound  the  wise ;  and 
God  hath  chosen  the  weak  things  of  the  wcrkl 
to  confound  the  things  of  the  mighty  ;  and 
base  things  of  the  world,  and  things  which  are 
despised,  hath  God  chosen,  yea,  and  things 
which  are  not,  to  bring  to  nought  things  that 
Are ;  that  no  flesh  should  glory  in  his  presence. 
(1  Cor,  1:  27-29.)  Fovti-jne  can  be  equal  with 
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God  ;  but  Ue  id  All  in  All ;  the  Creator  and 
Lord  of  .all  things ;  and  a  Father  of  all  that 
are  called  children,  in  Heaven  and  on  earth. 
Moreover,  Ghriit  saith,  For  tliat  which  is  high- 
ly esteeaaed  among  m»n  is  abomination  in  the 
sight  of  God.  (Luke  IG:  15.)  Therefore,  the 
more  base,  humble,  and  lo^vly  we  are  in  our 
own  sight,  the  more  acceptable  will  we  be  to  the 
Lord.     And, 

Farthcrraore,  if  we  would  enter  in  at  the 
strait  gate  wo  must  become  as  little  in  our 
own  Bight  even  as  a  little  child.  For,  saith 
Christ,  Verily  I  say  unto  you.  Whosoever  shall 
not  receive  the  Kingdom  of  God  as  a  little  child. 
Jie  shall  not  enter  therein.  (Mark  10:  16.)  In 
this  child-like  state,  must  all  high- mind cdness 
be  done  away :  and  whenever  a  thought  should 
arise  in  the  heart  of  any  one  that  he  would  be 
the  greatest  in  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven, or  that 
he  should  be  entitled  tbai  peculiar  priviledge — 
he  should  quench  such  q,  thought,  as  being  a 
fiery  dart  shot  at  his  soul  from  that  proud  and 
haughty  prince  of  darkneas,  who  intends  to 
fall  him,  by  the  same  faltby  which  he  fell. 
And  this  he  also  attempted  to  effect  with  the 
disciples  of  Christ,  when  he^Ued  their  minds 
with  the  thought  of,  VVho  i^^he*geatest  in  the 
Kingdom  of  Heaven  7  But  when  they  put  this 
question  to  Jesus,  he  called  a  little  child  unto 
])im,  and  set  him  in  the  midst  of  them,  and 
said,  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  except  ye  be  con* 
verted,  and  l>ecome  qb  Utile  ckiidrcn^  ye  ebaJlL 
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not  enter  into  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven.  Who- 
soever therefore  shall  humble  himself  as  this 
little  child,  the  same  is  greatest  in  the  Kingdom 
■  of  Heaven.  (Matth.  18:  1-4.)  In  this  humili- 
ation, Christ  Jesus  himself  became  a  pattern 
and  example  for  us,  inasmuch  as  He  humbled 
himself  and  became  obedient  unto  death,  even 
the  death  of  the  cross.  Wherefore  God  also 
hath  highly  exalted  him,  and  given  him  a 
name  which  is  above  every  name.  (Phil.  2: 
8,  9.)  These  testimonies  show  plainly  that  if 
we  would  be  great  and  exalted  there^  we  must 
be  little  and  humble  here.  And  to  this  humil- 
ity—^this  lowliness  of  mind-— this  self-abase- 
ment, the  whole  doctrine  of  Christ  and  his  apos- 
tles poiqteth. 

Of  this  humbleness  of  mind,  Christ  has  far- 
ther set  before  our  eyes,  a  striking  representa- 
tion in  the  nuptual  guests ;  when  he  saitb, 
When  thou  art  bidden  of  any  man  to  a  wed- 
ding, sit  not  down  in  the  highest  room,  lest  a 
more,  honourable  man  than  thou  be  bidden  of 
him  ;  and  he  that  bade  thee  and  him  come  and 
gay  to  thee,  Give  this  man  place;  and  thou 
begin  with' shame  to  take  the  lowest  room. 
But  when  thoO  rft  bidden,  go  and  sit  down  in  ' 
the  lowest  room  ;  -that  when  he  that  bade  thee 
cometh,  he  may  say  unto  thee.  Friend,  go  up 
higher :  then  sbalt  thou  have  worship  in  the 
presence  of  them  l\\a.t  sit  at  meat  with  thee. 
For  whosoever  exaUeViv\v\Tcv^^V  ^^iJW^  ^^^^d-^ 
and  he  that  humVA^V^iVivwva^Vi  ^\i^>a^  «ssi!L\&^. 
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(Luke  14:  8-11.)  Now,  it  is  naturally  the 
case,  according  to  these  words,  that  those  who 
seek  and  strive  the  most  for  wordly  honour  and 
high  stations  least  deserve  and  obtain  thetn  : 
but  in  these  words  is  expressed  a  spiritual  mean- 
ing—-a  type  and  representation  of  the  gwesis 
that  are  bidden  to  the  marriage  feast  of  the 
Lamb.  And  to  this  marriage  feast  are  many 
bidden  and  called  ;  and  all  those  who  hear  and 
obey  the  call,  believe  the  gospel,*and  submit  to 
it,  are  the  guests.  Now,  let  me  propose  to 
those  guests,  to  prove  whether  they  have  thus 
humbled  themselves,  by  taking  the  lowest  seat, 
and  being  contented  in  being  the  least  among 
the  guests?  But  to  judge  according  to  the 
appearance,  and  according  to  their  fruit  and 
works,  it  is,  with  many,  quite  the  reverse ;  in- 
asmuch as  they  aim  at  taking  the  highest  seat, 
and  to  be  the  foremost  and  greatest,  thus  ex- 
alting themselves  above  others,  by  thinking 
that  they  are  the  favourites  of  heaven,  and  that 
they  are  entitled  to  a  prerogative  in  that  happy 
kingdom,  as  being  more  holy  than  others.  And 
thus,  in  their  self-exalted  minds,  they  dispise, 
debase  and  contemn  their  fellow-creature,  and 
look  upon  him  with  scorn,  as  the  Pharisee  did 
upon  the  Publican,  when  he  said,  God,  I  thank 
thee,  that  I  am  not  as  other  men  are,  extortion- 
ers, unjust,  adulterers,  or  even  as  this  publican. 
But  the  self-abased  and  cast  doww  ^vx\i\\'C6x\^ 
-  who,  standing  afar  ofl',  wouVA  not  XvSv  >;y^  ^^ 
wuch  as  hid  eyes  to  heaven,  buV  ^\»oV.^  xi^^^"^ 
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liis  breast,  saying,  God  be  merciful  to  me  a 
sinner.  I  tell  you,  ibis  man  went  down  to  his 
hause,  justified  rather  than  the  other :  for  every 
one  that  exalteth  himself  shall  be  abased  ;  and 
he  that  humbleth  himself  shall  be  exalted. 
{Luijce  18:  1 1-14.)  Here  we  see,  that  it  ij  of- 
ten quite  otherwise  before  God,  than  what  it 
would  appear  to  be  to  the  eyes  of  man:  and 
when  He  shall  come,  who  has  invited  and  bid- 
den the  guesli,  namely  Jesus  Christ,  at  that 
great  day,  then  will  they,  who  have  thus  exalt- 
ed tl>emselves,  and  taken  the  uppermost  seat?, 
be  in  great  danger  of  being  abased,  by  being 
told  to  come  down  lower,  and  make  room  for 
those  who  have  abat^ed  and  humbled  them- 
selves, that  the  time  is  now  come  when  they 
fihall  be  exalted,  and  those  who  have  exalted 
themselves  shall  be  abased. 

Now  it  is  plain  and  evident,  from  tlie  fore- 
going testimonies,  that  self- exaltation  and  spi- 
ritual pride  are  very  dangerous  and  destructive 
to  the  soul:  therefore  I  say  again  that  God 
hath  called  us  in  humility  and  lowliness  of 
mind  :  and  this  may  be  abundantly  piovcn  by 
holy  writ.  For  Paul  saith,  I  therefore,  the  pri- 
soner of  the  Lord,  beseech  ye,  that  you  v/alk 
worthy  of  the  vocation  wdierewiih  ye  arc  call- 
ed, with  all  lov;line3s  and  meekness,  with  long 
suffering,  forbearing  one  another  in  love.  (Eph. 
4:  1,  2.)  Also,  Mind  not  high  tilings,  but  con- 
descend to  men  of  low  estate.  (Rom.  12:  16.) 
Let  nothing  be  done  through  strife  or  vain- 
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glory ;  but  in  lowliness  of  mind  let  encli  rs- 
tcem  other  better  than  ihempclves.  (Phil.  2:  3.) 
Yea,  all  of  yoii  be  subject  one  to  another,  and 
be  clothed  with  humility;  for  God  resistelh  the 
proud,  and  giveth  grace  to  the  humble.  Hum- 
ble yourselves  therefore  under,  the  mighty  haod 
of  God,  that  he  may  exalt  you  in  due  time. 
(1  Pet.  5:  5,  6.)  Many  such  testimcniala 
might  yet  be  adduced,  but  the^e  will  amply 
suffice  to  prove  that  we  must,  by  Hhmiiily.  self- 
denial,  and  lowliness  of  mind,  enter  in  at  the 
strait  gate. 

i?ut,  inasmuch  as  man,  in  his  state  of  nature 
is  so  depraved  and  corrupted — so  deeply  fallen ; 
and  the  evil  seed  of  pride  and  arrogance  which 
was  sown  in  his  heart,  has  taken  such  a  deep 
root  therein,  it  is  hard  for  him  (also  by  reason 
of  his  human  reasoning,)  to  see  this  much-de- 
spised path  of  humility,  and  self-donial — it 
seems  foolishness  to  him,  and  almost  madness 
to  be  thus  humbled  and  despised  —and  he  treal.^ 
it  with  scorn  and  derision  !  and  therefore  this 
narrow  path— this  strait  gate  is  not  found  by 
him, — and  is  found  but  by  few.  -Also,  that 
proud,  haughty  prince  exerts  all  his  wiles,  and 
all  his  power  to  debar  and  entice  man  from  tho 
way  of  humility  and  self-denial,  for  of  all  things 
he  is  most  opposed  to  humility,  and  on  the  con- 
trary most  given  to  pride  and  haughtiness.  But, 
on  the  other  hand,  nothing  is  more  pleasing  to 
God,  than  humility  and  obedience ;  and  no- 
Uiing  is-more  displeasing  to  him,  than  pride  .^ 
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arrc^nce  and  disobedience.  HeDce,  if  satan, 
that  haughty  prince  of  darkness,  can  keep  man 
in  pride  and  arrogance,  and  thus  entice  him 
from  the  path  of  humility,  and  from  entering 
in  at  the  strait  gate,  he  will  so  far  have  his*  de- 
sign accomplished  ;  and  will  then  permit  him 
to  attend  to  many  outward  ordinances  of  God ; 
he  may  go  to  hear  the  preaching  of  the  word 
of  God — be  baptized — partate  of  the  Lord's 
Clipper — sitf^  and  pray — all  which  the  enemy 
of  souls  may  permit  him  to  do,  so  long  as  h« 
can  keep  his  mind  puffed  up  with  pride,  and 
haughtiness:  and  thus  man  may  do  many  laud- 
able things,  and  yet  be  led  captive  by  satan  and 
caught  in  his  net. 

And  as  humiUty,  lowliness  of  mind,  and  the 
despised  life  of  Jesus,  are  opposed  to  the  carnal- 
ly minded,  and  old  Adam,  insomuch  that  it  is 
too  unpleasant  and  painful  for  them  to  submit, 
and  yet  they  wish  to  be  saved,  they,  under 
these  circumstances,  begin  to  strive  to  enter 
yet  in  such  a  way  as  still  to  be  esteemed  and 
respected  of  the  world :  for  they  are  the  ene- 
mies of  the  cross  of  Christ,  as  Paul  saith,  Foi 
many  walk,  of  whom  I  have  told  you  often, 
and  now  tell  you  even  weeping,  that  they  arc 
the  enemies  of  the  cross  of  Christ :  whose  end 
U  destruction,  whose  god  is  their  belly,  and 
whose  glory  is  in  their  shame,  who  mind  earth- 
ly  things.  (Ph\l.  3:  18,  19.)  Here  Paul  speaks 
of  many  who  then  ^N^\^5A^^xv^^N<b\^  \he  ene- 
mies of  the  ciosaot  ^3JKt\&\.,\iQ\;^^A'KvSiM.^^ 
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ia  our  days  there  are  such  as  flee  from  the  cross 
of  Christ,  and  from  pursuing  the  narrow  wny 
which  leadeth  to  life,  and  striving  to  fnid  one 
more  congenial  to  their  corrupt  nature.  Hut 
notwithstanding  all  our  striving  and  pains-ta- 
taking  in  keeping  up  an  outward  form  of  re- 
ligion; so  long  as  our  heart  is  unsubdued, 
proud,  and  haughty ;  and  so  long  as  we  will 
not  become  humble  and  lowly  of  mind — live 
the  despised  life  of  Jesus  Christ — take  his  yoke 
upon  us  and  follow  him  in  the  caUing  wherein 
he  hath  called  us — so  lon^  we  cannot  enter  in 
at  the  strait  gate,  where  Christ  saith  that  many 
w^ill  seek  to  enter  in,  and  shall  not  be  able. 

Moreover,  Christ  saith,  of  this  strait  gate  and 
narrow  way,  That  there  are  but  few  that  find 
it  Now,  it  appears  that  in  seeking  to  find  this 
narrow  path,  many  are  struck  with  blindness, 
as  it  were  ;  inasmuch  as  they  only  look  at  the 
many  that  travel  on  the  broad  road  to  destruc- 
tion, and  to  follow  them  and  to  do  as  they  do ; 
perhaps  thinking  that  so  many  cant  be  wrong, 
and  thus  trusting  m  man.  But  saitlithe  Lord 
by  the  prophet.  Cursed  be  the  man  that  trust- 
eth  in  man,  and  maketh  flesh  his  arm,  and 
whose  heart  departeth  from  the  Lord.  But, 
on  the  other  hand,  Blessed  is  the  man  that 
trusteth  in  the  Lord,  and  whose  hope  the 
Lord  is.  ( Jer.  17:  5-7,)  Therefore  we  should 
adhere  to  the  counsel  of  Paul  when  Vv^  «5i\v3ci^ 
Brethren;  be  foiiowers  togetliet  oi  x»ft^  ^"^^ 
laark  them  which  walk  80  aa  ye\\tiN^  vi"^  ^^^ 
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nn  ensample.  (Phil.  ^:  17.)  And  this  en- 
sample  which  he  has  set  before  us  we  are  taught 
in  his  own  words  when  he  saith,  Ye  know 
from  the  fir&t  day  that  I  came  into  Asia,  after 
wliat  manner  I  have  been  with  you  at  aJl  sea- 
sons, serving  the  Lord  with  all  humility  of 
mind,  and  with  many  tears  and  temptations, 
which  befell  me  by  the  lying  in  wait  of  thet 
Jews.     Acts  20:  18,  19.

allusion  here,  wcro  c.?|vjci:tllv  the  fcribes  and 
ph:iri=eei;  and  tho  :-heep\s  dothinj  was  ihcir 
allected  eanctily,  i:i  wliicii  they  appeared  out- 
wardly befi^ro  man.     For  tlicy  love  to  pray 
standinij  in  the  r-ynnyo'^uc.--,  and  in  the  corners 
of  the  streets:,  thiit  ili;^v  i:^iv  be  seen  of  nic!i. 
Verilv  I  snv  nnlo  vr/j..  'J'iicv  hn.ve  tlicir  reward. 
(iMatth.  G:  5.)     On  thc^e  hypocrites  Christ  of- 
ten  pronounced  v.o,  sayin^r,   V^o  imto   you 
5cribc5  and  phari.-ec:^,  hypocrites  !  for  3'e  are 
ike  unto  v/liitcd  e-epnlcliers,  which  indeed  ap- 
)car  beaulirul  oiUward.  but  are  within  full  of 
ead  men's  bones,  and  all  uncleanhness.    Even 
1  yc  also  cnt\v:irdiy  appear  righteous  uqto 
ten,  but  vriihin  vc  are  full  of  hypocrisy  and 
ifjuity.     (3I:itth.    23:  27,    23.)     Now  the 
)irish  dispoiition  these-  scribes  and  pharisecg 
mifc-sted  againfrt  Christ,  in  that  they  were  ^^ 
3d  v/ith  envy  and  malice  against  him  and 
doctrine  ;  milking  every  exertion,  and  using 
ry  means  in  their  power,  to  oppose  him,  end 
cpress  his  doctrine ;  and  on  the  other  hand 
used  ail  their  influence  to  build  up  their 
and  thus,  as  Christ  saith,  They  compoai 
ud  land  to  make  one  proselyte ;  and  when 
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he  is  made  they  make  him  two-fold  more  th 
child  of  hell  than  themselves.     (23:  15.) 

Now,  it  is  generally  the  case  with  deceivei 
and  false  prophets  that  they  are  very  busy  at 
active  to  persuade  and  draw  men  over  to  the 
own  party,  sect  or  religion :  and  we  find,  thi 
in  old  times,  a^nong  the  children  of  Israel,  wer 
at  times,  more  false  prophets  than  true  ones,  i 
may  be  seen  by  Elijah  the  prophet  of  the  Lor] 
who  was  opposed  by  four  hundred  and  fifl 
false  prophets — prophets  of  Baal,  and  yet  h 
cause  was  just  and  true,  while  the  others'  wj 
false.  (1  Kings  18.)  So  also  was  the  caj 
with  Micaiah ;  when  Ahab  had  gathered  t 
gather  four  hundred  prophets,  to  inquire  • 
them  whether  he  should  go  against  Ramotl 
Gilead  to  battle,  or  forbear  ?  And  all  they  pr 
phesied  saying.  Go  up  to  Ramoth-Gilead  ar 
prosper :  for  the  liORD  shall  deliver  it  into  tl 
king's  hand.  But  when  Micaiah  was  brougl 
before  the  king  he  prophesied  and  told  hii 
that  he  would  not  prosper,  nor  return  in  peace 
80  Micaiah  was  the  only  one  that  spoke  tl 
truth,  in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  and  the  foi 
...  hundred  of  the  others  prophesied  false.  Ther 
*  fore  we  must  not  depend  on  the  great  numbe 
but  on  faithfulness  and  dependance  on  Goi 
and  keeping  his  word.  Now  these  false  pr 
phets  were  so  audacious,  (as  is  commonly  tl 
case  with  those  of  a  perverted  mind,)  that  or 
^  of  thjem  went  near,  and  smote  Micaiah  on  tl 
■  cheeky  and  said,  Which  way  went  the  Spirit

the  Lord  from  me  to  speak  unto  rhce  7  (22: 
24.)  And  thus  it  has  been,  and  is  likely  to 
continue  so,  that  the  righteoud  are  despised, 
calumniated  and  persecuted  by  the  wicked. 
Atid  what  shall  wc  say  to  this  l  (ire  there  no 
false  prophets  under  the  gospel  dispensation? 
have  they  ceased  to  be  7  Certainly  not.  For 
Peter  saith,  But  there  \vere  false  prophets  a- 
mong  the  people,  even  as  there  shall  be  false 
teachers  among  you,  who  privily  shall  bring  in 
damnable  heresies,  even  denying  the  Lord  that 
bought  them,  and  bring  upon  themselves  swiil 
destruction.  And  many  shall,  follow  their  per- 
nicious ways ;  by  reason  of  whom  the  way  of 
truth  shall  be  evil  spoken  of.  And  through  co- 
vetousness  shall  they  with  feigned  words  make 
merchandise  of  you :  whose  judgment  now  of 
a  long  time  lingerctli  not,  and  their  damnation 
slumberelh  not.     (2  Pet.  2 :  1-3.) 

Here  we  sec,  that  it  has  always  been  the  case, 
that  when  any  thing  pernicious,  false  and  per- 
verting is  introduced,  that  many  will  follow 
Buch  destructive  ways;  because  the  w^ay  of 
truth  is  calumniated,  and  they  are  unwilling  to 
bear  the  cross,  suffer  tribulation,  mortify  the 
deeds  of  the  body,  die  unto  themselves  and  thus 
pursue  the  narrow  way  to  life :  but  instead  of 
this,  they  would  rather  allure  others  to  follow 
their  pernicious  ways,  in  the  lust  of  the  llcsh, 
through  much  wantonness,  those  that  were 
clean  escaped  from  them  who  live  in  error. 
And  in  this  their  carnal,  incontinent,  and  un- 
22 
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clean  life  they  promise  others  liberty  while  they 
themselves  are  the  servants  of  corruption.  (2 
Pet.  2.:  18,  19.)  Now  it  is  Very  enticing  to 
human  nature,  and  agreeable  thereto,  to  live 
an  earthly  and  carnal  life,  in  the  lust  and  de- 
sires of  the  flesh  and  the  pride  of  h'fe,  and 
therein  be  upheld  even  by  their  teachers  jmd 
guides,  with  the  promise  of  Kberty,  grace,  and 
pardon  of  sins.  But' herein  is  a  great  error; 
for,  if  we  would  have  grace  and  pardoii  of  sins, 
there  must  follow  that  pious,  godly,  humble 
life — willingly  to  boar  the  cross  of  Christ,  and 
follow  him.  Moreover,  Christ  speaks  much  of 
such  false  christs  and  false  prophets  which  will 
come  in  the  last  times  ;  and  gives  his  beloved 
disciples  the  same  advice,  which  he  gave  them 
in  the  words  under  considerjationi  saying,  And 
many  false  prophets  shall  rise,  and  shall  de- 
ceive many.  (Matth.  24 :  11.)  Here  again  it 
is  said  that  many  shall  be  deceived :  for  the 
false  prophets,  will  come  w^ith  such  an  holy  ap- 
pearance— in  such  a  show  of  piety — that  they 
are  scarcely  to  be  distinguished  from  the  true 
messengers  of  Christ,  inasmuch  as  they  will 
shew  great  signs  and  wonders,  as  Christ  saith. 
For  there  shall  arise  false  christs  and  false  pro- 
phets,  and  shall  shew  great  signs  and  wonders ; 
insomuch  that,  if  it  were  possible,  they  shall 
deceive  the  very  elect.  (24  :  24.)  For  they 
will  do  almost  the  deeds  and  signs  of  the  true 
messenger  of  God,  as  Jannes  and  Jambres  did 
with  Moses  and  Aarony.  by  imitating  their 
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fligns  and  wonders  with  their  enchantments. 
But  as  there  was  one  thing  whicli  Jannes  and 
Jambres  could  not  do,  so  there  is  one  thing 
which  the  false  christs  and  false  prophets  are 
iiot  able  to  do.  For,  when  Aaron  stretched 
out  his  hand  with  his  rod,  and  smote  the  dust 
of  the  earth,  and  it  became  lice  in  man  and  in 
lieast;  all  the  dust  of  the  land  became  lice 
throughout  all  the  land  of  Egypt.  And  the 
niasficians  did  so  with  their  enchantments  to 
bring  forth  lice,  but  they  could  not :  so  there 
were  lice  upon  man  and  upon  beast.  Then 
the  magicians  said  unto  Pharraoh,  This  is  the 
finger  of  God.    (Ex.  8 :  17-19.) 

Hence  we  find  that  the  false  christs  and  false 
prophets  may  do  great  signs  and  wonders,  as 
we  find  in  the  words  of  our  text,  where  it  is 
said  that  Many  will  say  to  me  in  that  day.  Lord, 
Lord,  have  we  not  prophesied  in  thy  name : 
and  in  thy  name  have  cast  out  devils?  and  in 
thy  name  have  done  many  wonderful  works? 
These,  as  they  wrought  great  miracles,  would, 
no  doubt,  expect  eternal  blessedness — but  alas ! 
all  their  shewing  of  Signs  aqd  wonders  did  not 
avail  them,  so  long  as  they  did  not  do  the  will 
of  Christ ;  and  thus  they  must  hear  the  voice, 
I  never  knew  you :  depart  from  me,  ye  that 
work  iniquity.  Here  we  see  that  that  high- 
minded  prince  of  darkness  will  permit  his  peo- 
ple to  io  many  great  things  that  may  have  the 
appearance  of  religion  and  divine  service,  and 
co-operate  with  them ;  l)ut.  one  thing  U^  ^2^ 
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liis  breast,  saying,  God  be  merciful  to  me  a 
fiianer.  I  tell  you,  this  man  went  down  to  his 
•house,  justified  rather  than  the  other :  for  every 
•one  that  exalteth  himself  shall  be  abased  ;  and 
he  that  humbleth  himself  shall  be  exalted. 
{Li^e  18:  1 1-14.)  Here  we  see,  that  it  ij  of- 
ten quite  oU^erwise  before  God,  than  w  hat  it 
would  appear  to  be  to  the  eyes  of  man :  and 
when  He  shall  come,  who  has  invited  and  bid- 
den the  gues#,  namely  Jesus  Christ,  at  tiiat 
great  day,  then  will  they,  who  have  thus  exalt- 
ed tliemselves,  and  taken  the  uppermost  seat?, 
be  in  great  danger  of  being  abased,  by  being 
told  to  come  down  lower,  and  make  room  for 
those  who  have  abati^ed  and  humbled  them- 
selves, that  the  lime  is  now  come  when  they 
shall  be  exalted,  and  those  who  have  exalted 
themselves  fehall  be  abased. 

Now  it  is  plain  and  evident,  from  the  fore- 
going testimonies,  that  self  exaltation  and  spi- 
ritual pride  are  very  dangerous  and  destructive 
to  tiie  soul:  therefore  I  say  again  that  God 
hath  called  us  in  humility  and  lowliness  of 
•mind  ;  and  lliis  may  be  abundantly  proven  by 
holy  writ.  For  Paul  sairh,  I  therefore,  the  pri- 
soner of  the  Lord,  bcacech  ye,  that  you  v/alk 
worthy  of  the  vocation  wherewith  ye  are  call- 
ed, with  all  lovvliness  and  meekness,  with  long 
suffering,  forbeai  ing  one  another  in  love.  (Eph. 
4:  I,  2.)  Also,  Mind  not  high  tilings,  but  con- 
descend to  men  of  low  estate.  (Rom.  12:  16.) 
Let  nothing  be  done  through  strife  or  vain- 
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glory ;  but  in  lowliness  of  mind  let  encli  es- 
teem other  better  than  themselves.  (Phil.  2:  3.) 
Yea,  all  of  yon  be  subject  one  to  another,  and 
be  clothed  with  humility;  for  God  resisteth  the 
proud,  and  giveth  grace  to  the  humble.  Hum- 
ble yourselves  therefore  under.the  mighty  ha©d 
of  God,  that  he  may  exalt  you  in  due  time. 
(1  Pet.  5:  6,  6.)  Many  such  testimcnialj 
might  yet  be  adduced,  but  these  will  ampiy 
suffice  to  prove  that  we  must,  by  Hh  mi  lily,  self- 
denial,  and  lowliness  of  mind,  enter  in  at  the 
strait  gate. 

J^ut,  inasmuch  as  man,  in  his  state  of  nature 
is  so  depraved  and  corrupted — so  deeply  fallen ; 
and  the  evil  seed  of  pride  and  arrogance  which 
was  sown  in  his  heart,  has  taken  such  a  deep 
root  therein,  it  is  hard  for  him  (also  by  reason 
of  his  human  reasoning,)  to  see  this  much-di> 
spiscd   path  of  humility,  and  sclf-donial — it 
seems  foolishness  to  him,  and  almost  madness 
to  be  thus  humbled  and  despised  —and  he  treala 
it  with  scorn  and  derision !  and  therefore  this 
narrow  path— this  strait  gate  is  not  found  by 
him, — and  is  found  but  by  few.     Also,  ihiit 
proud,  haughty  prince  exerts  all  his  wile?,  and 
nil  his  power  to  debar  and  entice  man  from  the 
way  of  humility  and  self-denial,  for  of  all  things 
be  is  most  opposed  to  humility,  and  on  the  con- 
trary most  given  to  pride  and  haughtiness.  But, 
on  the  other  hand,  nothing  is  more  pleasing  to 
God,  than  humility  and  obedience ;  and  no- 
tliing  is^more  displeasiag  to  him,  than  ^rlde.^ 
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arrogance  and  disobedience.  Hence,  if  satan, 
that  haughty  prince  of  darkness,  can  keep  man 
in  pride  and  arrogance,  and  thus  entice  him 
from  the  path  of  humility,  and  from  entering 
in  at  the  strait  gate,  he  will  so  far  have  his-  de- 
sign accomplished  ;  and  will  then  permit  him 
to  attend  to  many  outward  ordinances  of  God ; 
he  may  go  to  hear  the  preaching  of  the  word 
of  God — be  baptized — parta'ke  of  the  Lord's 
fiiipper — sing  and  pray — all  which  the  enemy 
of  souls  may  permit  him  to  do,  so  long  as  b« 
can  keep  his  mind  puffed  up  with  pride,  and 
haughtiness:  and  thus  man  may  do  many  laud- 
able things,  and  yet  be  led  captive  by  satan  and 
caught  in  his  net.

Not  every  one  that  sailh  unto  me,  Lord,  Lord, 
shall  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  heaven  ;  but  he  that  doelb 
the  will  of  my  Father  which  is  in  heaven.  Many  will  sty 
to  me  in  that  day,  Lord,  Lord;  have  we  not  prophesied  in 
thy  name  ?  and  in  thy  name  have  cast  out  dcfvils?  and  in 
thy  name  done  many  wonderful  works?  And  then  will  I 
profess  unto  them,  I  never  knew  you :  depart  from  me,  ye 
that  work  miquity. 

Godj  in  his  infinite  wisdom  and  know^Iedge^ 
knowetli  all  things.     He  hath  therefore  provi- 
ded means  and  ways,  to  promote  the  eternal 
welfare  of  his  people,  in  everj^  condition  of  life. 
And,  as  he  fciesaw  that  perUous  timea  would 
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come  before  ihe  end  of  davs :  ihat  falsehood 
and  deceit  would  abound — fnbc  (cncbcrs  iwA 
prophets  would  come,  and  had  alrc.idy  appr-ar- 
fcd,  he  counsels  his  beloved  di?ciplcs  and  folljv/- 
crs,  to  beware  of  false  prophets  which  conic  nn- 
to  ihem  in  sheep's  clothing;  hut  inwardly  are 
ravpning  wolves.  TJiose  to  whom  Christ  liad 
allusion  hero,  were  especially  the  rcribcs  and 
pharisees ;  and  the  sheep's  clothinj  was  their 
affected  sanctit}^,  in  v»^*ii^ii  they  apjxjared  out- 
wardly before  man.  For  they  love  to  pray 
standing  in  the  synao^o'juci!,  and  in  the  corners 
of  the  streets,  that  they  may  be  seen  of  ujen. 
Verily  I  say  unto  you,,  'i'iiey  have  their  reward. 
(Matth.  6:  5.)  On  these  hypocrites  Chrir^t  of- 
ten pronounced  v/o,  saying,  V/o  unto  you 
scribes  and  phari^ces,  hypocrites !  for  ye  are 
like  unto  wliitcd  sepulchers,  which  indeed  ap- 
pear beautiful  outward,  but  are  \vithin  full  of 
dead  men's  bones,  and  all  uncleanline^fs.  Even 
so  ye  also  outvvardly  appear  righteous  uqto 
men,  but  within  ye  are  full  of  hypocrisy  and 
iniquity.  (Matth.  23:  27,  28.)  Now  the 
wolfish  disposition  these  scribes  and  pharisccg 
manifested  against  Christ,  in  that  they  were  ^ 
filled  v/ith  envy  and  malice  against  him  and 
his  doctrine  ;  making  every  exertion,  and  using 
every  means  in  their  power,  to  oppose  him,  and 
to  depress  his  doctrine ;  and  on  the  other  hand 
they  used  all  their  influence  to  build  up  their 
sect ;  and  thus,  as  Christ  saith,  They  compass 
sea  and  land  to  make  one  proselylc  \  ^^^  w\c^ 
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he  is  made  they  make  him  two-fold  more 
child  of  hell  than  themselves.     (23:  15.) 
Now,  it  is  generally  the  case  with  decei 
and  false  prophets  that  they  are  very  hiisy 
active  to  persuade  and  draw  men  over  to  t 
own  party,  sect  or  religion :  and  we  find, 
in  old  times,  a^nong  the  children  of  Israel,  w 
at  times,  more  false  propnets  than  true  onej 
may  be  seen  by  Elijah  the  prophet  of  the  Lc 
who  was  opposed  by  four  hundred  and 
false  prophets — prophets  of  Baal,  and  yet 
cause  was  just  and  true,  while  the  others' 
false.     (1  Kings  18.)    So  also  was  the  < 
with  Micaiah ;  when  Ahab  had  gathered 
gather  four  hundred  prophets,  to  inquire 
them  whether  he  should  go  against  Ram 
Gilead  to  battle,  or  forbear?     And  all  they 
phesied  saying,  Go  up  to  Ramoth-Gilead 
prosper :  for  the  liORD  shall  deHver  it  into 
king's  hand.    But  when  Micaiah  was  bron 
before  the  king  he  prophesied  and  told 
that  he  would  not  prosper,  nor  return  in  pe? 
80  Micaiah  was  the  only  one  that  spoke 
truth,  in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  and  the  ' 
^  hundred  of  the  others  prophesied  false.    Th 
fore  we  must  not  depend  on  the  great  num 
but  on  faithfulness  and  dependance  on  C 
and  keeping  his  word.    Now  these  false 
phets  were  so  audacious,  (as  is  commonly 
case  with  those  of  a  perverted  mind,)  that 
of  them  went  near,  and  smote  Micaiah  on 
cheek;  and  said,  Which  way  went  the  Spir 
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the  Lord  from  me  to  speak  unto  thee  7  (22: 
24.)  And  thus  it  has  been,  and  is  likely  to 
continue  so,  that  the  righteous  are  despised, 
calumniated  and  persecuted  by  the  wicked. 
And  what  shall  wc  say  to  this  7  ^re  there  no 
false  prophets  under  the  gospel  dispensation? 
have  tliey  ceased  to  be  ?  Certainly  not.  For 
Peter  saith,  But  there  were  fake  prophets  a- 
mong  the  people,  even  as  there  shall  be  false 
teacliers  among  you,  who  privily  shall  bring  in 
damnable  heresies,  even  denying  the  Lord  that 
bought  them,  and  bring  upon  themselves  swid 
destruction.  And  many  shall,  follow  their  per- 
nicious ways ;  by  reason  of  whom  the  way  of 
truth  shall  be  evil  spoken  of.  And  through  co- 
vetousness  shall  they  with  feigned  words  make 
merchandise  of  you :  whose  judgment  now  of 
a  long  time  lingeretli  not,  and  their  damnation 
slumberelh  not.     (2  Pet.  2 :  1--3.) 

Here  we  see,  that  it  has  always  been  the  case, 
that  when  any  thing  pernicious,  false  and  per- 
verting is  introduced,  that  many  will  follow 
such  destructive  ways;  because  the  w^ay  of 
truth  is  calumniated,  and  they  are  unwilling  to 
bear  the  cross,  suficr  tribulation,  mortify  the 
deeds  of  the  body,  die  unto  themselves  and  thus 
pursue  the  narrow  way  to  life :  but  instead  of 
this,  they  would  rather  allure  others  to  follow 
their  pernicious  ways,  in  the  lust  of  the  llesh, 
through  much  wantonness,  those  that  were 
clean  escaped  from  them  who  live  in  error. 
And  in  this  their  carnal,  incontinent,  and  un- 
22 
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clean  life  they  promise  others  liberty  while  they 
themselves  are  the  servants  of  corruption.  (2 
Pet.  2.:  18,  19.)  Now  it  is  very  enticing  to 
human  nature,  and  agreeable  thereto,  to  Uve 
an  earthly  and  carnal  life,  in  the  lust  and  de- 
sires of  the  flesh  and  the  pride  of  h'fe,  and 
therein  be  upheld  even  by  their  teachers  and 
guides,  with  the  promise  of  Hberty,  grace,  and 
pardon  of  sins.  But'  herein  is  a  great  error ; 
for,  if  we  would  have  grace  and  pardon  of  sins, 
there  must  follow  that  pious,  godly,  humble 
life — willingly  to  boar  the  cross  of  Christ,  and 
follow  him.  Moreover,  Christ  speaks  much  of 
such  false  christs  and  false  prophets  which  will 
come  in  the  last  times  ;  and  gives  his  beloved 
disciples  the  same  advice,  which  he  gave  them 
in  the  words  under  consideration,  saying.  And 
many  false  prophets  shall  rise,  and  shall  de- 
ceive many.  (Matth.  24:  11.)  Uereagainit 
is  said  that  many  shall  be  deceived:  for  the 
false  prophets,  will  come  with  such  an  holy  ap- 
pearance— in  such  a  show  of  piety — that  they 
are  scarcely  to  be  distinguished  from  the  true 
messengers  of  Christ,  inasmuch  as  they  will 
shew  great  signs  and  wonders,  as  Christ  saith, 
For  there  shall  arise  false  christs  and  fiilse  pro* 
phets,  and  shall  shew  great  signs  and  wonders ; 
insomuch  that,  if  it  were  possible,  they  shall 
deceive  the  very  elect.  (24  :  24.)  For  they 
will  do  almost  the  deeds  and  signs  of  the  true 
messenger  of  God,  as  Jannes  and  Jambres  did 
with  Moses  and  Aaron,,  by  imitating  their 
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signs  and  wonders  with  their  enchantments. 
But  as  there  was  one  thing  whicli  Jannes  and 
Jambrcs  could  uot  do,  so  there  is  one  thing 
which  the  false  christs  and  false  prophets  are 
not  able  to  do.  For,  when  Aaron  stretched 
out  his  hand  with  his  rod,  and  smote  the  dust 
of  the  earth,  and  it  became  lice  in  man  and  ia 
beast;  ail  the  dust  of  the  land  became  lice 
throughout  all  the  land  of  Egypt.  And  the 
magicians  did  so  with  their  enchantments  to 
bring  forth  lice,  but  they  could  not :  so  there 
were  lice  upon  man  and  upon  beast.  Then 
the  magicians  said  unto  Pharraoh,  This  is  the 
finger  of  God.     (Ex.  8 :  17-19.) 

■  Hence  we  find  that  the  false  christs  and  falae 
prophets  may  do  great  signs  and  wonders,  as 
we  find  in  the  words  of  our  text,  where  it  is 
said  that  Many  will  say  to  me  in  that  day, Lord, 
Lord,  have  we  not  prophesied  in  thy  name: 
.and  in  thy  name  have  cast  out  devils'?  and  in 
thy  name  have  done  many  wonderful  works? 
These,  as  they  wrought  great  miracles,  would, 
no  doubt,  expect  eternal  blessedness — but  olas! 
all  their  shewing  of  signs  aqd  wonders  did  not 
avail  them,  so  long  as  they  did  not  do  the  will 
of  Christ ;  and  thus  they  must  hear  the  voice, 
I  never  knew  you :  depart  from  me,  ye  that 
work  iniquity.  Here  we  see  that  that  high- 
minded  prince  of  darkness  will  permit  his  peo- 
ple to  do  many  great  things  that  may  have  the 
appearance  of  religion  and  divine  service,  and 
co-operate  with  them ;  l)ut.one  l\ims\i^  ^\A 
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the  false  christs  and  false  prophets  are  unable 
to  do,  whereby  they,  may  be  known,  for  in  like 
manner  as  the  magicians  could  not  imitate 
Moses  arid  Aaron,  in  bringing  forth  those  des- 
picable vermin,  the  lice,  so  the  false  prdpheta 
cannot  imitate  the  meek,  lowly  and  humble 
life  of  Christ,  which  is  so  despicable  in  the 
eight  of  the  world.  For  the  enemy  can  per- 
mit every  other  religious  exercise  rather  than 
humility,  inasmuch  as  it  is  diametrically  oppo- 
site to  his  proud  and  haughty  nature  as  .the 
poet  sings : 

A  swoid  against  the  rnemy,  is  humbleness  of  heait ; 
From  him  who  haih  an  humble  mind  he  quickly  must  depart : 
His  haughty,  proUd,  ferocious  mien,  humility  disdains, 
He  cannot  eventhmk  to  be  where  meekness  humbly  reigns: 
It  wounds him-cuts  him  to  the  heart-^to  see  on  humible  mmd, 
Because  his  nature's  haughty,proud-quitc  otherwise  inclined. 

Farthermore,.the  apostle  Paul,  points  out  to 
us  the  manner  and  ways  of  those  deceivers, 
when  he  saith.  This  know  also,  that  in  the  last 
days  perilous  times  shall  come  ;  for  men  shall 
be  lovers  of  their  ownselves,  covetous,  bqasters, 
proud  blasphemers,  disobedient  to  parents,  un- 
thankful, unholy,  without  natural  affection, 
truce-breakers,  false  accusers,inconlinent,  fierce, 
dispisers  of  those  that  are  good,  traitors,  heady, 
high-minded,  lovers   of  pleasure    more  than 
loversof  God ;  having  a  form  of  godliness,  but 
denying  the  power  thereof:  from  such  turn 
away.     Now  as  Jann'es  and  Jambres  withstood 
Moses,  so  do  these  aiso  resist  the  truth.    (2 
Tim.  3;  1-9.)    Th^c  are  high-minded,  fim- 
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ciful;  self-applaading,  boasting  much  of  their 
own  merit  and  renown,  and  deny  the  power  of 
God,  which  is  the  gospel  of  Christ ;  as  Paul 
saith,  For  I  am  not  ashamed  of  thc^gospel  of 
Christ :  for  it  is  the  power  of  God  unto  salva- 
tion to  every  one  that  believeth.  (Rom.  1: 1--6.) 
So  these  reject,  and,  as  it  were,  deny  the  doc- 
tiine  of  Christ,  wherein  is  pointed  out  to  us  the 
narrow  path  of  humility — of  self  denial ;  thinlc- 
ing  it  unnecessary  to  obey  all  its  restrictions; 
and  thus  they  withstand  th^truth,  as  Jannea 
and  Jambres  withstood  Moses :  and,  notwith- 
standing they  choose  their  own  ways,  and  speak 
their  own  words,  yet  they  will  say.  The  Lord 
hath  said.  But,  Thus  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts, 
Hearken  not  unto  the  words  of  the  prophets 
that  prophesy  unto  you ;  they  make  you  vain : 
thpy  speak  a  vision  of  their  own  heart,  arid  not 
out  of  the  mouth  of  the  Lord.  They  say  still 
unto  them  tliat  despise  me.  The  Lord  hath 
said.  Ye  shall  have  peace ;  and  they  say  unto 
every  one  that  walketh  after  the  imagination 
of  his  own  heart,  No  evil  shall  come  upon  you. 
I  have  not  sent  these  prophets,  yet  they  ran,  I 
have  not  spoken  to  them,  yet  they  prophesied. 
But  if  they  had  stooc|  m  my  counsel,  and  had 
caused  my  people  to  hear  my  word,  then  they 
should  have  turned  them  from  their  evil  way, 
and  from  the  evU  of  their  doings.  Behold,  I 
am  gainst  the  prophets,  saith  the  Lord,  that 
use  their  tongues,  and  say,  He  saith.  Behold, 
I  am  against  them  that  prophesy  feke^  &xe»xcs.%^ 
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saith  the  Lord,  and  do  tell  them,  and  cause  nay 
people  to  err  by  their  lies,  and  by  their  light- 
ness ;  Y^l  sent  them  not,  nor  commanded 
them.     m.  23:  16,  17  ;  21,  22;  31,  32. 

Now,  it  is  evident  from  the  foregoing,  that 
when  teachers  or  prophets  teach  men  according 
to  their  own  words,  and  tlie  xlreamsand  visions 
of  their  own  lieart,  and  receive  not  the  words 
which  they  preach  from  the  mouth  of  the  Lord, 
that  their  doctrine  is  deceitful  and  false,  and 
should  not  be  redived  :  and  to  distinguish  the 
tru^  messenger  of  God  from 'the  false,  I  would 
mention  several  tokens  whereby  they  may  be 
known  and  distinguished,  that  they  are  sent 
from  God.  Now,  Christ  Jesus  himself  giveth 
a  token,  when  he  saith,  He  that  speaketh  of 
himself  seeketh  his  own  glory :  but  he  that 
seeketh  his  glory  that  sent  him,  the  same  is 
true,  and  no  unrighteousness  is  in  him.  (John 
7:  18.)  Also,  he  saith  to  his  disciples,  As  my 
Father  hath  sent  me,  even  so  send  I  you.  (20: 
21.)  Go  ye  therefore,  and  teach  all  nations.... 
Teaching  them  to  observe  all  things  whatso- 
ever I  have  commanded  you.  (Matth.  28:  19, 
20.)  Moreover  He  said  unto  them,  Thus  it 
is  written,  and  thus  it  behoved  Christ  to  suffer, 
and  to  rise  from  the  dead  the  third  day  :  and 
that  repentance  and  remission  of  sins  should 
be  preached  in  his  name  among  all  nations. 
(Luke  24: 46, 47  ^  TYiea^^iotds^ileariy  evince^ 
what  is  the  calliag,  ati^L&vxX^vOl  ^^\.Tv^fc\s«»r 
tfengerof  God:  xxaTne\7,V.o^tWiV>!w^^^\\^\ 
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God,  ia  all  its  commandments  and  ordinancen 
to  bis  people ;  proclaiming  to  them,  That  if 
they  would  be  saved,  they  must  repeat  of  their 
sins,  and  with  godly  sorrow  to  imurn  over 
them ;  <o  keep  the  commandments  and  or- 
dinances of  God,  and  to  live  a  pious^  holy, 
and  unreprovable  life  in  this  evil  world  :  and 
that  io  such  is  promised  grace  and  remission  of 
sins  in  and  through  the  merit  and  blood  of 
Jesus  Christ  the  Saviour. 

But  herein  is  a  great  error  Ihnong  men,  that 
when  a  teacher  comes  in  his  own  name,  speak- 
ing of  Jnmself,  and  preaching  th)e  visions  of  his 
own  heart,  and  not  the  word  of  the  Lord,  he 
will  be  received,  while  he  who  preaches  the 
word  of  tlie  Lord,  is,  by  man}'-,  rejected :  For 
even  the  Son  of  God  himself  was  rejected,  as 
he  saith :  I  am  come  in  my  Father^a  name, 
and  ye  receive  me  not :  if  another  shall  come 
in  his  own  name,  him  ye  will  receive. 
(John  5:  48.)  Therefore,  all  those  who  would 
not  be  deceived  by  their  teachers,  should  prove 
whether  thisy  teach  the  word  of  God  in  its  puri- 

.  ty — unadulterated  with  the  commandments  of 
men,  and  without  prevarication :  even  as  it  was 
taugbt  by  Christ  and  his  apostles,  and  as  they 
commanded  it  to  be  taught.  Or  whether,  on 
the  cDhtraiy,  they  speak  their  own  words,  and 
preach  the  dredms  and  Visions  of  their  o^v\. 
hearts,  and  doctrines,  which  ih^  Soxv  o\  ^<^ 
has  not  taugbt  and  commanded.  'Pot  ^^^jO*^'^ 

Mjtb,  bjr  Moses,  What  thing  aoe^«t  \  coo\To»»a. 
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jou,  observe  to  do  it :  thou  shalt  hot  add  there- 
to, nor  diminish  from  it.  (Deut.  12:  32.) 
Moreover,  If  there  arise  among  you  a  prophet, 
or  a  dreamer  of  dreams,  and  giveth  thee  a  sign 
or  a  wonder,  and  the  sign  or  the  wonder  come 
to  pass,  whereof  he  spake  unto  thee,  sayitog, 
Let  us  go  after  oth^r  gods^  which  thou  hast  not 
known,  and  let  us  serve  them;  thou  shalt 
not  hearken  unto  the  words  of  that  prophet,  or 
that  dreamer  of  dreams :  for  the  Lord  your 
God  proveth  yorf,  to  know  whether  ye  love  the 
LoRi>  your  God  with  all  your  heart,  and  with 
all  your  soul.  Ye  shall  walk  after  the  Lord 
your  God,  and  fear  him,  and  keep  his  com- 
mandments, and  obey  his  voice,  and  ye  shall 
serve  him  and  cleave  unto  him.  And  that 
prophet,  or  that  dreamer  of  dreams,  shall  be 
put  to  death ;  because  he  hath  spoken  to  turn 
you, away  from  the  LoRif  your  God,  which 
brought  you  oUt  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  and  r^- 
deemed  yoil  out  of  the  house  of  bondage,  to 
thrust  thee  out  of  the  way  which  the  Lord  thy 
God  commanded  thee  to  walk  in.  (Deut.  13: 
1-5.)  Now,  here  we  see,  that  although  this 
prophet  or  dreamer  was  so  mighty  as  to  be  able 
to  reveal  future  things,  yet  was  he  highly  pun- 
ishable in  the  sight  of  the  Lord,  because,  he 
did  not  stedfastly  cleave  to  the  word  of  the 
Lord,  but  depart^  therefrom  and  said,  Let  u^ 
go  after  other  gods  which  thou  hast  i^ot  known. 
And  the  people  were  commanded  not  to  heark- 
en to  snjicb;  but  that  l\xey  i\xw\^^^V5.^«thd 
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LoED,  and  that  such  prophets  or  dreamers 
should  be  put  to  death.    And, 

]n-  like  manner  as  it  was  with  those  false 
prophets  and  dreamers  of  old;  it  is,  and  will  be 
with  the  fidse  prophets  in  these  last  times : 
therefore,  should  their  appearance  be  ever  so 
powerful  and  mighty ;  even  to  do  wonders,  and 
with  an  outward  show  of  holiness,  and  piety, 
as  the  apostles  of  Christ ;  and  withal  say.  Let 
us  walk  other  ways  than  those  which  are  com- 
manded us  of  Christ;— it  does  not  matter  to 
observe  so  strictly  all  that  is  written  and  com- 
manded us  of  him  ; — their  doctrine  is  false  and 
deceitful :  for  all  that  does  not  agree  in  perfect 
harmony  with  the  word  of  God,  is  not  wrought 
by  the  Spirit  of  God,  for  the  true  Spirit  of  God 
teacheth  obedience  to  the  word  of  God,  as  John 
saith,  And  it  is  the  Spirit  that  beareth  witness,, 
because  the  Spirit  is  truth.  (1  John  5:  G.} 
That  is.  If  the  Spirit  of  God  dwelleth  withiiir 
us,  he  will  testify  that  the  wdtd  of  God,  which 
is  Spirit  and  Ufe,  is  truth.  Therefore  Christ 
saith,  Howbeit  wheil  he,  the  Spirit  of  truth,  is 
come,  he  will  guide  you  into  all  truth.  (John 
16:  13.)  Hence  we  are  to  try  the  spirits  (as 
John  saith)  wTiether  they  are  ofi  God:  and 
hereby  we  must  know  the  Spirit  ©f  God ;  if  we 
are  by  him  led  into  all  truth :  andthis^truth,  is 
the  word  of  God,  as  Christ  senth.  Sanctify  them 
through  thy  truth :  thy  word' is  truth.  Thus 
we  see,  that  all  those  who  have  the  S^vtv\.<^^ 
God  dwdliag  within  them,  wa-XiX^^-^^'^'^^ 
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'  to  keep  the  commandments  of  God,  and  to  the 
obedience  of  the  gospel ;  for  Christ  saith^  If  a 
man  love  me,  he  will  keep  my  words  :  and  my 
Father  will  love  him,  and  we  will  come  unto 
him,  and  make  our  abode  with  him.  He  that 
loveth  me  not  keepeth  not  my  sa3nng8 :  and 
the  word  which  ye  hear  is  not  mine,  but  the 
Father's  which  sent  me.  These  things  have 
I  spoken  unto  you,  being  yet  present  wdth  you. 
But  the  Comforter,  which  is  the  Holy  Ghost, 
whom  the  Father  will  send  in  my  name,  he 
shall  teach  you  all  things,  and  bring  all  things 
to  your  remembrance,  whatsoever  I  have  said 
unto  you.     (John  14:  23-26.) 

From  tlie  preceding  wordi^  We  see  clearly, 
that  all  those  who  love  the  Lord,  will  keep  bis 
commandments :  and  tlwse  that  do  not  keegwlv 
his  commandments  love  hira  not.  And  theslBjIf 
words  Jesus  spake, w^hen  he  \vas  yot  upqa-^ 
earth  ;  intimating  to  his  disciples,  that  the  Holy 
Spirit,  whom  he  Arould  send  unto  them,  Would 
teach  them  alL  things,  and  bring  all  things  to 
their  remembrance,  whatsover  he  hdd  said  un- 
to them,  and  guide  them  into  all  truth.  And 
all  the  teachers  who  are  sent  from  God,  will  be 
moved  and  guided  by  this  divine  Spirit.  And 
whosoever  he  may  be  that  is  gnlded  by  any 
other  spirit,  to  pass  by  llie  word  of  God,  and 
the  doctrine  of  Christ,  or  set  at  nought  any 
part  thereof  must  be  accounted  as,  false,  and 
from  wiiose  voice  we  must  flee  as  from  the  voice 

of  a  f  (ranger,  as  C\i\isl  6?\0ci  ol  \i\&  ^^^^  A 
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Stranger  will  they  not  follow,  but  will  flee  from 
him :  for  Ihoy  know  not  the  voice  of  strangers. 
(John  10:  5.)  All  the  voices  which  do  not  ac- 
cord with  the  doctrine  of  Christ  and  his  apos- 
tlesj  are  strange  voices ;  and  all  those  who  do 
not  enter  into  the  sheep-fold  by  the  door,  but 
climb  up  some  other  way,  the  same  are  thieves 
and  robbers :  that,  is,  all  those  who  do  not  go 
in  through  Christ  and  his  doctrine,  the  same 
rob  God  of  his  honour  and  glory,  and  are  mur- 
derers of  souls ;  for,  saith  Christ,  All  that  ever 
came  before  me  are  thieves  and  robbers.  (John 
10:  8.)  Now  there  is  a  wide  difference  be- 
tween those  that  are  sent,  and  those  who  come 
of  their  own  ^accbrd :  for  Moses  and  all  the 
ppophets,  Christ  and  all  his  japostles  were  sent 
,._^fcy''God;  but  the  thieves  ond  robbers  came 
'^SiWmiout  being.senX,  biit  the  sheep  did  not  hear 
their  voice  :  but,  the  voice  «f  the  good  Shep- 
herd- will  they  hear  and  follow''',  as  ho  saith.  My 
sheep  hear  my  voice,  and  I  know  them,  and 
they  follow  me :  and  I  give  unto  them  eternal 
life. 

Moreover,  we  find,  that  the  false  prophets 
who  will  come  in  the  last  days,  will  not  all 
deny  Christ,,  hut  rather,  they  will  say,  Behold, 
he  is  in  the  desert — behold,  he  is  in  the  secret 
chambers, — biH  when  they  say  thus,  we  arc 
not  tc^  go  forth,  nor  believe  them.  For,  it  \d 
presumable,  that  satan  will  -deceive  more  peo- 
ple, and  lead  them  into  error,  by  permituiv^  U>a 
disciples  to  acknowledge  Chr\sl,  aadL  TKsx>a.^  ^^.

profession  of  Christianity,  aad  thereby  porel 
(^ome  of  the  coiamandmeots  of  Christ  and  ddI- 
llfy  tbeiu,  than  if  they  would  openly  deny  hica. 
'1  herefore  will  the  false  chrisis  and  &dse  pro- 
phets, preach  Chribt  in  such  a  fabe.  ambiguous 
prevaricated  waV;  as  though  they  could  £nd 
him  with  them  in  the  desert,  or  in  the  soati 
ciiambers :  but  Christ  teils  all  his  folloireis,  not 
to  go  forth,  nor  behe\'e  it.  if  they  would  Dot  be 
deceived.  Moreover  he  tells  them  where  he  is 
to  be  found,  whea  he  saifh,  The  kiogdooi  of 
Cjod  coineth  not  with  obser\'ation.  Xeithtf 
jjhall  they  say,  Lo,  here!  or  lo,  there!  for,  be- 
hold, the  kingdom  of  God  is  within  you.  (Luke 
17:  20,  2L)  For  without,  Christ  is  not  to 
found.  Those  who  would  find  him,  must 
and  find  him  in  their  heart,  elsewhere 
cannot  find  him.  For  Paul  saith.  That 
may  dwell  in  your  hearts  by  faith.  And 
iiOUD  himself  saith,  I  dwell  in  xhe  high  aad 
holy  pLice,  with  him  also  that  is  of  a  contrite 
and  humble  spirit,  to  revive  the  spirit  of  the 
humble,  and  to  revive  the  heart  of  the  contrite 
one.«.  Isa.  67:  15.  Therefore,  be  wc  whom- 
soever we  may ;  and  of  whatever  denbmina- 
tion  we  may  profess  ourselves  to  be ;  we  miist 
seek  Christ  in  a  broken,  contrite,  humble,  self- 
abiised  heart,  with  a  broken  spirit :,  and  if  he  is 
sought  for  elsewhere,  he  will  no*  be  found.  For 
suith  David,  The  sacrifices  of  God  are  a  bro- 
ken spirit :  a  broken  and  contrite  heart,  O  God, 
thou  wilt  not  dispiae.    ^?^,  5\\  17 .\ 
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Now,  no  doubt^  such  humble,  penitent,  self- 
abased  hearts,  VriU  bring  forth  fruits  of  humil- 
iation— good  fruits.  For,  according  to  the  words 
under  consideration,  Ye  shall  know  them  by 
their  fruits.  Do  men  gather  grapes  of  thorns, 
or  figs  of  thistles  ?  Even  86  every  good  tree 
bringeth  forth  good  fruit:  but  a  corrupt  tree 
bringeth  forth  evil  fruit.  A  good  free  cannot 
bring  forth  evil  fruit ;  neither  can  a  corrupt  tree 
bring  forth  good  fruit.  Here  we  see,  that  a 
good  tree  in  the  nature  of  things,  will  yield 
good  fruit,  and  should  evil  fruit  be  found  on  it, 
it  would  prove  that  the  tree  is  corrupt,  and  not 
of  a  good  quality  or  sort ;  also  a  corrupt  tree, 
according  to  its  nature,  will  bring  forth  evil  fruit, 
^f^^nd  thus  it  is  with  man ;  if  he  is  truly  hum- 
in  heart,  and  is  of  a  contrite  spirit,  it  is  im- 
lible  that  he  should  manifest  pride,  haugh- 

ess  and  arrogance  in  his  conduct :  for  all  his 
^  words  and  actions  proceed  from  the  heart,  and 
if  that  be  good,  it  follows  of  course  that  his 
works  must  be  good  also :  but  if  the  heart  be 
evil  or  corrupt,  no  good  fruit  can  be  brought 
forth.  And,  although  some  who  are  corrupted 
in  heart,  may,  by  dissembhng,  appear  for  a 
while  to  be  humble,  pure  and  holy,  yet  this  is 
hypocrisy  and  is  evil  fruit,  no  matter  how  good 
and  fair  it  may  appear :  for,  unto  them  that  are 
defiled  and  unbelieving  is  nothing  pure.  And 
notwithstanding  all  their  care  in  dissembling, 
their  real  character  will,  at  times,  manifest  it- 
self in  their  evil  fruits,  so  ihtxl  l\iet^>a^  \V.  tMi;^i 
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be  known  that  the  tree  is  corrupt.  And  if  we 
should  say,  If  only  the  heart  be  good,  it  dop» 
not  iriatter,  though  the  fruit  may  not  always  be 
eo,  we  would  greatly  err :  for  Christ  saiUi^  A 
good  tree  cannot  bring  forth  evil  fruit.  Now, 
lis  the  inherent  quality,  nature  and  species  of  a 
tree  is  known,  from  without,  by  the  fruit  which 
it  bears ;  so  is  the  inherent  motion  and  tenden- 
cy of  the  heart  known,  outwardl}^,  by  the  work^ 
which  do  show  forth:  and  from  these  works, 
the  natural  tendency  and  disposition  of  the 
heart  can  no  more  differ  and  be  separate,  than 
tliat  the  nature  and  quality  of  a  tree  could  be 
changed  to  bear  another  kind  of  fruit  than  that 
which  its  inherent  quality  will  produce.  And, 
Let  us  now  consider,  what  are  the  fruiu^^ 
which  a  good  tree,  or,  a  good  man,  bring 
forth  ?  These  are  the  following,  as  Paul  sai 
But  the  fruit  of  the  Spirit  is  love,  joy,  pe 
long-suffering,  gentleness,  goodness,  faith,meek- 
ness,  temperance.  (Gal.  5:  22,  23.)  Love  is 
the  fruit  of  the  Spirit,  and  a  true  token  of  a 
child  of  God,  and  a  minister  of  Jesus  Christy 
as  he  himself  saith  to  his  disciples,  By  this  shall 
all  men  know  that  ye  are  my  disciples,  if  ye 
have  love  one  to  another.  (John  13:  35.) 
Moreover,  John  saith.  Behold,,  let  us  love  one 
another :  for  love  is  of  God ;  and  every  one 
that  loveth  is  born  of  God,  and  knoweth  C^od. 
He  that  loveth  not  knoweth  not  God  ;  for  God 
is  love.  (1  John  4:  7,  8.)  Now,  the  truebve 
of  God  will  lead  us  to  keep  his  commaod- 
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mcnts,  for  thus  saith  John^  But  wfaoso  kecpctii 
his  word,  in  him  verily  is  the  love  of  God  per- 
fected :  hereby  know  we  that  we  arp  in  him. 
(2:  5.)  This  was  the  sign  of  the  apostles,  that 
they  were  in  God,  because  iliey  kept  his  cont- 
inandnients ;  and  this  is  the  fruit  whereby  the 
true  disciples  and  ministers  of  the  Lord  must 
be  known :  when  tliey  walk  in  all  the  ordi- 
nances and  commandments  of  the  Lord,  and 
manifest  true  love,  not  only  to  their  friend>s 
and  brethren,  but  also  towards  all  men,  and 
even  towards  their  enemies.  For  Christ  saith, 
If  ye  salute  your  brethren  only,  what  do  ye 
more  than  others  1  do  not  even  the  publicans 
so  ?  This  love  to  God  and  keeping  his  com- 
mandments, are  excellent  fruits  of  the  Spirit, 
whereby  the  disciples  of  Christ  are  known. 
..  Moreover,  in  the  delight  which  they  take,  by 
fiiith,  in  the  word  of  God,  his  laws  and  testi- 
monies ;  by  the  keeping  of  which,  they  become 
peaceable,  patient,  courteous,  kind,  meek  and 
chaste ;  thus  showing  forth  the  good  fruits  of 
the  Spirit,  which  are  produced  by  them  through 
the  regenerate  nature  of  the  image  of  Christ 
Jesus.  And  to  this  also  belongs  humbleness  of 
mind,  aa  Paul  saith.  Put  on  therefore,  as  the 
elect  of  God,  holy  and  beloved,  bowels  of  mer- 
cies, kindness,  humbleness  of  mind,  meekness, 
long-sufiering*  (Col.  3:  12.)  And,  in  like  man- 
ner as  the  good  tree  is  known  by  these  good 
fruits,  so  is  the  corrupt  tree  known  by  the  evil 
fruits,  which  are^  hatred,  varianceYVca^xhsiii^A

infidelity,  uDchaatity,  pride,  haughtiness,  vain- 
glory,   unholiness,  unfaithfulness,  ambitious- 
ness,  together  with  other  evil  and  corrupt  fruits, 
of  which  the  tree  that  bears  them,  is  under  the 
threatening  sentence  of  being  cut  down  and 
cast  into  the  fire.    Now  it  should  be  well  con- 
sidered how  inexpressibly  painful  It  is  to  be 
burned  with  fire;  and  if  this  natural  fire  is  so 
intolerably  painful  to  endure  only  for  a  mo- 
ment, what  will  the  pain  be,  which  the  wicked 
must  suffer  when  they  arc  cast  into  the  lake  of 
nternal  fire,  where  their  worm  dieth  not,  and 
the  fire  is  not  quenched;  and  where  the  smoke 
of  their  torment  ascendeth  up  for  ever  and  ever, 
and  where  they  have  no  rest  day  nor  night. 
But  unto  those  good  and  fruitful  trees-r-those 
faithful  followers  of  Christ,  who,  out  of  their 
good  heart,  have  brought  forth  good  fruits,  will 
receive  eternal  blessedness,  according  to  the 
fruit  wliich  they  bore:  for  the  works  which 
they  did,  will  follow  them,  be  they  good  or  evil 
Farthermore,  we  read  in  the  word  of  our 
text,  Not  every  one  that  saith  unto  me,  Lord, 
Lord,  shall  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  heaven : 
but  he  that  doeth  the  will  of  my  Father  whici 
is  in  heaven.    Here  we  see  clearly,  that  word 
alone  will  not  avail ;  but  rather  the  keeping  ( 
the*  commandments  of  God.     Therefore,  v 
must  not  solace  ourselves  with  the  idea  that  t 
are  doing  enough,  when  we  pray  often,  a 
say.  Lord,  Lord^  thinking  that  therewith  al 
weU^  and  the  favour  of  God  secured     Nc 
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herewith  we  may  greatly  deceive  ourselves: 
For  if  we  would  daily,  and  even  hourly  pray, 
saying  Lord,  Lord  ;  and  withal,  live  contrary 
to  the  counsel  and  will  of  the  Lord,  it  would 
profit  us  nothing.  Therefore,  this  must  bo 
understood  with  discernment,  and  in  its  pro- 
per light :  for  to  pray,  and  to  call  on  the  name 
of'  the  Lord,  is  not  to  be  contemned  and  de- 
spised when  it  is  performed  in  a  proper  spirit, 
and  must  be  looked  upon  as  a  high  command 
of  the  Lord.  But  it  must  be  used  in  a  proper 
manner,  as  Christ  saith.  If  ye  abide  in  me,  and 
my  words  abide  in  you,  ye  shall  ask  what  ye 
will,  and  it  shall  be  done  unto  you.  (John 
15:  7.)  This  points  out  to  us,  that,  if  our 
prayer  is  to  be  acceptable  to  him,  we  must  walk 
in  his  commandments  and  keep  them  ;  and,  if 
\ye  keep  his  commandments,  we  then  do  tho 
will  of  our  Father  which  is  in  heaven,  and 
have  the  promise,  that  what  we  will  ask  in 
prayer,  it  shall  be  done  unto  us.  But  it  is  to 
be  lamented  that  there  are  so  many  who  say. 
Lord,  Lord,  and  yet  do  not  the  will  of  our 
Father  which  is  in  heaven :  for  Paul  saith. 
For  the  kingdom  of  God  k  not  in  word,  but  in 
power. ,  (1  Cor.  4:  20.)  H,ence,.  we  cannot 
judge  of  men  by  their  words,  but  we  must 
know  them  by  their  fruit.  For,  should  any 
come  witli  plausible  words,  and  pretensions  of 
their  knowledge  and  experience  in  the  religion 
of  Christ,  and  yet,  in  their  walk  and  conversa- 
tion did  not  evidently  show  fotlK  \.Vx^  ltvx\\.  <^\ 
23 
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the  Spirit,  and  the  keeping  the  cprnmaDdments 
of  Christ,  by  doing  the  will  of  the  Father  in 
heaven,  their  glorying  in  religion  would  hi 
vain,  and  their  pretensions  false.  But  those 
who  Imve  nothing  to  glory  of,  concerning  theii 
knowledge  and  experience  in  religion,  and  ye 
walk  in  the  commandments  of  Christ ;  do  the 
will  of  their  heavenly  Father,  and  shew  forth 
the  fruit  of  the  Spirit ;  these  have  the  promise 
that  they  shall  inherit  the  kingdom  of  God. 
Notwithstanding,  we  would  not  condemn  those 
who  have  something  to  eay  of  their  conversion 
and  experience  in  religion,  provided  they  man- 
ifest the  same  in  all  their  conversation,  by 
l)ringing  forth  good  fruit.  For  we  believe  that; 
according  to  the  scripture,  a  true  believer  will 
know,  by  experience,  of  his  repentance,  con- 
version, and  regeneration,  and  that  he  has 
passed  from  death  unto  life.  (1  John  3:  14.] 
But  for  this  he  will  not  glory  in  liimself,  bul 
will  ascribe  all  the  glory  to  God,  and  bring  forth 
good  fruits,  by  a  pious  and  godly  life  and  con- 
versation ;  shining  as  a  light  out  of  darkness, 
that  his-good  works  may  be  seen,  and  his  Fath- 
er in  heaven  be  glorified  thereby.  For  he  that 
glorieth,  let  him  glory  in  the  Lord,  l^or  not 
he  that  comrasndeth  himself  is  approved,  but 
whom  the  Lord  commendeth.  (2  Cor.  10:  17, 
18.)  Moreover  Solomon  saith.  Let  another 
man  praise  thee,  and  not  thine  own  mouth;  a 
stranger,  and  not  thine  own  lips.  (Prov.  27:  2.) 
And  to  this  we  arc  adTOomshefl  in  the  word  of 
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the  Lord  ;  not  to  seek  our  own  glory  :  but  to 
do  all  we  do,  to  the  glory  of  the  Lord. 

Besides  this  we  find,  that  rtmong  those  who 
pay,  Lord,  Lord,  are  the  Pharisees,  who  love  to 
pray  standing  in  the  synagoguec*,  and  in  the 
corners  of  the  streets,  that  they  may  be  seen  of 
men^  with  their  pretence  nidfking  long  prayer  ; 
but  they  shall  therefore  receive  the  greater  dam- 
nation. (Matth.  G:  5,  and  23:  14.).  Hence  our 
I^ord  Jesus  Christ  taught  his  followers  the  pro- 
j)cr  mode  of  prayer,  saying,  But  thou,  when 
thou  prayest,  enter  into  thy  closet ;  and  when 
thou  hast  shut  tliy  door,  pray  to  thy  Father 
which  is  in  secret ;  and  ihy  Patlier,  which 
seeth  in  secret,  sliall  reward  tliee  of)enly.  But 
when  yovpray,  use  not  vain  repetitions,  as  the 
heathen  do  :  for  they  think  that  they  shall  be 
heard  for  their  much  speaking.  (6;  G,  7.) 
Now,  if  we  pray  in  secret,  it  must  be  in  retire- 
ment, away  Yrom  the' eye  of  man  ;  for  unto 
God  nothing  is  secret.  And  should  any  ask, 
May  we  not  also  pray  openly  before  men  ?  I 
would  answer,  that  this  must  be  considered  in 
its  i)roper  liglit.  And  we  do  not  find  that 
Christ  Jesus  prayed  much  before  men,  openly, 
but  frequently  withdrew  himself  from  his  dis- 
ciples and  retired,  contmuing  all  night  in  pray- 
er to  God.  (liuke  6:  12.)  When  we  pray  in 
secret,  where  none  but  the  eyes  of  God  see  us, 
and  his  ears  hear  us,  Ave  are  out  of  the  danger 
of  Pharisaical  hypocrisy,  of  praying  to  be  seen 
of  men.    With  this,  we  wou\4  iMA.^>a$3W^N«t^ 
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be  undefstood  to  condemn  public  prayer,  but 
rather  exhort  that,  when  public  prayer  is  made, 
we  may  not  seek  glory  of  men,  but  that  the 
heart  be  firmly  fixed  on  God,  seeking  his  glo- 
ry alone,  46e  edification  of  immortal  souls,  the 
expansion  of  iiis  kingdom,  and  that  his  will 
be  done :  and  thus  I  would  c^f^ude,  adv;sing 
men.  Always  to  pray  and  not  to  paint. 
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on  mattiJew  7:  24-2|B!- 

• 

Therefore,  whosoever  heareth  these  sayings '  of  mine,  and ' 
doeth  them,  t  will  liken  him  unto  a  wise  man,  which  baiit 
his  house  upon  a  rock  :  and  the  rain  descended,  and  the 
(ioods  came,  and  the  winds  blew,  and  beat  upon  that 
house ;  and  it  fell  not :  for  it  was  founded  upon  a-irock. 
And  every  one  that  heareth  these  sayings  of  mine,  and 
docth  them  not,  shall  be  likered  unto  a  fooliiih  man,  which 
built  his  house  upon  the  sand :  and  the  rain  descended, 
and  the  floods  came,  and  the  winds  blevr,  and  beat  upon 
that  house  ;  and  it  fell :  and  great  was  the  fill  of  it.  And 
it  camo  to  pass,  when  Jesuit  had  ended  Ui^|  sayings,  the 
peopio  were  astonished  at  his  doctrine :  forSi  taught  theni 
as  one  having  authority,  and  not  as  the  scribes. 

By  these  words  Christ  teaches  us,  that  thi 
word  of  God,  must  be  the  basis,  whereon  every 
wise  man  will  build  the  hope  of  his  future  hap- 
piness ;  as  its  foundation  is  immoveable,  firmer 
than  heaven  and  earth,  and  whicli  passes  not 
away.  For  Christ  saith.  Verily  I  say  unto  you, 
Till  heaven  and  earth  pass,  one  jot  or  one  tittlf . 
shall  in  no  wise  pass  from  the  law,  till  all  bb 
fulfilled,     Who9oevex  iVvex^few  shall  break  one- 
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of  these  least  commandments,  and  shall  leach 
men  so.  he'shall  be  called  the  leasl  in  the  king- 
dom of  heaven :  but  whosoever  shall  do  and 
teach  them,  the  same  shall  be  calftd  great  in 
the  kingdom  of  heaven.  (Matth.  6:  Ifi^  19.) 
Therefore,  we»believe,  that  the  word  of  God  is 
of  inestimable  value;  and  that  it  is  quick,  and 
powerful,  and  sharper  than  any  two-edged 
sword,  piercing  even  to  the  dividing  asunder  of 
soul  and  spirit,  and  of  the  joints  and  marrow, 
and  is  a  diaoerner  of  the  jlljoughts  and  intents 
of  the  heart.  (Heb.  4:  12.^  Also,  that  the 
words  of  Christ,  which  he  has  spoken,  shall 
judge  us  in  the  last  day.  (John.  12:  48.)  Now 
according  to  this  Word,  must  all  the  ordinances 
of  the  church  of  God  be  ordered  and  conduct- 
ed, without  taking  away,  or  adding,  one  jot  or 
little,  to  leach  men  otherwise;  because  it  is 
\,  firmer  fixed  than  heaven  and  earth  :  and  who- 
soever shi^  do  so  and  teach,  shall  be  called 
'great  in  too  kingdom  of  heaven,  and  receive 
the  reward  of  a  faithful  servant ;  but  the  diso- 
|)edient  will  bring  upon  themselves  sore  punish- 
naent.  For  God  demands  our  obedience  to  his 
law,  as  well  as  he  demanded  the  obedience  of 
our  first  parents,  Adam  and  Eve.  But  alas ! 
by  their  disobedience  they  brought  upon  them- 
selves, and  their  whole  posterity  severe  punish- 
xnent,  with  temporal  and  eternal  death.  There- 
fore disobedience  is  abominable  in  the  sight  of 
God,  as  the  sin  of  witchcraft,  iuvc^Vv^^  w>^ 
idolatry.    (I  S^fiif  15:  23.)     M4  VVo^^  ^^^^ 
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practice  it,  God  hath  not  only  rejected,  but  hatli 
also  laid  them  under  the  curiae,  as  it  is  wr^D, 
Thou  hast  rel)uked  the  proud  that  are  cUnied, 
wliich  do  err  from  thy  commandments.  (Pp. 
119:  :?1.)  And  on  the  other  hand,  he  hath 
chosen  obedience  ;  so,  that  all  those  who  seek 
grace  and  reconciliation  with  God,  must  unre- 
servedly obey  his  commands,  in  observing  them 
to  walk  therein.     For, 

When  Adam  had  transgressed  the  com- 
mandment of  the  Lord,  God  again  gave  laws 
and  commandments  unto  his  people,  with  the 
penalty  of  a  curse  on  all  the  transgressors,  say- 
ing, Cursed  be  he  that  confirmeth  not  all  the 
words  of  this  law  to  do  them :  and  all  the  peo- 
ple shall  say,  Amen.  (Deut.  17:  26.)  And, 
He  that  despised  Moses'  law  died  without  mer- 
cy under  two  or  three  w  itnessee.  (Heb.  10:  28.) 
And  notwithstanding  the  severity  of  ihe  law, 
yet  it  could  not  justify  the  sinner  before  Gocl 
with  all  its  ceremonies,  and  offeringi ;  but  was 
a  shado^v  of  good  things  to  come,  pointing  to 
Christ  Jesus,  by  whose  offering  up  of  himsejl' 
to  make  atonement  for  us  we  were  rsconcilw' 
to  God.  He  is  the  Prophet  of  whom  Moses 
spake,  saying,  The  Lord  thy  God  will  raise 
up  unto  th^,ii  Prophet  from  the  midst  of  thee, 
of  thy  brethren,  like  unto  me ;  unto  him  ye 

shall  hearken And  I  will  put  my  words  ~ 

his  mouth ;  and  he  shall  speak  unto  them 

that  I  shall  command  him.    And  it  shall  coi 

to  pnssy  that  lyljogo^^et  V'Sl  tiQX\\Kw\!;fttv  u||^^ 
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my  words,  which  he  shall  speak  iu  my  name, 
I  wiHrequireit  cf  him.      (Dent.  18:   15-lB, 
19.)"  Hence  it  is  evident  that  Ciirist  spake  the 
words  of  God,  as  he  also  saith,  For  I  have  not 
spoken  of  myself;  but  the  Father  which  sent 
me,  he  gave  me  a  commandment,  what  1 
should  say,  and  what  I  should  speak.     And  I 
know  that  his  commandment  is  l^c  everlast- 
ing: whatsoever  I  speak  therefore,  even  as  the 
Father  said  unto  me,  so  I  speak.     (John. 12  : 
49,  50.)    Here  it  is  evidently  seen,  tlrat  ihc 
words  which  Christ  spake,  are  awful  words — 
words  of  God,  the  eternal  Father,  which  he 
.s|)ake  from  heaven,  by  Jesus  Christ.     And 
those  who  refuse  to  hear  his  wordd,  and  are 
disobedient,  are  worthy  of  greater  punishment 
than  those  who  refused  to  hear  the  law  of  Mo- 
ses, and  were  disobedient.     Therefore  Paul 
sayeth.  See  that  ye  refuse  not  him  that  speak- 
eth :  for  if  they  escaped  not  who  refused  him 
that  spake  on  earth,  much  more  shall  not  we 
escape,  if  we  turn  away  from  Him  that  speak- 
^1  in  heaven.     (Heb.  12  :  25.)     Moses  with 
flfs  law,  was  he  who  spake  on  earth ;  and  Jesus 
Christ  is  He,  who,  with  his  gospel,  speaketh 
from  heaven :  and  those  who  despise  his  voice, 
by  unbelief  and  disobedience,  unHbring  upon 
themselves  a  severer  punishmen^S^an  that  of 
;  A)doim  and  Gomorrah.   For,  when  Christ  sent 
v%ith  his  disciples  to  preach  the  Gospel,  he  said 
^Jiiato  them,  Into  whatsoever  city  yeenter^  atvd 
ittiey  receive  you  not^   go  youY  wii^  owv.  \vv\sk 
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the  streets  of  tliesamc,  and  say,  Even  tbe  very 
dust  of  your  city,  Avliich  cleaveth  on  us,  we  do 
wipe  off  against  you :  notwithstanding,  be  ye 
sui^  of  this,  that  the  kingdom  of  God  is  come 
nigh  imto  you.  But  I  say  unto  yoy,  that  it 
shall  be  uiore  tolerable  in  that  day  for  Sodom, 
than  for  that  city.  Moreover,  it  shall  be  more 
tolerable  fo^  Tyre  and  Sidon,  at  the  judgment, 
than  for  yoii.     (Luke  10:  10-14.) 

Inasmuch  then,  as  there  is  such  a  heavy 
punisliment  denounced  against  the  unbelievers 
and. disobedient,  it  would  be  advisable  for  us, 
and  wisdom,  to  adhere  to  the  doctrine  of  Christ, 
and  keep  his  sayings  and  do  them  :  as  they 
are  the  only  immovable  basis  whereon  to 
ground  our  hope.  But  to  come  to  this  founda- 
tion, we  must  dig  deep,  through  the  sandy  soil 
of  human  wisdom  and  reasoning;  and  thus 
ground  the  building  of  our  faitli,  not  in  the 
wisdom  of  men,  but  in  tlie  power  of  God.  (1 
Oor.  2:  5.)  Here  must  all  the  commandments 
of  men  and  their  ordinances  be  done  away, 
and  our  building  must  be  grounded  and  built 
on  the  Rock  and  chief  Corner-stone  Jesuil 
Christ,  disallowed  indeed  of  men,  but  chosen 
of  God,  and  precious.  Of  this  Corner-stone 
the  Lord  saith,  Behold,  I  lay  in  Zion  for  a 
foundation,  a  Stone,  a  tried  Stone,  a  |)riecious 
Corner-stone,  a  sure  foundation :  lie  that  be- 
heveth  shall  not  make  haste.  (Isa.  28:  16.) — 
This  is  the  Rock  on  which  the  Church  of  God 
48  grounded  and  bu\\^>  ^^>J  V^^^^Vev^  i.Ue  com-' 
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manduienU  of  Christ,  as  he  saith,  And  upon 
this  Rock  I  will  build  my  church,  and  the  gates 
of  hell  shall  not  prevail  against  it.  (Matth. 
16:  18.) 

Now,  all  those  who  ground  their  building  of 
faith  on  this  llock,  and  on  the  firm  word  of 
God,  which  standeth  firmer  than  heaven  and 
earth,  have  a  firm  andimimovabtalbasis  where- 
on to  stand,  and  which  cannot  be  shaken  by  all 
the  assaults  and  powers  of  hell.  And  if  Satan, 
with  all  his  legions,  conspire  to  raise  against 
them  storms  of  temptation,  and  floods  of  tribu- 
latioQ  and  persecution,  they  may  stand  immo- 
vable, having  a  strong  tower,  and  a  mighty 
Arm  to  support  them.  And  even  when  the 
billows  of  anguish  roll  over  the  wicked  and 
the  disobedient;  and  when  the  day  cometh 
that  shall  burn  as  an  oven  ;  and  all  die  proud, 
yea^and  all  that  do  wickedly  shall  be  stubble  : 
and  the  day  that  cometh  shall  burn  thom  up 
.....that  it  shall  leave  them  neither  root  nor 
branch.  (Malachi  4:  t.)  That  day  is  a  day 
of  wrath,  a  day  of  trouble  and  distress,  a  day 

^"'>of  wasteness  and  desolation,  a  day  of  darkness 
and  gloominess,  a  day  of  clouds  and  thick 
darkness,  a  day  of  the  trumpet  and  alarm 
against  the  fenced  cities,  and  against  the  high 

.  towers,  (Zeph.  1:  15,16.)  Yea  even  in  that 
day  shall  they  stand,  who  heard  the  sayings 
of  the  Lord  and  kept  them,  as  on  a  rock,  and 
dwell  under  the  protection  of  the  Mo%V.  Wv-^.^ 

\aa4  have  ;a<l/nittance  into  the  dv^  oi^oSk^v^^^ 
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the  Spirit  sayeth,  Blessed  are  they  that  do  his 
commandinent?,  that  they  may  have  right  to 
the  Tree  of  Life,  and  may  er>ter  in  through 
the  gates  into  the  city.  (Rev.  22:  14.)  Here 
will  all  sorrow,  lamentation,  pain  and  death 
be  done  away;  for  those  who  hear  these  say- 
ings and  do  (hem  sHall  live — shall  be  blessed, 
03  it  is  tcsti^d  by  Christ  in  his  word  abun- 
dantly. For  thus  Christ  sa,ith.  Blessed  are 
they  that  hear  the  word  of  God,  and  keep  ir: 
(Luke  11:  28.)  Again,  Verily,  verily,  I  say 
unto  you.  If  a  man  keep  my  sayings,  he  shall 
never  see  death.  (John  8:  51.)  Moreaver^V 
my  sheep  hear  my  voice,  and  I  know.  Uieni, 
and  they  follow  me:  and  I  give  unto  them 
eternal  life ;  and  they  shall  never  perish,  neither 
shall  any  pluck  them  out  of  my  hand.  My 
Father  which  gave  them  me  is  greater  than 
all.  (10:  27-29.)  This  is  the  doctrine^on 
which  the  apostles  grounded  their  faith,  and 
which  they  propagated,  namely.  That  the  love 
of  God  consists  in  keeping  his  commandments, 
as  John  saith,  For  this  is  the  love  of  Gotl,  that 
Ave  keep  his  commandments ;  ami  his  com- 
mand ments  are  not  grievous.  (1  John  5:  3.) 
Again  he  saith.  He  that  saith,  I  know  him, 
and  k'eepeth  not  his  commandments,  is  a  liar, 
and  the  truth  is  not  in  him.  But  whoso  keep- 
«th  his  word,  in  him  verily  is  the  love  of  God 
perfected.  (2:  45.)  Moreover,  Whosoever 
transgresseih,  and  abideth  not  in  the  doctrine 
'Of  CJuist,  hath  iu>t  Ciod-    Ife  vUoi  abideth  ia 
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tlic  doctrine  of  Christ,  he  hath  both  the  Father 
and  the  Son.  (2  John,  verse  9.)  Hence,  by 
the  doctiine  of  Chiist  and  his  apostle?,  we  must 
be  builded  together  for  a  habitation  of  God 
through  the  Spirit;  as  Paul  sayeth,  Now  there- 
fore ye  ore  no  more  strangers  and  foreigners, 
but  fellow-citizens  with  the  saints,  and  of  the 
household  of  God ;  and  are  built  upon  the  foun^ 
dation  of  the  apostles  and  prophets,  Jesus  Christ 
himself  bein*?  the  chief  corner-stone;  in  whom 
all  the  building,  fitly  framed  together,  groweth 
unto  a  holy  temple  in  the  Lord  :  in  whom  yc 
ifre  abp  builded  together  for  a  habitation  of  God 
thr6dg»;the  Spirit.    (Eph.  2:  19-22.) 

Proih  the  foregoing  w^ords  and  testimonies, 
may  be  seen,  I  trust,  what  is  the  sure,  firm, 
and  immovable  foundation  of  God,  whereon  he 
has  built  his  church,  namely,  on  his  word, 
and^i  the  hearing  and  doing  of  the  same  : 
and ^1  is  foundation  will  stand  firm  as  a  rock, 
and  which  cannot  be  moved  or  shaken  by  all 
the  storms  and  floods  cf  temptation  and  perse- 
cution. But  all  those  who  hear  the  sayings  of 
Christ,  and  do  them  not,  will  not  have  this  firm 
foundation,  but  their  foundation  will  be  totter- 
ing, sandy,  and  breeze-shaken.  And,  because 
they  have  erected  the  building  on  the  wisdom, 
commandments,  and  ordinances  of  men  who 
have  made  up  a  religion  of  their  own,  in  order 
to  avoid  the  cross  of  Christ,  and  that  narrow 
way  which  he  pointed  out  to  us  in  his  serwxow 
on  the  mount;  and  elsewhere  m  Vv\a  \vox^\  "^^^ 
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instead  of  this  narrow  path  of  self-denial,  travel 
a  way  more  suited  to  their  self-will,  and  their 
carnal  nature — they  will  find  that  they  have 
built  on  the  sand.  And  although  their  build< 
ing  may  appear  ever  so  fair,  plausible  and 
showy,  and  be  beautifully  adorned  with  the 
commandments  and'ordinances  of  men,  it  can* 
not  stand  against  the  storms  and  floods  of 
temptation  and  persecution.  And  when  the 
Lord  Jesus  shall  be  revealed  from  heaven  with 
his  mighty  angels,  in  flaming  fire  taking  ven- 
geance on  them  that  know  not  God,  and  that 
obey  not  the  gospel  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Qljrist: 
who  shall  be  punished  with  everlastiqg  des- 
truction from  the  presence  of  the  Lord,  and 
from  the  glory  of  his  power ;  (2  Thes.  I:  7-9) 
thev  will  then  find  that  their  house  Avill  fall, 
and  that  the  fall  thereof  is  great. 

Since,  then,  such  awful  threatenings  ar^an- 
nounced  against  the  disobedient,  it  will  be  of 
great  importance  that  they  stop,  and  think  how 
dreadful  it  will  be,  to  be  punished  with  ever- 
lasting  destruction  from  the  presence  of  the 
Lord,  and  from  ihe  glory  of  his  power,  and 
thus  endure  the  pain  of  eternal  burriing. — 
Therefore  let  us  not  err  and  deceive  ourselves 
by  thinking.  That  we  have  done  enough 
when  we  go  to  hear  the  word  of  God  preached, 
and  attend  at  public  worship,  and  that  we  may 
then  have  our  conversation  in  the  world  as  be- 
iore ;  and  not  thinking,  which  is,  alas !  too  of- 
im  the  case,  thai  it  is  V\x^ti  ov\\  Axvl^  to  walk 
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according  to  the  word  of  God,  which  was 
preached  unto  us,  and  to  obey  the  gospel  of  oiu* 
Lord  Jesus  Christ.  For  not  the  hearers  of  the 
law  are  just  before  God,  but  the  doers  of  the 
law,  shall  be  justified.  And,  according  to  our 
text,  Every  one  that  heareth  these  sayings  of 
mine,  and  doeth  them  not,  shall  be  likened 
unto  a  foolish  man. 

Furthermore,  we  find  in  the  words  under 
consideration,  that  when  Jesus  had  ended  these 
sayings,  the  people  were  astonished  at  his  doc- 
trine :  for  he  taught  them  as  one  having  au- 
thority, and  not  as  the  scribes.  Full  well  may 
the  people  who  heard  this  interesting  sermon 
of  Christ's,  be  astonished,  as  having  never 
heard  one  before  delivered  with  so  much  wis- 
dom and  power,  and  sq  replete  with  heavenly 
instructions ;  being  spoken  by  hith  who  spake 
from  heaven.  Therefore  we  believe  that  in  all 
the  wArds  which  Christ  spake,  is  coatained 
powerful  and  wholesome  doctrine.  Moreover, 
that  in  this,  his  sermon  on  the  mount,  which 
is  recorded  in  the  fifth,  sixth,  and  seventh 
chapters  of  Matthew,  is  comprehended  a  great 
part  of  the  doctrine  of  true  Christianity.  Con- 
sequently I  have  chosen  this  part  of  the  word 
of  God,  whereon  to  ground  these  my  reflec- 
tions ;  and  wherein  I  have  endeavored,  under 
the  fear  of  the  Lord,  and  to  his  glory,  to  remind 
my  readers  of  the  strait  gate,  and  narrow  way, 
which  leadeth  to  life;  and  which  is  here  so 
plainly  pointed  out  by  our  Lotd  Jeiaxxa  ^XvcvsX.- 
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And  many  a  wholesome  doctrine  is  yet  con- 
tained therein  on  which,  for  the  sake  of  brev- 
ity, 1  made  no  remarks.  May  the  liord  bless 
(hat  little  which  I  have  communicated,  that  it 
may  conduce  to  the  edification  of  immortal 
fiouis.  and  to  the  glory  of  his  adorable  name. 
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ON  LUKE  10:  21. 

In  that  hour  Jesus  rejoiced  m  spirit,  and  said,  I  thank  thee, 
O  Father,  Lord  of  heaven  and  earth,  that  thou  hast  hid 
these  things  from  the  wise  and  pradcnt,  and  hast  revealed 
them  unto  babes :  even  so,  Father ;  for  so  it  seemed  good 
in  thy  sighl. 

God  saith  in  his  word,  my  thoughts  are  no^ 
your  thoughts,  neither  are  your  ways  my 
ways.  (Isa.  55:  8.)  The  ways  of  men  are, 
wlien  they  arfe  about  to  undertake  to  do  some- 
thing of  great  consequence  and  importifticc,  fa 
engage  the  most  wise  and  prudent,  as  officers 
and  leaders  to  direct,  order,  and  forward  the 
work.  But  here,  in  these  words  under  consi- 
cration,  we  see  that  the  ways  of  God  are  quite 
otherwise.  For,  when  God  would  accomplish 
the  great  work  of  redemption,  tlirough  Jdsus 
Christ,  and  to  establish  his  kingdom  upon 
earth,  it  pleased  him.  in  his  infinite  wisdom,  (o 
make  choice  of  babes,  as  it  were ;  unlearned, 
^  ijlitierate  fishermen  and  publicans,  whom  he 
^  ^*^  furth  to  preach  the  gospel ;  inspiring  them 
**""      ^iiig  of  Ib^  divine  spirit,  as  Christ 
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saitli,  For  it  is  not  yc  that  speak,  but  the  Spirit 
of  your  Father,  which  speaketh  in  you.  (Matth. 
10:  20.)  Thus  they  went  forth  to  preach  ihe 
gospel,  having  also  power  given  them  by  Chrst 
to  cast  out  devils,  and  to  care  diseases,  in  his 
name.  So  when  the  disciples  returned  they 
rejoiced,  saying,  Lord,  even  the  devils  are  sub- 
ject unto  us  in  thy  name.  This  is  the  hour  in 
which  Jesus  rejoiced  in  spirit  and  said,  I  tliank 
thee,  O  Father,  Lord  of  heaven  and  earth,  that 
thou  hast  hid  these  things  from  the  wise  and 
prudent,  and  hast  revealed  them  unto  babes. — 
Now  herein  is  a  divine  mystery.  Our  first 
parents,  before  their  fall  were  in  a  state  of  in  • 
nocence  and  simplicity,  united  with  their 
Maker  in  filial  love  and  reverence.  But  through 
the  deceitfulness  of  the  devil,  they  were  tempt 
ed  to  aspire  after  wisdom  to  be  equal  with  God; 
in  that  the  serpent  said  unto  the  woman,  in 
eating  the  forbidden  fruit,  Yc  shall  not  surely 
die :  for  God  knoweth,  that  Jn  the  day  ye  eat 
thereof,  then  your  eyes  shall  be  opened ;  and 
ye  shall  be  as  God,  knowing  good  and  evil. — 
Ar\d  when  the  woman  saw  that  the  tree  was 
good  for  food,  and  that  it  was  pleasant  to  the 
eyes,  and  a  tree  to  be  desired  to  make  one  wise, 
she  took  of  the  fruit  thereof  and  did  eat.  (Gen. 
3  :  4-6.)  Here  is  plainly  seen,  that  Eve  as- 
pired after  wisdom,  to  be  equal  with  God,  and 
to  know  good  and  evil.  This  was  highly 
displeasing  to  the  Lord,  who  will  not  that  any 
of  his  creatures  should  vie  with  hva\^  VsvsXx?^^ 
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tliat  they  revere,  honour,  love,  serve,  and  obey 
him.  Hence,  the  Lord  has  reprobated  and  re- 
jected this  wisdom— the  wisdom  of  the  world ; 
and  God  liath  chosen  the  foolish  things  of  the 
world  to  confound  the  wise,  as  is  clearly  seen 
hy  the  words  of  Paul,  where  he  saith,  For  it  is 
written,  1  will  destroy  the  wisdom  of  the  wise, 
and  will  bring  to  nothing  the  understanding  of 
the  prudent.  Where  is  the  wise  ?  where  is  the 
scribe/  where  is  the  disputer  of  this  world? 
hath  not  God  made  foolish  the  wisdom  of  this 
world  I  For  after  that  in  the  wisdom  of  God, 
the  world  by  wisdom  knew  not  God,  it  pleased 
God  by  the  foolishness  of  preaching  to  save 
them  that  believe.  For  the  Jews  require  a 
sign,  and  the  Greeks  seek  after  wisdom :  but 
we  preach  Christ  crucified,  unto  the  Jews  a 
stumbling  block,  and  unto  the  Giecks  foolish- 
ness; but  unto  them  which  arc  called,  both 
Jews  and  Greeks,  Christ,  the  power  of  God, 
and  the  wisdom  of  God.  Because  the  foolish- 
ness of  God  is  wiser  than  men ;  and  the  weak- 
ness of  God  is  stronger  than  men.  For  ye  see 
vour  calling,  brethren,  how  that  not  many  wise 
'n>ea  after  the  flesh,  not  many  mighty,  not  ma- 
tjrnoblc,  are  called  :  but  God  hath  chosen  the 
^^i  things  of  the  world  to  confound  the 
,.  and  God  hath  chosen  the  weak  things 


li 


'^tPOiW  to  confound  the  things  which  are 
^^       ;  and  base  things  of  the  world,  and 


.^«hich  ate  despised,  hath  God  chosen, 
^'        ^te>p  which  are  not,  to  bring  to 
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naught  things  that  are ;  that  qo  flesh  should 
glory  in  his  presence.     (1  Cor.  1:  19-29*) 

By  these  words  of  Paul  it  is  clearly  seen, 
that  God  has  rejected  the  wisdom  of  the  world; 
and  because  the  world  by  wisdonn  knew  not 
God,  it  pleased  God  to  choose  simple,  foolish, 
weak,  and  base  things  to  confound  the  wise ; 
and  thus  by  the  foolishness  of  preaching  to 
save  them  that  believe. 

But  now  there  are  many  who  think,  that 
none  are  qualified  to  preach  the  gospel,  but 
(hose  who  have  been  regularly  educated  and 
trained  for  the  ministry,  in  seminaries  and  uni- 
versities !     But  in  Ihis  we  think  they  err,  end 
deviate  from  the  true  meaning  of  the  word  of 
God  ;  for  the  words  of  our  text,  and  the  scrip- 
ture quoted  above,  point  out  clearly,  that  God 
hath  made  foolish  the  wisdom  of  this  world, 
and  has  chosen  the  foolish,  weak,  base  and 
despised-  things    of  the    world,  and  things 
whicli  are  not,  that  no  flesh  should   glory 
in  his  presence.     For,    if  God  had  chosen 
the  wise^and  prudent  of  the  world,  and  the 
Scribes  to  preach  his  gospel  and  to  build  up 
and  establish  his  church,  the    faith   of  be- 
lievers would  have  been  built,  and  have  rested 
too  much  on  human  wisdom :  but  human  v/is- 
dom  is  not  the  foundation  whereon  the  church 
of  God  is  based  and  estabUshed,  but  in  the 
power  of  God,  as  Paul  saitli,  And  my  speech 
aad  ray  preaching,    was  not  with  enticing 
words  of  man's  wisdom,  but  in  demonstration 
24 
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of  tlie  Spirit  aiul  of  power;  that  your  f 
should  not  stand  iii  the  w  isdom  of  men,  bu 
the  |K)\ver  of  God.  (1  Cor.  2:  4,  5.)  Hen 
pleased  God  to  reveal  his  will  to  babes — il 
rate  men — such  as  had  not  acquired  woi 
wisdom  and  eloquence,  and  therefore  could 
depend  upon  their  own  knowledge  and 
dom,  but  on  the  power  of  God ;  neither 
they  any  thing  to  glory  of:  and  such  he  a 
to  the  service  of  the  church,  and  sent  t 
forth  to  preach  his  gospel,  and  build  up 
church. 

However,  this  must  be  understood  with 
per  discernment.     For  shonld  any  one 
Must,  then,  the  preachers  of  the  gospel  be 
crate,  unintelligent,  and  unexperienced  h 
we  would  answer,  no.     For  we  acknowl 
that  they  should  be  able  to  read  the  wor 
God,  and  diligently  to  examine  and  se 
therein  what  is  the  spiritual  meaning,  au(] 
mystery  of  the  gospel ;  and  pray  to  God, 
he  may  make  known  to  them  his  will,  ar 
teach  them  the  mysteries  of  the  kiogdo 
God ;  asking  the  Lord,  as  his  disciples 
What  might  this  parable  be?     Declare 
us  this  parable?     Thus,  w^e  think,  the 
disciple  of  Christ,  and  minister  of  his  go 
will  learn  in  the  school  of  Christ,  and  b< 
dued  with  power  from  on  high,  and  w 
cannot  be  attained  in  schools  and  seiuini 
of  human  learning.   For  Christ  saitb,  It  k 
ye  that  speak,  but  the  spirit  of  your  Fs 
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wliicli  spcdketh  in  you.  Moreover,  it  ig  writ- 
ten in  the  prophets,  And  they  shall  be  all 
taught  of  God.  Kvery  man,  therefore,  that 
hath  heard,  and  hath  learned  of  the  Father, 
Cometh  unto  me.  (John  6:  45.)  And  in  tfio 
Prophets  it  is  written,  But  this  shall  l>e  the  cove- 
nant that  I  will  make  with  the  house  of  Israel ; 
After  tiiose  dayj?!,  saith  the  Lord,  I  will  put 
my  law  in  their  inward  parts,  and  write  it 
in  their  hearts ;  and  will  be  their  God,  and 
they  shall  l)c  my  people.  And  they  shttU 
tcacli  no  more  every  man  his  neighbor,  and 
every  man  hia  -pother,  saying,  Know  the 
f^oRD:  for  they  shall  all  know  me,  from  the 
least  of  them  unto  the  greatest  of  them,  saith 
the  Lord.  (Jer.  31:  33,  34)  With  this  tea- 
ching should  all  the  messengers  of  God  he 
qualitied':  and  thi^  cannot  be  acquired  by  words 
which  human  wisdom  teaches,  but  which  is 
taught  by  the  Spirit  of  Gt)d.  And,  although 
the  preachers  of  the  gospel  may  have  all  the 
cjualifications  which  can  be  acquired  in  the 
seminaries  and  universities,  so  as  to  be  able  to 
use  enticing  and  high  sounding  words  with 
the  greatest  eloquence  and  oratory,  if  they  have 
not.  the  wisdom  and  spirit  from  above,  they  will 
be  apt  to  build  such  churches  as  are  founded 
on  the  wisdom  of  the  world,  and  not  on  the 
power  of  God. 

Nevertheless,  by  thus  saying,  we  would 
not  condemn  human  learning  altogether ;  but 
will  readily  admit,  that,  where  hviov^w  \r»x\!l- 
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ng  is  connected  with  true  piety,  and  the  Spirit 
xnd  wisdom  from  above,  so  that  it  is  used  in 
the  fear  of  the  Lord,  and  to  his  service,  and 
without  elation,  it  is  not  to  be  conternned  or 
dfsrogarded.  For,  Thus  saith  the  Lord,  Let 
not  the  wise  man  glory  in  his  wisdom,  neither 
let  the  mighty  man  glory  in  Iiis  might,  let  not 
t}ie  rich  man  glory  in  his  riches :  but  let  him 
that  glorieth,  glory  in  this,  that  he  understand- 
eth  and  knoweth  me,  that  I  am  the  liORD 
which  exerciseth  lo\ing-kindness,  judgment, 
and  righteousness,  in  the  earth:  for  in  these 
tilings  I  dehght,  saith  the Lmid.  (Jer.  9:  23, 
24.)  Now,  such  an  one  also  was  Paul,  who 
was  well.  learned-T-bro«gnt  up  at  the  feet  of 
GamaUel,  and  taught  according  to  the  perfect 
manner  of  the  law  of  the  fathers.  (Acts  22:  3.) 
But  when  he  was  converted^  and  endued  with 
wir?dom  from  above,  he  was  so  deeply  humbled, 
tliat  he  renounced  the  wisdom  of  the  world, 
and  would  rather  lie  accounted  foohsh,  weak, 
and  base,  of  a  vain  world,  than  to  stand  high 
in  learning  and  human  wisdom  ;  because  God 
hath  chosen  the  foolish  things  of  the  world  to 
confound  the  wise,  as  is  clearly  seen  in  the 
above  quoted  scripture.  And  thus,  that  grea 
apostle  accounted  himself  weak  and  simple  ii 
his  preaching,  as  he  sailh,  And  I,  brethrei 
when  I  came  to  you,  came  not  with  excellenc 
of  speech,  or  of  wisdom,  declaring  unto  you  tl 
testimony  of  God :  for  I  determined  not 
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know  any  thing  among  you,  save  Jesus  Christ, 
and  him  cruciiied.  And  I  was  with  you  in 
weakness,  and  in  fear,  and  in  much  trembling. 
(1  Cor.  2:  1-3.) 

Now,  as  it  is  necessary  and  important,  right- 
ly to  distinguish  between  human  wisdom,  the 
wisdom  of  the  world,  and  godly  wisdom — the 
wisdom  which  cometh  from  above — I  will  en- 
deavor  to  speak  with  discriminatiion :  inasmach 
as  there  is  a  wide  difference  between  them  ;  ajid 
the  scriptures  express  much  concerning  wis- 
dom. And  to  make  this  distinction,  it  will  be 
necessary  to  observe,  That  human  wisdom 
consists,  and  manifests  itself,  in  that  the  pos- 
sessor wishes  to  be  highly  esteemed  of  the 
world,  applauded  and  renowned  for  his  exten- 
sive wisdom,  and  his  knowledge  in  human 
reasoning.  And  thus  puffed  up  with  vanity, 
he  is  an  enemy  to  the  cross ;  and  that  lowly, 
meek,  and  humble  life  of  Christ  lie  loathes, 
and  it  is  foolishness  to  him,  as  saith  the  apostle. 
For  the  preaching  of  the  cross  is  to  them  that 
perish,  foolishness;  but  unto  us  which  are 
saved,  it  is  the  power  of  God.  (1  Cor,  1:  18.) 
Here  is  seen  the  difference:  that  which  is 
foolishness  to  those  that  are  lost,  is  the  power 
of  God  to  those  that  are  saved.  For  those  who 
have  the  wisdom  from  above  are  thereby 
taught,  that  they  must  be  accounted,  of  the 
tporld^  as  foolish,  base,  ignobIe,and  weak ;  and 
that  they  will  be  hated,  despised,  mocked^  ^wd. 
jworafiilly  treated ;  and  that  iVi^y  tciw^V  >JttNx^ 
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l>ear  the  cross  of  Christ,  and  follow  hira  in  l) 
narrow  wav  of  self-denial  and  self-abasemei 
in  humility  and  lowliness  of  mind,  accordi 
to  the  pattern  and  example  of  Jesus  Chri 
All  these  are  things  of  which  the  world  in 
wisdom  knoweth  not,  and  which  appear 
be  foolishness  in  its  sight.  For,  The  natu 
man  receiveth  not  the  things  of  the  Spirit 
God  :  for  they  are  foolishness  unto  him,  neitl 
cap  he  know  them,  because  they  are  spiritua 
discerned.  (1  Cor.  2:  14.)  For,  to  the  w 
dom  of  the  world  the  wisdom  of  God  is  fooli 
ness;  and  the  wisdom  of  the  world  is  foohshn 
with  God,  as  Paul  saith,  For  the  wisdom 
this  world  is  foolishness  with  God :  for  it 
written.  He  taketh  the  w4se  in  their  own  an 
iness.  And  again,  The  Lord  knoweth  t 
thoughts  of  the  wise,  that  they  are  vain. 
19,  20.)  Now,  should  any  look  upon  us 
being  foohsh  and  base,  we  would  esteem  it  t 
greatAH  christian  honour,  which  the  wo 
could  confer  upon  ua  :  for  such  we  ought  to 
accounted,  if  we  would  be  true  christians.  A 
such  an  one  was  our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ 
teemed,  of  the  wise  of  the  world,  and  the  scrifc 
as  Isaiah  saith.  He  is  despised  and  rejected 
men  ;  a  man  of  sorrow^s,  and  acquainted  w 
grief;  and  we  hid  as  it  were  our  faces  fn 
him :  he  was  despised,  and  we  esteemed  h 
not.  (Is.  53:  8.)  Moreover,  I  am  a  wor 
and  no  man ;  a  reproach  of  meuj  and  despig 
of  tiie  people.    AW  ^iiey  vVv^\.  see  me,laugh  i 
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to  scorn  :  tliey  shoot  out  the  lip  :  ihcy  shake 
ihe  head,  saying,  lie  trusted  on  the  Lord  that 
lie  would  deliver  liim :  let  him  deliver  him. — 
(Ps,  22:  6-8.)  And  such  like  words  of  derision 
and  blasphemy  had  He  many  to  endure.  Foe 
some  said  of  him  that  he  casteth  out  devijs 
through  Beelzebub,  the  chief  of  the  devils. — 
{Luke  11:  15.)  Others  said,  Say  we  hot  well 
that  thou  art  a  Samaritan,  and  hasta^^vil? 
(John  8:  48.)  But  Jesus  testified  toliis  disci- 
ples and  said,  If  they  have  called  the  master  of 
the  house  Beelzebub,  how  much  more  shall 
I  hey  call  them  of  his  own  household  ?  (Matth. 
10:  25.) 

Farthcrmore,  I  would  mention  somo.  in- 
«?tances  where  God  hath  chosen  the  weak  ' 
ihings  of  the  world,  and  things  which  are- de- 
spised, to  confound  the  things  which  are 
mighty ;  and  how  he  lias  thus  manifested  him- 
self to  those  Utile  ones  —those  who  were  mfeek 
and  lowly  in  heart.  And  in  the  first  '^ace, 
our  meek  and  lowly  Saviour  Avas  born  of  a 
virgin  of  low  estate,  as  she  herself  testifieth  and 
saith,  My  soul  doth  magnify  the  Lord,  and  my 
spirit  hath  rejoiced  in  God  my  Saviour.  For 
lie  hath  regarded  the  low  estate  of  his  hand- 
maiden :  for,  behold,  from  henceforth  all  gen- 
erations shall  call  me  blessed.  For  he  that 
is  mighty  hath  done  to  me  great  things ;  and 
lioly  is  his  name.  And  his  mercy  is  on  them 
ihat  fear  him  from  generation  to  generation. — 
He  hath  shewed  strength  wVlVi  \m  wxvev*.  V^ 
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hath  scattered  tlie  proud  in  the  imagination  ( 
their  hearts.  He  hath  put  down  the  might 
from  their  seats  and  exalted  them  of  low  di 
gree.  (Luke  1:  46-52.)  Hence  we  see,  ihi 
God's  point  in  view  is  lowliness ;  and  th« 
the  Lord  of  lords,  and  King  of  kings,  was  bor 
of  a  poor,  humble,  but  virtuous  maiden.  Fc 
it  was  so  ordered,  that  Satan,  that  proud  an 
haughty  prince,  should  be  divested  of  hfa  pov 
er  and  lordship,  and  be  dethroned  and  despoile 
with  the  weapons  of  humihty  and  lowliness  c 
mind :  because  pride  and  haughtiness  wereth 
foundation  and  badge  of  his  kingdom.  An 
all  those  who  war  against  this  arrogant  princ 
of  darkness,  and  against  his  kingdom,  mm 
wield  the  weapons  of  humihty  against  him,  i 
they  would  come  out  conquerors :  for,  to  me( 
him  with  high-mindedness  is  giving  him  hi 
own  sword  in  hand  therewith  to  slay  us. 

Moreover,  when  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesu 
Christ  came  into  the  world,  to  subdue  and  des 
troy  the  kingdom  of  Satan,  he  was  not  onl; 
born  of  low  parentage,  but  had  also  the  littl 
town  Bethlehem  for  his  nativity — was  born  i 
a  stable — wrapped  in  swaddling  clothes,  am 
laid  in  a  manger  !  His  jgracious  birth  was  firs 
made  known  to  the  shepherds  abiding  in  th 
field  ;  an  humble,  poor  and  industrious  class  c 
people  :  for,  Lo,  the  angel  of  the  Lord  cam< 
upon  them,  and  the  glory  of  the  Lord  shorn 
round  about  them ;  and  they  were  sore  afraid 
-And  the  aagel  ^vi  vxviXa  >}aaf«v^  ¥^r  »ot :  fo 
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behold,  I  bring  you  good  tidings  of  great  joy, 
which  shall  be  to  all  people.  For  unto  you  is 
born  this  day  in  the  city  of  David,  a  Saviour, 
which  is  Christ  the  Lord.  (Luke  2:  9-11.) — 
Here  we  see,  that  the  meek  and  lowly  shep 
herds  were  favored  with  the  glad  tidings  rf 
Emmanuers  birth :  but  to  none  of  the  pries?; 
scribes  and  pliarisees  were  the  angels  se<it, 
with  the  glad  tidings  of  a  Saviour's  birth.  And 
should  these  glorious  tidings  have  been  sent 
them,  they  would  probably  not  have  believed 
them,  inasmuch  as  they  did  not  believe  the 
writings  of  Moses  and  the  Prophets,  which 
were  written  of  him :  for  his  coming  into  the 
world  had  much  too  low  and  humble  an  ap- 
pearance for  their  reception,  as  they  were  look- 
ing for  A  Saviour  and  Deliverer  of  a  high 
descent,  and  one  that  would  come  with  high 
and  pompous  appearance.  But  this  our  glo- 
rious but  humble  Redeemer,  came  to  make  low 
that  which  is  high,  and  to  exalt  that  which  is 
low ;  as  it  is  written.  Every  valley  shall  be  ex- 
alted, and  6very  mountain  and  hill  shall  be 
made  low:  and  the  crooked  shall  be  made- 
straight,  and  the  rough  places  plain.  (Is.  40: 
4.)  He  has  also  given  us  a  representation  of 
of  humility  in  his  whole  life  and  deportment. 
Hence  it  is  the  indispensible  duty  of  all  his  ser- 
vants, who  are  sent  to  labour  in  his  vineyard, 
to  shew  themselves  a  pattern  of  humility,  and 
thus  labour  for  the  edification  of  the  church, 
and  the  establishment  of  lua  kJwagAQWVv    ka.^ 
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'^Po  this  end  did  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  chc^e 
^nd  gather  unto  hira  a  flock  of  men — men  of 
Ijw  rank,  and  unlearned",  siich  as  publicans 
iind  fishers.  These  he  endowed  with  power 
and  v/isdom  from  on  high:  and,  what  is  of 
jarticular  note,  to  tliese  lie  appeared  after  his 
rtsurrection ;  whereas  he  did  not  appear  to  any 
of  the  scribes ;  but  only  to  those  his  humble 
XilUwers,  and  those  who  were  mourning  and 
'V/e3|iing  after  .him:  and  these  he  comforted 
with  his  preseace.  And  in  like  manner  will 
the  Lord  appear  and  manifest  himself,  spiritu- 
<illy,  in  tlie  hoart  of  all  those  who  love,  seek 
iind  fallow  hina ;  (not  to  those  who  hate  and 
reject  him,)  and  those  who  by  faith  and  repen- 
tance weep  and  mourn  over  their  past  sins; 
.1  hese  the  Lord  will  comfort,  as  he  comforteth 
his  mourning  disciples,  when  he  came  and 
stood  in  the  midst  where  thev  were  assembled, 
th3  doors  being  shut  for  fear  of  the  Jews,  and 
rsaith  unto  them.  Peace  be  unto  you.     And, 

Farthermore,  Jesus  saith  unto  his  disciples 
^vhom  he  sent  forth  to  preach  liis  gospel,  As 
a^y  Father  liath  sent  me,  even  so  send  I  you. 
And  when  he  had  said  this,  he  breathed  on 
them,  and  saith  unto  them.  Receive  ye  the 
Holy  Ghost:  whose  soever  sins  ye  remit,  .they 
iire  remitted  unto  them  ;  and  whose  soever  sins 
ye  retain,  they  are  retained.  (John  20: 1 9  -23.) 
Here  we  see  liow  much  the  luord  imparted  to 
these  babes — these  poor,unlearned  men,  name* 
If,  hi:?  peace,  and \\\s Holy  Spirit;  also  power 
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to  remit  sinp,  and  to  retain  lliem.  From  tljis 
Fliould  all  the  ministers  of  Christ  learn,  that 
they  must  receive  the  Spirit  and  power  from 
above,  to  feed  the  flock  and  church  of  (lod, 
keep  up  the  ordinances  thereof,  qnd  rightly  to 
divide  the  word  of  truth.  And  thqy  should  re- 
member the  words  which  Christ  saiti),  As  my 
Father  hath  sent  me,  even  so  send  I  you. — 
Christ  gave  us  a  representation  of  humility  and 
lowliness  of  mind,  as  said  above,  in  his  whole 
life  and  con?ersation.  la  obedience  to  liis 
heavenly  Father,  he  fulfilled  his  will,  and  fin- 
ished the  work  which  he  gave  liim  to  do; 
l>eing  obedient  even  unto  death.  Hence  it  is 
the  indispensible  duty  of  all  his  ministers  tj 
walk  in  humiUty  and  lowhness  of  mind,  ac- 
cording to  the  pattern  of  their  great  Lord  and 
Master ;  obediently  to  fulfil  his  will,  and  finish 
the  work  which  he  has  given  them  to  ih^  nc- 
cording  to  the  vocation  wherewith  they  are  call- 
ed, and  with  all  lowliness  and  meekness,  with 
long  suffering,  forbearing  one  another  in  love. 
(Eph.4:l,2.) 

Therefore,  every  minister  of  the  gospel 
should  examine  himself,  whether  he  lives  and 
walks  conformably  to  the  image  of  Christ,  in 
humility,  meekness. and  lowhness;  and  worthy 
of  the  vocation  wherewith  he  is  called.  And 
as  Paul  saith,  in  the  above  quoted  words,  For 
ye  see  your  calling,  brethren,  how  that  not 
inany  wise  men  after  the  flesh,  not  many 
mighty,  not  many  noble,  are  called -.WvCk^ 
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hath  chosen  the  foolish  things  of  the  world  to 
confound  the  wise ;  and  God  hath  chosen  the 
weak  things  of  the  world  to  confound  the 
things  which  are  mighty  ;  and  base  thines  of 
the  world,  and  things  which  are  despised,  hath 
God  chosen,  yea,  and  things  which  are  not, 
to  bring  to  nought  things  that  are.  (1  Cor. 
1:  26-28.)  But  here  it  is  to  be  feared^  that 
there  are  many,  who  imagine  themselves  call- 
ed of  God,  and  sent ;  and  when  they  look  upon 
this  IMAGE  of  humility,  meekness,  and  lowli- 
ness of  Christ  and  his  ministers,  according  to 
their  calling, — they  pour  contempt  upon  it,  aad 
loathe  it ;  and  will  rather  be  accounted  as  wise, 
noble,  and  learned ;  and  be  honoured  and  r^ 
nowned  in  the  world.  But  the  true  messen- 
gers of  Christ  must  not  seek  renown  of  the 
world,  but  must  renounce  the  world  with  all 
its  vanity,  honour,  and  renown ;  and  alone  seek 
the  honour  of  him  that  sent  them,  and  the  sal- 
vation of  immortal  souls. 

Farthermore,  the  true  disciple  and  minister 
of  Christ — who  labors  for  the  glory  and  honor 
of  God,  and  the  salvation  of  souls,  must  feed 
the  flock — not  for  the  fleece  and  milk — not  for 
the  sake  of  a  salary,  or  temporml  gain — this 
should  not  be  his  object;  but  he  should  do  it 
willingly  and  of  a  ready  mind.  For  if  tempo- 
ral gain  be  his  object,  he  may  be  accounted  a0 
a  hireling,  whose  own  the  sheep  are  not,  aad 
when  he  seeth  the  wolf  coming,  he  leaveth  the  I  i^ 
cheep,  as  Chrisl  mvVi^  TJVv^  hiwliag  fleeth,  he- 
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cause  he  is  a  hireling,  and  careth  not  for  the 
sheep.  (John  10:  13.)  A  hireling  is  one  that 
serves  for  his  hire ;  but  a  true  shepherd,  a  true 
minister  of  the  Lord,  must  be  n)uch  more  con- 
cerned and  affected  for  the  flock  than  for  his 
hire ;  feeding  thera  with  wholesome  doctrine 
in  times  of  adversity  and  temptation,  as  well  as 
in  prosperity,  according  to  the  gift  received  of 

'  the  Lord,  as  a  good  steward  of  the  manifold 
grace  of  God ;  and  also  as  our  great  teacher  Je- 
sus hath  commanded  his  disciples,  saying. 
Freely  ye  have  received,  freely  give.  (Matth. 
10:  8.)  Moreover,  according  to  the  example 
of  the  apostle  Paul,  when  he  saith,  Ihave  co- 
veted no  man's  silver,  or  gold,  or  apparel.  Yea, 
ye  yourselves  know,  that  these  hands  have 
ministered  unto  my  necessities,  and  to  them 
that  were  with  me.  I  have  showed  you  all 
things,  how  that  so  laboring  ye  ought  to  sup- 
port the  weak,  and  to  remember  the  words  of 
the  Lord  Jesus,  how  he  said.  It  is  more  blessed 
to  give  than  to  receive.    (Acts  20:  33-35.) — 

.  ^gain  he  saith.  What  is  my  reward  then  ? — 
Verily,  that,  when  1  preach  the  gospel,  I  may 
make  the  gospel  of  Christ  without  charge,  that 
I  abuse  not  my  power  in  the  gospel.     (1  Cor. 

'  9: 18.) 

In  these  words,  and  others,  we  have  the  ex- 
ample of  the  apostle  Paul;  and  which,  we 
think,  according  to  the  doctrine  of  Christ,  is  a 

,  true  example,  which  it  is  our  duty  to  follow. — 

i  But,  notwithstanding,  we  would  let  every  sen- 


's 
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tenco  of  tiie  gospel  Jiave  its  full  and  proper 
meaning,  and  not  with  one  word  make  void 
anotlier :  for  our  great  Teacher  saitli  also  to  his 
disciple?,  And  into  whatsoever  house  ye  enter... 
remain,  eating  and  drinking  such  things  sls 
they  give:  for  the  labourer  is  worthy  of  his  hire 
....And  into  whatsoever  city  ye  enter,  and  they 
receive  you,  eat  sucli  things  as  are  set  before 
you.    (Luke  10:  5-7,  8.)   Also,  the  workman 
is  worthy  of  his  meat.   (Matth.  10: 10.)    How- 
ever,  here  is  notliing  said  of  receiving  high 
salaries :  but  only  of  meat  and  drink,  and  the 
necessaries  for  life,  which  we  freely  agree  that 
every  minister  of  Chrirut  is  entitled  to.     Also, 
when  they  are  in  neeJy  circumstances,  it  is  the 
indispensible  duty  of  the  church,  to  administer 
to  their  relief,  all  the  necessaries  for  a  comfort- 
able life,  without  the  minister's  solicitations. — 
For  Paul  saith.  Let  him  that  is  taught  in  the 
word  communicate  unto  him  that  teacheth  in 
all  good  things.  (Gal.  G:  6.)  Moreover,  even  to 
hath  the  liOrd  ordained, that  they  whicli  preach 
the  gospel  should  live  of  the  gospel.     (1  Cor. 
9:  14.)     But  these  scriptures  do  not  establish 
the  seeking  for  a  high  salary,  or  making  mer- 
chandise of  the  gospel.     For  when  a  pjistor 
demands  a  certain  price  for  hi:^  labours,  to  be 
paid  him  by  his  tiock,and  will  not  serve  without 
it  militates  against  the  doctrine  of  Christ,  and 
seems  to  intimate  that  he  is  more  concerned'for 
the  ileece  and  milk  than  for  the  flock.     Con- 
sequently, it  shoidd  be  the  chief  coa«crn  of  the     J 
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true  and  fakbful  rainif^ter  of  tlie  gospel,  to 
watch  and  feed  the  dock  of  Christ's  church, 
willingly  ;  looking  unto  Christ  the  chief  e<bep- 
herd  for  a  reward-;  and  tlien  let  the  church  alsj 
observe  her  duty  and  obligation  towards  her 
faithful  minister. 


REFLECTION    NIJJTII. 

ON  JOHN  3:  3-G. 

Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  him.  Verily,  verily*  I  »af 
uQto  thee,  Except  a  rtian  be  born  again,  he  cannot  «ee  tho 
kingdom  of  God.  Nicodemus  saiih  unto  him,  How  can  a 
nnan  be  born  when  he  is  old  1  can  he  enter  the  second  tiojo 
ihto  his  mdther*8  wombi  and  be  horn  1  Jesus  answered, 
Yerily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee,  Except  a  man  be  born  of  wa- 
ter, and  of  the  Spirit,  he  cannot  enter  into  the  kingdom  of 
God.  That  which  is  bom  of  the  flesh  is  Qeth,  and  that 
which  is  born  of  the  Spirit  is  spirit. 

AH  the  children  of  Adam  are  born  of  the 
tlesh ;  and  as  long  as  they  stand,  or  remain,  in 
this  their  tirst  or  natural  birth,  they  will  be 
earthly  and  carnally  mindell ;  and  the  imagin- 
ation of  their  hearts  is  prone  to  evil  from  th^ii: 
youth. '  Notwithstanding,  we  believe,  accow- 
ing  to  the  word  of  God,  that  the  young  chil- 
dren, 80  long  as  they  remain  in  a  state  of 
ignorance  and  innocence,  are  blessed  and  saved 
by  the  all-sufficient  atonement  made  for  theni 
by  our  great  High  Priest  Jesus  Christ,  when 
he  oSer^  up  him^lf  a  sacrifice  for  the  sins  of 
the  whole  world.  And  thus  he  has  purchased 
eteroal  life  for  them,  Messed  tfaem^  and  said 
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that  of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  God.     (Mark 
10:  14-]  6.)     This  atonement  is  prefigured)  in 
the  law  of  Moses,  by  the  high  priest  entering 
into  the  Holiest  of  all,  once  every  year,  not 
without  blood,  which  he  offered  for  himself  and 
for  the  errors  of  the  people.     (Lev.  16:  16, 17. 
— Heb.  9:  7.)     This  high  priest  was  a  type  of 
Christ,  the  true  High  Priest,  and  liis  atoning 
sacrifice.  For,  as  tlie  high  priest  made  an  atone- 
ment for  the  sins  and  ignorance  of  the  people, 
so  has  Christ  the  Mediator  and  High  Priest,  by 
his  atoning  sacrifice,  cancelled  the  debt  of  Ad- 
am, and  made  full  propitiation  for  the  sins  and 
ignorance  of  the  people,  and  that  not  only  for  a 
part,  but  for  the  whole  race  of  Adam.     For,  in 
like  manner  as  they  all  fell  with  Adam,  and  so 
death  passed  upon  all  men,  for  that  all  have 
sinned :  so  Christ  by  his  suffering  and  death, 
has  made  atonement  for  all,  as  the  apostle  Paul 
saithj  Therefore,  as  by  the  offence  of  one  judg- 
ment came  upon  all  men  to  condemnation ; 
even  so  by  the  Hjghteousnoss  of  one  the  free 
gift  came  upon  all  men  unto  justification  of 
life.     (Rora.  6  :    18.)      Therefore  none:  will 
be  lost  on  account  qf  Adam's .  sin  and  trans- 
gression,   until   they    grow    up  to  years   of 
maturity,  and  then,  like  Adam,  become  to  be 
transgressors  themselves,  to  which  their  inher- 
ent corrupt  nature  will  naturally  lead  them ; 
and  which  was  not  taken  away  by  the  atoning 
sacrifice  of  Christ,  except  so  far  that  there  is 
no  sin  imputed  unto  theoi  so  long  as  they  are 
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in  a  slate  of  inuocency.  And,  siuce  this  sinful 
inclination,  this  carnal  mind,  is  not  removed 
from  us  by  the  atoning  merit  of  Christ,  we 
tliereforc  believe  with  the  apostle  Paul  when 
he  saith.  And  the  Umes  of  this  ignorance  God 
winked  at ;  but  now  commandeth  all  men, 
every  where,  to  repent.  (Acts  17:  30.)  And 
AS  Christ  saith  in  the  words  under  considera- 
tion Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee,  except  a 
man  be  born  again,  he  cannot  see  the  king- 
dom of  God. 

Hence,  we  see  the  urgent  necessity  of  this 
aiew  birth,  of  being  born  again — as  no  man 
without  it  can  enter  in,  or  see  the  kingdom  of 
Crod.  Here  three  things  are  necessary  to  be  no- 
ticed ;  firstly,  How,  and  in  what  way  wc  are  to 
come  to  this  new  birth ;  second^.  The  nature, 
propriety  and  quality  which  these  new  born 
babes  possess ;  and,  thirdly.  The  inestijnabic 
advantage  which  this  new  birth  will  be  to 
ihem. 

Now,  to  consider  the  natute  of  the  new  birth, 
we  find,  that  the  first,  or  natural  birth,  is  of 
the  flesh,  and  tlie  second,  or  new  birth,  is  of 
the  Spirit.  And,  as  there  can  be  no  natural 
birth  effected  and  brought  forth,  except  it  ori- 
ginate by  the  natural  course  of  dissemination, 
and  generation  of  the  flesh ;  so  there  can  be 
no  spiritual  birth  effected  and  brought  forth 
without  spiritual  seed ;  which  seed  is  the  Word 
and  Spirit  of  God.  For  Peter  saith.  Being 
bora  again,  not  of  corruptible  seed,  but  of  in- 
25 
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corruptible,  by  the  word  of  God,  which  livetU^ 
and  abideth  foi-ever.  (I  Pet.  1 :  23.)  And  John 
saith,  Whosoever  is  born  of  God  doth  not  com- 
mit sin,  for  his  seed  remaineth  in  him  ;  and  he 
cannot  8in,l)ecause  he  is  born  of  God.  (1  John 
3:  9.)  From  these  words  it  is  clearly  seen 
wliat  is  the  seed  of  the  spiritual  or  new  birth, 
namely  the  Word  and  the  Spirit,  which  are 
imited  and  operate  together:  for  the  words 
which  Christ  spake,  they  are  spirit,  and  they 
are  life.  Hence,  when  the  seed  of  the  word  of 
God  is  sown,and  falleth  into  a  good  heart,  it  is 
quickened  by  the  Spirit,  and  made  efficacious 
to  bring  forth  fruit.  Of  this  sowing  of  the  seed 
of  the  wordof  GodjChrist  iias  given  us  a  striking 
parable,  saying,  Behold,  a  sower  went  forth 
to  sow :  and  when  he  sowed,  some  seeds  fell 
by  the  way -side,  and  the  fowls  came,  and  de- 
voured them  up :  some  fell  upon  stony  places, 
where  they  had  not  much  earth :  and  forth- 
with they  sprang  up,  because  they  had  no 
deepness  of  earth  :and  when  the  sun  was  up 
they  were  scorched ;  and,  because  they  had  no 
root,  they  withered  away.  And  some  fell 
among  thorns  ;  and  the  thorns  sprang  up  and 
choaked  them.  But  others  fell  into  good 
ground,  and  brought  forth  fruit,  eome  aa 
liundrcd-fold;  some  sixty-fold,  some  thirty- 
fold.  (Matlh.  13:  3-8.)  But  by  this  parable 
we  see,  (hat  the  greater  part  of  the  ground  on 
which  the  seed  was  sown  was  sterile,  and 
brought  forth  no  fruit.     From  this  we  may 
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learn,  (hat  if  the  grolind  is  to  be  fruitful  and 
bring  forth  its  increase,  it  must  first  be  prepared 
to  receive  the  seed  ;  the  hard  ground  naust  be 
broken  up,  and  the  thorns  rooted  out  and  de- 
stroyed. In  like  manner,  must  our  hearts  be 
prepared  to  receive  the  good  seed  of  the  word 
of  God.  They  must  be  broken  for  sin,  and 
'thus  be  made  soft  and  tender,  and  emptied 
from  all  the  cares  of  the  world  and  its  vanities : 
and  in  such  a  lieart  the  good  seed  can  be 
quickened,  spring  up  and  bring  forth  fruit,  and 
the  sinner  be  born  again  of  the  incorruptible 
seed  which  was  sown  in  his  heart.  Moreover, 
the  fruits  which  are  produced  from  this  seed 
will,  in  all  points,  agree  and  harmonize  with 
the  word  of  God. 

But  here  the  convert  should  be  jealous,  and 
prove  his  sincerity,  lest  a  false  spirit  intrude  in 
the  act  of  regeneration.  For  we  are  not  to  be- 
lieve every  spirit.  But  try  the  spirits  whether 
they  are  of  God :  because  many  false  prophets 
are  gone  out  into  the  world ;  ( 1  John  4: 1 .)  and 
the  enemy  is  not  remiss  in  sowing  his  tares 
among  the  wheat.  For,  if  any  one  thinketh 
that  he  is  born  again,  and  the  Spirit,  by  whose 
influence  he  was  regenerated,  leadeth  him  not 
to  the  obedience  of  the  gospel,  and  to  the  imi- 
tating and  following  of  Christ,  in  his  regene- 
ration, in  all  the  commandments  of  Christ,  he 
may  be  assured  that  he  is  deceived  in  his  new 
birth,  and  was  not  born  again  of  the  incor- 
ruptible seed  of  the  Word  and  Spirit  of  God : 
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r  as  the  seed  is,  so  will  the  fruit  and  (he  birth 
e.     And  when  (he  seed  of  (he  word  of  God 
i  sown  into  the  heart  of  man,  and  is  quick- 
jncd  by  tlie  co-operative  influence  of  Ihe  Holy 
Spirit,  it  wiJl  become  operative  in  the  heart,  to 
subdue  and  mortify  the  deeds  of  the  body  and 
its  sinful  lusts,  and  crucify  the  old  man :  and 
tlius  the  new  birth,  (though  not  without  pain,) 
will  be  brought  forth.     For,  as  there  is  no  na- 
tural birth  without  pain,  so  there  is  no  spiritual, 
as  Clirist  saith  to  his  disciples,  A  woman  when 
she  is  in  travail  hath  sorrow,  because  her  hour 
is  come :  but  as  soon  as  she  is  delivered  of  (be 
child,  she  remembereth  no  more  the  anguish, 
for  joy  tiiat  a  man  is  bom  into  (he  world. — 
And  yc  now  therefore  have  sorrow ;  but  I  will 
see  you  again,  and  your  heart  shall  rejoice, 
and  your  joy  iio  man  taketh  from  you.    (John 
16:  21,  22.)     This  sorrow  and  anguish  con- 
sists in  mourning  over  sin,  and  crucifying  tlie 
lust  of  the  flesh  with  its  deeds :  for  Paul  saith, 
They  that  are  Christ's  have  crucified  the  flesh 
with  (he  affections  and  lusts.     (Gal.  5:  24.)- 
Moreover,   Mortify  therefore    your    membe? 
which  are  upon  the  earth ;    lornicatioii,  u 
cleanness,  inordinate  affection,  evil  concup 
cence,  and  covetousness,  which  is  idolatry. 
(Col.  3:  5.)     Also,  That  ye  put  o.T  concern? 
the  former  conversation  the  old  man,  whicJ 
corrupt  according  to  the  deceitful  lusts  ;  anr 
renewed  in  tlie  q:)irit  of  your  mind  ;  and 
^e  put  on  the  new  man,  which  after  Gc 
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created  in  righteousness  and  true  holiness. — 
(B]ph.4:22~24.) 

Hence,  if  the  new  birth  is  wrought  by  the 
Word  and  Spirit  from  above,  so  that  Christ  li- 
veth  in  us,  then  must  old  Adam  die :  for  the 
life  of  Christ  is  the  death  of  Adam.  Therefore 
Paul  saith,  And  if  Christ  be  in  you,  the  body  is 
dead  because  of  sin ;  but  the  Spirit  is  life,  be- 
cause of  righteousness.  (Rom.  8:  10.)  Again, 
For  ye  are  dead,  and  yo|^r  life  is  hid  with 
Christ  in  God.  (Col.  3:  3.)  Here  we  see, 
that  the  new  birth  is  no  small  matter :  for 
where  there  is  a  death,  there  is  anguish,  sor- 
row, and  pain.  Therefore,  let  every  one  who 
thinkcth  that  ho  is  born  again  of  the  Word  and 
Spirit  of  God,  prove  and  examine  himself, 
whether  he  has  crucilied  and  put  to  death  his 
old  adamic  nature? — put  off  concerning  the 
former  conversation  the  old  man,  which  is  cor- 
rupt according  to  the  deceitful  lusts? — and 
whether  ho  has  put  on  the  new  man,  which 
after  God  is  created  in  righteousness  and  true 
holiness? — for  where  this  is  not  found,  there 
is  no  true  regeneration — no  new  birth  that  is 
wrought  by  tfie  Word  and  Spirit  of  God ;  but 
ii  imagiliary  and  fanciful,  and  will  not  be  able 
to  bear  the  test. 

Parlhermore,  the  true  regeneration,  which 
is  of  God,  is  protigured  in  the  law  of  Moses,  by 
circumcision.  For  of  the  uncircumcised  man- 
child,  whose  flesh  of  his  foreskin  is  not  cir- 
cumcised, it  is  said,  That  soul  shall  be  cut  oflC 
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from  his  people.  (Gen.  17:  14.)  And  of  the 
new  birth  it  is  said,  Except  a  man  be  born 
again,  he  cannot  see  the  kingdom  of  God.  But 
here  many  will  say,  that  infant  baptism  is  in- 
stituted in  (he  room  of  circumcision.  But 
when  we  truly  examine,  and  attentively  w^eigh 
what  is  represented  by  circumcision,  we  will 
find,  that  it  is  something  of  higher  importance 
than  infant  bapfisni.  For  by  circumcision 
was  prefigured  ihoj:ircumeision  of  the  heart — 
the  putting  off  the  body  of  the  sins  of  the  flesh, 
which  is  evident  from  the  word  of  God.  And 
this  was  evidently  seen  by  Moses,  and  the  holy 
men  of  God,  by  the  Spirit,  that  circumcision 
was  not  intended  merely  to  circumcise  the  ex- 
ternal foreskin  of  the  flesh  :  but  rather,  to  point 
out  the  necessity  of  inward  circumcision — the 
circumcision  of  the  heart.  Therefore  Moses 
saith  to  Israel,  Circumcise  therefore  the  fore- 
skin of  your  heart,  and  be  no  more  stiflf-necked. 
(Deut.  10:  16.)  Also,  And  the  liORD  thy  God 
will  circumcise  thy  heart,  and  the  heart  of  thy 
seed,  to  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy 
heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  that  thou  mayest 
live.  (30:  6.)  Moreover,  Circumcise  yourselves 
to  the  Lord,  and  take  away  the  foreskins  of 
your  heart,  yc  men  of  Judah  and  inhabitants 
of  Jerusalem,  lest  my  fury  come  forth  Uke  fire, 
and  burn  that  none  Cnin  quench  it,  because  of 
the  evil  of  your  doings.     (Jer.  4:  4.) 

Of  this  spiritual  circumcision,  the  apostle 
Paul  also  teslifielh  and  saith,  For  we  are  tho 
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GircumcidioH,  which  worship  God  in  the  Spirit) 
And  rejoice  in  Chritit  Jesua,  and  have  no  con- 
fidence in  the  flesh.  (Phil.  3:  3.)  For  he  is 
fiot  a  Jew  which  is  one  outwardly  ;  neither  is 
•that  circumcisioQ  wi>ich  is  outward  in  the  flesh; 
but  he  is  a  Jew  which  is  one  inwardly ;  'and 
circumcision  is  that  of  tlie  hearf,  in  the  spirif, 
and  not  in  the  letter;  whose  praise  is  not  of 
men,  but  of  God.  (Rom.  2:  28,29.)  Now, 
all  these  scriptures  of  JVIose^-i,  the  prophets,  and 
the  apostles,  show  clearly,  that  by  the  outward 
circumcision  of  the  flesh,  is  prefigured  the  in- 
ward and  spiritual  circumcision  of  the  heart. — 
This  is  further  demonstrated  by  the  apostle 
Paul,  when  he  saitb.  And  ye  arc  complete  ia 
iiini,  which  is  the  head  of  all  principality  and 
pow-er ;  in  whom  also  ye  are  circumcised  with 
ihe  circumcision  made  without  hands,  in  put- 
Xing  off4he  body  of4he  sius  of  the  flesh  by  the 
circumcision  of  (Jhrist ;  buiied  with  him  in  bap- 
tism,wherein  also  ye  are  risen  with  him  through 
the  faith  of  the  operation  of  God,  who  Jiatli 
raised  him  from  the  dead.  (Col.  2:  10-12.) — 
Here  is  evidently  shown,  that  circumcision 
consists  in  putting  off  the  body  of  the  sins  of 
the  flesh  ;  and  that  such  as  are  thus  circumci- 
sed and  regenerated,  are  fit  subjects  to  be  bap- 
tised for  the  remission  of  sins,  heiag  buried 
with  Christ,  and  by  faith  to  rise  in  newness  of 
life.  And  this  burial  consists  in,  that  the  old 
mau  is  put  off — is  dead  and  buried,  no  more 
to  appear  and  live.     Alid  by  these  worda  qC 
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Paul,  we  clearly  understand,  that  this  is  not 
said  of  little  children,  either  as  it  respects  this 
cirrumcislon  or  (his  baptism  :  for  (hia  circum- 
cision is  made  without  hands,  in  putting  off 
the  body  of  the  sins  of  the  flesh ;  and  of  this 
baptism  it  is  said,  Wherein  also  ye  are  risen 
with  him  through  the  feith  of  the  operation  of 
God,  neither  of  which  a  young  child  is  capa- 
ble of  doing. 

Now,  we  farther  find  in  the  words  under 
consideration,  that  Nicodemus  could  not  un- 
derstand our  Liord,  when  he  spake  of  this  new 
birth,  and  thought  he  was  speaking  of  a  natu- 
ral birth ;  and  so  he  asked  him,  How  can  a 
man  be  born  when  he  is  old  ?  can  he  enter  the 
second  time  into  his  mother's  womb,  and  be 
born  ?  But  the  following  words  of  Jesus,  gave 
him  to  understand  that  he  was  not  speaking 
of  a  natural  birth,  but  of  a  spiritual,  when  ho 
said  to  hi^i,  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee,  ex- 
cept a  man  be  born  of  water,  and  of  the  Spirit, 
he  cannot  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God. — 
'^^rhis  water  and  Spirit  may  be  understood  as 
meaning  one  and  the  same  thing ;  and  the  dif- 
ferent names  have  reference  to  the  different 
modes  of  its  (>peration.  For  the  Deity  operates 
in  many  different  ways  ;  and  according  to  the 
manner  of  operation  is  the  name  ascribed  and 
attributed.  The  Father  has  many  names  ;  so 
also  has  the  Son,  and  likewise  the  Holy  Spiiit^ 
The  Father  is  called  God — .Tehovah — be- 
cause he  is  eternal,  Vu&u\V.^v!LQdincomprehfinsi- 
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blc  iu  bis  being,  and  Essence ;  and  in  tbat  he 
is  self  existing  :  and  is  therefore  wortiiy  of  all 
honor,  praise  and  adoration.  He  is  called 
Father,  because  he  is  the  Creator,  Preserver, 
and  Protector,  of  all  creatures ;  and  principally 
of  those  who,  as  obedient  children,  call  upou 
hjm,  love,  and  serve  him.  Is  he  net  thy  Fath- 
er that  bought  thee?  (Dent.  32:  G.)  He  is 
called  Creator — because  he  created  all  thing?.  • 
He  is  called  Almighty — because,  by  the  power 
of  his  might  he  can  do  all  things,  iiml  notiiing 
is  impossible  for  him  to  do.  He  is  called  tho 
Omnipresent  because  he  is  present  in  every 
place.  The  Omniscient — because  he  is  infi- 
nite in  knowledge,  and  knoweth  all  things. — 
And  of  such  names  and  attributes  are  there  yet 
many  ascribed  to  Him.  The  Son  is  called  Christ 
Jesus — because  he  is  the  anaointed  of  God, 
and  a  Saviour  who  saveth  his  people  from 
their  sins.  He  is  called  the  Son  of  God — be- 
cause he  is  the  only  begotten  of  the  Father, 
and  came  forth  from  him ;  He  is  called  the 
Son  of  man — because  he  was  born  of  JMary, 
and  became  man;  He  is  called  Redeemer — be- 
cause he  has  redeemedus  from,  sin  and  death; 
Ho  is  called  Mediator — because  he  is  the  only 
peace-maker  and  intercessor  between  God  and 
inen.  His  name  is  also  called  Wonderful,. 
Counsellor,  The  mighty  God,  The  everlasting 
Father,  The  Prince  of  Peace.  (Is.  9:  G.)  The 
Holy  Ghodt  is  called  a  Comforter — therefore, 
with  his  teachin.<?  and  couasels  he  adavl^v^Vs.'^^ 
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consolation  and  comfort  to  believers;  He  k 
called  the  Spirit  of  Truth — therefore  he  guides 
men  into  all  truth  ;  He  is  called  a  Fire— (Rev. 
4:  5) — therefore  he  enkindles  and  cnflames  the 
soul  with  love  to  God,*  and  zeal  for  his  glory  j 
He  is  also  called  a  Water— -therefore  he  wash- 
•  elh  and  purifietli  the-einner  from  all  corruption 
\6f  sin  and  uncleanness.  For,  as  this  natural 
water  is  a  means  to  wash  away  the  natural 
impurity  of  the  bo4^,  so  is  this  spiritual  water 
a  mcani  to  wash  aAvay  the  spiritual  impurity 
of  the  soul. 

Of  this  spiritual  water,  Isaiah  prophesieth 
and  saith,  For  I  will  pour  water  upon  him 
that  is  thirsty,  and  floods  upon  the  dry  ground : 
1  will  pour  my  Spirit-iipon  thy  seed,  andtny 
blessing  upon  thine  <^spring.  (Is.  44:  3.)-=- 
Moreover,  then  will  I  sprinkle  clean  water 
4ipon  you,  and  ye  shall  be  clean  :  from  all  your 
iiltliiness,  and  from  all  your  idols,\\  ill  I  cleanse 
you.  (Kz.  36:  25.)  And  Christ  himself  saith. 
He  that  believeth  on  me,  as  the  scripture  hath 
said,  out  of  his  belly  shall  flow  rivers  of  living 
water.  (But  this  spake  he  of  the  Spirit  which 
they  that  believe  on  bim  should  receive :  for 
the  Holy  Ghost  was  not  yet  given ;  because 
that  Jesus  was  not  yet  glorified.)  (John  7:  38, 
39.)  These  words  clearly  show  that  the  Holy 
Ghost  is  called  a  water ;  or,  that  water  is  em- 
blematic of  the  Spirit  of  God.  And  that  the 
believer  is  washed  awdel^xvwaftd  by  this  Water, 
ii?  evident  from  v\vc  vfovvia  qI  ^tvxvX^  >«i\kft.\:k.W 
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snhb,  But  ye  arc  washed,  but  ye  are  sanctifiei)^ 
but  ye  are  justified  in  the  name  of  the  Lord 
Jesus,  and  by  the  Spirit  oCoGr  God.  ( I  Cor. 
6:  11.)  Of  this  water  also  spake  Christ  to  the 
woman  of  Samaria,  saying.  If  fhou  knewest 
the  gift  of  God,  and  who  it  is  that  saith  to  thee, 
Give  me  to  drink,  thou  ttouldst  have  asked  of  ^ 
him,  and  he  would  have  given  thee,  living  wa-^r- 
ter.  The  woman  saith  unto  him,  Sir,  thoif  ^* 
hast  nothing  to  draw  wi||p,  and  the  well  id 
deep :  from  whence  then  hast  thou  that  living 
water?...^ Jesus  answered  mnd  said  unto  her. 
Whosoever  drinketh  of  this  water  (of  Jacob's 
well)  shall  thirst  again :  but  whosoever  drink- 
etl^j^f  the  water  that  I  shaJlgive  him  shall  ne- 
veTr  thirst ;  but  (he  wat«r  that  I  shall  give  him 
shall  be  in  him  a  welPof  water  springing  up 

into  everlasting  Hfc The  hour  comeih.  and 

now  is,  when  the  true  worshippers  shnil  wor 
ship  the  Father  in  spirit  and  in  truth  :  for  the 
Father  seeketh  such  toHvorship  him.  Gotl  Is 
a  Spirit:  and  they  that  worship  him,  must 
worship  him  in  spirit  and  in  truth.  {^^^^  ^  ' 
10-24.)  Now,  all  those  who  have  this  ado- 
rable Spirit,  and  this  jfciving  Water  dwelling 
within  them,  are  rightly  born  of  water,  and 
of  the  Spirit.  And  to  come  to  this  new  birth, 
we  must  needs  have  the  influence  of  this  Di- 
vine Spirit,  in  all  his  different  operations  and 
attributes.  By  him  as  the  Comforter,  we  muj^t 
be  reproved,  convinced,  and  con\^o\V^'l  \  ^^"^  ^'^ 
Spirk  of  Truthj  we  musl^b^  \v\«\  \ife  s|>\\^^^ 
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into  all  truth — to  the  JitSeging  of  all  the  com* 
mandments  of. the  Qihj,  as  taught  by  Christ 
and  his  apostles^^y  hid  holy  sanctifying  in- 
fluence, we  must  be  sanctified ;  by  him,  as  a 
fire,  we  must  be  enl^htened,  enkindled,  and 
inflamed  with  ardent  love  and  prayer  to  him, 
and  zeal  for  his  C3U#  and  glory,  and,  as  Paul 
eaith.  To  be  fervent  in  spirit,  serving  the  Lord. 
(Rom.  12:  11.)  And  by  him,  as  the  Living 
Water,  we  must  a]§pbe  washed,  and  cleansed, 
from  ail  our  sins  and  corruption.  And  ail 
those  who  have  n6t'  thus  been  wro^ht  upon 
by  the  operation  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  are  not 
truly  born  again  qf  water  and  of  the  Spirit; 
but  their  birth  is  u||i£mely  and  imperfect. 

Farthcrmore,  I  wodI3  uiJike  some  remarks 
on  the  nature  and  ^taJifications  which  those 
who  are  thus  born  again,  should  possess :  be- 
ciui^p,  tliero  are,  uow,-a-days,  so  much  preten* 
sions  to,  and  glorying  in  conversion  and 
regeneration  :  and  y^  alas!  so  little  is  mani- 
fested of  the  divine  nature,  and  of  the  good 
fruits,  which  this  new — this  heavenly  birth, 
should  shew  forth.  For  it  h  incontestible,  that 
if  W8  arc  born  of  God,^e  partake  of  his  divine 
nature  ;  for  every  creature  partakes  of  the  na- 
ture of  liim,  from  whom  it  descends.  There- 
fore, also,  saith  our  Lord  in  the  words  of  our 
text,  That  which  is  born  of  the  flesh  is  flesh  ; 
and  that  which  is  bdrn  of  the  Spirit  is  spirit. 
Thus,  by  this  spivlluoA.  b\vU\  we  must  become 
.-yj/riaiaHy  minded* fox  ^eccvvV  ^Ti:\\}c\,^\i^>3 >^^^ak 
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nre  after  the  flesh  do  nind  the  tilings  of  the 
flesh  ;  but  they  that  ark  after  the  Spirit  the 
thiogs  of  the  Spirit. '  P^*  to  be  carnally  mind- 
ed is  death  ;  but  to  be  epiritually  minded  is 
life  and  peace.  Therefore  all  those  wjjo  are 
born  of  the  Spirit,  will  bp  cfilanged  from  carnal 
mindedncss  to  spiritual  iniodedncss;  from  nn 
earthly  mind  to  a  heavenly  mind  ;'from  a  high 
to  an  humble  and  lowly  mind  ;  from  self-love 
to  the  love  of  God,  anqt  ]^atred  of  their  own 
carnal  propensity  ;  and  from  their  evil,  corrupt, 
adamic  nature,  to  the  gooJ,  meek  and  humble 
nature  of  Jesus  Christy  And  so  walking  as 
they  are  moved  by  the  Spirit  of  God,,  they  are 
the  sons  of  God,  asPaiisaith,  For  As  many  as 
are  led  by  the  Spirit  ofvod,  they  are  the  sons 

of  God The  Spirit  itadif^jeareth  witness  with 

our  spirit  that  we  are  the  children  of  God. — 
(Rom.  S:  14-16.)  And  if  any  man  have  not 
the  Spirit  of  Christ,  he  is  none  of  his.  (v.  8.) 
Prom  the  foregoing  words  and  remarks  it 
is  plain  and  evident,  that  by  this  spiritual  birth,

29.)  Now,  as  he,  oar  Lord  and  Saviour,  is 
meek  and  lowly  in  heart, — all  those  who  ^'t^s^

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hearl  too ;  and  will  manifest  this  hui

the  world,  must  not  soek  its  honour 
its  comforts  and  delights — neither  1 
mably  to  it,  as  the  apostle  saith,  Lo 
world,  neither  vhe  V.\i\ti^  that  are  in 
If  any  man  love  lYv^  ^aftA.NXi^Vy^^ 
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iber  is  not  in  him.  For  all  that  is  in  the 
world,  the  lust  of  the  flesh,  and  the  lust  of  the 
eyes,  and  the  pride  of  life,  is  not  of  the  Father, 
but  is  of  the  world.  And  the  world  passetli 
away^  and  the  lust  thereof:  but  he  that  doeth 
the  will  of  God  abideth  forever.  (1  John  2: 
15-17.)  Now,  this  love  of  the  world,  with 
the  lust  of  the  flesh,  the  lust  of  the  eye?,  and 
the  pride  of  life,  belongs  to  the  natural  birth  : 
but  the  new-born,  spiritual  birth  of  God,  by 
faith  overcometh  the  world.  Hence,  let  every 
one  who  thinketh  that  he  is  l)orn  of  God,  i)rove 
himself  and  examine,  whether  he  participates 
in  the  divine  nature  and  disposition ;  and  whe- 
ther he  is  advancing  in  the  Christian  graces 
and  virtues,  and  in  heavenly-mindedness :  and 
if  he  should  find  that  he  does  not  partake  of 
this  heavenly  and  divine  nature  and  tendency 
— and  has  not  put  on  this  laml>like  disposi- 
tion of  being  humble,  meek,  and  lowly  in 
mind — he  may  be  assured  that  he  is  not  born 
of  God:  which,  it  is  to  be  feared,  is  the  case 
with  many,  wIk)  vainly  imagine  that  they  are 
regenerated  and  born  of  God,  and  yet  do  not 
manifest,  in  their  life  and  conversation,  that 
humility  and  meekness  which  adorns  the  dis- 
ciple of  Christ,  and  his  doctrine.  But,  on  the 
contrary,  they  oppose  the  holy  doctrine  of 
.  Christ  and  his  apostles,  by  a  conformity  to  the 
world,  in  pride  and  haughtiness ;  using  the 
laws  of  the  world  to  oppress  tUeu  u^^J&te«N\\'a^ 
ajid  the  sword  to  aveige  iVietfta^N^^  ^\Av<^  ^«^ 
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violence  to  their  enemies,  all  which  is  opposed 
to  the  divine  nature,  tendency  and  disposition 
of  Christ  Jesus,  and  belongs  to  worldly  mind- 
edness,  and  not  to  those  who  are  heavenly 
minded  :  for,  He  tliat  sahh  he  abideth  in  him, 
ought  himself  also  so  to  walk,  even  as  he  walk- 
ed.    (I  John  2:  6.) 

Now,  let  us  consider  the  use  and  advantage 
of  this  new  birth,  whicli  is  unspeakably  great  ; 
for  it  is  infinitely  w^orth  more  than  if  we  could 
gain  the  whole  world,  with  all  its  glory,  during 
the  short  time  of  our  life.  For,  by  regenera- 
tion we  become  the  children  of  God.  And  if 
children,  then  heirs :  heirs  of  God,  and  joint 
heirs  with  Christ.  (Rom.  8:  17.)  And  this 
heirship  is  an  invaluable  riches,  too  great  to  be 
compared  with  the  whole  world  and  its  riches, 
joys  and  honours,  whicli  are  momentary  and 
fleeting :  for  the  world,  with  all  that  is  liierein, 
passeth  away :  yea.  The  heavens  and  the  earth 
which  are  now,... are  kept  in  store,  reserved 
unto  fire  against  the  day  of  judgment  and 
perdition  of  ungodly  men:  (2 Pet.  3:  7.)  but 
the  inheritance  of  the  children  of  God  will  not 
pass  away , but  endureth  forever ;  in  which  Peter 
rejoiceth  and  saith,  Blessed  be  the  God  and  Fa- 
ther of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  which,.  ac<:ording 
to  his  abundant  mercy,  hath  begotten  us  again 
unto  a  lively  hope,  by  the  resurrection  of  Jesus 
Christ  from  the  dead,  to  an  inheritance  incor- 
i'uptible  and  undefiled,  and  that  fadetli  not 
away,  reserved  iaY\€i^\^\xi«:'5Q^%^^^^«  kept 
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by  the  power  of  God  through  faith  unto  t^alva- 
lion,  ready  to  be  revealed  in  the  last  time; 
wherein.. .believing,ve  rejoice  with  joy  unspeak- 
able, and  full  of  gpxv :  receiving  the  end  of 
your  faith,  even  the  salvation  of  your  souls.  (L 
Pet.  1:  3-9.) 

And  this  blessedness  will  consist  in  the  bea- 
tifick  vision  of  God,  and  seeing  and  beholding 
the  Redeemer  face  to  face,  in  light  refulgent 
and  heavenly  glory  ;  and  where  all  the  right- 
eous will  be  glorified,  and  shine  forth  as  the 
sun,  in  the  kingdom  of  their  Father.  Here 
they  need  not  the  light  of  a-  candle,  neither  the 
light  of  the  sun,  for  the  glory  of  God  will  give 
them  light ;  where  they  shall  walk  in  the  new 
Jerusalem,  whose  streets  are  of  pure  gold,  and 
shine  as  it  were  transparent  glass  :  wher^  they 
will  see,  and  hear  such  ineffable  things  which 
no  mortal  man  can  utter.  Where  they  will^ 
behold  ilie  Holy  Trinity,  and  with  new  tongues 
sing  the  song  of  Moses  and  the  Lamb ;  and 
with  melodious  accents  unite  with  thousands 
of  thousands  of  blessed  spirits,  and  all  the  hea- 
venly host  who  stand  around  the  throne  of 
God  and  the  Lamb,  in  praising  and  glorifying 
his  great  and  adorable  name.  Where  they 
are  robed  in  white,  with  palms  in  their  hands, 
and  crowns  on  their  heads ;  and  where  they 
will  eat  of  the  tree  of  life,  which  is  in  the  midst 
of  the  paradise  of  God.  Here  they  shall  hun- 
ger no  inpre,  neither  thirst  any  vuot^^xv'^sJciSix 
ffhall  the  sua ;  light  oa  ihem,  wox  ^wj  \v5i5i\.. 
26 
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For  the  Lamb  which  is  in  the  midst  of  the 
throne  shall  feed  them,  and  eball  lead  them 
unto  living  fountains  of  waters:  and  God  shall 
wipe  away  all  tears  ttom  their  eyes.     (Rev.' 7: 
16,  17.)    For  here  will  be  no  more  weepinc 
and  mourning,  grief  or  pain,    sickness  and 
death ;  but  fullness  of  joy,  at  Ood's  right  hand, 
shall  be  upon  their  heads,  and  pleasures  for 
evermore :  yea,  such  glorious  things,  as,  Eye 
hath  not  seen,  nor  ear  heard,  neither   have 
entered  into  tlie  heart  of  man,  the'things  which 
God  hath  prepred  for  them  that  love  him.    (1 
Cor.  2:  9.)     And,  the  greater  the  anguisli  and 
pain  has  been  in  regeneration,  the  greater  will 
the  joy  be :  for  all  the  sorrow  and  afflictions 
which  fire  endured  for  Christ's  salce,  in  work- 
ing out  our  soul's  salvation,  will  bechanged  to 
joy,  as  Paul  saith,  For  our  light  affliction,  which 
is  but  for  a  moment,  worketh  for  us  a  far  more 
exceeding  and  eternal  weight  of  glory  ;  while 
we  look  not  at  the  things  which  are  seen,  but  at 
tiie  things  which  are  not  seen;  for  the  things 
wliicli  are  seen  are  temporal ;  but  the  things 
which  are  not  seen  are  eternal.  (3  Cor.4: 17,18.) 
Now,    sliould   any  who  read   the  doctrine 
which  is  manifested  in  this  our  Confession  of 
Faith;  and  look  upon  it  as  a  contemptible  doc- 
trine of  the  cross,  which  is  too  hard  to  bear,  we 
would  admonish  such  to  pause  and  reflect,  in- 
asjnuch  as  wo  believe  and  confess,  according 
to  the  word  of  GoA,V.!aa.\.  Vlkft  ^ate  is  stmit  and 
the  way   narrow  \Nf\\\c\i\ft^^^>^'^^^^%^si^^ 
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Id  beset  with  crosses,  afQiction,  tribulation  and 
sorrow,  as  Paul  saith,  That  we  must  through 
much  tribulation  *eiUer  into  the  kingdom  of 
God.  (Acts  14:  22.}^  This  we  also  fmd  is  iho 
case  with  the  gce&t  multitude,  w  hich  John  be- 
held, which  no  man  could  number,  of  all  na- 
tions, and  kindreds,  and  people,  and  tongues, 
which  stood  before  the  throne,  and  before  the 
Lamb,  clothed  with  white  robes,  and  palms  in 
their  hands ;  of  whom,  when  one  of  the  elders 
asked.  What  arc  these  which  are  arrayed  iu 
white  robes?  and  whence  cartiethey?  it  was 
answered,  These  are  they  which  came  out  of 
great  tribulation,  and  have  washed  their  robes, 
and  made  them  whit^in  the  blood  of  the  Lamb. 
Therefore  are  they  before  the  throne  of  God, 
and  serve  him  day  and  night  in  his  temple  i 
and  he  that  sitteth  pn  the  throne  shall  dwell 
among  them.  (Rev?^  7r'9-15.)  Hence,  this 
narrow  path — this  road  of  tribulation,  is  the 
sure  way  which  leadeth  to  eternal  bliss  and 
glory ;  and  by  following  Christ,  on  this  narrow 
way  of  self-denial,  and  bearing  his  cross  after 
him,  we  hope,  through  grace,  to  inherit  a  life 
of  glory,  which  the  Lord  will  give  to  all  those 
who  bear  his  cross  and  follow  him.  And, 
therefore,, we  reckon  that  the  sufferings  of  this 
present  time  are  but  light,  and  not  worthy  to 
be  compared  with  the  glory  which  shall  be  re- 
vealed in  us,  in  that  blissful  eternity. 

But,  on  the  other  hand,  those  vi  tvo  lwik^^*5ci. 
com  tempt  upon  the  humble  ctQRa-\ift»x^x^  ^^^.^ 
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dcppisc  the  cross  of  Chri8t,  and  who  lire 
ftftcr  the  flesh,  in  fulfilling  the  Insts  thereof,  in 
pride"  and  hanghtineaB^rand  in  conformity  to 
the  world,  seeking  its  glory  and  the  honor  of 
men,  will  find,  that  this  tlieir  pleasure  and 
glory,  will  terminate  jn  misery  and  wo — in 
weeping,  wailing,  and  gnashing  of  teeth  ;  and 
that  their  torment  and  misery  will  be  infinitely 
greater  than  their  short-lived  pleasure  and 
glory  hag  been.  Then  will  they  know,  and 
SCO,  what  they  have  irretrievably  lost ;  and  with 
fcnr  and  anguish  of  spirit  will  be  amazed  and 
groan,  when  they  shait  see  the  righteous  stand 
in  great  boldness  jjeforjB  the  face  of  such  as 
have  afi^licted  him,  saying,  this  was  he  whom 
wc  had  sometimes  in  dirision,  and  a  proverb 
of  reproach  :  wc  fools  counted  his  life  madness, 
and  his  end  to  be  without  honour  :  how  is  he 
numbered  among  tb^  cMldren  of  God,  and  his 
lot  is  among  the  saints  !  Therefore  have  we 
erred  from  the  way  of  truth,  and  tho  light  of 
righteousness  hath  not  shined  unto  us,  and 
the  sun  of  righteousness  rose  not  upon  us. — 
Wo  wearied  ourselves  in  the  way  of  wicked- 
ness and  destruction:  yen,  we  Iiave  gone 
through  deserts,  where  there  lay  no  way:  but 
a3  for  the  way  of  the  Lord,  we  have  not  known 
it.  What  hath  pride  profited  us  ?  or  what  good 
hath  riches,  with  ourvatmting,  brought  us? — 
^\]1  those  things  arc  passed  away  like  a  sha- 
dowj  and  as  a  poalvWvVATysl^iUv  by;  even  so 
wo,  in  like  manner,^  iiooTvxxa  vq<i^«t^\»\^^ 
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bejan  to  diaw.  to  our  end,  j^nd  had  no  sign  of 
virtue  to  shew ;  but  were  consumed  in  our  own 
wickedness.  But  the  rifhteous  live  for  ever- 
more ;  their  reward  also  is  with  the  Lord,  and 
the  care  of  them  i^  with  the  Most  High. — 
Therefore  shall  they  receive  a  glorious  king- 
dom, and  a-beautiful  crown  from  the  Lord's 
hand :  for  with  his  right  hand  shall  he  cover 
them,  and  with  bis  arm  shall  he  protect  them. 


OF  THE  ADMINISTRATION  OF  BAPTISM. 

it  has  bee«  mentioned  above,  in  the  seventh 
reflection,  that  all  tho  ordinances  of  the  Church 
should  be  administered  according  to  the  word 
of  God,  and  tlie  commandments  of  Christ,  as 
they  were  instituted  and  commanded  by  him. 
Therefore,  in  the  administration  of  baptism, 
we  should  observe  the  command  which  lie 
gave  to  his  disciples  when  lie  instituted  it,  in 
the  following  words :  All  power  is  given  unto 
me  in  heaven  and  in  earth.  Go  ye  therefore,  ' 
and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in 4he 
name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of 
the  Holy  Ghost ;  teaching  them  to  observe  all 
things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you : 
and,  lo,  1  am  with  you  always,  even  unto  tha 
end  of  the  world.     (Matth.  28:  18-20.) 

Here  we  find,   by  examining    the  above 
words  of  the  institution  of  biiplvava^  \^\-i\v^^Ocv- 
i^jp^vjedes  thd  adminiatervus  ol\i:v.V^vi'«x\  Vs^^ 
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to  "Teach  all  nations,"  is  bcfoKc  "Baptizing 
them."  •  From  this  we  infer,  that  those  who 
are  to  be  baptized,  tne  first  to  be  taught  and 
instructed  in  the  faith  in  the  Son  of  God,  and 
to  come  to  repentance^ndnowness  of  h'fe ;  as 
John  said  to  those  who  came  to  be  baptized  of 
him,  Bring  forth  therefore  fruitr  meet  for  re- 
pentance. Such  qko  was  the  language  of  Pe- 
ter, when  they,  wnq  were  pricked  in  their 
heart,  asked  him  and  the  other  apostles,  what 
they  shoula  do  ?  Avbeh  he  said  unto  them.  Re- 
pent, and  be  baptized* every  one  of  you  in  the 
name  of  Jesus  Christ  for  the  remission  of  sins, 
and  ye  shall  receive  the  gift  of  the  Hdy  Ghost. 
(Acts  2:  37,  38.)  Now  all  such  as  by  faith 
l^elieve  in  the  Son  ofGod  have  repented,and  are 
baptized,  it  is^commanded  that  they  be  taught 
to  observe  all  things  tliat  are  commanded  of 
Christ  to  his  disciples.  Thus  before  baptism, 
they  are  to  be  taught  faith  and  repentance;  and 
after  baptism,  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever 
Christ  has  commanded. 

And,  as  oOr  sentiments  of  Christian  baptism 
are  stated  in  the  21st  article  of  our  confession 
of  faith,  I  do  not  intend  to  enlarge  on  it  here ; 
but  only  manifest  and  sliow,  what  we  think, 
the  scriptural  mode  and  practice  of  its  admin- 
istration. Now,  as  it  has  been  said  above,  All 
the  ordinances  of  the  church  should  be  admin- 
istered according  to  the  word  of  God,  and  the 
commandmevlts  o!  CW\^V\  «vx\  x<!a.ders  might 
ask,  In  what  way  vwxaV\^\^\«Kv\^  ^^ww^av^v 
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ed  to  agree  wilh  the  word  of  God,  and  the 
commandment  of  Christ,  since  there  is  no  par- 
ticultir  mode  and  practice  of  it  given  in  the . 
word  of  God  ? — and  even  in  the  words  above, 
where  Christ  instituted  baptism,  the  form  and 
manner  of  its  administration  is  not  given  ?  To 
this  we  would  answer^  That  if  we  closely  ad- 
here to  the  word  of  God,  neither  adding  there- 
to, or  diminishing  therefrom,  we  cannot  enjoin 
any  certain  mode  of  practice  in  its  administror 
tion  ;  inasmuch  as  there  is  none  given  in  the 
word  of  God:  and  should  we  attempt  it,  it 
would  be  adding  to  the  word  of  God.  And, 
tiierefore,  aa  it  has  pleased  Crod  in  his  wisdom 
not  to  give  a  particular  mode  in  administering 
it,  wc  content  ourselves  as  the  wisdom  of  God 
has  ordered  it :  neither  do  we  think  it  profit- 
able and  good  to  dispute  and  contend  so  much 
about  outward  modes  and  forms,  as  is  nowar 
day«  discoverable. 

Out,  as  some  men,  in  the  present  tinio,  have 
arisen,  who  make  a  command  of  a  ce^taii^ 
iiiode  and  form  of  baptism,  saying  thus  and 
thus  must  be  the  mode  ofpracticey  and  there- 
with reject  and  invalidate  every  other  way,  li. 
has  become  necessary  to  illustrate,  by  the  word 
of  God,  the  order  in  which  we  administer  thi9 
sacred  institution.  And,  to  do  this,  we  will  not 
recur  to  the  opinions  of  men,  as  councils  and 
vocabularies,  to  base  our  faith  on  ;  but  it  shall 
be  based  on  the  immovable  word  o<  Goi^.— 
Now,  Ihens  are  different  opimowa  xsIdtyaV^'^  vc>^^ 
i^eaniag  of  t^e  \yoT^  ^W\\^^  \  ^^^  ^ijaawCS 
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that  it  means,  vertiefung^  i.  e.  deepeningf ;  and 
this  tliey  pretend  to  prove  with  the  vocabular}-: 
whereas  the  contrary  can  also  be  proven  with 
it.  But,  as  said  above,  we  will  not  recur  to  the 
opinions  of  men,  but  endeavor  to  draw  some 
illustrations  from  the  clear  fountscin  of  life,  the 
word  of  God  :  and  here  we  find,  that  the  word 
baptize  is  us6d  for  sprinkle,  or  pour  j  and  the 
word  sprinkle,  or.pour,  for  baptize  interchange- 
ably: this  is  evidently  seen,  in  the  words  of  the 
prophet  Joel,  of  John  the  Baptist,  of  the  words 
of  Christ,  and  of  those  of  tlie  apostle  Peter. — 
For  the  Lord  saith  by  the  prophet  Joel,  And 
it  shall  come  to  pass  afterward,  that  1  will  pour 
out  my  Spirit  upon  all  flesh  ;  and  your  sons  and 
your  daughters  shall  prophesy,  your  old  men 
shall  dream  dreams,  your  young  men  shall  see 
visioi>s :  and  also  upon  the  servants  and  upon 
tlie  handmaids  in  those  days  will  I  pour  out 
my  spirit.  (Joel  2:  28,  29.)  -  Moreover,  John 
the  Baptist  speaks  of  this  outpouring,  or  bap- 
tism, and  saith,  I  indeed  baptize  you  with  wa- 
ter unto  repentance:  but  he  that  cometh  after 
me  is  mightier  than  I,  whose  shoes  I  am  not 
worthy  to  bear:  he  shall  baptize  you  with  the 
Holy  Ghost,  and  with  fire,  (Matth.  3:  11.) — 
Also,  Christ,  after  he  was  risen  from  the  dead, 
ppaketo  his  disciples  of  this  sprinkling  or  pour- 
ing, and  calls  it  a*  baptism,  saying.  For  John 
\w\y  baptized  with  water ;  but  ye  shall  be  bap- 
Used  with  the  Uo\^  Ghost  not  many  days 
hen  cc    (^ Ada  \v  5t*\    *^^^  \?\\^w\\\&  ^wx^Us 
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were  baptized  with  this  baptism,  Peter  calls  it 
a  pouring,  when  he  saith.  But  this  is  that 
which  was  spoken  by  the  prophet  Joel ;  And 
it  shall  ccJme  to  pass  in  the  last  clays,  (saith 
God,)  I  will  pour  out  of  ray  Spirit  upon  all 
flesh.  (2:  16, 17.)  Besides,  Peter  saith.  This 
Jesus  hath  God  raised  up,  whereof  we  all  are 
witnesses.  Therefore  being  by  the  right  hand 
of  God  exalted,  and  having  received  of  the  Fa- 
ther the  promise  of  the  iloly  Ghost,  he  hath 
shed  forth  this,  which  ye  now  see  and  hear. — 
(v.  33.)  Here  Peter  clearly  shows,  that  this  is 
that  which  Joel  prophesied  and  said,  I  will  pour 
out  my  Spirit  upon  all  flesh  :  also  what  Christ 
said,  but  ye  shall  be  baptized  with  the  Holy 
Ghost  not  many  days  hence  :  and  also  what 
John  saith,  He  that  cometh  ader  me  is  migh- 
tier than  I,  he  shall  baptize  j'ou  with  the  Holy 
Ghost  and  with  fire.  Hence  it  is  evident,  that 
pour  is  used  for  baptize^  and  baptize  for  pour. 
Therefore,  as  baptism  by  pouring  is  grounded 
and  established  in  the  word  of  God,  we  prac- 
tice and  administer  it  by  pouring ;  inasmuch^ 
also,  as  water  baptism  is  much  less  and  infe- 
rior than  the  baptism  of  the  Holy  Ghost :  for 
he  that  baptizeth  with  the  Holy  Giiost  is 
mightier  than  he  that  baptizeth  with  water : 
and  this  Spiritual  baptism  is  infinitely  more 
excellent  than  the  baptism  with  water ;  and  to 
tohich,  water  baptism  ia  no  more^han  a  seal : 
also,  where  the  spiritual  baptism  U  \\<:s^  ^^^ 
forth;  water  baptism  is  itieffecA.\xc\^ 
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Fnrtliermore,  we  believe,  that  in  the  admin- 
istriation  of  water  baptism,  a  little  water  will  not 
avail  to  wash  away  the  sins,  and  that  much 
water  is  equally  unavailing ;  anil  that  there  is 
no  purification  to  be  sought  herie  in  the  water : 
but  we  must  believe  as  Peter  saith,  TJie  like 
figure  i\  hereunto  even  baptism  doth  now  save 
IIS,  (not  the  putting  away  of  the  61th  of  the 
Hesh,  but  the  answer  of  a  good  conscience  to- 
ward God,)  by  the  resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ. 
(I  Pet.  3:  21.)  But  this  will  be  availing  to 
those  who  are  baptized  with  water,  to  hold  fast 
the  faith  in  Jesus  Christ  which  they  professed, 
when  by  baptism  they  were  admitted  into  his 
chui-cli,  and  to  keep  the  covenant  thus  entered 
into  with  God ;  and  to  pay  his  vow  thus  vow- 
ed, by  living  a  holy  and  pious  life,  according  to 
the  docirine  of  Christ  and  his  apostles;  to  put 
off  concerning  the  former  conversiition,  the  old 
man,  to  be  crucified  and  buried  with  its  lust 
and  sin;  that  sin  may  no  more  reign  in  this 
mortal  body  to  obey  it  in  the  lusts  thereof.— 
And  this  is  what  Paul  saith,  Kncfw  ye  nol, 
that  so  many  of  us  as  were  baptized  into  Jesus 
Christ,  were  baptized  into  his  death"?  There- 
fore we  are  buried  TN-ith  him  by  baptism  into 
death  ;  that  like  as  Christ  was  mised  up  from 
the  dead  by  the  ffloryofthc  Father,  even  so 
we  also  should  walk  in  newness  of  life.  Now 
this  is  certainly  not  a  natural  death  and  burial, 
hut  it  is  the  death  and  burial  of  the  old  man, 
Its  corrupt  nature  ande\tvft\  v!\\\c\\\a  ^xVAa'cit 
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from  the  following  words  of  (he  opoetle's,  For 
if  we  have  been  planted  together  in  the  like- 
ness of  his  death,  we  slmll  be  also  in  (he  like- 
ness of  his  resurrection :  knowing  this,  that  oiir 
old  man  is  crucified  with  him,  tliat  the  body  of 
sin  might  be  destroyed,  that  henceforth  we 
should  not  serve  sin.  For  he  that  is  dead  is 
freed  from  sin.  Now,  if  we  be  dead  with 
Christ,  we  l>elieve  that  wo  shall  also  live  with 
him.     (Rom.  6:  3-8.) 

Hence  we  should  beware  of  comforting  our- 
selves with  a  natural  burial  of  the  body  by  im- 
mersion, and  thereby  lose  the  spiritual  burial, 
which  is  hereby  spoken  of  by  tho  apostle. — 
Dut  we  should  strive  to  understand  the  npostle 
in  his  spiritual  meaning — to  crucify  and  bury 
the  old  man,  wnth  his  corruption  atid  sins,  and 
rise  in  newness  of  life.  But  so  it  was  in  days 
of  old.  as  vet,  that  men  have  turned  their  eyes 
to  thise  thinofs  wljich  are  seen  and  are  natutal. 
and  have  turned  them  away  from  those  things 
which  are  unseen,  and  are  spiritual.     For, 

When  the  children  of  Israel  were  bitten  of 
liery  serpents,  and  much  people  died ;  and  the 
Lord  said  unto  Moses,  to  make  a  fiery  serpent 
and  set  it  upon  a  pole,  and  that  every  one  that 
is  bitten,  when  he  looketh  upon  it  shall  live ; 
and  as  long  as  they  obeyed  the  word  of  the 
IjORD,  when  they  were  bitten  by  the  fiery  ser- 
pents, and  looked  upon  the  serpent  which  Mo- 
ses had  made  and  put  ou  w.  ^\^.^^.Vv^'^\\x5^^^ 
(Num.  21:  6-9.)  but  bobooti  ixaXJcve^  -«^xxV.Sssx- 
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iher  than  tbey  were  commanded  by  the  word 
of  tlie  l^rd,  tind  burned  incense  to  it.  it  became 
their  idol.  (2  Kings  18:  4.)  In  like  manner 
is  baptism  a  commandment  of  the  Lord,  by 
which  we  enter  into  a  covenant  with  liiii),  and 
is  the  answer  of  a  good  conscience  toward  God  : 
but  so  soon  as  we  go  farther  in  this  than  the 
word  of  God  will  bear  us,  and  put  our  trust  in 
this  elementary  water,  and  seek  blessedness  in 
it,  and  the  washing  away  of  sins  by  it,  it  may 
serve  as  a  snare  and  an  idol  to  us.  But  our 
whole  trust  in  baptism  should  be  by  the  grace 
of  God,  to  be  washed  and  purified  from  all  our 
sins,  in  the  atoning  blood  of  Jesus  Chiist  by 
faith,  and  sanctified  by  the  Holy  Spirit ;  and 
thus  to  attain  the  one  baptism,  of  which  Paul 
saith,  One  Lord,  one  faith,  one  baptism.  (Eph. 
1:  5.)  And  this  one  baptism  is  the  same  by 
wliicli  we  are  all,  by  one  Spirit,  baptized  into 
one  body.  ..and  all  have  been  made  to  drink 
into  one  Spirit.     (1  Cor.  12:  13.) 

But,  ill  the  true  meaning  of  this  one  baptism, 
we  think  those  err,  who  say,  that  it  is  the  out-' 
ward  baptism  with  water,  and  that  there  is  but 
one  way,  mode  and  form,  by  which  to  admin- 
ister it  that  is  valid,  and  which  is  acceptable 
with  God  :  tliis  is  not  the  apostle's  meaning ; 
lor  of  this  one  baptism  must  all  the  true  mem- 
bers of  the  body  of  Christ  participate ;  and  this 
may  be  attained  by  those  to  whom  water  bap- 
tlsin  was  admimslevcid  xvoV  ^x^d^Vj  ^iii^x  the 
same  manner  and  lovm,  ^^  V.Q ^^^ ^^^^^^^ ^^' 
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jtnony.  Moreover,  those  who  have  water 
Miptism  administered  in  the  same  manner  and 
brm,  and  are  not  baptized  with  this  spiritual 
Kiptism,  those  have  not  this  one  baptism  of 
vhich  Paul  here  speaketh,  and  consequently 
irc  not  true  members  of  the  body  of  Christ  : 
>ecau9C  they  are  not  by  one  Spirit  baptized 
nto  one  body.  And,  also,  those  who  have  this 
>aptism,  or  desire  to  have  it,  must  not  refuse  to 
)e  baptized  with  water,  saying- it  is  enough  if 
ve  arc  baptised  with  the  baptism  of  the  Spirit: 
or  it  behooves  us,  in  all  things,  to  adhere  to 
he  doctrine  of  Christ  and  his  apostles.  And 
a  this  we  have  an  example  in  the  house  of 
Uornelius ;  when  the  Holy  Ghost  had  fallen 
m  all  tliosc  who  heard  the  word,  Peter  said, 
^an  any  man  forbid  water,  that  these  should 
lot  be  baptized,  which  have  received  the  Holy 
'host  a  i  well  as  we  7  And  he  commanded 
hem  to  be  baptized  in  the  name  of  the  Lord. 
Acts  10:  44-48.) 

And  thus  it  is  our  aim  and  dt^irc  to  adhere 
o  the  doctrine  and  institution  of  Christ  and 
lis  apostles  ;  neither  adding  thereto,  or  dimin- 
shing  therefrom :  (oj  Paul  saith,  If  any  man 
each  otherwise,  and  consent  not  to  wholesome 
vords,  even  the  words  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
Lud  to  the  doctrine  which  is  according  to  god- 
iness ;  he  is  proud,  knowing  nothingjhut  do- 
ing about  questions  and  strifes  or  woxsi^^ 
vhercof  cometh  envy,  strife,  t^Wvti^^^  ^n^  "sj^^^- 
lisings,  perverse  disputinga  o?  xtvew  o^  tQ^^>^^ 
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miudd,  and  destitute  of  the  truth,  supposing 
that  gain  is  godliness:  from  such  withdraw 
thyself.  (1  Tim.  6:3-5.)  For,  inconsequence 
of  some  men  not  adhering  to  the  pure  doctrine 
of  Christ,  but  teach  doctrines  according  to  the 
opinions  of  men,  come  divisions  among  those 
who  profess  themselves  to  bel^hristians.  And 
in  that  w.ejiave  published  this  our  Confession 
of  l^^aith,  it  is  not  our  object  to  differ  in  words 
with  other  denominations  of  Christians ;  but 
simply  io  point  out  what  we  believe  to  be  the 
true  and  saving  faith  in  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 
And  all  those  that  do  ;iot  agree  with  us  in  all 
points,  we  will  not  judge  or  condemn ;  and  thus 
we  desire  others  to  do  with  us,  that  all  things 
may  bo  done  with  charity. 


OF  THE   MODE   AND  PRikCTICE  OP 

THE  ADMINISTRATION  OF  BAPTISM. 

If  any  person  is  desirous  of  entering  into  a 
covenant  witli  God,  by  baptism,  and  thus  to 
become  a  member  of  this  our  church,  he  man- 
ifcists  his  wish  and  desire  to  the  minister,  who 
declares  his  will  and  intention  to  the  church, 
charging  her  members,  at  the  same  time,  to 
have  an  eye  upon  his  life  and  conversation,  to 
see  if  his  fruits  be  good  and  meet  for  repent- 
ance :  In:  here  it  is  necessary  to  see  fruits — not 
only  leaves — ot  pt^Veii^oaa  to  experience. — 
Meanwhile  he  wuV be  Xscvx^v.  \iAxV\Qs^.\>x^\fti va 
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the  principles  of  faith  and  religion^  and  the  or- 
dinances of  the  church,  accordixig  to  the  doc- « 
trine  of  Christ,and  his  commandments,  '^Teach 
all  nations.''  And  thus,  when  he  is  instruct- 
ed in  the  doctrine  of  Christ,  his  duty  to  God, 
his  church,  and  its  ordinances,  and  acknowl- « 
edges  that  he  is  of  one  mind  with  the  church, 
and  its  ordinances,  its  faiih  and  practice ;  and 
desires  to  be  baptized  on  his  faith  in  the  Son 
iyi  God,  which  he  manifests  with  the  Church  ; 
the  minister  then  again  declares  to  the  church 
his  desire  for  being  baptized,  appoints  a 
time  for  the  administration  of  baptism;  which, 
if  it  be  found  that  he  has  brought  forth  good 
fruits  and  lived  a  pious  life,  will  be  administer- 
od:  but  if  the  contrary  be  shown,  that  he  has 
brought  forth  evil  fruits,  by  Hving  in  sm  and 
impiety,  the  administration  of  baptism  will  be 
put  off  and  delayed,  and  he  earnestly  warned 
of  his  danger,  and  exhorted  to  change  his  life, 
and  bring  forth  fruits  meet  for  repentance. — 
This  is  the  manner  in  which  members  are  re- 
ceived into  the  church,  where  a  church  is  or- 
ganized ;  but  in  places  where  there  is  no  church, 
we  proceed  as  time  and  circumstances  will 
admit. 

Now,  when  the  rile  of  baptism  is  to  be  ad- 
ministered, the  minister  asks  him  that  is  to  be 
baptized,  Do  you  believe  that  there  is  one  only 
true,  eternal,  almighty,  and  omnipoteSl  God^ 
who  is  the  Creator  of  the  heaveu^  ^w^^^  ^«x?^ck^ 
with  all  visible  and  invisible  iViiu^a  \  ^»  ^"'^  '^ 
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things  derive  their  existence,  source  and 
fountain,  from  him,  ami  arc  upheld  and 
governed  by  the  power  of  his  ahnighty  word  ; 
and  that  lie  alone  is  the  true  God^  and  that 
there  is  none  besides  him  ?  Do  vou  also  be- 
lieve,  that  Jesus  Christ  is  the  Son  of  God  ;  the 
Saviour  and  Redeemer  of  the  world ;  who  from 
eternity  was  with  the  Father,  and  in  the  full- 
ness of  time,  was  conceived  by  the  Holy  Ghost, 
born  of  the  Virgin  Mary,  was  crucified,  dead, 
and  buried  ;  who  descended  into  hell,*  the  third 
day  arose  from  the  dead,  ascended  into  heaven, 
and  sitteth  at  the  right  hand  of  God,  the  Fa- 
ther, from  whence  he  shall  come 'to  judge  the 
quick  and  the  dead?  And,  do  you  also  be- 
lieve ill  the  Ifoly  Ghost,  who  proceeded  forth 
from  the  Father  and  the  Son,  and  with  them 
iu  the  divine  essence  is  in  unity  of  the  eternal 
God,  and  who  purifies  and  sanctifies  the  chil- 
dren of  men,  and  leads  them  into  all  truth? — 
Moreover,  are  yon  willing  to  submit  youi*self 
unto  Chiist  and  his  doctrine,  and  to  renounce 
the  devil,  the  world,  and  your  own  carnal  will, 
with  all  sinful  desires  and  ungodly  works,  and 
to  stand  and  strive  for  the  truth  of  God  till 
death  ?  And  when  each  of  these  questions  is, 
separately,  answered  in  the  aflfirmative  by  him 
that  is  to  be  baptized,  he  and  the  minister  bend 
their  knees  before  God,  where  the  minister  im- 
ploresS.  blessing  on  the  new  convert;  after 
which  the  minietet  la^»  \vva  Vi^xwd* oa  the  con- 
vert^s  head,  saying,  'C\\ov\  ^W\v.  ^^^  \5iw^>cvi&\ 
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h  water,  for  the  remission  of  sins,  upon  thy 
:nowled^ed  faith  which  thou  hast  acknowl- 
:ed  in  the  presence  of  God  and  these  wit- 
ses,  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the 
1,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  While  the  min- 
r  pronounces  the  three  names  of  the  Go3- 
d,  he  pours  the  water  on  the  head  of  him 
t  is  ba[jtized;  after  which  the  minister 
zhes  him  his  hand  in  the  name  of  the 
irch,  saying  unto  him.  Arise  in  newness  of 
:  for  like  as  Christ  was  raised  up  from  the 
d  by  the  glory  of  the  Father,  even  so  thou 
It  walk  in  newness  of  life  ;  and  shalt  be  ac- 
iwledged  a  member — a  brother  (sister)  in 
church  of  Christ,  so  long  as  thou  dost  not 
isgress,  and  abidest  in  the  doctrine  of  Christ: 
[f  thou  continue  in  his  word,  then  thou  art 
disciple  indeed. 

Phis  is  the  substance  of  the  questions  and 
^monies  used  in  the  administration  of  bap- 
I :  and  though  the  form  of  words  are  sub- 
to  variation,  yet  they  all  converge  to  the 
le  meaning. 


OF  THE  DUTY  AND  OBLIGATION 

t^ose  who  by  Baptism  entered  into  a  Covenant  with 
Jody  cmd  were  admitted  tn/o  his  Church;  and  what 
£y  have  to  observe. 

n  the  first  place,  all  those  who  have  enter- 
nto  a  covenant  with  God  by  baptism,  and 
3  were  united  to  his  churcn,  ace  ia  iat^ 
27 
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bound  to  keep,  without  vioIatioQ,  the  covenanC 
which  they  conflrmod  by  bapt&m ;  and  where- 
in tbey  promised  and  engaged  to  love  and 
serve  the  JLord,  to  walk  in  his  commaQdments 
and  to  renonnce  the  devil,  the  world,  and  their 
own  carnal  will.  And  thus  having  vowed  a 
vow  unto  the  Lord  God,  the  holy  One  of  Is- 
rael, Jthey  must  not  defer  to  pay  it^  by  viewing 
it  as  a  light  matter  of  a  temporal  nature ;  but 
it  must  be  looked  upon  by  them  as  a  matter  of 
the  greatest  weight  and  moment — a  covenant 
made  with  God,  and  not  with  man — and  on 
the  keeping  of  which  depends  the  salvation  of 
their  immortal  souls.  And  ,thus  tbey  must 
continue  steadfast  in  keeping  their  vow :  for 
those  who  break  it  are-splntuar  aduherers,  and 
have  lied  unto  God ;  and  will  be  accounted  as 
evil  servants,  whose  portion  will  be  appointed 
with  the  hypocrites.  For  even  those  who 
break  their  promise  and  contract  with  man  are 
looked  upon  with  contempt  and  displeasure, 
and  are  accounted  as  enemies,  unfaithful  and 
untrue :  so,  much  more  will  those  be  under  the 
displeasure  of  God,  and  accounted  his  enemies, 
who  are  unfaithful,  and  break  their  covenant 
with  HIM,  and  do  HQt  pay  the  vow  which  they 
have  vowed' :  as  James  saith,  Ye  adulterers  and 
adulteresses,  know  ye  not  that  the  friendship 
of  the  world  is  enmity  with  God  *?  whosoever 
therefore  will  he  a  friend  of  the  world  is  the  en- 
emy  of  God.  (James  4: 4.) 
-f'arthermore  must  v\\ft  ^ovm^  discipfeacon- 
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tinue  steadfastly  in  the  doctrine  of  Christ  and 
the  apostles,  in  fellowship,  and  in  breaking  of 
bread,  and  in  prayers.  And  not  forsaking  the 
BKSsembling  of  themselves  together :  but  to  ex- 
hort one  another,  provoking  unto  love  and  to 
good  works.  And  where  it  is  necessary,  to  ad- 
minister to  the  needy  members  of  the  good 
things  of  this  life,  to  supply  their  temporal 
wants :  for  Paul  has  placed  good  works  as  a 
principal  thing  in  the  church,  when  he  saith, 
This  is  a  faithful  saying,^  and  these  things  I 
will  that  thou  affirm  constantly,  that  they 
which  have  believed  in  God  might  be  careful 
to  maintain  good  works.  These  things  are 
jood  and  profitable  unto  men.  (Tit.  3:  8.) — 
They  must  also  be  honourable  and  upright  in 
ill  their  dealings  with  men,  taking  no  ad  van « 
tage  of  any,  and  walking  wisely  with  those 
ivho  are  without ;  avoiding  foolish  talking  and 
jesting,  which  are  not  convenient ;  and  all  man- 
ner of  corrupt  communication  should  not  pro- 
ceed  out  of  their  mouth ;  bat  their  speech  must 
be  with*grace,  seasoned  with  salt,  that  they  may 
know  how  to  answer  every  man  :  and  thus  giv- 
ing no  offence  to  any,  be  they  either  within  or 
aut  of  the  church.  And,  moreover,  as  all  are 
free  in  Christ,  they  must  take  no  part  in  slave- 
holdinff,  or  in  trafficing  with  them  in  any 
Mvise.  Neither  should  any  members  exalt  them- 
selves above  the  others,  but  in  lowliness  of 
nind  let  each  esteem  other  better  than 
themselves.     And  thus  not  aa^it^  ^i\Kt  ^^<^^- 
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dence,  and  to  be  called  lord  and  master,  which 
our  great  Lord  and  Master  teaches  \is  not  to 
do,  when  he  saith,  But  be  not  ye  called  Babbi, 
for  one  is  your  Master,  even  Christ ;  and  all  ye 
are  brethren ;  and  call  no  man  your  father 
upon  the  earth,  for  one  is  your  Father,  which 
is  in  heaven.  Neither  be  ye  called  masters, 
for  one  is  your  Master,  even  Christ.  But.  he 
that  is  greatest  among  you  shall  be  your  ser- 
vant. (Matt.  23:  8-11.)  Likewise,  Ye  know 
that  the  princes  of  the  Gentiles  exercise  domi- 
nion over  them,  and  they  that  are  great  exer- 
cise authority  upon  them.  But  it  shall  not  be 
so  among  you  :  but  whosoever  will  be  great 
among  you,  let  him  be  your  minister ;  and 
whosoever  will  be  chief  among  you,  let  him 
be  your  servant.  (20:  25-27.)  From  these 
scriptures  we  learn  that  it  is -unbefitting  for 
members  of  the  Church  of  Christ,  to  salute 
one  another  with  the  appellation  of  lord  and 
master  ;  but  rather,  as  being  brothers  and  sis* 
ters  in  Christ,  and  members  of  his  body,  the 
church,  they  should  use  that  name ;  and  as 
members  of  one  body  serve  one  another.  For 
the  church  is  the  body  of  Christ,  whose  mem- 
bers must  be  subject  one  to  another,  and  all 
the  members  thereof  are  necessary,  so  that  one 
cannot  say,  I  have  no  need  of  thee,  for  God 
hath  tempered  the  body  together,  having  given 
more  abundant  honor  to  that  part  which  lack- 
eth,  that  there  should  be  no  schism  in  the  body, 
bat  that  the  membeca  should  have  the  same 
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mre  one  for  another.  Therefore^  all  the  mem- 
bers of  the  church  should  be  united  together 
in  love,  and  not  speak  evil  of  one  another ; 
ind  should  any  member  be  wounded,  by  fall- 
ing into  sin,  his  fall  should  not  be  exposed  to 
;he  world,  but  the  healing  balm  should,  in  such 
iases,  be  applied, which  Christ  hath  command- 
3d  to  be  used,  when  he  saith,  If  thy  brother 
jhall  trespass  against  thee,  go  and  tell  him  his 
!ault  between  thee  and  him  alone ;  if  -he  shcdl 
lear  thee,  thou  hast  gained  thy  brother.  (And 
f  this  be  the  case,  it  should  not  be  mentioned 
iny  farther.)  But  if  he  will  not  hear  thee, 
hen  take  with  thee  one  or  two  more,  that  in 
he  month  of  two  or  three  witnesses  every 
vord  may  be  established  ;  and  if  he  shall  ne- 
glect to  hear  them,  tell  it  unto  the  church  :  but 
f  he  neglect  to  l\ear  the  church,  let  him  be 
into  thee  as  a  heathen  man  and  a  publican. 
Matt.  18:  15,  17.) 

This  ordinance  is  of  the  highest  importance 
o  be  observed  by  all  the  members  of  the  church, 
hat  the  bond  of  love  be  not  broken  :  for  cha- 
ity  should  be  predominant  in  all  our  actions 
n  the  Church  of  God,  as  it  is  the  characteris- 
ic  whereby  all  the  disciples  of  Christ  are  to  be 
:nown,  and  is  one  of  the  greatest  command- 
nents  of  the  Lord.  For  when  Christ  was 
tsked  of  his  disciples.  Which  is  the  greatest 
commandment  in  the  law?  he  said  unto  them^ 
Vhou  sbalt  love  the  LordlViy  Oq^^\<^^^^ 
eart,  and  with  all  thy  soxA,  wA  ^\>^  ^eC^^^o.- 
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mind.  This  is  the  first  and  great  command- 
ment, and  the  second  is  like  unto  it,  Thou 
shalt  love  thy  neighbour  as  thyself.  On  these 
two  commandments  hang  all  the  law  and  the 
prophets.  (Matt.  22:  36,  40.)  And  this  com- 
mandment of  lore,  Christ  earnestljr  inculcated 
to  his  disciples,  saying.  These  things  I  com- 
mand you,  That  ye  love  one  another.  (John 
15:  17.)  This  is  my  commandment.  That 
5'e  love  one  another,  as  I  have  loved  you.  (v. 
12.)  Moreover,  the  aposlle  Paul  places  charity 
above  all  the  other  cnristian  gr&ces,  when  be 
saith,  Though  I  speak  widi  the  tongues  of 
men  and  of  xingels,  and  have  not  charity,  I  am 
I^ecome  as  sounding  brass,  or  a  tinkling  cym- 
bal :  And  though  I  have  the  gift  of  prophecy, 
and  understand  all  mysteries,  and  all  knowl- 
edge, and  though  I  have  all  faith,  so  tliati 
could  remove  mountains,  and  have  not  charity, 
I  am  nothing :  And  though  I  bestow  all  my 
goods  to  feed  the  poor,  and  though  I  give  ray 
body  to  be  burned,  and  have  not  charity  itpro- 

fiteth  me  nothing Charity  never  faileth  :  but 

whether  there  be  prophecies,  they  shall  fail ; 
whether  there  be  tongues,  iiiey  shall  cease ; 
whether  there  be  knowfedge,  it  shall  vanish 

away And  now  abideth  faith,  hope,  charity, 

these  Uiree ;  but  the  greatest  of  these  is  charity- 

(1  Cor- 13:  1,  2,  3-8-13.)     God  is  love ;  and 

he  thatdwelleth  in  love,  dwelleth  in  God,  and 

God  in  him.     For  love  Va  o^  0^\  tjjad  every 
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Ood.  He  that  loveth  not,  knoweth  not  God. 
And,  If  a  man  say,  I  love  God,  and  liateth  his 
brother,  he  is  a  liar :  for  he  that  loveth  not  his 
brother  whom  he  hath  seen,  how  can  he  love 
God,  whom  he  hath  not  seen  ?  And  this  com- 
inandoient  have  we  from  himi  Thai  he  who 
loveth  God  loveth  his  brother  also.  (1  John  4.) 
The  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  be  wUb 
you  all.

Q^uestion  1.  What  is  the  motive  by  which 
you  were  brought  to  desire  to  be  baptized,  and 
thus  to  be  united  with  believers  in  the  church 
of  God?

Q.  2.  How,  or  by  what  means,  was  this  im- 
pression made  on  your  mind  ? 

A.  By  the  will  of  God,  according  to  his  good 
pleasure,  which  was  announced  to  me  by  the 
preaching  of  his  holy  word,  wherein  is  revealed 
the  laws  and  commandments  of  Christ,  the 
which  I  must,  by  faith,  receive  and  keep. — 
John  14:  21.-Matth.  19:  17. 

Q.  3.  Do  you  then  hope  to  be  justified  and 
Ma  ved  by  your  good  works,  in  keeping  the  com- 
itjandmenta  of  Christ  1 
A.  No :  by  our  good  ^otVia  ^»^  ^^xiti^v^^ 
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heaven,  or  merit  eternal  blessedness :  but  it  is

A.  Baptism  denotes  true  faith — a  washing 
away  of  the  sins  and  impurities  of  the  soul, 
by  the  precious  blood  of  Christ— namely,  the 
remission  of  sins,  whereby  they  have  comfort 
of  eternal  blessedness,  through  Jesus  Christ, 
whom  they  have  put  on  by  baptism.  Gal.

a.  19.  Whereunto  are  the  members pf  Christ 
in  duty  bound  by  baptism  ? 

A.  The  members  of  Christ  are  in  duty  bound 
by  baptism,  to  bury  their  past  sins  into  the  death 
of  Christ,  and  to  be  united  to  him  in  obedience, 
to  walk  in  newness  of  life,  to  follow  him  ac- 
cording to  his  will,  and  to  do  whatsoever  ha 
hath  commanded.

A.  We  thereby  manifest  and  show  forth  oui 
simple  obedience  to  Christ,  our  Redeemer  and

by  faith,  of  the  communion  of  bis  body  arnJ 
blood  ;  being  comforted,  that  by  his  sufferings 
and  death  on  the  cross,  he  has  made  full  atone- 
ment for  our  sins. 

Q.  23.  Is  MatrinrKHiy  also  an  ordinance  of 
God? 

A.  Yes :  marriage  was  instituted  by  Grod 
himself,  in  Paradise, with  Adam  and  Eve.

a.  24.  For  what  purpose  is  marriage  insti-

A.  For  to  multiply,  and  to  replenish  the  earth 
with  the  human  family ;  also,  to  avoid  fornica- 
tion, every  man  shall  have  hb  own  wife,  and 
every  woman  have  her  own  husband.  1  Cor. 
7:  2. 

Q.  25.  How  must  marriage  be  entered  into 
so  as  to  be  in  accordance  with  the  institution 
and  ordinance  of  God  ? 

A.  Such  persons  as  are  not  too  near  of  kiD> 
may,  with  ardent  prayer  to  God  for  his  blessing, 
and  in  dependance  on  him,  enter  into  a  state  of 
marriage,  and  therein  seek  to  live  a  christian 
life ;  yet  so,  that  a  member  of  the  Church  of 
Christ  take  to  YivEaVo  N<i'\fe>^.«e\&x  q>C  ihe  same 
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faith  with  him,  and  a  member  of  the  Church 
of  Christ.     2  Cor.  6:  14-16. 

Q.  26.  Is  it  then  not  permitted  that  a  mem- 
.  bcr  of  the  Church  of  Christ  be  joined  in  mat- 
rimony with  one  ^ho  is  not  a  member  of  tlie 
churcn;  and  consequently  not  of  the  same  faith 
and  doctrine  with  him  ? 

A.  No,  it  is  not  permitted  according  to  the 
word  of  God  ;  and  those  who  are  thus  joined 
with  onbelievers  act  contrary  to  the  doctrine  of 
the  apostles,  and  the  law  of  God.

Gt.  27.  Can  the  bonds  of  an  orderly  regular 
marriage  be  broken  for  every  cause  1 

A.  No !  for  they  are  united  and  bound  to- 
gether with  ties  of  the  most  tender  obligations 
and  engagements,  so  that  in  no  case  they  may 
part  asunder,  except  it  be  for  the  cause  of  forni- 
cation.    Matth.  5:  32. 

Q.  28.  What  is  your  acknowledgment  of 
the  po^r  of  government  on  the  higher  powers? 

A.  I  acknowledge,  according  to  the  testimo- 
ny of  the  holy  scriptures,  that  kings  and  govern- 
ments are  instituted  and  ordained  of  God,  for 
the  wel&re  and  general  good  of  the  land  and 
community  ;  and  that  whosoever  resisteth  the 
power,  resisteth  the  ordinance  of  God.

ON    PREDESTINATION. 

The  following  remarku,  od  PredeatiDatioo,  wen  writtea 
bj  Pbter  Burkiiolder,  at  the  request  of  aome  of  hie 
frienda,  aud  were  also  trans lated  into  the  Engliab  language. 

loaflmuch  as  there  is  such  a  diversity  of 
opiuion  among  the  different  deDomiuq,tion8  of 
Cbriatiaos,  concerniag  mau's  free  will,  I  ^ould, 
with  the. help  of  God,  and  bis  grace,  endeavor 
to  set  fortli  our  belief,  according  to  the'word  of 
God,  on  this  subjects  And  although  this  sub- 
ject is  treated  in  the  ninth  and  tenth  articles  of 
our  Confession  of  Faith,  namely,  of  the  free 
ivi^lof  man,  and  c^  election  and  reprobation,^ 
where  the  doctrine  is  maintained,  that  it  is  in 
the  power  of  man,  according  to  his  free  will,  to 
choose  what  is  good  and  to  reject  what  is  evil ; 
or,  to  choose  what  is  evil  and  reject  what  is 
good^  But,  as  many,  object  to  this  doctrine,  by 
reason  of  the  word  of  God,  quoted  by  the  apos- 
tle Paul,  and  the  apostle's  own  words,,  where  it 
is  said,  "I  will  havejnerQy  on  whom  I  will 
have  mercy,  and  I  will  have  compassioii  on 
whom  I  will  have  compassion :  so  then  it  is  not 
of  him  that  wilfetb^  nor  of  him  that  runneth, 
but  of  God  that  shewetb  mercy,"  (Rom.  9: 15, 
16.)  it  will,  perhaps,  be  productive  of  sonfM 
good,  to  make  some  {atV.V^<^t  \WDax>6Sb  <5PcwSis» 
mibject.     And,  ^    , 

la  the  first  pla^,  t\i%^OL\>we  is^j^^^^^t^^ 
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will  have  mercy  on  whom  I  will  have  mercy, 
and  I  will  have  compassion  on  whom  I  will 
have  compassion,^  must  be  well  examined,  and 
prov^  what  is  the  meaning  of  them  :  and,  to 
understand  them  in  their  proper  meaning,  and 
the  apostle's  drift  in  quoting  tliem,  we  must 
■compare  them  with  many  passages  of  his  epis- 
tle to  the  Romans.  And  in  dcnng  this,  we  will 
examine  the  apostle's  meaohig  in  the  twenty* 
eighth  verse  of  the  first  chapter  of  this  epistle, 
where  he  says.  And  even  as  they  did  not  like 
to  retain  Ood,  in  their  knowledge,  God  gave 
them  over  to  a  reprobate  mind,  to  do  those 
things  which  are  not  convenient  2  and  these 
words  give  us  a  key  which  will  open  to  us  ma^ 
ny  passages  of  this  epistle :  for~  here  we  find 
that,  because  they  did  not  like  to  retain  God  in 
their  knowledge,  God  gave  them  over  to  a  re- 
probate mind.  Now,  had  they  been  willing  to 
retain  God  in  their  mind,  God  w^ould  have  had 
mercy  and  compassion  on  them :  but  as  they 
rejected  the  knowledge  of  God  and  spurned 
him,  he  also  rejected  them,  and  gave  them  over 
to  hardness  of  heart. 

Moreover,  in  the  3d  and  4th  chapters  of  this 

efAstle,  the  apostle  Paul  speaks  of  the  works  of 

the  law,  whereby  no  flesh  shall  be  justified,  but 

for  which  the  Jews  were  so  very  zealous ;  as 

they  still  sougVil  lV\e\r  justification  by  the  deeds 

of  the   lavr,  yet  coxAdi  Xio\.  \5ivfcx^^  Vsfc  ^^\«tified. 

And  as  the  Komaxva  vj^x^  ^^x\<^^,>^jv^>\a^ 

wrote  utflo  thw,  ^v.  Onia  e.^\^^^A^^vxVj>^^ 
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a  man  is  not  justified  by  the  deeds  of  the  law, 
but  by  faith  in  Jesus  Christ.  (3:  28.)  Here 
Paul  teaches  and  encourages  the  Gentiles,  that, 
Dotwithstanding  they  have  not  the  law,  yet 
they  have  equal  access  to  the  salvation  by 
Christ  with  the  JeWs ;  testifying,  that  God  is 
not  the  God  of  the  Jews  only,  but  also  of  the 
Gentiles.  (3: 29.)  For  the  general  tenor  and 
drift  of  this  epistle  is  of  the  calling  and  election 
of  the  Gentiles,  by  faith  in  Jesus  Christ,  and 
of  the  rejection  of  the  Jews,  who  go  about  to  es-. 
iablish  their  own  righteousness,  for  which  they 
were  very  zealous  as  the  apostle  saith^  For  I 
bear  them  record,  that  thev  have  a  zeal  of  God, 
but  not  according  to  knowledge.  For  they  b^ 
ing  ignorant  of  God's  righteousness,  and  going 
about  to  establish  their  own  righteousness,  have 
not  subnfiitied  themselves  unto  the  righteous- 
ness of  God.  For  Christ  is  the  end  of  the  law 
for  righteousness  to  every  one  that  believeth* — 
( 10:  2"i.  Now,  upon  such  ignorantly  zealous 
Jews,  who  toUl  and  run  to  establish  Uieir  own 
righteousness,  oontr^u-y  to  the  counsel  of  God, 
is  the  above  passage  of  Paul's  applicaUcf,  when 
he  saith,  "So  then,  it  is  not  of  him  that  willeth, 
nor  of  him  that  runneth,  but  of  God  thai  show- 
eth  mercy."  For  the  Jews,  with  all  their-u^- 
ingf  and  running,  and  compassing  sea  and 
land  to  make  proselytes,  they  didnotattaia 
the  righteousness  of  God ;  as  God  was  not  plea> 
•ed  to  extend  his  metcy  >\i!i  ciQ\!tt^Ma»«c^'(K^«^ 
ibem,  because  they  \^w\«\\ia ^^^''^•'^ 
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sought  it  not  by  faith,  but  by  the  works  of  the 
law ;  and  thus  they  stumbled  at  the  stumbling 
stone  and  Rock  of  offence.  (9:  31,  32.)  This 
Rock  is  Christ,  on  whom* the  Jews  would  not 
believe ;  but  the  Gentiles,  which  followed  not 
after  righteousness,  have  attained  the  righteous- 
ness, even  the  righteousness  which  is  of  faith : 
because  they  sought  it  not  in  the  works  of  the 
law,  but  by  faith  in  Jesus  Christ,  that  jostifieth 
the  ungodly ;  and  therefore  their  faith  is  count- 
ed for  righteousness.  And  hence,  these  are 
tJiey  on  whom  the  Lord  will  have  mercy  and_ 
compassion,  because  they  did  the  will  of  God, 
and  sought  him  by  faith  in  his  owri  appointed 
way. 

And  thus  it  is  in  relation  to  our  present  con- 
dition :  if  we  begin  a  thing,  and  go  on  wnlh  it 
according  to  our  own  mind  and  will,  and  con- 
trary to  the  word  and  will  of  God,  we  may  mil 
and  rww,  as  we  may,  to  our  utmost  ability,  yet 
will  God  not  have  mercy  nor  compassion ;  but 
if  we  do  according  to  the  word  and  will  of  God, 
he  will  be  pleased  to  have  mercy,  and  compas- 
sionate us.     Of  this  we  have  an  exanple  of 
Pharaoh,  and  the  children  of  Israel :  for  the 
children  of  Israel  went  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt 
according  to  the  commandment  of  the  I^rd  ; 
and  the  Lord  was  v>'ith  them  on  their  journey, 
and  with  signs  and  wonders  led  them  on  :  but 
Pharaoh,  who  in  ditect  opposition  to  the  word 
and  will  of  God,  pui^w^  \AVfcT  \^<5i  OwvVdx^u  of 
l9rsiel,  to  destroy  tVvercv,  n^^  Vvr»^\\^-^\^^ 
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hie  host  deeiroyed)  wiihout  having  any  mercy 
or  compassion  shown  ttiem  from  the  Lord  : 
ftnd  ibis  was  done  because  Pharaoh  wou]d  not 
obey  the  voice  of  the  Lord,  to. let  brael  go : 
consequently,  because  *^he  did  not  like  to 
AETAiN  God  in.  his  knowledge."  For., 
when  Moses  and  Aaron  were  sent  spih  the 
message  of  theLoRD  to  Pharaoh,  and  tdd  him, 
Thus  saith  tlie  Lord  <3od  of  Israel,  Let  my 
people  go,  thai  they  may  hold  a  feast  unto  mo 
in  the'  wilderness.  Pharaoh  said.  Who  is  the 
Lord,  -that  I  should  obey  his  voice,  to' Jet  Israel 
go  ?  I  know  Roi  the  Lord,  neither  will  I  let 
brael  ge.  '{Ex.  5:  1, 2.)  Now,  because  Pha- 
raoh  would  Rat  obey  ihe  message  of  the  Lord, 
hy  Moses  and  Aaron,  but  hardened  Ihs  heaii 
against  the  God  of  heaven,  he  was  given  over 
to  a  reprobate  mind,  to  do  those  things  which 
are  not  convenient.  And  thus  his  heart  was 
hardened  by  his  own  obduracy,  to  pursue  afler 
Israel  lo  his  own  destruction. 

Now  in  adverting  to  the  words  of  the  apos- 
tle, and  his  quotation  Irom  the  Oid  Testament, 
where  he  saith,  '<So  then  it  is  not  of  him  that 
willeth,  nor  of  lihii  that  runneth,  but  of  God 
that  showeth  mercy.  Fof^the  scripture  saith 
unto  Pharaoh,  Even  for  this  same  purpose  have 
I  raised  thee  up,  that  I  might  show  my  power 
in  thee,  and  that  my  name  might  be  declared 
throughout  all  the  earth.  Therefore  hath  he 
mercy  on  whom  he  'wiiibaLN^xok^xc!^  4«Al^^^8«ksw 

he  will  he  hardeuetV  (,aois^^-\^-^^  ^'^ 
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must,  \rUh  tbia  passive,  compare  th«  fetiowiBg 
scriptures,  in  order  to  find  who  they  are  on 
wlioih  the  Ijord  will  have  merr^,- and  abo  they 
whom  he  will  harden.  And  here  we  find,  as 
said  above^  that  they  who  did  net  Mke  to  retain 
God  in  their  knowledge,  God  gave  o^rer  to  a 
reprobate  mind ;  and  thus  their  hearts  were 
hardened :  because  they  hardened  their  hearts 
against  the  counsd  of  God :  as  the  apoetle  saitb, 
Despisest  thou  the  riches  of  his  goodness,  and 
forbearapce,  and  long-sufi*ering;  not  knoidng 
that  the  goodness  of  God  leadetk  thee -to  repen- 
tance ?  But  after  thy  hasdnes^aad  iupeniteni 
heart,  treasurest  up  unto  thyself  wrath  unto 
the  day  of  wrath,  and  revelation  of  the  right* 
eous  judgment  of  God.  (Rom.  2: 4,  5.)  More^ 
over,  as  the  Holy  Ghost  saith,  To  day  if  you 
will  hear  his  voice,  harden  net  your  hearta 
(Heb.  3:  7,  8.)  From  these  scriptitres  we  see, 
that  men  themselves  harden  their  hearts 
against  the  counsel  of  God,  and  his  Holy  Spi- 
rit^ when  He,  by  his  goodness,  would  lead  them 
to  repentance'f  tor  when  the  HoFy  Spirit  coun- 
sels men  to  repent,  He  will  not  harden  their 
hearts  against  it :  neither  will  God  harden  the 
hearts  of  any  but  those  who  have  hardened 
their  hearts  against  him,  his  counsels  ^nd  his 
ways,  through  the  deceitfuhiess  of  sin  ;  as  the 
apostle  saith.  Exhort  one  another  daily,,  while 
it  is  called  10  day  •,  le^t  any  of  you  be  hardened 
through  the  dece\lfa\u«aa  oIoti.  VJ^rfci,  ^^  134 
H^ace,  it  is  bigVA^  TiL€sc«a«»x\  Va  \»\a.^«tosk> 
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tipdn  our  guard,  and  watch  I  lest  our  hearts  be 
hardened  against  God,  through  the  deceilful- 
ness  of  sin.  But  let  us  hear  and  obey  ther 
Toice  of  God,  and  the  dictates~~of  his  divine 
Spirit,  to  be  by  him  led  in  the  path  of  wisdom 
and  truth. 

Farthermore,  as  predestinarians  hold  forth 
the  doctrine  that  God,  by  his  uncliiiigeable 
decrees,  has,  from  eternity,  elected  and  chosea 
A  part  of  mankind  to  be  heirs  of  eternal  gk>ry^ 
and  by  the  same  d^rees  he  has  reprobated  and 
doomed  the  other  part  to  eternal  and  unavoid- 
able, woe  and  misery :  and  as  they  ground  this 
doctrine  partly  ou  the  above  quoted  words  of 
the  apostle,  (which  we  have  in  some  measure 
explained,)  and  also  on  the  type  and  figure  re- 
presented by  Jacob  and  Esau^  of  which  we 
will,  by  the  grace  of  God,  therefore  endeavor 
to  give  a  farther  explication,  as  foUowtf : 

As  God  is  omniscient,  and.  knew,  from  eter- 
nity, all  future  events,  he  has  by  figures  and  _ 
types  represented  wliat  would  come  to  pass. — 
And  herein  Jacob  and  Esaifc^  were  striking 
types :  Esau  being  a  type  of  the  dd  dispensa- 
tion, as  the  Jews,  with  their  laws  and  ceremo- 
nies, and  Jacob  a  type  of  the  new  dispensation , 
as  the  christians,  with  the  gospel  and  its  privi- 
l^es.  For,  when  Esau  and  Jacob  were  born, 
Jacob's  hand  took  hold  on  Esau's  heel ;  Esau's 
heel  denoting  the  end  of  the  law  with  its  cere- 
monies, and  the  handa  o{  ItQ»:kV^\^^VA'(6i^)iK^s^%

For  this  Agar^ie  mount  iSinai  in  Aral 
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biK  Esau  have  I  hated.  (Rom.  9:  U-lS.y— 
Now  this  is  somewhat  hard  to  understand ;  and 
tfaoee  that  do  not  view  the  case  of  Esau  and 
Jacob  in  the  light  of  a  spiritual  and  emblemat- 
ical representation,  may  greatly  err,  inasmuch 
as  these  words  seem  to  import,  That  accor- 
ding, to  the  purpose  and  determyhation  of 
Grod,  he  had  /chosen  the  one,  and  rejected  the 
other,  without  respect  to  their  merit  and  future 
conduct,  and  therefore  there  would  be  no  room 
given  for  the  rejected  to  gain  the  love  and  fa- 
vor of  God,  though  he  might  earnestly  seek  it? 
and  thus  might  the  inference  be  drawn,  that 
God  is  unrighteous  !  which  question  the  apos- 
tle also  asks,  when  he  says,  What  shall  we  say 
then  ?  Is  there  unrighteousness  with  God  ? 
God  forbid,  (v.  14.)  Yea,  although  we  can- 
not trace  God  in  his  foreknowledge  and  provi- 
dence— though  his  dispensation  may  be  dark 
and  mysterious — He  isrighteous  in  all  hi8\^iys. 
Now  in  that  God  saitb,  Not  of  works,  but  of 
him  that  calieth  it  was  said  unto  her.  The  eld- 
er shall  serve  the  younger.  He  gives  us  to  un- 
derstand, that  the  Jews  sought  their  righteous- 
ness and  justification  by  the  works  of  the  law, 
and  whereby  they  could  not  attain  to  the  right- 
eousness which  is  acceptable  with  God  :  but  ns 
the  ealledjhy  the  grace  of  God  they  must  obtain 
it  through  the  gospel,  by  faith  in  Jesus  Christ. 
For  it  pleased  God  that  man's  eternal  blessed- 
ness should  be  of  grace,  and  ivQl  ol  ^^otV^  \  >iw^ 
ntf  die  glory f  honor  and  ^pteiWea  ol  wvi  ^sr^m^sSnss^ 
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be  to  the  Lord,  and  that  no  flesh  glory,  in  hk 
presence. 

Likewise,  when  it  is  said,  Jacob  have  I  ]& 
ved,  but  Esau  have  I  luated,  it  is  thereby  typi- 
fied, that  the  love  of  God  was  manifested  to  tis 
in  the  gospel,  and  not  in  the  law :  because  the 
law  workelh  wrath ;  (Rom.  4:  15.)  and  the 
wrath  and  displeadure  of  God,  under  whicii 
man  had  fallen,  could  not  be  appeased  and  re- 
conciled by  the  law,  and  therefore  it  is  hated. 
But  in  Christ  Jesus,  and  hid  glorious  gospel,  ii 
grace  and  truth ;  the  wrath  of  God  pacified,  and 
the  enmity  slain,  as  the  apostle  saith.  For  he  ii 
our  peace,  who  hath  made  both  one^  and  batli 
broken  down  the  middle  wall  of  partition  be- 
tween us;  having -abolished  in  his  flesh  the  en 
mity,eveQ  the  law  of  commandments  contaiaed 
in  ordinances :  for  to  make  in  himself  of  twain 
one  new  man,  so  making  peace.  (Eph.  2: 14 
15.)  This  is  the  love  of  God,  >^hich  is  prefig- 
ured in  Jacob.  And  in  like  manner  as  Esau 
despised  and  sold  his  birthright,  whereby  wai 
prefigured  the  birthright  to  the  promised  inhe 
ritance  of  the  heavenly  Canaan,  through  tb< 
atonement  of  the  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  the  eter 
nal  and  only  begotten  Son  of  God ;  which  pro 
mise  was  made  to  the  Jews,  as  the  elder  broth 
er ;  but  as  they  despised  this  promised  inheri 
tance  tlirough  the  Kedeemer,  and  rejected  th< 
Son  of  God,  they  thus  sold  their  birthright  U 
their  .younger  btvA\\ftt,  v)cifc  Ci«ox\lfta^  who  be 
iiev^ed  on  Christ|au4vViu%\tiVi«^\v«^>isv^^^^\s^^ 
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blessing,  in  preference  to  the  unbelieving  Jews: 
as  it  is  written,  And  they  siiall  eoine  from  the 
.east,  and  from  the  west,  and  from  the  north, 
and  from  the  south,  and  shall  sit  down  in  the 
kingdom  of  God.  And  behold,  there  are  last, 
which  shall  be  first ;  and  there  are  first,  which 
shall  be  last.     (Lu ke  1 3: 29,  30.^ 

Moreover,  as  Esau  could  not  ootain  the  bless- 
ing by  his  weapons,  the  quiver  and  bow  in 
hunting  venison  ,'  so  also  could  not  the  unbe- 
lieving Jews  obtain  the  gospel  blessings  by 
their  zeal  for  the  works  of  the  law,  and  their 
carnal  ordinances.  And  as  Jacob  inherited  the 
blessing,  so  have  all  the  believers  in  Christ  ob- 
tained the  blessing,  and  are  blessed  with  all 
spiritual  blessings  in  heavenly  places  in  Christ. 
(Eph.  1:  3.)  Therefore  it  is  not  of  him  that 
willeth,  nor  of  him  that  runneth,  but  of  God 
that  showeth  mercy. 

Now  let  us  consider  well,  whether,  from  (he 
emblematical  representation  of  Esau  and  Jacob; 
and  the  words,  ^^Jacob  have  I  loved,  but  Esau 
have  I  hated,"  the  inference  can  be  drawn,that 
God  has,  from  the  creation,  chosen  and  elected 
a  part  of  the  human  family  to  be  heirs  of  eternal 
life,  glory,  and  happiness,  while  he  has  doomed 
and  reprobated  the  othei^  to  eternal  death,  pain 
and  misery  !  No,  that  be  far  from  that  GOD^ 
who  is  righteous  in  aU  his  ways. 

For,  notwithstanding  ih^  Livw  ^^V^ki^xjl^A. 
manifested  his  hatred  of  s\n^  tccv^^'^^^^Ev^^^ 
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the  works  of  whichy  the  sinner  ^o 
justified,  and  obtain  the  favor  of  Gc 
the  deeds  of  the  law,  there  shall  tio  £ 
tified  in  his  sight;  (Rom.  3:  20.)  y 
not  hate  the  penitent  sinner,  who. 
the  law  and  kept  it :  but  by  the  law, 
crifices,  pointed  him  to  the  all-atonii 
Jeeus  Christy  and  his  glorious  gospel 
is  manifested  his  love  to  sinners ;  i 
was  prefigured  by  Jacob,  whom  he 
by  which  all  are  called,  and  \m 
gospel  feast.;  as  may  be  seen  in  man 
and  parables  in  holy  writ ;  but  the  fe 
ber  received  the  call :  hence  it  is  w 
many  are  called,  but  few  are  chosen 
22:  14.) . 

But  here  let  us  examine,  what  i 
that  but  few  ore  chosen  ?  Is  it  n 
they  itill  not  obey  the  call,  and  co 
the  invitation  was  as  urgent  to  thpg 
not  come,  as  to  those  who  came  ?

Go  quickly  into  the  streets  and  lanes  of  the 
city,  and  bring  in  hither  the  poor,  and  the 
'  maimed,  and  the  halt,  and  the  blind.  And  the, 
servant  euid,  Lord  it  is  done  as  thou  hast  com- 
BKUided,  and  yet  there  is  room.  And  the  Lord 
faad  unto  the  servant,  Gro  out  into  the  highways- 
and  hedges,  and  compel  them  to  come  in,  that 
my  house  may  be  filled.  <14:  21-23.)  The 
highways  and  hedges  may  denote  the  whole- 
world ;  and  this  accords  with  the  command* 
luenta  given  to  the  apostles^  by  our  Lord  Je8U» 
Christ,  when  he  ascended  to  heaven,  saying, 
Go  ye  into  all  the  world,  and  preach  the  goB- 
pel  to  every  creature.  (Mark  16:  16.)  This 
call  extends  to  all — bolli  Jews  and  Gentiles — 
all  nations,  of  every  language  aod  tongue — free 
grace  for  all  those  who  mil  came  and  accept  it. 
Now  if  the  greater  part  ane  reprobated  and  re- 
jected, why  are  they  aO*  called  ?  Our  Lord 
exclaims,  over  Chat  great  and  populous  city  Je- 
rusalem, O  Jerusalem,  Jerusalem,  thou  tliat 
kiUei^t  the  prophets,  and  stonest  them  which  are 
sent  luito  thee^  how  often  would  1  have  gath- 
ered thy  children  together,  even  as  a  hen  ga- 
theretlt  her  chickens  under  her  wings,  and  ye 
would  not!     (Matth.23:-37.) 

From  these  scriptures^  and  the  following,  it 
10  plain  and  evident,  that  it  is  in  the  FaEB  wili.. 
of  man  to  accept  the  call  and  inviteuLioa  olv^ 
gospel,  and  come  to  Christ  aw8LYi'^^\w\»\«j^ 
iiandperishi  for  it  it  ibe  N?T!^olA3L«At»ax«*e 
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viouf,  thai  all  men  should  be  gathered  under 
the  wings  of  his  mercy  and  be  saved,  and  come 
to  the  knowledge  of  the  truth.  (1  Tim.  2:  4.) 
This  is  evidenced  by  many  passages  in  hoLy 
writ.  For  God  has  no  pleasure  in  the  death 
of  the  wicked,  as  he  saith  by  the  prophet,  Say 
unto  them,  As  I  H?e  saith  the  Lord  God,  I  have 
no  pleasure  in  the  death  of  the  wicked ;  but  that 
the  wicked  turn  from  his  way  and  live;  turn 
ye,  turn  ye,  from  your  evil  ways  ;  for  why  will 
ye  die,  O  house  of  Israel  ?  (Bz.  33-^11.)  Ako 
saith  Peter,  The  Lord  is  not  slack  concerning 
liis  promise,  as  some  men  count  slackness;  but 
is  long-suffering  to  us-ward,  not  willing  that 
QQy  should  perish,  but  that  all  should  come  to 
repentance.  (2  Pet.  3-9.)  Moreover,  Mosei 
saith,  See  I  have  set  before  thee  this  day  life 
and  good,  and  death  and  evil ;  in  that  I  com- 
mand thee  this  day  to  love  the  Lord  tliy  God, 
to  walk  in  his  ways,  and  to  keep  his  command- 
ments, and  his  statutes,  and  his  judgments, 
that  thou  mayest  live  and  multiply  :  and  the 
Lord  thy  God  shall  bless  thee  in  the  land 
whither  thou  gocst  to  possess  it.  But  if  thine 
heart  turn  away,  so  that  thou  wilt  not  hear,  but 
shalt  be  drawn  away,  and  worship  other  Gods, 
and  serve  them ;  I  denounce  unto  you  this  day, 
that  ye  shall  surely  perish,  and  that  je  shiJl 
not  prolong  your  da}^  upon  the  land,  whither 
thou  passest  ovet  }ot&axv  Vo  ^^ossess  it*  I  ^1 
heaven  and  eatlVi  u>  xwiot^  V5k»  ^  ^sg^doosi^

bleasing  and  cursing :  therefore  choose  life,  that

and  not  for  ours  only,  but  also  for  the  sin; 
the  whole  worVd-  11  ^oVviv  1\  1, 2.^  Moi 
rer,  Herein  is  love^  wot v\\av.  \?^ Vs^^^  ^^ 
that  he  loved  us,  and  ^^uv.  >wa  ^wi  va  \; 
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Propitiation  for  our  sing. — And  we  have  seen 
and  do  testify,  that  the  Father  sent  the  Son  to 
be  the  Saviour  of  the  world.  (4:10-14.)  Who 
his  owfi  self  bare  our  sins  in  his  own  body  on 
the  tree,  that  we,  being  dead  to  sins,  should 
live  unto  rigliteousness  :  by  whose  stripes  yc 
were  healed.  (1  Pet.  2:  24.)  For  Christ  also 
hath  once  suffered  for  sins,  the  just  for  the  un- 
just, that  he  might  bring  us  to  God.  (3:  18.) 
And  when  John  saw  Jesus  coming  unto  him, 
he  saith,  Behold  the  Lamb  of  God,  which  ta- 
keth  away  the  sin  of  the  world.  (John  1: 29.) 
The  Samaritans  said  iu)to  the  wcman^  Now 
we  believe,  not  because  of  thy  saying :  for  we 
have  heard  him  ourselves,  and  know  that  this 
is  indeed  the  Christ,  the  Saviour  of  the  world. 
(4:  42.)  God  was  in  Christ,  reconciling  the 
world  unto  himself,  not  imputing  their  tres- 
passes unto  them.  (2  Cor.  5:  19.)  Thus  w« 
see  that  full  atonement  is  made  for  the  sins  of 
the  whole  world ;  and  that  a  door  of  free  grac« 
is  open  for  all  who  will  come,  and  accept  it, 
by  faith  in  Jesus  Christ. 

But,  nevertheless,  we  also  believe  and  ac- 
knowledge that,  according  to  the  holy  scrip- 
tures,  God  has  his  elected  and  chosen  peopl«^ 
who  are  known  to  him,  and  whom  ha  bath  ' 
chosen  in  Christ  Jesus,  before  the  foundation 
of  the  world.

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VERY  ELECT.  (Matth.  24;  24.)  Ye  have 
not  chosen  nic,  but  I  have  chcson  you,  and  or- 
danced  >ou,  that  ye  should  go  and  briug 
forth  fruit,  and  that  your  fruit  should  remain. 
(Joiin  15:  IG.  Also  the  apostle  Faith,  And  wo 
know  that  all  tluDgs  work  together  for  good,  to 
them  that  love  God,  to  them  who  arc  the  call- 
ed according  to  his  purpose.  For  whom  lie 
did  foreknow,  he  also  did  predestinate  to  be 
conformed  to  tlic  image  of  his  Son,  that  he 
might  Ik5  the  first  bora  among  many  brethren. 
Moreover,  whom  he  did  predestinate,  them  he 
also  called  :  and  whom  he  called,  tliem  he  also 
justified :  and  whom  he  justified,  them  he  also 
glorified.  (l\om.  8:  28-30.)  Again  he  saith, 
According  as  he  hath  chosen  us  in  him,  before 
the  foundation  of  the  worlds  that  we  should  be 
holy  and  without  blame  before  him  in  love  : 
baring  predestinated  us  unto  the  adoption  uf 
children  by  Jesus  Christ  to  himself,  according 
to  the  good  pleasure  of  his  will,  to  the  praise  of 
the  glory  of  his  grace,  wherein  he  halh  made 
us  accepted  in  the  Beloved  :  in  whom  we  have 
rederapiion  through  his  blood,  the  forgiveness 
of  sins,  according  to  the  riches  of  his  grace. — 
(Eph.  1:  4-7.)  Moreover,  it  is  said,  that,  These 
ihat  are  with  the  Lamb,  arc  called,  and  chosen, 
and  faithful.    (Rev,  17:  14.)

For 
our  gospel  came  not  unto  you  in  word  only, 
but  also  in  power,  and  in  thrflloly  Ghost,  and 
in  much  assurance,  as  ye  know  what  manner 
of  men  we  were  among  you  for  your  sake. — 
And  ye  became  followers  of  us^  and  of  thit 
Lordy  having  received  the  word  in  much  af- 
fliction, with  joy  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  (1  These. 
1:4-6.)  For  this  cause  also  thank  we  God 
wiihout  ceasing,  because,  when  ye  received 
the  word  of  God  which  ye  heaM  of  us,  ye  re- 
ceived it  not  as  the  word  of  men,  but  (as  it  it 
in  truth)  the  word  of  God,  which  effectually 
worketh  also  in  you  that  believe.  For  ye, 
brethren,  became  followers  of  the  churches  of 
God  whih  in  Judea  arc  in  Christ  Je^us.  (»:

Now  does  it  not  appear  evident,  from  the 
foregoing  scriptures,  that  all  those  who  gladly 
and  willingly  receive  the  word,  believe  io 
Christ,  keep  his  sayings  and  follow  him,  are 
they  that  are  the  called,  the  elected,  and  (he 
chosen  ?  They  press  toward  the  mark  for 
the  prize  of  the  high  calling  of  God  in 
Chrii«t  Jesus — Give  diligence  to  make  their 
calling  and  election  sure —And  thus  "The 
kingdom  of  heaven  sufterelh  violence,  and  (he 
violent  lake  it  by  force."  (Malth.  11;  12.)— 
Yea,  they  are  elected  and  choisen,  because  (hey 
obey  the  voice  of  the  Lord,  hear  his  sayings, 
and  do  them :  Fight  the  good  fight  of  faith,  and 
lay  hold  on  eternal  life.  And  ihua  Christ  is 
tiie  aiithor  of  eternal  salvation  unto  all  them 
ilmi  obey  him.

Because  that, 
when  they  knew  God,  they  glorified  him  not 
as  God,  neither  were  thankful;  but  became 
vain  in  their  imaginations,  and  their  foolish 
heart  was  darkened^.L«And  even  as  they  did 
not  like  to  retain  God  in  their  knowledge,  God 
gave  them  over  to  a  raprobate  mind,  to  do  those 
things  which  are  not  convenient.

A   FEW    RETROSPECTITE    REMARKS 

OF  THE  TRANSLATOR. 

When  I  wns  called  on,  by  my  brethren,  to 
^mdertake  the  translation  of  the  foregoing 
'  pages,  from  tlie  German  language,  in  which 
that  part  which  contains  the  articles  of  our 
Confession  of  Faith  has  for  several  centuries 
been  in  prhu,  1  thought,  from  a  firm  persua* 
sloA  that  many  exceUent  passages  of  gospel 
truths  were  contained  therein,  that  it  might  be 
useful,  and  conducive  to  the  benefit  of  the 
church  of  Christ,  by  reflecting  more  light  ou 
Bome  controverted  points  in  holy  writ.  And 
as  our  creed  has  never  fully  appeared  in  the 
J^'nglish  language,  we  were  often  misrepresent- 
ed— wrong  and  unfavorable  ideas  v/ere  taken 
up  concerning  our  church — misconstructions 
were  made  by  comparing  us  to  others,  whose 
leading  principles  differ  materially  with  ours- 
And  moreover-,  as  we  hold  with  adult  baptism, 
find  several  pamphlets  have  recently  been  issu- 
ed from  the  press,  in  our  section  of  country,  in 
the  English  language,  wherein  is  maintained 
the  doctrine  of  infant  baptism,  with  which  we 
cannot  hold,  though  our  mode  in  administer- 
ing  it  is  also  by  sprinkling  or  pouring,  it  was 
thought  to  be  a  Aul^  \v\c,\vkv\«.w\.  w^a  our 
church,  to  rnamtam  v\vesc.\\vv.\x^^  ^^t^xvcv^^V 
vur  mod«  and  pracVvc^  ^V^^^"^  '^^  ^^tc^v^^^>sn 
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our  Confoaeion  of  Faith,  by  a  pnblicolioii  of  it 
in  (he  English  language. 

And  as  this  is  clone  not  with  any  intention 
of  reflecting  censure,  or  bearing  on  the  feelingi 
of  our  fellow  christians  of  other  denominations 
and  branchca  of  tlic  church  of  Christ ;  I  thought 
it  to  be  in  perfect  accordance  with  Christian 
duty,  to  lend  my  feeble  aid,  by  engaging  iu 
the  translation  of  the  w  ork,  notwithstanding 
my  humble  qualification  for  an  undertaking  of 
this  kind  ;  and  which  would  require  profound 
erudition,  to  bring  out  a  fluent  English  trans- 
lation, from  80  ancient  a  German  copy  as  the 
one  from  which  the  pages  of  our  Confession  of 
Faith  are  translated ;  and  also  from  the  manu- 
script written  by  our  beloved  pastor,  whose 
profession,  as  a  writer,  is  but  humble.  Con- 
sequently the  pious  reader,  it  is  hoped,  will  con- 
sider the  difficulties  under  which  a  translator 
must  hav^e  laboured,  under  theee  circumttancest 
inasmuch  also,  as  it  is  an  acknowledged  fact, 
*'That  the  best  scholars  have  found  it  difficult 
to  write  with  perspicuity  and  simplicity  with  a 
German  model  before  them."  Moreover,  sev- 
eral noted  errors  have  also  escaped  notice  at  the ' 
press;  owing  I  presume,  to  the  unsettled  slate 
111  which  the  printingestablishment  was  during 
a  part  of  tho  time  in  which  this  work  wan  la 
press. 

And  furthermore,  as  I  profess  to  be  a  menrv 
Ler  of  this  church,  and  hoVA  VwVv  \\\^  ^viwtisv^ 
eystem  of  oar  Confession  oi  ¥vx\\.\\  \x^\i^\^%^ 
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nuine ;  with  the  exception  of  a  fe\^  thing* 
therein  maintained,  and  phraecs  used, — it  is  a 
duty  which  I  owe  to  my  own  feelings,  to  mak< 
a  few  remarks  concerning  the  present  situatior 
of  our  church.  For,  while  engaged  in  trans 
lating  the  foregoing  pages,  how  often  did  m} 
heart  burn  with  a  desire  thiit  our  life  and  con 
Tcrsalion  were  in  accordance  with  the  scriptun 
truths  wliich  wo  pretend  to  maintain.  But 
liowercr  scriptural  om  Confession  of  Faith  maj 
be,  it  is  a  lamentable  fact  that  our  church,  espe 
rially  in  some  parts  of  the  country,  has  degene 
rated  very  much,  and  fallen  from  her  priniitiv< 
and  former  practical  purity,and  Christian  graces 
Where  is  now  the  love  of  the  brethren  and  dis 
ciples  of  Christ,  which  IJe  so  warmly  inciiicalea 
and  whereby  His  disciples  are  to  be  known 
Where  that  holy  zeal  for  keeping  the  coir 
niandmentsof  Christ  and  promoting  the  cau 
of  his  church  7     Where  that  holy  walk  w

conversation  with  which  we  should  adorn  t 
doctrine  of  his  gospel?     Where  is  that  li 
which  should  shine  forth  from  our  good  wo 
as  a  city  tliat  is  set  on  a  hill  cannot  be  hid 
(iMiiUh.  6:  14-- 16.)     How  is  her  silver  bee 
dross,  and  her  wine  mixed  with  water?  ( 
22.)     But  with  these  reflections  we  woul 
give  pain  to  those  true  members  of  our  cl 
wlio  arc  the  salt  of  the  earth ;  and  wlio  r 
ten  the   mo9^V.  TftUxcA^  \\\^dti,vi^  and  ob 
pressing  onward  m  l\\ft  t\^\^q^  v^\\v^\' 
pray in;j  ia  secret,  vb^V  vVves  \xvv.>i  V^ 
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topenly  rof  whom,  we  trust,  there  is  still  a  great- 
er number  than  would  appear  lo  a  superficial 
observer. 

Now  concerning  the  members  of  differ- 
ent branches  of  the  church  of  Christ,  who  agree 
in  the  fundamental  and  principal  parts  of  the 

.  doctrine  of  the  Bible,  yet  differ  in  some  exter- 
nal things  of  minor  importance  ;  is  it  not  too 
often  the  case  that  between  them  there  is  too 
much  opposition  and  party  spirit  manifested  7 
And  while  one  denomination  is  sowing  th« 
good  seed  of  the  word  of  God,  and  confirming 
believers  in  the  faith  of  Jesus  Christ,  others  of 
a  different  opinion,  and  too  often  from  selfish 
and  sinister  motives,  and  to  increase  the  num- 
ber of  their  own  party,  sow  the  seeds  of  discord, 

.  and  extend  their  influence  to  destroy* the  good 
seed  thus  sown,  and  eradicate  its  growth  from 
the  heart.  How  much  good  would  result,  if 
all  the  diffeient  denominations,  who  agree  in 
the  fundamental  principles  gf  Christianity, 
wonld  lay  aside  their  disputes  about  external 
things  of  minor  importance — and  uniting  to- 
gether to  promote  the  redemption  of  Christ,  by 
the  spread  of  his  glorious  gospel,  and  the  ex- 
tension of  his  kingdom  from  shore  to  shore? — 
That  the  good  Lord  gram,  that  believers  be 
united  in  the  bonds  of  charity,  and  thus  labour 
together,  till  the  earth  be  filled  with  the  knowl- 
edge of  the  glory  of  the  Lord,  as  the  water* 
cover  the  sea,  (Heb.  2:  14,)  is  the  ardeiv^  vi^aVjL^iV
